my  father,  who  was  very  ancient^  had  given  me  a  competent 
share  of  learning,  as  far  as  house  education^  and  a  country  free- 
school  generally  goes,  and  designed  me  for  the  law ;  but  I  would 
be  satisfied  with  nothing  but  going  to  sea ;  and  my  inclination 
to  this  led  me  so  strongly  against  the  willj  nay  the  commands  of 
my  fether,  and  against  all  the  entreaties  and  persuasions  of  my 
mother  and  other  friends,  that  there  seemed  to  be  something 
fatal  in  that  propension  of  nature  tending  directly  to  the  life  of 
misery  which  was  to  befal  me, 

My  fether,  a  wise  and  grave  man,  gave  me  serious  and  ex- 
cellent counsel  against  what  he  foresaw  was  my  design.     He 
calicd  me  one  morning  into  his  chamber,  where  he  was  confined 
by  the  gout,  and  expostulated  very  warmly  with  me  upon  this 
subject :  he  asked  me  what  reasons 'more  than  a  mere  wandering 
inclination  I  had  for  leaving  my  father's  house  and  my  native 
country,  where  I  might  be  well  introduced,  and  had  a  pros- 
pect of  raising  my  fortune  by  application  and  industry,  with 
a  life  of  case  and  pleasure.     He  told  mc  it  was  for  men  of  des- 
perate fortunes  on  one  hand,  or  of  aspiring  superior  fortunes  on 
the  other,  who  went  abroad  upon  adventures,  to  rise  by  cnterprizc, 
and  make  themselves  famous  in  undertalungs  of  a  nature  out  of 
the  common  road ;  that  these  things  were  all  either  too  far  above 
mc,  or  too  far  below  me ;  that  mine  was  the  middle  state,  oi 
what  might  be  called  the  upper  station  of  low  life^  which  he  hac 
found  by  long  experience  was  the  best  state  in  the  world,  th< 
most  suited  to  human  ha^^incss,  not  exposed  to  the  miseries  anc 
hardships,  the  labour  and  suifoings  of  the  mechanic  part  of  man 
kind,  and  not  embarrassed  ^th  the  pride,  luxury,  ambition,  ani 
envy  of  the  upper  part  of  mankind.    He  told  me,  I  might  judg 
of  the  happiness  of  this  state,  by  this  one  thing,  vix.  That  thi 
was  the  state  of  life  which  all  other  people  envied ;  that  King 
j^f^A-^i/ent/xJamcntedthe  miserable  consequences  of  bring  bor 
to  great  things^  and  wish  they  bad  been  ^WitA  m  ^  \iuddlfi  < 
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It  happened  that  he  hul  apf>oinr«d  to  go  out  in  this  boaC^  eich 
for  pleasure  or  for  fish,  with  two  or  three  Mscrs  of  some  distint 
tion  in  that  pl^cc^  and  for  whom  he  had  provided  extracrdirurily 
and  had  thcrcforL*  sent  on  tward  tlitr  boat  over  nighr  a  larger  sto 
of  provisions  than  ordinary;  and  had  ordered  mc  to  get  read 
tiircc  fu3CC3  with  powder  ajid  shot,  which  were  on  board  hi 
^p;  for  thit  they  designed  sonic  sport  of  fowling^  ^  well 
fishing. 

I  got  flll  things  ready  as  he  had  directed,  mid  waited  the  n 
morning  with  the  boat  washed  dean,  her  ancient  and  pendant 
outj  and  everything  to  accommodate  his  guests;  when  hjr  a 
by  my  patron  cune  on  board  alonct  and  told  me  hU  gue^u  ha 
put  off  going,  upon  some  bustnc^  that  fell  out,  and  ordered 
with  the  man  ami  Ixiy,  an  x\s,\rA\  ro  gu  out  with  the  bout  an 
catch  them  !»ome  Ash,  for  that  his  fricrds  were  to  sup  at  \\i%  house 
and  commanded  thut  as  soon  as  I  got  some  fi^  1  should  bnng  i 
home  to  his  houM: ;  &11  which  I  prepared  to  do> 

This  moment  my  former  notions  of  dchvcrancc  darted  irtom 
thoughts,  for  now  J  found  I  wae  like  to  have  a  linle  ship  at 
command ;  and  my  master  being  gone,  I  prepared  to  fumis 
myself^  not  for  n  Ashing  business,  but  Tor  a  voyage;  chou^L 
knew  not,  neither  did  I  so  much  08  consider,  whither  I  slii^^| 
mer;  for  any  where  to  get  out  of  that  pkce  was  my  way. 

My  firJt  contrivance  was  to  make  a  pretence  to  speak  to  thi 
Moor,  to  get  M^mirEhinji;  fur  our  sub^istenrc  on  liatrd;  for  I  lul 
him  we  must  not  presume  Co  ent  of  our  patron's  bread :  he  sai 
that  was  true;  so  he  brought  a  large  basket  of  rusk  or  biscid 
of  their  kind,  ;ind  three  iar«  wrth  fmh  water  into  tlic  boat, 
knew  where  my  patron's  case  of  bottles  stood,  which  it  was  ev 
dent  by  the  make  were  taken  out  of  some  English  prise;  and 
conveyed  them  into  the  boat  while  the  Mtior  was  on  share,  as  i 
they  ha^i  been  there  before  for  our  master;  I  conveyed  also 
^reat  Itunp  of  beeswax  into  the  boat,  which  weighed  above  hal 
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I  hvadred  wtigbt,  with  r  parcel  of  Cwin«  or  thmd^  a  harchet,  t 
mm,  and  i  haxruiicr>  all  which  were  of  grcit  u»c  to  us  oftcrwnrds ; 
aporiiUy  the  wax  to  make  otndlc^  Anocher  trick  1  triccl  upon 
bin,  whkh  he  innocently  caine  into  also ;  hn  name  was  Ismatl^ 
vkv  they  call  Mufyt  or  M^Uy ;  so  I  called  to  him,  M!>f^,  Slid 
I,  oar  fotron't  guns  arc  on  botrd  the  boar,  can  you  not  get  a 
fatk  powder  and  ahoi,  ic  may  be  wv  may  kill  some  jlkamUi  (a 
bwl  like  our  cmt/^^j)  for  ourselves,  for  I  know  he  keeps  the 
pBMff's  stores  in  the  ^hip  i  Yes,  says  he^  I'll  brirg  some ;  and 
flSDfftttigly  be  btought  a  great  leather  pouch  which  held  about  a 
pOdKl  and  a  half  of  powtler,  or  rather  mure ;  and  another  with 
ifeoCt  thai  had  five  or  six  pounds,  with  some  bullets,  and  pur  all 
ia>  the  boiC  -  at  the  same  ttmc  I  had  found  some  powder  of  my 
■  in  chc  great  cabjn,  with  which  J  AlJcd  oiic  of  the  large 
in  the  case,  which  was  almost  empty ;  pouring  what  was 
ai  it  ixao  another;  and  thus  furnished  with  every  thing  necdAJ» 
m  flded  out  of  the  port  to  lish.  The  cattle  which  is  at  the 
^iPiwi_T  of  the  pon  knew  who  we  were,  and  look  no  notice  of 
m;  and  we  were  not  above  a  mile  out  of  the  port  before  we 
ydcd  in  fuu-  sail,  and  set  i»  down  to  fifJ\ :  the  wind  blew  from

mi  then  broagfat  her  to  as  if  I  would  fish,  when  giving  the  boy 
^  ^Im,  1  ttepc  forwwri  no  n'hcnr  Ac  Affiffr  waa,  and  tnakji^^ 
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as  if  I  stooped  for  aomcthiitg  behind  him,  I  took  him  by  sui 
prbc  n^th  my  arm  under  his  twist,  and  tossed  him  dear  avcf 
board  into  <he  sea.  He  roiic  immoliarcly,  for  he  swam  [ike 
cork,  aiid  calling  to  mc.  begged  to  be  tskcn  m^  lolJ  me  he  woul( 
go  all  over  the  world  vrith  iric ;  he  swam  ao  strong  after  the  boa 
that  he  would  h:tvc  reached  mt  vrry  qtiickly,  there  licing  liq 
little  wind;  upon  which  I  srcpt  into  the  cabin,  and  fetching  on 
of  the  fowling  pieces^  I  presented  it  at  him»  luid  told  him,  I  ha 
done  him  no  hurt,  and  if  he  would  be  quiet  I  ^xmid  do  hi 
none:  hut,  s;trd  I,  you  swim  well  enough  to  rencli  lo  (he  shcy 
and  the  *ea  is  calm,  nuke  the  best  of  your  way  to  shorc^  aj»d 
will  do  you  no  harm,  but  if  you  come  near  the  boat  I'll  shoo 
you  through  the  he^id ;  for  I  am  resolved  to  have  my  liberty 
so  he  turned  himself  about  and  swam  for  the  shore,  and  I 
no  doubt  but  he  reached  it  with  ea^,  for  he  was  an  execll 
swimmer. 

I  could  have  been  content  to  have  taken  this  Af«r  with  m' 
and  have  drowiicd  the  boy,  but  there  was  no  venturing  to  tro 
him.

By  the  best  of  my  calculation,  that  place  where  I  now  was, 
lust  be  that  country,  which  lying  between  the  emperor  of 
A/ffrofffl'j  dominions  and  the  Negrces,  lies  wastCj  and  uninhabited, 
except  by  wild  beasts,  the  Negroes  having  abandoned  ir,  and 
gone  farther  south  for  fear  of  the  Moors;  and  the  Moors  not 
thinking  it  worth  inhabiting,  by  reason  of  its  ban-cnncss;  and 
indeed  both  forsaking  it  because  of  the  prodigious  number  of 
|rigers,  lionsj  leopards,  and  other  furious  creatures  which  harbour 
lO  that  the  Moors  use  it  for  their  hunting  oniv,  where

the  head  again,  which  dispatched  him  quite. 
This  waa  game  indeed  to  us,  but  this  was  no  food :  and  I  wa& 
fay  vTTTy  tu  knc  three  charges  of  powder  and  shot  upon  a  crca- 
loc  that  was  good  for  nothing  to  us.  However,  Xurj  said  he 
vQold  hive  nine  of  htm ;  so  he  comes  on  board,  atid  asked  me 
10  ^ve  him  the  hatchrt     For  what^  Xtpy  ?  said  I.      M«  OU  off 
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Ais  h^adj  said  he.  However,  Xury  could  not  cat  off  his  head, 
but  he  cut  off  a  foot,  and  brought  it  with  him,  and  it  was  a 
monstrous  great  one. 

I  bethought  myself  howererj  that  perhaps  the  skin  of  him 
might  one  way  or  other  be  of  some  value  to  us ;  and  I  resolved 
to  talce  off  his  skin,  if  I  could.  So  Xury  and  I  went  to  work 
widi  him ;  but  Xury  was  much  die  better  workman  at  it,  for  I 
knew  very  ill  how  to  do  it.  Indeed  it  took  us  up  both  the  whole 
day ;  but  at  last  we  got  off  the  hide  of  him,  and  ^reading  it  on 
the  top  of  our  cabin,  ^c  sun  effectually  dried  it  in  two  days  dme* 
and  it  afterwards  served  me  to  Ke  upon. 

After  this  stop,  we  made  on  to  the  southward  continually  for 
ten  or  twelve  days,  living  very  sparing  on  our  pro^ions»  which 
began  to  abate  very  much,  and  gomg  no  oftener  into  die  shore 
dian  we  were  obliged  to  for  fresh  water :  my  design  in  this  was, 
to  make  the  river  Gambia  or  Saicgaly  that  is  to  say,  any  whei« 
about  the  Cape  de  Verdy  where  I  was  in  hopes  to  meet  with  some 
Enropean  ship ;  and  if  I  did  i\otj  I  knew  not  what  course  I  had 
to  take,  but  to  seek  for  the  Islands^  or  perish  there  among  tin 
Negroes.  I  knew  that  all  the  ships  from  Europe^  which  sailed 
ather  to  die  coast  of  Guinea  or  to  Brasil^  or  to  the  East  Indies^ 
made  this  Cape,  or  those  Islands ;  and,  in  a  word,  I  put  the 
whole  of  my  fortune  upon  this  single  point,  cidier  that  I  must 
meet  with  some  ship,  or  must  perish. 

When  I  had  pursued  this  resolution  about  ten  days  longer,  at 
I  have  said,  I  began  to  see  that  the  knd  was  inhabited ;  and  in 
two  or  three  places,  as  we  sailed  by,  we  saw  people  stand  npcHi 
the  shore  to  look  at  us ;  we  could  also  perceive  they  were  quite 
black,  and  stark  nakol.  I  was  once  inclined  to  have  gone  on 
shore  to  them ;  but  Xury  was  my  better  counsellor,  and  said  to 
me.  No  go,  no  go :  however  I  hauled  in  nearer  the  shore  that  I 
might  talk  to  them,  and  I  found  they  ran  along  the  shore  by  m^ 
a  good  wzy,.    I  observed  they  had  no  weapons  in  their  hand^ 
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oocpt  on^  who  had  a  long  slender  Bdck>  wfakfa  Xmj  md  was 
ahaccj  and  that  diey- would  throw  diem  a  great  way  with  good 
nn*  So  I  kept  at  a  distance,  but  talked  with  tbem  hj  signs  is 
vcfl  m  I  could;  and  particularly  made  signs  for  aoniething  to 
tt:  they  bcAoflcd  to  me  to  stop  my  boa^  and  they  would  fetch 
Mcnme  meatj  iqxm  diis  I  lowered  the  top  of  my  sailt  and  lay 
lf,aad  two  of  dion  lan  i^  into  the  country^  and  in  less  than 
hlf  an  hour  came  back,  and  brought  with  tlwm  two  pieces  of 
diffledi  and  some  conij  such  as  is  the  produce  of  thdr  country  ^ 
ht  «e  ncidicr  knew,  what  the  one  nor  the  other  was :  however, 
willing  to  accept  it,  but  how  to  ccnne  at  it  was  our  next 
for  I  WIS  not  lor  venturing  on  shore  to  them,  and  they 
much  iftaid  of  us;  but  they  todc  a  safe  way  for  its  aU, 
for  diey  brought  it  to  the  shore  and  laid  it  down,  and  went  and 
ODod  a  great  way  off  till  we  fetched  it  on  board,  and  then  came 
dose  to  us  again. 

We  made  agns  of  thanks  to  them,  for  we  had  nothing  to  make 
Aem  amends ;  but  an  opportunity  oflfcred  that  very  instant  to 
oUigc  them  wonderfully ;  for  while  wc  were  lying  by  the  shore, 
came  two  mighty  creatures,  one  pursuing  the  other  (as  we  took 
it)  with  great  fury,  from  the  mountains  towards  the  sea :  whe- 
ther it  was  the  male  pursuing  the  female,  or  whether  they  were 
in  tptxt  or  in  rage,  we  could  not  tell,  any  more  than  we  could 
tell  whether  it  was  usual  or  strange,  but  I  believe  it  was  the  lat- 
ter; because,  in  the  first  place,  those  ravenous  creatures  seldom 
^pear  but  in  the  night ;  and  in  the  second  place,  we  found  the 
pco[^  terribly  frighted,  especially  the  women.  The  man  that 
hd  the  lance  or  dart  did  not  &y  from  them,  but  the  rest  did ; 
however,  as  the  two  creatures  ran  directly  into  the  water,  they 
did  not  seem  to  offer  to  fall  upon  any  of  the  Negroes^  but  plunged 
themselves  into  the  sea,  and  swam  about  as  if  they  had  come  for 
tfadr  dtveruon.  At  last  one  of  them  began  to  come  nearer  our 
bolt  tiian  at  first  I  expected,  but  I  lay  ready  for  him>  for  I  had 
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loaded  my  gun  with  all  possible  expedition^  and  bade  Xury  load 
both  the  others.  As  soon  as  he  came  fxivXy  within  my  rcach^  I 
fired,  and  shot  him  directly  into  the  head*  Immediately  he  sunk 
down  into  the  water,  but  rose  instantly,  and  plunged  up  and 
down  as  if  he  was  struggling  for  life ;  and  so  indeed  he  was :  ho 
immediately  made  to  the  shorc^  but  between  the  woundj  which 
was  his  mortal  hurt,  and  the  strangling  of  the  water,  he  died  juat 
before  he  reached  the  shore. 

It  is  impos^ble  to  express  the  astonishment  of  these  poor 
creatures  at  the  noise  and  the  fire  of  my  gun ;  some  of  them 
were  even  ready  to  die  for  fear,  and  fell  down  as  dead  with  the 
very  terror.  But  when  they  saw  the  creature  dead,  and  sunk  in 
the  water,  and  that  I  made  signs  to  them  to  come  to  the  shore, 
they  took  heart  and  came  to  the  shore,  and  began  to  search  fi» 
the  creature.  I  found  him  by  his  blood  staining  the  water ;  and 
by  the  help  of  a  rope,  which  I  slung  round  him,  and  gave  the 
Negroes  to  haul,  they  dragged  him  on  shorcj  and  found  that  it 
was  a  most  curious  leopard,  spotted  and  fine  to  an  admirable 
degree,  and  the  Negroes  held  up  their  hands  with  admiration  to 
think  what  it  was  I  had  killed  him  with. 

The  other  creature,  frighted  with  the  flash  of  fire  and  dw 
noise  of  the  gun,  swam  on  shore^  and  ran  up  directly  to  ihe 
mountains  from  whence  they  came,  nor  could  I  at  that  distance 
know  what  it  was-  I  found  quickly  the  Negroes  were  for  eating 
the  flesh  of  this  creature,  so  I  was  willing  to  have  them  take  it 
as  a  fevoiir  from  me,  which  when  I  made  agns  to  them  diat  they 
might  take  him,  they  were  very  thankful  for.  Immediately  they 
fell  to  work  with  him,  and  though  they  had  no  knife,  yet  with  a 
sharpened  piece  of  wood  they  took  ofl^  his  skin  as  readily^  and 
much  more  readily,  than  we  could  have  done  with  a  kmfc :  they 
oflfcrcd  me  some  of  the  flesh,  which  I  declined,  making  as  if  1 
would  give  it  them,  but  made  ^gns  for  the  skin,  which  they 
gxvt  me  very  freely,  and  brought  me  a  great  deal  more  of  thetf 
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vUdi.tltti^  I  did  not  undentuid,  yet  I  icceptcd; 
Aai  I  nttdt  dgt»  to  tiwm  for  some  witer,  ind  hdd  out  one  (^ 
«f  JMk  ttKtliai»ttiittiig  it  bottom  npwird,  to  afaeir  diat  it  was 
ffipCfy  and  dMt  I  wated  ta  have  it  filled.     They  cillcd  imine- 
ttitif  ta  wemt  of  t&eir  fticDdSj  and  tboe  came  two  wometi^  and 
hanght  ft  graCnaKlinadeof  catdi,  and  barn^  an  I  suppose^  in 
thfaa;.  ^  dicy  set  down  fiir  me,  u  before^  and  I  sent  Jbrj 
otAoR  vnA  117  jat3>  and  filled  them  all  ditce.    The  women 
WB  tfaik  f!;Afd  af  the  P^fPr 
Iwamvam  fumisbed  with  .toots  Mid  cortii  such  aa  it  was,  and 
3  amd^  kmmg  my  fiicbdly  N^grwest  I  nude  Ibrwaid  fer 
^Mt  dcTCB  days  man,  wtdiout  offering  to  go  near  die  sfaore^ 
ill  wir  the  land  nm  out  is  great  lengdt  into  the  sea,  at  about 
ttcfSstnoccof  four  or  fire  leagues  before  me;  and,  the  sea  being 
my  cAlm,  I  kept  a  large  ofling  to  make  this  point :  at  Icogth, 
dottbUi^  the  point  at  about  two  leagues  Irom  the  land>  I  saw 
plainly  land  on  the  other  side  to  seaward ;   then  I  concluded,  as 
it  w»  QKJSt  certain  indeed,  that  thb  was  the  Cape  de  Verd,  and 
tbosc  the  uUndsj  called  fnMn  thence  Capt  de  Verd  Islands.  How- 
cm,  they  were  at  a  great  distance,  and  I  could  not  well  tell  what 
Ihadb^  to  do,  for  if  I  should  be  taken  with  a  Ircsh  of  wind  I 
might  nether  reach  one  nor  the  other. 

fa  tfiis  (Utemma,  as  I  was  very  pensive,  I  stcpt  into  the  cabin 
and  wtSL  me  down,  Tbtry  having  the  helm,  when  on  a  sudden  the 
bof  cried  out.  Master ^  master ^  a  ship  with  a  sail!  and  the 
fouhah  boy  wa3  frighted  out  of  his  wite,  thinking  it  must  needs 
J  [  bcsune  <^his  master's  ships  sent  to  pursue  us,  when  I  knew  we 
s  «m  gotten  far  enough  out  of  their  reach.  I  jumped  out  of  the 
ohin,  and  immediately  saw  not  only  the  ship,  but  what  she  was, 
(m.)  that  it  was  a  Portuguese  ship,  and,  as  I  thought,  was  bound 
If  to  die  coast  of  Guinea  for  Negroes.  But  when  I  observed  the 
f  counc  abe  steered,  I  was  soon  convinced  they  were  bound  some 
[    o4erwi.y>anddid  not  design  to  come  any  nearer  to  the  shore ; 
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pon  which  I  stretched  out  to  sea  as  much  as  I  could,  resolving 
o  speak  with  them  if  possible. 

With  all  the  sail  I  could  make,  I  found  I  should  not  be  able 
o  come  in  their  way,  but  that  they  would  be  gone  by  before  I  j 
ould  make  any  signal  to  them.  But  after  I  had  crowded  to  the 
itmosr^  and  began  ro  despair;  they,  it  seems,  saw  me  by  the 
lelp  of  their  perspective- glassesj  and  that  it  was  some  European 
>oat,  which,  as  they  supposed,  must  belong  to  some  ship  that 
vas  lust ;  so  they  shortened  sail  to  let  me  come  up.  I  was  en-  % 
ouraged  with  this,  and  as  I  had  my  patron's  ancient  on  board,    - 

made  a  waft  of  it  to  them  for  a  signal  of  distress,  and  fired  a    , 
jun,  both  which  they  saw ;  for  they  told  mc  they  saw  the  smoke,   j 
hough  they  did  not  hear  the  gun.   Upon  these  signals  they  very 
kindly  brought-to,  and  lay-by  for  me,  and  in  about  three  hours 
imc  I  came  up  with  them. 
They  asked  mc  what  I  was^  in  Pertuguesej  and  in  Spanish^ 

nd  in  French ;    but  1  understood  none  of  them ;   hut  at  last  a 
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ym  ^vill  it  sior^td  tktrty  and  tktf$  I  pn!y  tait  axtfay  that  lift  I 
Uvfgwat.  M,  »tf,  Sagwr  Ingtoe,  soys  he,  Mr.  Eiiglishman, 
/  iciU  tarry  yea  ihiiher  in  charity,  and  theu  things  wilt  h^lp  you  to 
M^your  ju^sitttnc^  there ^  and  ycur  passage  k^me  a^ttin. 

Aj   he  was  chantabk  in  hU  proposdi  to  he  WtU  jmC  in  the 
pofamuuKC  to  «  citdc,  for  he  ordered  the  seamen,  that  none 
dvold  oflfer  to  tooxh  any  thing  t  hjid  ;   then  he  rook  every  thing 
■■d  his  own  po(8t;&ftt6n,  and  g:ive  me  tuck  an  exact  inventory  <^ 
jfasi,  thtt  1   might  have  them  \    even  so  much  a^  my  three 

Ai  to  my  boac,  it  was  a  very  gcxxl  one,  and  that  he;  saw,  and 
ttild  mc  be  woukl  buy  it  of  mc  for  che  ship's  use,  and  aiked  mc 
»lMt  ]  would  have  for  it  M  told  him,  he  had  been  »o  generous 
tome  in  every  thing,  that  I  coiild  nor  offer  to  make  any  price 
of  the  boat)  btit  Irft  it  entin-ly  to  him ;  upon  which  he  told  me  he 
ivnld  give  me  a  note  of  his  hand  to  pay  me  So  pieces  of  ei^t 
ior  It  At  Broitl;  and  when  it  came  there,  if  any  one  offered  to 
gprc  morCt  he  wouki  niake  it  up ;  he  oRerrd  me  al«o  60  pcccs 
of  eight  more  for  my  boy  Xury^  which  [  was  loth  to  take;  not 
te  1  Wfts  not  willing  to  let  the  captain  have  him,  hut  I  was  very 
lolji  to  9cU  che  poor  boy's  liberty,  who  had  assUltd  mc  so  hxxiv- 
fijy  in  procuring  my  own.  However,  when  I  let  him  know 
wf  msoQ,  be  owned  it  to  be  ju&t,  and  ot1x:rcd  me  this  medium, 
i^  be  wouM  give  the  boy  an  obligation  to  5Ct  him  free  in  ten 
^ean,  if  be  Ittroed  Christian.     Upon  thif,  and  Xury  saying  be 


willii^  to  go  to  him,  1  let  the  captain  have  him. 

We  hid  a  very  good  voy^  to  the  BrasUt,  and  arrived  in  the 
Siy  di  T4(ki  kj  Sant^i^  or  Ali-Sainij-Bay^  in  about  twenty-two 
4g!f%  after.  And  now  I  was  ancc  niorc  delivered  from  the  nio&C 
uenbtc  of  ail  conditions  of  life,  and  what  to  do  next  with  my- 
mjf  I  was  now  to  coiuider. 

Thr  gencnnia  treatment  cite  captain  gave  mc,  I  can  never 
taoogh  remember ;  be  would  uke  nochii^  of  me  for  my  ^t^aa^ti 
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gave  me  twenty  ducats  for  the  leopard's  skin,  and  forty  for  the

les  of  the  rest ;  in  a  word,  I  made  about  220  pieces  of  eight  of 

my  cargo,  and  with  this  stock  I  went  on  shore  in  the  Brasih. 

I  had  not  been  long  here,  but  being  recommended  to  the  house 

if  a  good  honest  man  like  himself,  who  had  an  Ingtma  as  they

lis  purpose,  getting  a  kind  of  a  letter  of  natural izarion,  1  pur- 
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grcftt  H»-ondef :  I  had  no  remedy  but  to  go  on ;  J  was  gotten  into 
in  cmpJojrmcnt  quite  remote  to  my  genius,  and  directly  contnry 
10  thr  hie  I  dclighird  in,  and  for  which  I  forsook,  my  fathct^s 
JMNWf  and  broke  thro^h  nil  his  good  advice;  ray,  1  was  com- 
ing into  the  very  middle  statjon,  or  upper  degree  of  low  life, 
wioch  my  lather  advised  mc  to  before ;  and  which  if  1  resolved 
to  go  DO  with,  I  mtghi  as  well  have  %tuid  at  home^  and  never 
hnv  iM^ued  my«elf  in  the  worid  at  I  had  done:  and  I  used 
afleii  to  my  to  myself,  1  could  have  done  this  aa  well  in  Emgiaml 
siy  friend*,  as  h;tve  gone  five  lhoiiH;tnd  inilcs  off  to  do  if, 
strangers  and  sav^^es  in  a  wilderness,  and  at  iiich  di»- 
aj  never  to  hear  horn  any  part  of  the  worid  that  had  the 
lost  knowkdgc  of  mc. 

la  this  nnnner  I  ui«d  to  kxdc  upon  my  condition  with  th<r 
wamm  regret.  1  had  nobody  to  converse  with,  but  row  and 
ikcQ  tins  neighbour:  no  work  to  be  donc^  but  by  the  labour  of 
mf  hands;  and  I  used  to  say,  I  lived  just  like  a  inan  cast  away 
ipoa  tone  desolate  island,  that  had  nobody  there  bul  himsdfl 
toe  how  jusc  h»5  it  been,  and  how  should  all  men  reflect,  thatp 
vhen  they  compai-c  their  present  conditions  with  othcis  that  arc 
vvne,  Heavrn  may  oblige  them  to  make  the  exchange,  and  be 
eBmaccd  of  their  former  Ixrlicity,  by  their  experience ;  I  say 
how  jtat  has  it  been,  that  the  truly  soIitiuY  life  1  r^ectcd  on  in 
m  bland  uf  mere  dnnlation  tHi>uKI  he  my  Ini,  who  had  so  often 
id^nrtly  compared  it  with  the  life  which  I  then  led,  in  which, 
lad  I  continued,  I  hid  in  all  probability  been  exceeding  prospe- 
foui  and  nco. 

1  was  in  some  degree  settled  in  my  measures  for  carrying  an 
plantacioDt  before  my  kind  friend  the  captiin  of  the  thip, 
took  mc  up  at  »ca»  went  l>4ck  ;  for  the  ship  remained  there, 
■  providing  his  loadings  and  pceparing  for  his  voyage,  near  three 
aoiiths;  when  tcUxng  him  what  little  stock  1  had  IcA  behind  me  ia 
tmimt  he  gave  mc  this  fricndJj  and  iinccnc  advice:  Scigxw  ingUUi

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7ays  A^,  (for  so  he  always  called  me)  if  you  will  give  me  letters, 
nd  a  prijcuration  here  in  form  to  me,  with  orders  to  the  person 
ivho  has  your  money  tn  London,  to  send  your  effects  to  lAsban^ 
o  such  persons  as  I  shall  direct^  and  in  such  goods  as  are  proper 
or  this  country,  I  will  bring  you  the  produce  of  them,  God 
ivilllng,  at  my  return;  but  since  human  affairs  arc  aU  subject  to 
rhanges  and  disasters,  I  would  have  you  give  orders  but  for  one 
lundred  pounds  aerling,  which  you  say  is  half  your  stoct,  and 
cl  the  harard  be  run  for  the  first ;  so  that  if  it  come  safe,  you 
nay  order  the  rest  the  same  way  ;  and  if  it  miscarry,  you  may 
ave  the  other  half  to  have  recourse  to  for  your  supply. 

This  was  so  wholesome  advice,  and  looked  so  friendly,  that  I 
:ould  not  but  be  convinced  it  was  the  best  course  I  could  take ; 
!0  I  accordingly  prepared  letters  to  the  gentlewoman  with  whom 

had  left  my  moneyj  and  a  procuration  to  the  Portuguese  cap- 
ain,  as  he  desired- 

I  wrote  the  English  captain's  widow  a  full  account  of  all  my

bond  Sat  nx  yeaia  acmce,  and  voold  not  accept  of  any 
accept  a  little  tobacco^  which  I  vould  have  him 
*ffT|Ttx  """g  of  niy  own  produce^ 

Weillief  waa  tlua  all ;  but  iriy  gooda  being  all  EMgUjh  manu^ 
fatBca^  midi  aa  doth,  atuffa^  baize,  and  things  particularly 
whllife  p"*!  de&taUe  in  the  cotmtry,  I  found  means  to  sdl  than 
to  a  way  gnat  sdrantage,  wo-  that  I  may  aay  I  had  moi«  than 
far  tDBBS  tb  vdne  of  my  fitaC  cargo,  and  wis  now  infinitdy 
leyood  my  poor  ndgfaixnir,  I  mean  b  the  advancement  of  my 
plantation ;  for  the  first  thing  I  did,  I  bought  me  a  negro  slave, 
nd  an  European  servant  also ;  I  mean  another  besides  that  which 
the  certain  brought  mc  &om  Ushon, 

But  aa  abused  prosperity  is  oftentimes  made  the  very  means 
of  oar  greatest  adveraity,  so  was  it  with  me,  I  went  on  the  next 
fcarwicb  great  success  in  my  plantation ;  I  raised  fifty  great  rolls 
of  tdncco  on  my  own  gnnmd,  more  than  I  had  disposed  of  for 
neocsBarics  among  my  neighbours  \  and  these  fifty  rolls,  being 
cKh  of  above  an  hundred  weight,  were  well  cured  and  laid  by 
igunst  the  return  of  the  fleet  from  Lisbon,  And  now,  increasing 
in  bunncss  and  in  wealth,  my  head  began  to  be  full  of  prefects 
ad  undertakings  beyond  my  reach ;  such  as  are  indeed  often 
tfac  nnn  of  die  best  Heads  in  bu^css. 

Had  I  continued  in  the  station  I  was  now  in,  I  had  room  for 
all  the  happy  ^ings  to  have  yet  befallen  mc,  for  which  my 
fither  so  earnestly  recommended  a  quiet  retired  life,  and  of 
vfaich  he  had  so  sensibly  described  the  middle  station  of  life  to 
be  fidl ;  but  other  things  attended  mc,  and  I  was  still  to  be  die 
viifii]  agent  of  all  my  own  miseries;  and  pardcularly  to  increase 
Vf  fttilty  and  dc^blc  the  reflections  upon  myself,  which  in  my 
fiibuc  aorrom  I  should  have  leisure  to  make.     All  these  tm%- 
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carriages  were  procured  by  my  apparent  obstinate  adhering  to 
my  foolish  inclination  of  wandering  abroad,  and  pursuing  that 
inclination  in  contradiction  to  the  clearest  views  of  doing  myself 
good  in  a  fair  and  plain  pursuit  of  those  prospects  and  those 
measures  of  lif^,  which  nature  and  Providence  concurred  to  pre- 
sent me  with,  and  to  make  my  duty. 

As  I  had  done  thus  in  breaking  away  from  my  parents,  so  I 
could  not  be  content  now,  but  I  must  go  and  leave  the  happy 
view  i  had  of  being  a  rich  and  thriving  man  in  my  new  planta- 
tion, only  to  pursue  a  rash  and  immoderate  desire  of  rising  faster 
than  the  nature  of  the  thing  admitted ;  and  thus  I  cast  myself 
down  again  into  the  deepest  gulph  of  human  misery  that  ever 
man  fell  into^  or  perhaps  could  be  consistent  with  life  and  a  state 
of  health  in  the  world- 

To  come  then  by  the  just  degrees  to  the  particulars  of  this 
part  of  my  story  ;  you  may  suppose,  that  having  now  lived 
almost  four  years  in  the  Brasils,  and  beginning  to  thrive  and 
prosper  very  well  upon  my  plantation,  I  had  not  only  learned 
the  language,  but  had  contracted  acquaintance  and  friendship 
among  my  fellow  planters,  as  well  as  among  the  merchants  at  St. 
Salvadore,  which  was  our  port ;  and  that  in  my  discourses  among 
them,  I  had  frequently  given  them  an  account  of  my  two 
voyages  to  the  coast  of  Guinea,  the  manner  of  trading  with  the 
Negrois  there,  and  how  easy  it  was  to  purchase  upon  the  coast^ 
for  trifles,  such  as  beads,  toys,  knives,  scissars,  hatchets,  bits  <^ 
glass,  and  the  like,  not  only  gold  dust,  Guinea  grains,  elq)hants 
teeth,  ^c.  but  Negroes  for  the  service  of  the  Brasils^  in  great 
numbers. 

They  listened  always  very  attentively  to  my  discourses  on 
these  heads,  but  especially  to  that  part  which  related  to  the  buy- 
ing Negroes  J  which  was  a  trade  at  that  time  not  only  not  far  entered 
into,  but  as  far  as  it  was»  had  been  carried  on  by  the  AssicntDai 
arpermis^on  of  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Portugal^  and  engrosMd 
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■1  tfae  poUiCj  w  that  few  Negr^s  wen  boi^hr,  ind  tho«e  cxcc«- 

It  happened,  being  m  company  wich  some  mcrchunrs  and 
[Jkmcrs  oT  my  acquamiancc,  ai^d  rallctng  of  ihosc  th'mg^i  wry 
mw/Btdy,  three  of  ihcm  came  to  me  die  ne3a  morning,  and  loid 
mt  they  bad  been  musing  ver^'  much  upon  what  I  bad  diacour^d 
vidi  them  of  the  last  nighr,  and  they  omie  to  mjikc  a  ^«cret  pro- 
VD  me ;  and  after  enjointng  mc  sccro:)-,  they  to)<l  me  that  they 
%  mind  to  fit  out  a  ship  to  go  to  Guinea  ;  that  they  had  all 
phnDCioni  as  vvcU  aa  I,  and  were  straitened  for  nothing  so  much 
a  aeivaiu^t ;  thxt  an  it  vr^^  a  tndcr  thul  could  roi  l>e  rarrictl  on, 
they  could  not  publicly  «el]  the  Nf^rcct  inhen  they  came 
;  ao  they  deaJrtd  to  make  but  one  voyage,  to  bring  the 
N^neM  cm  shore  privately^  and  divide  them  among  thdt  own 
pincadoiu;  and  in  a  word,  the  question  was,  whether  1  would 
p  t&ar  mpercargo  in  the  ship^  to  manage  the  trmling  pott  upon 
die  cDiat  of  Ominea ;  and  they  offi=rcd  mc  that  I  should  have  my 
flfud  ftharc  of  the  Nfgrtes^  without  providii^  any  prt  of  the 
ttdt. 

Thb  was  a  fair  propoA^,  it  mu^  be  confessed,  had  it  been 
iiadr  to  any  ottc  that  had  noi  had  a  settlement  and  plantation  of 
im  oam  co  look  after,  which  was  in  a  fair  way  of  coming  to  be 
tary  considenble,  and  with  a  good  stock  upon  it.  But  fur  me, 
thu  waa  thus  entered  and  established,  and  had  nothing  to  do  but 
fo  on  aa  I  had  hegim^  far  ihtre  or  four  ^txr^  more,  and  to  have 
■SI  for  the  other  hundred  pounds  (torn  EngianJj  and  who  in  that 
6nc  and  with  that  httle  addition,  could  scarce  have  railed  of 
htang  worth  three  or  four  thousand  pounds  sterling,  and  that  in- 
"^^wmg  too ;  for  me  to  think  of  such  a  voyaigc,  wan  the  most 

epQtfPwp  thing  that  ever  man  in  such  circumscancca  could  be 
Htyof.

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'hen  my  father's  good  counsel  was  lost  upon  me.     In  a  wordj  I 

them  1  would  go  with  all  my  heart,  if  they  would  undertake 

[o  look  after  my  plantation  in  my  absence,  and  would  dispose  of 

It  to  such  as  I  should  direct  if  I  miscarried.     This  they  all 

;ngaged  to  do,  and  entered  into  writings  or  covenants  to  do  so; 

ind  I  made  a  formal  will,  disposing  of  my  plantation  and  effects, 

case  of  my  death,  making  the  captain  of  the  ship  that  had 

ived  my  life  as  before,  my  universal  heir,  but  obliging  him  to 

ispose  of  my  cfFccta  as  1  had  directed  in  my  will,  one  half  of 

ic  produce  being  to  himself,  and  the  other  to  be  shipped  ta 

England. 

In  short,  I  took  all  possible  caution  to  preserve  my  effects, 

td  keep  up  my  plantation  i  had  I  used  half  as  much  prudence 

p  have  looked  into  my  own  intcresl,  and  have  made  a  judgment 

if  what  I  ought  to  have  done,  and  not  to  have  done,  I  had  cer- 

lainly   never  gone  away   so  from   prosperous    an  undertaking, 

eaving  all  the  probable  views  of  a  thriving  circumstance,  and 
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The  simc  diy  I  vtn^  ori  board  we  «et  nil,  standing  away  to 
tbc  Qorrhwant  upon  our  own  coast,  with  design  to  stretch  over 
lor  the  AfruMm  coast  when  they  came  about  lo  ^r  \1  degrees  of 
aonhcrn  Utitudc*  whkh  it  seems  was  the  manner  of  their  courw: 
ia  cfacw  davit.  We  hnd  vrry  good  we;ttht:r>  only  cxcttsivc  hot, 
d  thk  «ay  upon  our  own  cogcst,  til)  we  came  the  height  of  Cr^ 
St  4Mjmstin9;  from  whence  keeping  fiirthcr  off  at  S«a,  wc  lost 
^hf  of  land,  and  srccted  as  if  we  were  boiifid  tor  the  Lsle  Fa-" 
wtmi  Jt  Nvrmha^  heading  our  courac  M  £.  by  N.  and  fcaving 
Aot  kks  on  the  ea«L  In  this  course  we  pasted  the  line  in 
^^kn  twdve  days  time,  and  were  by  our  bu^t  obser^^ition  in  J 
^^Mvcs  12  min.  northcin  latitude,  when  a  violent  tornado  or 
Vvncxnc  took  ma  quite  out  of  our  knowledge:  it  began  from 
Ac  aomh-catt,  came  about  to  the  north-west^  and  then  setcied 
Mo  the  Dorth-east,  from  whence  it  blew  in  such  a  tcniblc  man- 
ifcfp  that  for  twelve  days  together  wc  couJd  do  nothing  but 
linvc  ;  and  vk>ddir^  away  before  it,  let  it  carry  us  whither  ever 
&tc  and  the  fur^'  of  the  winds  directed  ;  and  during  these  twelve 
Aqra^  I  ncod  noc  say  that  I  expected  every  day  to  be  3waik)wed 
0^  Vim  indeed  did  any  in  the  ship  evpccc  to  save  tlicir  lives. 

In  this  diatress,  we  had,  besides  the  terror  of  the  storm,  ore 
of  our  men  died  of  the  ealcnture,  and  one  man  and  the  boy 
'nakii  overboard.  About  the  twelfth  day,  the  weather  abating 
a  little,  the  niaater  inadc  an  ohoenratton  a.s  well  aa  he  could,  ;ind 
fcuMl  that  be  waa  in  about  1 1  d^reet  north  latinide,  bur  that  be 
««i  13  degrees  of  longitude  difiercnee  west  from  Caft  St.  Augui- 
im-,  m  thai  fae  found  be  was  goacn  upon  the  coast  of  GMiMca^  or 
dto  north  part  orf  Brasil,  bcyovid  the  tivcr  Amazf?tmt  toward  that 
of  the  river  Orvnojut^  commonly  calked  the  Grtar  Rivfr^  and 
h^an  fio  consult  with  nie  what  course  he  should  take,  for  the 
«ii^  was  leaky  and  very  mtKh  diaabkdp  and  he  was  going  directly 
Ed  die  coaat  of  BroiU, 

pontividy  against  tliat ;  and  booking  over  the  ch&Tl%  di 
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the  sea-coast  of  America  with  him,  we  concluded  there  was  no 
inhabited  country  for  us  to  have  recourse  to,  till  we  came  within 
the  circle  of  the  Caribhe-sslands^  and  therefore  resolved  to  stuid 
away  for  Barbadoes^  which  by  keeping  off  at  sea,  to  avoid  the 
indraught  of  the  bay  or  gulph  of  Mexico,  we  might  ea^y  per- 
form, as  we  hoped,  in  about  fifteen  days  sail ;  whereas  we  could 
not  possibly  make  our  voyage  to  the  coast  oi  Africa  without  some 
assistance,  both  to  our  ship  and  to  ourselves. 

With  this  de^gn  wc  changed  our  course,  and  steered  away 
N.  W.  by  W*  in  order  to  reach  some  of  our  English  islands, 
where  I  hoped  for  relief;  but  our  voyage  was  otherwise  deter- 
mined; for  being  in  the  latitude  of  12  deg.  18,  min.  a  second 
storm  came  upon  us,  which  carried  us  away  with  the  same  im- 
petuosity westward,  and  drove  us  so  out  of  the  very  way  of  all 
human  commerce,  that  had  all  our  lives  been  saved,  as  to  the 
sea,  we  were  rather  in  danger  of  being  devoured  by  savages  than 
ever  returning  to  our  own  country. 

In  this  distress,  the  wind  still  blowing  very  hard,  one  of  our 
men  early  in  the  morning  cried  out.  Land !  and  we  had  no  sooner 
run  out  of  the  cabin  to  look  out,  in  hopes  of  seeing  whereabouts 
in  the  world  we  were,  but  the  ship  struck  upon  a  sand,  and  in  a 
moment,  her  motion  being  so  stopped,  the  sea  broke  over  her  in 
such  a  manner,  that  wc  expected  we  should  all  have  perished  im- 
mediately ;  and  we  were  immediately  driven  into  our  close  quar- 
ters,to  shelter  us  from  the  very  foam  and  spray  of  the  sea. 

It  is  not  easy  for  any  one,  who  has  not  been  in  the  like  con- 
dition, to  describe  or  conceive  the  consternation  of  men  in  such 
drciunstances :  we  knew  notlung  where  we  were,  or  upon  what 
land  it  was  we  were  driven,  whether  an  island  or  the  niajn> 
whether  inhabited  or  not  inhabited ;  and  as  the  rage  of  the  ^rind 
was  still  great,  though  rather  less  than  at  first,  we  could  not  sa 
much  as  hope  to  have  the  ship  hold  many  minutes  without^ 
^^resking  in  pieces^  unless  the  winds  by  a  kind  of  miracle  should 
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cum  iounedarrly  About.  In  x  word,  wc  sat  looking  one  upon 
jDocbcr,  «ui  expecting  death  every  moment,  ^d  ei-cry^  man 
Mttog  accordingly  aa  prcjttiing  tor  onolhrr  worlds  for  ikert:  was 
Enle  or  nothing  more  ^  us  10  du  in  Om :  chat  which  was  our 
pmcnc  comfort,  and  oil  the  comfort  we  had,  was,  thai  contrarv  to 
our  csqxctation  the  ship  did  Jiot  break  yct^  and  that  the  rtusicr 
nd  the  wind  bcgai)  lo  abate. 

Now  chough  wc  found  that  the  wind  did  1  little  nhite,  yet  the 
liiip  hsving  thus  struck  upon  the  saiid,  and  sticking  too  fist  (or 
»  Id  dpcct  her  getting  ofT,  wc  were  in  a  dreadful  Londirion  rn- 
dnd,  arvl  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  think  of  saving  our  livet  as 
««11  M  we  could.  We  had  a  boat  at  our  stem,  just  before  the 
nciB,  but  ahe  waa  first  saved  by  dashing  ag^ist  the  ship's  rud- 
6cT,  afHl  in  the  next  place  %^  bnJce  2way,  and  cither  sunk  or 
•»  drtvcn  off  to  sea,  so  there  was  no  hope  from  her ;  wc  had 
aMhcr  boat  on  board,  but  how  to  get  her  off  into  the  act  was 
> doubtful  thing:  however,  there  was  no  room  to  debate,  for 
vr  Iknded  the  ship  would  break  in  pieces  every  minute,  and 
«Qe  told  us  she  was  actually  broken  already. 

Jtt  this  distress^  the  mate  of  our  vcskI  lays  hold  of  the  boat, 

md  wtlh  the  help  of  the  irst  uf  the  mrn,  ihey  gi>E  Iter  dtmi>  over 

tile  ship'a  side,  and  gcning  all  into  her^  let  go,  and  committed 

QwsdvcSt  being  eleven  in  number,  to  God's  mercy,  and  the  wild 

^;  for  though  the  wm  was  abated  cumiderabty,  yet  the  sea 

— -  ■  Irr^lful  high  upon  the  shore,  and  might  well  be  called,  rf/» 

-  -  *',  as  the  Df'cA  call  the  sea  in  a  storm. 

And  now  our  ease  was  very  dismal  indeed ;   for  we  all  saw 

pbinjy,  thai  the  sea  went  u>  high,  that  the  boat  could  nol  live, 

that  we  should  be  ineviably  drowned.     As  zo  making  ^il, 

had  nonci  nor,  if  we  had,  could  we  have  dot^e  any  thing  with 

ii ;  ao  wc  worked  at  the  oar  Towards  the  laixi,  thoi^  with  heavy 

Wts^  like  men  goo^  co  execution  ;  for  we  all  knew,  that  when 

tk  boat  came  ncxnr  the  shore,  she  would  be  dashed  inathoxisiTv^ 
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ncces  by  the  breach  of  the  sea.     However,  wc  committed  our 

>uls  to  God  in  the  most  earnest  manner,  and  the  wind  driving 

towards  the  shore,  we  hastened  our  destruction  with  our  own 

tnds,  pulling  as  well  as  ^ve  could  towards  land. 

What  the  shore  was,  whether  rock  or  sand,  whether  steep  or 

ihoal,  we  knew  not;  the  only  hope  that  could  ntkinally  give  us 

least  shadow  of  expectation,  was,  if  we  might  happen  into 

)mc  bay  or  gulph,  or  the  mouth  of  some  rivcfj  where  by  great 

rhance  we  might  have  run  our  boat  in,  or  got  under  the  lee  of 

:he  land,  and  perhaps  made  smooth  water.     But  there  was  no- 

ling  of  this  appeared ;  but  as  we  made  nearer  and  nearer  the 

orc>  the  land  looked  more  frightful  than  the  sea. 

After  we  had  rowed,  or  rarher  driven  about  a  league  and  a 

lalf,  as  we  reckoned  it,  a  raging  ^v-ave,   mountain-like,  came 

lUing  a-stem  of  us,  and  plainly  bade  us  expect  the  coup-di-grace. 

[n  a  word,  it  toot  us  with  such  a  fury,  that  it  overset  the  boat 

once ;  and  separating  us,  as  well  from  the  boat  as  from  one 
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K^n  the  witcr,  if  I  couU :  iiiid  tu>  )>y  Kwimmmg  to  preserve  rny 
brc3diing>  and  pi]«  myfielf  towards  the  shore,  if  possible :   my 
gitlcst  concern  now  being  that  ihc  Ka,  u  it  would  carry  me  a 
^^ttt  wsy  towards  the  shore  when  it  came  on,  might  not  carrr  .  -< 
MK  bock  ^ain  with  !t  whcti  if  g^vr  hnck  tow»nk  the  ^z. 

The  wave  that  canw  upijn  me  again,  buried  me  at  once  20  or 
30  ftd  deep  in  its  own  body ;  and  1  could  feel  myself  carried 
with  1  mighty  fbtcc  and  swiftness  towards  the  shore,  a  very 
great  way ;  but  I  held  my  breathy  and  as^sced  myveJf  to  swim 
soil  fonvard  with  all  my  might.  I  was  ready  to  burst  with 
halding  my  breath,  when,  as  I  felt  myself  rising  up,  ao,  to  my 
■luiiediatr  relief,  I  &und  my  head  aitct  hands  shoot  out  alx>ve 
■oHacc  of  the  water ;  anti  rhovgh  It  was  not  two  seconds  of 
that  I  cowld  keep  myself  so.  yet  it  relieved  me  grcady,  gave 
breath  and  new  coamgc,  1  was  covered  i^atn  with  water  a 
pni.  while,  but  not  so  long  but  I  held  it  out;  and  finding  the 
Wer  had  spent  itself,  and  began  to  return,  I  struck  forward 
^piiut  the  return  of  the  waves,  and  felt  ground  again  with  my 
bcL  1  stood  still  a  few  moments  to  recover  bmtth,  antl  till  the 
TOT  went  from  me,  and  then  took  to  my  heels,  and  ran  with 
»fatf  strength  1  had  ^irther  to\«'ands  the  f^re.  But  neither 
amid  xhh  ddiver  me  from  the  fury  of  the  sea,  which  came 
founi^  m  aArr  me  again,  and  twice  more  1  Oi'as  lifted  up  by  the 
i«su  and  carried  forwards  as  before^  the  shore  being  very  flat. 

The  Uat  time  of  these  two  had  well  near  been  fatal  to  me; 
far  the  sea  having  hurried  me  alomg  as  before,  btuled  rne,  or 
nthcT  daahed  mc  against  a  piece  of  a  rock,  and  that  with  such 
fuvCt  ds  n  left  mc  scnsckss,  and  indeed  hdpless,  as  to  my  own 
IcEvcnuicc;  for  the  bkiw  taking  my  udc  and  breast,  beat  the 
«>  it  wete  c|uiie  o;ir  of  my  Uxly  ;  and  had  it  not  returned 
immcdiatcty,  1  mast  have  been  strangled  in  the  wanr ;  but 
'crcda  Itttic  before  the  return  of  the  waves,  and  seeing  I 
be  cuvercd  again  wkh  the  water,  (  resolved  CO  VtioV\  ifA 
^^"^  ^ 
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)y  a  piece  of  the  rock,  and  so  to  hold  ray  breath,  if  possible,  till 
le  wave  went  back.     Now  as  the  waves  were  not  so  high  as  aC 
Irst,  lieing  near  land,  I  held  my  hold  till  the  wave  abated,  and 
:hen  fetched  another  run,  which  brought  me  so  near  the  shore, 
lat  Che  next  wave,  though  it  went  over  me,  yet  did  not  so  swal- 
low mc  up  as  to  carry  me  away  ;  and  the  next  run  I  took  J  got 
.o  the  main  land,  where,  to  ray  great  comfurt,  I  clamhtrcd  up, 
clifts  of  the  shore,  and  sat  mc  down  upon  the  grass,  free  from 
ingcr,  and  quite  out  of  the  reach  of  the  water, 
1  was  now  landed,  and  safe  on  shore,  and  began  to  look  up 
id  thank  God  that  my  life  was  saved  in  a  case  wherein  there 
'as  some  minutes  before  scarce  any  room  to  hope,     I  believe  it 
impossible  to  express  to  the  life  what  the  ecstasies  and  trans- 
irts  of  the  soul  are,  when  it  is  so  saved,  as  I  may  say,  out  of 
le  ver)'  grave ;    and  I  do  not  wonder  now  at  that  custom,  viz. 
when  a  malcfector,  who  has  the  halter  about  his  neck,  is 
D  be  turned  off,  and  has  a  reoricvc  ' 
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off^  and  conridoed,  Ixxd !  how  iras  it  possoblc  I  cotild  get  on

After  I  had  fiobccd  my  mind  with  the  comfortable  part  of  itijr  J 
CQodiTkmr  I  began  to  look  round  mc,  to  ssc  whit  kind  of  place  / 
I  ra  HI,  and  whnt  was  iwxt  to  In:  diirr;  and  I  •a-nm  found  myj 
uMofiffts  abstc,  and  that,  in  a  word,  I  hid  1  dreadful  deliverance: 
for  i  was  wctf  had  no  clothes  to  shift  mc,  nor  any  thing  cither  to 
caf  or  dnnk  to  comfort  mc ;  neither  did  1  »etr  any  prospect  brforc 
ac^  bat  that  of  perishing  with  hunpcTj  or  being  devoured  by 
wild  beasts:    and  that  which  wn»  particularly  aHflcfing  to  mc,  ] 
mst  that  ]  had  no  wcnpon  cither  to  hunt  and  kill  any  creature 
br  my  lustenance,  or  to  Jdtrnd  my»elf  ;^ajnsf  any  other  cmttttt 
thjt  mtghr  dedrc  to  kill  me  for  theine :  in  a  word,  I  had  nothing 
aboot  mc  but  a  knife,  a  tobacco-pijK,  and  a  Utile  tobacco  in  a 
kit;  thn  wiu  all  my  pnivtsiiAi,  and  thin  threw  me  ii^Co  rerrible 
apnies  of  mind,  that  for  2  while  I  ran  about  like  a  mad-man;   1 
M|ht  coming  upon  me,  I  began  with  a  heavy  heart  to  consider 
vbc  would  be  my  lot  ^f  there  were  any  ravcnoxu  beasts  in  that 
tmntry,  seeing  at  ntghi  they  always  come  abrodd   for  ^eir 

All  the  remedy  that  oRTcred  to  my  thought5  at  that  time,  vras, 
tD  ^  up  iniD  a  thick  bu^y  Irre  like  a  f  r,  but  thorny,  which 
ptw  near  me,  and  where  I  resolved  to  sit  all  night,  and  consider 
Ibe  noct  day  what  death  J  should  die,  for  as  yet  I  »w  no  pros- 
pGct  of  life.  I  walked  about  a  furlong  from  the  shore,  to  sec  if 
6rKl  any  fmh  wiiter  tn  drink,  which  I  did,  to  my  great 
and  having  drank,  and  put  a  little  tobacco  in  my  mouth  Co 
It  hunger,  1  went  to  the  tree,  and  getting  up  into  it,  en- 
to  place  my^f  so,  as  that  if  1  should  sleep  I  might 
&]l;  and  havmg  cut  me  a  short  stick,  like  a  rniixheon, 
fcr  my  defoncc,  I  took  up  my  lodging,  and  having  Iwen  cx- 
tamiy  fatigued,  I  fell  fast  asleep,  and  slept  as  comfortably 
•i  I  bcBevc>  frw  couk!  have  donr  m  my  conditioii)  and  foxmi 
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myself  the  most  refreshed  with  it  that  1  think  I  ever  was  on  such 
an  occasior. 

When  ]  waked  it  was  bi-oad  day,  the  weather  clear,  and  the 
storm  abatedj  so  that  the  sea  did  not  rage  and  swell  as  before ; 
but  that  which  surprised  me  most,  was,  that  the  ship  was  lifted 
off  in  the  night  from  the  sand  where  she  lay,  by  the  swelling  of 
the  tide,  and  was  driven  up  almost  as  far  as  the  rock  which  J  fir&t 
mentionedj  where  I  had  been  so  bruised  by  the  dashing  me 
against  it ;  this  being  within  about  a  mile  from  the  shore  where  I 
was,  and  the  ship  seeming  to  stand  upright  still,  I  wished  myself 
on  board,  that,  at  least,  I  might  save  some  necessary  things  for 
my  use. 

When  I  came  down  from  my  apartment  in  the  tree,  I  looked 
about  me  again,  and  the  first  thing  I  found  was  the  boat,  which 
lay  as  the  wind  and  the  sea  had  tossed  her,  up  upon  the  land, 
^bout  two  miles  on  my  right  hand ;   I  walked  as  far  as  I  could 

but  found  a  neck  or  inlet  of

ihe  second  rime  I  spied  a  sinjitl  piece  of  t  vopc,  vrhicb  I  wondered 
I  did  not  flee  at  first,  hang  down  by  t^c  forc-chains  so  low  as  that 
mth  great  difficult)*  I  go?  hold  of  it,  aju!  by  the  help  of  that  ropt.- 
go*  Dp  into  the  forrrcostlc  of  the  ship :  here  I  found  that  (he  ship 
«m  bulged,  and  had  a  great  dca]  of  water  in  her  hold,  but  that 
Achy  M>  on  the  side  of  a  bonlc  of  hard  sand,  or  rather  earth, 
tfist  her  stem  lay  lifted  up  upon  the  b^uik^  ;ird  her  head  low 
ifaaoct  to  the  water ;  by  this  tneans  ill  her  quarter  was  free,  and 
all  that  was  m  that  part  was  dr>' ;  tor  you  may  he  aure  my  first 
worit  was  to  search  artd  to  see  what  was  spoilal  and  what  was 
far;  and  first  I  found  thai  all  the  fthtp's  provisions  were  tky^ 
ind  untouched  by  the  water;  and  being  vcr>'  well  disposed  to 
tMt  1  went  to  the  btead*room  and  filled  my  {>ockct«  with  biscuit, 
sod  est  it  xs  I  went  :il>uut  other  ihttij^.H,  for  I  \y^tl  na  lime  Ici  Ioht. 
1  ako  found  some  rum  in  the  great  cabin,  of  which  I  toolc  a 
targe  dium,  and  which  J  had  indeed  need  enough  of  to  spint  me 
far  what  was  before  me.  Now  I  waited  nothing  but  a  boat  CO 
fivnsh  myself  with  many  things  whifh  I  foresaw  would  be  very 
■tcttsary  to  me.  % 

It  was  in  v^n  to  sit  still  and  wish  for  what  was  not  Co  be  hadj 
ud  thU  exiremit)'  roused  my  apf^lication.  \Vc  h.id  several 
ifW  y^rds,  and  two  or  three  large  vpar^  of  wood,  and  a  span 
lop-aiast  or  two  in  the  ship ;  I  resolved  to  fall  to  work  with 
due,  and  flung  as  many  of  them  overboard  as  I  could  manage 
far  their  weight,  tying  every  one  wirh  a  rope  dial  they  might  fiot 
inve  away  :  when  this  was  done  I  went  down  the  ship's  sxle,  and 
pttUing  them  to  mc,  I  tied  four  of  them  fast  tt^thcr  at  both 
fida,  aa  veil  aa  I  could,  m  the  form  of  a  mft,  aitd  laying  Wo  or 
three  ihoTT  pieces  of  phnk  upon  them  cro«s-ways,  I  fottnd  I 
anki  walk  u[fon  it  very  well,  but  that  it  was  not  able  to  bear 
«]r  great  weight,  the  pieces  being  too  light ;  so  I  went  to  work^ 
M  with  thr  arpent&'s  Atif  /  cut  a  lyarc  rop-nusi  "miO  ^wt 
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lengths,  anJ  added  them  to  my  rafr,  with  a  great  deal  of  labour 
id  pains:    but  hope  of  furnishing  myself  vvith  necessaries,  en- 
;ouraged  me  to  go  beyond  what  1  should  have  been  able  to  have 
lone  upon  another  occasion. 

My  raft  was  now  strong  enough  to  bear  any  reasonable  weight  ,■ 
ly  next  care  was  what  to  load  it  with,  aiid  how  to  preserve  what 
laid  upon  it  from  the  surf  of  the  sea;  but  I  was  not  long  con- 
sidering this;  I  first  laid  all  the  planks  or  boards  upon  it  that  J 
:ould  get,  and  having  considered  well  what  1  most  wanted,  I  first 
[ot  three  of  the  seamen's  chests,  which  1  had  broken  open  and 
ipticd,  and  lowered  them  down  upon  my  raft;  the  first  of  these 
filled  with  provisions,  viz.  bread,  rice,  three  Dutch  cheeses, 
ivc  pieces  of  dried  goat's  ficsh,  which  we  lived  much  upon,  and 
little  remainder  of  European  corn  which  had  been  laid  by  for 
»nie  fowls  which  wc  brought  to  sea  with  us,  but  the  fowls  were 
:illed;  there  had  been  some  barley  and  wheat  together,  but^  to 
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my  niA,  cTcn  whole  as  it  wu,  without  losing  time  to  look  iiico 
m  for  I  knew  in  general  what  it  contained. 

Mj  next  cart  wu  for  some  ammuiiitkui  and  irms :  there  were 
two  very  good  iowling-picces  ui  the  greac  cabiii^  and  two  pistols ; 
tfac9C  I  secured  iim,  with  some  powdcr-honis,  and  a  stndl  bog  of 
tnd  two  old  rusty  sworda :  1  knew  there  wcry  three  Wrrcb 
der  in  ihe  ship,  but  knew  not  where  our  gimner  had  stowed 
iban;  but  with  much  search  I  fourd  them,  two  of  them  dry 
and  good,  the  third  hnd  ukcn  water:  those  two  1  got  to  my 
nft,  with  the  arms  -,  and  row  1  thought  myself  pretty  wcU 
6ngbtcdt  ^nd  begiTi  to  think  how  I  ^^ouli  girt  tu  ^uirr  with 
them,  havir^  neither  soil,  oar,  or  rudder,  and  the  lease  cap'Tuil 
4f  wmd  would  hxve  overset  all  my  navtgadon. 

I  hid  three  encoungemcnts :  i.  A  smooth,  calm  %a:  2.  Thcj 
tik  rising  and  setting  into  (he  shore  :  j.  What  l:tdc  wind  thetef 
«ii>  blew  me  towards  the  land :  and  thue,  having  found  two  or 
(ftrce  brofcen  oiiri  belonging  to  the  boat>  and  bcudcs  the  toob 
vhach  were  in  the  chc»i«  I  fuurnl  two  :uws,  sm  axe  kik]  a  ham- 
Atr,  and  with  thi«  cargo  I  put  to  tea.  For  a  mile^  or  thcn*- 
ifaouci,  my  ra/twenr  ver>'  well,  only  that  I  found  it  drive  a  Iittk 
dttant  from  the  place  where  1  had  landed  l>cforc,  hy  which  I 
pcnriTcd  thai  ificrt.-  was  some  indraft  of  the  water,  and  conae* 
ifvefldy  1  hoped  to  find  some  ereekor  river  there,  which  1  might 
Biakc  uic  of  n  a  port  to  get  to  land  with  my  cargo. 

Aa  I  imiginedt  so  it  was ;  there  appeared  hcforc  me  a  littfe 
'^■^"P  of  the  land,  and  I  found  a  strong  current  of  the  tide  let 
into  it,  no  1  guided  my  r^fr  as  well  as  I  could  to  keep  in  the 
■addk  of  the  stream :  but  here  I  had  like  to  have  Buficred  a 
MTOod  ahtpwrtck,  which,  if  I  hatl,  I  think  verily  would  have 
bfdce  my  hean ;  for  knowing  nothing  of  chc  coisr.  my  rafr  run 
a-gtotmd  at  one  end  of  it  upon  a  shoal,  and  not  being  aground 
It  the  other  cnd»  it  wanted  bur  a  little  thit  nil  my  cargo  h^d 
ifapcd  off  n>w3nib  rfat  cmi  th^t  was  a5oat^  and  so  (aUtu  \i\tQ 
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[he  water.     I  did  my  utmost,  by  setting  my  back  against  the 

:hcst5,  to  keep  them  in  their  places,  but  could  not  thnist  oiFthe 

'afr  with  all  my  strength,  neither  durst  I  srir  from  the  posture  1 

'as  in;  but  holding  up  the  chests  with  all  my  might,  stood  in 

lat  manner  near  haJf  an  hour,  in  which  time  the  rising  of  the 

ttcr  brought  me  a  httle  more  upon  a  level ;   and  a  little  after, 

:he  water  still  rising,  my  raft  floated  again,  and  I  thrust  her  off 

'ith  the  oar  I  had,  into  the  channel ;  and  then  driving  up  higher, 

at  length  found  myself  in  the  mouth  of  a  little  river,  with  land 

»n  both  sides,  and  a  strong  current  or  tide  running  up  ;  J  looked 

m  bath  sides  for  a  proper  place  to  get  to  shore,  for  I  was  not 

illing  to  be  driven  too  high  up  the  river,  hoping  in  time  to  see 

iome  ship  at  sea,  and  therefore  resolved  to  place  myself  as  ncaj 

the  coast  as  f  could. 

At  length  I  spied  a  little  cove  on  the  right  shore  of  the  creek, 
[o  which,  with  great  pain  and  difficulty,  I  guided  my  raft,  and 
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phcc  Sor  ray  hdibitaDoti,  and  where  to  stow  my  goods,  to  secure 
cbeoi  fmn  whatever  might  happen ;  where  J  was  1  yet  knew 
Dot ;  whether  on  the  contiticnt  or  on  an  hiind,  whether  inhabited 
or  not  enhalnlalf  whdhcr  in  dinger  of  wild  hautts  or  not ;  ihrrr; 
wit »  hiJl  not  aiiove  a  mife  from  me^  «*ich  rose  up  very  tteep 
■Dd  high,  ind  whkh  ae^m^d  to  over-top  some  other  hills  which 
by  Si  in  a  Hdgc  from  it  northward  \  1  took  out  one  of  the  tbwt- 
ing  picoa,  and  onr  o(  the  pistols,  and  an  horn  of  powder,  luid 
das  irmed  I  truvetled  for  discovery  up  to  the  top  of  th^  hilt, 
where,  «ftcr  1  had  with  great  labour  and  difficulty  got  to  the  top, 
1  Mw  niy  (mc  to  my  great  afflictioti,  viz.  that  1  wa«  in  an  island 
eviry  way  with  the  sea,  no  buid  !o  he  *ccn,  €:icepC 
rocks  which  lay  a  great  way  off,  and  two  small  isbmia  Iraa 
Khan  du5»  which  lay  about  three  leagues  to  the  west. 

I  ibund  also  that  the  tKLiod  I  wa^  in  was  barren,  and,  a%  I  saw 
pod  reason  to  bclicvei  uninhabited^  except  b>-  wild  bouts,  of 
ihDB  however  I  saw  none ;  yet  I  aaw  abundance  of  fowls,  but 
laew  not  thdr  kinds,  ndthcr  when  I  killed  them  could  I  tell 
vhat  waa  fit  for  food,  and  what  not.  At  my  coming  back,  I 
ihot  M  a  great  bird,  which  I  now  sitting  upon  a  tree  cai  the  st^ie  of 
igrcil  wood;  1  bdicrc  it  w;u  the  lint  gun  that  had  been  fired 
tbov  mnoc  the  crtaiioa  of  the  world.  I  had  ix>  soorrr  tirtd,  but 
6on  aD  the  pam  of  the  wood  there  arose  an  innumerable  num- 
facr  of  fiiwls  of  many  sorts,  making  a  confused  screaming,  and 
crpng  every  one  according  to  his  usual  note :  but  noc  one  of 
of  any  kind  that  I  knew :  as  for  the  creature  I  killed,  I 
it  to  be  a  kind  of  hawk,  its  colour  and  beak  reaembUng  it» 
W  bad  no  talons  or  daw»  more  than  common;  iD  ficah  was 
^mm.  and  fit  for  nodtiog, 

Cootoated  with  this  dtv^ovcry^  t  came  hack  to  my  raft,  and 
U  to  work  CD  bring  ray  cargo  on  ahoir,  which  took  me  up  the 
tst  of  that  day;  and  what  to  do  with  myself  at  night  1  knew 
wt,  nor  indeed  wbtf^  to  jvst ;  for  1  was  afraid  to  Uc  do'Wt\  oa 
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le  groundj  not  knowing  but  some  wild  beast  might  devour  me, 
[hough,  as  I  afterwards  found,  there  was  really  no  need  for  those 
fears- 

However,  as  well  as  I  could,  I  barricadoed  myself  round  with 
the  chests  and  boards  that  1  had  brought  on  shore,  and  made  a 
:md  of  a  hut  for  that  night's  lodging  :  as  for  food,  I  yet  saw 
lot  which  way  to  supply  myselfj  except  that  1  had  seen  two  or 

iree  creatures,  like  harcsj  run  out  of  the  wood  where  I  shot  the 


1  now  began  to  consider,  that  I  might  yet  get  a  great  many 
lings  out  of  the  ship,  which  would  be  useful  to  me,  and  par- 

icularly  some  of  the  rigging  and  sails,  and  such  other  things  as 
light  come  to  land,  and  1  resolved  to  make  another  voyage  on 
jard  the  VL'ssel,  if  possible;  and  as  I  knew  that  the  first  storm 
lat  blew  must  necessarily  break  her  all  in  pieces,  1  resolved  to 

jet  all  other  things  apart,  till  I  got  every  thing  out  of  the  ship 
lat  I  could  Ket:  then  I  called  a  countlL  that  is  to  sav.  in  m' 
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lead :  but  this  last  w^  so  hcnvy  I  could  not  hoivr  k  up  to  get  it 

over  tbt  Mp's  fiide. 

HBcsides  titcsc  things,  I  took  all  the  men's  clothes  that  I  could 

^B»  Bnd  A  spare  forc-top-^il,  hammock,  and  ftomc  bedding; 

^B  wjdi  this  I  loddcd  my  second  nh,  auvd  broi^ht  ihcm  all  nJe 
an  thartt  to  ny  V€ry  great  comfort. 

1  nra5  uDdcr  some  apprchcmions  during  my  absence  from  rKc~\ 

^Md,  thaf  :it  least  my  provisions  might  be  devoured  on  shore; 

^h  when  I  came  b3ck>  I  touiid  no  sign  of  any  visitor^  only 

^■ic  aoc  a  creature  hkc  a  wUd  cat  upon  one  of  the  chc3t9>  which, 
when  I  came  towards  it,  ran  away  i  Utde  distance,  and  then 
«ood  still :  she  sat  very  compose^i,  and  unconcrrned,  and  look<^ 
Ul  in  my  fiicc,  as  if  she  had  a  mind  to  be  acquainted  with  me ; 
I  prcRntcd  my  gun  at  her,  but  as  she  did  nee  understand  it,  site 
m  prrfertly  unconcerned  at  il,  nor  did  she  offrr  to  stir  away : 
«|na  which  1  tossed  her  a  bit  of  biscuit,  though  by  the  way  1 
«»  not  very  free  of  it,  for  my  store  was  not  great ;  however,  I 
ipBicd  her  A  hit,  I  xay,  and  she  went  to  it,  smcllcd  it,  ate  it,  and 
loolced,  as  pleased,  for  more :  but  I  thanked  her,  and  could  spare 
ao  mort ;  so  she  marched  off.  — ^ 

Having  got  my  seccnd  cargo  on  shore,  though  1  was  fiin  to 
open  the  harrels  of  jwwder,  iind  bring  iheni  by  parcels,  (for  they 
wie  too  heavy,  being  lajge  casks,)  I  went  to  work  to  make  me 
a  little  tent  with  the  sail  and  some  poles  which  I  cut  for  that 
pnrposc;  and  into  this  cent  I  brought  every  thing  that  1  knew 
woM  spoil,  cither  with  rain  or  sun,  and  I  piled  all  the  empty 
chests  and  casks  up  in  a  circle  round  the  teoit,  to  fortify  it  from 
my  sudden  sttcmpc,  cither  from  man  or  beast.  ^M 

When  I  had  diKwr  this  1  hlockcil  up  the  diKJr  <>f  the  tent  w'rt" 
MQe  boardi  within,  and  an  empty  chest  set  up  an-end  without: 
Md  apcrading  one  of  the  beds  upon  the  ground,  laying  my  two 
plDbjiJsr  It  my  hcMl,  and  my  gun  at  length  by  mc,  1  went  to 
fix  the  first  time,  Mml  skpr  ircry  tfuictly  all  night,  {or  \  wsa 
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-ery  weaty  and  heavy  ^   for  the  night  before  I  had  slept  little, 

ind  had  laboured  very  hard  all  day,  as  well  to  fetch  all  those 

lings  from  the  ship,  as  to  get  thcni  om  shore. 

I  had  the  biggest  magazine  of  all  kinds  now,  that  ever  were 

id  up,  I  believe,  for  one  man ;  but  I  was  not  satisfied  still ;  for 

'hile  the  ship  sat  upright  in  that  posture,  1  thought  I  ought  to 

every  thing  out  of  her  that  I  could  ;    so  every  day  at  luw 

Iter  J  went  on  board,  and  brought  away  something  or  other ; 

lut  particLJarly  the  third  time  I  went,  I  brought  away  as  much 

»f  the  rigging  as  J  could,  as  also  all  the  small  ropes  and  rope 

■ine  I  could  get,  with  a  piece  of  spare  canvass,  which  was  co 

lend  the  sails  upon  occasionj  and  the  barrel  of  wet  gim-powdcr: 

a  word,  I  brought  away  all  the  sails  first  and  last»  only  that  1 

fain  to  cut  them  in  pieces,  and  bring  as  much  at  a  time  as  I 

;ould ;   for  they  were  no  more  useful  to  be  sails,  but  as  mere 

fanvass  only. 

But  that  which  comforted  mc  more  still,  was.  tJiar,  last  of  all 
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bfge  raft,  1  loaded  if  with  all  those  heavy  goods,  and  came  awayj 
but  my  good  luck  bcg^n  now  to  Icivc  ok;  for  this  raft  was  so 
UDwiddjr  and  so  ovfriadea,  tl»3t  after  I  had  entered  the  Unlc 
cove,  where  I  had  landed  die  rest  of  my  goods,  not  being  able 
to  guide  ft  50  handily  aa  I  did  the  other,  it  overset,  nnd  threw 
mc  ftttd  all  my  cargo  into  the  water.  As  for  myself  it  was  no 
gmf  hann,  for  I  was  ncir  the  shore ;  hut  as  to  my  car^,  it  was 
great  put  of  it  to«t,  especially  the  iron,  which  I  expected  would 
bare  been  of  great  itsc  to  mc :  however,  when  the  t^Jc  was  out, 
I  got  moot  of  the  pieces  of  cahlc  ashorr ;  and  sumc  of  rhi-  inni, 
though  with  infinite  labour  ;  for  I  was  fain  to  dip  for  it  into  the 
vtfcr,  a  work  which  ^rlgucd  me  very  much.  After  tlua,  1  went 
cwary  day  on  board,  and  bnxight  away  what  ]  could  get. 

I  had  been  now  i  j  d^iyft  <ki  nhnrr,  and  KaJ  Ivren  j  i  \itne%  on 
hoaid  the  ship,  in  which  time  I  had  brought  away  &U  that  one 
pttT  of  hands  could  well  be  supposed  capable  to  bring ;  though  if 
Uicvc  verity,  had  the  calm  weather  held,  I  should  have  brtjught 
mwf  the  wliole  ship,  piece  by  piece;  but  preparing  the  i2th 
ttnc  to  go  on  board,  ]  found  the  wind  bt^iii  to  rise ;  however 
M  low  water  t  went  on  board,  and  though  i  thought  1  had  nim- 
mgcd  the  cihiii  ao  eScclualiy,  as  that  nothuig  more  could  be 
favadp  yet  1  discovered  a  locker  with  drawers  in  it,  in  one  of 
which  1  ibund  two  or  three  razors,  and  one  pair  of  hrgc  sci^sirs. 
with  some  ten  or  a  dozen  of  good  knives  and  forks :  in  another 
I  found  nlxKir  thiriy*frix  pnuTitl%  vaUxc  in  tnoney>  wme  Europam 
mi,  tome  Broiiit  some  pieces  of  eight,  some  gokf,  fome  silver. 

1  Mtiilcd  to  m>-scU'  at  the  sight  of  this  money.  O  Drug !  said 
1«  aland,  what  mrt  thou  gocKt  fur  ?  ihou  aft  not  wx>nh  to  me,  00 
wit  the  caking  off  of  the  ground  :  one  of  those  knivr*  Is  wurth 
ttf  thss  heap ;  I  have  no  manner  of  use  for  thee,  even  remain 
«hErc  ihmi  art  and  go  to  the  bottom,  as  a  creature  whose  life  is 
av  worth  saving.  However,  upon  second  ihoughts^  I  took  it 
»>T)  and  vrnpfin^  dIJ  thk  in  s  psece  of  oam'ass,  I  \K^;an  t» 
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ink  of  making  another  raft;  but  while  I  was  preparing  this,  I 

bund  the  sky  over-cast^  and  the  wind  began  to  rise,  and  in  a 

uarter  of  an  hour  it  bkw  a  fresh  gale  from  the  shore.      It  pre- 

encljr  occurred  to  me,  that  it  was  in  vain  to  pretend  to  make  a 

aft  with  the  wind  off  shore,  and  that  it  was  my  business  to  be 

one  before  the  tide  of  flood  began,  otherwise  1  might  not  be 

ble  to  reach  the  shore  at  all :  accordingly  1  let  myself  down  into 

he  waterj  and  swam  across  the  channel,  which  lay  between  rfie 

hip  and  the  sands,  and  even  that  with  difficulty  enough,  partly 

ith  the  weight  of  things  1  had  about  me,  and  partly  the  rough- 

crss  of  the  water;  for  the  wind  rose  very  hastily,  and  before  it 

as  quite  high  water  tt  blew  a  storm. 

But  I  was  gotten  home  to  my  little  tent,  where  I  lay  with  all 

y  wealth  about  me  very  secure.      It  blew  very  hard  all  that 

ight;  and  in  the  morning  when  I  looked  out,  behold  no  more 

hip  was  to  be  seen ;  J  was  a  little  surprised,  but  recovered  my- 

iclf  with  this  satisfactory  reflection,  viz.  That  I  had  lost  no  tinic^ 
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I  bdicvttl  would  not  be  wholesome,  snd  more  particu- 
UHy  because  there  was  no  fresh  water  near  it;  so  I  rc:solved  to 
find  a  mc;re  hcdthy  and  more  convenient  spot  of  ground. 

I  consulted  scvcrO  things  in  my  sttuarion  which  I  found  would 
be  pvoper  Tor  me:  ist,  l'lefi]tfa>  and  fresh  water,  ]  just  now 
mentioned.  2diy, Shelter  from  the  heat  ofthesun.  ^Iy» Secu* 
rity  from  ravenous  creatures,  whether  man  or  Iwast.  4rhly,  A 
new  to  the  tea;  that  if  God  fient  any  ship  in  sipht,  I  might  not 
koc  any  advantage  for  my  deliverance,  of  which  I  was  not  wit- 
fag  to  banish  alt  my  ci|VLunoiL  yec. 

In  iearch  of  a  placer  proper  for  this,  I  found  a  linle  pl»in  on 
ifae  aide  of  a  rising  hiitt  whoetc  front  towards  this  little  plain  was 
Mcp  aa  a  housc-ddc,  so  xhxt  nothing  could  come  down  upon  me 
tnMXk  the  top ;  on  the  side  of  this  rock  there  ww  a  hdlKiw  pl>-(ttr, 
*orn  a  little  way  in,  like  the  cnit^ince  or  door  of  a  cave:  but 
&crv  was  noC  really  any  cave  or  way  into  the  rock  at  all. 

On  the  flit  of  the  green,  just  before  thii  hollow  place,  I 
iBohntd  to  pitch  my  tent:  this  plain  w^  not  ;Lhove  ui  hundred 
Tvdi  broftd,  and  about  twice  as  long,  and  Uy  like  a  green  before 
my  door,  and  at  the  end  of  it  descended  irregularly  every  way 
^own  mto  the  low  grotmds  by  the  »ca-»ide.  It  was  un  the 
\-  jV-  W.  iide  of  the  hill,  so  that  1  was  sheltered  from  the  beat 
cnry  day,  till  tt  came  to  a  /^.  and  by  S,  sun,  or  thereabouts, 
lAich  in  those  ixMmtrie*  U  near  the  setting. 

Bcrfbre  I  set  up  my  tent,  1  drew  a  half  circle  twforc  the  hollow 
piMr,  whkh  took  in  about  ten  yards  in  its  aemi-diameter  from 
ibc  rock,  and  rwentjr  yards  in  It^  diameter,  from  its  begmning 
jod  ending. 

In  this  half  drcle  I  pitched  two  rows  of  strong  stakes,  driving 
thrm  into  the  ground  till  they  stood  ver)'  firm,  like  piJe»,  the 
hi^gOt  end  being  wft  of  the  grciund  alx>ut  five  ^r  and  a  half, 
ed  shafpenctt  on  the  top;  the  two  rows  did  not  stand  above  six 
from  one  smothrr- 
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Then  I  took  the  pieces  of  cable  which  I  had  cut  in  the  ship, 
ind  laid  them  in  rows  one  upon  another,  within  the  circle  between 
:hese  two  rows  of  stakes,  up  to  the  top,  placing  other  stakes  in 
le  inside,  leaning  against  them>  about  two  foot  and  a  half  high, 
like  a  spur  to  a  post ;  and  this  fence  was  so  strong,  that  neither 
lan  or  beast  could  get  into  it  or  over  it :  this  cost  me  a  great 
lea!  of  time  and  libour,  especially  to  cut  the  piles  in  the  woods, 
)ring  them  to  the  place,  and  drive  them  into  the  earth. 

The  entrance  into  this  place  I  made  to  be  not  by  a  door,  but 

ly  a  short  ladder  to  go  over  the  top ;  which  ladder,  when  I  was 

[n,  I  lifted  over  after  me;  and  so  I  was  completely  fenced  in, 

jd  fortified,  as  I  thought,  from  all  the  world,  and  consequently 

rt  secure  in  the  night,  which  otherwise  I  could  not  have  done; 

lough,  as  it  appeared  afterward,  tliere  was  no  need  of  all  this 

lution  from  the  enemies  that  1  apprehended  danger  from. 

Into  this  fence  or  fortress,  with  infinite  labour,  1  carried  all 
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t  half:  jmd  thus  I  mdde  me  n  cave  just  behind  m;^  tent,  which 
«cnrcd  mc  like  a  cclbr  lo  my  hoiisc- 

It  co«t  HIT  much  tihoiir,  znd  many  days,  before  all  these 
dungs  were  brought  to  perfection,  and  therefore  ]  must  go  buck 
ID  tocnc  other  things  which  took  up  some  of  my  thoughts*  At 
the  «nic  time  it  ha|*pcj>cd,  after  I  had  laid  my  scheme  for  the 
Ktdng  up  my  tent,  ar»d  making  the  cave,  that  a  $torm  of  run 
falling  from  A  thick  dtrk  cloud,  «  sudden  flash  of  lightning  hap- 
pciicdt  ^^  ^t<^r  that  ^  great  cUp  of  thunder,  u  is  natunlly  the 
eftct  of  it :  I  was  not  n>  much  stir]»risnl  with  the  lightning,  vs 
I  VIS  -with  a  thought  which  darted  into  my  mind  as  swift  as  the 
%htmnc  itself:  O  my  powder!  my  very  hean  sunk  within 
^  when  I  thought,  that  at  one  bla^t  nil  my  powder  might  he 
iatroyed ;  on  w^ch,  not  my  defence  only,  but  the  provkiirg 
ac  food,  a4  I  thought,  entirely  depended :  I  was  nothing  near  ao 
asjou»  4bout  my  own  danger,  though  had  the  powder  took  tire, 
I  had  never  known  who  hid  hurt  me- 

Soch  inipTcS5k>n  did  thtft  nyake  upon  me,  that  after  the  norm 
vt>  o«%r,  I  bid  aside  411  my  works,  my  btiilding,  and  fortifying, 
md  applied  myself  to  make  bags  and  boxes  to  separate  the  pow- 
drr,  and  to  keep  it  a  litde  and  a  little  in  a  parcel^  in  hope,  that 
whatever  might  come,  it  might  not  all  take  fire  at  orKt :  and  to 
fcttp  it  so  aput,  that  it  should  not  be  possible  to  make  one  part 
iire  anochrr,  I  finished  this  work  in  about  a  fortnight;  and 
I  thtnk,  my  powder,  which  in  all  was  alx>ut  140  pounds  weight, 
VB  dnfidcd  in  not  leas  than  a  hundred  pareeU :  as  to  the  barrel 
that  had  been  wet,  I  did  not  apprehend  any  danger  from  chat, 
^  I  placed  it  in  n^y  new  cave,  which  in  my  fiuicy  I  called  my 
btchen;  and  the  rest  J  hid  up  ainl  down  in  holes  among  the 
90  that  Tto  wet  might  cofnc  to  it,  marking  very  carefully 
I  bid  iL 

In  the  interval  of  time  while  this  was  doing,  I  went  o\rt  otic* 
^fapt  etTQ'  dty  with  mygvn,  gs  wcU  to  divert  my*c\S»  »  Wfc 
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ee  if  I  could  kill  any  thing  fit  for  food,  and,  as  near  as  I  couldj 
jo  acquaint  myself  with  what  the  island  produced.     The  first 

le  1  went  out  I  presently  discovered  that  there  were  goats  in 
island,  which  was  a  great  satisfaction  to  me;  but  then  it  was 
ittended  with  this  misfortune  to  me,  viz.  that  they  were  so  shy, 

subtle,  and  so  swift  of  foot,  that  it  was  the  most  difficult  thing 
|ei  the  world  to  come  at  them ;  but  1  was  not  discoumged  at  this, 
lot  doubting  bui  I  might  now  and  then  shoot  one,  as  it  soon 
lappened^  for  after  I  had  found  their  haunts  a  Jittle,  I  laid  wait 

this  manner  for  them ;  1  observed*  if  they  saw  me  in  the  val- 
:ys,  though  they  were  upon  the  rocks,  they  would  run  away  as 
|n  a  rerribJe  fright;  but  if  they  were  feeding  in  the  valleys,  and 
was  upon  the  rocks,  they  took  no  notice  of  mc  :  from  whence 
concluded^  that  by  the  position  of  their  optics^  their  sight  was 
[o  directed  downward^  that  they  did  not  readily  see  objects  that 
^cre  above  them :  so  afterward  I  took  this  method :  J  always 
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^p^nmc  firsv  give  some  tittle  account  of  my^lf,  md  of  my 
Hongfats  about  living,  which  it  nuy  well  be  supposed  were  not 

I  h^d  a  dttmal  prospect  of  my  condition ;  for  as  I  was  not  cast 
iwtf  upon  that  island  without  being  driven,  k  is  saidj  by  a 
Tiolcnt  storm  quite  out  of  the  course  of  our  intended  voyage, 
md  a  great  way,  viz.  some  hundreds  of  leagues  owt  of  the  ordi- 
flvy  cotifse  of  the  trade  of  mankind,  I  had  great  reason  to  con- 
•der  K  aa  a  determination  of  Heaven^  that  in  this  desolate  phcc» 
ud  is  this  dcsobtc  manner,  I  should  end  my  life*  The  tears 
vouid  njn  plendfulty  down  my  face  when  I  made  thc&c  rcflec- 
booii  and  sometimes  1  would  expostulate  with  mysclft  why  Pro- 
vidcaoc  abould  thua  complctdy  ruin  his  creatures,  and  render 
dfcfn  so  alntilulrly  mi^emlile,  vii  wtthoitC  help  uh;int!oncd»  so 
oAdltdcprcssed^  UuticcooidJurdly  be  rational  to  be  thanidul 
fa^HCh  a  life.  ^^ 

But  tomciiimg  alwaya  returned  swtft  u|«ht  mc  to  check  these 
'*M1K*"*,  "Tid  fa*  reprove  me ;  and  puticttbrly  one  day,  walking 
Wh  my  grni  in  my  hand  by  the  sea-side,  I  p/as  very  pensive 
iqKM  the  subject  of  my  present  condition,  when  reason  as  it  were 
dpottulxtrd  with  me  the  other  way,  thus :  Well,  you  are  in  a 
jnobie  condition,  ir  is  true;  but  pray  remember,  where  are  the 
tM  of  you  ^  Did  not  you  come  eleven  of  you  into  the  bast  i 
Where  arc  the  ten  !  Why  were  they  not  saved  and  you  lost? 
ft^  were  you  singled  out?  Is  it  heifrr  to  he  here  or  there? 
M()  then  I  pointed  to  the  sea.  All  evils  are  to  be  considered 
▼rrh  the  good  that  is  in^thcm,  and  with  what  worse  attends  them;  '  J 

Then  it  occurred  to  me  again^  how  well  I  was  finished  (or 
my  lobnstente,  and  what  would  have  been  my  case  if  it  had  not 
li^ipeicd,  tffAuh  ow/  af  hMndrtJ  tfwujand  t9  mr,  that  the  ship 
Idtfod  tnun  the  place  where  she  first  struck,  and  was  driven  so 
«ar  the  shore  that  I  had  time  to  get  all  these  things  nut  of  Kct  \ 
WQoid  barv  Acea  my  Gtx  if  I  bad  been  to  havciWtdvcv^i^ 
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[ondition  in  which  I  at  first  came  on  shorcj  without  necessaries 

if  life  or  necessaries  to  supply  and  procure  them  ?  Particularly, 
[aid  1  aloud,  (though  to  myself)  what  should  I  have  done  with- 
lut  a  gLin,  without  ammimitioti,  without  aiiy  tools  to  make  any 
|hing,  or  to  work  with  ■  without  clothes,  bedding,  a  tent,  or  any 
nanncr  of  covering :  and  that  now  I  had  all  these  to  a  sufficient 
luantity,  and  was  in  a  fair  way  to  provide  myself  in  such  a  man- 
ler,  as  to  live  without  my  gun  when  my  ammunition  was  spent ; 
that  1  had  a  tolerable  view  of  subsisting,  without  any  want, 
long  as  I  lived;  for  1  considered  from  the  beginning  how  J 
hould  provide  for  the  accidents  that  might  happen  and  for  the 
|ime  that  was  to  come,  even  not  only  after  my  ammunition 
ihould  be  spent,  but  even  after  my  health  or  strength  should 
kcay. 

I   confess  I  had  not  entertained  aiiy  notion  of  my  ammunition 
>eirg  destroyed  at  one  blast,  i  mean  my  powder  being  bloivn 
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!cmttti  shffre  here  m  ihe  301A  o/Sept.  1659-     Upon  the  tides 

4  till  iqoarc  posl^  I  cut  every  day  a  notch  with  my  knife,  and 

noy  tnrcnrh  nocch  wu  as  long  again  as  chc  rcsr,  ami  every  flrsC 

iiyof  Che  month  ss  long  again  as  that  long  one:  arid  thuv  I  kcpc 

svokndar,  or  wcrftly,  monthly^  and  yearly  reckoning  of  lime, 

ia  die  next   place  wc  arc  to  observe,  that  among  the  many 

tUnp  which  I   brought  out  uf  the  ship  In  tlii:  srvcral  voyigrs, 

ib^  ^  above  mentioned,  1  made  to  ttj  I  got  several  things  ai 

la  vduc,  but  n(.it  all  less  useful  to  me»  which  I  omitted  setting 

fa«a  bcTurc ;    a^  in  particular,  pais,  ink,  and  paper;  several 

|vcdft  tn  the  capt^n'«,  mite's,  gunner's,  and  carpencerV  keeping; 

tee  or  four  compauci,  ion^  mathematical  instnimtnts,  dials, 

pcnpcctivcs,  charts^  and  books  of  navigation;  all  which  1  hud* 

did  foeethcr,  whether  I  might  w:mt  them  or  no :  ^tui,  I  fiuinc] 

ine  very  good  bibles  which  came  to  mc  in  my  cargo  /rom  Efig- 

W,  anil  which  I  h«d  packed  up  among  my  things ;  >ome  Per-' 

uper/  bcxiksalso,  and  unong  thetn  two  or  three  popish  prayer- 

toolcs,  and    sever;il  other  bix^k^,  all  which  I  carefully  secured. 

And  [  must  not  forget,  that  we  had  in  the  ship  a  dog  and  two 

on,  of  whose  eminent  history  I  may  have  occasion  to  say  some- 

dng  to  its  place;  for  I  carried  both  the  ca3  with  mc;  and  as 

fir  die  dog,  he  jumped  out  of  the  ship  of  himself',  and  swam  on 

i«n  to  me  the  day  after  1  went  on  shore  with  my  Arst  cargOt 

ml  waa  a  truoy  servant  to  me  many  years ;   I  wanted  nodiii^ 

could  fetch  mc,tx>r  any.  company  that  he  could  make  tip 

;  1  only  wanted  to  have  him  talk  to  me,  but  that  heeould 

not  do.  Aa  I  observed  before,  1  found  pen,  ink,  and  paper,  and  I 

bnfcxtuicd  them  to  the  titmttKt;  ami  I  shall  shew,  ihat  while  my 

ilk  bxtedj  1  kept  things  very  exact;  but  after  that  was  gone,  I 

iKvt ;  ^r  I  could  not  mnke  any  ink,  by  any  means  that  I 

dcvisc- 

And  this  put  me  in  mind  that  I  wanted  many  things,  wat- 

lyai^fAatf /Aw/ juiMswd  together;  and  of  tKcst  ^kvia 
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of  ink  was  one,  as  also  spade,  pick-axe,  and  shovel,  to  dig  or 
remove  the  earth ;  neodles,  jmhs,  and  thread ;  as  for  linen,  I  soon 
learned  to  want  that  without  much  difficulty. 

This  want  of  tools  made  every  work  I  did  go  on  heavily,  and 
it  was  near  a  whole  year  before  I  had  entirely  finished  my  little 
pale  or  surrounded  habitation :  the  piles  or  stakes,  which  were 
as  heavy  as  I  could  well  lift,  were  a  long  time  in  cutting  and 
preparing  in  the  woods,  and  more  by  far  in  bringing  home ;  so 
that  I  spent  sometimes  two  days  in  cutting  and  bringing  home 
one  of  those  posts,  and  a  third  day  in  driving  it  into  the  ground ; 
for  which  purpose  I  got  a  heavy  piece  of  wood  at  first,  but  at 
last  bethought  myself  of  one  of  the  iron  crows,  which  however, 
though  I  found  it,  yet  it  made  driving  those  posts  or  piles  very 
laborious  and  tedious  work. 

But  what  need  I  have  been  concerned  at  the  tediousness  of 
any  thing  I  had  to  do,  seeing  I  had  time  enough  to  do  it  in,  nor 
had  1  any  other  employment  if  that  had  been  over,  at  least,  that 
I  could  foresee,  except  the  ranging  the  island  to  seek  for  food, 
which  I  did  more  cm-  less  every  day, 

I  now  began  to  consider  seriously  my  condition^  and  the  cir- 
cumstance I  was  reduced  to,  and  I  drew  up  the  state  of  my  affairs 
in  writing ;  not  so  much  to  leave  them  to  any  that  were  to  come 
after  me,  for  I  was  like  to  have  but  few  heirs,  as  to  deliver  my 
thoughts  from  daily  poring^  upon  them,  and  afflicting  my  mind ; 
andTas  my  reason  began  now  to  master  my  despondency,  I  began 
to  comfort  myself  as  well  as  I  could,  and  to  set  the  good  against 
the  evil,  that  I  might  have  something  to  distinguish  my  case 
from  worse ;  and  I  stated  it  very  impartially,  like  debtor  and 
creditor,  the  comforts  I  enjoyed  ag<unst  the  miseries  I  suffered^ 
thus:

I  am  wthaut  any  defence  or  Bui  I  am  cast  on  an  island^ 
means  to  resist  any  violence  of  where  I  see  no  wild  beasts  to 
nan  or  beast,  hurt  me,  as  I  saw  on  the  coast 

fl/"  Africa;  and  what  if  I  had 
been  shipwrecked  there  ? 

1  have  no  soul  to  speak  to,  or  But  God  wonderfully  sent  the 
fdieve  me,  ship  in  near  enough  to  the  shore, 

that  I  have  gotten  out  so  many 
necessary  things  as  will  either 
supply  my  wants,  or  enable  me 
to  supply  myself  even  as  long  as 
I  live. 

Upon  the  whole,  here  was  an  undoubted  testimony,  that  there 
vtt  scarce  any  condition  in  the  world  so  miserable,  but  there  was 
negative  or  something  positive  to  be  thanlduV  (01  vu 
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It;   and  let  this  stand  as  a  direction  from  the  experience  of  the 

lost  miserable  of  all    conditions  in  this  worM,  that  we  may 

Iways  find  in  it  something  to  comfort  ourselves  from,  and  to 

;t,  in  the  description  of  good  and  cvil»  on  the  credit  side  of  the 

iccount. 

Having  now  brought  my  mind  a  little  to  relish  my  condition, 

nd  given  over  looking  out  to  sea,  to  see  if  I  could  spy  a  ship ; 

say,  giving  over  these  things,  I  began  to  apply  myself  to  ac- 

:ommodaic  my  way  of  living,  and  to  make  things  as  easy  to  me 

I  could. 

1  have  already  described  my  habitation,  which  was  a  tent  under 
:he  side  of  a  rock,  surrounded  with  a  strong  pale  of  posts  and 
:ablts,  bur  I  might  now  rather  call  it  a  wall,  for  I  raised  a  kind 
if  wall  up  against  it  of  turfs,  about  two  feet  thick  on  the  outside, 
tnd  after  some  time,  1  think  it  was  a  year  and  a  half,  I  raised 
^ters  from  it,  leaning  to  the  rock,  and  thatched  or  covered  it 
'ith  boughs  of  trees,  and  such  things  as  1  could  get  to  keep  out 
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ttitn^  ai  t  fcund  I  most  wanted,  as  particulvly  i  chiir  and  a  able ; 
for  without  these  I  vrks  not  ii'>lc  to  enjoy  the  few  comforts  I  had 
ia  tfcc  world ;  I  could  not  write  or  cit,  or  do  several  things  with 
V  mudi  pleasure  wicboui  a  tabk- 

So  I  went  to  work ;  anJ  here  I  must  needs  observe,  that  aa^^ 
C^pn  is  the  Mibrtancc  and  original  of  the  mathcmtticSi  so  by 
lycing  and  squaring  every  thing  by  reason^  and  by  nuking  the  " 
taxM  mional  jucigmcnt  of  thing*,  every  man  may  be  in  time 
^Mifii  of  every  mechanic  art.  1  had  never  handled  a  tool  in  my 
HB^  and  yet  in  time  by  labour,  application,  and  contrivanccj  I 
fattnd  at  U»  that  I  wanted  nothing  but  I  could  havr  mule  it, 
opecially  if  I  had  h:id  tools  howc-vcr  I  made  abimdaitce  of 
tlUk^  even  without  tools,  and  «ome  with  no  more  toob  than 
ID  adxc  and  a  hatchet,  which  perhaps  were  never  made  rhat  way 
MtMTt  and  (hat  with  inlinrtc  lutxnir;  for  example,  if  I  wanted  a 
bond,  I  had  iw  other  way  but  to  cut  down  a  tree,  set  it  on  an 
edge  bdbrc  me,  and  hew  it  flat  on  either  side  with  my  axe,  till  I 
hid  brought  it  to  be  aa  thin  aa  a  phrk,  and  then  dub  it  smooth 
^tb  my  adze.  ![  is  true,  by  thia  method  I  could  make  but  one 
bovd  oitt  of  a  whole  tree,  but  this  I  had  no  remedy  for  but 
patience,  any  more  than  t  had  for  the  pradigiotu  detl  of  time 
■li  taliour'which  ir  [oak  me  up  to  make  a  plank  or  board :  but 
■y  rime  Of  labour  was  Ijrtle  ^Hjrth,  and  so  it  was  as  well  em- 
PS^one  wsty  as  another, 

I  fawever.  I  nude  mc  a  tabic  and  a  chair>  as  I  observed  above, 
m  the  tint  place,  stkI  this  I  did  out  of  the  thort  pieces  of  boards 
vUch  I  brought  on  my  r^  from  the  ^p:  but  when  J  had 
VToaght  out  some  boards,  ns  above*  1  mode  large  shelves,  of  the 
beadth  of  a  foot  and  a  lialf  one  over  anotTwr,  all  ihmg  one  stdc 
of  my  cave,  to  lay  all  my  tools,  nails,  and  iron-work,  and  in  a 
•wd,  to  separate  every  thing  at  large  in  their  places,  that  I 
■ig^  come  easily  at  thcni;  1  kttocked  pieces  into  the  wall  of  the 
wdi  to  hang  my  guns  xiui  aU  rhtngs  that  would  hang  up. 
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So  that  had  my  cave  been  to  be  seen»  it  looked  like  z  general 
magazine  of  ail  necessary  things ;  and  I  had  every  thing  so 
ready  at  my  hand,  that  it  was/a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  sec  all 
my  goods  in  such  order,  and  ^pedaJly  to  find  my  stock  of  all 
necessaries  so  great,  ".     . 

And  now  it  was  that  I  began  to  keep  a  journal  of  every  day's 

cmjJoyinent ;  for  indeed  at  first  I  was  in  too  much  hurry  ;  and 

Lot  pnly  huny  as  to  labour,  but  in  too  much  discomposure  of 

nind,  and  my  journal  would  hav^  been  fuU  of  many  dull  things, 

^or  example,  I  must  have  said  thus :  Sept.  the  30th,  after  I  got 

Eo  shore,  and  had  escaped  drowning,  instead  of  being  thankful 

Ito  God  for  my  dehverance,  having  first  vomited  with  the  great 

Iquantity  of  salt  water  which  was  gotten  into  my  stomachy  and 

'recovering  myself  a  little,  I  ran  about  the  shore,  wringing  my 

hands,  and  beating  my  head  and  face,  exclaiming  at  my  misery, 

and  crying  out,  1  was  undone,  undone ;   till,  tired  and  faint,  I 

was  forced  to  He  down  on  the  ground  to  repose,  but  durst  not 

;  sleep  fi^r  fear  of  being  devoured. 

Some  days  after  this',  and  after  I  had  been  on  board  the  ship, 
and  got  all  that  I  could  out  of  her,  yet  I  could  not  forbear  get- 
ting up  to  the  top  of  a  little  mount^n,  and  looking  out  to  sea 
in  hopes  of  seeing  a  ship;  then  fancy  at  a  vast  distance  I  spied 
a  sail ;  please  myself  with  the  hopes  of  it ;  and  then,  after  look- 
ing steadily  till  I  was  almost  blind,  lose  it  quite,  and  sit  down 
and  weep  likfc  a  child,  and  thus  increase  my  misery  by  my 
folly. 

But  having  gotten  .oyer  these  things  in  some  measure,  and 
having  settled  my  household-stuff  and  habitation,  made  me  a 
table  and  a  chair,  and  all  as  handsome  about  me  as  I  could,  I 
began  to  keep  my  journal,  of  which  1  shall  here  give  you  the 
copy  (though  in  it  will  be  told  all  these  particulars  over  again)  as 
long  as  it  lasted ;  for  having  no  more  ink,  I  was  forced  to  leave 
/toff: 
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I  roDX  mi^nUsk  R&himan  Crus^t  Ixring  shipwrcckcxl,  during  x 
dnadfut  worm,  in  the  offings  came  on  tHc>re  on  thit  dismal  un- 
fivtujtttt  tsifttid,  which  I  called  ih«  IsianJ  p/  Despair^  all  the 
t^t  of  the  A\p'%  company  bcirg  diom)cd>  and  mr»cit  ilmost 
dad. 

All  the  rest  of  tha;  diy  I  spent  in  afflictLng  myself,  m  the  di»^ 
an]  ctrcamstanocs  I  was  brought  ro,  t/z.  1  hfld  ndchcr  food, 
iousc,  clothes^  weapon,  or  place  to  fly  to,  and  in  dc&juii-  of  any 
idtd\  saw  nothing  biit  dnih  brTorr  me,  nther  chat  I  should  be 
devoured  by  wild  beasts,  murdered  by  savages,  or  sGirved  to 
dath  for  want  of  food-  At  the  Approach  of  night  I  slept  in  a 
Eire,  for  fear  of  wild  crcat\ircs,  but  ttlcpt  soundly  though  ic  rained 
d  aight. 

(kt^^fr  1  >  In  the  monung  I  saw  to  my  great  stiqirise,  the  ship 
hid  floated  with  the  high  tide,  and  wax  driven  on  aJiorc  again 
wh  nearer  the  iftland,  which  » it  w^k  come  comforr on  one  hand, 
ibr  aedng  her  sit  upright,  and  roC  broken  to  pieces,  I  hc^>edft  if 
te  wind  abated,  1  might  get  on  board,  and  get  some  food  or 
nnniiiii  1  out  of  her  for  my  felicf;  ao,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
rtacwcd  my  grief  at  th?  loss  of  my  comrades,  who  1  imEigincd  if 
we  had  mil  staid  on  board  might  have  saved  the  ship,  or  at  least 
tlat  they  would  not  have  been  all  drowned,  as  they  were ;  and 
tfaaty  had  the  mm  been  uved,  we  might  perhaps  have  buill  us  a 
hdit  out  of  the  ruins  of  the  ship,  to  have  carried  us  to  some 
«hcr  part  of  the  world.  1  spent  gvtat  part  of  this  day  in  per- 
ffeking  my%:lfon  these  things;  hut  at  Ictigrh,  scc;ing  ihc^^ 
dnutt  diy,  /  wear  upon  the  ssnd  as  near  a£  1  couid,  ami  ^hca 
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on  board ;   this  day  also  it  continued  raining,  though  with 
to  wind  at  all. 

From  the  ist  of  Octoicr  to  the  24th,    Ali  these  days  entirely 

ipent  in  malting  several  voyages  to  gel  all  I  could  out  of  the 

ihip,  which  I  brought  on  shore,  every  tide  of  flood,  upon  rafts. 

Aich  rain  also  in  these  daySj  though  with  some  intervals  of  fair 

'cather:  but,  it  seems,  this  was  the  rainy  season. 

OcL  20-   1  overset  my  raft,  and  all  the  goods  I  had  got  upon 

It ;  but  being  in  shoal  water,  and  the  things  being  chiefly  heavy, 

recovered  many  of  them  when  the  tide  was  out, 

OcL  25-  It  rained  all  night  and  all  day,  with  some  gusts  of 

'ind,  during  which  time  the  ship  broke  in  pieces,  the  wind 

lowing  a  little  harder  than  before,  and  was  no  more  to  be  seen, 

■xcept  the  wreck  of  her,  and  that  only  at  low  water.     I  s[>enc 

:his  day  in  covering  and  securing  the  goods  which  I  had  saved, 

lat  the  rain  might  not  spoil  them. 

Oct,  26.  1  walked  about  the  shore  almost  all  day,  to  find  out

ott.  crcry  morning  I  walked  out  with  my  gur,  for  two  or  three 
bDur%  t(  it  did  not  rain,  then  oiiploycd  myself  to  work  till  aliout 
dcvea  o'clock,  then  eat  whir  I  had  to  live  an,  and  from  twelve 
Bo  two  1  Uy  down  to  sleep,  the  weather  being  excessive  hot,  and 
tbcB  in  the  ci-ening  to  work  again :  the  workir^  part  of  this 
iliy,  and  of  the  next,  were  whuUy  eittploycid  in  m;dcing  my  tihle, 
far  I  W2I  yet  but  a  very  corry  workman,  though  time  and  nc- 
coaty  mode  me  a  complete  natural  mechanic  soon  after,  as  I 
bcficvc  it  woukl  do  any  one  else. 

Mnv.  5.  Tht«  day  went  atiruad  with  my  gun  and  my  dog^ 
a»d  killed  a  wild  cat,  her  skin  pretty  soJr,  but  her  dcsh  good  tor 
Hplungi  every  creature  I  killed  i  took  off  the  akins  and  pre- 
«rTed  them.  Coming  b^ck  b)-  the  sca-shorc  I  !^w  m:kny  siirts 
of  tea-fowls,  which  1  did  not  undentnnd ;  but  was  surprised 
ttd  almost  frighted  with  two  or  three  seals,  which,  while  I  was 
laaitig  at,  not  well  knowing  what  they  were,  got  into  the  sea, 
ad  Cioped  tne  for  th:ic  time.

Nov.  ij.  This  day  it  rainedj  which  refreshed  me  exceedingly, 

id  cooled  the  earth,  but  it  was  accompanied  with  terrible  thun- 

ler  and  lightning,  which  frighted  me  dreadfully  for  fear  of  my 

>owder;  as  sooji  as  it  was  over  I  resolved  to  separate  my  stock 

powder  into  as  many  little  parcels  as  possible,  thai  ic  might: 

►t  be  in  danger. 

Nov.  14,  15,  i6>    These  three  days  I  spent  in  malting  litdc 

square  chests  or  boxes,  which  might  hold  about  a  pound,  or  two 

sounds,  at  most,  of  powder ;    and  so  putting  the  powder  in,  I 

jtowcd  it  in  places  as  secure  and  remote  from  one  another  zs  pos- 

iblc.

I  WIS  soil  deticSml,  for  I  ivjinlcrd  4  liiLskrT  or  3t  v^hccl-harrow : 
t  Wtkct  I  could  not  m>kc  by  any  means,  having  no  such  things 
m  twigs  that  would  bend  to  nuke  wicker  ware,  dt  least  none  yet 
fooad  out;  and  u  to  a  whccl-barrow,  1  fancied  1  could  make 
iB  buf  the  whwl,  bur  thar  I  had  no  notion  of,  nrithcr  did  I  kminr 
how  m  go  about  it ;  besides;,  I  had  no  possible  way  to  make  the 
nn  gudgeons  for  the  spiiullc  cr  axis  of  the  wheel  to  nin  in,  so 
1  gave  If  orcr;  and  no  for  cstnrylng  away  the  canh  which  I  dug 
ooc  of  the  cave,  1  made  mc  a  thing  liktr  ^  hod  which  the  la- 
honTers  cany  mortar  in,  when  they  serve  ihc  bricklayers. 

Ihisiwas  not  so  difficuh  to  mc  as  the  makmg  the  shovel;  and 
|tt  this,  and  the  shovel,  and  the  atiefn|>t  which  I  made  in  vain 
IB  make  a  whcel-banow,  took  me  up  no  less  than  four  day^  I 
nnn  always  excepting  my  morning  walk  with  ray  gun,  which  I 
sJdofn  failed;  aiul  very  urUlorn  failed  ahxvbnngti^  home  comc^ 
^aog  to  ot. 

ATrr,  23*  My  other  work  having  now  stood  still»  because  of 
mj  makbg  these  toob,  *hcn  they  wcfc  finished  I  went  on,  and 
TOrfcing  tvery  day>  ss  my  istrmgrh  and  time  billowed,  I  spent 
d^teen  days  entirely  in  widening  and  deepening  my  cavc^  that 
V  might  hofd  my  goods  commodiously. 

A'ff//.  Dimng  all  this  time,  1  worked  to  m^kc  ^is  room  or 
avc  spadous  enough  to  itc commodate  mc  a*  a  warehouse  or  ma- 
gazine, a  kitchen,  a  dimng-nxun,  and  a  cellar ;  as  for  my  lodg- 
bg.  I  kept  to  the  tent,  except  that  sometimes  in  the  wet  season 
Mthc  year,  it  rained  so  hard  that  I  could  not  kcq)  myself  dry, 
«(Qch  catucd  mc  afcervranU  to  cover  all  my  place  wirhin  my 
pile  with  king  poles  in  the  form  of  rafters,  leaning  against  the  rock, 
sad  kiad  them  wkh  M^  md  krgc  /caves  of  trees  ViVj:  a  l^au>\. 
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December  lo.  I  began  now  to  think  mj  cave  or  vault  finished, 
Iwhen  en  a  sudden  (it  seems  I  had  made  it  too  large)  a  great 
quantity  of  earth  fell  down  from  the  top  and  one  side,  so  much 
thai  in  short  it  frighted  me,  and  not  without  reason  too ;  for  if 
I  had  been  under  it  1  had  never  wanted  a  grave-digger ;  upon 
this  disaster  I  had  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do  over  again ;  for  I 
had  the  loose  earth  to  carry  out,  and,  which  was  of  more  impor- 
tance, I  had  the  ceiling  to  prop  up,  so  that  I  might  be  sure  no 
Imorc  would  come  down.

^MMuary  I,  Very  hot  still,  biit  I  went  abrOTti  early  and  laic 
with  my  gun,  and  by  still  in  the  middle  of  the  day.  This  even- 
ing, going  futhcr  into  the  valieys.  which  ky  tou-anb  the  centm 
of  the  iahnd,  I  found  there  was  plenty  of  gouts,  thoi^h  exceeding 
ihy  and  hard  to  conte  al ;  however  I  reaoK'ed  to  try  if  I  could 
HOC  \mw%  my  dog  to  hunt  them  down.

AU  tht«  time   I  worked  ver)   hard,  the  ratm  hindciing  me 

day^  nay,  lotnettmes  m'ecks  together;    but  I  thought  I 

never  Iv  perfectly  secure  until  this  wall  was  fimfthcd ;  and 

it  n  icirce  credible  wlut  inexpressible  Uboitr  c^xry  chiAg  waa 

done  wkh,  apecMy  the  briagmg  piles  out  of  the  wooAs^  ixA 
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Iriving  them  into  the  ground,  for  I  made  them  much  bigger 
:haii  I  need  to  have  done. 

When  this  wall  was  finishedj  and  the  outside  double  fenced 

4th  a  turf-wall  raised  up  dose  to  it,  I  persu[ided  myself  that  if 

ly  people  were  to  come  on  shore  thcrcj  they  would  not  perceive 

iry  thing  like  a  habitation;   and  it  was  very  well  I  did  so,  as 

lay  be  observed  hereafter  upon  a  very  remarkable  occasion. 

During  this  time  I  made  my  rounds  in  the  woods  for  game 

'cry  day,  when  the  rain  admitted  me,  and  made  frequent  dis- 

iveries  in  these  walks  of  something  or  other  to  my  advantage  ; 

Tjirticularly  I  found  a  kind  of  wild  pigeons,  who  built  not  as 

'ood  pigeons,  in  a  tree,  but  rather  as  house  pigeons,  in  the  holes 

)f  the  rocks;   and  taking  some  young  ones,  I  endeavoured  to 

^reed  them  up  tame,  and  did  so ;  but  wheii  they  grew  older  they 

lew  away,  which  perhaps  was  at  first  for  want  of  feeding  them, 

For  I  had  nothing  to  give  them;   however  1  frequently  found 

:heir  nests,  and  got  their  voune  ones,  which  were  verv  trood 
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mvt  which  I  baked  in  the  sun,  to  which  1  ndded  a  wick  of  some 
otkum,  I  nude  mc  a  Ump;  and  thi-t  gave  mc  light,  though  not 
icieaj-  stcidy  light  like:tc:tndle>  In  the  middle  of  all  my  labours 
k  hipprncd,  ibar  rumnuLglng  my  tilings,  I  found  a  little  bog, 
whicht  a»  I  hinted  before,  h^d  been  filled  with  com  for  the  tccd* 
m^  of  pouhry— ftor  far  this  voyage,  but  before,  as  I  suppose, 
when  the  ship  came  from  Lish»  ;  what  litUc  remainder  of  com 
had  been  in  the  bag,  was  all  devoured  with  the  nil£,  and  I  saw 
natiung  in  the  bag  but  husks  and  dust;  and  being  willing  to 
hne  tlic  bag  r<yr  «ome  other  tivr^  I  think  it  was  to  |iut  jxiwdcr 
mg  wbca  I  divided  it  for  fear  of  the  lightnitig,  or  some  such  u»e, 
I  shook  the  husks  of  com  out  of  it  on  one  aide  of  my  fortiBca- 
Hob  under  the  rock. 

it  w»  a  liule  before  the  great  rainSj  ju^ii  now  mcnHoned,  that 
I  threw  this  stuff  away,  taking  no  notice  of  any  thing,  and  not 
•»  much  as  rcmcmberiTtg  chat  1  had  thrown  any  thing  there; 
■hen  about  a  month  aAcr,  or  thereabout,  I  »w  some  few  stalks 
of  aDcncehiT^  grtax  shootin;"  out  of  the  ground,  which  I  fanoed 
ngtit  be  some  plant  I  had  nor  seen ;  but  I  was  surprised  and 
perfectly  ftscomshcd^  when  after  a  little  longer  time  I  saw  about 
tea  or  twelve  cnr%  come  out,  which  were  {lerfcct  green  barley  of 
'it  «amc  kind  as  our  Eur^tajt^  x^y\  as  our  Enflijh  barley. 

It  b  impossible  to  express  tlie  a)toffii:ihmcnt  and  confusion  of 
vy  cfaotighrs  Oil  rhis  occa^on ;  I  had  hitherto  acted  upon  no 
(Jgioin  foundation  at  all;  indeed  I  had .xa)i-&K'notion£  of 
icfi^on  in  my  head,  or  had  ei^tertained  any  sense  of  any  thing 
tto^Tnul  befallen  n>c,  otherwise  than  as  a  chance,  or,  as  wc 
Sffaily  uy,  wlut  plciuo  Gnn ;  wiUtout  mi  mitch  ait  im)uiring 
vMo  the  end  of  Providence  in  these  things,  or  his  order  in 
pireming  events  m  the  world ;  but  after  I  saw  bsirley  grow 
there,  in  a  clim^itc  which  1  knew  was  not  proper  for  com^  and 
i^iccitDy  that  I  kitew  not  huw  rt  came  there,  it  sianled  mc 
icraagdy;  lod  J  be^an  to  si^cstf  ihut  Gou  had  m\^w:\\^Q^JA^ 
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this  grair\  to  grow  without  any  help  of  seed  sown,  and 
hat  it  was  so  directed  purely  for  my  sustenance  on  that  wild 
iscrablc  place. 

This  touched  my  heart  a  little>  and  brought  tears  out  of  my 
yes,  and  I  began  to  bless  myself,  that  such  a  prodigj'  of  nature 
hould  happen  upon  my  account ;  and  this  was  the  more  strange 
o  me,  because  J  saw  near  it  stillj  ail  along  by  the  side  of  the 
ock,  some  other  straggling  stalks,  which  proved  to  be  stalks  of 
,  and  which  1  knew,  because  i  had  seen  it  grow  in  AfrUa^ 
hen  1  was  ashore  there. 

I  not  only  thought  these  the  pure  productions  of  Providence 

my  support,  but  not  doubting  but  that  there  was  more  in  the 

lace,  I  went  ail  over  that  part  of  the  island,  where  1  had  been 

efore,  peeping  in  ever)'  corner  and  under  every  rock  to  see  for 

ore  of  it,  but  1  could  not  find  any ;   at  last  it  occurred  to  my 

bought,  that  I  had  shook  a  bag  of  chickens  meat  out  in  that 
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this  com  TO  cat,  and  even  then  but  spanngly,  as  I  shall  siy  aftcr- 
wdi  in  its  order ;  for  I  lost  ill  thai  1  sowed  the  Rr^  season,  by 
iDt  obsaving  the  proper  time ;  for  I  sowed  it  Juct  before  the 
dry  >cuan,  »o  that  it  never  came  up  at  all,  at  Icasff  not  as  it 
would  have  done :  of  which  in  its  [dace. 

BqUq  thia  harlry,  there  wcrr,  a*  ahovc,  twenty  or  fhirty 
■ilka  of  rice,  which  1  preserved  with  the  same  care,  and  whose 
use  was  of  the  same  kind  or  to  the  same  puq>09c,  viz.  To  make 
me  brcadt  or  rather  food ;  for  I  found  ways  to  oook  it  up  with- 
oat  baking,  dwugh  I  did  that  alto  after  nunc  time*  But  to  ^ 
Rtum  to  my  journal. 

I  worked  excessive  Kard  these  three  or  four  months  to  get  my 
«iD  done;  and  the  14th  of  yfprii  I  closed  it  up,  contriving  10 
go  into  ct,  not  by  a  door,  bat  over  the  wall  by  a  Ixdder,  that 
thav  might  be  no  sign  in  the  outside  of  my  habitation. 

^'(prii  t6.  I  firashed  the  ladder,  so  I  went  up  with  the  ladder 
to  the  top,  arul  then  pulled  k  up  after  tne,  and  lee  it  down  on 
dke  bftide;  this  was  a  complete  enclosure  to  me;  for  within  I 
bd  room  enough^  and  nothing  could  come  at  mc  from  without^ 
unlett  it  could  first  niQimc  my  wall. 

The  Very  next  day  after  thit  wall  wat  finished,  I  had  almost 
htd  all  my  bbour  overthrown  at  once,  and  myself  kSled ;  the 
cue  wvs  thus :  A^  1  was  busy  in  the  inside  of  it,  behind  my  tent, 
MM  in  the  mtrana?  into  mv  cave,  1  was  terribly  frighted  with  a 
omt  dreadful  surprising  thir^  indeed ;  for  on  a  sudden  I  found 
the  GUth  come  crumbling  down  from  the  roof  of  my  cavTi  and 
from  the  edge  ot  the  hill»  over  my  hc^,  ard  two  of  the  posts  1 
Ind  «ct  tip  in  the  cave  crKked  in  a  frightful  manrH.-T:  I  wsk 
iBrtdy  scared*  but  thought  nothing  of  what  was  really  the  cause, 
only  thinking  that  the  top  of  my  cave  wa^  falling  in,  as  some  of 
it  hid  Jane  beftjte :  ai>d  for  fear  I  should  be  buried  !n  it,  I  tan 
farwani  to  my  Udder ;  and  not  thinking  mjrtelfsafethetetYev^lvEt^ 
I  got  over  uy  *«//  rbr  /ew  of  the  pieces  of  the  hl\  vK«fh  \  «*- 
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pected  might  roll  down  upon  me :  I  was  no  sooner  stepped  down 
upon  the  firm  ground^  but  I  plainly  saw  it  was  a  terrible  earth- 
quake, for  the  ground  I  stood  on  shook  three  times  at  about 
eight  minutes  distance,  with  three  such  shocks  as  would  have 
overturned  the  strongest  building  that  could  be  supposed  to  have 
stood  on  the  earth;  and  a  great  piece  of  the  top  of  a  rock,  which 
stood  about  half  a  mile  from  me  next  the  sea,  fell  down  with 
such  a  terrible  noise  as  I  never  heard  in  all  my  life :  I  percrivcd 
also  the  very  sea  was  put  into  violent  motion  by  it;  and  I 
believe  the  shocks  were  stronger  under  the  water  than  on  the 
island, 

I  was  so  amazed  with  the  thing  itself,  having  never  felt  the 
like,  or  discoursed  with  any  one  that  had,  that  I  was  like  one 
dead  or  stupified ;  and  the  motion  of  the  earth  made  my  stomach 
sick,  like  one  that  was  tossed  at  sea ;  but  the  noise  of  the  falling 
of  the  rock  awaked  me,  as  it  were,  and  rousing  me  from  the 
stupified  condition  I  was  in,  filled  me  with  horror,  and  I  thought 
of  nothing  then  but  the  hill  falling  upon  my  tent,  and  all  my 
household  goods,  and  burying  all  at  once;  and  this  sunk  my 
very  soul  within  me  a  second  time. 

After  the  third  shock  was  over,  and  I  felt  no  more  for  some 
time,  I  began  to  take  courage,  and  yet  I  had  not  heart  enough 
to  get  over  my  wall  again,  for  fear  of  being  biu-ied  alive,  but  sat 
still  upon  the  ground,  greatly  cast  down  and  disconsolate,  not 
knowing  what  to  do:.  ^^^  th'"  while  ^  ^="^  ""t  the  least  serious 
'  religiousjhought^HQtbing  byt  the  .common,  Lordy  have  rmrcy 
upon  me ;  and^whcn  it  was  over,  that  went  away  too. 

While  I  sat  thus,  I  found  the  air  overcast,  and  grow  cloudy, 
as  if  it  would  rain;  soon  after  that  the  wind  rose  by  littie  and 
little,  so  that  in  less  than  half  an  hour  it  blew  a  most  dreadful 
hurricane :  the  sea  was  all  on  a  sudden  covered  over  with  foam 
and  froth,  the  shore  was  covered  with  the  breach  of  the  water, 
t^e  trees  were  torn  up  by  the  roots,  and  a  terrible  storm  it  was ; 
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Old  this  held  ibout  three  hour«,  zi\d  then  began  to  ahatc*  and  In 
two  houTT  more  it  it'Sii  stark  Glm,  and  began  to  rain  ver)'  h:ird. 
All  this  while  I  sat  upon  the  ground^  very  much  terrilicd  ind 
defected,  when  on  a  sudden  it  cime  into  my  thoi^hts,  th^t  these 
winda  and  nun  bcir^  the  con^^urnct^  of  thc^  rarthquakc,  the 
evthquake  itself  wju  spent  and  over,  and  I  mig(it  vcncurr  into 
my  ore  again :  with  this  thought  my  spirits  t>egan  to  revive, 
t&d  ifac  rain  ibo  helping  to  persuade  mc^  I  went  Jn  ind  snt  dov^n 
in  my  lent,  hut  the  mln  %vas  so  violent,  th.it  my  trnt  waut  rady 
to  be  beaten  down  with  it ;  and  I  was  forced  to  go  irto  my  cave, 
though  very  much  afnid  and  uneasy,  for  fear  U  should  fall  on 
ay  bead. 

This  violent  rain  forcttl  me  to  a  new  work,  viz.  to  cut  a  hole 
thn»(;h  my  new  fortilication  like  a  sink  to  let  water  go  oitt, 
which  would  dsc  have  drowned  my  cave.  After  1  had  been  in 
wef  cave  fiomc  time,  and  found  still  rio  more  shocks  of  the  eirth- 
fvdce  fbUow,  I  began  to  be  more  composed ;  and  now^  to  $up* 
fart  ny  spirits,  which  indeed  wanted  tt  N-cry  much,  1  went  to 
oiy  little  store,  and  took  ^  small  sup  of  rum,  which  however  ] 
Sd  tlvn,  and  always,  very  ^urii^ly,  knowing  I  could  have  no 
WC  when  that  was  gone, 

[t  continued  raining  all  that  night,  and  great  part  of  the  next 
itft  so  that  1  could  not  stir  abrond ;  but  my  mimd  bcii^  more 
oanposedt  I  began  to  think  of  what  I  had  best  do,  coocludingi 
te  if  the  island  was  subject  to  these  earthquakes,  there  would 
W  no  Irving  for  me  in  a  cave,  but  1  must  consi^lcr  of  building 
0c  nme  little  hut  in  an  open  place,  which  1  might  stJiTound 
vkb  a  wall  as  I  had  done  het^,  ^^<^  ^  nuke  myself  secure  fmm 
«3d  be»ts  or  men :  but  concluded  if  I  staid  where  1  was,  ] 
AooU  certainly,  orK-  time  or  other,  be  buried  alive. 

With  these  thoughts  I  resolved  to  remove  my  tent  from  the 
jhot  where  it  stood,  which  was  just  under  the  hanging  precipice 
rfthc  hill,  and  yvbkhf  if  it  should  be  shaken  agam,  >iou\A  «i- 
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ainly  fall  upon  my  tent:  and  I  spent  the  next  two  days,  being 
ihe  1  gth  and  20th  of  AfHl^  in  contriving  where  and  how  to 
:move  my  habitation. 
The  fear  of  being  swaUowcd  up  alive,  made  me  that  I  ncva" 
[Icpt  in  quiet ;  and  yet  the  apprehension  of  lying  abroad,  without 
my  ft'Mce,  w:is  almost  equal  to  it;  but  still,  when  I  looked  about 
nd  saw  how  every  thing  was  put  in  order,  how  pleasantly  con- 
led  J  was,  and  how  safe  from  danger,  it  made  mc  very  loth  to 
remove. 

In  the  mean  time  it  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  require  a 

'ast  deal  of  time  for  me  to  do  this,  and  that  I  must  be  contented 

run  the  venture  where  I  was,  till  1  had  formed  a  camp  for 

lyself,  and  had  secured  it  so  as  to  remove  to  it ;  so  with  this 

solution  I  composed  myself  for  a  time,  and  resolved  that  I 

■ould  go  to  work  with  all  speed  to  build  me  a  waJl  with  piles 

ind  cables,  t^r,  in  a  circle  as  beftire ;  :ind  set  my  tent  up  in  it 
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jffril  a8,  29,  Th«c  t^o  whok  days  I  took  up  in  grinding 
my  iDobi  my  machine  for  turning  my  grind-ttonc  perfbrming 
Ycry  wcIL 

Afril  30,  I  laving  perceived  my  bmd  hvJ  been  low  a  great 
white,  now  I  toolc  a  survey  of  ic,  and  reduced  myself  to  one  bis* 
cuit  cake  a  day,  which  madti  my  heart  very  heavy. 

\iii^  I.  In  the  momiitg,  looking  tuwarLls  the  sej-aadc,  the  tide 
beiag  low,  I  saw  itomeching  lie  on  the  shore  bigger  than  ordinary ; 
and  il  looked  like  a  cask.  When  I  came  to  it,  I  found  a  small 
borrd,  and  two  or  three  pieces  of  the  wreck  of  the  ship,  which 
«cfcdriven  on  shore  by  (he  late  hurricane;  and  looking  towards 
the  wreck  itself,  I  thought  it  seemed  to  lie  higher  cut  of  the 
Water  than  it  used  to  do :  I  ei:amined  the  barrel  which  was  driven 
m  sbor^  and  soon  found  it  was  a  barrel  of  gunpowder,  but  it 
had  taken  water,  and  iht:  ptjwiler  w^s  taknl  ns  hard  as  a  none ; 
however  I  tolled  !c  farther  on  shore  for  the  present,  and  went  on 
«(ioa  the  sands  as  near  a£  I  coukl  co  the  wreck  of  the  ship,  to 
bok  for  more* 

When  I  earner  down  to  the  ship,  I  found  it  strangely  rtmovcd : 
Ae  feffc-casde,  wluch  lay  before  buried  in  sand^  was  heaved  up 
V  kiK  «x  foot ;  and  the  stem,  which  was  broke  to  pieces  and 
|med  from  the  rest  by  the  foTcc  of  the  sea,  soon  after  I  had  left 
rmmagmg  licr^  was  toottcd,  a^  it  were,  up,  and  cast  on  oiK  vdci 
lad  the  sand  was  thrown  so  high  on  that  side  next  her  stem,  that 
»hett«8  there  was  a  great  place  of  water  before,  so  that  1  could 
VC  come  within  a  cjuarter  of  a  mile  of  the  wreck  without  sw!m- 
Bingt  I  coukl  now  walk  iguite  up  to  her  when  the  tide  was  our. 
Iwis  SQfpriscd  with  this  at  firsts  but  soon  concluded  it  must  be 
AoDc  by  the  earthquake ;  and  as  by  this  viokticc  the  ship  was 
nm  broken  f>[ien  than  formerly,  mj  many  dimgs  came  daily  on 
ihorc,  which  the  sea  had  loosened,  and  which  the  wixuls  and 
vaccT  rolled  by  degrees  to  the  land. 

This  wjiolly  diverted  my  thoughts  from  the  design  of  tCTnoVvTx^ 
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ly  habitation ;  and  I  busied  myself  mightiiy  that  day  especially^ 
[n  searching  whether  I  could  make  any  way  mto  the  ship;   bur 

found  nothing  was  to  be  expected  of  that  kind,  for  that  all  the 
Inside  of  the  ship  was  choked  up  with  sand :  however,  as  I  had 
earnt  not  to  despair  of  any  thingj  I  resolved  to  pull  every  thing 
|o  pieces  that  I  could  of  the  ship,  concluding,  that  every  thing  I 
:ould  get  from  her  would  be  of  some  use  or  other  to  me* 

May  3.  I  began  with  my  saw,  and  cut  a  piece  of  a  beam 
hroughj  which  I  thought  held  some  of  the  upper  part  or  cjuartcr 
!eck  together;  and  when  I  had  cut  it  through,  I  cleared  away 
;he  sand  as  well  as  I  could  from  the  side  which  lay  highest ;  but 

le  tide  coming  in,  1  was  obliged  to  give  over  for  that  time. 
May  4,  1  went  a  fishing,  but  caught  not  one  fish  that  I  durst 

It  of,  till  1  was  weary  of  my  sport ;  when  just  going  to  leave 
fff»  I  caught  a  young  dolphin.     I  had  made  me  a  long  line  of 

imc  rope  yarn,  hut  I  had  no  hooks,  yet  I  frequently  caught  fish 
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du  witfa  the  66e:  I  left  the  iron  crow  in  the  wreck  for  next

iniD  the  body  of  the  wreck,  and  fdc  several  casks,  znd  loosened 
with  the  crow,  hut  CGuld  not  bnrak  them  up ;  ]  felt  also 
mil  of  Em^IuA  laul«  iJid  could  stir  iCj  but  it  wa&  Uto  heavy 
to  rcsnove. 

JMrr  fo,  II,  ii»  tjr  14.  Went  every  day  to  the  wreck,  and 
got  a  great  many  pieces  of  timber,  and  boards,  or  plank,  ai>d 
or  thrtc  hunciri^d  weight  of  iron. 

t  j.  I  caiTted  two  hatchets,  to  try  if  I  could  not  cut  a 
piece  off  the  roll  of  lcad>  by  placing  the  edge  of  one  hatchet,  and 
dffimg  it  with  the  other;  but  an  if  lay  about  a  foot  and  a  half 
!n  die  water,  1  could  not  make  any  blow  to  drive  the  hatchet. 

May  lb.  It  had  blovi-ed  hard  in  the  night,  and  the  wreck 
^^peared  more  broken  by  the  force  of  the  water ;  but  I  sUid  so 
W»g  in  the  wood-s  to  get  pigeons  for  food,  that  the  tide  prevented 
»  gottig  to  rhtf  wreck  that  day. 

MiT}  17.  I  saw  some  pieces  of  the  wnrck  blown  oa  shore,  at 
Ipiat  distance,  near  t^o  miles  off  me,  but  resolved  to  see  what 
Aey  wcrr,  and  found  it  was  a  piece  of  the  head,  but  too  heavy 
(artnctx>  bring  away, 

Mrr  24.  Every  day  to  this  day  I  worked  on  the  wrecks  and 
vUl  hud  labour  I  lixwrrcrd  Nome  thirgx  m>  much  with  rh^  cniw^ 
dot  the  first  blowii^g  tide  several  casks  floated  out,  and  two  of 
'^  •camcn's  chests ;  but  the  wind  blowirg  from  the  shore, 
Midking  came  to  Und  that  day  but  pieces  of  timber,  and  a  hogs- 
head, which  had  tome  Brazil  pork  in  it,  but  the  salt  water  and 
sttd  had  spoiled  !l 

I  con^ucd  this  work  every  day  to  the  15th  of  7*1^,  except 
the  ttrne  necessary  to  get  food,  wh>ch  I  always  appointed,  during 
dtti  pwt  of  my  rmploymrat,  tu  be  when  the  tide  wa*  up,  that  1 
ought  be  ready  when/r  was  e66ed  out;  aiwl  by  tte^  uiv^e\>«& 
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[Often  timber^  and  plank,  and  iron-work  enough  to  have  built 
good  boat,  if  I  had  known  how  ;   and  also,  1  got  at  several 

limes,  and  in  st^veral  pieces,  near  loo  weight  of  the  sheer-lead. 
June  1 6r  Going  down  to  the  sea  side,  1  found  a  lar^e  tortoise 

ir  turtle ;  this  was  the  first  I  had  seen,  which  it  seems  was  only 
ly  misfortune,  not  any  defect  of  the  place,  or  scarcity ;  for  had 
happened  to  he  on  the  other  side  of  the  island,  I  might  have 

lad  hundreds  of  chem  every  day  j  as  I  found  afterwards  \  but  per- 

laps  had  paid  dear  enough  for  them. 
'June  17    I  spent  tn  cooking  the  turtle;    I  found  inherthree- 

icore  eggs ;  and  her  flesh  was  to  me  at  that  time  the  most 

savoury  and  pleasant  that  ever  I  tasted  in  my  life,   having  had 
3  flesh,  but  of  goats  and  fowls,  since  I  landed  in  this  horrid 
lace, 
Jmt  18-  Rained  all  day^  and  I  stayed  within.     I  thought  at 

this  time  the  rdn  felt  cold,  and  J  was  something  chilly,  which  f 
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gait  but  found  myself  very  weak ;  however  I  killed  a  she  goar, 
■id  with  much  difBculty  got  lC  home,  and  broilcti  some  of  ir, 
end  est ;  I  woutd  f»n  have  stewed  it,  an<I  made  some  broth,  bur 
had  no  pot. 

Jtntt  i7-  The  ague  again  so  violent,  that  I  lay  a-bed  dl  day, 

md  neither  cac  or  drank,     I  was  ready  to  perish  for  thir^tt  hut 

m>  weak  I  had  not  strmgth  to  stand  up,  or  to  get  myself  any 

vatcr  to  drink  t  prayed  co  Gc>i>  agiiiip  bur  was  1ight-hc:ided ; 

nd  when  I  was  not,  I  was  so^grormt  that  1  knew  not  what  to 

mj  ;  only  I  lay  and  cried,  Lcrd^hskn^n  m( ;  J^idy  pitjf  me ; 

hgrd^  kjru*  mtrty  Mpen  mf  :  T  »up[)o«e  I  did  nothing  d?v  for  two 

or  tbrte  hour?;,  till  the  lit  wearing  oiF,  I  fell  asleep,  and  did  noE 

vifce  till  far  in  the  night ;  when  f  waked  I  found  myself  much 

itftcahedi  but  weak  ajwl  exceeding  ihiisiy  :   however,  as  I  Iiad 

no  wanr  In  my  whole  haWnition,  I  was  forced  to  lie  dll  morning, 

nA  Went  to  sleep  again.    In  this  second  sleep  I  had  this  temble 

Ocafn. 

I  thought  rhat  T  wis  sitting  on  the  ground  on  the  outside  of 
ay  wall,  where  I  sat  when  the  storm  blew  after  the  eirthcguake, 
wi  that  I  saw  a  man  defcend  from  a  great  blick  doud,  in  a 
Wight  flame  of  lire,  and  alight  u]>oii  the  ground.  He  waa  ill 
wtras  bright  as  a  flame,  so  that  1  could  but  Juit  hear  to  look 
ttvajds  him;  his  countensmce  was  most  inexpressibly  drewUul, 
inpOfisiblc  for  words  to  describe ;  when  he  stepped  upon  the 
pound  with  his  ?cc\  I  thought  the  eiirih  trembled  just  as  it  had 
4oBc  befene  in  the  rnnhquakc,  and  all  the  air  looked  to  my  ajipn:- 
hcnsKin  as  if  it  had  been  filled  with  flashes  of  fire- 
He  was  no  sooner  landed  upon  the  earth,  but  he  moved  fbr- 
«anJ  tOAwds  me,  t^ich  a  long  spear  or  ^-e^jton  tti  his  hazMl  to 
kill  rae ;  and  when  he  came  to  a  rising  ^und,  at  some  distanc«, 
kipokc  to  mc,  or  1  beard  a  voice  so  tcmbk,  that  it  is  irnpo*- 
dile  to  cxprcfis  the  trrroT  of  it ;  ail  that  I  can  say  1  underatood 
lliii,  *^AWPf  sUikfj^  MJvffj  A^nr  net  h^ught  xhtt  14  rtpent- 
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mce^  HQ'U}  thou  shalt  die;'  at  which  words  I  thought  he  lifted  up 
the  spear  that  was  in  hia  hand  to  kill  me. 

No  one,  that  shall  ever  read  this  account,  will  expect  that  I 
>hoiild  be  able  to  describe  the  horrors  of  my  soul  at  this  terrible 
^'ision ;  I  mean,  that  even  while  it  was  a  dream,  [  even  dreamed 
ff  those  horrors ;  nor  is  it  an/  more  possible  to  describe  the 
Impression  that  remained  upon  my  mind,  when  I  awaked,  and 
found  it  was  but  a  dream* 

1  had,  alas!  no  divine  knowledge;  what  I  had  received  by 

he  good  instriiclion  o?  my  father  was  then  worn  our  by  an  un- 

:errupted  series,  for  eight  years,  of  sea-faring  wickedness,  and 

constant  conversation  with  nothing  but  such  as  were  like  my- 

^If,  wicked  and  profane  to  the  last  degree :    I  do  not  remember 

]h?.t  I  had  in  all  that  time  one  thought  that  so  much  as  tended 

nther  to  looking  upwards  towirds  Goo,  or  inwards  tcnvards  a 

lection  upon  my  own  ways ;  but  a  certain  stupidity  of  soul, 

ifhout  desire  of  good^  or  conscience  of  evil,  had  entirely  over- 
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a  mere  brute  from  the  principles  of  Natiin:^  and  by  thc/^  ^ 

~  of  common  sense  only,  and  indeed  h^irdly  that.  / 

hen  I  WIS  delivered,  and  taken  up  at  sea  by  the  Portugd 
captain,  well  uscd»  and  dealt  juMly  and  honouriiMy  wtt)^,  as  well 
o  charitahlVt  I  Had  not  the  least  thankfulnei^s  on  my  Thoughts ; 
vbcn  again  1  was  shipwrecked,  ruined,  and  in  danger  of  drown- 
ng  on  this  island,  1  was  ax  far  from  rcmorac,  or  lookir^  on  it 
at  a  judgment ;  I  only  ^aid  ro  myself  ufceiij  that  I  was  an  vtfor- 
tumate  d^^  and_barii  lo  be  always  miserable.      ^— 

[Ttf  tnie,  when  1  got  on  shore  first  here,  and  found  all  my 
r&  crew  drowned,  and  myself  spared^  I  was  surprised  with  a 
_^  ecstasy,  and  some  transports  of  soul,  which,  had  the 
^of  Cod  stssj^d,  might  have  i;om^^I>.to  true  thankfulne^ ; 
bu  ic  ended  where  it  begun,  in  a  mere  common  flight  of  joy,  or, 
« I  may  »y,  i^'ij;  ;/a^  /  tfcu  alive^  witliuui  the  lra?it  reflecticin 
^oo  the  diidngiBsbing  goodness  of  the  hand  which  had  pre- 
lerved  me*  and  h^  ar^lcd  mc  out  to  be  preserved,  when  all 
Ac  rtac  were  destroyed  \  or  an  inquiry  why  prcn'idcncc  had  been 
4ntt  mernful  lo  nw: ;  even  juk  the  same  common  sort  of  joy 
thkh  seamen  generally  have,  after  they  have  got  saie  on  dion 
fram  a  shipwreck,  ^hich  Lhcy  drown  ail  in  the  next  bowl  of 
inBidi,  and  forger,  almost  as  kmhi  as  ir  is  over ;  and  all  the  rest 
«f  my  Efe  wu  like  it. 

Even  when  I  was  afterwards,  on  due  consadcracion,  made  «n- 
lidc  of  my  condition ;  how  ]  was  cast  on  this  dreadful  place,  out 
of  the  trach  of  hunun  kind,  out  of  all  hope  of  relief,  or  prospect 
of  fcdcmption ;  as  »oon  as  I  saw  but  a  prospect  of  living,  and 
ifaaC  I  fhfiuld  not  ttarv  and  peri&h  for  hunger,  all  the  sense  of 
of  ny  siBictian_  wore  ufF,  ami  I  iNrgan  to  tic  very  easy,  applied 
vyadf  Co  the  ^x>rks  proper  for  my  pKservation  and  supply,  and 
was  &r  enough  from  being  afflicted  at  my  condition,  as  a  judg- 
ment from  b<:avcn,  or  as  the  hand  of  Goo  against  me :  these 
«cre  thoughts  whkh  very  seldom  entered  into  my  head. 
The  urou^iati  upof'tli^  com,  as  is  hrntcd  in  my  yl\lITa^^V.»^ 
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at  first  some  little  influence  upon  me,  and  began  to  affect  ma 
with  seriousness,  as  long  as  I  thought  it  had  something  miraculous 
m  it;  but  as  soon  as  ever  that  part  of  thought  wa<{  removed,  all 
the  impression  which  was  raised  from  it  wore  off  also,  as  I  have 
jiioted  already. 

Even  the  earthquake,  though  nothing  could  he  more  terrible 
its  nature,  or  more  immediately  directing  to  the  invisible 
>ower,  which  alone  directs  such  things;  yet  no  sooner  was  the 
irst  fright  over,  but  the  impression  it  had  made  went  off  aJso ; 
had  no  more  sense  of  Goo,  or  his  judgments,  much  less  of  the, 
»resent  aiBiction  of  my  circumstances  being  from  his  handj  than 
]  had  been  in  the  most  prosperous  condition  of  hfe- 
But  now,  when  I  began  to  be  sick,  and  a  leisurely  view  of  the 
liseries  of  death  came  to  place  itself  before  me  ;  when  my  spirits 
legan  to  sink  under  the  burden  of  a  strong  distemper,  and  nature 
'as  exhausted  with  the  violence  of  the  fever;  conscience,  that 
lad  slept  so  long,  began  to  awake,  and  I  began  to  reproach  my- 
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Mhi  dill  tntcnral  the  gocxi  zdvicc  of  my  father  cunc  to  my  miiul, 
I^B  pmcntly  his  [nnltciion,  which  I  mcntio^K-tl  m  rhc  bcgitining 
of  thu  story;  vh.  That  if  I  did  iah  thit  f^ish  jstp,  GeJ-^o^uU 
mti  iku  nu^  tmd  1  ^tttld  havt  Uijurf  tisrtAfUr  tc  rtfi$U  upoM 
*^V  "^gif^'^d  his  <Oiins€K  w^*rtt  thcr€  mig^hi  Ic  mrt<  to  ajjtsi  » 
mjf  r^fptrrj.     Now,  sttid   I  alum!,   my  dmr  father's  w<yn,]n  arc 
come  to  pass :  God's  juttice  has  overtaken  me,  &ncl  I  hnvc  none 
to  help  or  heir  mc ;  1  Kjectcd  the  voice  of  Providence,  which 
had  mcnifully  put  me  in  a^postunr  or  station  of  life  whcran  I 
^ighc  have  betm  happy  and  easy ;   but  I  would  neither  sec  it 
^Ipelft  Dor  leam  to  know  the  blc^tng  of  it  from  my  porenCB ;  1 
left  them  ro  moum  over  my  folty,  ajuj  nuw  1  am  left  Eo  moitm   . 
uadcr  the  consequences  of  it ;  I  reflect!  their  help  and  assistance, 
who  would  have  lifted  mc  into  the  world,  and  would  have  mtde    ' 
€icqE-tiiing.cuy  tojnc;  ar.d  now  1  have  difficulties  to  snuggle 
viifar  Coo  great  for  even  nature  ii^lf  tu  support,  xnd  no  assist-    I 
lacc,  no  help,  no  comfort,  no  advice,     ITten  I  cried  out,  L^d, 
k  mjr  M^t  /or  /  am  in  ^rtaS  disir^jj  ! 

This  was  the  first  prayer,  if  I  may  call  it  so,  that  I  had  made 
im  nunjF  yean,      Btjt  I  return  to  myjournaj,  tr-" 

Jwi*  38-  Havirjg~been  somewhat  refreshed  wHh  the  wiecp  I 
I  hfld  had,  and  the  fit  being  entirely  off,  I  got  up ;  ar.d  though 
die  fright  and  terror  of  my  drc^ni  wai  very  grcit,  yet  I  eon- 
>dmd,  that  the  fie  of  the  ague  would  n*turn  again  the  tievt  day, 
mi  now  was  my  time  to  get  something  to  refresh  imd  support 
when  I  should  be  ill ;  and  iIk  first  thing  I  did,  I  filled  a 
square  case  btrttic  with  water,  and  set  it  upon  my  table^  in 
feach  of  my  bed ;  and  to  take  off  the  chill  or  agmh  dbpo«t6on 
<^th«  wvtefi  I  put  about  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  rvm  into  it,  and 
noted  them  together :  then  I  got  mc  a  pkrce  of  the  goat's  Acsh, 
«d  broiled  !t  on  the  cikJs,  h-jt  cotild  cat  very  little.  1  wilked 
ibogt,  but  was  very  weak,  and,  withal,  very  sad  and  heavy^  \ 
Ittrlcd  under  a  sense  of  my  miscnhk  condition^  dTtMi\t\%  Vwt 
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eturn  of  my  distemper  the  next  day:  at  night  I  made  my  Sup- 
rr  of  three  of  the  turtle's  eggSj  which  ]  roasted  in  the  ashes, 
eat,  as  we  call  it,  in  the  shell ;  and  this  was  the  first  bit  of 
Lcat  r  had  ever  asked  God's  blessing  to,  even,  as  I  could  rc- 
lember,  in  my  whole  Jife. 
After  I  had  eaten  I  tried  to  walk  ;  hut  found  myself  so  weak, 
Ihat  I  could  hardly  carry  the  gun  (for  I  never  went  out  without 
hat)  J  so  I  went  but  a  linJc  way,  and  sat  down  upon  the  ground, 
Joking  out  upon  the  sea,  which  was  just  before  me,  and  very 
Jm  and  smooth.  As  I  sat  here,  some  such  thoughts  as  these 
:urrcd  to  mc: 

What  is  the  earth  and  sea,  of  which  1  have  seen  so  much?

■I  my  chair,  and  lighted  my  lamp,  for  It  began  to  be  dark.  Now, 
m  the  apprehension  of  the  return  of  my  distemper  temfied  me 
nry  mucht  it  occurred  to  my  thought,  that  the  BrarHianj  take 
OB  physic  bur  thrir  tobacco,  for  almost  all  distempers ;  arid  I 
had  a  piece  of  a  roll  of  tobacco  in  one  of  the  chests,  which  was 
quite  cured,  and  some  also  that  w^  green,  and  not  quite  cured, 
I  went,  dirccFcd  by  Heaven,  no  doubt!  for  in  this  chest  I 
■  aire  both  for  «oul  and  Ixidy  \  I  oprnnl  the  chr^,  and 
what  1  looked  for,  viz.  the  tobacco ;  and  as  the  tew  books 
1  kid  saved  lay  there  too»  I  took  out  one  of  the  bibles  which  I 
mentioned  beforcj  and  which,  to  this  time,  I  had  not  found  Ici* 
«a«t  or  GO  much  as  inclrnar:on,  to  kx>k  into ;  I  siy  1  took  tc 
oar»  and  brought  both  that  ai:d  the  tobtcco  with  me  to  the 

tihk. 

What  XJxc  to  make  of  the  tolttcco  1  knew  nor,  as  to  my  dis- 
r,  or  whether  it  »r^  good  for  it  or  no ;  but  I  tt\ci  yct^x^ 
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rxperiments  with  it,  as  if  !  resolved  it  should  hit  one  way  or 
}ther :  I  first  toolc  a  piece  of  a  leaf,  and  chewed  it  in  my  mouth, 
'hich  indeed  at  first  almost  stupified  my  brain,  the  tobacco  being 
;en  and  strong,  and  that  I  hnd  not  been  much  used  to  it ;  then 
took  some,  and  steeped  it  an  hour  or  two  in  some  rum,  and 
'esoived  to  take  a  dose  of  it  when  J  lay  down;  and  lastly,  I 
lurnt  some  upon  a  pan  of  coah,  and  held  my  nose  close  over  the 
tmoke  of  it,  as  long  as  I  could  bear  it,  as  well  for  the  heat  as  the 
■irtuc  of  it,  and  I  held  almost  to  suffocation. 

In  the  interval  of  this  operation,  I  took  up  the  biblc^  and  be- 
fan  to  read;  but  my  head  was  too  much  disturb(^d  wifh  the 
robacco  to  bear  reading,  at  least  at  that  time  ;  only  having  opened 
le  book  casually,  the  first  words  that  occurred  to  mc  were 
:hesc.  Call  on  me  in  (he  day  of  irQubk^  and  I  will  deliver  tkee, 
wd  thou  shalt  glorify  me. 
The  words  were  very  apt  to  my  case,  aiid  made  some  imprcs- 
at  the  time  of  rcadine  them,  thoueh  nor 
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ifiiperfccr  prayer  was  o/cr,  I  Jrank  the  mm  m  which  I  hid 
itceped  chc  tobacco,  whkh  was  so  strong  and  rank  of  the  tobncco, 
thu  indeed  I  could  scarce  get  it  down.  Immediately  upon  this 
I  went  to  bed,  and  1  lourd  presently  it  flew  up  into  my  head 
violently ;  bur  (  fell  into  a  sound  slcrp>  and  w^kr:!  riu  norc,  till 
br  the  win  it  must  necessarily  be  near  three  o'clock  ifi  the  altcx- 
noon  the  next  day ;  nay,  to  this  hour  I  am  partly  of  the  o[»nton, 
thai  I  slept  all  the  next  day  and  mght,  and  till  almost  three  the 
day  a/tcr;  for  othen»'ise  1  knew  not  how  I  fihoald  lost  a  day  out 
of  my  reckoning  in  the  dayu  of  the  week,  as  it  appeared  60R>e 
years  after  I  had  done;  for  if  1  had  loHt  it  by  eroding  and  re- 
ODMng  the  line,  1  should  have  Icm  more  than  ore  day  :  hut  cer* 
ainly  I  k>s^t  a  day  in  my  account,  and  never  knew  which  way. 

Be  that  however  one  way  or  othcr^  when  1  waked,  1  found 
■yadf  exceedingly  rrlrtTjhcvI,  and  my  spirits  IJvdy  iuid  cheerful- 
Vihcn  I  got  up,  I  was  stronger  than  I  was  the  day  before,  and 
my  stomach  better ;  for  1  wm  hungry :  and,  m  short,  I  had  no 
it  the  next  day,  but  continued  much  altered  for  the  better.

itticfa  was  the  first  of  JuJj/,  as  I  hoped  I  should  have  been ;  fisr^ 
I  had  2  htllc  spice  of  the  oold  fie,  but  it  was  not  much* 

jMfy  1.  J  renc\t<cd  the  medicine  all  the  three  ways,  and  dosed 
Vyiclf  with  it  at  first,  and  doubled  the  quantity  which  I  druUc. 

Jufy  J.  J  misKd  the  tit  for  good  and  all,  though  \  OuA  wA 
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ccovcr  my  full  strength  for  some  weeks  after.  While  I  was  thus 
itheritig  strength,  my  thoughts  run  exceedingly  upon  the  scrip- 
ire»  Ijmll^eliver  thse ;  and  the  impossibiHcy  of  my  deliverance 

lay  much  upon  my  mind,  in  bar  of  my  ever  expecting  it :  but  &s 
was  discouraging  myself  with  such  thoughts,  it  occurred  to  my 
find,  that  I  pored  so  much  upon  my  deliverance  from  the  main 

Lffliction,  that  1  disregarded  the  deliverance  I  had  received^  and 
was,  as  It  were,  made  to  ask  myself  such  questions  as  these; 

Ji2_  Have  I  not  been  delivered,  and  wonderfully  toOj  from  sick- 

jess  ?  from  the  most  distressed  condition  that  could  be,  and  that 
'as  so  frightful  to  me  ?  and  what  notice  had  1  taken  of  it  ?  had 
done  my  part  ?    God.,  had  delivered  me :  but  I  had  not  glorified 

lim:  that  is  to  say,  I  had  not  owned  and  been  thankful  for  that 
a  deliverance  ;  and  how  could  I  expect  greater  deliverance? 
This  touched  my  heart  vary  much,  and  immediately  J  kneeled 
and  gave  God  thanks,  aloud,  for  my  recovery  from  my 
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Tliis  was  the-firat  time  that  I  could  say,  in  the  true  sense  of] 
the  words,  thatl  prayed  in  all  my  life  ;  far  nog^I  prayed  with'^ 
a  sense  of  my  condition^  and  with  a  true  scripture  view  ofifope, 
feimdgd  on  fjie  '"nTO"ragf'J"g"fr-o£4hcjftwd  of  GoD  ;  anSnom- 
this  time>  I  may  say,  I  began  to  have  hope  that  God  would  hear  i 
me. 

Now  I  began  to  construe  the  words  mentioned  ^ve  "  Call 
CM  »tf,  and  I  will  deliver  thee^*  in  a  different  sense  from  what  1 
had  ever  done  before ;  for  then  I  had  no  notion  of  any  thing  ; 
being  called  deliverance,  but  my  being  delivered  from  the  capti-  ; 
vity  I  was  in ;  for  though  I  was  indeed  at  lat^e  in  the  place,  yet  | 
the  island  was  cert^nly  a  prison  to  me,  and  that,  in  the  worst  ' 
sense  in  the  world ;  but  now  I  learned  to  take  it  in  another  sense. 
Now  I  looked  back  upon  my  past  life  with  such  horror,  and  my 
sms  appeared  so  dreadful,  that  my  soul  sought  nothing  of  God,     ; 
but  deliverance  from  the  load  of  guilt  that  bore  down  all  my 
comfort.     As  lor  my  solitary  life,  it  was  nothings  I  did  not  so 
much  as  pray  to  be  delivered  from  it,  or  think  of  it  \  it  was  all 
of  no  consideration,  in  comparison  of  this;  and  I  add  this  part 
here,  to  hint  to  whoever  shall  read  it,  that  whenever  they  come 
to  a  true  sense  of  things,  they^will.  find  deliverance  from  sin  a  <r 
much  grater  blessing  than  deliverance  from  affliction. 

But,  leaving  this  part,  I  return  to  my  journal.      !>-   .    J-  .__-" 

My  condition  began  now  to  be,  though  not  less  miserable  a^^ 
to  my  way  of  living,  yet  much  easier  to  my  mind  \  and  my 
thoughts  being  directed  by  a  constant  reading  the  Scripture,  and 
praying  to  God,  to  things  of  a  higher  nature,  I  had  a  great  deal 
of  com  fortwith  jn^  which  ti!l  now  I  knew  nothing  of:  also  as  my 
health  and  strength  returned,  J  bestirred  myself  to  furnish  my- 
self with  every  thing  that  I  wanted,  and  make  my  way  of  living 
as  r^ular  as  I  could. 

From  the  4th  of  July  to  the  14th,  I  was  chiefly  employed  in

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■me,  as  a  man  that  was  gathering  up  his  strength  after  a  fit  of 
ickness;  for  it  is  hardl)^  to  be  Liiiagiiicd  how  low  I  was^  and  to 
^hat  weakness  I  was  reduced.  The  application  which  I  made 
of  was  perfectly  new,  and  perhaps  what  had  never  cured  an 
;uc  before  i  neither  can  I  recommend  it  to  any  one  to  practise 
ty  this  experiment ;  and  though  it  did  cany  oiF  the  fit,  yet  it 
ither  contributed  to  weaken  me ;  for  I  had  frequent  convulsions 
my  nerves  and  limbs  for  some  time- 

I  Icamt  from  it  also  this  in  particular,  that  being  abroad  in 

tc  rainy  season  was  the  most  pernicious  thing  to  my  health  that 

lould  be,  especially  in  those  rains  which  came  attended  with 

jtorms  and  hurricanes  of  wind ;  for  as  the  rain  which  came  in  a 

Iry  season  was  always  most  accompanied  with  such  storms,  so 

found  this  rain  was  much  more  dangerous  than  the  rain  which 

in  Sfptsmher  and  Qdi^her. 
I  had  been  now  in  this  unhappy  isiand  above  ten  months  \  all 
of  deliverance    from    this    condition   seemed    Co   be 
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mtghr  be  Aipposcd,  never  overflowed,  I  found  a  great  de«l 
cf  tnbocco,  grrcn,  2nd  gronriitg  to  a  grc^t  Jind  very  stiong  stalk '^ 
tbov  yvvre  divers  ocher  plants  which  1  Md  no  notion  of,  or  un- 
dcntanding  about ;  And  might  per}u()«  have  virtues  of  their  owiii 
vfaich  J  axild  not  Ivid  out. 

I  9cm:hcd  for  tltc  tatjovt  root,  which  the  hJians  in  all  t)ut 
cfinmc  make  thdr  bread  of^  but  I  could  find  none.  I  saw  large 
pbpts  of  alocd,  but  did  not  then  understard  thctn ;  [  saw  several 
agar  noes,  but  wild,  aiid  for  want  of  cutctratioii,  im|>crfcct,  I 
contented  myself  with  these  discoveries  for  thU  time,  and  came 
htdt  musing  ^ith  m^'sclf  what  course  I  might  take  to  know  the 
Ttttuc  Knd  goodness  of  any  oi  the  fruits  or  plunts  which  i  should 
£nDvtr>  but  could  bring  U  to  no  condu-sion  :  f;jr,  in  short,  ] 
bd  rasule  so  little  observation  while  I  was  iti  the  Brasih,  that  I 
k&cw  little  of  the  plants  of  the  fields  at  least  very  little  that  might 
serve  me  to  any  purpose  now  in  my  distress. 

The  next  day,  ihe  1 6ch,  1  went  up  the  same  way  agun ;  and, 
after  going  somethli^  farther  than  1  hxd  done  the  day  before,  J 
ribund  the  brook  and  the  javannaj  began  to  ceaic,  and  the  coim- 
try  became  more  woiidy  ihjuv  liefcire.  In  tliU  pcul  I  fnund  difT^ 
rent  fttiits,  and  particularly  [  found  melons  upon  the  ground  in 
great  abtindancCt  and  grapes  upon  the  trees ;  the  vines  had  ^re«d 
indeed  over  the  tieea,  and  the  dusters  of  grapes  were  just  now 
in  their  prime,  very  ripe  and  rich.  This  was  a  surprising  dis- 
covery, and  I  was  exceeding  glad  of  them,  but  1  was  warned

jftrfy  J.  1  miawd  ihc  At  for  good  and  all,  though  \  t!^&  WA 
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lily  two  or  three  hours  at  enlarging  my  cave ;  aiid,  by  degrees, 
'oi-ked  it  on  towards  one  side,  till  I  came  to  the  outside  of  the 
lill,  and  made  a  door  or  way  out,  which  came  beyond  my  fence 
jr  waU  ;  and  so  I  came  in  and  out  this  way :  but  I  was  not  per- 
fectly easy  at  lying  so  open  \  for  as  I  had  managed  myself  bc- 
jbre,  I  was  in  a  perfect  enclosure,  whereas  now  I  thonght  I  lay 
rxposcd  i  and  yet  I  could  not  perceive  that  there  was  any  living 
|hing  to  fear,  the  biggest  creature  that  I  had  seen  upon  the  island 
)cing  a  goat, 
September  the  thirtieth.      I  was  now  come  to  the  unhappy 

iniversary  of  my  landing  :    I  cast  up  the  notches  on  my  post, 

id  found  I  had  been  on  shore  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days. 

kept  this  day  as  a  solemn  fast,  setting  it  apart  to  a  religious 
ixercise,  prostrating  myself  on  the  ground  with  the  most  serious 
lumiiiation,  confessing  my  sins  to  God^  acknowledging  his  righ- 
eons  judgments  upon  me,  and  praying  to  him  to  have  mercy  on 
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The  tainy  season,  and  the  dry  season,  bcg^n  now  to  appear 
n^uUr  to  mc,  aiid  1  learned  co  divide  them  so  as  to  provide  for 
them  accord'uigly.  But  I  bought  all  my  cxpcricrwx  before  I  hail 
it;  aukd  this  I  am  going  to  rcUtc^  was  one  of  the  moit  dUcou- 
raging  ocpcnmcnts  that  ]  mnde  at  all.  1  have  mcntioncdi  that 
1  had  saved  the  few  uts  of  barley  and  rice  which  1  had  so  sur- 
prisuiglf  found  vpring  up,  as  I  tliought,  of  themselvc*,  and  be- 
lieve tho«  were  about  thirty  stalks  of  rice,  and  about  twenty  of 
Kj ;  and  now  I  ihought  it  a  proper  time  to  sow  it  after  the 
,  the  sun  being  in  it*t  souihan  {xjsiti^jEi  going  fiom  nie. 
Accordingly  I  dug  up  a  piece  of  ground,  as  well  is  I  could, 
irith  my  wooden  s(»de,  and  dividing  it  uito  two  parts,  I  sowed 
Bijrgraiti;  but  as  1  waa  sowing,  it  casually  occurred  to  my  ihought, 
ifaac  I  would  not  sow  it  all  ^r  f  r^fj  hrauv  I  did  not  know  when 
was  the  proper  time  for  it ;  so  I  sowed  about  two  thirds  of  the 
seeds*  leaving  about  a  hai\dful  of  each.  It  was  a  grcAt  comfort 
to  mc  afterwards  that  1  did  so,/or  not  one  grain  of  that  I  sowed 
thts  time  came  to  smy  thing ;  tor  the  dry  months  following,  the 
earth  having  had  no  rain  afrer  the  ^eed  was  sown,  it  had  no  mois- 
ture to  assist  its  growth,  and  never  came  up  at  all,  till  the  wc: 
scston  had  eume  again,  and  tliert  it  grew  as  if  U  had  bt-cn  newly 

Finding  my  first  seed  did  not  grow»  which  I  easily  imagined 
was  by  the  drought,  I  sought  for  a  nioister  piece  of  ground  to 
make  another  trial  in  ;  and  1  dug  up  a  pieci^of  ground  near  my 
new  bower,  and  »>wcd  the  rest  of  my  seed  in  Fetrnary^  a  tittle 
bcfon:  the  vtrna!  €ijutn^x ;  and  this,  having  the  rainy  months  of 
March  and  ^frii  in  water  it,  itprung  up  very  pleaunriyt  aitd 
fielded  a  very  good  crop ;  but  having  part  of  the  seed  left  only^ 
tod  not  daring  to  sow  all  that  I  had  yet,  1  bad  but  a  small  quan- 
tity at  Uj^t,  my  whole  crop  not  amounting  to  above  half  a  peck  of 
each  kind. 

But  by  thksevpcvJcDce/  ivas  made  master  of  m^  b\]c^^^el&>ftv^^ 
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new  exactly  when  the  proper  season  was  to  sow ;  and  that  I 
light  expect  two  seed  times,  and  two  harvests  every  year. 
While  this  corn  was  gmwingj  I  made  a  little  discovery,  which 
fas  cf  use  to  me  afterwards.     As  soon  as  the  rains  were  over, 

ind  the  weather  began  to  settle,  which  was  about  the  month  of 

'^ovcfnbsr^  I  made  a  visit  up  the  country  to  my  bower,  where 

loijgh  I  had  not  been  some  months,  yet  1  found  all  things  just 

I  left  them.     The  circle  or  double  hedge  chat  1  had  made,  was 

\t  only  firm  and  entire,  but  the  stakes  which  I  had  cut  off  of 

|omc  trees  that  grew  thereabouts,  were  all  shot  out,  and  grown 
'ith  long  branches,  as  much  as  a  willow  tree  usually  shoots  the 
ir^t  year  after  lopping  its  head,  1  could  not  tell  what  tree  to  call 
that  these  stakes  were  cut  from.  I  was  surprised,  and  yet  very 
^eJI  pleased,  to  sec  the  young  trees  grow ;  and  1  pruned  them, 
id  led  them  up  to  gruw  as  much  alike  as  J  could^  and  ir  is 
:arce  credible,  how  beautiful  a  figure  they  grew  into  in  three 
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yuMf,  j.  Dry,  the  mn  being  then  to  the  jwtJA  of  the  line,

The  riiny  scftton  sometimes  held  longer  or  shorter,  4*  the 
winds  happened  to  blow ;  bot  this  was  the  general  obscrvfition  i 
mdc.  Attcr  I  hul  found*  by  cxpcricncct  the  ill  conxqiKncc  of 
hang  abroad  in  the  nin>  i  took  mte  ro  ftimifii  myself  with  pto* 
vkno  bcibrchnKi,  that  [  might  not  be  obliged  to  go  out ;  and  I 
ml  wtt}un  doors  as  much  a»  possible  during  the  wet  motiths. 

In  this  lime  I  found  much  cmployincm,  (and  very  auitmUe 
aj»  ID  the  nme)  for  I  found  great  occasion  of  many  things 
wliidi  I  had  no  way  to  Airat&h  myself  with,  but  by  hard  labour 
cooattnt  ipplication:  pailicularlyr  I  tried  many  ways  to 
mysdf  1  tia&kcr;  but  all  thr  cnigs  I  could  get  for  the 
purpose  proved  so  brittle^  chat  they  would  do  nothing.  It 
proved  of  excellent  advantage  to  me  now,  that  when  I  was  a  boyi 
1  used  Co  talcc  great  dd^ht  in  standing  at  a  taskttmak&'s  in 
the  town  where  my  father  lived,  10  aee  them  make  cheir  leuker* 
tMT^;  and  being,  u  boys  Uiually  are»  very  oAciou«  to  hdp,  and 
1  gtiflC  observer  of  rAe  imnncr  how  they  work^cd  t^ho^  0^^n^ 
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Lnd  sometimes  lending  a  hand,  I  had  by  this  means  so  full  know- 

:dgc  of  the  methods  of  it,   that   I  wanted  nothing  but  the 

naterials;  whtn  It  came  into  my  mind,  that  the  twigs  of  that 

[ree  from  whence  I  cut  my  stakes  that  grcWj  might  possibly  be 

tough  as  the  sallows  and  willows^  and^J/>rj,  in  EftgUnd;  and 

resolved  to  try. 

Accordingly  the  next  day  I  went  to  my  country  house,  as  I 
[led  itj  and  cutting  some  of  the  smaller  twigs,  I  found  them  to 
ly  purpose  as  much  as  1  could  desire  j  whereupon  I  came  the 
icxt  time  prepared  with  a  hatchet  to  cut  down  a  quantity, 
'hich  I  soon  found,  for  there  was  a  grcit  plenty  of  them  :  these 
set  up  to  dry  within  my  circle  or  hedges ;  and  when  they  were 
for  use,  I  carried  them  to  my  cave ;  and  here  during  the  next 
ion  I  employed  myself  in  making  {as  well  as  !  couiJ)  a  great 
lajiy  basketSj  both  to  carry  earth,  or  to  carry  or  lay  up  any 
[hing,  as  1  had  occasion ;  and  though  I  did  not  finish  them  very 
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fiSet,  and  in  rliLi  nt/uier  wurk,  all  the  fiuminer>  or  dry  season; 
when  afiocher  business  took  me  up  more  time  than  it  coold  be 
'uBiguud  I  could  spare* 

I  mentioned  before^  thtr  I  had  a  great  mind  to  sec  the  whole 
,  and  thati  had  travelled  up  the  hrook>  and  50  on  to  where 
lit  my  bower,  and  where  I  had  an  opcnitig  quite  ro  the  sea, 
00  the  other  side  of  the  bhnd.  J  now  resolved  to  travel  quite 
nofis  to  the  sea-^harc  on  thjit  side:  so  taking  my  gun,  and 
hxtchet,  and  mr  dogj  and  a  br^r  quaarity  of  powder  and  ^ot 
Ebm  usual,  with  two  biscuit-cakes,  and  a  great  bunch  of  raisins 
in  ray  pouch,  for  my  store,  I  began  my  journey.  When  J  had 
the  vile  wliere  my  bower  Btood,  as  above,  I  came  within 
of  the  SC3,  to  the  wetf ;  and  it  being  a  very  clear  day^  I 
&irly  descried  land,  whether  an  i^^land  or  continent  I  couM  not 
ficU ;  but  it  lay  very  high,  extending  from  the  H^nf  to  the 
If,  S,  K^.  at  a  very  great  distance ;  by  my  gxtcu  it  txiuld  not  be 
%am  than  tifreen  or  twcrt>"  leagues  off. 

1  could  not  tell  what  part  of  the  world  this  might  be,  other- 
viae  than  that  I  knew  it  fnu<<t  be  pirf  of  Amtrita ;  and,  as  I  con- 
doded  by  all  my  obvrvanons,  must  be  near  the  Spanish  domi- 
ranwi  and  perhaps  was  all  inhabited  by  savages,  where  if  I  should 
hare  landed,  I  had  been  in  a  worec  condition  than  1  was  now ; 
4nd  therefore  I  ac<]uic*crd  in  tlic  drsposirions  of  Providence, 
wUch  1  b^n  now  to  own,  and  to  believe,  ordered  every  thing 
£kr  the  bcsr^  I  say,  1  quieted  my  mind  with  this,  and  left 
affljcting  myself  with  fniideis  wishes  of  being  there. 

Besides  after  some  pause  upon  this  aflfair,  I  com^idered,  that  if 
dm  land  was  the  Spanish  coast,  I  should  cert^tily,  one  time  or 
odlcr,  ace  some  vcsseb  pass  or  repass  one  way  or  other ;  but  if 
to^  ibcQ  it  was  the  savagt  coast  between  the  SfoMuA  country 
and  Brsjii^  which  arc  mdecd  the  worst  of  un^ga;  for  they 
m  cannibals,  or  men-caters,  and  fail  not  to  murder  and  devour 
all  the  hunt^n  bodies  thMt  AH  info  rhctr  hands, 

WicA  Aar  coflj^crafKjns  /  walked  very  lcisurc\y  forwiiA.  \ 
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Found  chat  side  of  the  island  where  I  now  was,  much  pleasanter 

|han  mine,  the  open  or  savanna  fields  sweet,  adorned  with  flowers 

md  grass,    and  full  of  very  fine  woods,     I  saw  abundance  of 

larrots,  and  fain  would  I  have  caught  one,  if  possible,  to  have 

;ept  tt  ro  be  tame,  and  taught  it  to  speak  to  me.     I  did,  after 

une  pains  taken,  catch  a  young  parrot;  for  I  knocked  it  down 

'ith  a  stick,  and  having  recovered  it,  I  brought  it  homtj  but  it 

some  years  before  I  could  make  him  speak.     However,  at 

last  I  taught  him  to  call  me  by  my  name,  very  familiarly :  but 

he  accident  that  followcdj  though  it  be  a  trifle,  will  be  very 

livi-Tting  in  its  place- 

I  was  exceedingly  diverted  with  this  journey  i    I  found  in  the 

low  grounds,  hares  as  J  thought  them  to  be,  and  foxes,  but  they 

|i!ffLTcd  greatly  from  all  die  other  kinds  I  had  met  with;    nor 

ould  1  satisfy  myself  to  eat  them,  though  I  killed  several:  but 

had  no  need  to  be  venturous ;  for  I  had  no  want  of  food,  and 

)eciallv  these  three  sorts, 


was 
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indeed  die  dure  wis  covered  nith  innumerable  turtles,  whereas 
OQ  die  other  nde  I  had  found  but  three  in  a  year  and  a  half. 
Heie  was  also  an  infinite  number  of  fevls  of  many  kinds,  some 
of  whkh  I  had  not  seen  before,  and  many  of  them  very  good 
meat;  but  such  u  I  knew  not  die  names  cnf,  except  those  called 

I  rmilflhayf  nl^rt  ia  many  flg  I  plrssfri,  but  was  very  sparing 
of  my  powder  and  shot :  and  therefore  had  more  mind  to  kill  a 
A^-gpatf  if' t  could,  which  I  could  better  feed  on :  and  thoi^h 
dkoe  were  many  more  goats  here  dian  on  the  odier  ^de  of  the 
island,  yet  it  was  with  much  more  difficulty  that  I  could  come 
Dcv  diem ;  the  country  bdng^  flat  and  even,  and  they  saw  me 
much  sooner  than  when  I  was  on  the  hills. 

I  ccMifoss  this  side  of  die  country  was  much  pleasanter  than 
mine,  but  yet  I  had  not  the  least  inclination  to  remove ;  for  as  I 
was  fixed  in  my  habitation,  it  became  natural  to  me  i  and  I 
seemed  all  the  while  I  was  here,  to  be,  as  it  were,  upon  a  journey, 
and  from  home.  However,  I  travelled  along  the  shore  of  the  sea 
towards  the  eastt  I  suppose,  about  twelve  miles ;  and  then  setting 
up  a  great  pole  upon  the  shore  for  a  mark,  I  concluded  I  would 
go  home  again ;  and  the  next  journey  I  took  should  be  on  the 
other  side  of  the  island,  fast  from  my  dwelling,  and  so  round, 
till  I  came  to  my  post  again :  of  which  in  its  place. 

I  took  another  way  to  come  back  than  that  I  went,  thinking 
I  could  ea^y  keep  all  the  island  so  much  in  my  view,  that  I 
could  not  miss  finding  my  first  dwelling  by  viewing  the  country ; 
but  I  found  myself  mistaken ;  for  being  come  about  two  or 
three  miles,  I  found  myself  descended  into  a  very  large  valley ; 
but  so  surrounded  with  hills,  and  those  hills  covered  with  woods, 
that  I  could  not  see  which  was  my  way  by  any  direction  but  that 
<^dic  sun;  nor  even  then,  unless  I  knew  very  well  the  position 
of  the  sun  at  diattime  of  t}ie  day. 

It  happencd^.tQjny  fiuther  misfortune,  that  the  weather  proved 
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lazy  for  three  or  four  days,  while  I  was  in  this  vaJky ;  and  not 
:ing  able  to  sec  the  sun,  I  wandered  about  very  uncomfortably, 
id  at  last  was  obliged  to  find  out  the  sea-sidc,  look  for  my  post, 

md  come  back  the  same  way  I  went ;  and  then  by  easy  joumies 
turned  homeward,  the  weather  being  exceeding  hot ;  and  my 

;un,  ammunition,  hatchet,  and  other  things,  very  heavy. 
In  this  journey  my  dog  surprised  a  young  kid,  and  seized 

ipon  it ;  and  I  running  in  to  take  hold  of  it,  caught  it,  and  saved 
alive  from  the  dog,      I  had  a  great  mind  to  bring  it  home,  if  J 

:ould ;  for  1  had  often  been  musing  whether  it   might  not  be 

lussible  to  get  a  kid  or  two,  and  so  raise  a  breed  of  tame  goats, 
'hich  might  supply  me  when  my  powder  and  shot  should  be 

(pent. 

)  made  a  collar  for  this  little  creature ;  and  with  a  string  which 
made  of  some  rope-yarn,  which  I  always  carried  about  me,  I 

|ed  him  along,  though  with  some  difficulty,  till  I  came  to  my 

lower^  and  there  I  inclosed  him,  and  left  him;  for  I  was  very 
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k  where  I  left  it ;  Ibr  indeed  i:  could  itot  get  out,  but  wxs  oJitkj*^ 
ttinrcd  fix-  want  of  food-  1  went  and  cut  boughs  of  trees  and 
tmncfaes  of  such  slirul^s  2s  I  could  iind,  and  thre^  tt  over;  and 
laving  ^  it,  1  tied  it  as  1  did  before  to  lead  ic  away ;  but  it  was 
n  onnc  with  being  hungr)-,  that  I  had  no  m-cd  ti>  bavc  tied  it; 
far  tt  fblloHxd  me  Jike  a  dog;  and  as  I  continually  fed  it,  the 
ueuture  Ixxame  so  loving,  so  gentle,  and  5o  fond,  that  it  became 
titan  thai  time  one  of  my  dome»tic»  also,  anri  would  never  leave 
TSK  aftervnnh. 

The  foiny  season  of  the  auiumnal  t^uin^x  was  now  oome,  and 
1  fccp<  the  jcth  of  Sf^emhfr  in  the  same  solemn  manner  as 
bcfoR,  bdng  the  annivrr^nr)-  of  my  lamiing  on  (he  inland,  having 
now  been  there  two  year^,  and  no  more  prospect  of  being  deli^'ercd 
than  the  first  day  I  came  there.  J  &pait  the  wbok  day  in  humble 
and  thankful  acluwwlcdgnkeni?i  of  the  many  Ubtnidcrful  mercies 
which  my  solitary  condition  was  attended  with,  and  without 
which  it  might  have  I>ccn  infinitely  more  miserable.  I  gave 
bamUc:  and  hcany  thank*^  ihai  <jod  had  been  pleased  to  discover  ( 
ID  mc,  even  dpt  ic  was  possible  I  might  be  nu>ric  happy  in  this 
aolitary  condition,  than  1  should  have  been  in  a  Itherty  of  eociecy, 
aod  ra  all  the  pleasures  of  the  world :  that  he  could  fully  make 
ap^  Ep  QIC  the  ddicicncica  of  my  solitary  stare  and  the~w»nt  of 
kamfln  soctetfj  by  his  presence,  and  the  communications  of  his 
grace  to  my  soul,  suppoftitig,  comforting,  and  encouraging  me 
■^ukpcnd  upon  hi^  providence  here,  and  hope  for  his  eternal 
^bcnce  hcrraAer. 

It  waa  now  thit  I  b^an  sciwrbly  to  feci  how  much  more  happy 
the  life  1  now  led  was,  with  all  its  mi^tcr^ble  circumstances,  than 
the  wkkcd  curml  ahomtnabJe  lile  I  led  all  the  )iast  part  of  my 
dayi;  and  now,  having  changed  both  my  sorrows  and  my  joys, 
«7  vny  desires  altered,  my  affections  charged  their  gust,  and 
my  delights  were  pcrfccdy  new  from  what  they  were  at  first 
coning,  at  indeed  for  iwo  jears  past. 

Be^tr,  »  /  ^iked  lUyout,  cither  on  my  hun6ng»  or 
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|]g  rhe  country,  the  anguish  of  my  soul  at  my  condition  would 
^^cak  out  upon  me  on  a  sudden,  and  my  very  heart  would  die 
'ithin  me.  to  think  of  the  woods,  the  mountains,  the  deserts  I 
"■as  in  ;  and  how  1  was  a  prisoner,  locked  up  with  the  eternal 
>d1c£  and  bars  of  the  ocean,  in  an  ujiinhabited  wilderness,  without 
edemption.      In  the  midst  of  the  greatest  composures  of  my 

iind,  this  would  break  out  upon  me  like  a  storm,  and  made  mc 

Ting  my  hands,  and  weep  like  a  child.  Somerime^s  it  would 
[ike  me  in  the  middle  of  my  work,  and  I  would  immediately  sit 
iown  and  sigh,  and  look  upon  the  ground  for  an  hour  or  two 

jgcthcr;  and  this  was  still  worse  to  me;  for  if  1  could  hurst 
)ut  into  tears,  or  vent  myself  by  words,  it  would  go  off,  and  the 
;rief,  having  exhausted  itself,  would  abate. 

But  now  I  began  to  exercise  myself  with   new  thoughts;  I 
laily  read  the  word  of  God,  and  applied  all  the  comforts  of  it  to 

ly  present  state.     One  morning,  being  very  sad,  I  opened  the 
these  words,  "  /  will  never,  never  Uavi 
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chjuikAi]  for  a  condition,  which,  however  thou  mayor  endeavour 
to  be  cof)ttntcd  with,  thou  wouldcst  rather  pray  heartily  to  be 
dclKxTcd  from?  So  1  stopped  there;  but  though  I  could  not 
say  I  ihvtkcd  Hod  for  being  there,  yet  I  wncerdy  gave  thanks 
ft>  Goo  for  opening  my  eycs>  by  whatever  afflicting  prcnndcnces, 
fo  see  the  former  condition  of  my  life,  and  to  mourn  for  my 
wickedness^  jutd  repent.  I  never  opened  the  bible,  or  shut  it, 
buC  my  very  «out  within  me  blessed  God  fordireciirg  my  friend 
in  EffgUv^t  without  any  order  of  mine,  to  pack  it  up  among  my 
goods;  and  for  a^iisting  mc  aftcr^-ards  to  save  it  out  of  the 
wreck  of  the  ship. 

Thus,  and  in  this  disposition  of  mind,  ]  began  my  third  year ; 
and  though  I  have  not  given  the  reader  the  miublc  of  so  par- 
ticular an  account  of  my  works  this  year  as  at  the  lirsi,  yet  [n 
gencrtl  it  may  be  ob^rvnl,  that  I  ww  vrry  srhlom  idle ;  having 
itguiglY -divided  tny  time,  according  to  the  s«veT:iI  daily  employ* 
menta  that  were  before  mc ;  such  as,  firji^  my  duty  to  God,  and 
icu&ng  the  Kripturcs,  which  1  constantly  set  apart  some  time 
fcr,  thiice  every  day.  S^tonMy^  the  going  abroad  with  my  gun 
lor  food,  which  generally  took  me  up  three  hours  every  morning 
«ltcn  it  did  not  rain.  Thirtily^  the  ordcrir^  curing*  preserving, 
B>j^  '.'  ^  whai  I  hitd  killed  or  caught  for  my  supply.  These 
fco^  -;-  p.-M:ai  pan  of  the  day.  Also  it  u»  to  be  considered,  that 
in  tlie  middle  of  the  day,  when  the  aun  was  in  the  znith^  the 
riolcoce  of  the  heat  was  too  great  to  stir  out ;  so  that  about  four 
&OUI1  in  the  evening  was  til  the  time  1  could  be  suj^posed  to 
work  in;  with  ihtfi  exception,  that  sometimes  I  changed  my 
houra  of  hitntrng  and  working,  and  went  to  work  in  the  momingy 
mA  ilifTiad  with  my  gun  in  tiie  afternoon* 

To  thit  short  time  allowed  for  libour,  \  Jrtire  may  I>e  aiklett 
lie  exceeding  labopousncss  of  my  work ;  the  many  houre  which, 
far  want  of  tools,  want  of  help,  and  want  of  skill,  cvcr>-  thin^ 
ihar  I  did  rook  up  out  of  my  time :  for  example^  I  vm^  fu%  t^tt^ 
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iiid-forty  days  malcing  me  a  board  for  a  long  shelf,  which  1 
wanted  m  my  cave  ;  whereas  two  sawyers,  with  their  tools  and 

iw-pit,  would  have  cut  six  of  them  out  of  the  same  tree  in  half 

day- 

My  case  was  this  :   I:  was  to  be  a  large  tree  which  was  to  be 
:ut  down,  because  my  board  was  to  be  a  broad  one.     The  tree 

was  three  days  a  cutting  dowUj  and  two  more  cutting  off  the 
lOughs,  and  reducing  it  to  a  log,  or  piece  of  timber.  With 
inexpressible  hacking  and  hewing,  1  reduced  both  the  sides  of  it 
into  chips,  till  it  began  to  be  light  enough  to  move;  then  I 
rurncd  it,  and  made  one  side  of  it  smooth  and  flat,  as  a  board, 
Tom  end  to  end  :  then  turning  f:hat  side  downward,  cut  the  other 
iide  till  I  brought  the  plank  to  be  about  three  inches  thick,  and 
imooth  on  both  sides.  Any  one  may  judge  the  labour  of  my 
laniis  in  such  a  piece  of  work ;  but  labour  and  patience  carried 

le  through  that  and  many  other  things ;  I  only  observe  this  in 

irticular,  to  shew  the  reason  why  so  much  of  my  time  went 
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bladCt  lay  in  it  night  and  day^  as  soon  as  it  came  np^  and  eat  it- 
so  dxmCy  that  it  could  get  no  time  to  shoot  tip  into  stalks. 

This  I  saw  no  remedy  fer^  but  by  malung  an  indosure  about 
it  with  a  hedge>  which  I  did  mth  a  great  deal  of  toil ;  and  die' 
morCj  because  it  required  a  great  dad  of  speed ;  the  creatures 
daily  ^Knling  my  com.  HoweTCr^  as  my  atable  land  was  but 
smallf  suited  fo  my  crop,  I  got  it  totally  well  fenced  in  about 
three  weeks  time ;  and  shooting  some  of  the  creatures  in  the  day- 
dme,  I  set  my  dog  to  guard  it  in  the  night,  tying  him  up  to  a- 
stake  at  the  gat^  where  he  would  stand  and  bark  all  night  long : 
so  in  a  litde  time  tlie  enemies  forsook  the  place,  and  the  com 
grew  very  strong  and  well,  and  began  to  ripen  apace. 

But  as  the  beasts  ruined  me  before,  while  my  com  was  in  ^e 
blade^  so  the  birds  were  as  like  to  ruin  me  now,  when  it  was  in 
the  ear ;  for  going  along  by  the  place  to  see  how  it  throve,  I  saw 
my  little  crop  surrounded  with  fowls  of  I  know  not  how  many 
sorts,  which  stood  as  it  were  watching  till  I  should  be  gone.  I 
immediately  let  fly  among  them,  (for  I  always  had  my  gun  with 
me.)  I  had  no  sooner  shot,  but  there  arose  up  a  little  cloud  of 
fowls,  which  I  had  not  seen  at  all,  from  among  the  com  itself 

This  touched  me  sensibly;  for  I  foresaw,  that  in  a  few  days 
they  would  devour  all  my  hopes :  that  I  should  be  starved,  and 
never  be  able  to  raise  a  crop  at  all ;  and  what  to  do  I  could  not 
tell ;  however,  I  resolved  not  to  lose  my  com,  if  possible,  though 
I  should  watch  it  night  and  day.  In  the  first  place,  I  went  among 
it  to  see  what  damage  was  already  done,  and  found  they  had 
spoiled  a  good  deal  of  it ;  but  that,  as  it  was  yet  too  green  for 
them,  the  loss  was  not  so  great,  but  the  remainder  was  like  to  be 
a  good  crop,  if  it  could  be  saved. 

I  staid  by  it  to  load  my  gun,  and  then  coming  away,  I  could 
easily  see  die  thieves  mtting  upon  all  the  trees  about  me,  as  if 
they  only  w^ted  till  I  was  gone  away,  and  the  event  proved  it 
to  be  so;  for  as  I  walked  off,  as  if  I  was  gone,  I  was  no  soor^r 
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lut  of  their  sight,  but  they  dropped  down  one  by  one  into  the  com 
Igaln.  I  was  so  provoked,  that  I  could  rot  have  patience  to  stay 
il  more  came  on,  knowing  that  every  grain  that  they  eat  now 
'as,  as  if  mtght  be  said^  a  peck  loaf  to  me  in  the  consequence  j 
mt  coming  up  to  the  hedge,  1  fired  again,  and  killed  three  of 
hem.      This  was  what  I  wished  for;  so  I  took  them 


up, 


and 


erved  them  as  we  fiei'\'e  notorious  thieves  in  England,  viz,  hanged 
[hern  in  chains,  for  a  terror  to  others.     It  is  impossible  to  imagine 

imosl,  that  this  should  have  such  an  effect  as  it  had  ;  for  the 
[owls  would  not  only  not  come  at  the  cam,  but  in  short  they 
'orsoofc  all  that  part  of  the  island,  and  I  could  never  see  a  bird 
lear  the  place  as  long  as  my  scarecrows  hung  there. 

This  I  was  very  glad  of,  you  may  be  sure ;  and  about  the 
latter  end  of  December^  which  was  our  second  harvest  of  the  year, 

reaped  my  corn, 
I  was  sadly  put  to  it  for  a  scythe  or  a  sickle  to  cut  it  down, 
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tod  to  accurc  a  constant  supply,  1  resolved  not  to  tistc  iny  of 
ihis  cropp  biit  to  preserve  it  aJI  for  sccil  agaimt  ihc  next  reason, 
and  in  the  mem  time  to  employ  all  my  study  and  hours  of  worlc- 
oig  to  Accompluh  this  grrat  work  of  providing  my&df  with  corn 
andbrcad. 

It  might  he  truly  *aid,  tlut  n^^wX-Wurikal lor  my^tnncad.     It  b  > 
a  lilde  wondoful,  arid  what  I  believe  few  people  have  thought 
much  upon ;  viz.  the  strange  muItitudc_Q£_littlc  diiugs  necessuy  h 
in  thr  jirovidiiig,  pioducing,  curuig*  drcsung»  makings  and  iitiiih-  J 
ii^,  this  owe  aniclc  of  brratl,  -4 

If  t£it  was  reduced  to  a  mere  state  of  Daturc,  found  this  to  be' 
my  daily  dUooungcment,  and  wn:s  made  more  and  more  sensible 
ofir  CVCT)"  hour,  even  after  I  got  the  firaf  handful  of  saxi  cornj 
vbichi  as  I  have  said,  caxne  up  unexpectedly,  and  indeed  to  a 
mpnse. 

Fir^t,  I  had  no  plough  to  tuni  the  earth,  no  ^nde  or  shovel 
10  dig  ic.  Well,  this  1  conquered  by  nuking  a  wooden  spodr^ 
ai  I  observed  before,  but  this  cUJ  my  work  in  but  a  wooden 
maancr ;  and  though  it  eo9t  mc  a  great  many  days  to  make  it, 
m  fijr  want  of  iron,  it  i^t  only  v^xtic  out  the  sooner,  but  made 
my  nork  chc  harder,  and  miule  it  l)c  ^>crfonned  much  worw* 

However,  thtt  I  bore  with  too,  and  wa^  content  to  work  it  out 
vidi  pfltience»  and  bear  with  the  badiKsa  of  chc  pertomiancc. 
When  the  corn  was  sowed,  I  had  no  harrow,  but  wa5  forced  to  go 
over  it  m)TcIf,  and  drag  a  gnr^l  heavy  lir>ugh  nt'a  tree  over  it, 
to  •cratch  the  orth,  as  it  may  be  called,  rather  than  rake  or 
barrow  it. 

When  it  waft  growing  or  growi^,  1  have  obdcrvcd  already  bow 
nartp  thiiigs  I  wanted,  to  fcncr  it,  scairc  it,  mow  or  reap  it,  oirc 
orcairy  it  homc>  thresh,  part  it  from  the  chaff,  and  lavc  it.  Then 
Iwmtcda  mill  togrind  it,  sieves  to  dress  it,  ycajt  and  salt  to  make 
il  inCo  bread,  and  an  oven  to  hiike  it  in;  and  all  these  things  ] 
*d  without,  a«  shall  be  obsCTvcd;   and  yet  ihc  coro  ^^ix  «v 
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Inestimable  comfort  and  advantage  to  me  too:  but  all  this,  as  I 

iidy  made  every  thing  laborious  and  tedious  to  mc,  but  tbat  tbcre 

'OS  no  help  for;  neither  was  my  time  so  much  loss  to  me,  because 

had  divided  it.     A  certain  part  of  it  was  every  day  appointed 

(o  these  works;  and  as  I  resolved  to  use  none  of  the  corn  for 

:read  till  I   had  a  greater  quantity  by  me,  I  had  the  nexf  six 

lonlhs  to  apply  myself,  wholly  by  labour  and  invention,  to 

Furnish  myself  \vith  utensils  proper  for  the  performing  all  the 

jperations  necessary  for  the  making  the  corn^  when  I  had  itj  fit 

r  my  use. 

But  first  I  was  to  prepare  more  land,  for  I  had  now  seed  enough 

sow  above  an  acre  of  ground.    Before  J  did  this,  1  had  a  week's 

'ork  at  least  to  make  me  a.  spade,  which,  when  it  was  done,  was 

very  son-}'  one  indeed,  and  very  heavy,  and  required  double 

labour  to  work  with  it ;  however,  I  went  through  that,  and  sowed 

ly  seeds  in  two  large  flat  pieces  of  ground,  as  near  my  house  as  I 
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indeed  I  wanted  sorely,  but  knew  not  where  to  come  at  them : 
however,  consklenng  the  hear  of  ihc  climate,  I  dsd  not  douiu 
bat  if  I  cmJd  find  out  any  siich  clay,  I  might  Sorch  iip  some 
such  pot,  su  niight^  heinf;  dried  by  the  sun,  be  bird  enough,  and 
fltmig  enough^  to  hear  hnridling,  and  to  hold  any  thing  that  wiu 
drft'  tnd  required  to  be  kept  no ;  ;tnd  >s  tins  wts  ncce^svy  in 
preparing  com,  meal,  C^r.  which  wa*t  the  thing  [  wa^  upovt,  I 
resolved  to  nuke  some  as  large  as  !  could,  and  St  only  to  stand 
like  jars  to  hotd  what  should  be  pur  irito  them. 

It  VQuld  make  the  fcadcr  pity  nic,  or  raihcr  laugh  at  nw»  lo 
tdl  how  tnany  awkwnnj  ways  I  took  to  raise  this  paste,  what  odd 
nuifthapen  ugly  things  I  made,  how  many  of  them  fell  in,  and 
iaw  many  fell  out,  the  day  not  being  stiif  enough  to  bear  its 
swn  w^ghf ;  )kjw  m;(T^T  crocked  by  the  uvcr  viiilent  heat  of  the 
nin,  being  set  out  too  hastily ;  and  how  many  fell  to  pieces  with 
onlv  removing,  as  well  before  as  after  they  were  dried;  and,  in 
a  wcrd,  how,  after  having  laboutcd  hard  to  Hiid  the  clay,  to  dig 
it,  to  temper  it,  to  brmg  it  home,  arid  ^xnk  it,  [  could  not  make 
tbavc  two  Ifltgc  earthen  ugly  things,  I  cannot  call  them  jars,  in 
about  two  months  labour. 

Morwever,  as  the  %Km  baked  lhc«  t^^  vcr^'  dry  and  hard,  1 
SAcd  them  very  gently  up,  and  ?tet  them  down  again  m  two 
greater  wicker  baskets,  which  I  had  made  on  purpose  for  fhefn, 
dai  they  might  not  break ;  and,  as  between  the  pot  and  the 
fankct  there  was  a  tittle  n^nTi  fu  spare,  I  stuffed  it  full  of  the  rice 
and  barley  straw ;  and  these  two  pots  being  to  snnd  alu-^s  dry, 
I  thought  would  hold  my  dry  com,  and  perhaps  the  meal  when 
the  com  was  braised. 

Though  I  rniMrirrird  so  mtirh  in  my  design  far  targe  pots,  yet 
I  1  nude  uveral  smaller  thingft  with  better  success;  such  as  tittle 
I  nntnd  pots,  Hat  di^hcs^  pitchers^  and  pipkins,  and  any  thing  my 
I  band  turned  to ;  and  the  heat  of  the  sun  baked  them  strangely  liard. 
I       But  all  this  vrould  nc^  an^Htr  my  end,  whlcK  was  \o  ^et  Vv 
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^hcn  pot  ro  hold  what  was  liquid,  and  bear  the  fire,  which  none 

these  could  do.     It  happened  afrer  some  time,  nidging  a  pretty 

large  fire  for  cooking  my  meat,  when  1  went  to  put  it  out  after 

had  done  with  it,  I  found  a  broken  piece  of  one  of  my  earthcn- 

ire  vessels  in  the  fire,  burnt  as  hard  as  a  stone,  and  red  as  a 

lie-    I  was  agreejiWy  *:urprised  to  see  it,  and  said  to  myself,  that 

:ertainly  they  might  be  made  to  bum  whole,  if  they  would  bum 

iroken. 

This  set  me  to  study  how  to  order  my  fire,  so  as  to  make  it 
jum  me  soms  pots_  I  had  no  notion  of  a  kiln,  such  as  the  pot- 
Cers  burn  in,  or  of  glazing  them  with  lead,  though  I  had  some 
lead  to  do  it  with ;  but  I  placed  three  large  pipkins,  and  two  or 
:hrcc  pots,  in  a  pile  one  upon  another,  and  placed  my  lire-wood 
round  it,  with  a  great  heap  of  embers  under  them  i  I  plied 
:he  fire  with  fresh  fuel  round  the  outside,  and  upon  the  top,  tiU 
saw  the  pots  in  the  inside  red-hot  quite  through,  and  observed 
:hat  they  did  not  crack  at  all :   when  J  saw  them  clear  red,  I  let 
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No  joy  stt  1  thing  of  so  mcam  a  nature  was  ever  ec]ual  to 
miiKj  wheal  tbund  I  had  made  an  earthen  pot  that  would  Bear 
the  fin- 1  and  T  had  hardl)-  piticncc  to  stay  till  they  ^xrt  cold, 
bdbre  I  set  one  upon  the  fire  again^  with  some  water  in  it,  to 
boil  me  acme  n>cat,  which  it  did  admirably  well ;  and  with  a 
pitcc  of  1  kid  I  made  some  ver)'  good  broth,  though  1  Wimtcd 
ottmeal,  and  vevcral  other  ingredients  requisite  to  make  it  so 
good  u  I  would  have  had  it. 

My  ncKt  concern  was  to  get  mc  a  stone  mortar  to  stamp  or 
beat  some  com  m;  f<ir  aw  tu  (he  mill^  there  was  no  thought  of 
nrhring  to  chat  pcffection  of  art  with  one  pair  of  hands.  To 
supply  this  want,  I  was  at  a  great  loss ;  for  of  all  trades  in  the 
vorid  1  was  as  perfectly  unqualified  for  a  stonc-currer,  as  dn  any 
vhtirver;  neither  had  I  any  tools  to  go  about  it  with.  I  spent 
many  a  day  to  find  out  a  great  stone  big  enough  to  cut  hollow, 
tnd  make  fit  for  a  mortar^  and  could  find  none  at  all,  except  what 
«B  in  the  sulid  rock,  and  which  I  had  no  way  to  dig  or  cut  out; 
■or  indeed  were  the  nxki  in  the  island  of  haidnes*  sufficient,  hut 
»c«  all  of  a  sandy  crumbling  stone,  which  would  neither  bear 
the  weight  of  a  heavy  pestle^  nor  would  break  the  corn  without 
HOm^  it  with  Kind  -  »>,  nftvr  a  great  deal  of  time  )o^  in  scf:irching 
for  a  stone,  1  gave  tt  over,  :tnd  resolved  to  look  out  tor  a  greaf 
block  of  hard  wood,  which  I  found  indeed  much  easier;  and 
one  as  big  as  I  had  strrngth  to  stir,  1  rounded  ti,  ajid 
ed  it  on  the  out^dc  with  my  axe  and  hatchet;  af»d  then, 
with  the  hc^p  of  fire  and  infinite  labour,  made  1  hollow  place  in 
itt  B  the  Muins  in  BraM  make  their  cohocs^  After  this,  I  made 
a  great  heavy  pr«lle  or  beater,  of  the  wood  called  the  iron-wood  ; 
and  ibsi  1  prepared  and  bid  by  against  1  had  my  next  crop  of 
^nit  when  I  proposed  to  myself  to  grind,  or  rather  pound,  my 
^^■n  or  meal  to  make  my  bread. 

i        My  next  difficulty  was  to  make  a  sieve  or  seajee,  to  drew  my

id  not  sec  it  possible  I  could  have  any  bread.  This  was  a  most 
lifficult  thing,  so  much  as  but  ta  think  on ;  for  to  be  sure,  I  had 
lolhing  like  che  necessary  things  to  make  it  with ;  1  mean  fine 
;hin  canvass,  or  stuff,  to  searce  the  meil  through-     And  here  I 

'as  at  a  full  stop  for  many  months ;  nor  did  I  really  know  what 
!:o  do:  linen  I  had  none  left  but  what  was  mere  rags;  I  had 
joat's  hair,  but  nather  knew  I  how  to  weave  or  spin  it ;  and  had 
known   how,  here  were  no  tools  to  work  it  with.     All  the 

'mcdy  that  I  found  for  this,  was,  t}iat  at  last  I  did  remember  I 
had  among  the  seame[Vs  clothes,  which  were  saved  out  of  the 

lip,  some  neckcloths  of  calico  or  muslin;  and  with  some  pieces 
»f  these  I  made  three  small  sieves,  but  proper  enough  for  the 

'ork:  and  thus  I  made  shift  for  some  years;  how  1  didaftcr- 

'ards,  I  shall  shew  in  its  place. 
The  baking  part  was  the  next  thing  to  be  consideredj  and  how 

should  make  bread  when  I  came  to  have  com  j  for,  first,  I  had 
lo  yeast.  As  to  thai  part,  as  there  was  no  supply'ing  the  want,  su 
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baf  Icjr-liiavcs  anJ  bccaimr  in  st  linlc  rime  a  mere  pistty-cook  tnco 
the  bargain ;  for  I  made  m>'«df  several  cakes  of  the  riec,  oivd  pud* 
dings ;  indeed  1  made  no  pics>  neither  had  1  any  thing  ro  put  into 
tbcm^  supporting  [  h^ui»  cxcqit  the  Acsh  cither  of  fowls  or  goaci. 

It  md  not  be  wondered  at,  if  all  these  things  rook  me  up 
moEt  part  of  the  third  year  of  my  abode  here ;  fur  it  is  to  be  ob- 
sovcd,  that  in  the  interval  of  thcic  things  1  had  my  ticw  harvest 
and  husbandry  to  manage  i  for  I  rcapcil  my  com  in  its  scra?ion, 
and  carried  it  home  a«  Mell  ax  I  could,  and  l^ilU  it  up  tn  the  cafj 
in  my  lar^  baskets,  till  1  bid  time  co  rub  it  out  {  for  I  had  no 
floor  to  thnish  it  on^  or  inalrumciil  to  thrash  it  with. 

Ami  tiow  indeed,  my  stock  of  com  increasing,  I  really  wanted 
to  build  my  barns  bigger :  J  wanted  a  place  to  lay  it  up  in ;  for 
thc  Lncrcaiw  of  the  com  now  yielded  mc  so  much>  that  t  h.ul  of 
die  barley  about  twenty  bushds^  and  of  the  rice  as  much,  or 
nortr;  insomuch  that  I  now  resolved  to  b^in  CO  use  it  freely, 
for  my  bnrad  Had  been  quite  gone  a  great  while  :  also  I  rcs:ilvcd 
to  «c  what  quAntit)^  would  be  sufBacnt  for  me  a  whole  year,  and 
Id  «ow  bur  otwc  a  y<:;u-. 

Upon  the  wholc^  I  found  rhat  dw  forty  bushels  of  b:trley  and 
rice  were  much  more  than  I  could  comume  in  a  year;  so  I 
rcnlvcd  to  4ow  just  the  «amc  quantity  every  yc.ir  thai  1  sowed 
the  la&t,  in  ho)x:s  tlut  such  a  quantity  would  fully  provide  me 
widi  brcatd,  iJ^. 

All  the  while  thcw  things  were  doings  you  may  be  sure  my 
thoughts  ran  m^ny  times  upon  the  prospect  of  land  which  I  had 
from  the  other  tide  of  the  island ;  and  1  was  not  without 
wishes  that  1  was  on  xhorc  there,  fancying  tlut  seeing  the 
land,  and  in  an  inhabited  eountr)'.  1  might  find  some  way  or 
to  convey  myself  farther,  and  |tcTlup!i  ai  bs<  find  sonic 
flions  of  escape* 

But  all  this  while  I  made  no  allowance  for  the  dangers  of  ukK 
a  eoadttiont  and  bow  I  might  fall  into  the  hands  of  uva^c^^  ar^^ 
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;rhaps  such  as  I  might  have  reason  to  think  far  worse  than  the 

lions  and  tigers  of  jifrica  .'  that  if  I  once  came  into  their  power^ 
should  run  a  hazard  more  than  a  thousand  to  one  of  being 

Lilled,  and  perhaps  of  being  eaten  ;    for  I  had  heard  that  the 
jple  of  the  G?r/^tfrf«  coists  were  cannibals,  or  men-eaters;  and 
kntrw  by  the  latitude  that  I  could  not  be  far  off  from  rhar 

shore :  that,  suppose  they  were  not  cannibals,  yet  they  might  kill 
le,  as  many  Europeans  who  had  fallen  into  their  hands  had  been 
:rvedj  even  when  they  had  been  ten  or  twenty  together;  much 
lore  I  that  was  but  one,  and  could  make  little  or  no  defence. 
.11  these  things^  J  say,  which  I  ought  to  have  considered  well  of, 
id  I  did  cast  up  in  my  thoughts  afterwards,  yet  toolc  none  of 
ly  apprehensions  at  first;  and  m^  head  ran  mightily  upon  the 

Thoughts  of  getting  over  to  that  shore. 
Now  I  wished  for  my  boy  Xury^  and  the  long  boat  with  the 

ihouldcr-of-mutton  sail,  with  which  I  sailed  above  a  thousand 
liles  on  the  coast  of  Africa;  but  this  was  in  vain.     Then  ] 
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I  !q^ai«d  ita  pains  iruked  in  thh  piece  of  fruillesA  ioil»  and  apent^  | 
t  thinic,  three  or  four  weeks  about  it :  « last  finding  i:  impo^ible 
ID  heivc  it  up  with  my  little  strength,  I  fell  lo  diggirg  %wxy  the 
sutd  to  UDdermiiK  it ;  and  5o  to  niaJcc  it  tail  down,  setting  pieces 
of  wood  to  fhnist  ;ind  gtiide  ir  right  in  vhe  fjtll. 

But  when  1  had  dor-e  this»  I  vr^ts  unable  to  stir  it  up  ^^in,  or 
lo  grt  under  it,  much  Ics*  to  move  it  forwurds  towards  the  water ; 
«o  I  vntt  forced  To  give  if  over:  xnd  y-ct,  though  i  gave  overlK^)e» 

ihe  boat,  my  desire  to  venture  over  for  ihc  main  incTe9«ed> 
\cr  than  decreased,  as  the  mirans  for  it  seemed  impossible* 

This  at  length  set  mc  upon  thinking  whether  it  was  not  po»tbk 
myself  a  tan^^  or  ptrid^uay  such  as  the  natives  of  thow 
make,  even  wifhout  tools,  or  its  I  might  say,  without 
•^  viz,  of  the  tnink  of  a  great  tree.  This  1  not  only  thought 
poraUc,  but  easy ;  and  pleased  myself  extremely  with  my 
thoughts  of  making  tt,  and  with  my  having  much  more  eon- 
vemencc  ^r  it  than  any  of  the  hcgr^ft  or  Indians ;  btrt  not  nt  all 
CDOwicring  the  potticuUr  inconveniences  which  1  Uy  under  more 
cJtan  the  iKJians  ilid,  viz,  want  of  hitn<k  to  move  it  into  Che 
witer,  when  ir  was  made ;  a  difficulty  much  haider  for  me  to 
aumount  thin  all  the  conMt]uetiees  of  want  of  tools  could  be  to 
them ;  for  what  was  it  to  mc,  chat  when  I  had  chosen  a  vut  tree 
in  the  woods  I  might  with  great  troiiWe  cut  it  down,  if»  after  I  ' 
might  be  able  with  my  took  to  hew  and  duh  the  outside  into  a 
proper  shape  of  a  boir,  nnd  bum  or  cut  out  the  insede  to  make  it 
hollow,  90  to  make  a  boat  of  il ;  if,  after  all  this,  I  must  leave  it  j 
jutt  there  where  I  found  it,  and  wiu  not  nble  to  launch  it  into  the  / 
water?  ( 

One  wouJd  have  thought,  I  could  not  have  had  the  least  reflec- 
tion tqxkn  fuy  rturul  of  my  circunviranceft,  white  I  was  making  my 
boot,  but  1  should  have  immediately  thought  how  I  should  get 
if  into  the  sea :  but  my  thoughts  were  so  intent  upon  my  voyage 
over  the  sea  in  ir,  that  I  never  once  considered  hcvw  \  j;\o\\&  ^tA. 
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t  off  the  land ;  and  it  was  really  in  its  own  nature  more  easy  far 
to  guide  it  over  furcy-five  miles  of  sea,  than  about  forty-five 
ithom  of  land,  where  it  lay,  to  set  it  afloat  in  the  water 

I  went  to  work  upon  this  boat  the  most  Wee  a  fool  that  ever 
nan  did,  who  had  any  of  his  scjiscs  awake-  I  pleased  myself 
'ith  the  design,  without  determining  whether  I  was  ever  able  to 
ndertake  it ;  not  but  that  the  difficulty  of  launching  my  boat 
ranie  often  into  my  head;  but  I  put  a  stop  to  my  own  inquiries 
nttj  it  by  this  foolish  anawcr  which  I  gave  myself;  Let  me  first 
nake  it,  I  wHl  ivarrani  I  will  find  some  way  or  eih^r  ia  get  it 
zlong  ivheH  it  is  done. 

This  was  a  most  preposterous  method ;  but  the  eagerness  of 
iiy  fancy  prevailed,  and  to  work  J  went,  and  felled  a  cedar  tree ; 
!  question  much  whether  Sokmo}i  ever  had  such  a  one  for  the 
juilding  the  temple  of  Jerusalem;  it  was  five  feet  ten  inches 
iiameter  at  the  lower  part  next  the  stump^  and  four  feet  eleven 
nches  diameter  at  the  end  of  twenty-two  feet,  after  which  it 
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ftr  peri4^Ma,  that  was  made  of  oiic  tree,  in  my  life ;  many  h  we*ry 
vtrokc  it  had  cost,  you  m^y  be  sure,  for  there  remained  nothing 
but  to  get  it  into  the  water  ;  and  had  I  gottni  it  into  the  water,  I 
nuke  no  question  but  I  should  have  begun  the  maddest  voyage, 
•nd  the  most  uiUikcIy  to  be  ^KrforiiKd,  chat  ever  was  uivdcr- 
Qtkco. 

But  all  my  devices  to  get  it  into  the  water  ftilcd  me,  though 
they  cost  inlirtite  labour  too;  it  lay  about  one  hundred  yard:! 
from  (he  waicr>  and  not  more ;  but  the  Er^t  inconvenience  was, 
it  was  up  hill  luwards  Hie  cirrk.  Well»  lo  fxJce  away  this  di^ 
couragcment,  1  resolved  to  dig  into  th^  surface  of  the  earth,  and 
so  make  a  declivity ;  this  1  h^^,  and  it  cost  me  a  prodigtoua 
deal  of  puna  :  but  who  giudgc  pains  that  have  their  deliverance 
in  view  I  But  when  this  was  worktd  tlirough,  and  this  difficulty 
manaffl^,  it  was  still  much  at  one ;  for  I  could  no  nwre  stir  the 
UJMT  than  1  could  the  other  boot. 

Then  I  mcasureti  the  distance  of  ground,  and  resolved  to  cut 
m  dock,  or  eanal,  to  bring  the  water  up  to  the  carter,  seeing  I 
could  not  bring  the  <^us^  down  to  the  water.  Wcll»  I  began  this 
work,  and  when  I  began  to  enter  into  it,  and  caleuUicd  how  deep 
it  wa^  tu  be  Jt^g,  !iuw  bn>ad»  how  the  stuff  tn  be  thruwn  uul^  I 
Umnd  thai  by  the  numbei-  of  hands  I  had^  being  none  but  my 
own,  it  must  have  been  ten  or  tweivc  ycor^  before  1  should  have 
gone  thioi^h  with  it ;  for  the  shore  by  high,  so  that  at  the  upper 
end  tr  must  have  been  ar  [ease  twenty  feet  deep ;  ^o  at  lengthy 
dkoi^h  with  great  reluctancy,  I  gave  this  attempt  over  also.        ^ 

This  grieved  me  heaitUy ;  and  now  I  saw,  though  too  Ute,  tha  I 
oC  banning  a  work  before  we  count  the  cost,  and  before  I 
jtidge  rightly  of  our  own  strength  to  go  through  with  it.        I 

In  the  middle  of  this  work  I  finbhed  my  fourth  year  in  ihb 
plaoc^  and  kept  my  aanivcrsary  with  the  &unc  devotion,  and 
with  as  much  a>mfon,  as  ever  before ;  for  by  a  constant  study, 
a&d  seriousappJkationof  ibcwordof  GoDaand  by  th^  vesiftasiM 
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kf  his  grace,  I  gained  a  difftrcnt  knowledge  from  what  I  had 
teforc  \  I  entertained  different  nDtlons  of  things ;  I  looked  now 
ipon  the  world  as  a  thing  remote ;  which  I  had  nothingto^do 
'ith7~no  expectation  fromj  and  indeed  no  desires  about:  m  a 
'ord,  I  had  nothing  indeed  to  do  with  it,  nor  was  ever  like  to 
lave ;  so  1  thought  It  looked,  as  we  may  perhaps  look  upon  it 
lereafter,  viz.  as  a  place  I  had  lived  in,  but  was  come  out  of  it ; 
tnd  well  I  might  say,  as  father  Abraham  to  Dives,  Beiwifn  me 
md  thee  there  is  a  great  gulpfifxed. 

In  the  iirst  place,  1  was  removed  from  all  the  wickedness  of 
:he  world  here  :  I  had  neither  the  lust  of  thefleshj  the  lust  of  the 
fe,  or  the  pride  sfli/e :  1  had  nothing  to  covet,  for  J  had  all  I 
tas  now  capable  of  enjoying  :  J  was  lord  of  the  whole  manor  ; 
tr,  if  I  pleased,  I  might  call  myself  king  or  emperor  over  the 
'hole  country  which  I  had  possession  of:  there  were  no  rivals: 
had  no  competitor,  none  to  dispute  sovereignty  or  command 
ith  me;  I  might  have  raised  ship-loadings  of  corti,  but  I  had

ever  ve  m^  heap  up  indeed  to  give  to  others^  we  tnjof  aa  much 
as  we  can  uac^  and  no  more.  The  most  covetous  gri[nng  miser 
in  the  world  would  have  been  cured  of  the  vice  of  covetousncss, 
if  he  had  been  in  tnycasc;  ibri  possessed  infinitely  more  dian  I 
kneirwhattodowidu  I  had  no  room  fbrdc^j  carcept  it  was 
of  things  which  I  had  not,  and  thejr  were  but  trifles,  though 
indeed  of  great  use  to  me.  I  had,  as  I  hinted  before,  a  parcel 
ofnumeyjaswellgoldassilvcrj  about  thirty-«x  pounds  sterling; 
alas !  liiere  die  nasty,  sorry,  useless  stuff  ky ;  I  had  no  manner 
of  bunnessfbrit;  and  I  often  thought  with  myself,  that  I  would 
have  given  a  handful  of  it  for  a  gross  of  tobacco-pipes,  or  for  a 
hand-mill  to  grind  my  com ;  nay,  I  would  have  given  it  all  for 
six'pomy  worth  of  turnip  and  carrot  seed  out  of  England^  or  for 
ji  handAil  of  peas  and  beanSi  and  a  bottle  of  ink :  as  it  was^  I 
had  not  the  least  advantage  by  it,  or  benefit  from  it ;  but  there 
it  lay  in  a  drawer,  and  grew  mouldy  with  the  damp  of  the  cave 
in  the  wet  season ;  and  if  1  had  had  the  drawer  full  of  diamonds, 
it  had  been  the  same  case ;  and  they  h^  been  of  no  manner  of 
value  to  me,  because  of  no  use. 

I  had  now  brought  my  state  of  life  to  be  much  easier  in  itself 
than  it  was  at  first,  and  much  easier  to  my  mind,  as  well  as  to 
my  body.  I  frequendy  sat  down  to  my  meat  with  thankfulness^ 
and  admired  the  hand  of  God's  providence,  wl\idi_had  chiisspread 
my  table  in  the  wilj^fm^y  I  learned  to  look  more  upon  the 
bight  side  of  my  condition,  and  less  upon  the  dark  side ;  and 
to  con^der  what  I  enjoyed,  rather  tiian  what  I  wanted ;  and  this 
gave  me  sometimes  such  secret  comforts,  that  I  cannot  express 
them ;  and  which  I  take  notice  of  here»  to  put  those  discontented 
people  in  mm3"or"it,  who  cannot  enjoy  comfor^bly  what  God 
haiE^'given  them,  because  they  sec  and  covet  something  that  he 
has  not  given  ibem :  aU  our  discontents  about  what  we  want  ap- 
peared to  me  to  spring  from  the  want  of  thankfulness  for  what 
we  have.  / 
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Another  reflection  W3s  of  greal:  use  to  me,  and  doubtless  would 
te  so  to  any  one  that  should  fall  into  such  distress  as  mine  was ; 
md  this  was,  to  compare  my  present  condition  with  what  I  at 
iretTTpeUEcdrTt  should  be;  nay,  with  what  it  would  certainly 
lavc  been,  if  the  good  providence  of  Goo  had  nat  wonderfully 
►rdered  the  ship  to  be  cast  up  nearer  to  the  shore,  where  1  rot  only 
:ould  come  at  her,  but  could  bring  what  I  got  out  of  her  to  the 

lore  for  my  relief  and  comfort  ^   without  which  I  had  wanted 
:oo!s  to  workj  weapons  for  defence,  or  gunpowder  and  shot  for 
;etting  my  food. 
1  spent  whole  hours,  I  may  say  whole  days,  in  representing  to 

lyself  in  the  most  lively  colours  how  I  must  have  acted,  if  J  had 
fot  nothing  out  of  the  ship ;  how  1  could  not  have  so  much  as 
;ot  any  food,  except  fish  and  turtles;  and  that,  as  it  was  long 
»cfore  1  found  any  of  thenij  I  must  have  perished  first:   that  I 

lould  have  lived,  if  I  had  not  perished,  like  ;i  mere  savage:  tbtt 
■oat  or  a  fowl  by  any  contrivance,  I  had  no  way 
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Mttitnsg  fo  mc  in  rfnrir  rtrly  rnilntvoim,  to  mfii^  a  rcligiotEi  awc 
VGoD  into  my  mind,  a  «nse  of  my  duty*  and  of  what  the  nature 
•nd  end  of  my  being  required  of  mc.  But,  alts!  fiilling  early 
into  the  sea-faring  life,  which  of  all  the  lives  is  the  most  destitute 
of  the  far  of  Goi>,  though  his  terrors  are  always  !irfiiiT  tlxmi ; 
I  ffy,  falling  early  into  the  itexftring  life,  and  into  mfaring  com- 
pany, dl  that  littk  sense  of  religion  which  I  had  enrerfaiiied*  was 
laughed  out  of  DK  by  my  messmates ;  by  a  hardci>cd  despbing 
of  dangets^  and  the  views  of  dcarh,  which  grew  h:ibicual  to  me ; 
by  my  long  ^>$cnee  from  all  manner  of  opportunities  to  converec 
with  any  thing  but  what  was  like  myself,  or  to  hear  ojiy  thing  of 
whit  was  good,  or  (ended  towards  it* 

So  void  was  I  of  cvi-rj-  thing  fhat  was  goodj  or  of  the  least 
flcnae  of  what  I  was,  or  was  to  be,  that  in  the  greitest  deliverances 
I  coioyed,  such  as  my  escape  from  SdUet^  my  being  taken  up  by 
the  PsrtngMtsf  master  of  the  ship,  my  being  planted  aowell  in 
BrMfil,  my  receiving  the  cargo  from  E^t^IanJ^  and  the  Wee,  I 
never  once  had  the  words  tf^^nk  O&d^  so  much  as  on  my  mind» 
or  in  my  mouth ;  dot  in  the  gicatcst  distress,  had  1  so  much 
thought  as  to  pray  fo  hrm ;  nor  so  much  u  to  ^y,  IjotJ^  have 
mitrtjnp^  mti  No»nor  to  mention  the  name  of  God,  unless  it 
was  Co  swear  by,  and  blaspheme  it. 

I  had  terrible  reflections  U]inn  my  mind  for  many  monthf,  aa  I 
have  already  obsen'cd,  on  the  account  erf"  my  wicked  and  hardened 
life  post;  and  when  I  looked  about  nw,  and  considered  what 
particidar  providences  had  attended  mc,  since  my  coming  into 
this  place>  and  how  Goo  had  dealt  hotinnfully  with  mc;  h^ 
not  only  punished  mc  less  than  my  iniquity  deserved,  but  hsd  so 
plentifully  provided  for  m«^  ihis  gave  me  great  hopes  that  my 
repoitance  was  accepted,  and  that  Goo  had  yet  mercies  in  store 
Iw  gie- 

With  these  reflections  I  worked  my  mind  itp^  not  only  to 
fngnation  to  fftc  wlU  of  Cod  Jii  the  present  t\iaposi6cff\  ^  xc^i 
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;ircumstances,  but  even  to  a  sincere  thankfulness  for  my  condi- 
:ion  ;  and  that  I,  who  was  yet  a  living  man,  ought  not  to  corn- 
lain,  seeing  I  had  not  the  due  pumshmcnr  of  my  sins;    that  1 
rnjoyed  so  many  mercies,  which  I  had  no  reason  to  have  ex- 
»ectcd  in  that  place ;  that  I  ought  never  more  to  repine  at  my 
:ondicion,  but  to  rejoice,  and  to  give  daily  thanks  for  that  daily 
ircad  which  iiuching  but  a  cloud  of  wonder:^  could  have  brought ; 
lat  1  ought  to  consider  1  had  been  fed  even  by  a  miracle,  even 
great  as  that  of  feeding  Elija  by  ravens ;  nay,  by  a  long  series 
)f  miracles ;  and  that  I  could  hardly  have  named  a  place  in  the 
ininhabited  part  of  the  world,  where   I  could  have  been  cast 
nore  to  my  advantage :    a  place  where,  as  I   had   no  society, 
'hich  was  my  affliction  on  one  hand,  so  I  found  no  ravenous 
»casts,  no  furious  wolves  or  tigers,  to  threaten  my  life  ;  no  veno- 
nous  creatures,  or  poisonous,  which  I  might  have  fed  on  to  my 
urt ;  ■  no  savages  to  murder  and  devour  me*  • 

In  a  word,  as  my  life  was  a  life  of  sorrow  one  waVi  so  it  was 
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dxyf  av  fital  or  fomjnatcr,  I  might  hsirr  )i:«i)  reason  to 
Idolced  upon  with  2  great  deal  of  cunositir- 

Fint,  I  hid  obtcrvcd,  thtr  the  same  day  that  I  broke  away 
firom  my  father  aitd  my  friirnd<i,  and  nm  away  to  //iriV  in  order  to 
go  to  «ea,  the  same  day  afienrards  I  was  taken  by  the  Sallcc  man 
of  ff9r,  ind  made  a  slave. 

The  same  day  of  the  year  that  I  escaped  out  cf  the  wreck  of 
that  ship  in  TarmwXfi  RoaiU^  that  ^mc  day  of  the  year  aficr- 
wsrds  1  made  my  escape  from  Saltu  in  the  boat. 

The  same  day  of  the  year  I  wus  bom  on^  viz.  the  lofh  of 
S^rm^r^  the  same  day  I  Sad  my  life  so  miraculuiuly  lavrd  16 
yom  mftcr,  when  I  wtm  cast  on  shore  in  this  ishnd ;  so  that  my 
wicked  life,  and  soJitat^-  life,  both  began  on  a  day. 

The  next  thirg  to  my  ink's  being  wasted^  was  that  of  my 
bread,  I  mean  the  biscuit  which  I  brought  our  of  rhe  ship,  Thit 
I  lud  hutbanded  to  the  Inst  degree,  allowing  myself  but  one  cake 
of  bread  a  day^  for  above  a  year ;  and  yet  I  was  quite  without 
bread  far  near  a  year  before  ]  goi  any  corn  of  my  own  ;  and  great 
ttaton  I  hid  to  be  thankf^il  that  1  had  any  at  all,  the  getting  it 
being,  05  has  been  already  observed,  next  to  miracuJout. 

My  clutlics  too  itcgan  to  decay  mightily  :    as  10  fincn,  1  had 

Krwjoe  a  good  while,  except  wime  cht'tjucrcd  ihitts  which  I  found 
«  chests  of  the  other  seamen,  and  which  I  carefully  preserved, 
because  many  times  I  could  bear  ro  other  clothes  on  but  a  shtrt ; 
and  It  was  a  very  gmt  help  to  me,  thai  I  had  among  all  the 
iDcn'f  clothes  of  rhe  ship  almost  three  do^cn  of  shirt*:.  There 
were  abo  several  thick  watch-coats  of  the  seamen  s,  which  were 
left  indeed,  bui  ihcy  were  too  hot  to  wear ;  and  though  it  is  trwe, 
that  the  weather  was  so  violent  hot  that  there  wm  no  need  of 
clothes,  yet  I  could  not  go  quite  naked ;  no,  though  I  had  been 
KEned  to  it,  which  1  was  not ;  iwr  could  1  abide  the  thoughts 
uf  ftt  though  I  wa5  aII  alone. 
One  mton  why  I  could  not  go  quite  naked^  was,  \  oo\i\&  TtfA 
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)ear  theJiest  of  the  smi  so  well  when  quite  nulced,  as  with  some 
:Iothes  on ;    nay,  the  very  heat  frequeiitly  blistered  my  skJn ; 

'hcrcasj  with  a  shirt  on,  the  air  itself  made  some  motion,  and 

'histlirg  under  the  shirtj  was  twofold  cooler  than  without  it: 
lo  more  could  I  ever  bring  myself  to  go  out  in  the  heat  of  the 
?un  without  a  cap  or  a  hat ;  the  heat  of  the  sun  beating  with 
iuch  violence  as  it  docs  in  that  place,  would  give  me  the  head- 
ich  presently,  by  darting  so  dirccdy  on  my  head,  without  a  cap 
jr  hat  on,  bo  that  I  could  not  bear  It ;  whereas,  if  I  pjt  on  my 
lat,  it  would  prcsendy  go  away, 

U[)OTi  these  views  I  began  to  consider  about  putting  the  few 
'Zgs  I  had,  which  I  called  clotheSj  into  some  order  j  I  had  worn 
>ut  aJl  the  waistcoats  1  had,  and  my  business  was  now  to  try  if  J 

)uld  not  make  jackets  out  of  the  great  watch-coiits  which  I  had 
ly  mCj  and  wirh.  such  other  materials  as  I  had  ;  so  1  set  to  work 
L-tailoring,  or  rather  indeed  a-botching  ;  for  I  made  most  piteous 

'ork  of  it.      However,  I  made  shift  to  make  two  or  three  wiust- 
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when  [  vras  abroad,  !f  it  happciKd  to  nun,  the  hair  of  the  waist- 
cut  and  cap  being  outmost,  I  was  kept  very  dty. 

Afttr  this  I  spent  a  deal  of  dmc  and  pains  to  make  mc  an 
umbrella:  1  %-as  indeed  in  great  want  of  one,  and  had  a  great 
mind  to  niakc  one ;  I  had  seen  them  made  in  the  Sr/tjiJj^  where 
they  arc  very  UKJ'ui  in  the  great  heats  which  arc  there  i  and  I 
felt  the  heaa  every  joit  3»  great  here,  and  greater  roQ,  being 
nctrcr  the  equinox ;  besides,  as  I  was  obliged  to  be  much  abroad, 
it  was  a  mo?:  useful  thing  to  mc,  as  well  for  the  rains  a5  the 
heats,  i  took  a  worki  of  pains  at  it,  and  was  a  great  while  bc- 
fijfc  I  could  make  any  thing  Jikely  to  hold  ;  ray,  after  1  rhoiight 
I  had  hh  the  way,  I  tpoaled  two  or  three  before  I  made  one  to 
my  mind »  but  at  last  ]  made  on2  tJiat  aitswcrcd  indifferently  well ; 
the  main  diflkulty  I  found  was  to  nuke  ii  to  let  down.  1  could 
wake  it  to  spread  v  but  if  ic  did  noE  let  down  too,  arvd  draw  in, 
it  would  noc  be  portable  tor  mc  any  way,  but  j  ust  over  my  head, 
wUch  wouU  not  do.  However^  at  lasc,  as  I  3a:d,  I  made  one 
toanswin-;  1  covered  it  with  ikim^  the  hair  tjpward<i,  so  that  it 
cut  off*  the  rain  like  a  pcnt-housc,  and  kept  otF  the  Eun  so  cfioc- 
tuaOy,  that  1  couki  walk  out  in  the  hottest  of  the  weather,  with 
gnatcr  advantage  than  I  could  before  in  the  coolest ;  and  when 
1  had  na  need  of  it»  I  couU  close  it,  and  carry  it  under  my  arm. 

Thus  J  lived  mighty  comfortably,  my  mind  being  entirely  1 
cooipoocd  by  rcdgning  to  the  will  of  Ooo,  and  throwing  myse^ 
wholly  upon  the  d^xnal  of  hU  Providence :  ihiK  made  my  life   / 
better  than  sociable;   for  when  1  began  to  regret  the  want  of/, 
coavcnatton,  1  would  a^  myself,  whether  thu)  convening  mu-| 
taaliy  with  my  own  thoughts,  and,  aa  I  ho]>c,  I  may  uy,  with 
even  G«h  himself,  by  ejacuhtions>  was  rot  bertet  than  the  utmost  |i 
enjoyment  of  Ktiman  society  in  the  world  J  i 

1  cannot  say,  chat  after  this,  for  five  years,  any  extraordinary 
ihit^  happened  to  mc;  but  1  lived  on  in  the  same  course,  in  tbo 
■mc  posture  and  piacc  jtrsz  as  before;   the  cKief  lX\^\  ^^ 
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employed  in,  besides  my  yearly  labour  of  planting  my  barley  ard 

ite^  and  curing  my  raisins,  of  both  which  I  always  kept  up  just 

■rough  to  have  siifficienr  stock  of  The  year's  provisions  before- 

land  -,   I  say,  besides  this  yearly  labour,  and  my  daily  labour  of 

foing  out  with  my  gun,  I  had  one  labour  to  make  mc  a  canoe, 

hich  at  last  I  fitiislied :  so  that  by  digging  a  canal  to  it,  six  feet 

'ide^  and  four  feet  deep,  I  brought  it  into  the  creek,  almost  half 

mi]e»   As  for  the  first,  that  was  so  vastly  big,  as  I  made  it  with- 

jut  considering  beforehand,  as  I  ought  to  do,  how  1  should  be 

ible  to  launch  it ;  so  never  being  able  to  bring  it  to  the  water,  or 

fring  the  water  to  it,  I  was  obliged  to  let  it  lie  where  it  was,  as 

TneniQrandum  to  teach  me  to  be  wiser  next  time.     Indeed  the 

icxt  time  though  1  could  not  get  a  tree  proper  for  it,  aiid  was 

in  a  place  where  T  could  not  get  the  water  to  it,  ar  any  less  dis- 

:ance  than,  as  I  have  said,  of  near  half  a  mile ;  yet  as  I  saw  it 

^as  practicable  at  last,  I  never  gave  it  over;  and  though  I  was 
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ihc  woaild  ?ail  very  well-  Then  I  midc  Hnlc  loclccTS  And  boxes 
3E  each  end  of  my  boat,  to  put  provisions,  ncccssuics,  and  am- 
munition,  Wf,  into,  to  be  kept  dry,  cither  from  raiii,  or  rfic  9pr«j 
of  the  sea;  and  a  little  long  hollow  place  I  cut  in  the  inside  of 
ihe  boat,  where  1  oouU  hiy  my  gun^  making  a  flap  to  hang  down 
over  it  to  ketp  it  dry. 

I  fixed  my  umbrelU  alw  in  u  Mcp  at  the  fttcm,  like  a  mast,  to 
4tand  over  my  head,  and  keep  the  heat  of  the  sun  ofl^  me,  like 
xn  awTiing ;  aiid  thus  I  every  now  and  then  took  a  little  voyage 
upon  the  »ca,  but  never  went  far  out,  nor  far  from  the  little 
creek  ;  hut  at  last,  being  eager  to  view  the  circumferciice  of  my 
little  kingdom,  I  rcwlvcd  upon~my  tour,  and  accordingly  I 
victualled  my  ship  tor  the  voyage ;  putting  in  two  dozen  of  my 
leaves  (cakci  1  should  TAther  call  them)  of  barley-bread;  an 
earthen  pot  full  of  purcheii  rice,  a  food  I  cat  a  great  dralof;  a 
Bttic  book  of  rum,  half  a  goat,  and  ponder  with  shot  tor  killing 
mom,  and  two  large  watch>coats,  of  those  which,  as  1  mentioned 
before,  I  hod  saved  out  of  the  seamen's  chest*;  these  I  look,  one 
to  lie  upon,  and  the  other  to  cover  me  in  the  Tiight.

and Tfcund^Jt  much  longer  than  I  expected:  for  iho^h  the 
Uand  Itself  was  not  very  large,  yet  when  1  came  to  the  fdJ/ side 
of  it|  1  found  a  great  ledge  of  rocks  lie  out  about  rvii>  leagues 
into  the  sea,  some  above  watci>  some  under  it ;  and  beyond  this 
a  liiottl  of  atnd»  lying  dry*  half  a  leagtie  more ;  w  t^ut  I  was 
oUigcd  to  go  a  great  way  out  to  n^  to  double  that  point. 

When  I  first  di5co\"ercd  them,  I  was  going  to  give  over  my 
cnCgrprtze,  and  ctime  hack  :tgain,  mit  kmiwing  honr  fat  xl  might 
ohUge  me  to  go  cut  to  sea,  and  al>ove  all,  doubting  how  I  should 
|et  boKlc  again ;  90  1  ciunc  to  an  anchor^  for  I  had  made  me  a 
Und  of  an  anchor,  with  a  piece  of  btukcn  grtpplii^g  whtch  1  ^j/l 
wt  of  tbo  shJ/>. 
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Having  secured  my  boat,  I  took  my  gim,  and  went  on  shore, 
{limbing  up  2  hill,  which  seemed  Co  overlook  that  point,  where 

Mw  the  full  extent  of  it,  and  resolved  to  venture- 

In  my  viewing  the  sea  from  that  hill  where  I  £iood,  I  per- 
cived  a  strong,  and  indeed,  a  most  furious  current,  which  ran  to 
he  faj/f  and  even  came  close  to  the  point ;  and  1  took  the  more  no- 
|ice  of  it,  because  I  saw  there  might  be  some  danger,  that  when 

came  into  it,  I  might  be  carried  out  to  sea  by  the  strength  of 
:,  nnd  not  be  able  to  make  the  island  again*     And  indeed,  had 

not  gotren  first  upon  this  hill,  I  believe  it  would  have  been  so ; 

)r  there  was  the  same  current  on  the  other  side  of  the  island, 

[nly  that  it  set  it  off  at  a  farther  distance ;  and  I  saw  there  was 

strong  eddy  under  the  shore  ;  so  I  had  nothing  to  do  but  to 
[er  out  of  the  first  current,  and  I  should  presently  be  in  an  eddy.

ihcrr  was  ik>  short*>  no  main  land  or  ivlnrd,  for  u  thousand  leagues 
uleast! 

Am)  now  I  saw  how  easy  it  was  for  the  Providence  of  God  to

««rj/.     N€>w  I  looked  back  upon  my  desolate  solitary  island,  as 

the  most  pleasant  place  in  the  world,  tind  all  the  happncss  my 

heart  couU  wisJi  for,  was  to  be  there  ag^n.     I  stretched  out  my 

hands  to  it  with  cigerwishes ;  O  happy  desert,  said  I,  I  vhall  never 

let  thee  more !  O  mbftable  creature !  said  t,  whither  am  I  going  i 

Then  I  nrproached  myself  with  my  unthankful  temper,  and  how 

I  had  repined  at  my  solitary  condition ;  and  now  what  woukl  I 

give  tD  be  on  shore  there  again  f   Thus  we  never  see  the  true 

of  our  condition,  till  it  ts  illustrated  to  u?  by  its  contraries 

knEvw  how  to  valtic  what  we  enjoy,  but  by  the  want  of 

flcaree  possible  to  imflgine  the  oon«Temation  I  wa«  now  in,  being 

dnvm  from  my^  bclored  islaiyj  (for  *o  it  appeared  to  me  now  to 

be)  inio  the  wiBT  ocean,  almost  two  Ic^ucs,  and  in  the  utmost 

despttir  of  evrr  recuvering  it  :iga!n  :  however,  T  worked  )urd»  fill 

indeed  my  strength  was  almost  exhausted ;  and  kept  my  boat  as 

much  to  the  nsrthwani^  that  is,  toward^  the  side  of  the  current 

wluch  the  oldy  lay  on,  as  p(»sih]y  I  could ;  when  about  noon,  VA 

Utt  vm\  passed  the  meridian,  I  thought  I  Wc  a  little  brecre  of  wind 

in  my  face,  sprinpng  up  from  the  S.  S*E,     This  cheered  my 

hort  a  little,  and  especially  when  in  about  half  an  hour  more*  it 

Mew  a  pretty  small  gentle  gale.     By  this  timr  1  was  gotten  ai  a 

AigfatAil  distance  from  the  iabnd ;  and»  hid  the  Iras^  do^sd  cft 

hnty  wcaAer  intervened,  1  hmi  been  uiKlonc  anothu  yrv\  Xo^i 
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T  had  no  compass  on  board,  and  should  never  have  known 
low  to  have  steered  towards  the  island,  if  I  had  but  once  lose 
[ight  of  it ;  but  the  weather  continuing  clear,  I  applied  myself  to 
;et  up  my  mast  again,  and  spread  my  sail,  standing  away  to  the 
wrth  as  much  as  possible,  to  get  out  of  the  current. 

Just  as  I  had  set  my  mast  and  saiJ,  and  the  boat  began  to 
[tretch  awaj-j  1   saw  even  by  the  clearness  of  the  water,  some 

Iteration  of  the  current  was  near  \  for  where  the  current  was  so 
crong,  the  water  was  foul ;  but  perceiving  the  water  clear,  I 
Found  the  current  abate,  and  presently  I  found  to  the  east,  at 
ibout  half  a  mile,  a  breach  of  the  sea  upon  some  rocks;  these 
pcks  r  found  caused  the  current  to  part  again  \  and  as  the  main 
[cress  of  it  ran  away  more  southerly^  leaving  the  rocks  to  the 
iorth-east^  so  the  other  returned  by  the  repulse  of  the  rock,  and 
nade  a  strong  eddy,  which  ran  back  again  to  the  mrih-vjcst  with

zwf,  md  that  on  the  north,  which  lay  about  two  leagues oii  the

fiill  X  breeze  of  wind  ftir  for  me,  I  kept  on  fiteering  directly  for 
I  the  bUnd,  though  not  nuking  such  frcrfh  way  a»  1  did  before. 
^^j\bout  four  o'clock  in  the  evening,  being  fhtii  uithtn  aUmt  a 
^^^ue  of  the  islainl,  I  found  the  point  of  the  rocks  which  occa- 
Amed  this  dU^cancc,  stretching  out  as  b  dewrlbed  before,  to  the 
outhwmrdp  and  casting  off  the  cmrcm  more  suvaihcrly,  had  of 
Qurv  made  another  eddy  ro  the  north ;  and  this  I  found  very 
Itrong,  but  not  directly  fietting  the  way  my  course  lay,  which  was 
ditc  vrcstt  hut  almost  full  north.  Mowcvcr,  having  a  fresh  gale, 
I  tCrvtchcd  across  thi«  eddy,  nLinting  north-west,  and  in  about  an 
hour  caine  within  about  a  mile  of  the  shore :  it  beij^  smooth 
watcft  J  soon  got  to  land. 

When  I  was  on  shore,  [  fell  on  my  knees,  and  gave  God 
thmk^  for  my  dclivcruice,  n^solving  tu  lay  aside  all  thoughts  of 
my  delivennce  by  my  boat;  and  refreshing  myself  with  such 
things  lU  1  had,  i  brought  my  boat  dose  to  the  shore,  in  a  little 
arrc  that  I  had  espied  under  some  trees,  and  laid  me  down  to 
deep,  being  quire  spent  witli  the  labour  and  fatigue  of  the 
rtiyage. 

1  was  now  at  a  great  loss  which  way  to  get  home  with  my 
boot;  I  had  run  so  much  hsizard,  and  knew  too  miich  the  case, 
to  think  of  attempting  it  by  the  way  1  went  out ;  and  what 
might  be  at  the  other  side  (I  mean  the  west  side)  I  knew  not, 
nor  had  I  any  mind  lo  run  any  more  ventures ;  so  I  osvly 
roolved  in  the  morrung  ro  make  my  way  westward  along  the 
shore^  and  to  sec  if  there  was  no  creek  where  1  might  lay  up  my 
frigalc  in  ufety,  so  as  to  have  her  again  if  1  wanted  her.  In 
ibout  three  milcSj  or  therraliouu,  coasting  the  shore,  1  came  to 
a  wiy  good  inlet,  or  bay,  about  a  mile  over,  which  narrowed  till 
kcaiac  to  a  verr  Unk  /-iVu/cr,  or  brook,  where  I  foui^  %  c^vctr 
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-enient  harbour  for  my  boat,  and  where  she  Uy  as  if  she  had  been 

a  little  dock  made  on  purpose  for  her:  here  1  put  in,  and 

iving  stowed  my  boat  very  safcj  I  went  on  shore  to  look  about 

le,  and  see  where  I  was_ 

I  soon  found  I  had  but  a  little  passed  by  the  place  where  I 

lad  been  before  when  i  travelled  on  foot  to  that  shore  j  so  taking 

lathing  out  of  my  boat  but  my  gun  and  my  umbrella,  for  it  was 

[xceeding  hot,   I  began  my  march ;  the  way  was  comfortable 

enough  after  such  a  voyage  as  I  had  been  upon,  and  I  reached 

ly  old  bower  in  the  evening,  where  1  found  every  thing  standing 

I  left  it ;  for  I  always  kept  it  in  good  ordtr,  being,  as  I  said

1  got  over  the  fence,  and  laid  me  down  in  the  shade  to  rest

'hen  I  was  awaked  out  of  my  sleep  by  a  voice  calling  me  by

Himevcr^  even  thcntgh  I  knew  it  was  tlie  parror,  and  t\M 
tadeed  it  could  be  nobody  else,  tc  wai  a  good  while  before  1  could 
CDinpow  my-sdf.  Mm,  1  wns  airutzcd  how  the  creature  goc 
thither,  ainl  then  how  he  i^houid  juitf  keep  alx>iit  ihc  place,  ;ind 
na  where  else :  but  as  I  was  v.'cW  satisfied  k  could  be  nobody  but 
hOMBt  P^If  I  got  it  over ;  and  holding  out  my  hand)  and  calling 
him  bjr  his  iiamc,  P^if  the  sociable  creature  came  to  mc,  and  sat 
i^ion  tJif  thumb,  as  he  used  to  do,  ar<i  conimued  ttllcing  to  mc^ 
Pmt  Robin  Cnisoc,  arid  A*w  tiiJ  I  c^m^  htrt  f  and  tv'ur€  had  I 
htm  F  just  as  if  he  had  been  overjoyed  co  sec  mc  again ;  and  ao 
I  carried  htm  hocnc  altnig  Kirh  nic. 

I  had  now  had  enough  of  rambling  to  sea  for  some  time,  and 
hid  owugh  to  do  for  many  days  to  sit  still,  and  reflect  upon  the 
dmgcT  1  had  been  in,  1  would  have  been  Tcry  gUd  to  have 
bd  my  boat  again  on  my  side  of  rhc  island,  but  I  knew  not  how 
it  was  practicable  to  get  it  about.  As  to  the  cast-side  of  the 
nhnd,  which  I  had  gone  round,  I  knew  wdl  CTicugh  there  was 
DO  venturing  thai  way  ;  my  very  heart  would  shrink,  and  my 
very  blood  run  chill,  but  to  thmic  of  it ;  and  afi  to  the  other  side  of 
Cbe  island^  I  did  not  know  how  it  might  be  there ;  but  suppoamg 
the  current  r»i  with  the  5amc  force  against  the  shore  at  the  caBC, 
It  k  pntoA  by  it  on  the  other,  1  might  run  the  same  mk  of  beiJig 
driven  down  the  stream,  and  carried  by  the  island,  as  I  had  been 
befovT  of  being  carried  away  from  it :  so  with  these  thoughts  I 
covitcnred  myv^If  tit  he  without  any  boat,  though  it  had  been  the 
product  of  to  many  months  L;U>our  to  make  it,  and  of  so  many 
more  10  get  it  into  the  sea. 

In  this  government  of  my  temper  1  remained  near  a  year,  lived 
a  very  sedate  retired  life,  as  you  may  well  suppose;  and  my 
thoughts  being  ven*  much  composed,  as  to  tny  condition,  and 
fully  comforted  in  reigning  myself  to  the  dtspenaations  of  ProVH 
ddtfe,  I  thought  1  lived  really  very  hap[»ly  in  all  things  cxccpC 
that  of  tociety. 
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I  improved  myself,  in  this  rime,  m  all  the  mechanic  exercises 

'hich  my  necessities  put  me  upon  applying  myself  to ;   and  I 

;lieve  could,  upon  occasion,  have  made  a  very  good  carpenter, 

i^ecially  considering  how  few  tools  I  had. 

Besides  this,  I  arrived  at  an  unexpected  perfection  in  ray 

:arthen-v/are>  and  contrived  well  enough  to  make  them  with  & 

'hed,  which  I  found  infinitely  easier  and  better,  because  I  made 

lings  round  and  shapeable,    which   before   were  filthy  things 

Indeed  to  look  on.     But  I  think  I  never  was  more  vain  of  my 

jwn  performance,  or  more  joyful  for  any  thing  I  found  out,  than 

[or  my  being  able  to  make  a  tobacco-prpc  ;   and  though  it  was  a 

'ery  ugly  clumsy  thing  when  it  was  done^  and  only  burnt  red 

jike  other  earthen-ware,  yet  as  it  was  hard  and  firm,  and  would 

Iraw  the  smoke,  I  was  exceedingly  comforted  with  it ;  for  1  had 

-en  always  used  to  smoke,  and  there  were  pipes  in  the  ship,  bur 

forgot  them  at  first,  not  knowing  there  was  tobacco  in  the 

Jand ;  and  afterwards  when  I  searched  the  ship  again,  I  could 
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BD  more  powder;  that  U  to  say,  how  I  should  do  to  kill  an/ 
goa&i.  I  hiui,  t%  I  obMTvcd,  in  the  third  ytxr  of  my  lirlng  hcrc^ 
kept  A  your^  kid,  and  bred  her  tame ;  1  was  in  hopes  of  getting 
a  hc-kkU  but  1  could  not  b)'  any  means  bnng  it  to  pass,  till  my 
kid  grew  an  old  goat ;  and  I  could  never  find  in  my  hcan  io  kill 
ber,  till  «he  died  at  last  of  mere  of^ 

But  being  now  in  the  eleventh  year  of  my  residence,  and,  as  I 
have  aaid,  my  ammunition  growing  low,  I  set  rnVTicIf  to  study^ 
sme  an  to  trap  and  snare  the  goats,  to  see  whether  I  could  not 
oEch  »ome  of  them  alive;  and  particularly  I  wanted  a  shegooc 
great  with  young. 

To  this  purpose  I  made  snirra  lo  hamper  them  ;  and  believe 
were  more  than  once  ra]ccn  in  them ;  but  my  tackle  vrxt  noc 
,  for  I  bad  no  wire,  ajid  always  foiind  them  brokerit  and  my 
bitt  devoured. 

At  length  I  n-soK-ed  to  try  a  pit-(alJ ;  so  I  dug  sctTnd  large 
pits  in  the  earth,  in  places  where  I  had  obocrved  the  goats  used 
to  feed,  ai^  over  thc»e  p:t»  1  placed  hurdles  of  my  own  making 
too,  «ich  a  great  weight  upon  them ;  and  several  times  I  put  ears 
«f  barley,  and  dry  rice,  without  sening  the  trap ;  and  I  could 
casOy  pcrcdvc  that  the  goats  had  gone  in,  and  cutcn  up  the  com, 
&n  1  could  see  the  mark  of  their  feet :  at  lengifa,  1  set  three  traps 
in  one  nrght,  and  going  the  next  morning,  I  fbund  them  all  stand- 
ing, and  yet  the  hiit  eaten  and  gone.  This  was  very  discouraging ; 
,  1  ahcrcd  my  trap ;  and,  not  to  trouble  you  with  por- 
•  going  one  morning  to  ixc  my  traps,  I  found  in  one  of 
ibcm  a  large  old  he-goat;  and,  in  one  of  the  others,  three  kids^ 
a  male  and  ttvo  females. 

As  CD  the  old  ore,  I  knew  nnt  what  to  Aa  with  h!m  ;  he  was 
ID  fierce  I  durvt  not  go  inio  the  pit  to  him ;  that  is  to  aay,  to  go 
about  to  bnng  him  away  alive,  which  was  what  I  wanted;  1 
amid  have  killed  him,  but  that  was  not  my  business,  nor  would 
k  answer  tny  end;  so  i  c'tn  kt  him  out,  and  he  r^Tv  i:wx^  u  \^ 
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le  had  been  frightened  our  of  his  wits;  but  I  did  not  then  know 
'hat  I  afterwards  learned>  that  hunger  would  tame  a  lion :  if  I 
lad  let  him  stay  there  three  or  four  days  without  food,  ajid  then 
lave  carried  him  some  water  to  drink,  and  fhen  a  little  com,  he 
^ould  have  been  as  tame  as  one  of  the  kids  ;  for  they  are  mighty 
jacious,  tractable  creatures,  where  they  ai-e  well  used. 
However,  for  the  present  I  let  him  go,  knowing  no  better  at 
|hat  time  ;  then  I  went  to  the  three  kids ;  and  taking  them  one 
ly  one,  I  tied  them  with  strings  together;  and  with  some  diffi- 
|u!ty  brought  them  all  home. 

It  was  1  good  while  before  they  would  feed;  but  throiring 

[em  some  sweet  corn,  it  tempted  them,  and  they  began  to  be 

imc  ;  and  now  1  found  that  if  I  expected  to  supply  myself  with 

;oatVflcsh,  when  I  had  no  powder  or  shot  left,  breeding  some 

ip  tame  was  my  only  way,  when  perhaps  I  might  have  them 

ibout  my  house  like  a  flock  of  sheep. 

)resentlv  occurred  to  mc»  that  I  must  keen  the

tbem  I  began  my  ciKlosIng  of  this  f»«:e  of  ground  in  9uch  a 
utnncrt  that  my  hedge,  or  pftlc>  mu&t  have  been  at  least  two  miles 
ibuut ;  nor  was  ihc  nuulncs^  of  it  so  grc^ac  as  lu  the  compass  ;  br 
if  it  w«s  ten  miles  ibout,  I  wns  like  to  have  lime  enough  to  do  it 
in  I  but  I  did  HOC  con^^idcr,  that  my  goats  would  be  a«  wild  in  »o 
much  oompd»,  a3  if  th<ry  had  had  the  whole  island ;  and  1  should 
)l£ve  !*D  mutli  room  to  duLtJe  ihem  iit^  ihat  I  should  never  aildi 
them. 

My  hedge  was  began  sud  eirried  on,  i  believe,  about  fifty 
jrxnla^  when  thbi  rhought  occurred  lo  me ;  so  I  jireMrntly  slopped 
ihort,  and  for  the  first  beginninf)  I  resolved  to  enclose  a  piece  of 
about  150  y^rds  in  length,  and  100  yards  In  breadth,  which  as 
if  would  nuintain  as  many  as  I  should  have  in  any  i^asotiablv 
tifne.  to,  9S  my  flock  iirdvascd^  I  could  add  more  ground  to  my 
cndotfure. 

This  was  AcHng  with  wmc  prudence,  arvd  I  went  to  ^"ork  with 
Goungc.  I  was  ahoui  three  months  hedging  in  the  first  piece; 
aad^  dil  I  had  done  it,  I  tethered  the  three  kick  in  the  best  part 
of  itt  and  UMd  them  to  feed  as  near  mc  -ts  potable,  to  make 
tbcm  famiiiar;  and  vciy  often  I  would  go  and  carry  them  some 
ears  of  hirley,  or  a  handful  of  rice,  and  fetti  ihcni  out  of  my 
hand;  «o  that  after  my  enclosure  was  finished,  and  1  let  them 
loose,  ihcy  would  foJow  me  up  and  down,  bkatijig  after  me  for 
a  hwulfitl  uT  com. 

This  answered  ray  end,  and  in  about  a  year  and  n  half  I  had 
a  flock  of  about  twelve  goats,  kids  and  all ;  and  tn  two  yeara 
more  I  had  thrce-and-forty,  lx:sidcd  several  that  I  look  and  killed 
for  m>'  food;  and  after  th^t  I  enclosed  five  several  pieces  of 
ground  lo  feed  them  in,  with  little  pens  to  drive  them  into,  to 
tsfcc  them  as  I  wanted  them ;  and  gates  out  of  one  piece  of 
gnKind  into  anociicr. 

But  this  was  not  all ;  for  now  I  not  only  had  goarVfleah  to 
Itcd  on  when  I  plcasecl,  but  milk  too,  a  thing  \-'h\ch  xtnisxA.  v\ 
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ty  beginning  I  did  not  so  much  as  think  of,  and  wluch^  when 

came  into  my  thoughts^  vv-as  really  an  agreeable  surprise;  for 

fw  I  set  up  my  dairy,  and  had  sometimes  a  gallon  or  two  of 

lie  in  a  day.     And  as  Nature,  who  gives  supplies  of  food  to 

[very  creature,  dictates  even  naturally  how  to  make  use  of  it,  so 

L  that  had  never  milked  a  cow,  much  less  a  goat,  or  seen  butter  or 

[hc^e  made,  very  readily  and  handily,  though  after  a  great  many 

*ssays  and  miscarriages,  made  me  both  butter  and  cheese  at  last, 

id  never  wanted  it  afterwards. 

How  mercifully  can  our  great  Crearor  treat  his  creatures,  even 
those  conditions  in  which  they  seemed  to  be  overwhelmed  in 
icstruction  !  How  can  he  sweeten  the  bitterest  providences,  and 
jLve  us  cause  to  praise  him  for  dungeons  and  prisons !  What  a 
able  was  here  spread  for  me  in  a  wilderness,  where  1  saw  nothing 
tt  first  bur  to  perish  for  hunger! 

It  would  have  made  a  stoic  smile,  to  have  seen  me  and  my  little 
[amily  sit  down  to  dinner ;  there  was  my  majesty,  the  prince  and 
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to  shoot  them,  and  ditl  kill  2  j^reit  many ;  at  Icngch  they 
c  with  this  attetidaiice,  and  in  this  plentiml  manrurr  f  liv<:d ; 
oodd  1  be  said  to  wiitt  any  tMi^g  but  socicCyi  and  of  chat. 
in  some  time  after  thi«,  I  was  like*  Fo  havr  too  irnich. 

1  was  9omething  [inpatient^  as  1  have  obscrvi^i,  to  have  the  use 
of  my  boatt  though  very  loth  to  run  any  more  hazard:  and 
thcTtferc  K>m<:rimc«  I  sat  coninviiig  ways  to  get  her  about  the 
bhnd,  and  ar  other  limes  I  sat  myself  down  coniented  enough 
trttbout  her.  But  1  hid  a  strange  uneasiness  in  my  mind  to  go 
down  to  the  pomt  of  the  island,  when:,  as  1  have  said  in  my  last 
ramble,  I  went  up  the  hill  Tu  see  huw  the  ?ihore  lay*  and  how  the 
ciirreni  set,  that  1  might  see  what  I  had  10  do:  this  inclination 
iacrcascd  u(.>on  me  cvcr\'  day ;  and  at  length  I  resolved  to  travel 
thitbcr  by  land,  and  followii^g  the  edge  of  the  shore»  I  did  so: 
but  had  any  one  !n  Etglavd  been  to  meet  such  a  m^in  xt  I  w»h, 
h  must  either  have  frighted  them,  or  raised  a  f*reat  deal  of  laugh- 
ter ;  and  as  1  ftrqucntly  stood  still  to  I<x>k  at  myself,  1  could  not 
but  tmile  at  the  notion  of  my  travelling  through  Torkshir^  with 
such  an  equipage,  and  in  fuch  a  dress.  Be  pleased  to  cake  a 
sketch  of  my  figure,  :a  follows : 

1  had  a  great  high  shapeless  cap^  made  of  goat's-flkin,  with  1 
flap  han^ng  down  behintU  ^  ^vell  to  keep  the  sun  from  n>c,  aa 
to  ihoot  the  rain  off*  frum  rurming  into  my  neck  ;  nothing  being 
ao  hurtJuJ  in  these  climatcSj  as  the  rain  upon  the  flesh  utKler  the 

I      I  had  a  ahurt  jacket  of  goatVskin,  the  skirts  coming  down  to 
I  about   the   middle  of  my  thighs :    and  a  pair  of  open-kneed 
I^BFhca  of  the  some :  the  breeches  were  made  of  the  skin  of  an 
IBw-^M/t  who0C  hair  hung  down  such  a  length  om  either  side, 
that,  like  ^oMlalamjt  ii  reache^l  to  tlie  mtddic  of  my  kgs*    Stock- 
tags  and  shoes  I  had  none ;  but  I  made  mc  a  pair  of  somechin^, 
J  scarce  know  what  to  call  thcn^  like  buskins^  to  Hap  over  my 
^^  and  lace  on  cither  side  like  spatterdashes ;  but  of  a  ou^sc 
^^^xfouM siupc,  Msind^  were  aU  the  rc&t  o( rrw  daiitev 
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1  had  on  a  broad  belt  of  goatVskin  dried,  which  I  drew 
>gcther  with  two  thongs  of  the  same,  instead  of  buckles;  and 

a  kind  of  Crog  on  either  side  of  this,  instead  of  a  sword  and 

agger,  himg  a  little  saw  and  halchet;  one  on  one  side,  one  on 

ic  other:  J  had  another  belt  not  so  broad,  and  fastened  in  the 

mc  manner,  which  hung  over  my  shoulder;  and  at  the  end  of 

under  my  \iift  arm,  hung  two  pouches,  both  made  of  goat's- 
:in  too;  in  one  of  which  hung  my  powder,  in  the  other  my 
lot :  at  my  back  1  carried  my  basket,  on  my  shoulder  my  gun, 
id  over  my  head  a  great  clumsy  ugly  goat's-skin  umbrella,  but 
'hich,  after  all,  was  the  most  necessary  thing  I  had  about  me, 
|ext  to  my  gun  :  as  for  my  face,  the  colour  of  it  was  really  not 

Muiaita  like,  as  one  might  expect  from  a  man  not  at  all  care- 
.il  of  it,  and  living  within  nine  or  ten  degrees  of  the  equinox. 

.y  beard  I  had  once  suffered  to  grow  till  it  was  about  a  quarter 

a  yard  long  ;  but  as  I  had  both  scissars  and  razors  sufficient, 

had  cut  it  pretty  short,  except  what  grew  on  my  upper  lip. 
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my  hcaXf  as  I  sakl  above,  I  wa«  surprisni  to  sec  the  sea  all  smooth 
aful  quid ;  no  rippling,  no  moiion,  no  cunxrnt,  any  more  there 
dtui  in  other  pUccs* 

I  wu  zt  a  ^tniiigc  low  to  iiniUrntincl  this,  itrd  resolved  to 
spend  some  dmc  tn  the  ob«er\'in^  of  it,  to  see  if  nothing  from 
Ac  sets  of  the  tide  hid  occasioned  it ;  but  ]  vi:x&  pre:tently  con- 
vinced how  it  was;  viz-  that  the  tide  of  ebb  Kiting  fmm  the 
wtjf,  stnd  joitiing  with  the  current  of  waters  from  some  great 
river  on  the  shore,  must  be  the  occa-sion  of  this  current ;  and  that 
according  a5  the  wind  blew  more  forcibly  from  the  w€tf,  or  from 
the  JW^Mt  ihts  current  auT)c  ric-arcr,  or  vh  rf it  f;iri  her  fmin  r  he  sixire  ; 
lor,  waiting  thereabouts  rill  cvcningj  i  went  up  to  the  rock  again, 
then  the  tide  of  ebb  being  made,  I  plainly  saw  the  current 

in  as  before,  only  that  it  rsn  faither  off,  being  near  half  a 
teigue  from  the  shore  ;  whereas  in  my  case,  it  set  clow  upon  the 
diore.  ond  hurried  mc  and  my  caitct  along  with  it,  which  at 
aaocher  time  it  would  not  have  done. 

This  observaEion  a>t)vinced  me»  that  I  had  nothing  to  do  but 
to  observe  the  ebbing  and  the  flowing  of  the  tide,  and  I  might 
very  cuily  bring  my  boat  about  the  bland  again :  but  when  1 
began  to  think  of  purling  it  tn  pnctxe,  I  h^  ftuch  a  terror  upon 
my  Jpirits  at  the  remcmbnu^cc  of  ihc  d^mger  I  hatl  licen  in,  that 
I  could  not  think  of  it  again  with  any  patienoe ;  but  on  the  con- 
dity,  1  took  up  another  resolution,  which  was  more  safe,  though 
laborious  ;  and  f)its  waji,  th^tl  I  would  build,  or  mtl^r  make 
flnotber  pfriagua^  or  tan^ ;  and  so  have  one  for  one  side  of 
the  Inland,  and  one  for  the  other. 

You  are  to  understand,  that  now  I  had,  as  1  may  call  it,  two 
pbuitadom  in  the  island  ;  one  my  little  forrification  or  tent,  with 
the  wall  about  it  under  the  rock,  with  the  cave  behind  me,  which 
by  this  tinK  I  had  enUigcd  into  several  apirtmcnts  or  caves,  one 
within  anocher.  One  of  these,  which  was  the  dric&t  and  lirgest, 
and  had  a  door  yd  beyoitd  my  wall  or  foruEiciuoni  ^cox  'xi  ^ 
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ly,  beyond  where  my  wall  joined  to  the  rock,  was  all  filled  tip 
'irh  large  earthen  pots,  of  which  I  have  given  an  account,  and 
■"ith  fourteen  or  fifteen  great  baskets,  which  would  hold  five  or 
ix  bushels  each,  where  I  laid  up  my  stores  of  provision^  espc- 
ialJy  my  corn,  some  in  the  ear  cut  off  short  from  the  straw,  and 
le  other  rubbed  out  with  my  hands. 

As  for  my  wall,  made  as  btfarey  with  long  stakes  or  piles, 
lose  piles  ~grew  all  like  trees,  and  were  by  this  time  grown  so 
lig,  and  spread  so  very  much,  that  there  was  not  the  lease  appear- 
ice,  to  any  one's  view,  of  any  habitjition  behind  them. 

Near  this  dwelling  of  mine,  but  a  little  farther  within  the  land, 
id  upon  lower  ground,  lay  my  two  pieces  of  com  ground; 
'hich  I  kept  duly  cultivated  and  sowed,  and  which  duly  yielded 
ic  their  harvest  in  its  season ;  and  whenever  1  had  occasion  for 
lofk:  corn,  I  had  more  land  adjoining  as  fit  as  that> 

Besidesjhis^I-had-Qiy. country-seat,  and  1  had  now  a  tolerable 

ntation  there  also ;  for  firat-y  I  had  my  little  bower,  as  I  called 
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s]rj  my  goats :  snd  as  I  hid  taken  an  inconcciTablEr  dcsl  of  pains 
to  icncc  aod  enclose  this  groimdj  I  was  so  uiicasy  to  ace  it  kept 
entire,  test  the  go«ts  should  break  through,  that  1  never  left  off, 
dli  with  infinite  bbour  I  h^  xiuck  the  out^dc  of  the  hedge  so 
f\i!U  of  small  stakes,  and  so  near  to  one  ^mother,  chat  it  was  rather 
a  pale  chaji  a  htrdge,  and  there  was  acarce  room  to  put  a  hand 
through  between  them,  which  aftcTwarda,  when  those  stakes  grew, 
M  they  tU  did  in  the  next  rainy  seascwi,  made  the  cndoaurc 
strong,  like  a  wall,  indeed  stronger  than  any  walL 

This  will  testify  (or  me  that  I  was  not  idle,  and  that  1  spared 
no  p^na  to  bring  to  pais  whatever  appeared  ncccssar)'  for  my 
cooifbrtable  support ;  for  I  considered  the  keeping  up  a  breed  of 
wne  ereatnres  thus  at  my  hand,  would  be  a  living  magazine  of 
flc»-H,  milk,  butter,  and  cheese,  for  mc»  as  king  as  I  lived  in  the 
pUcTi  if  it  were  to  be  Ibrty  years ;  and  that  keeping  cheni  in  my 
rfsch,  depended  entirely  upon  my  perfecting  my  cncWures  to 
such  a  degree  that  1  might  be  sure  of  keeping  them  together; 
which  hy  this  mctHwJ  indeed  I  $o  etTcctually  ifccurcd,  that  whai 
thcK  little  stakes  began  to  grow,  ]  had  planted  them  so  very 
thtcfcj  I  was  forced  to  pull  some  of  them  up  again. 

In  this  place  also  1  had  my  grapes  growing,  which  1  principally 
depended  on  for  my  winter  ^rore  of  raisins,  and  which  I  never 
fiulcd  to  preserve  very  carefully,  as  the  best,  and  most  agreeable 
datnty  of  my  whole  diet ;  ajid  indeed  they  were  not  only  agree- 
able, but  physical,  wholesome,  noufbliivig,  and  refreshing  to  die 
last  degree. 

As  this  was  also  about  half  way  between  my  other  habitation 
and  the  place  where  I  had  laid  up  my  boar,  I  generally  staid  and 
Iqr  here  in  my  way  thither;  for  I  iiwrd  frequently  tii  visit  my 
boat,  and  I  kept  all  things  about  or  belonging  to  her  in  very 
good  order :  sometimes  I  went  out  in  her  to  divert  myself*  but 
no  more  hazardous  voyages  would  I  go,  nor  scarce  ever  above  a 
ttone's  ctvt  or  two  from  the  shore,  1  waa  so  v^v^c^x^>i^  ^- 
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»eing  hurried  out  of  my  knowledge  again  by  the  currents,  or 
'inds,  or  any  other  accident.     But  now  I  come  to  a  new  scene 
my  life- 
It  happened  one  day  about  noon,  going  towards  my  boat,  I 
'as  exceedingly  surprised  with  the  print  of  a  man's  naked  foot 
m  the  shore,  which  was  very  plain  to  be  seen  in  the  sand,     J 
rood  like  ore  thunderstruck,  or  as  if  J  had  seen  an  apparition, 
listened,  J  looked  round  me,  1  could  hear  nothing,  nor  see  any 
Ihing ;  1  went  up  to  a  rising  ground  to  look  farther.     I  went  up 
|hc  shore,  and  down  the  shore,  but  it  was  all  one,  I  could  sec  no 
»ther  impression  bur  that  one,     I  went  to  it  again  to  see  if  there 
'ere  any  more,  and  to  observe  if  it  might  not  be  my  fancy,  but 
icrc  was  no  room  for  that,  for  there  was  exactly  the  very  print 
if  a  foot,  toes,  heel,  and  every  part  of  a  foot :  how  it  came  thither 
knew  not,  nor  could  in  the  least  imagine.     But  after  innume- 
iblc  fluttering  thoughts,  like  a  man  perfectly  confused,  and  out 
came  home  to  mv  fortification,  not  feeling,  as  we 
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tlung  contrary  to  the  nntiTrr  of  such  things,  and  especially  to  the 
ustol  practice  of  all  creatures  in  fe^^,  But  ]  was  eo  cmbarmssied 
with  my  own  fnghrful  ideas  of  the  thing,  that  I  formed  nothing 
but  dronal  imaginations  to  myself,  even  though  I  vj»  miw  ;i 
great  way  off  tc.  Sometimes  1  fancied  it  mtist  be  the  devil  ; 
and  roson  joined  in  withme-upoai  this  «uppocition.  For  how 
should  any  otivcr  thing_  in  huniau  shape  come  into  the  place? 
Where  was  the  vessel  that  brought  them  ?  What  marks  were 
there  of  any  other  footsteps  ?  Ard  how  was  it  possible  a  man 
should  come  there?  But  then  to  think  chat  Satdn  should  take 
human  shjipe  upon  him  in  such  a  place,  where  there  could  be  no 
manner  of  occasion  for  it,  but  to  leave  the  print  of  his  foot 
bcMiK]  him>  and  that  even  for  no  purpose  too  (for  he  could  not 
be  sure  1  should  sec  it),  this  was  an  amazement  the  other  way, 
I  considerrd  that  the  devil  might  ^ave  found  oiit  abundance  of 
other  ways  to  have  terrified  me,  than  this  of  the  single  print  of 
a  foot.  That  as  1  lived  quite  on  the  other  stdc  of  the  island)  he 
would  never  have  liceii  so  sijnpk  to  leave  a  mark  in  a  pUcc 
where  it  was  ten  thousand  to  one  whedier  1  should  ever  see  tr  or 
flat;  and  in  the  sand  too,  which  the  first  sui^  of  the  sea  upon 
ft  Ittgh  wind  would  have  dciiced  entirely.  All  this  itccmed  in- 
consistent  with  the  thing  irsclf,  and  with  aU  notions  we  ustiaDy 
cjitertain  of  the  3ubtkt>-  of  the  dc\-iL 

Abundance  of  such  things  as  these  assisted  to  argue  mc  out  of 
all  apprehensions  of  its  being  the  devil.  Attd  I  prcscndy  con- 
dodod  that  it  m\m  be  sosne  more  daj^erous  creature ;  I'iz.  That 
it  must  be  some  of  the  savages  of  the  main  land  over  against  me, 
who  had  wandered  out  to  sea  in  their  rtfiiwj,  and,  cither  driven 
by  the  currents,  or  by  contrary  winds,  had  made  the  island ;  and 
had  liecn  on  shore,  but  were  gone  away  again  to  sea,  being  a$ 
k>lh,  perhaps,  to  have  staid  in  this  desolate  island*  as  1  wouU 
have  been  w  have  had  them. 

While  these  trSecthits  UTjr  rolling  upon  m^  irmiA  'wiavtr^ 
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inktu!  in  my  thought,  that  I  was  so  happy  as  not  to  be  there- 
luuis  at  that  time,  ur  that  they  did  not  sec  my  boit,  by  which 
icy  would  have  concluded,  that  some  inhabitants  had  been  in 
[e  place,  and  perhaps  have  searched  farther  for  me.     Then  ter- 

lie  thoughts  racked  my  imaginations  about  their  having  found 
boat,   and  that  there  were  people  here;   and  that  if  so,  I 
lould  certainly  have  them  come  again  in  greater  numbers,  and 

vour  me  ;  that  if  it  should  happen  so  that  they  shotdd  not  find 

;,  yet  they  would  find  my  enclosure,  destroy  all  my  corn,  carry 
Lay  all  my  flock  of  tame  goats,  and  I  should  perish  at  last  for 

■re  want. 

Ihua  ^v^y-f*^i^r  hani'ihffi  g]!  my  religious  hope  :  all  that^  former 
[ntidcnce  in  Goiuwhich  was  founded  upon  such  wonderful  es- 
■rienee  as  1  had  had  of  his  goodness,  now  vanished  ;  ;ls  if  he 
|at  had  fed  me  by  miracle  hitherto,  could  not  preserve  by  his 
jwcr  the  provision  which  he  had  made  for  me  by  his  goodness. 
)roached  mvself  with  mv  easiness,  that  would  not  sow 
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one  whom  Hcivcn  thought  not  worthy  to  be  numbered  among 
the  livifig,  or  to  appe;tr  itrTion^  fhcr  rtr^t  o(  hin  cnMtLfTC«  ;  that  tO 
htve  seen  one  of  my  own  species,  would  have  seemed  to  mc  a 
nismg  me  from  dcsth  to  life,  and  the  greatest  blessing  that 
Mcaven  itvlf,  neict  to  the  supreme  Messing  of  ^Viuiori,  rould 
bcsrow ;  y  r/ty^  thai  I  should  row  trcmhlc  it  fhr  very*  apprehen- 
sions of  seeing  a  man,  and  was  ready  to  sink  into  the  ground,  M 
but  the  shadow,  or  silent  appcanncc  oF  n  man's  h3\-tng  set  his 
focfc  on  the  island  I 

Such  is  the  uneven  state  of  hufnan  life ;  and  it  aAbrdcd  me  a 
great  many  ctirious  speculations  afterwards^  when  (  had  a  little 
ircovcred  my  first  surprise.  I  considcnsd  that  thi«  was  the 
sanon  of  life  the  infinitely  wise  and  good  pfxividence  of  Goo 
had  determined  for  me;  that  as  I  could  not  foresee  what  the 
ends  of  divine  wisdom  rught  be  in  all  this,  so  1  was  not  to  dis- 
pQtc  his  flovercignty,  who,  a^  I  wav  his  crrature,  h^id  an  undoubted 
right,  by  creation,  to  govern  ;tnd  dispose  of  me  absolutely  as  he 
thought  fit ;  and  who,  as  I  was  a  creature  who  had  offtndcd  himi 
had  Ekewtvr  ;t  jukiiciil  r^hl  lu  ctHulcinn  vk  Io  what  punishment 
he  thought  fit ;  and  that  it  was  my  part  to  submit  to  bear  his 
Indtgnadon,  because  1  had  sinned  against  him. 

I  then  reflected  that  Goo,  who  was  ivoi  only  r^hteous,  but 
omntpotrnl^  as  he  had  thought  fit  thus  to  punish  and  afflict  me, 
so  he  was  able  to  delK-er  me ;  that  if  he  did  not  think  fit  to  do 
ft,  it  wfts  my  unqucstionod  duty  to  resign  myself  alisolutdy  and 
cnttrdy  to  his  will.  And,  on  the  other  hmd,  it  was  my  duty 
iko  CD  hope  in  him,  pray  to  him,  and  quicdy  to  attend  the  (fic- 
XBtts  and  directions  of  hi«  daily  providence. 

These  thoughts  took  me  up  many  hours^  days,  nay,  I  may 
weeks  and  mnn:h>i ;  and  iinc?  pari ii.  ubr  elTrxt  iif  my  cogira^ 
on  tlus  occasion  I  cannot  ofnit;  viz.  one  monur^  early, 
tfiag  in  my  bodt  and  filled  with  thoughts  about  my  dar\ger  frotti 
the  j^ipcarance  of  sar^gcs,  I  ibuiid  it  discompowd  mc  vepj  TCv\i£t^\ 
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[pon  which  those  words  of  the  scripture  came  into  my  thoughts, 

hI  upon  m€  in  the  day  of  (rQuhky  and  1  will  deliver  thee,  and 

101/  sitalt  glorify  me. 

Upon  rhiSj  rising  cheerfully  out  of  my  bed,  my  heart  -wus  not 

Irily  comforted,  but  J  was  guided  and  encouraged  to  pray  ear- 

tstly  to  God  for  deliverance.    When  J  had  done  praying,  I  took 

my  biblcj  and  opening  it  to  read,  the  first  words  that  pre^ 

■nted  to  me,  were,  IP^at't  on  the  Lord,  and  be  of  pod  cheer,  and 

sliall  strengthen  thy  heart :    wait,  J  say^  on  the  Lord.      It  is 

ipossible  to  express  the  comfort  this  gave  me;  and  in  return, 

thcinkfully  laid  down  the  book,  and  was  no  more  sad^  at  least, 

lot  on  that  occasion. 

In  the  middle  of  these  cogitations^  apprehensions,  and  reflcc- 

lons,  it  came  into  my  thoughts  one  day,  that  all  this  might  be 

mere  chimera  of  my  own,  and  that  this  foot  might  be  the  print 

my  own  foot,  when  1  came  on  shore  from  my  boat-     This 

persuade  mvself  it 
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Heartening  mysetf  ihercTore  with  the  belief^  diat  this  was 
noting  but  the  print  of  ore  of  my  own  feet,  (and  5o  I  might 
be  truly  nid  to  start  at  my  own  shadow)^  I  began  to  go  abroad 
igam,  and  went  to  my  country-houvr  lo  milk  my  flock ;  but  to 
see  with  what  fear  I  went  forwaixl,  how  often  [  looked  behind 
me,  bow  I  was  rcadyt  every  now  and  thcn>  to  lay  down  my 
basket,  aj\d  run  for  my  life ;  it  would  have  made  any  one  have 
thought  1  was  haunted  with  an  evil  conscience,  or  that  I  hatl  been 
latdy  most  terribly  frighted;  and  so  indeed  I  had. 

However,  as  I  went  down  thia  two  or  three  days,  and  having 
seen  rorhirigr  I  began  to  be  a  licilc  bolder,  ai^  lo  think  there 
wn  rcaJly  nothing  in  it  but  my  own  imagination ;  but  I  could 
not  pcraiadc  myself  fully  of  this,  till  I  should  go  down  to  the 
shore  again,  and  sec  this  print  of  a  foot,  and  measure  It  by  my 
own,  and  sec  if  there  was  any  similitude  or  fitness,  that  I  might  be 
aantreditwasmyown  foot.  But  wbcnl  cametotheptacc,/fi/,  it 
appeared  evidently  to  me,  that  when  I  Iflid  up  my  boat,  I  could 
not  pooaibly  be  on  shoir  any  whc-nr  ihereabout^.  Sftwuily,  when 
]  cone  to  measure  the  mark  with  my  own  foot,  I  found  my  foot 
MC  90  large  by  a  great  deal.  Both  these  things  filled  my  head 
with  new  imaginations^  and  gave  me  the  vapours  ag^n  to  the 
highest  degree ;  so  that  I  shook  with  cold,  like  oik  in  an  ague, 
ittd  J  went  home  again,  filled  with  the  belief  that  some  man  or 
ftico  had  been  on  shore  there;  or»  in  short,  that  the  island  was 
inhabited,  and  [  might  lie  4;urj>rv4cd  iiefure  1  was  aware;  and 
what  courdc  to  take  for  my  security,  I  knew  not. 

O  what  ridiculous  resolutions  men  take,  when  possessed  with 
bart  it  deprives  them  of  the  use  of  those  means  which  reason 
cSen  for  tbrir  frlieT  The  fir«  thing  I  propowd  to  mywif  was, 
^'i  throw  down  my  enclosures,  an<l  turn  all  my  t:tme  cattle  wikl 
c:d  the  woods*  that  the  enemy  might  not  find  them,  and  then 
h^Qcnt  the  island  in  prospect  of  the  same,  or  the  like  boot^  \ 
iWn  to  the  sim/Je  thing  of  digging  up  my  two  cotu-fe^4iv^i^^v 
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ley  might  not  find  such  a  grain  there,  and  still  to  be  prompted 
frequent  the  island ;  then  to  demolish  my  bower  and  tent, 

at  they   might  not  sec  any  vestiges  of  my  habitation,  and  be 
rompted  ro  look  farther,  in  order  to  find  out  the  persons  in- 
abiting. 
These  were  the  subjects  of  the  first  night's  cogitation,  after 

was  come  home  againj  while  the  apprehensions  which  had  so 
vcr-run  my  mind  were  fresh  upon  mc,  and  my  hejid  was  full 
f  vapours,  as  above*  Thus  fear  of  danger  is  ten  thousand  times 
sore  terrifying  than  danger  itself,  when  apparent  to  the  eycsi 
nd  we  find  the  burden  of  anxiety  greater  by  much  than  the  evil 

hich  we  are  anxious  about ;  but,  which  was  worse  than  all  this, 

had  not  that  relief  in  this  trouble  from  the  resignation  I  used  to 
ractise  that  I  hoped  to  have.  I  looked,  I  thought,  like  Saul^ 
'ho  complained  not  on!y  that  the  PhiUsrtJtfs  were  upran  him,  but 
:lu  God  had  forsaken  him;  for  I  did  not  now  take  due  ways 
com  I 
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'I'hat  I  had  lived  here  fifteen  years  now,  and  had  not  mcc  with 

hbe  least  shallow  or  figutc  of  su^y  payp\e  before;  and  thsit  if  ai 

jmy  dme  they  should  be  driven  hctc»  it  was  prcbible  they  went 

ftwsy  again  as  eoon  as  ever  they  could,  seeing  they  had  never 

thou^t  fit  to  fix  there  upon  any  occasion,  to  this  time. 

That  the  mrwt  I  coiiKl  Miggrst  any  dangrr  from,  wit's,  from 
Any  £ucK  ca^^al  accidental  laiufing  of  etnggUng  people  from  the 
jniin,  who,  as  it  ^-aa  likely,  if  they  were  driven  hicher>  were. 
licrc  against  their  wllk;  no  they  made  no  st;iy  tictc,  btit  went  off 
ligaia  with  zU  possible  speed,  seldom  sta^ng  one  right  on  shore, 
lest  they  should  not  have  the  help  of  the  tides  and  day-Iight  back 
■gun ;  and  chat  therefore  I  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  consider 
EpT  some  s^k  ictrcat,  in  ca$c  I  shouLl  sec  any  ^vages  land  upon 
Mietpot. 

I  Now  I  began  5cvdy  to  repent  that  1  bad  dug  my  cave  50  large* 
IS  to  bring  «  door  through  again,  which  door»  as  1  saidj  came 
D\it  beyond  where  my  fortification  joined  to  the  rock.  Upon 
tnaiurety  considering  this,  therefore,  I  resolved  to  draw  me  a 
Kcond  fortification,  in  the  manner  of  a  semicircle,  at  a  distance 
my  wall,  just  where  I  hul  pl^inied  a  double  row  of  Ircca 
bout  twelve  yean  before,  of  which  I  made  mention :  these 
having  been  planted  so  thick  befon*,  there  wanted  but  a 
pilca  to  be  driven  between  them,  tliai  Ehcy  should  be  thicker 
ttronger,  and  my  «-all  would  be  soon  finished. 
So  that  I  had  now  a  double  wall,  and  my  outer  wall  was 
ened  with  pieces  of  timber,  old  cables,  and  ocrv  thing  I 
chink  of  to  make  it  Mrong ;  having  in  it  seven  little  holcs^ 
c  as  big  as  J  might  put  my  arm  out  at.  In  the  innde  of 
I  thickened  my  wall  co  at>out  ten  feet  thick»  contmuallf 
ringiiig  earth  out  of  my  cave,  and  laying  it  at  the  foot  of  the 
iril,  and  walking  upon  ii ;  and  through  the  seven  holes  I  coiK 
bivtd  to  pbnt  the  mtskets;  of  which  1  took  notice  that  I  got 
uten  on  shore  out  of  the  ship  i  these,  I  say,  I  p\antc4  \\Vjt  twj 
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:aiinonj  and  fitted  them  into  frames  that  held  them  like  a  carriage^ 
:hat  so  I  could  fire  all  the  seven  guns  in  two  minuCes  time:  thii 
'all  I  was  many  a  weary  month  in  finishing,  and  yet  never 
thought  myself  safe  till  it  was  done, 

Wht-n  this  was  done,  I  stuck  all  the  ground  without  my  wall^ 
for  a  great  way  every  way,  as  full  wirh  stakes  or  sticks  of  the 
jjfVr-like  wood,  which  I  found  so  apt  to  grow,  as  they  could  well 
itand ;  insomuch  that  I  believe  I  might  set  in  near  twenty  thou- 
md  of  rhem,  leaving  a  pretty  large  space  between  ihcm  and  my 
'allj  that  I  might  have  nx>m  to  see  an  enemy,  and  they  might 
tave  no  shelter  from  the  young  trees,  if  they  attempted  to  ap- 
iroach  my  outer  wall* 

Thus  In  two  years  lime  1  had  a  thick  grove;  and  in  five  or 

iix  years  time  I  had  a  wood  before  my  dwelling,  grown  so  mon- 

itrous  thick  and  strong,  that  it  was  indeed  perfectly  impassable; 

md  no  man  of  what  kind  soever  would  ever  imagine  that  there 

'as  any  thing  beyond  it^  much  less  a  habitation :  as  for  the  way 
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rang  ificr  the  wild  ones ;  ami  I  was  loth  to  low  the  advuitagc 
of  tfaem,  Mid  to  have  them  idi  to  nufsc  up  over  &gaio. 

7o  this  purpcMC,  iftcr  long  consideration,  I  could  think  but 
of  two  ways  to  preserve  thctii :  one  was  to  find  BnothcT  conv^ 
nient  place  to  dig  a  cave  under  grouTid,  and  to  drivr  them  into  it 
every  night ;  and  the  other  was  to  cjkIo^  two  or  three  little  bits 
of  Und,  irmotr  from  one  another,  and  m  mttch  conccakd  si  I 
could,  where  I  might  keep  about  half  a  dozen  young  goars  in 
each  place;  so  that  if  any  disaster  happened  to  the  Rock  tn 
gcncral>  1  might  be  able  to  raix  chcm  again  with  Jittic  trouble 
and  rime ;  and  this,  though  it  would  require  a  great  dc^  of  time 
ud  labour,  I  thought  was  the  irovt  rational  design. 

Accordingly  I  spent  some  time  to  f  nd  out  the  mos?  retired 
parts  of  the  island ;  and  1  pitched  upon  one,  which  was  as  private 
radeed  ^%  my  heart  uiuk)  wish ;  for  it  wx^  a  little  damp  piece 
of  ground  in  the  middle  of  the  hollow  and  thick  woods,  wherci 
m  is  obaetYcd,  I  almost  k»t  myself  once  before,  endeavouring  to 
tODC  back  that  way  fnim  the  eastern  pan  of  tJic  island  :  here  I 
baad  n  clear  [^ecc  of  land,  near  three  acres,  so  surrounded  with 
•Dodi  that  it  was  almost  an  enclosure  by  nature;  at  least  it  did 
tot  want  near  so  much  labour  to  tnakc  it  so,  as  the  other  pcccs 
Wpoond  1  had  worked  so  hard  at. 

I  nunediateiy  went  to  work  vnth  this  piece  of  ground,  and  in 
im  than  a  month's  dmc  I  had  so  faiccd  it  round,  that  my  flock 
orhcfdt  call  it  which  you  please,  which  were  not  so  wild  now  as 
»  Gnt  they  might  be  supposed  to  be,  were  well  enough  secured 
Bi  it*  So  without  any  farther  delay^  I  retnored  ten  she-goats 
nd  two  he-goats  to  this  piece ;  and  when  their,  I  continued  to 
pnftct  the  fcncr,  till  I  hatl  niailc  it  at  KMritrv  as  the  ocher,  whfch| 
honcvcr,  I  did  at  mote  leisure,  and  it  took  me  up  more  time  by 
ifTcat  deal. 
^^All  this  labour  I  was  at  the  expense  of,  purely  fnwn  m^  a^tf^rc- 
^^bjbos  or  thr  *mwnr  of  the  print  of  a  man*s  foot  vVicYv  \  VaA. 
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for  as  yet,  I  never  saw  any  human  creature  cofnr  near  the 
land;  and  I  had  now  lived  two  years  under  these  uneasinesses, 

hich  indeed  made  my  life  much  less  comfortable  than  it  was 
cforc ;  as  may  well  be  imagined,  hy  any  who  know  what  it  is 

live  in  the  constant  snare  oi  the  fear  of  mam  and  this  I  must 
bserve  with  grief  too,  that  the  discomposure  of  my  mind  had 
oo  great  impressions  also  upon  the  religious  part  of  my  thoughts ; 
or  the  dread  and  terror  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  savages  and 
annibals  lay  so  upon  my  spiricSj  that  1  seldom  found  myself  in 

due  temper  for  application  to  my  Makers  at  least,  not  with 
he  sedate  calmness  and  resignation  of  soul  which  1  was  wont  to 
o.  I  rather  prayed  to  God  as  under  great  affliction  and  pressure 
f  mind,  surrounded  with  danger,  and  in  expectation  every  nighc 
f  being  murdered  and  devoured  before  the  morning  ;    and  I 

ust  testify  from  my  experience,  that  a  temper  of  peace,  thanlt- 
ulnesB,  love  and  afFection,  is  much  more  the  proper  frame  for 
rayer  than  that  of  terror  and  discomposure ;  and  that  under  the 
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xblc  to  look  smj'  lox^cr:  whnhcr  \i  was  r  boAt^  or  not,  I  do  f\ot 
know ;  but  as  I  descended  from  chc  hill,  I  couJd  sec  no  more  of 
ttt  so  1  gave  it  over  i  only  1  resolved  to  go  no  more  without  a 
perspective  glass  in  my  pecker. 

Whm  I  W4S  come  (lown  the  hill,  to  the  end  of  the  island, 
where  indeed  Z  had  never  Ixcn  before,  1  was  presently  convinecd, 
that  the  Arcing  the  print  of  a  nun't  Toot,  was  nor  such  a  strai^e 
ihn^  in  the  isUnd  u  1  imagined ;  and,  but  that  it  whs  a  special 
Providence  that  I  was  case  upon  the  side  of  the  idand  where  the 
savigCA  never  came,  I  should  cosily  have  known,  thftt  nothing 
WS9  more  frequent  than  for  the  cauus  from  the  main,  when  they 
hipprncd  to  be  a  little  too  far  out  at  sea,  to  ihoot  over  to  that 
sidt  of  the  island  for  harbour ;  likewise,  as  they  often  met  and 
fbiight  in  their  caaoest  the  victors,  havii^g  taken  any  prisoners, 
would  bring  thcni  over  to  tliU  shurc,  where,  acciirJing  to  their 
drcadAil  cus.ioms,  being  all  cannihals^  they  would  kill  and  cat 
them '.  of  which  hefcaftcr. 

When  1  was  come  down  the  hill  to  the  shore,  as  I  lud  above, 
beif^  the  S.  IV.  point  of  the  l«Jamlj  ]  wa>i  ^lerfectly  confounded 
lad  mnaaed ;  nor  is  it  possible  for  me  to  eaipress  the  horror  of 
nsf  mind,  at  seeing  the  shore  spread  with  skulls,  hands,  feet,  ind 
oAcr  bones  of  human  bodies ;  and  partkularty  I  observed  a  plate 
i4ier«  there  h^id  bwii  a  fire  maJe,  and  a  circle  dug  in  the  eatth^ 
like  A  cock-pit,  where  it  is  supposed  the  savage  wretches  hid  nc 
ibwn  CD  their  inhunLan  fcastings  upon  the  bodks  of  their  feUow- 
omurcs. 

I  was  so  sstorashed  with  the  tight  of  these  things,  that  I  enter- 
tuicd  no  nodons  of  any  danger  to  myself  from  tc  for  a  k>ng 
llfcilc ;  all  my  apprehensions  were  buried  in  the  thoughts  of  such 
ipctcji  of  inhuman,  hellish  bruialiiy,  and  the  horror  of  ihe  do 
pncracT  of  human  nature-  which,  tho<tgh  I  had  beand  of  often, 
ytt  1  ikcvcT  had  so  tiear  a  view  of  before :  in  short,  I  turned  aw^ 
By  face  frt>m  the  horrid  spcctadc,  my  stomach  f^tew  iEw:V^a>\v&

was  just  at  the  point  of  fainting,  when  nature  discharged  the 
lisorcicr  from  my  stomach,  and,  having  vomited  wl^h  an  un- 
:ommon  violencej  I  was  a  little  relieved,  but  could  rot  bear  to 
[tay  in  the  place  a  moment  ^  so  I  got  me  up  the  hill  again  with 
ill  the  speed  I  could,  and  walked  on  towards  my  own  habitation. 

When  I  came  a  little  out  of  that  part  of  the  island,  I  stood 
itill  awhile  as  amazed  ;  and  then  recovering  myself,  1  looked  up 
'ith  the  utmost  affection  of  my  soul,  and,  with  a  flood  of  tears 
n  my  eyes,  gave  God  thanks,  that  had  cast  my  first  lot  in  a  part 
»f  the  world  where  1  was  distinguished  from  such  dreadfiil  crea- 
[ures  as  these ;  and  that  though  I  had  esteemed  my  present  con- 
lition  very  miserable,  had  yet  given  me  so  many  comforts  in  it, 
rhat  I  had  still  more  to  give  thanks  for  than  to  complain  of;  and 
:his  above  all,  that  1  had,  even  in  this  miserable  condition,  been 
comforted  with  the  knowledge  of  himself,  and  the  hope  of  his 
ilessing,  which  was  a  felicity  more  than  sufficiently  equivalent  to 
Jl  the  miserv  which  I  had  suffered  or  could  siifftr. 
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«WKom  of  their  deYOurini;  and  exdng  one  another  up,  that  I 
continued  pensive  and  sad,  and  kept  close  within  my  own  circle 
(or  almost  two  yon  after  this :  when  I  say  my  own  cirdc»  1 
iDCUi  by  it  my  ihrcc  plantations,  'viz-  my  easde,  my  cgimtry- 
scat,  which  J  called  my  bower,  and  my  cncloiurt  in  the  woods ; 
nor  did  I  look  after  this  for  any  o<hcr  use  than  aa  an  enclosure 
kr  my  goat«;  for  the  avereion  which  nature  gave  ti«  to  these 
helB^  wretches  was  such,  that  I  was  »  fearful  of  seeing  them  as 
of  seeing  the  devil  himself}  nor  did  I  so  much  as  go  to  l<x>k 
after  my  boat  in  all  this  time,  but  began  rather  to  think  of 
making  me  anotlier;  for  I  could  not  think  of  ever  making  any 
r  more  attempts  to  bring  the  other  boat  round  the  island  to  me, 
lest  I  should  meet  ^^ith  some  of  those  creatures  at  sea^  in  which, 
ifl  had  happened  to  have  fallen  into  their  hai>ds,  1  knew  what 
would  havr  been  my  lot. 

Time,  however,  and  the  satisfaction  I  had,  that  1  was  in  no 
danger  of  being  discovered  by  these  people,  began  to  wear  off 
my  uneasiness  about  them ;  and  I  began  to  live  just  in  the  same 
compoKtl  mariTier  as  before ;  only  with  thW  difiermce,  that  1 
used  more  caution,  and  kept  my  eyes  more  about  me  than  I  did 
befoe^  lest  I  should  happen  to  be  seen  by  nnj  of  them ;  and 
particularty,  I  was  more  cautious  of  firing  my  guti,  lest  any  of 
dicm  being  on  the  iUand  should  happm  to  hear  it;  and  it  was  thrre- 
fbrc  a  very  good  providence  to  nic,  that  1  had  furnished  myself 
with  a  tame  breed  of  goats,  that  I  hwi  no  need  to  hunt  any  more 
about  the  woods^  or  shoot  at  tbcm  ;  and  if  I  did  cstch  any  more 
of  them  after  this,  ir  was  with  traps  sik!  snarrs,  as  I  had  done 
bdbre:  so  that  for  two  years  after  this,  I  believe  I  never  fired 
Biy  gttn  once  ofTf  though  1  never  went  out  without  it ;  and, 
«hkh  was  more,  as  I  haii  %avevl  three  paxtok  out  of  the  ship,  I 
dwvys  curried  them  out  with  me^  or  at  least  two  of  them,  nick- 
ing them  in  my  gont-skin  belt.  I  likewise  furbished  up  ot\c  of 
tic  great  cutlasses  ffut  J  tud  ovt  of  the  sh'tp^  u\d  nodi-  Tc\e.  -a. 
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belt  to  put  It  in  alfiOi  to  that  I  wit  now  a  most  formidable 
fellow  to  look  at  when  1  went  abroad,  if  you  add  to  the  former 
^■description  of  myself,  the  purticular  of  two  pistob,  and  a  great 
brood-swonl  har^^in^  at  my  vJde  in  a  bcli^  but  witbout  a  ^cab- 
btfd. 

Things  going  on  thiis,  as  1  have  said*  for  some  time,  I  seemed, 
excepting  ihcsc  cautions^  to  Ijc  rtducnl  to  my  former  calmsedatc 
way  of  living;  all  thetc  things  tended  to  show  me  more  and 
more  how  far  my  condition  was  from  heing  miserable,  compared 
to  some  others ;  nay,  to  many  other  particulars  of  life,  which  ic 
might  h;ivc  |ilc;iNnl  Gou  tu  have  rnadc  my  loi.  It  put  mc  upon 
reflecting,  how  little  repitibig  there  would  be  among  mankind^  at 
any  condition  of  lifc»  if  people  would  rather  compare  their  con- 
dition with  those  that  arc  worH:,  in  order  to  be  thankful,  than 
be  always  cimip;mng  them  v^ilh  ihosr  which  are  l)c(lerj  tu  xssist 
[heir  murmuring^  and  complainings. 

As  in  my  present  condition  there  were  not  really  many  thinga 
which  1  wanted,  so  indeed  I  thought  that  the  frights  i  had  been 
in  about  thirst  Nav^igt'  wrtftchrsj  and  tht^  concern  I  had  been  in 
for  my  own  preservation,  had  lAvn  off  the  edge  of  my  inveiitMR 
for  my  own  conveniences ;  and  I  had  droi>t  a  good  design,  which 
I  had  once  bent  my  thoughts  upon ;  a:id  ihat  w<t«,  to  try  if  I 
Could  not  milcc  some  of  my  IwHcy  into  malt,  and  then  try  CO 
brew  myceJf  tome  beer:  this  was  rcaUy  a  whimsical  thoi^t, 
and  I  reproved  myteJf  often  for  the  simplicity  of  it ;  for  I  prc- 
Kntly  saw  there  would  be  the  want  of  several  things  necessary 
to  ihe  making  my  beer,  that  it  would  be  irrpos&ible  for  me  Co 
supply ;  as,  first,  casks  to  prcdcrvc  it  in,  which  was  a  thing  tbat» 
as  1  have  observed  already,  1  could  never  compa&s;  no,  though 

ClI  spent  not  many  days,  b*it  wccks^  nay  muiitlis,  in  attempting 
fh,  but  to  no  purpose.    In  the  next  place,  I  had  no  hopa  to  make 
it  ktep,  no  yenst  to  make  it  work^  no  copper  or  kettk  to  make 
it  6oU;  und  yet,  had  not  all  these  things  intervened,  I  mean  the 
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fnghts  ind  terrors  I  w&s  in  about  the  sivagcs,  I  had  uiKlcrtakcn 
it,  and  pcrhsps  brought  tt  to  psiss  too ;  for  I  seldom  gave  any 
thing  over  without  aocompliihtng  it»  when  I  once  had  it  in  my 
head  enough  to  begin  it. 

But  my  iiivmiBon  rwiw  r^n  qutfc  ajiothcr  i*ay ;  for  nighr  and  j 
day  1  could  think  of  nothing  but  how  I  might  dcseroy  some  of, 
these  monsters  in  their  cruel  bloody  cnicrtainmcnt,  &nd  tf  poesi- 
ble,  save  the  victim  they  should  bring  hither  to  destroy.     It 
wnttid  takr  xip  a  larger  volumr  than  thiv  whole  wr»r)t  U  intended 
to  be,  to  set  dovm  all  the  contrivances  I  hatched,  or  rather 
brooded  upon  In  my  thoughts,  for  the  destroying  these  creaturei,  I 
or  at  least  fnghicning  them,  so  as  to  prevent  their  coming  hither 
any  more;  but  all  was  :t!x>rtive;   nothing  could  be  piMaible  (o. 
take  ef!tct>  unless  I  was  to  be  there  to  do  it  mywif ;  and  what ' 
could  one  man  do  among  them^  when  perhaps  there  might  be 
twenty  or  thirty  of  them  t<^etbcr,  wiih  their  daits,  or  ihcir  bow* 
and  nrowsp  with  which  chey  could  shoot  as  true  to  a  mnik  as  I 
could  with  my  gun  i 

Sometimes  I  contrnxd  to  dig  a  hole  under  the  place  where 
diey  jnoiU:  their  firr,  and  put  in  five  or  six  pounds  of  gurjjKJwdcr, 
nrhich  when  they  kindled  their  fire^  would  consequently  take 
ftft,  and  Mow  up  all  that  was  nc«r  tt;  but,  as  in  the  hrst  place 
I  should  be  very  loth  to  waste  fo  much  powder  upon  them,  my 
ftort  being  now  within  the  <|uantity  of  a  baird,  so  neither  oould 
I  be  sure  of  its  going  ofi^  at  any  certain  time,  when  ir  might  sor- 
]vi>e  them ;  and.  at  best,  that  ir  would  do  little  more  thaa  just 
Uow  the  lire  about  their  ears,  and  fnghi  them,  but  norsuflScicm 
to  make  them  fort^ke  the  place;  so  I  bid  it  aside,  and  then 
ptrpoted,  that  I  would  place  myself  in  ambush,  in  some  conv^ 
nicnt  place,  with  my  three  guns  all  double  loaded,  and  in  the 
suddlc  of  tlwrir  bloody  ccremany  let  fly  at  them,  when  I  should 
he  furt  lo  kill  or  wound  perhaps  n*"o  or  three  at  every  Utot\ 
nd  then  filling  in  ujwi  them  with  my  three  p\ato\*  wA  tw^ 
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irdj  I  msdc  no  doubt  but  thatj  if  there  were  tu-cnty^  I  should 
'kill  them  lUl :  this  ^cy  pleased  my  thoughts  for  some  weeks, 
and  1  WAS  so  fuU  of  it  ih&r  I  often  drcarU  of  it ;  and  somctiiuc^, 
that  I  w%  just  going  to  let  fly  u  them  in  my  deep. 

f  v/axt  so  far  with  it  in  my  indignation,  that  I  employed 
:lf  acveril  d^ys  to  iind  out  proper  places  to  put  myself  in 

ibusotdc,  u  I  fuid,  to  WAtch  for  ihrm;  and  1  went  frci)ucnily 
to  (he  piaec  itsdf,  which  was  now  grown  rnort;  familiar  lo  mc; 
especially  while  my  mind  was  thus  Tilled  with  thoughts  of 
^pcvcngc,  and  of  a  bloody  putting  twcnt)'  or  thirty  of  them  to  the 
yvrord,  as  I  may  cnlt  it ;  but  ihc  hoiror  i  h^d  at  the  place,  and 
at  the  sigt^ak  of  the  barbarous  wretches  devouring  ore  another^ 
abated  my  malice. 

Well,  at  length  I  foui>d  a  place  in  the  side  of  the  hilJ,  where 
I  was  satisl^cd  I  nilglif  securely  wail  ri)l  I  naw  any  of  the  bolts 
coming,  and  might  then>  even  before  they  would  be  nrady  to 
come  on  shore,  com^  myself  unseen  into  thickets  of  trees,  m 
ore  of  which  thcic  was  a  hollow  large  aiough  to  conceal  mc 
entirely;  and  where  I  might  sit,  and  observe  all  rlieir  bluody 
doings,  and  take  my  full  aim  at  their  hcads>  when  they  were  so 
■close  together,  as  that  it  would  be  next  to  tmpo^ible  that  1 
should  miss  my  shoot,  or  that.  1  could  fail  wounding  three  or 
four  of  them  at  the  first  shoot, 

la  this  place  then  I  rcsoh'cd  to  fix  my  design ;  and  accordingly 
I  prepared  t^o  muskets  and  ray  ordinary  fowling-piece.  The 
two  muskets  I  Io:^ed  with  a  brace  of  slugt  cvch,  and  four  or  five 

lalkr  bullet!^,  ahout  the  size  of  pjstoUbulIet*.  :tnd  rhc  fowling- 
liece  I  loaded  with  near  a  handful  of  swan-shot  of  the  largeit 
ai^ ;  J  also  loaded  my  pistols  with  about  four  bullcca  each ;  and 
m  this  posiujet  well  |ir»vidcd  viith  amnunilion  for  a  seccMid  and 
third  charge,  1  prepared  myself  for  my  expedition. 

AJicT  J  had  thus  laid  the  scheme  for  my  design,  and  in  my 
//Tija^/jjotion  put  it  in  practice,  I  ctvatmuallY  made  my  tourcvoy 
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morning  up  to  the  top  of  the  htll>  which  was  Irom  my  csisde,  u 
I  called  it,  about  three  miles  or  morct  to  see  if  i  could  observe 
my  boott  upon  (he  sea,  CDming  nur  the  island,  or  standing  over 
towards  it ;  but  I  hc^m  to  lire  of  this  hard  duty,  aTtvr  I  hail  for 
cv^  or  thr^e  months  constantly  kepc  my  ^-aich  ;  but  cajnc  always 
bftcJc  without  any  diMX>vci7',  there  having  not  in  all  that  time 
been  the  least  appearance,  not  oady  on  or  near  the  shore,  bu: 
not  on  dK  whole  occar^  so  far  as  my  eyes  or  glasses  could  tc»ch 
every  way, 

As  long  as  1  kept  up  my  daily  (our  to  the  hill  to  lookout,  so 
king  alto  1  kept  up  the  vtgoiir  of  my  design^  and  my  ^ii^rics 
seemed  to  be  all  the  while  in  a  suitable  ftume  for  eo  outrageous 
an  execution,  ta  the  killiiig  twenty  or  thirty  naked  sftragcs,  for 
an  offence  which  I  hail  nor  nt  all  entered  into  a  discussion  at  in 
my  thoughts,  any  funher  than  my  passions  were  at  first  fired  by 
the  horror  J  conceived  at  the  unnatural  custom  of  rhc  people  of 
that  country,  who,  il  seems,  h;id  l>cen  sufibtd  by  Providence, 
in  his  wise  dispasiuon  of  the  w^ld^  to  have  no  other  guide  than 
that  of  their  o«-n  abonutublc  and  vitiated  passions;  and  conse- 
quently were  left,  and  perhaps  had  been  for  some  ages,  to  act 
Mch  horrid  things,  and  receive  ?uch  dreadiul  cxistoms,  as  nothing 
but  narure,  entirely  abandoned  of  Heaven,  and  actuated  by  some 
hellish  degeneracy,  could  have  run  them  into;  but  now,  when, 
as  I  have  said,  I  began  to  be  weary  of  the  fruitless  exeur^n 
which  I  had  made  so  long,  and  so  tar,  evcr>'  morning  in  vain ; 
so  my  opinion  of  the  action  itself  began  lo  alter,  and  I  b<^an, 
with  cooler  and  calmer  thoughts,  to  consider  what  it  was  I  was 
going  to  engage  in;  what  authority  or  call  1  hod  to  pretend  to 
he  judge  and  executioner  upon  these  men  as  crimiiuls,  whom 
Kcsven  had  thought  fit  fi?r  f*o  many  ages  to  sufirr,  unpunished, 
to  go  on,  and  to  be,  as  il  were,  the  executiot>crs  of  his  JL*igments 
upon  one  another;  also,  how  &r  these  (People  were  offenders 
a^iinat  mc,  and  what  right  J  had  to  engage  in  the  t^vaite\  %A  ^33<> 
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jblood  which  ihey  shed  promiscuously  one  upon  another.  I  debated 
:his  very  often  with  myself  thus  ;  How  do  I  know  what  God  him- 
[self  judges  in  this  particular  case  ?  It  is  certain  these  people  do  not 
:on]init  this  as  a  erirne  ;  it  is  not  agiinst  their  own  consciences 
■eproving,  or  their  light  reproaching  them.  They  do  not  know 
it  to  be  an  offence,  and  then  commit  it  in  defiance  of  divine  justjcc, 
we  do  in  almost  all  the  sins  we  commit.  They  think  it  ro 
lore  a  crime  to  kill  a  captive  taken  in  war,  than  we  do  to  kill 
lan  ox  ;    nor  to  eat  human  fleshy  than  we  do  to  eat  mutton. 

When  I  had  considered  this  a  little,  it  followed  necessarily, 
:hat  I  was  certainly  in  the  wrong  in  it;  that  these  people  were 
not  murderers  in  the  sense  that  I  had  before  condemned  them  in 
ly  thoughts^  any  more  than  those  Christians  were  murderers, 
who  often  put  to  deatfi  the  prisoners  taken  in  battle,  or  more 
frequently,  upon  many  occasions,  put  whole  troops  of  men  to 
:he  swordj  without  giving  quarter,  though  they  threw  down  their 
ims  and  submitted. 
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butchery,  a  bloody  and  imnatunl  jmccc  of  cruelty,  unjustiltAbIt 
^ther  CO  God  or  num ;  and  such,  as  for  which  the  vciy  name 
Af  a  SfMtUrd  is  reckoned  to  be  frightful  ajid  terrible  to  &1I  prople 
fit  hiunantty,  or  of  Christian  compassion ;  as  if  the  kingdom  of 
^^tfix  were  partkitlarly  arincrnt  for  the  product  of  a  nice  of  men, 
IjWho  were  without  principles  of  tenderness^  or  the  common 
ibowd«  of  pjty  to  the  miserable,  which  is  reckoned  (o  be  a  mark 
»f  a  generous  temper  in  the  mind. 

I>  These  coEtaidcraciona  really  put  mc  to  a  pause,  and  to  a  kind 
tof  a  full  stop;  and  I  begaii  by  little  and  little  to  be  off  my 
Jdevgn,  and  to  concltule  1  had  taken  a  wrong  meamre  in  nty 
resolurions  to  attack  the  savages ;  that  it  was  not  my  busirets  to 
peddle  with  them,  unless  they  first  attacked  me,  and  this  it  wa» 
Uny  buMne^H,  if  jKAMiblr,  to  prevent;  hiil  lh;il,  if  I  wcrr  dia* 
licoverrd  and  attacked,  then  I  knew  my  duty. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  ai^ued  with  myself,  that  this  really  was 
be  way,  not  to  deliver  myftcif,  but  entirely  to  ruin  and  destroy 
nyscif ;  for  unless  !  ^-as  sinr  (o  kill  every  ocie  that  not  only 
ibould  be  on  shore  at  that  time,  but  that  should  ever  come  on 
liorc  afterwards*  if  bur  one  of  them  escaped  to  tell  their  country- 
icople  what  hikd  happened,  ihcy  would  come  over  again  by 
liousands  to  revenge  the  death  of  their  fellows ;  and  I  should 
miy  bring  upon  myself  a  certain  destruction,  which  at  pnscnt  I 
lid  no  manner  of  occa^aon  for. 

irpon  the  whole,  I  concluded,  thnt  neither  iit  {mneipW  nor  in 
lolicy,  I  ought  one  way  or  other  to  concern  myself  in  this  affair  t 
hat  my  business  was  by  all  possible  means  to  conceal  myself 
rem  them,  and  not  to  leave  the  legist  signal  to  them  to  gttcss  by, 
thai  there  were  any  living  creatures  upon  the  island,  I  mean  of 
human  shape. 

Religion  jomed  in  with  this  prudential,  and  I  was  conrinced 
tnw  many  ways  that  I  was  perfectly  out  of  my  duty,  when  I  waa 
laying  all  my  bloody  schemes  for  the  dcstruct^n  ot  '\ra«^«t«. 
crmtu/rs,  I  /WMfl  innocait  MS  to  mc ;  as  to  the  OTmta  ftvt^  Nitw 
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ruilty  of  towards  one  another,  I  had  nolhmg  to  do  witli  them  ; 

ley  were  nationalj  and  I  ought  lo  leave  them  to  the  justice  of" 

roD,  who  is  the  governor  of  nations,  and  knows  how  by  national 
mnishnents  to  make  a  just  rctribucion  for  national   offences; 

id  to  bring  public  judgments  upon  those  who  offend  in  a  public 
inner,  by  such  ways  as  best  please  him. 
This  appeared  so  dear  to  mc  now,  that  nothing  was  a  greater 

itisfaction  to  me,  than  that  I  had  not  been  suffered  to  do  a  thing 

'hich  I  now  saw  so  much  reason  to  believe  would  have  been  no 
less  a  sin  than  that  of  wilfu!  murder,  if  I  had  committed  it ;   and 

gave  most  humble  thanks  on  my  knees  to  God,  that  had  thus 
leltvered  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  beseeching  him  to  grant  me 
:he  protection  of  his  Providenccj  that  I  might  not  fall  into  die 
lands  of  barbarians  ;  or  that  J  might  not  lay  my  hands  upon  thertii 
inlcss  I  had  a  more  clear  call  from  I  leaven  to  do  it,  in  defence  of 

ly  oivn  life. 
In  this  disposition  1  continued  for  near  a  year  after  this:  and 
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Al]  these  I  rvmorcdt  that  there  might  not  be  the  letut  shadow  of 
any  diM:ovcry,  ur  any  appc^nncc  of  any  boat,  ur  of  any  habiutft>n 
upon  the  ishnd. 

Besides  this,  I  kept  myself,  as  I  sud»  more  reiirod  than  ever, 
and  seldom  went  from  my  cclJ>  other  thui  upon  my  corutant 
cmploymcni,  viz^  lo  milk  my  ?ihc-guars,  and  manage  my  little 
Hock  bi  the  wood,  whichj  as  ic  was  quite  on  the  other  part  of  the 
isfauidi  wa«  quite  out  of  danger :  fof  certain  it  iS|  that  these 
Bvagc  people,  who  sometimes  haunted  this  i^and,  ncvi-r  came 
with  any  ihoughtN  of  finding  *ny  thing  hrnr,  and  consequently 
never  wandered  olf  from  the  cout ;  and  I  doubt  not  but  they 
tnighC  have  been  several  times  on  shore,  after  my  apprehensions 
of  them  had  made  ntc  cautious,  a^  well  as  before  ;  and  iiMlced  I 
looked  back  with  some  horror  upon  the  thoughts  of  what  my 
condition  would  have  been>  if  I  had  chopped  upon  them,  and 
been  discovered  before  that,  when  naked  and  unarmed,  except 
with  one  gun,  and  thst  loaded  often  only  with  small  shot.  ( 
walked  every  where  pwping  and  jx'triiing  about  the  island,  to  sec 
ii4iat  I  coidd  get :  what  a  surprise  should  I  have  been  iti,  if, 
iriten  I  discovered  the  print  of  a  man's  foot,  I  had  instead  of  that 
wen  fifteen  oi   twt:rty  savages,  and  found  them  pursuing  me, 

^j|d>  by  the  swiftness  of  thar  running,  no  possitnltty  of  my 

^^Bapbg  theml 

The  thoughts  of  this  sometimes  sunk  my  very  soul  within  me, 
and  ciistrTrwexl  my  mind  w>  muth,  that  1  could  rol  soon  recover 
it ;  to  think  what  I  should  have  done,  and  how  I  not  only  should 
luc  have  been  nbtc  to  resist  them,  but  even  should  not  have  had 
pnaence  of  mind  enough  to  do  what  I  might  have  doote;  much 
km  what  now,  after  50  much  comsidemion  and  preparation,  I 
flii^t  be  able  to  do.  Indeed,  after  serious  thinking  of  these 
dos^  J  should  be  very  melancholy,  and  sometimes  it  would 
laa  a  gicii  while ;  but  I  nrsulved  it  at  last  all  tnto  thankfulness 
to  that  Providence  which  had  delivered  me  from  so  tftift'j  Mwae^tT^ 
dir^gm,  Mnd  iiJd  kept  me  froni  those  niisch\cf%,  -wV^cV  \  «w\5 
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lo  way  have  been  the  agent  m  delivering  myself  from ;  because 
had  not  the  least  notion  of"  any  such  thing  depending,  or  the 
least  supposition  of  it  being  possible. 

This  renewed  3.  contemplacionj  which  often  had  come  to  my 
thoughts  in  former  time,  when  first  I  began  to  see  the  merciful 
lisposltions  of  Heaven^  in  the  dangers  we  run  through  in  this 
ife;  how  wonderfully  we  are  delivered  when  we  Icnow  nothing 
)f  it:  how,  when  we  are  in  a  quandary  (as  we  call  it),  a  doubt 
)r  hesitation,  whether  to  go  this  way  or  that  way,  a  secret  hint 
ihall  direct  us  this  way,  when  we  intended  to  go  that  way ;  nay, 
'hen  sense,  our  own  inclination,  and  perhaps  business,  has  called 
:o  go  the  other  way,  yet  a  strange  impression  upon  the  mind, 
From  we  know  not  what  springSj  and  by  we  know  not  what 
power,  shall  over-rule  us  to  go  this  way  \  and  it  shall  afterwards 
tppear,  that  had  we  gone  that  way  which  we  should  have  gone, 
tnd  even  to  our  imagination  ought  to  have  gone,  we  should 
:  been  ruined  and  lost.      Uoon  these,  and  manv  like  reflcc- 
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talnlf  thejf  arc  a  proof  of  the  converse  of  spirits,  and  the  seem 
commuiucation  between  thove  embodied  and  thoM  uncmbodicd ; 
aod  «uch  a  proof  u  can  never  be  withstood;  of  which  J  shall 
have  occasion  to  give  aomr  very  rrtnarkahle  iattanccft,  in  the 
remainder  of  tny  solitary  nr^dence  in  this  dismal  place. 

I  believe  the  reader  of  chb  will  not  think  stmnge,  if  1  confess 
that  these  anxieties,  thc3c  constant  dangers  I  lived  in,  arwi  the 
concern  that  waft  iiow  upon  mc,  put  an  end  to  all  tnvciition>  and 
to  all  the  contrivances  diat  I  had  laid  for  my  fulorc  accommor 
datiooa  and  conveniciues.  I  had  the  care  of  my  safety  morq 
now  tipon  my  hands  than  that  of  my  food.  1  cared  not  to  dnve 
ft  ault  or  chop  a  stick  of  wood  now,  for  fear  the  noise  1  should 
make  should  be  heard;  much  lew  would  I  fire  a  gioi,  for  the 
«BD3e  ictson  ;  and  above  all,  I  wa»  intolerably  imcasy  at  making 
any  6ki  lest  the  amoJce,  which  is  visible  at  a  great  distance  lA 
the  diiyj  sliould  Isetniy  me:  luul  tor  this  rc^tson  1  removed  that 
part  of  my  bunness  which  required  fire^  such  as  burning  of  pots 
and  pipes,  (dc,  into  my  new  apartment  in  the  woods;  where^ 
after  I  had  been  aomc  time,  I  found,  to  my  unspeakable  conso- 
^  a  men:  natural  cave  Ln  the  carthj  which  went  in  a  vast 
Way,  and  where  1 1  dare  s^y,  no  savigej  had  he  been  at  the  mouth 
of  itf  would  be  90  hardy  aa  to  venture  ir,  nor  indeed  would  any 
man  else,  but  otie  wl»^  like  me^  wjuiled  nothing  mj  much  as  a 
■afe  retreat. 

The  mouth  of  this  hollow  was  at  the  bottom  of  a  great  rock, 
where,  by  mere  acciccnr  (I  would  say,  if  I  did  not  fee  an  abun- 
dant reason  10  ascribe  i\l  ^tKh  things  now  10  Providence),  I  was 
cofting  do%m  »omc  thick  branches  of  trees  to  make  chzrooat; 
and  before  I  go  on,  1  must  observe  the  reason  of  my  making 
this  charcoal,  which  was  thus; 

I  waa  afraid  of  making  a  imoke  about  my  habitation,  as  I  said 
before ;  and  ycc  1  could  not  live  there  without  bakii^  my  breads 
cookii^  my  meat,  y*-.  ao  I  contrived  to  burn  some  '•sotAVecti^.t

i  had  seen  done  In  Englandj  under  turf,  till  it  became  chark, 
)r  dry  coiil ;  and  then  putting  the  fire  out,  I  preserved  the  conl 
:o  carry  homCj  and  perform  the  other  services  which  fire  was 
'anting  for  at  home,  without  danger  of  smoke. 

But  this  is  by  the  bye.  While  I  was  cutting  do>vn  some  wood 

lere,  I  perceived  that  behind  a  very  thick,  branch  of  low  brush- 

'ood»  or  underwood,  there  was  a  kind  of  hollow  place,      I  was 

:unous  to  look  into  it,  and  getting  with  difficulty  into  the  mouth 

jf  ir,  I  found  it  was  pretty  large,  that  is  to  say,  sufficient  for  me 

to  stand  upright  in  it,  and  perhaps  another  with  me ;  but  I  must 

lonfcss  to  you,  1  made  more  haste  out  than  I  did  in;  when 

looking  farther  into  the  placCj  and  which  was  perfccdy  dark,  I 

iw  two  broad  shining  eyes  of  some  creature,  whether  devil  or 

lan  I  knew  not,  which  twinkled  like  two  stars,  the  dim  light 

'om   the    cave's   mouth   shining  direcdy    in,   and   making  the 

-eflection. 

However,  after  some  T>ause,  I  recovered  myself,  and  beean  to 
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"agun,  and  by  the  tighr  of  the  firebmnd,  holding  it  up  2.  little 
over  my  hcad>  I  aiw  lying  on  the  ground  a  mo&t  monstrous 
fnghr^l  old  hf-goat,  ju£r  iraking  his  will,  aswcsay^  and  gas^mg 
for  life,  and  dying  ixtdccd  of  mere  old  agv. 

I  stirred  him  a  little  Co  sec  if  I  could  get  htm  out,  and  he 
csanrcd  to  get  up,  but  was  noC  abk  to  r^sc  himself;  and  I 
thought  with  mywlf,  he  might  even  He  there;  for  if  he  had 
frighted  me  so,  he  would  certainly  fright  tuiy  of  the  savages,  if 
any  of  them  should  be  so  hardy  as  to  come  in  there,  while  he 
hud  nny  life  in  him. 

I  was  now  recovered  from  my  surprise,  and  beg;an  to  look 
roond  me,  when  I  found  the  cave  was  but  very  small ;  that  b  to 
aajr^  it  might  be  about  twelve  foot  over,  but  in  no  manner  of 
AapCf  riiher  round  or  ^uart,  no  hands  ever  having  bceji  em- 
ployed in  making  it  but  those  of  mere  nature.  I  observed  also,

1  knew  i*ot  how  far  it  might  go,  nor  what  was  Ivytwd  it.  When 
I  wu  got  thnjugh  the  strright,  I  found  the  roof  ro«e  higher  up, 
I  belierc  near  twcnt)"  foot;  but  never  ^-as  such  a  glorious  sight 
vera  in  the  island,  I  dare  T<ay,  as  it  was,  to  look  n>und  the  sides 
and  roof  of  this  vault  or  cave.  The  wnlK  reAecfed  tn  hundf^ 
tbDivtnd  I'^hts  to mc  frvm  my  two  candles;  wha.t\t'«3a\n<P^ 
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-ock,  whether  diamondsj  or  any  other  precious  stones,  or  gold» 

'hich  I  rather  suppose  it  to  be,  I  knew  not_ 

The  place  I  was  in  was  a  most  delightful  cavity,  or  grotto,  of 

.  kind,  as  could  be  expected,  though  perfectly  dark;  the  floor 

dry  and  level,  and  had  a  sort  of  small  louse  gravel  upon  it ; 

io  that  there  was  no  nauseous  or  venomous  creature  to  be  seen ; 

leither  was  there  any  damp  or  wet  on  the  sides  or  roof;  the  only 

.ifficulty  In  it  was  tiic  entrance,  which,  however,  as  it  was  a  place 

if  security,  and  such  a  retreat  as  I  wanted,  I  thought  that  was  a 

convenience ;   so  that  I  was  reaJly  rejoiced  at  the  discovery,  and 

-esolved,  without  any  delay,  to  bring  some  of  those  things  which

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The  old  goat,  who  I  found  expiring,  died  in  the  mouth  of  the 
cave  the  next  day  oTtcr  I  made  thi»  discovery ;  and  J  found  it 
much  easier  10  dig  a  great  hole  chcrct  and  throw  htm  in,  ai^ 
cover  him  with  earth,  than  to  drag  him  out;  so  t  interred  him 
there,  to  prcvert  offeree  to  my  nose. 

J  was  now  in  my  twentythird  year  of  residence  in  this  ialflnd> 

and  wu  »o  natunli/.cd  10  the  place,  and  tu  the  manner  of  Mring, 

that  could  I  have  hut  enjoyed  rhe  certainty  that  no  tavnget  would 

I    come  to  the  ptace  to  disturb  me,  I  could  have  I^een  content  to 

have  capitulated  for  sjxrnding  the  rest  of  my  time  there,  even  to 

the  last  moment,  till  I  had  hid  me  duwn  and  died,  like  the  old 

goat  in  the  cave.     I  had  aJso  arrived  to  some  Uttle  diversions  smd 

tmiisements,  whtch  made  the  time  pass  more  plcasanlt^'  with  me 

a  great  deal  than  it  did  before ;  ai,  first,  1  had  taught  my  Poll^ 

as  I  noted  before,  10  speak:  and  he  did  rt  «>  familiarly,  and 

talked  so  articulately  and  plain^  that  it  was  very  pleasant  to  me; 

and  he  lived  with  mc  no  leas  than  stx-and*twcnty  years:  how 

long  he  might  live  afier^^rds  I  know  not;  though  [  know  they 

hM¥t  a  tuxion  in  the  Hraiiis,  that  the)'  live  a  hundred  years; 

perhaps  poor  Poll  may  be  alive  there  sdll,  calling  after  po^ 

RMm  CruMf  to  this  day ;  f  wish  no  Engiuhm^n  the  ill  hjck  to 

come  there  aiid  hear  him;  but  if  he  did,  he  would  certainly 

believe  it  was  the  devil.    My  dog  was  a  very  pleasant  and  loving 

companion  to  nx  for  no  [c3S  than  sixteen  years  of  my  time,  and 

then  died  of  mere  old  age;  as  for  my  cats,  they  multiplied,  as  I 

have  observed,  to  that  degree,  that  I  was  obliged  to  shoot  several 

of  them  at  first,  to  keep  them  from  devouring  me  atwl  all  I  had ; 

but  at  length,  when  the  two  old  ones  I  brought  with  me  were 

gune,  and  after  sonK  tinK  continually  driving  tbcm  from  me»  tod 

let&ng  them  have  no  provhion  with  nie,  they  all  nut  wild  into 

die  woods,  except  two  Of  three  favourites^  wMch  1  kept  tame, 

«k1  vhodc  young,  when  they  had  any,  I  always  drowned^  acvl 

these  werr  part  of  my  family.     Besides  these,  I  a\w%^s  Ve^vv^ 
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ir  three  household  kids  about  me,  which  T  taiTght  to  feed  out  of 
ly  hand  ;  and  I  had  also  more  parrots  which  talked  pretty  well* 
\d  would  all  call  Ro^itt  CrusoSy  but  none  like  my  first;  nor, 
(deed,  did  I  take  the  pains  with  any  of  them  that  I  had  done 
'iih  him.  I  had  also  several  tame  sea  fowls,  whose  names  J 
mow  not,  who  I  caught  upon  the  shore,  and  cut  their  wings; 
id  the  little  stakes,  which  I  had  planted  before  my  castle  wall, 
icing  now  grown  up  fo  a  good  thick  grove,  these  fowls  all  lived 
long  these  low  trees,  and  bred  there,  which  was  very  agreeable 
:o  me  ;  so  that,  as  I  said  above,  I  began  to  be  very  well  contented 
ith  the  life  I  led,  it  it  might  but  have  been  secured  from  the 
?ad  of  the  savages. 

But  it  was  otherwise  directed  ;  and  it  may  not  be  amiss  for  all 

leoplc  who  shall  meet  with  my  story  to  make  this  just  observation 

From  itj  'vix.  How  frequently,  in  the  course  of  our  lives,  the  evil 

'hich  in  itself  wc  seek  most  to  shun,  and  which,  when  we  a« 

I  into,  is  the  most  dreadful  to  us,  is  oftentimes  the  very 
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within  my  grove»  not  danng  to  go  out»  lest  I  might  be  surprised ; 
and  yet  I  h4d  rio  more  ptracc  wirltin,  ^m  the  ^prehensions  I 
had,  ihui  if  these  Kav^gcs,  m  rambling  ova*  th«  t»bnd,  should 
find  my  com  sunding^  or  cut»  or  any  of  my  works  And  improve- 
ment^ thcjf  would  immediately  conclude  thit  there  were  people 
m  the  p'^c,  Aiid  vriniUl  tlien  nrvt-r  give  nvrr  till  ihey  hiui  Tumtd 
me  ouc.  In  this  e^Etrcmity  I  went  back  directly  to  my  castle, 
pulled  up  die  ladder  after  mc,  having  made  all  things  without 
look  as  wlkl  and  rurur;il  a.h  I  uttiliL 

Then  I  prepared  myself  within,  putting  ra^'self  in  a  posture  of 
dcfcoce.  I  loaded  all  my  cannon^  as  !  called  them,  that  b  to 
aay,  my  muskets,  which  were  mounted  upon  ray  new  fortificatiofit 
&nd  EdI  my  pUtobi  and  resolved  to  defend  myself  to  the  htst 
g&ip;  not  forgetting  Mriously  to  commend  mysett  to  the  divine 
protection,  and  c&mcstly  to  pmy  to  Gou  to  deliver  me  out  of  the 
btitda  of  the  hirharianft;  and  in  this  posture  I  continued  about 
two  hours,  but  began  to  be  mighty  impatient  for  intL-Higencc 
abroadi  for  1  had  no  spies  to  send  our. 

After  sitting  4  while  longer,  iind  musing  what  I  should  do  in 
th»  ci»Cj  I  w-14  not  able  to  bear  Mitiiig  in  tgnurance  loiter;  so 
netui^  up  my  bddcr  to  the  ^de  of  the  hill,  where  there  was  a  flat 
pUc«,  as  I  observed  before^  and  then  pulling  the  ladder  up  after 
mc,  1  xi  it  up  again,  and  mounted  to  the  top  of  the  hjlJ ;  and 
puUmg  out  my  perspective  glass,  which  i  had  taken  an  purpose, 
1  Ud  me  down  Ait  on  my  l>ej|y  on  the  ground,  and  begin  to 
look  for  the  place*  I  pre-n-ntiy  found  there  was  no  less  than 
nine  naked  savages  sitting  ruund  a  sniaJI  ^re  they  had  made ;  not 
to  wtrm  thetn,  for  they  had  no  need  of  that,  the  weather  bctt^ 
octremehut;  but»  as  1  supposed^  to  dnssoomc  of  their  barbarous 
diet  i^  human  Acsh  which  they  had  brought  with  them,  whether 
alhrc  or  dead  I  coulvi  not  luiow. 

They  had  two  can^j  with  them,  which  they  had  hauled  up 
upon  the  shore ;  and  as  it  was  then  tide  of  ebb,  i^c^{  ixxswA.  ta 
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mc  to  wnit  for  the  return  of  the  flood  to  go  away  agitn.  It  » 
nut  cisy  to  imagine  wh:U  conrii:iion  this  sight  pu:  nic  inco^ 
Cfpeciilly  «t?etng  them  cotne  on  my  !uc)e  the  island^  ;ind  so  near 
me  too;  but  when  I  observ'cd  their  coming  must  be  always  with 
the  currctit  of  the  ebb,  I  began  aftcnvatds  Co  be  more  sedate  iit 
my  niind*  being  satisfied  fhit  1  might  go  abroul  with  safety 
the  rime  of  the  tide  of  floods  if  they  were  not  on  shore  before; 
and  having  made  this  observation,  I  w«nc  abroad  about  mr 
haivcst  work  with  the  more  composure. 

As  I  t:xjtA:1cd,  4L)  \i  proved ;  fur  us  ftoori  -jh  the  tide  iiiatle  to- 
the  ^/sJKvarJ,  I  saw  them  all  take  boat^  and  row  (or  paddle  at 
we  call  it)  all  away.     I  should  have  observed*  that  for  an  hov 
arid  moft  before  they  went  cJf,  they  went  lo  dancings  and  J  co 
easily  discern  their  posaires  and  gestures  by  my  glasses ;  I  ootti 
not  pcTcdvc,  by  my  nicest  observ^tioii>  but  that  they  were  start 
naked,  and  had  not  the  least  covering  upon  them ;  but  wh 
they  were  men  or  womt-n,  that  I  could  not  disiinguish. 

As  soon  as  I  saw  them  ^pped  and  gone,  1  rook  rwo  guni 
upon  my  shoulders,  and  two  pistols  at  my  girdle,  and  my  grcar 
sword  by  my  side,  without  a  scabbard ;  and  with  all  tlx  speed 
wi-'i  able  lo  make,  I  went  away  to  the  hill,  where  I  haJ  disco\"ere4 
the  first  appearance  of  all.     And  as  soon  as  1  gat  thither^  whte 
was  not  Ic^  than  two  hours  (for  I  eould  not  go  apace,  being 
loaded  with  amis  as  1  was),  [  jiercdved  there  had  been 
f^rrpfj  more  of  savuges  on  that  place ;  and  loolcing  out  farther, 
saw  they  were  all  at  sea  together,  making  over  for  the  main. 

This  WIS  a  dreadful  sight  Xo  me,  esjiccially  when  goii^  dow 
to  the  shore,  I  eould  see  the  marks  of  horror  which  the  dism 
work  the)'  had  been  aliout  had  left  behind  it,  wa:,  the  blood, 
boned,  and  port  of  the  flesh  of  human  bodies,  eaten  and  devou 
by  those  wretches  with  merrimenr  and  sjwrt.      I  was  so  filled  with   i 
indignation  at  the  sight,  that  I  began  now  to  prcmctlitate  thM 
destruction  of  the  next  that  1  saw  thcre^  iet  them  be  who  or  how 
/rrsfjjr  soever.  m 
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It  feemed  evident  to  me,  that  thx:  visits  which  they  thiw  maVc 
to  thb  tsJand  arc  not  very  frequent;  tor  tc  was  above  bltccn 
motitha  before  amy  more  of  them  came  on  shore  there  again ; 
tint  tt  to  5Xy,  I  neither  uw  them,  or  xny  footsteps  or  ngnals  of 
them,  in  all  that  time ;  for  as  to  the  ntiny  seasoiv^i  then  they  are 
sure  not  to  come  abroad,  at  Jcast  not  so  &r :  yet  all  this  while  I 
lived  uncomforuhly,  hy  re^^on  of  the  constant  apprehensions  I 
waa  in  of  their  coming  upon  me  by  surpnsc;  from  whence  I 
observe,  that  the  expectation  of  evil  ts  more  bitter  than  the 
auflerirg,  especially  if  there  Is  no  room  to  shake  o#'that  expec- 
tation or  tha«e  apprehensions. 

During  all  thifi  time,  I  was  in  the  murdering  humour;  and 
took  up  trwst  of  my  hours,  which  should  have  been  better 
employed^  in  cofitritrirtg  how  to  circtimvent  and  full  ii[x>n  them 
the  very  t%cxt  time  I  should  see  them  ;  especially  if  they  «houkl 
be  drvided,  as  they  were  the  last  time,  into  two  parties;  nor  did 
I  consider  ai  all,  that  if  [  killed  one  l^arty,  suppose  ten  or  a 
dozen,  I  was  »till  the  next  <Uy,  nr  week,  or  month,  to  kil! 
another,  and  so  another,  even  aJ  infinUnm^  till  I  should  be  at 
length  no  less  a  muidercr  than  they  were  m  being  man-caters, 
and  pcrh^  much  mure  so. 

I  spent  my  da\*s  now  in  great  perplexity  and  anxiety-  of  mind, 
cxpeciji^  that  I  should  oik  day  or  other  fidl  into  the  hands  of 
ibeaic  merciless  creatures.  And  if  I  did  at  any  time  ventutv 
abroad,  it  wax  not  without  looking  tokwA  txk.  with  the  greatest 
eare  and  caution  Imaginable ;  and  now  I  found  to  my  gmi 
comfbrtt  how  ha})py  it  waa  that  I  provided  for  a  tame  flock  or 
herd  of  giiits;  fur  I  durst  not^  upon  uiy  account,  fire  my  gun, 
e^iecially  near  that  side  of  the  island  where  they  usually  came, 
lest  I  i^hould  alarm  the  savages;  and  if  the}-  had  fled  from  me 
now,  I  was  sure  to  have  them  come  back  again,  with  perhaps 
two  Of  three  hundred  tan^ti  with  chem  in  a  few  da\'s^  and  cbiCA\  \ 
kaew  what  to  rxpecL 
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However,  I  tvotc  out  a  year  and  three  months  more  hcfatt  I 
ever  saw  any  more  of  the  savages,  and  then  I  found  them  again, 
as  I  shall  soon  observe.  It  is  true,  they  might  have  been  there 
once  or  twice,  but  either  they  made  no  stay,  or,  at  leasts  I  did 
not  hear  them ;  but  in  the  month  of  Mayj  as  near  as  I  could 
calculate,  and  in  my  four-and-twentieth  year,  I  had  a  very  strange 
encounter  with  them,  of  which  in  its  place. 

The  perturbation  of  my  mind,  during  this  fifteen  or  sixteen 
months  interval,  was  very  great ;  I  slept  unquiet,  dreamed  atways 
frightful  dreams,  and  often  started  out  of  my  sleep  in  the  night : 
in  the  day  great  troubles  overwhelmed  my  mind ;  and  in  the 
night  I  dreamed  often  of  killing  the  savages,  and  the  reasons 
why  I  might  justify  the  doing  of  it.  But  to  wave  all  this  fi>r  a 
while,  it  was  in  the  middle  of  May,  on  the  sixteenth  day,  I 
think,  as  well  as  my  poor  wooden  calendar  would  reckon,  for  I 
marked  all  upon  the  post  still ;  I  say,  it  was  the  sixteenth  of 
May,  that  it  blew  a  very  great  storm  of  wind  ail  day,  with  a  'great 
deal  of  lightning  and  thunder,  and  a  very  foul  night  it  was  after 
it  I  know  not  what  was  the  particular  occasion  of  it ;  but  as  I 
was  reading  in  the  bible,  and  taken  up  with  very  serious  thoughts 
about  my  present  condition,  I  was  surprised  with  the  noise  of  a 
gun,  as  I  thought,  fired  at  sea. 

This  was,  to  be  sure,  a  surprise  of  a  quite  diiFerent  nature 
from  any  I  had  met  with  before ;  for  the  notions  this  put  into  my 
thoughts  were  quite  of  another  kind.  I  started  up  in  the  greatest 
haste  imaginable  ;  and  in  a  trice  clapped  my  ladder  to  the  middle' 
place  of  the  rock,  and  pulled  it  after  me,  and  mounting  it  the 
second  time,  got  to  the  top  of  the  hill ;  the  very  moment  that  a 
Hash  of  fire  bade  me  listen  for  a  second  gun,  which  accordingly 
in  about  half  a  minute  I  heard,  and  by  the  sound  knew  that  it 
was  from  that  part  of  the  sea  where  I  was  driven  out  with  the 
current  in  my  boat. 
/  immediately  considered  that  dus  m\iA  \»  vwrft.  fto^  m 
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ditfraSt  uid  tliat  tbey  hut.]  Nomc  cr>rnni£le,  or  some  iithcr  ship  in 
company,  and  fired  these  gum  for  signals  of  distress,  and  to 
cbtun  help.  1  had  this  prerscncc  of  nund  at  that  minute  as  to 
thinks  that  though  I  could  not  help  ihcni,  it  may  be  they  might 
help  me :  so  I  brought  together  all  the  dry  wood  I  could  get  at 
hand,  and  making  a  good  handsome  pile,  I  set  it  on  fire  upooi 
the  hill :  the  wood  was  dry,  and  biased  freely,  and  though  the 
wind  blew  very  )i«ird,  yet  it  burnt  fairly  oud  th^i  I  v^as  certain, 
if  there  was  any  such  thing  as  a  ihip,  they  must  needs  ste  it,  and 
no  doubt  they  did;  for  as  won  as  ever  my  fire  biased  up,  J 
beard  another  gun,  and  after  that  Mivefol  othcnt,  all  from  the 
aunc  i|uaner.  I  plied  my  fire  all  night  long,  till  day"  broke ; 
and  when  it  «'as  broad  day,  and  the  air  cleared  up,  1  saw  some- 
thing at  a  great  distance  a:  sea,  full  caJt  of  the  island ;  whether 
a  sul  or  a  hull  I  could  mil  distinguUh,  no,  not  mith  my  glaitscs, 
the  distance  was  so  great,  and  the  weather  still  something  hazy 
abo ;  lit  least  it  was  so  out  at  sea. 

I  looked  frcqiKtitly  at  it  all  that  day,  and  soon  perceived  that 
it  did  no:  move ;  so  I  pnrwntly  concluEled  tkn  i:  wx*  a  xhip  xt 
an  anchor ;  anct  being  eager,  you  may  be  sure,  to  be  Kttisficd,  1 
took  my  gun  in  my  hand,  and  run  toward  the  JoalA  side  of  the 
olandj  to  the  rock^,  where  I  had  licen  formerly  carried  away  with 
the  currait ;  and  getting  up  there,  the  weather  by  this  rime  being 
perfectly  clear,  I  could  pimnly  see,  to  my  great  sorroWi  the  wreck 
of  a  ship  cast  away  in  the  night  upon  those  concealed  rocks  which 
I  ibund  when  I  was  out  in  my  boat ;  and  which  rocks,  as  they 
chfcfcfH^  the  violence  of  the  stream,  and  made  a  kind  of  coonier- 
sQream,  or  eddy,  were  the  occasion  of  my  recovering  then  from 
die  most  desperate,  hopeless  condirioa,  that  ever  I  had  been  iti| 
ID  all  my  life 

Thus,  what  is  one  man's  safenr  is  another  man's  destnicti 
fat  it  aeems  thc9c  men,  whoever  they  were,  being  oujc  ^  ticvbs 
kaawlcdgc,  ami  the  rvcks  iKsng  wholly  unda  waitt,  \iai  Vjcccv 
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Iriven  upon  them  in  the  night,  the  wind  blowing  hard  at  E^  and 
-  N.  E.  Had  they  seen  the  island,  as  I  must  necessarily  sup- 
jose  they  did  not,  they  must,  as  I  thought,  have  endeavoured 
o  have  saved  themselves  on  shore  by  the  help  of  their  boat{ 
ut  their  firing  of  their  guns  for  help,  especially  when  they  saw, 
s  I  imagined,  my  fire,  filled  me  with  many  thoiiglits :  first,  I 
magined,  that,  upon  seeing  my  light,  they  might  have  put 
hemsclves  into  their  boat,  and  have  endeavoured  to  make  the 
hore ;  but  that  the  sea  going  very  high,  they  might  have  been 
ast  away :  other  times  1  imagined,  that  they  might  have  lost 
heir  boat  before,  as  might  be  the  case  many  ways  \  as  particu- 
arly,  by  the  breaking  of  the  sea  upon  their  ship,  which  many 
imes  obliges  men  to  stave  or  take  in  pieces  their  boat ;  and 
ometimes  to  throw  it  overboard  with  their  own  hands;  other 
imes  1  imagined,  they  had  some  other  ship  orshtpw  in  company, 
ho,  upon  the  signals  of  distress  they  had  made,  had  taken  them 
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Such  certainly  vns  the  case  of  these  men,  of  whom  I  could 
not  90  much  as  tec  room  to  isup^icM  uiy  of  ihcm  wm:  .<ivcd; 
notHing  could  make  it  mtioiinJ,  to  much  is  to  wish  or  ctpccr  that 
they  did  not  all  peruh  there,  except  the  possibility  only  of  chetr 
bong  taken  up  by  another  ship  in  company:  and  this  wi5  hut 
mere po«ii bill Cy  indeed;  for  I  saw  nut  the  least  HignaJ  or  appear- 
ance of  any  such  thing, 

1  cannot  explain,  by  any  possible  energy  of  words,  what  a 
stnmgc  longii^;*  or  hankering  of  desires,  I  felt  in  my  soul  upon 
this  mght ;  Inraking  out  wmcEimr%  thtu ;  O  that  there  had  been 
but  one  or  t^'o,  nay,  or  but  one  rouI  saved  out  of  the  ship,  to 
have  escaped  to  me,  that  I  might  but  have  had  one  companion, 
one  fcllow-cnniturc  to  have  ftjtokcii  io  mc,  and  to  have  converged 
with  \  In  all  the  time  of  my  solitary  life,  I  never  felt  to  camcsti 
»o  Strong  a  desire  after  the  society  of  my  ^ow  creatures,  or  so 
deep  a  regret  at  the  want  of  it. 

There  are  sonve  secret  moving  springs  in  the  aJiecttonSt  which, 
when  they  are  set  a  going  by  some  object  in  view,  or  be  it  some 
object  chot^h  not  in  view,  yet  rendered  present  to  the  mind  by 
the  power  of  Jnugination,  that  motion  carries  out  the  aoul  by  its 
inipcTuosit)'  to  such  violent  eager  cmhracings  of  the  objca^  that 
the  absence  of  Tt  is  insupportable. 

Such  were  these  camc5C  wishings,  That  but  one  man  had  been 
saveil  I  O  M^  it  had  itrtn  tot  anef  I  believe  I  repeated  the 
wordsi  O  that  U  had  ^/tr  tut  &nf  f  ^  thousand  times ;  and  my 
desires  were  so  moved  by  it,  that  when  I  spoke  the  words,  my 
hands  would  clineh  together,  and  my  lingers  press  the  palms 
of  my  handj,  tliat  if  I  had  had  any  soft  thing  in  my  hand^  it 
iMould  have  cni^ed  it  involuntarily  ;  and  my  teeth  in  my  bead 
would  strike  together^  and  set  against  one  another  so  5troi\g,  that 
lor  lome  time  I  could  iwc  jari  (hem  ngiJn. 

Let  the  naturalists  cxpldn  these  things,  and  the  reason  axvi 
manner  of  them :  aU  1  am  say  to  them  is,  to  desert  >!m:  Iwx^ 
wAichwascvcasurpnstitg  to  mcwhen  I  foun4\t,^<iM^ VVwcN 
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pot  from  what  it  should  proceed ;  it  was  doubtless  the  cfFect  of 
xdcnt  ^vtshe3,  and  of  strong  ideas  formed  in  my  mind,  reaJizing 
le  comfort  which  the  conversation  of  one  of  my*  fdlow-chris- 
Iians  would  have  been  to  me, 

But  it  was  not  to  be ;    either  their  fate,  or  mine,  or  both, 

forbid  it ;   for  till  the  last  year  of  my  being  on  this  island,  I  never 

:E]ew  whtther  any  were  saved  out  of  that  ship,  or  no;  and  had 

nly  the  affliction  some  days  after  to  see  the  corpse  of  a  drowned 

jy  come  on  shore,  at  the  end  of  the  island  which  was  next  the 

shipwreck  :  he  had  on  no  clothes  but  a  seaman's  waistcoat,  a  pair 

»fopen-kneed  lined  drawers,  and  a  blue  linen  shirt ;  but  nothing 

direct  me  so  much  as  to  guess  what  nation  he  was  of  i  he  had 

lothing  in  his  pocket  but  two  pieces  of  eight,  and  a  tobacco- 

Mpc;  the  last  was  lo  me  often  times  more  value  than  the  first. 

It  was  now  calm,  and  I  had  a  great  mind  to  venture  out  in 

ly  boat  to  this  wreck,  not  doubting  but  i  might  find  something 

»n  board  that  niight  be  useful  to  me ;    but  that  did  not  altoee- 
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ifloat,  lotdktl  d1  my  car^n  in  her,  and  then  vrcnc  i-omc  »g^n 
for  more:  my  second  cargo  was  a  great  bag-full  of  rice,  the 
tmibrtUa  to  9CC  itp  over  my  head  for  flhide,  another  lar^c  pot* 
fitll  of  ftc^  warcr,  and  about  two  dozen  of  my  Miiall  loaves,  or 
barlej"  cakes,  more  iSan  before,  wirh  a  bottle  of  goat**  milk,  and 
a  cheese;  all  which,  with  great  labour  and  S^JL'elt,  I  brought  to 
my  boat ;  and  praying  to  Goo  to  direct  my  voyage,  1  pat  out* 
and  rowing  or  paddling  the  canoe  along  the  shore,  I  came  at 
list  to  the  utmosr  pomt  of  the  island,  on  that  side,  viz.  N,  E> 
And  now  1  was  to  launch  out  into  the  occnn,  and  dtber  to  ven- 
ture, or  not  to  venture;  I  looked  on  the  rapid  currents  whtcli 
rui  eonsctntly  on  bofh  urdes  of  the  island,  at  a  distance,  and 
which  were  very  terrible  to  me,  from  the  remembrance  of  the 
iazird  1  had  been  m  before,  and  my  heart  began  to  fail  mc ;  for 
t  (oreNiw,  that  if  I  w;n  driveri  into  acher  of  tho^e  mirrcnn,  T 
ihoiild  be  carried  a  vast  way  out  to  sea,  and  perhaps  out  of  my 
reach  or  sight  of  the  bland  j^atn ;  and  that  then,  as  my  boat 
was  but  small,  if  my  little  gale  of  wind  should  rise,  1  should  be 
inevitably  k»t. 

These  thoughts  so  oppressed  my  mind,  that  I  began  to  give 
over  my  enterprise ;  and  having  hakd  my  boat  into  a  little  creek 
on  the  shore,  I  stepped  out,  eihI  sal  me  down  upon  a  liiclr  rising 
Iwt  of  ground,  very  pensive  and  anxious,  bctvi'ecn  fear  and  desire, 
about  myvoyogc;  when,  as  I  was  musing,  I  could  pcrccivechat 
the  tide  was  turned,  and  the  fiood  come  on,  upon  which  my 
going  waa  far  so  many  hours  impracticable:  upon  tlua  it  pre- 
aeatty  occurred  to  me,  that  1  should  go  up  to  the  highest  piece 
of  grotuid  I  could  find,  and  observe,  if  1  could,  how  the  acts  of 
the  tkle  or  currmts  lay,  when  the  flood  came  in,  that  1  niighi 
judge  whether,  if  I  wis  driven  one  way  out,  1  might  not  expect 
to  be  driven  another  way  home,  with  the  same  rapidness  of  the 
currents.  This  thought  was  no  sooner  in  my  head,  but  I  cast 
my  eye  upon  a  h'rrie  bill  which  suffiaently  overWiVjti  <wt 
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ith  ways,  and  from  whence  T  had  a  clear  view  of  the  currents, 
»r  sets  of  the  tide,  and  which  way  I  was  to  guide  myself  in  my 
■eturn  :  here  I  found,  that  as  the  current  of  the  ebb  set  out  close 
>y  the  south  point  of  the  island,  so  the  current  of  the  flood  set 
close  by  the  shore  of  the  north  side  \  and  that  1  had  nothing 
:o  do  but  to  keep  to  the  north  of  the  island  in  my  return,  and  I 
should  do  well  enough. 

Encouraged  with  this  observation,  1  resolved  the  next  morn- 
ing to  set  out  with  the  first  of  the  tide ;  and  rcpoang  myself  for 
;he  night  in  the  canoe,  under  the  great  watch-coat  1  mentioned, 
launched  out,     I  made  first  a  little  out  to  sea,  full  north,  till  I 
!gan  to  feel  the  benefit  of  the  current,  which  set  eastward,  and 
'hich  carried  me  at  a  great  rate^  and  ycc  did  not  so  hurry  mc  is 
:he  southern-side  current  had  done  before,  and  so  as  to  take  from 
le  ail  government  of  the  boat ;  but  having  a  strong  steerage 
vitli  my  paddle,  1  went  at  a  great  rate,  directly  for  the  wreck, 
in  less  than  two  hours  I  came  uo  to  it. 
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w«3  two  men  drowned  in  the  cook-roonw  or  forecastle  of  the 
ship,  Avidi  thrir  arms  hat  abour  one  aiiorhcr.  1  concluJcd^  as 
b  trulcfd  probable,  that  when  the  ship  struck,  it  being  in  a  storm, 
the  9ea  broke  so  high,  and  ^  continually  over  her,  that  the  men 
were  not  able  to  beat  it,  an<]  wirrc  Ktnuigkd  with  the  constant 
nuHing  in  of  the  water,  as  much  as  if  they  hid  been  tiniler 
water ;  bcbdcs  the  dog«  there  wa^  nothing  left  in  ihe  ship  dut 
had  life,  nor  any  goods  that  I  could  sec,  but  what  were  spoiJcd 
by  the  water  :  there  wi-re  sotne  casks  of  litjuor,  whether  wine  or 
brandy  I  knew  not*  which  lay  lower  in  the  hold,  and  which,  the 
water  being  ebbed  out,  I  could  see;  but  che>'  were  too  big  to 
meddle  with.  I  saw  several  ehcsi»,  which  I  believed  belonged 
to  sotne  of  the  seamen,  and  I  got  two  of  them  into  the  boat  with- 
out examinif^  what  was  in  them. 

Had  the  stem  of  the  ship  been  fixed,  and  tbc  fore-part  broken 
ofl;  I  am  persuaded  I  might  have  made  a  good  voyage;  for  by 
what  I  found  in  the^  two  chests,  I  had  room  lo  su!)poie  rhe  ship 
hod  A  great  deal  cf  wealth  on  board  \  atul  if  I  may  guess  by  the 
cour^  she  steered,  she  must  have  been  l>oui]d  from  the  Btun^i 
AyrtSt  or  the  Rsp  dt  la  Piata,  in  the  soudi  pan  of  Ama-ica^  be- 
yond the  Brasiht  to  the  Havannay  in  the  gulph  of  M^U&,  and 
so  perhaps  to  Spain.  She  had>  no  doubt>  a  great  treasure  in  her, 
but  of  no  mc  at  that  lime  to  xny  tiody  ;  and  wKxt  becantc  of  the 
rest  of  her  people  I  then  knew  not, 

1  found,  bc^dcs  these  ehcsts,  a  littk  cask  full  of  liquor*  of 
about  twenty  gallofis,  which  I  got  into  my  boat  with  much  dif- 
ficulty: there  were  seveml  mUMjuets  In  a  cabin,  and  a  great 
powtkr-hofn,  with  about  four  pounds  of  powder  in  it ;  as  for  the 
mufiquea,  I  had  no  occasion  for  them,  so  1  left  thcan,  but  took 
the  powder-horn ;  1  took  a  fire-shovel  and  tongSi  which  I  wanted 
actrcmely ;  aa  also  two  little  bt^isa  kettles^  a  copper  pot  to  ouke 
chocolate,  and  a  gridiron ;  and  with  M%  cargo,  and  the  do;,  I 
taokc  away,  the  tide  beginning  to  make  honK  a^n;  uA  <m. 
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ic  evening  about  an  hour  within  night,  I  reached  the  island 
Lgain,  weary  and  fatigued  to  the  IxsC  degree. 

I  reposed  that  night  in  the  boat,  and  in  the  morning  I  resolved 
fo  harbour  what  I  had  gotten  in  my  new  cavc>  not  to  carry 
It  home  to  my  castle.  After  refreshing  myself,  I  got  all  my 
:argo  on  shore,  and  began  to  examine  the  particuJars :  the  cask 
if  liquor  I  found  to  be  a  kind  of  rum*  but  not  such  as  we  had  at 
le  Bruiils ;  and,  in  a  word,  not  at  all  good;  but  when  I  came 
:o  open  the  chests,  I  found  several  things  of  great  use  to  me : 
example,  1  found  in  one  a  fine  case  of  bottleSj  of  an  extra- 
»rdinary  kind,  and  filled  with  cordial  waters,  fine,  and  very  good; 
:he  Ixjttles  held  about  three  pints  each,  and  were  tipped  with 
iilver,  I  found  two  pots  of  very  good  succades,  or  sweet-meats, 
>o  fastened  also  on  the  top,  that  the  salt  water  had  not  hurt 
:hem ;  and  two  more  of  the  same,  which  the  water  had  spoiled, 
found  some  very  good  shirts,  which  were  very  welcome  to 
le,  and  about  a  dozen  and  half  of  white  linen  handkerchiefej 
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y  wanted,  but  h^d  not  had  or  my  fuel  now  for  many  y»rc 
I  had,  indeed,  gotten  two  pair  of  fihoes  now^  which  I  rook  off 
the  fcrt  of  the  two  drowned  men  whom  I  saw  In  the  wT«k  1  and 
I  found  two  pair  more  in  one  of  the  chests,  which  were  very 
itrlcome  to  mc ;  but  they  were  not  like  our  Englhk  thoes,  either 
lx»r  case  or  service^  being  rather  what  wc  call  pumps  tkm  shoes. 
I  found  in  this  seaman's  chest  abo^tc  fift}'  pieces  of  eight  in  roynlsi 
but  no  gold ;  1  suppose  this  l>c1onged  to  a  poorer  nun  than  the 
other,  which  teemed  to  belong  to  tome  officer. 

Weill  however,  I  lugged  this  monc>*  home  to  my  cave,  and 
laid  it  up,  as  I  had  done  that  before  which  I  brought  from  our 
own  ^tp ;  but  it  was  great  pity^^  as  I  said,  chat  the  ochcr  put  of 
the  ^p  had  not  come  to  my  share,  for  I  am  satisfied  I  might 
have  loaded  my  cattH  several  times  over  with  money,  which,  if 
I  had  ever  escaped  to  ExgUnJ^  would  have  lain  here  Kife  enough 
till  I  might  have  come  again  and  fetched  i:. 

Having  now  brought  all  my  things  on  shore,  and  secured 
I  went  back  to  my  boat,  and  rowed  or  paddled  her  along 
shtirc  to  her  old  harfx>or,  where  I  laid  her  up,  ard  m:ide  the 
best  of  my  way  to  my  old  habitation,  where  I  found  every  thing 
safe  and  quiet;  so  1  began  to  repose  myself,  lux  after  my  old 
&sh!on,  and  take  care  of  my  family  affairs;  and  for  a  while  I 
lived  easy  enough,  ofily  that  ]  was  nK>re  vigilant  than  I  tncd  to 
be,  looked  out  ofiener,  aiK)  did  not  go  abroad  so  mudi;  and  if 
at  any  time  I  did  stir  with  any  fireedom,  it  was  aJwaj-s  to  the 
ittx/  part  of  the  isiand>  where  I  was  pretiy  wdl  satisfied  the 
fBv^es  never  came,  and  where  1  could  go  without  so  many  pre- 
cautions, and  such  a  load  of  arms  and  ammunitbn,  as  1  always 
carried  with  me,  if  1  went  the  other  way. 

I  lived  in  this  condition  near  two  jrcsrs  mure ;  but  my  tm* 
lucky  head,  that  wu  always  to  lei  me  know  it  was  born  to  make 
my  body  miserable,  was  all  these  two  years  filled  with  p^yocu 
md  docigns,  htnr,  if  k  were  possible^  I  m>g\\t  ^ct  aw%>j  tu^st^ 
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lis  island ;  for  sometimes  I  was  for  making  another  voyage  Co 
le  wreck,  though  my  reason  told  me,  that  there  was  nochrig  left 
lere  worth  the  hazard  of  my  voyage  4  sometimes  for  a  ramble 
ne  way,  sometimes  another;  and  1  believe  verily,  if  1  had  the 
>at  that  I  went  from  Snl/ee  in,  I  should  have  ventured  co  sea, 
jund  any  where^  J  knew  not  whither. 

have  been,  in  all  my  circumstancesj  a  memento  to  those  who 

touched  with  that  general  plague  of  mankind,  whence,  for 

[ght  I  know,  one  half  of  their  miseries  flow ;  I  mean,  that  of 

lot  being  satisfted  with  the  station  wherein  God  and  nature  has 

laced  them  ;  for,  not  to  look  back  upon  my  primitive  condi- 

[on,  and  the  excellent  advice  of  my  father,  the  opposition  to 

'hich  was,  as  I  may  call  j/,  my  original  sin,  my  subsequent  mis- 

Lkes  of  the  same  kind  had  been  the  means  of  my  coming  into 

lis  miserable  condition ;     for  had    that   Providence,   which  so 

lappily  had  seated  me  at  the  Brasils  as  a  planter,  blessed  me 

■ith  confined  desires,  and  J  could  have  been  contented  to  have 
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non*;  and  yet»  80  deep  had  the  mistake  taken  root  in  my  tem- 
per, that  I  could  HOC  sabsfy  myself  in  my  sutkin,  but  wis  con- 
tiDually  po*^Rg  upon  the  means  and  possibility  of  my  escape  from 
this  place ;  and  that  I  may,  with  the  greater  pleasure  to  the 
reader,  bring  on  the  remaining  part  of  my  5tor)'i  it  may  not  be 
L  improper  to  give  some  account  of  my  first  concephons  on  the 
j  siit^ecc  of  this  fixrfish  scheme  for  m^'  escape ;  and  how  and  upon 
i     what  foundation  I  acted. 

[  I  am  now  to  be  supposed  to  be  nrttrcd  into  my  casric»  after 
my  laic  voyage  tu  the  wrcxk,  my  fn^;ile  UiJ  up,  ;uid  wcurcd 
nndcr  water  as  inua),  and  my  oondJclon  restored  to  what  it  was 
before.  1  had  more  wealth,  indeed,  than  1  hod  before,  but  was 
not  at  all  the  rkhcr;  for  1  had  no  more  use  for  iz  than  the 
Imdiaiu  of  PfrK  had  befoire  the  Spaniards  came  there* 

Jc  was  one  of  the  nights  in  the  rainy  season  m  March,  the 

^Htar^nd-twenticth  year  of  my  first  Ecttir^  fooc  in  this  island  of 
^^Btvinrss,  1  wns  lying  in  my  Ivrd  or  hammock,  nwakc,  and  very 
Vml  in  health,  had  no  pain>  no  distemper,  no  unea^ines^^  of  body, 
no,  nor  any  uneasiness  of  mind  more  than  ordiniry,  but  could  by 
00  means  dose  my  eyes,  that  is,  5E>  aa  to  sleep ;  no>  not  a  wink 
M  n^ht  long,  otherwise  tluin  as  follows: 

]t  is  as  impossible  as  needless  to  set  down  the  mnumcrable 
crowd  of  thoughts  that  whirled  through  that  great  thoroughJaie 
of  the  brain,  ihc  mcRKiry,  in  this  night's  time,  I  run  over  the 
whole  history  of  my  life  in  minmturc,  or  by  abrit^ment,  as  I 
may  talt  ir,  to  my  coming  to  this  island ;  and  also  of  the  part  of 
my  life  since  I  cAxnc  to  t}us  island.  In  my  reflections  upon  the 
stxtc  of  my  auc,  since  I  ounc  o«i  shore  on  this  island,  I  was 
comparing  the  happy  posture  of  my  a^rs  in  the  first  years  of 
my  habiution  here,  compared  to  the  life  of  an)dct>-,  fear,  and 
GDT,  vhhidi  I  had  lived  ever  snce  1  had  seen  the  print  of  a  ibat 
im  the  sand ;  not  that  1  did  not  believe  the  mv^iges  had  fre- 
qtuittcd  the  island  even  aJJ  the  whttei  and  m\^v  V^v^  \ye»v 
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!veraJ  hundreds  of  chem  at  times  on  the  shore  there  ;  but  I  had 
lever  known  it,  and  was  incapable  of  any  apprehensions  about 
:,  my  satisfaction  was  perfect,  though  my  danger  was  the  same; 
id  I  was  as  happy  in  not  knowing  my  danger^  as  If  I  had  never 
[eally  been  exposed  to  it  ,■  this  furnished  my  thoughts  with  many 
'Cry  profitable  reflections,  and  particularly  this  one;  How  infi- 
ntciy  good  that  Providence  is,  which  has  provided  in  its  govern- 
ment of  mankind  such  narrow  bounds  to  his  sight  and  knowledge 
>f  things ;  and  though  he  walks  in  the  midst  of  so  many  thou- 
ind  dangers,  the  sight  of  which,  if  discovered  to  him,  would 
listract  bis  mind,  and  sink  his  spirits,  be  is  kept  serene  and  calm, 
ly  having  the  event  of  things  hid  from  his  eyes,  and  knowing 
lothing  the  dangers  which  surround  him* 

After  these  thoughts  had  for  some  time  entertained  me,  I 
[ame  to  reflect  seriously  upon  the  real  danger  I  had  been  in  for 
many  years  in  this  very  island;  and  how  I  had  walked  about 
^st  security  and  with  all  possible  tranauillitv*  even 
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hnthklity  lUscV,  u  to  devour  its  own  Icmd  :  but  as  thU  erKlcd  in 
some  (it  thit  dme  fruitless)  speculations,  it  occurred  to  me  to 
inquire  wlut  port  of  the  world  these  wretches  lived  in ;  how 
&r  off  the  CDut  yva^  frt>m  whmce  they  came;  what  they  vcn* 
turcci  over  so  far  rrom  home  for ;  what  kind  of  boats  they  had ; 
and  why  1  might  not  order  myself,  and  my  business  60,  that  I 
might  be  as  aWc  to  go  over  thither  as  they  ^^-crc  to  come  to  mc 
I  Mnrer  so  much  as  troubled  myself  to  consider,  what  i  should 
do  with  myaeir  when  I  came  thither ;  what  should  ^lecome  of  me 
if  I  fell  into  the  hand^  of  the  navuges;  or  how  I  shodd  escape 
(mm  thcnij  if  they  attempted  mc ;  no,  nor  90  much  as  how  it 
was  poBiibk  for  me  to  reach  the  coajvt^  and  not  Iw  attempted  by 
some  or  other  of  them,  without  amy  posalbllity  of  delivering 
myself;  and  ii  I  should  not  tail  into  their  hands>  what  1  shoukl 
do  for  pTOviwin,  or  whitlicr  I  ahouli!  l)end  my  coutk  ;  nunc  of 
these  thoughts,  1  siy,  so  much  as  cunc  in  my  way;  but  my 
mind  was  wholly  bent  upon  the  notion  of  my  passing  over  in  my 
boat  to  the  main  land*  I  looked  back  upon  my  prc^nt  condition 
as  the  mtist  misrniblr  thit  couli  po^ibly  be ;  that  1  i^-as  not  able 
Co  throw  myself  into  any  thing  but  death,  that  could  be  called 
wonc ;  that  if  1  reached  the  shore  of  the  main,  1  might,  perhaps, 
meet  with  relief;  or  I  might  coast  along,  as  I  did  on  the  shore 
of  AfrUa^  till  I  came  10  M>ine  inhabited  country,  and  wherr  I 
might  find  some  relief;  and  after  all,  perhaps,  1  might  biX  in 
with  some  Christian  ship  thar  might  take  mc  in ;  and  if  the^ 
worst  came  to  the  wont,  [  could  but  die,  which  would  put  an 
cad  to  all  these  miseries  at  once,  f'ray,  note,  all  thu  was  the 
fhat  of  ■  disturbed  mind,  an  impatient  temper,  made,  as  it  wen^ 
desperate  by  the  Long  continuance  of  my  troubles,  and  the  dis- 
appointments I  had  met  in  thr  wreck  I  ha:l  Ixn^  on  boaid  ot", 
«id  where  1  had  been  eo  near  the  obtaining  what  I  &o  earnestly 
longed  for,  vti^  K>mcbody  to  speak  to,  and  to  Icuii  some  k?ncw- 
iidgc  from  of  i}je  yi/^tr  w/icnr  J  was^  and  of  th<  ^|irv>W^>^  "Etvc^x^ 
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if  my  deliverance:  I  say,  I  was  agitated  wholly  by  these  thoughts', 
il  my  calm  of  mind  in  my  resignation  to  Providence,  and  w^t- 
\g  the  issue  of  the  dispositions  of  Heaven^  seemed  to  be  Bus- 
icndcd;  and  1  had,  as  it  were,  no  power  to  turn  my  thoughts 
any  thing  but  to  the  project  of  a  voyage  to  the  main  ;  which 
lame  upon  me  with  such  force,  and  such  an  impetuosity  of  de- 
(irc^  that  it  was  not  to  be  resisted. 

When  this  had  agitated  my  thoughts  for  two  hours  or  more, 
ith  such  violence  that  it  set  my  very  blood  into  a  ferment,  and 
iiy  pulse  beat  as  high  as  if  I  had  been  in  a  fever,  merely  with 
|he  extraordinary  fervour  of  my  mind  about  it,  nature,  as  if  I 
lad  been  fatigued  and  exhausted  with  the  very  thought  of  it, 
hrew  me  into  a  sound  sleep :  one  wouJd  have  thought  I  should 
lave  dreamed  of  it ;  but  I  did  not,  nor  of  any  thing  relating  to 
but  1  dreamed  that  1  was  going  out  in  the  morning,  as  usual, 
Irom  my  castle,  I  saw  upon  the  shore  two  canoes^  and  eleven 
comin2  to  land,  and  that  thev  brought  with  them  ano- 
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my  cscupe  tn  my  dream,  that  the  dbappointments  which  I  felt 
upon  coming  to  mystify  and  finding  ic  vrxi  no  more  ch^i  a  drcam^ 
were  «c{ually  actravagnnt  the  other  way,  smd  threw  nwr  into  a 
very  gr«at  dejection  of  sj>irit. 

Upon  this,  however,  1  made  this  corclusion,  that  my  only 
way  10  go  about  an  attempt  for  an  rccapcj  vrts,  if  ptttaible,  to 
gee  a  savage  into  my  poiuession  ;  arKl,  if  possible^  It  i^hould  be 
one  of  their  pttaoners  whom  they  had  condemned  to  be  eaten, 
and  should  bnng  ihither  to  kill ;  but  these  choughs  still  were 
attendei.]  with  this  difficidt)',  that  it  was  impossible  to  effrct  this 
without  auaclcing  a  whole  caravan  of  them^  and  killing  them  all ; 
and  this  wu  not  only  a  very  desperate  attempt*  and  might  mi»* 
carry ;  but*  on  the  other  hand,  I  hac]  greatly  scrupled  the  lawful* 
ness  of  if  to  me,  and  my  heart  trembled  at  the  thoughts  of 
shedding  so  much  blood,  though  it  was  for  my  deliverance,  I 
need  not  repeal  the  arguments  which  occurred  to  me  against  this, 
rfiey  bnng  the  same  mentioned  before:  but  rhough  I  had  other 
reasons  ro  offer  now*  viz.  that  those  men  were  enemies  to  my 
bfc,  and  would  devour  mc,  if  they  could;  that  it  was  sclf-prc- 
aenratDOnf  in  the  highest  degree,  to  deliver  myself  from  this 
death  of  a  life,  and  was  acting  in  my  own  defeice,  as  much  as  if 
they  were  nctxially  assaulting  me,  and  the  like ;  I  say,  thou^ 
Ac$c  things  argued  for  it,  yet  the  thoughts  of  shedding  human 
bJoix)  fiir  my  deliverance  were  very  terrible  to  me,  and  such  as  I 
cotild  by  no  means  reconcile  myself  to  a  great  whilc« 

Hovrever,  at  last,  after  many  secret  dii^Hitcs  with  my«]f,  and 
after  great  pcqilcnities  about  it  (for  all  these  argumcnLSt  one  way 
and  anoihcr,  struggled  in  my  head  a  long  time),  the  eager  pre* 
vailing  desire  of  deliverance  at  length  mastered  all  the  rest,  and 
1  rtsolv«d,  if  possible^  to  get  one  of  these  savages  into  my  hands, 
ctM  what  it  would :  the  jkxI  thing  then  was  to  contrive  how  to 
do  tC ;  and  this  indeed  was  very  difficult  to  resolve  ow  \  W\.  i&\ 
oold  pitch  upon  00  probable  means  for  it>  »  V  TeatAvc;^  ^  V^ 
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lyself  upon  the  watch  to  see  them  when  they  came  on  dhore, 
leave  rhc  rest  to  the  event,  taking  such  measures  as  the 
ipportunjty  should  present,  let  be  whar  would  be. 

With  these  resolutions  in  my  thoughts,  1  set  myself  upon  the 

:out  as  often  as  possible,  and  indeed  so  often,  till  I  was  heartily 

:ired  of  it ;    for  it  was  above  a  year  and  a  half  that  1  wajted,  and 

For  great  part  of  that  time  went  out  to  the  WiSt  end,  and  to  the 

tduth-west  corner  of  the  island^  almost  every  day,  to  see  for 

:anocs,  but  none  appeared :  this  wa^  very  discouraging,  and  began 

:o  trouble  me  much  ;  though  I  cannot  say  that  it  did  in  this  case, 

it  hid  done  some  time  before  that,  ^iz,  wear  off  the  edge  of 

if  desire  to  the  thing ;  but  the  longer  it  seemed  to  be  dekyedr 

ic  more  eager  I  was  for  it:  in  a  word,  I  was  not  at  firet  so 

LrcftiJ  to  shun  the  sight  of  these  savages,  and  avoid  being  seen 

ly  them,  as  I  was  now  eager  to  be  upon  them. 

Besides,  I    fancied   myself  able  to  manage  one,  nay,  two  or 
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myself  into  all  the  same  postures  for  an  attack  that  I  had  formerly 
provided^  and  was  just  ready  for  action,  if  any  thing  had  pre- 
sented. Having  waited  a  good  while,  listening  to  hear  if  they 
made  any  noise  -,  at  length  being  very  impatient,  I  set  my  guns 
at  the  &ot  of  my  ladder,  and  clambered  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill 
by  my  two  stages,  as  usuat ;  stan<^ng  so,  however,  that  my  head 
did  not  appear  above  the  hill,  so  that  they  could  not  perceive  me 
by  any  means :  here  I  observed,  by  the  help  of  my  perspective 
glass,  that  they  were  no  less  than  thirty  in  number ;  that  they 
had  a  fire  kindled,  that  they  had  had  meat  dressed ;  how  they 
had  cooked  it,  that  I  knew  not,  or  what  it  was ;  but  they  were 
all  dancing  in  I  know  not  how  many  barbarous  gestures  and 
figures,  thdr  own  way,  round  the  fire. 

When  I  was  thus  looking  on  them,  I  perceived  by  my  per- 
spective two  miserable  wretches  dragged  from  the  boats,  where, 
it  seems,  they  were  laid  by,  and  were  now  brought  out  for  the 
slaughter.  I  perceived  one  of  them  immediately  fell,  being 
knocked  down,  I  suppose,  with  a  club  or  wooden  sword,  for  that 
was  their  way ;  and  two  or  three  others  were  at  work  immediately, 
cutting  him  open  for  their  cookery,  while  the  other  victim  was 
left  standing  by  himself,  till  they  should  be  ready  for  him :  in 
that  very  moment  this  poor  wretch,  seeing  himself  a  little  at 
liberty,  nature  inspired  him  with  hopes  of  life,  and  he  started 
away  from  themj  and  ran  with  incredible  swiftness  along  the 
sands,  directly  towards  me,  i  mean,  towards  that  part  of  the 
coast  where  my  habitation  was. 

I  was  dreadfully  frighted  (that  I  must  acknowledge)  when  I 
perceived  him  to  run  my  way ;  and  especially  when,  as  I  thought, 
I  saw  him  pursued  by  the  whole  body ;  and  now  I  expected  that 
part  of  my  dream  was  coming  to  pass,  and  that  he  would  cer- 
tainly take  shelter  in  my  grove  j  but  1  could  not  depend,  by  any 
means,  upon  my  dream  for  the  rest  of  it,  viz.  that  tlv^  cftict 
savages  would  not  punuc  him  thither^  and  fcui  \itti,  ^«<:- 
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[owever,  I  kept  my  station,  and  my  spirits  began  to  recover, 

■hen  J  fount]  that  there  were  not  above  three  men  that  followed 

iim  ;  and  still  more  was  I  encouraged,  when  I  found  he  outstripc 

hem  exceedingly  in  running,  and  gained  ground  of  them,  so  that 

f  he  could  but  hold  it  for  half  an  hour,  1  saw  easily  he  would 

fairly  get  away  from  them  all. 

There  was  between  them  and  my  castle  the  creelc,  which  I 

lentioned  often  at  the  first  part  of  my  story,  when  I  landed  my 

:argocs  out  of  the  ship ;  and  this  I  saw  plainly  he  must  neces- 

iarily  swim  over,  or  the  poor  wretch  would  be  taken  there ;  but 

'hen  the  savage  escaping  came  thither,  he  made  nothing  of  it, 

lough  the  tide  was  then  up ;  but  plunging  in,  swam  through 

about  thirty  strokes,  or  thereaboutSj  landed,  and  ran  on  with 

exceeding  strength  and  swiftness.    When  the  three  persons  came 

the  creek,  I  found  that  two  of  them  could  swim,  but  the 

lird  could  not,  and  that,  standing  on  the  other  side,  he  looked 
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in  the  mean  time,  I  dawlj  advanced  towirds  the  two  that 
followed;  tlien  rushing  at  once  upon  the  fbrenu»t,  I  knocked 
him  down  with  the  stock  of  my  jMCce;  I  was  loth  to  fire,  because 
I  would  not  have  the  rest  hear,  though  at  that  distance  it  would 
not  have  been  easily  heard;  and  being  out  of  sight  of  the  smoke 
too,  they  would  not  have  easily  kmiwn  what  to  make  of  it. 
Having  knocked  this  fellow  down^  the  other  who  pursued  with 
him  stc^>pcd,  as  if  he  had  been  fiifj^tened,  and  I  advanced  apace 
towaids  him ;  but  as  I  came  neater,  I  perceived  presently  he  had 
a  bow  and  arrow,  and  was  fitting  it  to  shoot  at  me ;  so  I  was 
then  necessitated  to  shoot  at  him  first ;  which  I  did,  and  killed 
him  at  the  first  shoot.  The  poor  savage  who  fled,  but  had 
stopped,  though  he  saw  both  his  enemies  fidlen,  and  killed  (as 
he  thought)  yet  was  so  frighted  with  the  fire  and  noise  of  my 
piece,  that  he  stood  stock-sdll,  and  neither  came  forward  or  went 
backward^  though  he  seemed  rather  inclined  to  fly  still  than  to 
come  on.  I  hallooed  again  to  him,  and  made  signs  to  come 
forward,  which  he  easily  understood,  and  came  a  little  way,  then 
stopped  ^gairif  and  then  a  little  further,  and  stopped  again ;  and 
I  could  then  perceive  that  he  stood  trembling,  as  if  he  had  been 
taken  prisoner,  and  had  just  been  to  be  killed,  as  his  two  enemies 
were.  I  beckoned  him  agun  to  come  to  me,  and  gave  him  all  the 
signs  of  encouragement  that  I  could  think  of ;  and  he  came  nearer 
and  nearer,  kneeling  down  every  ten  or  twelve  steps,  in  token  of 
acknowledgment  for  saving  his  life.  I  smiled  at  him  and  looked 
pleasantly,  and  beckoned  to  him  to  come  still  nearer.  At  length 
he  came  close  to  me,  and  he  then  kneeled  down  again,  kissed  the 
ground,  and  laid  his  head  upon  the  ground,  and  taking  me  by 
the  foot,  set  my  foot  upon  his  head.  This,  it  seems,  was  in 
token  of  swearing  to  be  my  slave  for  ever.  I  took  him  up,  and 
made  much  of  him,  and  encouraged  him  all  I  could.  But  there 
was  more  work  to  do  yet ;  for  I  perceived  the  savage,  who  I 
knocked  dowit,  was  not  kilJed,  but  stunntd  'witki  ^^-Wvnr  ^  ^vt^ 
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|egan  to  come  to  himself:  so  I  pointed  to  him,  and  shewed  him 

ic  savagCf  that  he  was  not  dead :  upon  this  he  spoke  some  n^rds 

inc;  and  though  I  could  not  understand  thenij  yet  I  thought 

ley  were  pleasant  to  heiTj  for  they  were  the  first  sound  of  a 

lan's  voice  that  I  had  heard,  my  own  excepted^  for  above  twcnty- 

ive  years.     But  there  was  no  time  for  such  rcflectioris  now  ;  the 

ivage,  who  was  knocked  down,  recovered  himself  so  far  as  to 

up  upon  the  ground ;  and  I  perceived  that  my  savage  began  to 

»e  afraid ;  but  when  i  saw  that,  I  presented  my  other  piece  at 

he  man,  as  if  I  would  shoot  him  :  upon  this  my  savage,  for  se 

call  him  mw^  made  a  motion  to  me  to  lend  him  my  sword^ 

'hich  hung  naked  in  a  belt  by  my  side  ;  so  I  did  :  he  no  sooner 

lad  if,  but  he  runs  to  his  enemy,  and  at  one  blow  cut  ofF  his 

lead  so  cleverly,  no  executioner  in  Germarty  could  have  done  it 

iooner  or  better;  which  I  thought  very  strange  for  one,  who,  I 

lad  reason  to  believe,  never  saw  a  sword  in  his  life  before,  except 
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to  go  away,  and  beckoned  him  to  follow  me,  making  ^gns  to  him 
that  more  might  come  after  them. 

Upon  this  he  signed  to  me  that  he  should  bury  them  with, 
sand,  that  they  might  not  be  seen  by  the  rest,  if  they  followed ; 
and  so  I  made  s^ns  again  to  him  to  do  so :  he  fell  to  work,  and 
in  an  instant  he  had  scraped  a  hole  in  the  sand  with  his  hands, 
big  enough  to  bury  the  first  in,  and  then  dragged  him  into  it, 
and  covered  him,  and  did  so  also  by  the  other.  I  believe  he  had 
buried  them  both  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour :  then  calling  him  away, 
I  carried  him  not  to  my  castle,  but  quite  away  to  my  cave,  on 
the  larther  part  of  the  island ;  so  I  did  not  let  my  dream  come 
to  pass  in  that  part^  viz,  that  he  came  into  my  grove  for 
sheltqr. 

Here  I  gave  him  bread,  and  a  bunch  of  raisins  to  eat,  and  a 
draught  of  water,  which  I  found  he  was  indeed  in  great  distress 
for,  by  his  running  ;  and  having  refreshed  him,  I  made  signs  for 
him  to  go  lie  down  and  sleep,  pointing  to  a  place  where  I  had 
laid  a  great  parcel  of  rice-straw,  and  a  blanket  upon  it,  which  1 
used  to  sleep  upon  myself  sometimes  :  so  the  poor  creature  lay 
down  and  went  to  sleep. 

He  was  a  comely  handsome  fellow,  perfectly  well  made,  with 
straight  long  limbs,  not  too  large,  tall,  and  well-shaped,  and,  as 
I  reckon,  about  twenty-six  years  of  age.  He  had  a  very  good 
countenance,  not  a  fierce  and  surly  aspect,  but  seemed  to  have 
something  very  manly  in  his  face,  and  yet  he  had  all  the  sweet- 
ness and  softness  of  an  European  in  his  countenance  too,  especially 
when  he  smiled :  his  hair  was  long  and  black,  not  curled  like 
wool ;  his  forehead  very  high  and  large,  and  a  great  vivacity  and 
sparkling  sharpness  in  his  eyes.  The  colour  of  his  skin  was  not 
quite  black,  but  very  tawny,  and  yet  not  of  an  ugly  yellow  . 
nauseous  tawny,  as  the  Erasiltans  and  Virginians^  and  other 
natives  of  America  are;  but  of  a  bright  kind  of  a  dun  olive 
colour,  that  hzd  in  it  something  very  agreeabVe,  livou^  w^x.  n^:x^ 
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:asy  to  descnbci  His  face  was  round  and  plump,  his  nosc 
:mall,  not  flat  like  the  negroeSj  a  very  good  mouth,  thin  lips, 
Lnd  his  fine  teeth,  weli-set,  and  white  as  ivoiy»  After  he  had 
ilufnbcrcdj  rather  than  slept,  about  half  an  hour,  he  waked  again, 
Lnd  comes  out  of  the  cave  to  me,  for  1  had  been  milking  my 
Ijoats,  which  I  had  in  the  enclosure  just  by-     When  he  espied 

le,  he  came  running  to  me,  laying  himself  down  again  upon 
:he  ground,  with  all  the  possible  signs  of  an  humble  thankful 
lisposition,  making  many  antic  gestures  to  shew  it.  At  last  he 
lays  his  head  flat  upon  the  ground^  close  to  my  foot,  and  sets  my 
foot  upon  his  head,  as  he  had  done  before  ;  and  after  this, 

lade  all  the  signs  to  me  of  subjection,  servinide,  and  submission 
|fnaginablej  to  let  me  know  how  he  would  serve  me  as  long  as 
le  lived.     I  understood  him  in  many  things,  and  let  him  know 

was  very  well  pleased  with  him.     In  a  litde  time  I  began  to 
ipeak  to  him,  and  teach  him  to  speak  to  me :  and  first,  J  made 
name  should  be  Friday,  which  was  the  dav  I  saved 
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mside  as  if  I  would  vonut  at  the  thoughts  of  it,  and  beckoned 
with  my  h&nd  to  him  to  come  «wiy»  which  he  did  immcdiatdf , 
with  great  submtsyoi^.  I  then  led  him  up  to  ihc  top  of  the  hill, 
to  tee  if  his  enemies  were  gone,  and  pulling  out  my  glz»>  t 
looked,  and  saw  pltmly  the  place  where  they  had  been,  but  no 
appearance  of  them,  or  of  their  caai^fs ;  so  that  it  was  plain  that 
ihcy  were  gone,  and  had  left  their  two  comnwles  l>ch!fid  thenij 
without  any  search  aiter  them. 

But  I  wtt  not  content  with  this  diKOvcry ;  but  having  now 
man  course,  and  conwqtienTly  more  curifwitr,  I  take*  my  man 
FriJay  with  me,  giving  him  the  sword  in  his  hajKi,  with  the  bow 
and  arrow)  at  his  back^  which  1  found  he  couki  use  verj"  dcxtcr- 
oualy,  making  htm  carry  one  gun  for  me,  and  I  two  for  mysdf» 
and  away  we  marched  to  the  place  where  these  crcatun-s  hwl 
been;  for  I  had  a  mind  now  to  get  some  fuller  inreltigencc  *:S 
than.  When  I  came  to  the  place,  my  very  blood  ran  chill  in 
my  veins,  ajtd  my  heart  sunk  within  me  at  the  horror  of  the 
■pecHcle  :  indeed  it  was  a  dreadful  sight,  at  leiut  it  was  90  10 
AC,  though  Friday  made  nothing  of  it.  The  place  was  covered 
with  human  bones,  the  ground  dyed  with  their  blood,  great 
piece*  of  fledi  left  here  and  there  half-oten,  mangled,  and 
scorched ;  and,  in  short,  all  the  tokens  of  the  triumphant  fea« 
tfacy  had  been  making  there,  after  a  victory  over  their  cncmica. 
I  caw  three  ikullSf  five  hands,  and  the  bones  o(  three  or  four 
kgs  and  feet,  and  abundance  of  other  parrs  of  the  bodies ;  and 
Friday^  by  his  signs,  made  me  understand  that  they  brought 
over  four  prisoners  to  feast  upon  ;  that  three  of  them  were  eaten 
up,  and  that  he,  pointing  to  hims-elf,  wa.H  the  fourth  :  that  there 
bad  been  a  great  battle  between  them  and  their  t^ext  king,  whose 
tutyects,  it  aocmst  he  had  been  one  of;  and  that  they  bad  taken 
a  great  number  of  prisotiers,  all  which  were  earned  to  several 
places  b)'  those  that  had  taken  them  in  the  Agbt^  in  order  tit  (xaoK 
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ipon  them,  as  was  done  here  by  these  wretches  upon  those  they 
Jfought  hither. 

I  caused  Friday   to  gather  aU  the  skulls,  bones,  flesh,  and 
'hatever  remaned,  ajid  lay  them  together  on  a  heap^  and  make 

great  fire  upon  it,  and  bum  them  all  to  ashes.  I  found  Friday 
lad  still  a  hankering  stomach  after  some  of  the  flesh,  and  was 
[till  a  cannibal  in  his  nature;  but  1  discovered  so  much  abhor- 
|cnce  at  the  very  thoughts  of  it,  aiid  at  the  least  appearance  of 
that  he  durst  not  discover  it  \  for  I  hadj  by  some  means,  let 
lim  know,  that  I  wouJd  IciJl  him  if  he  offered  it. 

When  we  had  done  this,  we  came  back  to  our  castle,  and 
|hcre  I  fell  to  work  for  my  man  Friday.     And  first  of  all,  I 

ive  him  a  pair  of  linen  drawers  which  I  had  out  of  the  poor 
[unner's  chest  I  mentioned,  and  which  I  found  in  the  wreck ; 

id  which,  with  a  little  alteration,  fitted  him  very  wcli :  then  I 

lade   him  a  jerkin  of  goafs-skin   as  well  as  my  skill  would 
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a  Etde  wiOim  the  cntnmc« ;  and  causing  the  door  to  open 

inside,  I  bsuttd  it  up  In  the  night,  taking  m  my  ladders 

too;  M>  that  Fridaj  could  no  way  come  at  me  in  the  inside  of 

iny  iaoermoGC  wall^  without  makin|;  so  much  noise  in  gtttii^ 

^    over»  that  it  must  ncc^  waken  me ;  for  my  first  wall  had  now  a 

complete  roof  over  it  of  long  poles  covering  all  nw  tent,  and 

I     leaning  up  to  the  Kide  of  the  hill,  which  was  again  laid  across 

with  small  sticks  inHtcAd  of  laths*  and  then  thatched  over  a  great 

thickness  with  the  rice-straw^  which  wu  strong  like  feeds ;  and 

at  the  hole  or  place  whiih  y%^,s  left  to  go  in  or  out  by  the  ladtler, 

I  had  placed  a  kind  of  trap-door,  which  if  it  had  been  anempCtd 

on  ihc  outside,  would  not  have  opeiwd  at  all,  but  would  have 

fftUcn  down«  and  made  a  great  noise ;  and  as  to  wcnpo^is,  I  took 

them  all  into  my  side  every  night. 

But  I  needed  iK)ne  of  all  this  precaution ;  for  nerer  man  hod 
a  mort:  laithful,  loving,  sincere  servant  than  FriJay  was  to  mc ; 
wuhout  pasnons,  sullenness  or  desagns;  perfectly  obliged  and 
engaged;  his  very  auctions  were  tied  to  mc,  like  those  oft 
child  to  a  father ;  and  I  dare  say  be  would  have  sacrificed  his  life 
Au"  the  saving  mine,  upon  any  octagon  what^acver:  the  many 
testimonies  he  gave  me  of  this,  put  it  out  of  doubt;  and  soon 
ooimnccd  me,  that  1  nccccd  to  use  no  prccautioru  as  to  my  safety 
on  his  account. 

This  frequcndy  gave  mc  occasion  to  observe,  and  that  with 
wonder,  that  however  it  had  pleased  God  in  his  providence,  and 
in  the  government  of  the  works  of  hb  hands,  to  take  from  so 
grot  a  pan  of  the  world^  of  his  ctraiures,  the  best  itses  to  which 
thdr  fioiltics  and  the  powers  of  their  souU  arv  adapted ;  yet 
tlutt  he  has  bestowed  upon  them  the  same  powers,  the  samt 
igeiOt  the  name  affections,  the  same  sentiments  of  kindness  and 
LgAGgttion,  the  nme  passions  and  resenmientx  of  wrongs,  ihe 
PHte  Aoae  of  graetcude,  ^noerity,  fidelity,  and  all  jkx,  <:v^<«:^ 
I    qfdouy  ji^  Aiidfrcicrvjjtg- good,  that  he  has  ghve^ 
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lat  when  he  pleases  to  offer  to  them  occasions  of  exerting  these, 
[hcy^  arc  as  ready,  nay^  nore  ready  to  apply  them  to  ihc  right 
les  for  which  they  were  bestowed  than  we  are.  And  this  made 
le  very  melancholy  sometimes,  in  reflecting,  as  the  several 
:casions  presented,  how  mean  a  use  we  make  of  all  these,  even 
lough  we  have  these  powers  enlightened  by  the  great  lamp  of 
tstruction,  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  by  the  knowledge  of  his 
'ord,  added  to  our  understanding ;  and  why  it  has  pleased  God 

hide  the  like  saving  knowledge  from  so  many  millions  of  souls, 
'ho^  if  I  might  judge  by  this  poor  savage,  would  make  a  much 
setter  use  of  it  than  we  did. 

From  hence  1  sometimes  was  led  too  far  to  invade  the  sovc- 
'ignty  of  Providence ;  and,  as  it  were,  arraign  the  justice  of  so 
■bitrary  a  disposition  of  things,  that  should  hide  that  light  from 
ime,  and  reveal  it  to  others,  and  yet  expect  a  like  duty  from 

ich  1  but  I  shut  it  up,  and  checked  my  thoughts  with  this  con- 
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to  mc  to  nlk  to  him.  And  now  my  life  b«gar.  to  be  so 
I  began  to  say  to  my^c-If,  thti  could  1  but  hnvc  been 
wKk  from  more  savages,  1  aucd  iiot  if  1  vn^  never  to  remove  Irom 
the  pinccf  while  I  Itvcd. 

After  I  hid  been  r«-o  or  three  cbys  returned  to  my  castle,  I 
thought  that,  in  order  to  bring  Friday  off  from  his  horrid  way  of 
fccditigt  nt\d  from  the  rclUh  of  a  canniUiV»  stomach,  I  ought  to 
let  him  taste  oiher  flesh  ;  so  I  took  him  out  with  mc  one  morning 
to  the  woods.  I  went,  indeed,  intending  to  kill  a  kid  out  of  my 
own  Hockf  and  bring  him  home  and  drc^  it :  but  $s  1  wa3  goings 
I  »w  a  ^hc-goit  lying  down  in  the  shade,  and  two  young  kids 
sicdf^  by  her,  I  catched  hold  of  Friday,  Hold,  sdd  1^  stand 
nill ;  and  made  s^ns  to  htm  not  to  stir ;  immediately  I  presented 
my  piece,  shot  and  killed  one  of  the  kids.  The  pcx>r  crcaturr, 
who  had,  at  a  distance  indEfnl,  vren  nir  kill  che  sav^gi?,  his  enemy, 
but  did  not  know  or  could  imagine  how  it  was  done,  was  senci- 
bly  3urprised>  trembled  and  shook,  and  looked  £0  amazed,  that 
I  thought  he  would  have  sunk  down  ;  he  did  not  sec  the  kid  I 
shot  at,  or  perceive  I  had  killed  it,  bin  rippr*!  up  ht5  wai^iicoat 
to  kc\  if  he  was  not  wounded  ;  and,  as  I  found,  present))-  thought 
I  WIS  resolved  to  kill  him ;  for  he  came  and  kneeled  down  to 
mCi  and,  embrxing  my  kncc^,  xud  a  great  many  things  1  did 
not  underhand ;  but  I  could  easily  sec  that  the  meaning  was  to 
pny  mc  not  to  kill  him. 

I  soon  found  a  way  to  convince  him  that  I  would  do  him  no 
)nmi\  and  rakirig  him  up  by  the  hand,  laughed  at  him,  and 
poindng  to  the  kid  which  I  had  killed,  beckoned  id  }um  co  run 
and  fttch  it,  which  he  did ;  and  while  he  was  wondering  and 
Icoking  to  set:  how  the  creature  w*s  killed,  I  loaded  my  gun 
again,  and  by  and  by  I  «aw  a  great  fbwl^  like  a  hawk,  sit  upon  a 
&te  within  shot :  w>,  to  let*  Friday  understand  a  little  what  I 
WDukl  do,  1  colled  him  to  mc  again,  pointing  at  \ht  (cf^\,  ^Vn^ 
indrtx)  j/wnrf,  though  J  thought  ithtdbccna.Vy«V.\  \'W^ 
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lintmg  to  the  parrot,  and  to  my  gun,  and  to  the  ground  under 

le  parrot,  to  let  him  see  I  would  make  him  fall>  I  made  him 

iderstand  that  I  would  shoot  and. kill  that  bird  ;  accordingly  I 

I,  and  bid  him  look,  and  immedialely  he  saw  the  parrot  ^L 

[e  stood  like  one  frighted  again,  notwithscmding  all  I  had  sard 

him ;  and  I  found  he  was  the  more  amazed,  because  he  did 

tot  see  me  put  any  thing  into  the  gun ;  but  thought  there  must 

some  wonderful  fund  of  death  and  destruction  in  that  thing, 

e  to  kill  man,  beast,  bird,  or  any  thing  near  or  far  off:   and 

ic  astonishment  this  created  in  him  was  such  as  could  not  wear 

»fF  for  a  long  time ;  and  I  believe,  if  1  would  have  let  him,  he 

'ould  have  worshipped  me  and  my  gun  :  as  for  the  gun  itself, 

would  not  so  much  as  touch  it  for  several  days  after;  but 

fould  speak  to  it,  and  talk  to  it,  as  if  it  had  answered  him,  when 

le  was  by  himself;  which,  as  I  afterwards  learned  of  him,  was 

to  desire  it  not  to  kill  him. 
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It,  wishing  his  mouth  wirh  fresh  wato-  after  it ;  on  the  other 
hsnd,  I  Cook  »omc  meat  in  my  mouth  without  uh>  and  [  pre- 
tended to  spit  and  spuiict  for  want  o(  salt,  aa  f^t  as  he  h^d  doiie 
8t  the  tflt ;  but  it  would  !ior  do,  he  would  ncvtrr  care  for  salt  with 
meat,  or  in  hb  broth ;  at  least,  not  a  great  while,  and  then  but  :t 
very  Ilrtlc 

Having  ihuB  fed  him  vriih  boiled  meat  and  brorhj  I  was  resolved 
to  feaac  him  the  next  day  with  roasting  s  piece  of  the  kid :  th]& 
I  did  by  hanging  Jt  before  the  fire  in  a  strii^,  as  I  bad  seen  many 
peopk  do  in  Eniland^  setting  two  poles  up»  «ic  on  each  side  the 
fift,  and  ot>c  jLTUfW  dw  lop,  and  tying  the  string  to  the  croai 
ttick,  lettutg  the  meat  tum  continually ;  this  friday  admired  . 
Toy  much;  but  when  he  came  to  taste  the  flesh,  he  took  » 
m%xvf  ways  iu  icll  me  how  wtrll  h(^  likn!  it,  thai  I  could  not  but 
Bndmand  him  \  and  at  last  he  lold  me  he  would  never  eat  inan*a 
flesh  any  more,  which  I  was  veiy  glad  to  hear. 

Tke  next  day  I  set  him  Co  work  to  beating  some  com  out^  and 
nftu^  it  in  fhc  manner  I  usaI  to  do,  as  I  obaervvd  before ;  and 
be  Soon  understood  how  to  do  it  as  well  aa  I,  especially  after  be 
had  Ken  what  the  meaning  of  Jt  was,  and  that  it  was  to  mike 
bn-u]  of;  for  after  that  I  let  him  aee  me  make  my  bread,  and 
bftkc  it  too;  and  in  a  tittle  time  Friday  was  able  to  do  all  the 
work  for  mc»  as  well  as  I  could  do  it  my9clf, 

J  b^n  now  to  consider,  that  having  two  mouths  to  feed  iiH 
Kcad  of  one,  I  mu«i  pn»vide  more  ground  far  my  harvest,  ajid 
plant  a  larger  quantity  of  com  than  I  u^d  to  do ;  so  1  marked 
oac  a  larger  piece  of  land,  and  b^an  the  fence  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  before,  in  which  FrsJuy  not  only  worked  very  willingly,  and 
Toy  hard,  but  did  it  verj-  cheerfully  i  and  1  told  him  what  it  was 
facj  that  it  was  for  com  to  make  more  bread,  because  he  n'as  now 
with  mc,  and  that  t  might  have  enough  for  him  and  myself  too:  he 
appeared  very  sensible  oi  thar  part,  and  let  mc  knaw^  \.bal  Vt 
tkoQght  1  had  much  more  kbovr  upon  nw  on  Kia  w;c<iuW.  ^OT^\ 
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lad  for  myself,  and  that  he  would  work  the  harder  for  me,  if  1 

luld  tell  htm  what  to  do. 

This  was  the  pleasantest  year  of  all  the  life  I  led  in  this  place. 

^riday  began  to  talk  pretty  well,  and  understand  the  names  of 

Imost  GY^ry  thing  1  had  occasion  to  call  for,  and  of  every  place 

had  to  send  hini  to,  and  talked  a  great  deal  to  me  ;  so  that,  m 

Ihortj  1  began  now  to  have  some  use  for  my  tongue  again,  which 

ideed  I  had  very  little  occasion  for  before;  that  is  to  say,  ahcut 

*e€ch.     Besides  the  pleasure  of  talking  to  him,  I  had  a  singular 

itisfaction  in  the  fellow  himself;  his  simple  unfeigned  honesty 

Lppeared  to  me  more  and  more  every  day^  and  1  begaii  really  to 

ove  the  creature ;  and  on  his  side,  I  believe  he  loved  mc  more 

[han  it  was  possible  for  him  ever  to  love  any  thing  before. 

I  had  a  mind  once  to  try  if  he  had  any  hankering  inclination 
[o  his  own  country  again;  and  having  learned  him  English  so 
'ell  that  he  could  answer  me  almost  any  questions,  I  asked  him,

By  this  1  undcrstooi,  that  my  man  Frtd^  had  formerly  been 
ftinof^  the  savages  who  used  to  come  on  shorr,  on  the  farther 
put  of  the  isJand,  on  th^  ^afntr  ntan*eating  occasion!  thac  he  was 
tiDw  brought  for  ;  and  some  time  after  when  I  took  the  counge 
to  carry  him  to  that  side,  being  the  snmc  1  formerly  mcnlioned» 
Ke  presently  kiicw  the  pbt-e,  iutd  told  itk,  he  was  there  once 
when  ihcy  cat  up  twenty  men,  r*'0  women,  ar»d  one  child :  he 
coukl  not  tell  twenty  in  Etgihh^  but  he  numbered  then  by  laying

I  have  told  this  pcnage,  bcnuse  it  introduces  what  follows;— 
that  after  I  had  had  tlus  diacourw  with  him,  1  asked  him  ho 
&r  it  was  from  our  island  to  the  shore,  and  whether  the  tM^it 
ivcfC  not  oAeti  io^  ?  He  tnki  me  there  was  no  danger^  no  <aMH. 
ever  lost ;  but  that  after  a  little  way  oojt  to  sea,  there  was  a  cur^ 
rent,  and  wirkl  always  one  way  in  the  morning,  the  other  in  the 
iFcmoon. 
This  I  undematid  to  be  no  more  than  the  sets  of  the  tide, 
going  out»  or  coming  in ;  but  I  afterwards  undemood  it  was 
by  the  great  drai^ht  and  reflux  of  the  mighty  river 
fr«Mvfitf^;  in  the  mouth,  or  ihc  gulph,  of  which  nvcr,  a*  I 
afterwards,  our  island  hy  \  and  thb  land,  which  I  pcr^ 
'cd  to  the  If  -  ai>d  M  ^^  wai  the  great  idaml  Trixid^d^  on 
mrih  point  of  the  mouth  of  the  river ;  I  idlkjC^  tViAtt") 
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thousand  questSors  about  the  country,  the  inhabitants,  die  sea, 

:he  coast,  and  what  nations  were  near :  he  told  me  all  he  knew 
'ith  the  greatest  openness  imaginable.  1  asked  him  the  names 
the  several  nations  of  his  sort  of  peoplcj  but  could  get  no  other 
lame  than  Carihs -,  from  whence  I  easily  understood,  that  these 
^erc  the  Caribbess^  which  our  maps  place  on  the  part  of  America 
'hich  reaches  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Oroanoqur  to  Guinea^ 
onwards  to  St.  Martha :  he  told  me,  that  up  a  great  way 
leyond  the  moon,  that  was,  beyond  the  setting  of  the  moon, 
'hich  must  be  fV.  from  their  country,  there  dwelt  white  bearded 
icn,  like  me,  and  pointed  to  my  great  whiakersj  which  I  men- 
ioned  before;  and  that  they  had  killed  much  mansj  that  was  his 
^ord  :  by  all  which  I  understood  he  meant  the  Spaniards^  whose 
Tuelties  in  America  had  been  spread  over  the  whole  countries, 
ind  was  remembered  by  all  the  nations  from  father  to  son> 
I  inquired  if  he  could  tell  me  how  I  might  come  from  this 
anions  those  white  men  :  he  told  me.  Yes,  ves,  I 
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tnd  VOOds  ?  He  told  mc  ir  wwt  tmr.  ohl  RenamutJtet  tfi4t  lived 
beyond  iJJ;  he  could  deecribc  nothing  ofthisgreatpcnon,  but  that 
he  WIS  verj"  oki ;  much  older,  he  stid,  than  the  sea  or  tht  land, 
than  the  moon  or  the  stars.  I  asked  him  then,  If  this  old  pcrsoji 
had  made  all  thrij^,  why  did  not  all  things  wTjrrhip  him  ?  He 
looked  very  gravCj  and  ^iih  a  perftct  look  of  ninocencc»  said^ 
jfU  things  dfi  jay  O!  /a  him.  1  asked  him  if  the  people  who  die 
in  hb  country  went  away  ary-whcrc?  He  nid  Yes,  they  all 
went  to  Brirami/itef.  Then  I  asked  him,  whether  those  they  cat 
up  went  thither  too  ?  he  said,  Yes, 

From  these  things  1  began  to  instruct  him  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  tnte  Gou.  I  loki  hrm  that  the  great  Maker  of  all  thirds 
lived  up  there,  pointing  up  (owartl*  heaven  ;  that  he  goverrvs  the 
world  by  the  same  povi^r  and  providence  by  which  he  made  it{ 
that  he  was  omnipotent^  could  do  every  thing  for  us,  give  every 
thing  to  ui,  bike  every  thing  froan  la :  ajid  thus,  by  degrees,  I 
opened  his  eyes.  He  listened  with  great  attention,  and  received 
intk  pleasure  the  notion  of  Je^aii  Chruf  being  sent  to  redeem  us, 
«sd  of  the  manner  of  nuking  dut  prayers  to  God,  and  his  being 
able  to  hear  us,  even  into  heaven.  He  told  me  one  day,  that  if 
our  Goo  could  bear  ufi  up  beyond  the  sun,  he  must  needs  be  a 
greater  God  than  their  Btnamuckcf^  who  lived  but  a  linle  way 
off,  and  yet  couU  not  h«r,  til!  they  went  uji  to  the  great  moun- 
tains, where  he  dwelt,  to  speak  to  him.  I  asked  him,  if  ever  he 
went  thither  to  speak  to  him  i  He  said,  No,  they  never  went 
tint  were  yoiu^  men ;  none  went  thither  but  the  old  men ;  who 
he  called  their  Offwockakr^^  that  is,  as  1  made  him  explain  it  to 
me,  their  religious,  or  clet^ ;  and  that  they  went  to  oy  O  /  (so 
be  called  saying  pmyers),  and  then  came  back,  and  told  them 
whst  Benawmtkee  said-  By  (his  I  observed  that  there  is  prUU- 
trafi  even  amongst  the  most  blinded  ignorant  Paganv  in  the 
world  ;  ard  the  policy  of  making  a  secret  religion,  in  order  ta 
pftservGtbe  veiK/auon  of  the  people  to  the  c\cig^>\antA  w\*^^ft 
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|c  found  in  the  Romany  but  perhaps  among  all  religiohs  In  the 
'orld,  even  among  the  most  brutish  and  barbarous  savages. 
I  endeavoured  to  clear  up  this  fraud  to  my  man  Friday  ;  and 
)ld  him,  that  the  pretence  of  their  old  men  going  up  to  the 
lountains  to  say  O  !  to  their  God  Efftjftmuckee^  was  a  cheat ;  and 
leir  bringing  word  from  thence  what  he  said,  was  much  more 
that  if  they  met  with  any  ans^ver,  or  spoke  with  any  one 
icrc,  it  must  be  with  an  evil  spirit :  and  then  I  entered  into  a 
jng  discourse  with  him  about  the  devil,  the  original  of  him,  his 
jbellion  agmnst  God,  his  enmity  to  man,  the  reason  of  it,  his 
:tting  himself  up  in  the  dark  parts  of  the  world  to  be  worshipped 
of  God,  and  as  God,  and  the  many  stratagems  he  made 
of  to  delude  mankind  to  their  ruin ;  how  he  had  a  secret 
[cccss  to  our  j:>assions  and  to  our  affections,  to  adapt  his  snares 
to  our  inclinations,  as  to  cause  us  even  to  be  our  own  temptCHj 
d  CO  run  upon  our  destruction  by  our  own  choice. 
found  it  was  not  so  easy  to  imprint  rirzht  notions  in  his  mind 
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enemy  in  the  hearts  of  men»  &ik1  used  adi  his  malice  and  akill  to 
dcfc&t  the  good  designs  of  I'ruvidcnce,  and  to  ruin  the  kingdom 
of  CBRtsT  m  the  worid,  and  the  like:  Well,  snys  Friday,  but 
yov.  My  Goo  ig  so  strong,  so  great,  is  he  not  much  strong,  much 
might  09  the  devil  ?  Yes,  yes,  said  !»  /'VkAij,  God  is  stronger 
th»i  the  devil :  God  is  above  the  devil,  and  therefore  wc  pray  to 
Goo  to  tread  him  down  under  our  feet»  and  enable  us  to  resist 
his  temptations,  and  <]uench  his  fiery  darts.  Bfiy  says  he  tgain» 
//  G^  mMcM  ttnngt  much  mighi  tn  ihc  JcvU,  why  G^d  n?  kill  th€ 
dmlt  jv  muke  him  m  m^re  do  teUkcdi 

I  was  strangely  surpriwd  at  his  c{uesiion ;  and  after  all,  though 
1  was  now  an  old  nun,  yet  I  was  but  a  young  doctor*  and  ill 
enough  qualilicd  for  a  casuist  or  a  solver  of  difficulties :  and,  at 
fint,  I  could  not  tell  what  to  say ;  so  1  prcta>ded  not  to  hear 
him,  and  asked  turn  what  be  said?  but  he  was  too  earnest 
for  an  answer  to  forget  his  question :  so  that  he  repeated  if  in 
the  very  nme  broken  vvxjrds  as  above.  By  this  lime  I  bad  re- 
covered myself  a  little,  and  I  said^  G«/  tci?/  as  ku  punijh  htm 
MVfrefy;  he  x^reifrv^d/cr  th^judga^Mt^aHdis  t&  betdii  tnu  tht 
k9ti0nta$  fiit  ia  du;fll  with  cvtrUuing  firt.  This  did  not  satialy 
Friday ;  but  he  reiurna  upon  me,  repeating  my  wonb.  Reserve 
at  list !  mf  m  understand :  iHS  nvAy  Jtft  kiU  sht  dtvil  ne^\  ws  kill 
grrat  af^9  f  You  may  as  well  ask  me,  said  7,  why  God  docs  not 
kill  you  and  me,  when  wc  do  wicked  things  here  that  offend  him : 
we  are  preserved  to  reperit  aiKl  he  panione^l.  He  muses  awhile 
at  this :  /*>//,  vsiil^  says  be,  might)'  aAectionately^  shm  ^letll;  m 
jr^,  /,  dtviit  aJJ  mchd,  ail  prtservt^  rcp^f^  God  fardM  all^ 
Here  1  was  run  down  again  by  him  to  the  lasl  degree,  and  it  waw 
ft  tesamony  to  me,  how  the  mere  notions  of  nature^  though  they 
will  guide  reasonable  crcatxircs  to  the  knowledge  of  a  Goo,  and 
of  a  worship  or  homage  due  to  the  supnnic  being  of  Goo,  as 
the  conMt|ucncc  of  our  nature;  yet  nothing  but  divine  reveta- 
cion  can  form  the  kjwwJedge  of  Jesus  Chrni^  ^sA  oS  lw&iwo.^ 
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ion  purchased  for  us;  of  a  Mediator;  of  a  ciew  covcnaiit;  and

mt  a  revelation  from  Heaven  can  form  these  in  the  soul ;  and

I  therefore  diverted  the  present  discourse  between  me  and  my

|n   Christy  reconciling  him  to  himself,  and  would  guide  me  to 

ak  so  to  him  from  the  word  of  God,  as  his  conscience  might 

convinced,  his  eves  opened,  and  his  soul  saved:   when  he 
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of  this  poor  ttvagc ;  and  I  had  more  affection  in  my  inquiry 
after  ihings  upon  this  ocoision,  than  ever  I  fdr  before:  so  thac 
whcthtr  this  poor  wild  wretch  wis  the  Setter  for  me  or  no,  1  had 
great  rcaaon  to  be  thanlcfii]  that  ever  he  came  to  me :  my  grief 
B>t  lifter  ujion  me,  my  habitaiiur  grew  cornfurtubtc  to  nic  fic- 
jrond  measure;  and  when  I  reflected,  that  in  this  solitary  life, 
which  I  had  been  conflncd  to,  I  hid  not  only  been  moved  myself 
[D  look  up  to  Heaven,  and  to  seek  10  the  hand  that  had  brought 
me  there,  buc  was  now  to  be  madr  an  in^trumcTii,  under  Provi- 
dence, to  save  the  life,  and,  fir  aught  I  knt^^  the  soul  of  a  poor 
aavagc,  and  bring  him  to  the  true  knowledge  of  religion,  and  of 
the  Christian  doctrine,  that  he  might  know  Chkist  Jkius,  te 
haw  trAdflV  is  lift  eternal ;  I  say,  when  1  reflecre:!  upon  all  these 
thingSf  a  secret  joy  run  through  ever}'  part  of  my  »oul,  and  I 
frequently  rejoiced  that  ever  I  was  brought  to  this  pUcc,  which

savage  WW  iww  a  gocd  Christian,  a  much  better  thin  I ;  though 
1  have  reason  to  hope,  and  bless  God  for  it,  that  we  were  equally 
penicentt  and  comforted  restored  penitents:  we  had  here  the 
wofxl  of  Goi>  to  read,  and  no  farther  off*  from  hia  Spirit  to  in-* 
ftmcr  than  if  ^e  ha^l  been  in  EngianJ, 

]  always  applied  myself  to  rea<iiiig  the  Scripture,  and  to  let 
him  know»  as  well  33  1  could,  the  meaning  of  what  I  read ;  and 
he  again  by  his  scriottH  ir^Ejiricx  and  qucMicins,  n\^Ac  nie^  ai  I 
isid  ^/0w,  a  much  better  Kholir  in  the  Scripture  knowlec^, 
Aan  I  should  ever  have  been  by  my  own  private  mere  rcadivi^-. 
mother  thing  J  caainoi  rc/fain  from  observing  \^eTC  iX^ii,  iioww 
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xpcricncc,  in  this  retired  part  of  my  life ;  viz.  how  infinite  and 
expressibie  a  blessing  it  is,  that  the  knowledge  of  GoUj  and  of 
e  doctrine  of  salvation  by  Christ  JcsuSy  is  so  plainly  laid  down 
the  word  of  God,  so  easy  to  be  received  and  understood,  that 
the  bare  reading  the  Scripture  made  me  capable  of  understand- 
enough  of  my  duty  to  carry  me  directly  on  to  the  great  work 
sincere  repentance  for  my  sins,  and  laying  hold  of  a  Saviour 
life  and  salvation,  to  a  stated  reformation  in  practice,  and 
bedience  to  all  Gou's  commands,  and  this  without  any  teacher 
r  instructorj  (I  mean  human)  so  the  same  plain  instruction  suf- 
ciently  served  to  the  enlightcnirig   this  savage  creanirB,  and 
ringing  him  to  be  such  a  Christian  as  I  have  known  few  equal 
him  in  my  life. 

As  to  all  the  disputes,  wranglings,  strife  and  contention,  which 
as  happened  in  the  world  about  religion,  whether  niceties  in 
octrincs,  or  schemes  of  church  government,  they  were  all  per- 
ectly  useless  to  us,  as,  for  aught  I  can  yet  sec,  they  have  been

'C  might  launch  it  when  it  was  made,  to  avoid  the  mistake  I 
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see  with  what  dcxtcrit}'  and  how  «wift  tny  mui 
frxJay  would  manage  hcr^  mm  her,  and  paddle  her  atong  i  9o  1 
ukcd  him  if  he  wodd,  and  if  wc  might  venture  over  in  her? 
TVj,  he  ssud,  he  vatture  ever  in  Arr  vtry  v^ti/,  ihangA  grtat  AEnv 
mM4:  ho^'ever,  1  hid  a  fiuther  detign  that  be  knew  nothing  of, 
and  that  was  to  make  a  mast  and  suil^  and  to  fit  her  with  an 
anchor  and  cable.  As  to  a  mast,  that  was  cas/  enough  Id  get  i 
so  I  pitched  upon  a  straight  young  cedai^ircej  which  I  found  near 
the  place,  and  which  there  was  a  great  plenty  of  in  the  island ; 
and  I  set  fndaj  To  work  to  cut  it  down,  and  gave  him  diree- 
ticma  how  to  shape  and  order  it :  but  as  to  the  siil,  thai  was  my 
particular  care;  1  knew  I  bad  old  tails  or  ra^er  pieces  of  old 
laiJs  enough;  but  a«  I  hod  had  them  now  twenty-siK  years  bjr 
mc,  and  had  not  been  very  careful  to  preserve  thcrn^  not  im^ 
ginir^  that  I  nhoiiki  ever  have  thU  kind  of  use  for  them^  I  did 
Bor  doubc  but  they  were  all  rotten  \  and  indeed  moiiri  of  them 
wtr«  90;  however,  I  found  two  pieces  which  appeared  pretty 
good^  and  with  these  I  went  to  work,  and  wicb  a  great  deal  of 
pains,  and  awkwnrd  tedious  stitching  (you  may  be  sure}  for  want 
of  needles,  J  at  length  made  a  three-cornered  ugly  thing>  like 
what  wc  call  in  England  a  shouldcr-of-niittton  sail,  to  go  with  a 
boom  at  bottom,  and  a  little  short  sprit  ai  the  top,  such  as  usually 
our  shipc  lof^-boats  s»l  with,  and  such  as  I  best  knew  how  to 
cnaDi^ ;  because  it  was  sjch  a  one  as  I  had  to  the  boat  in  which 
I  nude  my  escape  from  Bariar;ft  as  related  in  the  fir^t  part  of 
my  story, 

I  was  near  two  months  peHbrmhig  this  la«t  work ;  viz.  rig- 
ging and  fitting  my  mist  and  sails;  for  I  finished  than  v^ 
complete,  making  a  small  %tay,  jukI  a  ^I  or  foresail  to  it,  to 
mmtt  if  wc  should  turn  to  landward ;  and,  whteh  was  more  than 
d»  I  fixed  a  rudder  to  the  stem  of  her,  to  steer  with ;  and 
though  I  was  but  a  bungling  shipwright,  vet,  as  I  knew  the 
larfblncac,  and  ffren  necessity  of  <uch  a  lh«\£,  \  a^VwA  twj^iM 
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With  so  much  pairs  to  do  it,  that  at  last  I  brought  it  to  psiss, 
lOugh,  considering  the  many  dull  contrivances  I  had  for  it  that 
Liled,  I  think  it  cost  me  almost  as  much  labour  as  making  the 
>oat- 

After  all  this  was  done,  I  had  my  man  Friday  to  teach  as 

^o  what  belonged  to  the  navigation  of  my  boat  i  for  though  he 

.new  very  well  how  to  paddle  the  cano?^  he  knew  nothing  what 

jelonged  to  a  sail  and  a  rudder,  and  was  the  more  amazed  when 

ic  saw  me  work  the  boat  to-and-again  in  the  sea  by  the  rudder, 

md  how  the  sail  gybed,  and  filled  this  way  or  that  way,  as  the 

:ourse  wc  sailed  changed ;  I  say,  when  he  saw  this,  he  stood  like 

ine  astonished  and  amazed ;  however,  with  a  little  use,  I  made 

ill  these  things  familiar  to  him,  and  he  became  an  expert  sailor, 

I'xcept  that  as  to  the  compass  I  could  make  him  jnderstind  very 

|irde  of  that :  on  the  other  hand,  as  there  was  very  little  cloudy 

'cather,  and  seldom  or  never  any  fogs  in  those  parts,  there  was 
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The  rainy  feason  h^bs  in  rlie  meantime  upon  mc,  when  1  kept 
more  wtthm  d(X>r3  than  at  other  times :  so  1  had  stowed  our  new 
vcasd  as  secure  as  wc  colM,  bringing  her  up  into  the  creek, 
whrrr^  29  I  »id  in  the  beginning,  I  landed  my  raits  from  the 
ship;  and  haling  her  up  to  the  shore,  at  high  water  mark,  I 
made  my  man  i-ri^ar  dig  a  httic  dock,  just  b:g  enough  to  bold 
her,  and  just  deep  enough  to  give  her  water  to  float  in  ;  and 
then,  when  the  title  was  out,  we  made  a  strong  dam  crost  the 
end  of  it,  to  keep  the  water  out ;  and  so  she  ky  dry,  as  to  the 
tide,  from  the  m;  and  lo  keep  the  rain  olF,  wc  laid  a  great 
many  boughs  of  trees  &u  thick,  that  Ac  wa%  xk  well  t^^KheLl  » 
a  house ;  and  thus  we  waited  for  the  montht  of  Novem^r  and 
Df^frnttr^  in  which  I  deigned  to  make  my  adventure. 

When  the  settled  scasun  began  tu  cijinc  in,  a-S  tlie  (bought  of 
my  deagn  returned  with  the  fair  weather,  1  was  preparing  daily 
for  the  voyage ;  and  the  iir^t  thing  i  did  was  to  ky  by  a  cenab 
quantity  of  provision,  bcmg  the  stores  for  the  voya^ ;  and 
mtcadrd,  in  a  week  or  a  fortnight's  rlmi^,  10  open  the  dock,  and 
launch  out  our  boaL  I  was  busy  one  morning  upon  something 
of  this  kindt  when  1  called  to  fridm^t  ^d  bid  him  go  to  the  sea- 
shore, and  see  if  he  could  find  n  turtle  or  tortoise,  a  thing  which 
wc  generally  got  once  1  week,  for  the  sake  of  the  egg*  as  well 
as  the  flesh.  Friday  had  not  been  long  gone,  when  he  came 
runotng  btck»  and  flew  over  my  outward  will,  or  fence,  like  one 
that  felt  »ot  the  ground,  or  the  sic[»  Ik  %ei  his  fi:et  on ;  and 
befoet  J  had  time  to  ^peak  to  him,  he  cries  out  to  mc,  O  mmtfr  ! 
Omsft€r!  Ojorr^u?''  O^f  What's  thcmatter,  ^r/i^j'  said 
L  Oj^ndtr  thirty  says  he.  ori-,  /a^J,  thru  cance !  wrr,  ^aw,  thrtt ! 
By  liti  way  of  speaking  I  concli>ded  there  were  ax ;  but  on 
iaquiry  I  found  there  were  but  three.  Well,  Fridayy  sud  I,  do 
tM  be  frighted;  so  1  heartened  htm  up  as  well  2s  1  couM. 
However,  I  »w  the  poor  fellow  was  most  terribly  scared  ;  fw 
■udibg  nui  in  his  herd  bur  that  they  were  comt  to  WiVL  (^ 
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lim,  and  would  cut  him  in  pieces,  and  eat  hinij  and  the  pc«r 
Wo'w  trembled  so,  that  I  scarce  knew  what  to  do  with  him  ;  I 

iforted  him  as  well  as  I  could,  and  told  him  I  was  in  as  much 

inger  as  he,  and  that  they  would  eat  me  as  well  as  him :  ^tf/, 

>aid  I,   Friday^   "We  must  rssdv&  to  fight  them:   Can  ycu  fight  ^ 

•'riday  ?     Me  shoot,  says  he,  ^itt  there  come  many  great  fmmier. 

To  matter  for  that,  said  I  again,  our  guns  will  fright  them  that 

^e  do  not  kill.     So  1  asked  him,  whether,  if  I  resolved  to  defend 

lim,  he  would  defend  me,  and  stand  by  me,  and  do  just  as  1  bid 

iim  ?     Fie  said,  Me  die^  when  you  bid  die,  master;  so  I  went 

md  fetched  a  good  dram  of  rum,  and  gave  him  ;  for  I  had  been 

good  a  husband  of  my  rum,  that  I  had  a  great  deal  left : 

'hen  he  had  drank  it,  !  made  him  take  the  two  fowling-pieces 

'hich  we  always  carried^  and  load  them  with  large  swan-shot  as 

ng  as  small  pistoUbulIets ;  then  I  took  four  muskets,  and  loaded 

lem  with  two  slugs,  and  iive  small  bullets  each  ;  and  my  two 

>ls  I  loaded  with  a  brace  of  bullets  each  :  I  hune  mv  ereat 
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Its  spirits  being  n  Dttk  raised  with  the  dram  I  had  given  him, 
be  w«  very  cheerful ;  and  told  me,  as  before,  A^  wm/J  die  when 

I  Jn  this  fit  of  fury,  I  took  lim  and  divided  the  arms  which  I 
bad  charged,  33  bcfote,  between  us;  1  gave  Friday  one  pistol  to 
stick  in  his  girdle,  and  three  guns  upon  his  shoulder ;  ard  I  took 
one  piftt^,  and  the  other  three  myself;  and  in  this  posture  we 
marched  out.  I  took  a  smal]  bottle  of  rum  in  my  pocket,  and 
gave  Friday  a  Urge  b;^  with  more  powder  and  bullet ;  and  as 

,  to  onlerH,  I  charged  him  tii  krrp  r1o^  In'hirtd  mr,  stnd  not  ro 
sdr,  or  shoot,  or  do  any  thing  nil  I  bid  him ;  and  in  the  mean- 
tinu,  not  to  ^>cak  a  word :  in  this  poBturc  I  firtched  a  compass 

.    CD  my  right  hand  of  near  a  ini]c»  as  well  to  get  over  the  creek  «a 

'.  to  gee  info  the  wood  ;  *o  that  I  mfght  come  within  shoot  of  them 
before  I  could  be  discovered,  which  1  had  seen  by  my  glass  tt 
was  casv  to  do. 

While  i  was  making  this  march,  my  former  thoughts  returning, 
I  began  to  nKite  my  revolution;  I  do  not  mean,  that  I  enter- 
tained any  ftar  of  their  number ;  for  a^  they  were  naked,  unarmed 
WTCtcfaea,  it  i$  certain  I  wax  superior  to  them ;  nay,  though  I  had 
been  afeoe :  but  it  occurred  to  my  thoughts,  whar  call,  what 
occasion,  much  less  what  necessary  I  wis  in,  to  go  and  dtp  my 
hamla  in  blood,  to  attack  people  who  had  neither  done  or  intended 
me  tJiy  wrong ;  who,  as  to  me,  were  innocent,  and  whoae  bar- 
bftrous  customs  were  their  own  disaster,  being  in  them  a  token 
indeed  of  God's  having  left  them,  with  the  other  nations  of  that 
|nrt  of  the  world,  to  aucb  stupidity  and  to  such  inhuman  courxa ; 
but  did  not  call  mc  to  mke  upon  me  to  be  a  judge  of  thdr 
actions,  much  less  an  executioner  of  hb  justice;  that  whenerer 
he  thought  fit,  he  would  take  the  cause  into  his  own  hands,  and 
by  n^uioiul  vengeance  punish  them,  as  t  people,  for  national 
crimes^  but  that  in  the  mcanrimcj  \t  was  none  of  my  businca&v 
dttt  it  was  true,  Jr^d^  might  justify  tt,  becavat  >Wi  'vai  %. 
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Icclarcd  enemy,  and  in  a  state  of  war  with  those  very  particular 
leople,  and  it  was  lawful  for  him  to  attack  them-  but  I  could 
say  the  same  with  respect  to  me.  These  things  were  so 
■armly  pressed  upon  my  thoughts  all  the  way  as  J  went,  that  I 
lived  I  would  only  go  and  place  myself  near  thcm^  that  I 
light  observe  their  harharou*;  feast,  and  that  I  would  act  then 
God  should  direct;  but  that  unless  something  offered  that 
'as  more  a  call  to  me  than  yet  I  knew  of,  1  would  not  meddle 
nth  them. 

With  this  resolution  I  entered  the  wood,  and  with  ail  possible 
■ariness  and  silence  (^Friday  following  close  at  my  heels)  I 
larchcd  till  I  came  to  the  skirt  of  the  wood,  on  the  aide  which 
'35  next  to  them  ;  only  that  one  corner  of  the  wood  lay  between 
je  and  them :  here  1  called  softly  to  Fridayj  and  shewing  him 
great  tree,  which  was  just  at  the  comer  of  the  woodj  I  bade 
lim  go  to  the  tree,  and  bring  mc  word  if  he  couM  sec  there 


held  my  passion^  though  [  was  indeed  enraged  to  the  highest 
degree;  and  going  ligick  atiout  twenty  paces,  I  got  behind  soonc 

I  bushes,  luhich  hcU  all  the  way  till  I  came  ro  the  other  tree,  and 
then  1  caroc  to  a  little  ridng  ground^  which  gave  mc  a  full  view 
of  them,  at  the  dbtancc  of  about  eighty  yards. 

1  had  now  tv.it  a  moment  to  lose ;  for  luiiccoeii  of  the  dreadiViI 
wretches  sat  upon  ihc  ground  all  close  huddled  together^  'ind  had 

^  jo*t  sent  the  other  two  to  butcher  the  poor  Chhsiiav,  and  bring 
him,  perhaps  limb  by  limb,  to  their  Arc;  aiul  the)'  wrrc  scooped 
down  to  untie  the  IxLiida  at  his  feet.  I  (unml  to  Fndajr ;  Now, 
FriJ^t  «^  1,  do  as  I  bid  thee.    Friday  said»  he  would.    Then, 

'     Friday^  says  I,  do  exactly  as  you  see  me  do ;  lail  in  nothing.   So 

j  I  act  down  one  of  the  muskets  and  the  fjwling-piccc  u|>on  the 
ground,  and  Frider^  did  the  like  by  his;  and  with  the  other 
musket  I  took  my  aim  at  the  ravages,  bidding  him  do  the  like. 
Then  asking  him  if  he  was  ready,  he  said»  Yes.  I'hcn  Are  at 
ihem,  ^d  I ;  and  the  »une  moment  I  Ared  also, 

Friday  took  his  aim  so  much  better  than  I,  that  on  the  side 
thai  he  shot,  he  killed  nvo  of  them,  and  wounded  three  more ; 
and  on  my  side,  1  killed  one,  and  wounded  two.  They  were, 
you  may  be  sure,  in  a  dreadful  consternation;  and  all  of  them, 
who  were  not  hurt,  jumped  up  upon  their  feet»  b«l  did  not  imme- 
diately know  whkh  way  to  run,  or  which  way  to  look ;  for  they 
knew  not  fruni  whence  their  dcsiruction  canit-.  Friday  kq>i  his 
«yes  close  upon  me,  that  as  I  had  btd  him,  he  m^ht  observe 
what  I  did ;  so  as  scon  as  the  lirst  sho*  was  made,  I  threw  down 
llic  piece,  and  took  up  the  fowling-piccc,  and  Friday  did  the 
Hke:  he  sees  me  cock,  anJ  prtrsent;  he  did  the  same  again. 
Arc  you  ready,  Friday  t  vaid  h  Yes,  says  he.  Let  fly  then, 
said  I,  tn  the  name  ofGoo^  and  with  th.it  I  fired  again  among 
the  amaxcd  wretches,  and  so  d-si  Friday ;  ai)d  as  our  p-icccs  were 
DOW  knaden  with  what  I  calltril  swan-iHot,  or  small  ^utol-b^Ucvk^ 
wc  found  onfy  two  drop;  but  so  many  wcrcvour^Atd^A^^^'^^i 
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ran  about  yrTling  nfi^l  xi-nr^m!n|^  ISkc  m;ul  ctc;ilurcs,  ill  tioodff 
and  miserably  wounded  most  of  dicm ;  whereof  three  moA  M 
quickly  after,  though  not  quite  dead. 

Now  Friday^  saya  I,  laying  down  the  discharged  pieces,  and 
taking  up  the  musket,  which  was  ycf  loiiiltrn^  follow  mc,  nys  1 ; 
which  he  did>  with  a  greut  deal  of  course ;  upon  which  I  rufibed 
out  of  the  wood,  and  showed  myself,  and  Friday  clo9=  at  my 
foot ;  as  soon  as  1  perceived  the)'  saw  me,  1  shouted  as  loud  as 
I  eouldf  and  bide  Friday  do  so  too;  and  ninning  as  fast  as  I 
CQuld,  ^ich  ty  tkt  way  vjoj  n&t  vtry  fasfj  ^ing  hsJin  mi/f 
arms  as  J  was,  1  made  directly  towards  the  poor  victim,  who 
was,  as  I  said,  lying  upon  die  beach  or  shore,  between  the  pLaoc 
where  they  sat  ^nd  the  sea ;  the  two  butchers,  who  were  j 
going  to  work  with  him,  had  left  him,  at  the  surprise  of  our  first 
fire,  and  fled  in  a  tcnible  fright  to  the  sci-sidc,  and  had  jumped 
into  a  canof,  and  three  more  of  the  rest  made  the  same  way:  I 
Cumed  to  Friday^  and  bid  him  step  forwards^  and  iire  at  t}tem ; 
he  undentood  me  immediately,  and  running  about  forty  yards  to 
be  near  ihcm,  he  shoi  ai  t!icm,  and  I  thought  he  had  kiUcd  them 
all ;  for  I  see  them  all  fall  of  a  heap  into  the  bosir,  though  I  mw 
two  of  them  up  again  quickly :  however  he  killed  two  of  them, 
And  wounded  the  thiid,  so  that  he  lay  down  io  ihc  bottom  of  the 
boat^  as  if  he  hiid  l)ccn  dead- 
While  my  man  Friday  ^rcd.  at  them,  I  pulled  out  my  kmie, 
and  cut  the  flags  th:tt  bound  the  poor  victim ;  and  looeing  }us 
hinds  and  feci  I  lifted  him  up,  and  asked  him  in  the  PsrtugMfsr 
tongue,  what  he  was  ?  He  answered  in  Latin,  Christianas  ;  but 
was  so  weak  and  faint,  that  he  could  scarce  stand,  or  speak ;  I  took 
my  bottle  out  of  my  pocket,  and  gave  it  him,  making  signs  that 
he  should  drink,  which  he  did ;  and  1  gave  him  a  piece  of  breads 
which  he  t-Ai ;  thtn  i  ukcd  him,  whai  countryman  }\c  was?  and 
hffwdj  EspagmU;  and,  being  a  little  recovered,  let  me  know^ 
hy  jtlJ  thcsig^s  he  could  poftatbVY  raake,how  muchhc  wis  in  my 
debt  ior  iia  detf vcrance.     Seignwt  s»i  \^  miix  ^  '«w.^  ^^mvk 
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could  make  op,  wc  will  talk  afterwards,  but  wc  must  fight 
:  if  you  Hsvc  any  siicngth  left,  ukc  this  pistol  and  sword, 
and  lay  about  yoii :  he  Cook  them  very  Ehankt'ully,  iLnd  no  sooner 
tud  he  the  arras  in  hii  hands,  buc  as  if  chcy  had  put  new  vigour 
into  him,  be  flciv  upon  his  o^urdcrcrs  hkc  a  fury*,  ard  h^  cut 
twu  of  ihcm  in  picccx  in  an  in^taiic ;  for  the  (ruth  h,  an  the  whole 
was  a  surprise  to  them,  so  the  poor  creatures  were  so  much 
frighted  with  the  noise  of  our  piecea,  that  they  fell  down  for 
mere  amazcmtnt  and  fear,  and  had  no  more  power  to  attempt 
their  own  escape,  than  their  flesh  had  to  resist  our  shoe  ;  <tnd  that 
was  the  case  c^  thoee  five  that  Friday  shot  at  in  the  boat ;  for  as 
three  oi  thcTn  fcU  with  the  hurt  they  received,  k>  the  other  two 
fell  with  the  fright. 

1  kept  my  piece  in  my  hand  uill,  without  firing,  being  wiUing 
to  keep  my  charge  ready,  because  I  had  given  the  SpoftiarJ  my 
pistol  and  sword;  so  I  called  to  Fridajf,  and  had  him  run  up  to 
the  trte  from  whence  we  fint  fired,  and  fetch  the  arms  which  lay 
there,  that  had  been  discharged,  which  he  did  with  great  swift- 
oess;  and  then  giving  him  my  musket,  I  sac  down  myself  to 
load  all  the  rest  agauip  and  bode  them  come  to  me  when  they 
wanted.  UTiile  I  waa  loading  these  pieces,  there  happened  a 
fierce  engagement  between  the  Spanutrd  and  one  of  the  savagca, 
who  made  at  him  with  one  of  their  great  woodoi  swonJs,  the 
sune  wcipon  rlur  wus  to  have  killed  him  before,  \(  I  had  not 
prevented  it.  The  SpaxiarJ,  who  was  ai  bold  and  aa  brave  as 
could  be  imagined,  though  weak,  had  fought  this  Indian  a  good 
while,  and  had  cut  him  two  great  woufids  on  hia  head ;  but  the 
lavagej  being  a  stout  lust)-  fellow,  closing  in  with  him,  had 
lhc0wn  him  down  (being  iaint),  and  was  wringit^  my  svi'ord 
•ut  of  hi^  hand,  when  the  Sfaniard^  though  undermost^  wiady 
quitting  his  sword,  drew  the  pbtol  from  his  girdle,  shot  the 
larage  thro^h  the  body,  and  killed  him  upon  the  spot,  before 
I,  who  was  runntr^  to  hdp  him,  could  come  near  \unu 

fri/aj,  bang  now  left  at   his  Ubercy^  pi;ts\kA  tot  ft*iv^^ 
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wretches  with  no  weapon  in  his  hand  but  his  hatchet;  and  with 
that  he  dispatched  those  three,  who,  as  I  said  before,  were 
wounded  at  firsts  and  fallen,  and  all  the  rest  he  could  come  up 
with;  and  the  Spa?fiard  coming  to  me  for  a  gun,  I  gave  him 
one  of  the  fowling  pieces,  with  which  he  pursued  two  of  the 
savages,  and  wounded  them  both ;  but  as  he  was  not  able  to 
run,  they  both  got  from  him  into  the  wood,  where  Friday 
[pursued  them,  and  killed  one  of  them;  but  the  other  was  too 
nimble  for  htm ;  and  though  he  was  wounded,  yet  had  plunged 
himself  into  the  sea,  and  swam  with  all  his  might  off"  to  those 
twowho  were  left  in  the  canoe^  which  three  in  the  canoe,  with  ore 
|wounded,  who  we  know  not  whether  he  died  or  no,  were  all 
that  escaped  out  hands  of  one- and- twenty.  The  account  of  the 
Ircst  is  as  follows ;

V 
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•s,  I  jumped  in,  and  bade  Friday  follow  me;  but  when  I 
in  the  ^jtm*,  I  was  surprised  to  find  another  poor  creature 
lie  there  alive,  t>oum!  h«nd  and  foot,  as  the  Spi/trard  was,  for 
the  ttlaughter,  ;ind  almosc  de;id  with  fear^  not  knowing  what  the 
nutter  wu ;  for  he  h;ul  not  been  able  to  look  up  over  the  dde  of 
the  boatt  he  w&s  tied  so  hard,  neck  and  heels,  ond  had  been  tied 
so  long,  that  he  h;Hl  teiilly  little  life  in  him. 

I  immediately  cut  the  twistfti  flag*,  or  rushes,  which  they  had 
bound  him  with,  and  would  have  helped  him  up;  but  he  could 
not  stand,  or  apeak,  hut  groaned  most  pitcoualy,  believing^  it 
seems.  Mil),  (}iBt  he  wa<k  only  unlxntnd  in  order  to  lie  killed. 

When  Fridi^  came  to  him,  I  bade  him  speak  to  him,  and  tell 
of  his  deliverance;  and  pulling  out  my  bottle,  made  him 
the  poor  wretch  a  dranij  which,  with  iIk  news  of  hia  being 
delivered,  revived  him,  and  he  sat  up  in  the  boat ;  but  when 
FHJ^  came  to  hear  him  speak,  and  look  b  hia  £mc,  it  would 
have  moved  any  one  to  tears,  to  have  seen  bow  Friday  kbacd 
him,  embraced  him,  hugged  him,  cried,  laughed,  hallooed, 
jumped  about,  dnncedi  sung,  then  cried  agatn^  iA-ntng  bis  hands, 
beat  his  own  luce  and  head,  and  then  sung  and  jumped  about 
again  like  a  distracted  creature.  It  was  a  good  while  before  I 
couki  make  him  speak  to  me,  or  tell  me  what  w«  the  matter; 
but  when  he  came  a  little  to  himself,  he  told  me  that  it  wa:i  his 
lather. 

It  wa»  not  ea.sy  for  me  to  express  how  it  moved  me,  to  see 
what  ecstasy  and  filial  aHectton  had  worked  in  this  poor  savagi^ 
at  the  sight  of  his  father,  and  of  his  being  delivered  from  death ; 
oar  indeed  can  I  dcscriltc  half  the  extravagancies  of  his  aflectiiHi 
after  this ;  for  he  went  into  the  boat  and  otit  of  the  boat  a  great 
many  times:  when  he  went  in  to  him,  he  would  sit  down  by 
him,  open  his  breast,  and  hold  hia  father's  head  close  to  his 
bosom  half  an  hour  together,  to  nourish  it;  then  Ix  Cook  tA\ 
mm  and  onkloE,  whkh  were  n  umbcd  and  $dff  w\Th  t!bA  \>\x>j!l\tv^-, 
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ind  chafed  and  rubbed  them  with  his  hands;  and  I,  percerving 
what  the  case  was,  gave  him  some  rum  out  of  my  bottle  to  rub 
them  with,  which  did  them  a  great  deal  of  good. 

This  action  put  an  end  to  our  pursuit  of  the  canoe  with  the 
other  savages,  who  were  now  gotten  almost  out  of  sight ;  and  it 
was  happy  for  us  that  we  did  not^  for  it  blew  so  hard  within 
two  hours  after,  and  before  they  could  be  gotten  a  quarter  of 
heir  way,  and  continued  blowing  so  hard  all  nighty  and  that  from 
he  Tjorfh-'u^estf  which  was  against  them,  that  I  couJd  not  suppose 
heir  boat  could  live,  or  that  they  ever  reached  to  their  own 
oist. 

But  to  return  to  FriJ^  ;  he  was  so  busy  about  his  father, 
hat  J  could  not  find  in  my  heart  to  take  him  off  for  some  time : 
but  after  1  thought  he  could  leave  him  a  little,  I  called  him  to 
me,  and  he  came  jumping  and  laughing,  and  pleased  to  the 
highest  extreme-  Then  I  asked  him,  if  he  had  giver  his  father 
bread?     He  shook  his  head,  and  said,  Ncn£ :  uth  dor  cat 
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that  he  had  i;^  two  more  cakes  or  loives  of  bread.     The  bread 

i  be  gave  me,  but  the  water  he  carried  to  his  fidier ;  however,  as 

I  W2S  very  thirsty  too,  I  look  a  little  sup  of  it :  this  water  re\"ivoJ 

.  his  father  more  than  atl  the  rum  or  spnjts  1  had  gtvca  htm ;  for 

he  was  just  ftinting  with  thirst. 

When  his  father  tud  drank,  I  colled  to  him,  to  know  if  there 
'  was  any  w^lcr  left ;  he  ^d.  Yes ;  aitd  I  bade  him  give  it  to  the 
I  poor  Spaniard,  who  was  tn  at  mtich  want  of  it  as  his  father;  and 
I  sent  one  of  the  cakes,  that  J^rttiay  brought,  to  ;he  SfOMiard 
Coo»  who  WIS  indeed  very  weak,  and  wa»  reposing  himself  upon 
a  green  place,  unilcr  zhc  iJudc  of  ;i  tree,  uid  whose  linih*  were 
^  also  very  stiiF,  and  vexj'  much  sullied  with  the  rude  banda^  he 
had  been  tied  with :  when  1  saw  that  upon  FriJafj  com'mg  to 
him  with  the  water,  he  sal  up  and  diank,  and  t03k  the  bread, 
■kI  began  to  eat,  I  went  to  him,  arui  gave  him  a  handful  of  rai- 
sifts ;  he  looked  up  in  my  face,  with  all  the  tokens  of  gratil 
and  thiDikfulncss  that  could  appear  in  any  countenance ;  but  was 
■a  weak,  notwiihstsndir^  he  had  so  exerted  himwlf  in  the  figh^- 
chat  he  could  rot  stand  up  upon  his  f^rct ;  he  tned  to  do  it 
or  three  times,  but  wa^  rcoliy  rot  able,  his  ankles  were  so  swi 
ond  so  painful  tn  him ;  w  I  bade  him  sit  still,  and  caused  Fruity 
to  rub  his  ankles,  and  hnthe  the^m  with  rum,  as  he  had  dgnc  his 
fiufaer'ft. 

i  observed  the  poor  a^cctionatc  creature  every  two  minutes, 
or  perhaps  less,  all  the  while  he  wma  here,  turned  his  head  about^ 
to  «K  if  his  father  was  in  the  fame  pfaue  and  posture  as  he  left 
hitnntting:  and  at  loM  he  found  he  was  not  to  be  seen;  at  which 
he  scaned  up,  and,  without  speaking  a  word*  flew  with  that 
tviTmcss  to  him,  that  one  ctiuld  scaox  perceive  his  fee:  to  touch] 
jtbe  giDond  as  He  went :  but  when  he  cnme,  he  onljr  fouml  he  liad 
laid  himself  down  to  case  bis  limb$:  so  Friday  came  back  tome 
pre»ctidy>  and  I  then  spoke  to  the  Spaniard  to  let  Frtday  hdp 
him  up,  if  be  could,  md  lead  him  to  the  boat ,  %n^  t]tvraVA  it«(«i^^ 
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;any  him  to  our  dwelJing,  where  I  would  take  care  of  him :  bet 

yidajfj  a  iusCy  strong  fellow,  took  the  Spaniard  quite  up  upon 

backj  and  carried  him  away  to  the  boat,  and  set  him  down 

>ft]7  upon  the  side  or  gunnel  of  the  canoe,  with  his  feet  in  the 

inside  of  it,  and  then  lifted  them  quite  in,  and  set  him  close  to 

Lis  father,  and  presently  stepping  out  again,  launched  the  boat 

iff,  and  paddled  it  along  the  shore  faster  than  I  could  walk, 

Lough  the  wind  blew  pretty  hard  too ;  so  he  brought  them  both 

"e  into  out  creek;  and  leaving  them  in  the  boat,  runs  away  to 

"etch  the  other  canoe.     As  he  passed  me,  J  spoke  to  hinij  and 

!ked  him,  whither  he  went?     He  told  me,  Go  fetch  more  boat ; 

JO  away  he  went  hke  the  wind ;   for  sure  never  man  or  horse  run 

like  him,  and  he  had  the  other  canoe  in  the  creek  almost  as  soon 

I  got  to  it  by  land ;  so  he  wafted  me  over,  and  then  went  to 

lelp  our  new  guests  out  of  the  boat,  which  he  did ;   but  they 

'ere  neither  of  them  able  to  walk ;  so  that  poor  t'riday  knew 

what  to  do. 
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madcj  how  like  a  king  I  looked ;  first  of  all  the  whole  country 
was  ray  own  mere  property ;  so  that  I  had  an  undoubted  right 
of  dominion;  idly,  [My  people  were  pcrfecdy  subjected.  I  was 
absolute  lord  and  lawgiver ;  they  all  owed  their  lives  to  me,  and 
were  ready  to  lay  down  their  lives,  if  thirc  had  been  occasion  for 
it  J  for  me ;  it  wa^  remarkable  too»  I  had  but  three  subjects,  and 
they  were  of  three  diflerent  religions.  My  man  Friday  was  a 
protestantt  his  ^ther  a  fagan  and  a  cannibal ;  and  the  Spaniard 
was  a  papist :  however,  I  allowed  liberty  of  conscience  through-^ 
out  my  dominions :  but  this  is  by  the  way. 

As  soon  as  I  had  secured  my  two  weak  rescued  prisoners,  and 
given  them  shelter,  and  a  place  to  rest  them  upon,  I  began  to 
think  of  making  some  provision  for  them ;  and  the  first  thing  I 
did,  I  ordered  Friday  to  take  a  yearling  goat,  betwixt  a  kid  and 
a  goat,  out  of  my  particular  flock,  to  be  killed :  when  I  cut  off 
the  hinder  quarter,  and,  chopping  it  into  small  pieces,  I  set  Fri- 
day to  work  to  boiling  and  stewing,  and  made  them  a  very  good 
dish,  I  assure  you,  of  flesh  and  broth ;  having  put  some  barley 
and  rice  also  into  the  broth,  and  as  I  cooked  it  without  doors 
(for  I  made  no  fire  within  my  inner  wall)  so  I  carried  it  all  into 
the  new  tent ;  and  having  set  a  table  there  for  them,  I  sat  down 
and  eat  my  dinner  also  with  them;  and,  as  well  as  I  could, 
cheered  them  and  encouraged  them,  Friday  being  my  interpreter, 
especially  to  his  father,  and  indeed  to  the  Spaniard  too :  for  the 
Spaniard  s^^^  the  language  of  the  savages  pretty  well. 

After  we  had  dined,  or  rather  supped,  I  ordered  Friday  to 
take  one  of  the  canoes,  and  go  and  fetch  our  musquets  and  other 
fire-arms,  which  for  want  of  time,  we  had  left  upon  the  place  of 
batde ;  and  the  next  day  I  ordered  him  to  go  and  bury  the  dead 
bodies  of  the  savages,  which  lay  open  to  the  sun,  and  would  pre- 
sently be  offensive ;  and  I  also  ordered  him  to  bury  the  horrid 
remms  of  their  barbarous  feast,  which  I  knew  were  ^tctt^  rcwj:K^ 
and  which  I  could  not  think  of  doing  my^dE  \  \)s^  1  \  c^asiS^^  'Wi^

pear  to  see  them,  if  I  went  that  way ;  aJl  which  he  piiiictuall)^ 

»crformedj  and  defaced  the  very  appearance  of"  the  savages  being 

lerc;  so  ihat  when  I  went  again,  I  could  scarce  know  where  it 

ivas,  otherwise  than  by  the  comer  of  the  wood  pointing  to  the 

Oace. 

I  then  began  to  enter  into  a  little  conversation  with  my  twa 
lew  subjects  ;  and  first  I  set  Friday  to  inqLiire  of  his  fathcTj  what 
le  thought  of  the  escape  ofthejjiTriJ^^w  in  that  canoe  ?  and  whether 
'e  might  expect  a  return  of  them  with  a  power  too  great  for  us 
:o  resist?  His  first  opinion  was,  that  the  savages  in  the  boat 
Lcver  could  live  out  the  storm  which  blew  that  night  they  went 
)ff,  but  must  of  necessity  be  drowned  or  driven  scoth  to  those 
ither  shores,  where  they  were  as  sure  to  be  devoured,  as  they 
^cre  to  be  drownt^d  if  they  wtire  cast  away  \  but  as  to  what  they 
'oidd  do  if  they  came  safe  on  shore,  he  said  he  knew  not  :  but 
|t  was  his  opinion,  that  they  were  so  dreadfully  frighted  with  the 
lanner  of  their  bcine  attacked,  the  noise,  and  the  fire,  that  he

I  and  all  my  flnny ;  A>r  u  we  wen  now  four  of  us,  I  would  hive 
ventured  upon  a  hundred  o^"  them  fairly  in  the  open  iidd  at  any 
dmc. 

I  In  a  little  time,  however,  no  more  canoes  apjx:arinp^  the  fear 

of  thc^r  coming  ^-ore  ofT,  and  1  began  to  take  my  former  thoughts 

L  of  a  voyage  to  the  main  into  consideration,  being  hkcwisc 
avurcd  by  Frijay's  father,  that  I  might  depend  upon  good  UKige 
from  tkeir  nation  on  his  aecount,  if  I  would  go. 

But  my  thoughts  were  a  little  suspended,  when  I  had  a  serious 
diKOUT^  with  (he  Spa/irarJf  aiid  when  I  understoodj  thar  there 
were  sixteen  more  of  his  couiitrynicn  and  Poriugt/rs/j  who  having 
been  cast  away,  and  made  thdr  escape  to  that  side,  lived  there  at 
peace  indeed  with  the  savages,  but  were  vcfy  sore  put  to  it  for 
ntxessaries,  and  indcrd  for  lifer.  T  ^tOced  him  all  the  pjirticulaTS 
of  their  x'oyage,  and  found  they  were  a  Sfsanish  ship  bound  from 
the  Hh  dt  ia  PUid  to  the  Havdnna^  being  directed  to  leave  their 
heading  there,  which  was  chicSy  hides  and  stiver,  and  ro  bring 
bu:k  what  Eurcpfatt  goods  they  oould  meet  with  there ;  thai  rhey 
had  five  p6rtugti€ii  seamen  on  board,  who  they  rook  out  of  ano- 
ther  wreck ;  that  five  of  their  own  men  were  drowned  when  first 
the  ahip  WAS  lost ;  and  thai  these  escaped  through  infinite  dangers 
ind  hazards,  and  arrived  almoit  starved  on  the  CantriM  cotst^ 
where  they  expected  to  have  been  devoured  cvcr>'  moment. 

f-Ic  told  me,  they  had  some  amis  with  them,  but  they  were 
perfectly  usrle^^  for  that  they  had  neither  powder  or  tntl,  the 
wnahing  of  the  sea  having  spoiled  all  thdr  powder,  but  a  little 
which  they  used  at  their  first  landing  to  provide  themselves  some 
food. 

I  asked  him  what  he  thouchc  would  become  of  ihem  there; 
and  if  they  had  formed  no  design  of  making  any  escape  ?  He 
tnd,  chey  had  many  consultations  about  it;  but  (hat  having 
ncivber  vessel,  or  tools  to  butlii  one,  or  provisions  of  any  buvL^ 
dieir  coanseb  afm/p  ended  in  tears  and  dcspaai. 
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I  asked  him  how  he  thought  they  would  receive  a  proposal 

From  mc,  which  might  tend  towards  an  escape;  and  whether,  if  they 

'ere  all  here,  it  might  not  be  done  ?     1  lold  him  with  freedom, 

feared  mostly  their  treachery  and  ill-usage  of  me,  if  I  put  my 

life  in  their  hands ;  for  that  gratitude  was  no  inherent  virtue  in 

jc  nature  of  mail  ?  nor  did  men  always  square  their  dealings  by 

:he  obligations  they  had  received,  so  much  as  they  did  by  the 

idvantages  they  expected.     I  told  him,  it  would  be  very  hard, 

:hat  1  should  be  the  instrument  of  their  dclivcrmcej  and  that 

:hey  should  afterwards  make  me  their  prisoner  in  New  Spuiit, 

'here  an  Englishman  was  certain  to  be  made  a  sacriiicej  what 

lecessity,  or  what  accident  soever,  brought  him  thither ;  and  that 

had  rather  be  delivered  up  to  the  savagcT,  and  be  devoured 

ilivej  than  fall  into  the  merciless  claws  of  the  priests,  and  be  car- 

icd  into  the  inquisition.     I  added,  that  otherwise  I  was  persuaded, 

they  were  all  here,  wc  mighty  with  so  many  hajids,  build  a 

enouffh  to  carrv  us  all  away  either  to  the  BrasiU 
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he  dirteftid  whcJty  ami  :ilwol«t<'ly  by  my  ord^n,  till  thry  were 
hmded  sxftiy  in  such  country  its  I  intendc<l;  and  that  he  would 
bring  t  contract  from  them  under  their  hands  for  that  purpose* 

'I'hcn  he  toid  mc,  he  would  firtt  ftwenr  rc>  mc  himself,  that  he 
woM  never  srir  tVom  mc  as  long  as  he  lived,  till  I  gave  him 
orders ;  and  that  he  would  ukc  my  side  to  the  bat  drop  of  hb 
blood,  if  there  should  happen  the  least  breach  of  faith  among  ha 
oninlrj'men. 

He  told  me,  they  were  all  of  them  very  civil  honett  men,  and 
they  were  under  the  greatest  distress  iiruginable,  having  nather 
weapons  or  clorhc^  nor  any  food,  but  at  the  mercy  and  discre- 
tion of  the  savagfs  ;  out  of  all  hopes  of  rvcr  returning  to  their 
own  country  ;  and  that  he  was  sure,  if  I  would  imdertake  their 
relief^  ihcy  would  live  imd  die  by  me. 

Upon  these  assurances,  I  resolved  to  venture  to  relieve  them* 
if  pocsH^le,  and  to  send  the  old  savage  and  this  Spaniard  ovifr  to 
them  to  treat :  but  when  he  had  gotten  all  things  in  readiness  to 
gOp  the  SpttmarJ  himself  started  an  objection,  which  had  so  much 
prudence  in  !l  on  on^  hArkt^  and  so  murh  sinccriiy  iin  the  other 
hand,  that  I  could  not  but  be  very  well  satisfied  in  it ;  and>  by 
his  advice,  put  off  the  deliverance  of  his  comrades  for  at  least 
half  a  year.     The  cose  was  thus: 

1  [e  had  been  with  us  now  about  a  month ;  during  which  lime 
I  had  let  him  see  m  what  manner  I  had  provided,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Providence,  for  my  support  ^  and  he  saw  evidently  what 
stock  of  corn  and  r:ce  I  had  liin  up;  which,  as  It  was  more 
tlojn  sufficient  for  myself,  so  it  was  not  sufficient,  at  least  with- 
oat  good  husbandry^  for  my  family,  now  it  was  increased  to 
nomber  four :  but  much  Ic-^  wuuld  it  be  su^ient,  if  his  coun< 
trymen,  who  were,  as  he  siid,  Tourtrcn  still  alive,  should  oumc 
over  I  ajtd  least  of  all  would  it  be  sufficient  tu  victual  our  vessel, 
if  wc  should  build  one«  for  a  voyage  to  any  of  the  Christian  colo- 
nicB  of  Ama-ifa,    So  he  fold  me  he  thought  '\t  ^ou\^W  'CMV^ 
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idvisable^  to  let  him  and  the  two  other  dig  and  cultivate  some 

lore  land,  as  much  as  1  could  spare  seed  to  sow;  and  that 
Lvc  should  wait  another  harvest,  that  wc  might  have  supply  of 
:om  for  his  countrymen  when  they   should  come^    for  want 

light  be  a  temptation  to  them  to  disagree,  or  not  to  think  them- 
iclvcs  delivered,  otherwise  than  out  of  one  difficulty  into  another. 

ou  know,  says  he,  the  children  of  Israel,  though  they  rejoiced 
It  first  at  their  being  delivered  out  of  Egyptj  yet  rebelled  even 
igajnst  God  himself,  that  delivered  them,  when  they  came  to 

'ant  bread  in  the  wilderness. 

His  caution  was  so  scasonablcj  and  his  advice  so  good,  that  I 
:ould  not  but  be  very  well  pleased  with  his  proposal,  as  well  as  I 

'as  satisfied  with  his  fidelity  :  so  we  fell  to  digging,  all  four  of 

[S,  as  well  as  the  wooden  tools  wc  were  furnished  with  permitted; 
ind  in  about  a  month's  time,  by  the  end  of  which  it  was  secd- 
3me,  we  had  gotten  as  much  land  cured  and  trimmed  up  as  we 

>wed  twentv-two  bushels  of  barley  on»  and  sixteen  jars  of  rice, 
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pbnlu^  and  I  caused  l^cm  to  da  die  like,  till  they  had  miide 
about  2  dozen  hrgc  plinks  of  good  oak,  near  two  foot  broad> 
thirty-6vc  foot  long,  nnd  from  two  inches  to  four  inches  tbkk: 
what  prodigious  bboyr  it  look  up,  any  one  may  imagine* 

At  che  same  frmr  I  cx>ntm'wl  to  increase  my  litilc  flock  of 
tune  goats  as  much  as  f  could ;  ^d  to  this  purpose  I  made  FW- 
^iff  and  the  Spanmrd  eo  go  out  one  day,  and  myself,  with  Friday^ 
the  next  diy^  for  we  took  our  tunis :  aird  bjr  this  oceans  we  got 
above  twenty  voung  kids  io  breed  up  with  the  rest?  for  when- 
ever we  shot  the  dam,  we  saved  the  kids,  and  added  them  to  our 
fiock:  but  above  all,  tJK  st^i^on  for  curing  the  grapes  coming 
on,  I  caused  such  a  prodigious  quintity  to  be  hung  up  in  the 
sun,  that  1  bdicve,  had  we  Iwen  at  /ilreimtt  where  the  raisins  of 
the  sun  sre  cured,  we  shouJd  have  filled  siicty  or  eighty  barrels; 
and  these,  with  our  bread,  was  a  great  part  of  our  food,  uid  very 
good  living  too,  I  assure  you ;  for  it  iv  an  exceeding  nourishing 
food 

It  was  now  harvest,  and  our  crop  in  good  order :  it  was  not 
the  mcHt  jilcfntiful  iticrea.%e  I  hjul  sen:  in  ihe  t&laitd,  but,  however, 
it  WIS  enough  to  answer  our  end ;  for  from  twenty-two  busheh 
of  barley,  we  brought  in  and  threshed  out  above  two  hundred 
and  twenty  bushels :  and  the  like  in  proportion  of  the  rice,  which 
was  store  enough  for  our  food  to  the  next  harvest,  though  all 
the  sixteen  Spaniards  had  been  on  ^wre  with  me ;  or,  if  we  had 
been  ready  for  a  voyage,  it  would  very  plentifully  have  victualled 
OUT  ship,  to  have  carried  us  to  ai^y  part  of  the  world,  that  ia  to 
S^r,  of  AmtrUa.  When  we  had  thus  liuuscd  and  secured  our 
magaztnc  of  corn,  we  fell  to  work  to  make  more  wicker-work ; 
vis,  great  baskets,  in  which  we  kept  it ;  and  the  Spaniard  was 
very  handy  and  dexterous  at  this  part,  and  often  Uamcd  mc,  that 
I  did  not  make  some  things  for  defence  of  this  kind  of  work: 
but  I  saw  no  need  of  it.  And  now,  having  a  full  supply  o(  food 
for  ail  the  guests  1  crpcctod,  I  gave  the  SfmarA  \ea:«c  v^  ^ 
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over  to  the  jwajw,  to  see  what  he  could  do  with  those  he  left  be- 
hind him  there.     J  gave  him  a  strict  charge  in  writings  not  to 
[briiig  any  man  with  him,  who  would  not  first  swear,  in  the  prc- 
ence  of  himself  and  the  old  savage,  that  he  would  no  way  injure, 
ght  wiihj  or  attack  the  person  he  should  find  in  the  island,  who 
was  so  kind  to  send  for  them  in  order  to  their  deliverance;  but 
hat  they  would  standby  ajid  defend  him  against  all  such  attempts; 
nd  wherever  they  went,  would  be  entirely  under,  and  subjected 
0  his  commands  \  and  that  this  should  be  put  in  writing,  and 
igncd  with  their  hands :  how  wc  were  to  have  this  done,  when 
knew  they  had  neither  pen  or  inkj  that  indeed  was  a  question 
hich  we  never  asked.  -  » 

Under  these  instructions,  the  Spaniardy  and  the  old  savant 
(the  father  cf  I-riday)  went  away  in  one  of  the  canoes,  which 
hey  might  be  said  to  come  in,  or  rather  were  brought  inj  when 
ey  came  as  prisoners  to  be  devoured  by  the  savages, 

ave  each  of  them  a  musket  with  a  firelock  on  it,  and  about 
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when  J  aitcnvutls  examined  my  account^  I  found  I  had  kq>t  a 
true  rcckoTung  of  year*. 

It  was  no  less  than  eight  days  1  had  waited  for  them»  when  a 
sMngc  and  unforeseen  accident  tntcrvertcd  of  whkh  the  like  hss 
ftOCp  perhaps,  been  heard  uf  hi  history.  I  wa*  fxn  asleep  in  ray 
hutch  one  nvoming,  when  my  man  Fridaj  came  running  in  to 
me,  and  ealkd  aloud,  Master,  Master^  they  ore  come,  they  arc 
come, 

I  jttrnpeil  up,  ami,  mgardlevi  ofdangrr,  1  went  out  ;t«  sMwn  aft 
I  could  get  my  cloche*  on,  through  my  little  grove,  which  (by 
the  way)  >^^  by  t!u3  time  grown  to  be  a  very  thick  wood ;  I 
say  I  regardleas  of  dajigcr*  I  went  without  my  arms^  which  waa 
not  my  custom  to  do;  but  t  was  surprised,  when  fuming  my 
eyes  to  the  frca,  I  presently  saw  a  boat  at  about  a  league  and  a 
halTa  distance,  standing  in  for  the  shore,  with  a  shoulder  t/mttt- 
imi  sailt  as  they  call  it,  and  the  wind  blowing  pretty  fair  lo  bring 
them  in :  also  I  ob*n.'rvcd  presently,  that  they  did  not  eome  from 
that  side  which  the  shore  lay  on,  but  from  the  southcrmost  end 
of  the  isUnd.  Upon  this  1  called  Fridaj  in,  and  bid  him  Ec 
ckae,  for  xhrsc  'were  not  thr  pncsple  we  looked  for,  ami  that  we 
might  not  know  yet  whether  they  were  friends  or  enemiesi. 

In  the  next  phicc,  I  went  in  to  fetch  my  pcTspcctive  glaa^,  to 
«e  what  I  could  make  of  them ;  and  having  taken  the  ladder 
Hit,  I  climbed  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  as  I  used  to  do  when  I 
was  apprehetisive  of  any  thing,  and  to  take  my  view  the  plainer 
without  being  dtscovcrcd. 

I  had  virce  set  my  foot  on  the  hill,  when  my  eye  plainly  dis- 
covered 3  ship  lying  at  an  anchor,  at  about  two  leagues  and  a  half^ 
tfinuioc  from  mc»  S.  S.  E.,  but  not  above  a  league  and  a  half 

Etfac  shore.     By  my  observation  it  appeared  pbinly  to  be  an 
isk  thipj  and  the  boat  ap^^eared  to  ht  an  English  lonf^4K»t. 
cannot  express  the  contusion  I  was  in,  though  the  jaej  of 
g  a  ship,  and  ojk:  whom  J  had  n:asoi\  tobcVkvcvnATronTv^ 
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jy  my  own  countrymen,  and  consequently  friends,  ^vas  such  as 
cannot  describe  \  but  yet  I  had  some  secret  doubts  hung  about 
le,  I  cannot  tell  from  whence  they  came,  bidding  me  keep  upon 
ly  guard.     In  the  first  pUce  it  occurred  to  me  to  consider  whi: 

jusincss  an  English  ship  could  have  in  that  part  of  the  world; 

;mce  it  was  nor  the  way  to  or  from  any  part  of  the  world  where 
le  English   had  any  traffick;    and  I  knew  there  had  been  no 

storms  to  drive  them  in  there,  as  in  distress;  and  that  if  they 
:rc  English  realJy,  it  was  most  probable  that  they  were  here 

ipon  no  good  design ;   and  that  I  had  better  continue  as  I  was, 
lan  fall  into  the  hands  of  thieves  and  murderers. 
Let  no  man  despise  the  secret  hints  and  notices  of  danger, 
'hich  sometimes  are  given  him  when  he  may  think  there  is  no 

jossibility  of  its  being   real.      That  such  bints  and  notices  arc 

;iven  as,  1  believe  few  that  have  made  any  observations  of  things 

:an  deny  ;  that  they  arc  certain  discoveries  of  an  invisible  world, 
a  converse  of  scirits,  we  cannot  doubt ;  and  if  the  tcndencv 
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rn^cRor,  Slit)  would  noun  h'^vc  hr;trm  me  out  oTmv  castlcj  and 
perhaps,  have  plundered  mc  of  all  I  had. 

Wh«o  ihcy  wctc  on  shorcj  1  was  fully  satislkd  they  were 
Ejtg/tJ^mtstf  tt  least  most  of  thtm ;  one  or  two  I  thotxght  were 
Diftc^,  l»ut  it  die!  not  ptovr  so;  thrrc  wcnr  in  nil  cirvm  mcn^ 
whereof  three  of  them  I  found  wen;  unarmed,  and  (as  I  thought) 
bound  ^  and  when  the  first  four  or  Ave  of  them  were  jumped  on 
ihort^  they  took  those  three  out  of  the  boftC  as  prisoner.  One 
of  the  ihtet  I  could  perceive  usirp  the  most  passionate  gesturtft 
of  entreaty,  affiiction  and  despair,  even  to  a  kindofextravaguKe; 
the  other  two,  J  couid  perceive,  lifted  up  their  hands  ftomctiincs, 
and  appeared  conccrTied  indeed,  but  not  ro  such  adegree  a£  the  Ant, 

I  was  perfectly  confounded  at  the  sight,  and  knew  not  what 
the  meming  of  it  should  be.  Fnday  called  out  to  me  in  lijsgiuk, 
as  well  as  he  could,  0  master  \  ycu  see  English  mam  tai  printurs 
Of  wtii  iis  savage  mans^  ^^f^  ^id  I|  Fridajr,  J9  yen  think  they 
arf  gffin^  ta  «/  them  then  t  Tet,  sayt  Friday,  they  tttifl  tat  them, 
/^i?,  jr«,  said  I,  Friday;  I  am  afraid  they  Vfili  murder  than  indeed  i 
hut  you  may  be  sure  they  will  not  eat  them. 

All  this  while  I  had  no  thought  of  what  the  matter  retUy  was, 
but  stood  trembling  with  the  horror  of  the  sight,  expecting  every 
nsonicnt  when  the  three  prisoners  should  be  killed;  nay,  once  [ 
Mw  one  of  the  viDairs  lift  up  his  arm  with  2  great  cutlass  (as  the 
teamen  call  it)  or  sword,  to  strike  one  of  the  poor  men  s  and  I 
cspccted  to  8CC  him  fall  every  moment,  at  which  all  the  blood  in 
my  body  seemed  to  run  chill  in  my  veins. 

1  wished  heartily  now  for  my  Spaniard^  aiw]  the  savage  that 
WIS  gooc  with  him ;  or  that  I  had  any  way  to  have  come  un*- 
djacovcrcd  within  shot  of  them,  that  I  might  have  rescued  the 
dircc  men  ;  fvtr  I  nw  mt  fire-arms  they  had  among  them ;  but  tE 
Ml  out  to  my  mind  another  way. 

After  1  hod  observed  the  outrageous  usage  of  the  three  men 
by  the  insuknt  scsaitai,  I  ohscrvcd  the  fdVowib  tw  v:i£uxv% 
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Lbout  the  land,  as  if  they  wanted  to  see  the  country.  I  oV 
hcrved,  that  the  three  other  men  had  liberty  to  go  also  where  they 
leased  ■  but  they  sat  down  all  three  upon  the  ground  very  pen- 
live,  and  looked  like  men  in  desp:ur» 

This  put  mc  in  mind  of  the  first  time  when  I  came  on  shore, 
nd  began  to  look  about  me;  how  I  gave  myself  over  for  lost, 
low  wildJy  I  looked  round  me,  what  dreadful  apprehensions  i 
ladj  and  how  J  lodged  in  the  tree  ail  night  for  fear  of  being 
Icvourcd  by  wild  beasts. 

As  I  knew  nothing  that  night  of  the  supply  I  was  fc  receive 
ly  the  providential  driving  of  the  ship  nearer  the  land,  by  the 
itorms  and  tide  by  which  1  have  since  been  so  long  nourished 
ind  supported ;  so  these  three  poor  desolate  men  knew  nothing 
tow  certain  ot  deliverance  and  supply  they  were,  how  near  It  wi! 
:o  them,  and  how  effectually  and  really  they  were  in  a  condidon 
if  safety,  at  the  same  time  that  they  thought  themselves  lost. 
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r  him  lo  stir  i(,  hsJIoonl  fi*r  flit-  rrvi  who 
wcra  stnggiing  about,  upon  which  they  all  soon  cime  to  the 

Ibott;  but  ic  was  past  all  their  strength  to  Inunch  her,  th«  boat 
bang  TCry  heavy,  and  the  ^horc  on  that  side  hctng  a  soft  oozy 
svnd,  almost  like  a  quicksand. 

In  this  condition,  like  true  seamen,  who  are,  perhaps,  the 
least  of  all  mankiitd  given  to  JorcthoiJght,  they  gave  it  aver,  and 
away  they  sIroUird  about  the  counrry  ag:un ;  and  I  heard  one  of 
tbem  «ay  aloud  to  another  (calling  them  off  from  the  boat)| 
ff^/ty  Ut  h^  4$kn^,  Jack,  r^ffV  jcf  ihcUl  p4t  nfxt  tid<.  By 
which  I  was  fully  confirmed  in  the  main  inquiry',  of  what  coun- 
trymen they  wcrtf. 

All  this  while  I  kept  mj'self  very  close,  not  onoc  daring  Co  stir 
out  or  my  cutle,  any  farther  than  to  my  place  of  obsejvationt 
near  the  Hjj>  of  the  hiti ;  ami  very  glad  I  was^  ta  think  how  well 
it  was  fortified.  1  knew  it  was  no  less  than  ten  hours  before  the 
boat  could  be  on  float  again,  and  by  that  time  ic  would  be  dvfc, 
and  I  might  be  more  at  liberty  tu  ace  their  motions^  and  to  bear 
their  discourv,  if  they  had  any. 

In  the  mean  time  I  fitted  myself  up  for  a  battk,  is  before, 
rhou^  with  more  caution,  knowing  1  bad  to  do  with  another 
kind  of  crtemy  than  I  had  at  firal.  1  ordered  Friday  also^  whom 
I  had  made  an  excellent  marksman  with  his  gun,  to  toad  himaclf 
with  aims.  I  took  m>-sdf  two  fowling-pieces,  and  I  gave  him 
three  musquets:  my  figure,  indeed,  was  rcry  fierce;  I  had  my 
fbrmidtble  goac-skin  coat  on,  with  the  great  cap  I  have  men- 
tboed,  a  naked  sword  by  my  ^de,  two  pistob  in  my  belt,  and  a 
gtm  upon  each  shouldci'. 

Il  w-aa  my  de^gn,  as  I  said  above,  not  to  have  made  any 
artempc  till  it  was  tUrk ;  but  about  two  o'clock,  being  the  heat 
of  tfac  day,  I  found  that  tn  short  they  were  alt  gone  stragglii^ 
iniD  (he  woods,  and,  as  1  rhought,  were  bud  down  to  sleep ;  tht 
ilu«e  poor  disircssrfj  men  rcx)  anxious  for  ih^r  con&tvxi  xu  ^a. 
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ny  sleep,  were  however  set  down  under  the  shelter  of  a  great 
ree,  at  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  me,  and  as  I  thought^  out 
if  sight  of  any  of  the  rest. 

Upon  this  1  resolved  to  discover  mysdf  to  them,  and  learn 

mething  of  their  condition.  Immediately  I  marched  in  the 
igure  as  above,  my  man  Fridcy  at  a  good  distance  behind  mCj 

formidable  for  his  arms  as  I,  but  not  malting  quite  so  staring 
jpccire-ljie  figure  as  I  did. 

I  came  as  near  them  undiscovered  as  I  could,  and  then,  before 
ny  of  them  saw  me,  I  called  aloud  to  them  in  Spanish,  IVfuit 
ire  ye  J  Gentlem&n  f 

They  started  up  at  the  noise;  but  were  ten  times  more  con- 
bunded  when  they  saw  me,  and  the  uncouth  figure  that  I  made  i 
hey  made  no  answer  at  all,  but  1  thought  I  perceived  them  just 
roing  to  fiy  from  me,  when  I  spoke  to  them  in  English.  Gen- 
Icmen,  said  I,  do  not  be  surprised  at  me;  perhaps  you  may 
ave  a  friend  near  you,  when  vou  did  not  exwct  it^      He  must 
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Oar  csse»  «ud  he,  Sir,  i$  too  loiig  to  tell  you,  while  out  mur- 
dcrcn  are  so  near ;  but  in  short.  Sir,  1  was  commander  of  that 
ship ;  my  men  have  mutinied  against  mc,  ihcy  have  bccr/i  hardly 
prevailed  on  not  to  murder  me,  and  set  last  have  set  me  on  shore 
in  this  dcsoUtc  placci  with  these  two  men  with  mct  one  my 
mate>  the  other  a  passenger;  where  wt  expected  to  perish,  be* 
lieving  the  phice  to  Ik  uninhabited,-  and  know  not  yet  what  to 
think  of  it- 

Whcrc  arc  those  brutes,  your  cncmk3  i  said  1 :  Do  you  know 
where  they  ;uc  gone  i  'Ptert  (htf  lUj  Sir^  said  be,  potnting  lo  a 
thicket  of  trees ;  my  hmrt  irtmhies  /ar  fmr  thty  havi  ttfJt  us, 
stki  htsrJ  ym  rftak;   tfthrf  hav^^  ihfy  vHU  <trfainfy  murder 

Hive  they  any  fire  arms  ?  said  h  he  answered,  thry  hud  only 
two  pieces,  and  one  which  they  left  in  the  boat-  Well  then, 
said  It  teavc  the  rest  to  roe ;  I  see  they  are  all  fulecp ;  it  is  an 
CKXf  thing  to  kill  them  all ;  hut  shall  we  rather  take  tlicm  prt- 
|l  toncnt^  He  tuki  me  there  were  two  desperate  villains  nmong 
L  them«  that  it  was  scarce  safe  to  she^'  any  mercy  to;  but  if  they 
Lwcrc  secured,  he  believed  all  the  rest  would  return  to  their  duty, 
^ffasfced  him.  Which  ihry  were  ?  He  told  me,  he  couU  not  at 
^otar  distance  describe  them ;  bot  he  would  obey  my  orders  in 
I  any  chir^  I  would  direct.  WcU,  said  I,  let  us  retreat  out  of 
their  view  or  hcai^ing,  lest  they  awake,  aiwl  we  will  resolve  fijr- 
Acr;  so  they  willingly  went  back  with  me,  till  the  woods 
covered  us  Irom  them. 

Look  you,  Sir,  said  I,  if  I  vcnttne  upon  your  deliverance^ 
arc  you  willing  to  make  two  condiliofis  with  me  ?  He  aTtticipircd  ' 
my  propoolf,  by  telling  me,  that  both  he  and  the  ship,  tf  re- 
covered,  should  be  wholly  directed  and  commanded  by  me  in  I 
ever)'  thing ;  and  if  the  ship  was  not  recovered,  he  would  Eve  ^ 
and  die  with  me  in  what  part  of  the  world  soever  I  would  ^avA 
Yam  \  and  the  two  other  men  said  the  sifhc. 
/^^  said  I,  mr  4eMdi(ms  are  hut  tWP :    \ .  T\ufcX  '^^iAa  ^^ 
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stay  on  this  island  with  me,  you  will  not  pretend  to  any  autho- 
rity here;  and  If  I  put  arms  into  your  hands,  you  will  upon  all 
occasions  give  them  up  to  me,  and  do  no  prejudice  to  mc  or 
mine,  ujxin  this  island,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  be  governed  by 
[my  orders. 

2.  That  if  the  ship  is,  or  may  be  recovered,  you  wili  carry  mc 
id  my  man  to  England^  passage  free- 
He  gave  me  all  the  assurance  that  the  invention  and  i^th  of 
lan  could  devise,  that  he  would  comply  with  these  most  reason- 
tble  demands;  and  besides,  would  owe  his  life  to  mc,  and  ac- 
knowledge it  upon  ail  occasions  as  long  as  he  lived- 

Well  then,  said  I,  here  arc  three  muskets  for  you,  with  pow- 

Icr  and  ball ;  tell  me  next  what  you  think  is  proper  to  be  done : 

le  shewed  all  the  testimony  of  his  gratitude  that  he  was  able ; 

»ut  offered  to  be  wholly  guided  by  me :   I  told  him,  I  thought 

it  was  hard  venturing  any  thing ;   but  the  best  method  1  could 

them  at  once, 
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them  escape,  and  Providence  sccma  to  have  tvnkened  them  on 
piupcuc  Id  Ave  themselves :  NoWj  said  I»  if  the  rc»t  cscafK  you, 
ii  u  y^ur  fault. 

Animated  with  thU,  he  took  the  musket  I  had  given  him  b 
his  huidi  and  piscoJ  in  his  belt,  suid  his  two  comrades  with  him. 
with  each  man  a  piece  in  his  hand :  the  two  men,  who  were  with 
him,  goir^  fin;r,  made  some  noifte,  at  which  one  of  the  ftcamen^ 
^o  was  awake,  turned  about,  and  feeing  them  commg,  cried 
out  to  the  rest ;  but  it  was  too  lite  then ;  for  the  moment  he 
cncd  out,  tJiey  fircxi,  /  mtan  the  tws  men,  the  ciprai::  wisely 
reserving  hi«  own  piece:  they  had  so  well  aimed  their  shot  at 
the  men  the>'  knew,  that  one  of  them  was  killed  on  the  spot,  and 
the  other  very  much  wounded ;  but  iiot  being  dead,  he  started 
up  upon  ht«  frrt,  and  called  eagerly  for  help  to  the  other:  but 
the  ctptaihj  stepping  to  him,  t<Jd  him  it  was  too  late  to  cry  for 
hdp ;  he  should  call  upon  God  to  forgive  hia  \-illany ;  and  with 
that  word  knocked  him  down  with  the  stock  of  his  musket,  so 
that  he  never  spoke  more  :  there  were  three  more  in  the  com- 
pany, and  one  of  them  was  also  slightly  wounded ;  by  this  time 
I  was  come ;  and  when  they  saw  their  danger,  and  that  it  was 
in  vain  to  resist,  they  bc^ed  for  mercy.  The  captain  told  them 
he  wouM  spare  thdr  lives,  it"  they  would  give  him  any  assurance 
of  thtir  abhorrence  of  the  treachery  they  had  been  guilt)'  of,  and 
wottld  swcsu-  to  be  faithful  to  him  m  recovering  the  ship,  and 
xficrwards  in  carrying  her  batk  to  JmmauM,  from  whence  they 
cvne<  They  gave  him  all  the  protestations  of  their  sincenty 
that  could  be  dcsjred;  and  he  was  willing  to  believe  them,  and 
spare  their  lives,  which  I  was  no:  against;  only  I  ohl^cd  him 
to  ktep  them  bound  hand  and  foot  while  they  were  upon  the 
blvuL 

^Vhilc  thb  was  doing*  1  sent  Fri^ttf  with  the  captain's  nuue  to 
the  boatj  with  orders  to  itccure  her,  and  bring  away  the  oats  uvl 
sail,  whkh  the/  did ;  and  by  and  bye»  three  %tra^ig)S:w^  m«tv,\Vax- 
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were  (happily  for  them)  parted  from  the  rest,  came  back  upon 
hearing  the  guns  fired ;  and  seeing  their  captain,  who  before  w^ 
their  prisonefj  now  their  conqueror^  they  submitted  to  be  bound 

|also^  and  so  our  victorj^  was  complete. 

It  now  remained,  that  the  captain  and  I  should  inquire  into 

lone  another's  circumstances.  I  began  first,  and  told  him  my 
whole  history,  which  he  heard  with  an  attention  even  to  amaze- 
ment, and  particularly  at  the  wonderful  mamicr  of  my  being 
furnished  with  provisions  and  ammunition;  and  indeed,  as  my 
story  is  a  whole  collection  of  wonders,  it  affected  him  deeply; 
but  when  he  reflected  from  thence  upon  himself,  and   how  1 

Lscemcd  to  have  been  prcservetl  there  on  purpose  to  save  his  life, 
the  tears  ran  down  his  face,  and  he  could  not  speak  a  word 

Imore. 

After  this  communicadon  was  at  an  end,  I  carried  him  and 

Ihis  two  men  inro  my  aparrmenc,  leading  them  in  just  where  I 
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fidll  nx-and-Twenty  hands  011  bonrd,  who  having  entered  into  a 

corscd  conspiracy^  by  which  they  hid  all  farfdtcd  their  lives  to 

the  law,  would  be  hardmrd  irt  rl  now  by  desperation  ;  iind  would  ' 

I     carry  it  on,  knowir^  that  if  the^-  were  reduced^  they  should  be 

brought  to  the  gallows  as  soon  a$  they  came  to  Enihnd^  or  to 

any  of  the  En^lhh  colonics  \  and  (hat  (hcrcforc  there  ^ivutd  be 

no  atmcking  them  with  so  ^mnl)  a  mjmber  rs  we  were. 

I         I  muaed  for  some  time  upon  what  he  hod  ftaid,  and  found  h 

wu  a  ^cry  rational  conclusion,  and  that  therefore  something  wa» 

I     to  be  resutvrd  on  very  speedily,  v%  well  i\>  draw  the  nvcn  on 

|,     board  inco  some  snare  for  their  surprise,  as  to  prevent  their 

'     landing  upon  us,  and  dcstroj'ing  us:  upon  this  it  presently 

occurred  to  me^  that  in  a  litde  while^  the  ^ip^a  cn::Wf  wondering 

whit  waa  become  of  thdr  coincides,  and  of  the  boar^  would 

certainly  come  on  shore  in  their  other  boat  to  sec  for  them ;  and 

tlut  then  perhaps  they  might  come  anncdt  and  be  too  strong  for 

us:  this  he  allowed  was  rational. 

Upon  this  1  told  him,  the  first  thinp  we  were  to  dOj  was  to 
stave  the  boat,  which  lay  upon  the  t>each»  so  that  they  might  not 
cany  her  off;  and  taking  every  thing  out  of  her,  leave  her  so 
{%r  tisetoa  ai  not  to  be  fit  tu  swim;  accordingly  we  went  on 
boardi  took  the  arms  which  were  left  on  board  out  of  her,  and 
whatever  ebe  we  found  there,  which  was  a  bottle  of  brandy,  and 
another  of  runt^  »  (c^  bisttiit  L:UcOf  a  horn  of  powder,  arid  11 
great  lump  of  sugar  in  a  piece  of  canvass ;  the  sugar  was  five 
or  flJC  pounds;  all  which  was  very  welcome  to  mp,  especially 
the  brandy  and  sugar,  of  which  1  had  had  none  left  for  many 

When  we  had  cairied  all  these  things  on  shore  (the  oars, 
mast,  sail,  and  rudder  of  the  boat,  wcjv  carried  away  before,  « 
above),  we  knocked  a  great  hole  in  her  boaom,  rh:ti  if  they  had 
cotBC  strong  enough  to  muster  us,  yet  they  could  not  curoj  <£ 
ih«  boar-

Indeed  It  was  iioc  muck  in  mj  thoughts,  that  wc  could  be 

lie  to  recover  the  ship  ;  but  my  view  was,  that  if  ihey  went 

tway  without  the  boat,  I  did  not  much  question  to  make  her  fit 

igain  to  cany  us  away  to  the  Lec'ward  Islands,  and  call  upon  our 

Friends  the  Spaniards  in  my  way ;  for  I  had  them  still  in  my 

Loughts. 

Whik  we  were  thus  preparing  our  designs,  and  had  first,  by 

Lain  strength,  heaved  the  boat  up  upon  the  beach,  so  high  that 

tide  would   not   float   her    ofF  at    high-water  mark. ;    and^ 

jEides,  had  broken  a  hole  in  her  bottom,  too  big  to  be  quickly 

itopped*  and  were  sat  down  musing  what  we  should  do,  we  heard 

je  ship  fire  a  gun,  and  saw  her  make  a  waft  with  her  ancient, 

a  signal  far  the  bust  to  come  on  board,  but  no  boat  stirred  ;  and 

ey  fired  several  times,  making  other  signals  for  the  boat. 

At  last,  when  all  thdr  signals  and  firings  proved  fruitless,  and 

:hey  found  the  boat  did  not  stir,  we  saw  them  (by  the  help  of 
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Am  new  enrerprize ;  and  wrribly  apprehensive  he  was,  that  they 
would  be  too  po^vc^fuJ  for  us, 

I  unilcd  at  htm,  and  told  him,  that  men  in  our  drcumstances 
were  put  the  operation  of  fear:  thai  seeing  almoft  every  con- 
dition that  could  be  wii  better  than  that  we  were  supposed  to  be 
iHi  we  ought  to  expect  thai  the  con<(cqucncc,  whether  death  or 
life,  would  be  sure  to  be  3  deliverance.  I  asked  him,  what  he 
dxiught  of  the  circumstances  of  my  life,  and  whether  a  deliver- 
iftce  w-as  not  worth  venturing  for?  And  where,  Sir,  aaid  1,  i» 
jFOur  belief  of  my  beir»g  preserved  here  on  purpose  to  save  your 
life,  which  elcfvated  you  a  licile  whiJe  ago  ?  For  my  pnit»  stid 
I,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  thing  amiss  in  all  the  prospect  of  it. 
H^kat  w  /Atf//  sa>-s  he.  Why,  said  1,  it  is  that,  as  you  say, 
there  arr  rhnre  or  four  honest  frUows  among  them,  which  ^h^iuld 
be  ^Mred;  had  they  been  all  of  the  wicked  p*rt  of  the  crew,  I 
thould  have  thought  God'&  providence  had  singled  ihem  out  to 
deliver  them  into  your  hands ;  fc:ir,  depend  upon  it,  every  man 
of  them  That  comes  ashore  arc  our  own^  and  shall  die  or  live,  as 
they  behave  io  lis. 

As  I  spoke  this  with  a  raised  voice  and  cheerful  countenance, 
I  found  it  greatly  encoumgcd  him;  so  wc  set  vigorously  to  our 
bustncis ;  we  had,  upon  the  first  appearance  of  the  boat's  conung 
from  the  ship,  con^crcd  of  separating  our  prisoners,  and  had 
indeed  secured  them  effectually. 

Two  of  them,  of  whom  the  captain  was  lea  a^ure:]  than 
ordinary,  I  scnr  with  Frijay^  and  one  of  the  three  (delivered 
men)  to  my  cave,  where  they  were  ienK>tc  e™>ugh,  and  out  of 
danger  of  bcir^  heard  or  discovered,  or  of  finding  their  way  out 
of  the  woods,  if  they  could  have  delivered  themselves;  here 
lliey  left  them  bound,  but  gave  them  provisions,  and  promised 
ihcm,  if  they  continued  there  quietly,  to  give  them  their  liberty 
in  a  day  or  two;  but  that  if  ihcy  aitrmpted  their  esca^  tW^ 
rtiould  be  put  to  di:^th  v/ithont  mercy,     Tl\c^  ^omte^  i'a^- 
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[lly  to  bear  their  confinement  with  patience>  and  were  very 

lankful  that  they  hid  such  good  usage  as  to  have  provisions, 

light  left  them;  for  Friday  gave  them  candles  (such  as 

^e  made  ourselves)  for  their  comfort;  and  they  did  not  know 

>ut  that  he  stood  sentinel  over  them  at  the  entrance. 

The  other  prisoners  had  better  usage ;  two  of  them  were  kept 

Hnioned  indeed,  because  the  captain  was  not  free  to  trust  them ; 

lut  the  other  two  were  taken  into  my  service  upon  their  captain's 

xommendationj  and  upon  their  solemnly  engaging  to  live  and 

ie  with  us;  so,  with  diem  and  the  three  honest  men,  we  were 

'vcn  men  wdl  arrntd;  and  I  made  no  doubt  we  should  be  able 

^o  deal  well  enough  with  the  ten  that  were  coming,  considering 

lit  the  captain  had  said>  there  were  three  or  four  honest  men 

tmong  them  also. 

As  soon  as  they  got  to  the  place  where  their  other  boat  lay, 
;hey  ran  their  boat  into  the  beach,  and  came  all  on  shore,  hauling 

which  I  was  ^lad  to  see  :  for  I  was  afraid 
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loM  m  aiicTwards,  chey  resolved  to  go  dl  on  board  again  to 
their  ship,  and  let  them  know  thcrCi  that  the  m^n  were  all  mur* 
dercd,  sncl  the  long-boat  staved;  accordingly,  they  tmmcdutcly 
kunchcd  rhc  hnxt  agiun»  and  got  nil  of  them  on  board. 

The  eapnin  was  terribly  am;ized,  and  even  confounded  at 
this,  believing  they  would  go  on  booid  the  ship  again,  and  set 
aail,  giving  their  comrades  up  for  Iwtt,  nrd  «o  he  should  still  lose 
the  ahi[^  whkh  he  was  in  hopct  we  should  have  recovered ;  bnt 
he  waa  quickly  at  much  frighted  the  other  way. 

They  had  not  been  long  put  off  with  the  boat,  but  wc  per- 
ceived them  all  coming  on  shore  again;  but  with  this  new 
measure  in  their  conduct,  which,  it  seems,  they  consulted  together 
upon,  viz*  to  leave  three  men  in  the  boat,  and  the  rest  to  go  on 
dwrc,  and  go  up  into  the  country  to  look  for  their  fellows. 

This  WRs  a  great  di^ppointmeTit  to  us  ;  for  now  we  were  at  x 
I068  what  to  do ;  for  our  seizing  those  seven  men  on  shore  would 
be  no  advant^c  Co  us  if  wc  let  the  boot  escape;  because  they 
would  then  ruw  away  to  the  ship;  and  then  the  mt  of  them 
would  be  sure  to  weigh,  and  set  sail,  aDd  so  our  recovering  the 
ship  would  be  lost. 

However,  wc  had  no  remedy  but  to  wait  and  »cc  wl\at  the 
ianae  of  things  might  prcscni:  the  ^vcii  men  came  on  shore^ 
and  the  three  who  remained  in  the  boat  put  her  oiF  to  a  good 
distance  from  the  shore,  and  came  to  an  anchor  to  watt  for 
diem;  so  that  it  \v2s  imposable  for  us  to  come  at  them  in  the 
boar. 

Those  that  came  on  shore  kept  ctcac  together,  marchtng 
towsnls  the  top  of  the  little  hill,  under  which  my  habttatton 
la^ ;  and  wc  could  sec  them  plainly,  though  chcj'  could  not  per- 
ceive us :  wc  could  have  been  vrry^  gkd  diey  would  have  come 
nearer  to  us,  so  that  wc  might  have  fired  at  them  -,  or  that  thcf 
would  have  gone  briber  ofK,  that  we  might  have  come  abroad. 

But  whrn  thc^  were  come  to  the  brow  of  Ac  ^dXj  Vtvcrc-^fw:^

:ouId  see  a  great  way  in  the  valley  and  wood3»  which  lay  towards 
[he  jjorth-ens£  part,  and  where  the  island  lay  lowest,  they  shouted 
ind  hallooed  till  they  were  weary  ^  and  not  caring,  it  seems,  to 
venture  far  from  the  shore,  nor  far  from  one  another,  they  sal 
iawn  together  under  a  tree,  to  consider  of  it;  had  they  thought 
t  to  have  gone  to  «leep  there,  aa  the  other  party  of  them  had 
lone,  they  had  done  the  job  for  us;  but  they  were  too  full  of 
jpprchcnsions  of  danger  to  venture  to  go  to  sleep,  though  thtfy 
:ould  not  tell  what  the  danger  was  they  had  to  fear  neither. 

The  captain  made  a  very  just  proposal  to  me  upon  this  con- 
ultation  of  theirs ;  viz.  that  perhaps  they  would  dl  fire  a  volley 
gain,  to  endeavour  to  make  their  fellows  hear,  and  that  wc 
hould  all  salJy  upon  them,  just  at  the  juncmre  when  their  pieces 
■ere  all  discharged,  and  they  would  certainly  yield,  and  wc 
hould  have  ihcm  without  bloodshed.  I  liked  the  proposal, 
»rovrdcd  it  was  done  while  we  were  near  enough  to  come  up  to 
re  thev  could  load  their  nfcct:*  as 
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him  my  thoughts^  was  ready  to  sink  at  the  apprehcn»ons  of  it ; 
but  I  presently  thought  of  a  snatagcni  to  fetch  them  back  again* 
ami  which  answered  my  end  to  a  tittle. 

I  ordered  Fridj^y  and  the  captain's  trute,  to  ^  over  the  little 
creek  w^jfxfwJy  towards  the  place  where  the  sava^et  came  on 
shore  when  Friday  wa5  rescued ;  and  as  *oon  as  they  came  to  11 
GtiJensiiiggroiindraiabcuthairamiledi^taiicCrl  bade  them  halloo 
at  loud  as  they  could,  and  wait  till  they  found  the  seamen  heard 
them ;  that  as  soon  aa  ever  they  heard  the  seamen  answer  them* 
tbcy  should  return  it  again,  and  then,  keeping  out  of  «i£;ht,  tiikc 
a  rouncl)  always  answcrirg  when  the  others  hatloocrJ,  to  draw 
thicni  as  far  into  the  island,  and  among  the  woods,  as  po^iblcf 
and  then  wheel  about  Rg;tin  to  mc>  by  such  ways  as  1  directed 
ihern. 

They  were  just  goirg  into  the  boat,  when  FriJay,  and  the 
mate  hallooed,  and  they  presently  heard  them,  and  answerii^ 
nin  along  the  shore  wctlwarti  towanb  the  vokc  they  heird, 
when  they  were  prc*cntly  stopped  by  the  creek,  where,  the  water 
being  up,  they  could  not  get  over,  and  called  for  the  boat  to 
CQtnc  up,  and  set  them  over,  a^  indeed  I  o:pccted- 

When  they  had  act  themselves  over,  I  observed  that  the  txat 
bdt^  gone  up  a  good  way  into  rhe  ercck,  and  as  it  were  in  an 
Hfrbour  within  the  land,  they  took  one  of  the  three  men  out  of 
ber  to  go  along  with  them,  and  left  only  two  in  the  boat,  having 
fastened  her  to  the  xiump  of  a  little  free  on  the  ahocc 

This  was  what  I  wished  for,  and  tmmedkatety  leaving  FHJay 
and  the  captain's  mate  to  their  business,  I  took  the  rest  with  me, 
and  eroanng  the  creek  out  of  their  sight,  we  surprised  the  two 
men  before  they  were  aware,  one  of  ihem  lying  on  diorr,  and 
the  other  being  in  the  boati  the  fellow  on  shore  was  between 
deeping  and  waking,  and  going  to  start  up,  the  captain,  who 
vas  forrniDst,  ran  in  upon  him,  and  knocked  him  down^  ami 
then  called  ot/feo  Aim  rn  the  boat  to  yield,  ot  he wtt^&eaAk-na:^.

There  needed  very  few  arguments  to  pereuade  a  sirgie  man 

p  yield,   when    he  saw  five  men  upicn  him,  and  his  comrade 

locked  dawn  ;  besides  this  was,  it  seems,  one  of  the  three  thar 

'ere  not  so  hearty  in  the  mutiny  as  the  rest  of  the  crew,  aiid 

icrefore  was  easily  persuaded  not  only  to  yield,  but  afterwards 

!:o  join  very  sincere  with  us. 

In  the  mean  time,   Friday  and  the  captain^s  mate  so  well 

lanaged  their  business  with  the  rest,  that  they  drew  them,  by 

lallooing  and  answering,  from  one  hill  to  another,  and  from  one 

'ood  to  another,  till  they  not  only  heartily  tired  them,  but  left 

lem  where  they  were  very  sure  they  could  not  reach  back,  to  the 

loat  before  it  was  dark ;  and  indeed  they  were  heartily  tired 

lihemselves  also  by  the  time  they  came  back  to  us, 

We   had  nothing  now  to  do  but  to  watch  for  them  in  the 
■k,  and  to  fall  upon  them,  so  as  to  make  sure  worlc  with 
:hem. 
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tiieir  luttds,  like  men  in  dcs^Kitr ;  jnd  ihvt  somdimcs  fhey  would 
go  uid  nt  down  in  the  boot  to  rest  themselves,  then  come  ashore 
igiinp  and  walk  about,  and  so  over  the  same  thing  ag^m. 

My  men  woitld  fsdn  have  had  mc  given  them  leave  to  fidl 
upon  them  at  once  in  che  dark  ;  but  I  was  willin|T  to  mk<r  ihcm 
at  tome  advantage,  ^  to  spare  them,  and  kill  as  few  of  ihem  as 
1  could ;  and  especially  I  wis  unwilling  to  hazard  the  killing  any 
of  our  own  men,  knowing  the  other  were  very  well  armed :  I 
resolved  to  yvM  to  see  if  they  did  not  separate ;  and  rherrforc,  to 
make  sure  of  them,  1  drew  my  ambuscade  nearer ;  and  ordered 
Friday  and  the  captain  to  creep  upon  their  hands  and  Icct  as  dose 
to  the  ground  as  ihey  could,  thai  they  might  not  be  discoveroli 
and  get  aa  near  them  sis  they  eould  pos^bly,  before  they  oAcred 
to  fire. 

They  had  not  been  long  in  Ehat  po8t\ire  but  that  the  boatswain, 
wbo  was  the  principal  ringleader  of  the  mutiny,  and  had  now 
shewn  himself  the  most  dejected  and  dispirited  of  ill  the  rett, 
came  walking  towards  them  with  tv^o  more  of  the  crew;  the 
captain  wu?tso  «gcr,  aji  having  this  prirripAl  niguc  u>  much  m 
hii  power,  that  he  could  hardly  have  patience  to  let  him  come 
so  near  aa  to  be  sure  of  him ;  for  they  only  heard  his  tongue 
before  :  but  when  they  came  nearer,  the  captain  and  Friday^ 
stoning  upon  their  feet,  let  fly  at  thcni. 

The  boatsA^ain  was  killed  upon  the  spot;  the  next  man  was 
shot  into  the  body,  and  fell  just  by  him,  though  he  did  not  die 
dU  an  hour  or  two  after  i  and  the  third  run  for  it. 

Af  the  Doise  of  the  fire,  I  immeduicly  advanced  with  my 
whole  ormyi  which  was  now  eight  men  \  viz-  myself  gtM^r^il* 
i$sim9  ;  hnJajft  my  lieutenant-general ;  the  captain  ami  his  two 
men*  and  the  thtee  priaoncra  of  war,  who  vic  had  trusted  with 
inns* 

Wc  came  upon  them  indeed  in  the  dork,  so  that  they  coukl 
tuc  sec  our  number;  and  I  niftdc  the  inan  tlhc'^  Vka&  \^'vx 
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the  boat,  who  was  now  one  of  us^  to  call  than  by  name,  to 
try  if  I  could  bring  them  to  a  parley,  and  so  might  po-h^ 
reduce  them  to  terms;  which  fell  out  just  as  we  desired;  f<x 
indeed  tt  was  easy  to  think,  as  their  condition  then  was,  they 
would  be  very  willii^  to  capitulate ;  so  he  calls  out,  as  loud  as 
he  could,  to  one  of  them,  Tom  Smithy  Tom  Smith.  7m  Smith 
answered  immediately,  IVho's  that !  Robinson !  For  it  seems  he 
knew  his  voice.  The  other  answered,  ^,  ay ;  Jbr  Go^s  sake^ 
Tom  Smith,  throw  down  your  arms,  and  yields  or  you  arc  all  dead 
men  this  moment. 

Who  must  we  yield  to  f  Where  are  they  ?  says  Smith  again. 
Here  they  are^  says  he :  here  is  our  captain  and  fifty  men  with 
him,  have  been  hunting  you  this  two  hours;  the  boatswsun  is 
killed  ;  Will  Frye  is  wounded,  and  I  am  a  prisoner ;  and  if  you 
do  not  yield,  you  arc  all  lost. 

Will  they  give  us  quarter  then  ?  says  Tom  Smith,  and  we  will 
yield.  rU  go  and  ask,  if  you  promise  to  yield,  says  Robinson.  So 
he  asked  the  captain,  and  the  captain  himself  then  calls  out; 
You,  Smith,  you  know  my  voice,  if  you  lay  down  your  arms 
immediately,  and  submit,  you  shall  have  your  lives,  all  but  Will 
Atkins. 

Upon  this  Will  Atkins  cried  out.  For  God's  sake,  captain,  give 
me  quarter :  what  have  I  done  f  they  have  been  all  as  bad  as  I: 
(which  by  the  way  was  not  true,  neither ;  for  it  seems  this  Will 
Atkins  was  the  first  man  that  laid  hold  of  the  captain  when  they 
first  mutinied,  and  used  him  barbarously,  in  tying  his  hands,  and 
giving  hira  injurious  language:)  however  the  captain  told  him 
he  must  lay  down  his  arms  at  discretion,  and  trust  to  the  go- 
vernor's mercy,  by  which  he  meant  me;  for  they  all  called  me 
governor- 

In  a  word,  they  aJI  laid  down  th^r  arms,  and  begged  thdr 
lives ;  and  1  sent  the  man  that  had  parlied  with  them,  and  two 
more,  who  bound  them  all ;  and  then  my  great  army  of  fifty 
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men,  which,  partkulArly  mth  those  three,  were  all  but  eighty 
came  up  uiul  seized  upon  them  iW,  and  upon  their  boat*  onJy 
that  I  kept  mytcif  2nd  one  more  out  of  sighl^  for  naaons  of  | 

Our  next  work  was  to  repair  the  boat,  and  to  think  of  teJxttig  * 
the  ship;  aiid  as  for  the  cipuin,  now  he  had  leisure  to  parley 
with  ihcm,  he  expostulated  with  them  upon  the  vilbny  of  their 
practices  with  him,  ,tnd  at  Ict^gth,  upon  the  farcher  wkkedncss  of 
their  design;  atid  how  certainly  ic  must  bring  them  to  misery 
and  dmrt^  in  the  eiid,  :tn<l  ptrhup^  to  the  gillawv 

They  all  appeared  very  pcnitenr,  and  begged  hard  for  their 
fives*  As  for  thai  he  told  them  they  were  none  of  his  praoncrs, 
but  the  commander  of  the  Ulu^d ;  that  they  thought  they  had 
xct  him  on  shore  in  a  barren  uninhabited  id^tnd  ;  but  it  had 
pleased  God  so  to  direct  them,  that  the  island  ^«^  inhibited,  and 
that  the  governor  was  an  hngShhman ;  tluit  he  might  hang  them 
all  thcre^  if  he  pleased  ;  but  as  he  had  given  them  all  quarter,  he 
fuppoted  he  would  send  them  to  England^  to  be  dndt  with  there 
IS  justice  rcciuircd,  except  Jikinst  whom  he  was  commanded  by 
the  governor  to  advise  to  prepare  for  death;  for  that  he  would 
be  hanged  in  the  moming. 

Though  this  was  all  a  Action  of  hli  own,  yet  it  had  its  desired 
efiect :  ^itktiu  fell  uixin  his  knees  to  beg  the  captain  to  intercede 
with  the  gi^vemor  for  his  life^  :uid  all  the  rest  begged  of  him 
i    for  God's  uke,  that  they  might  not  be  sent  to  EMgtanJ, 

It  iww  occumrd  to  me,  that  the  time  of  our  deliverance  w«5 
come,  and  thar  it  w<juki  be  a  moM  ca^)'  thing  to  bnng  these  tel- 
k>w<  in  to  be  hearty  in  gening  possession  of  the  ship ;  so  I  retired 
in  the  dark  from  ihcm,  that  they  might  not  see  what  kind  oft 
governor  they  had,  and  called  the  captain  to  me ;  when  I  called, 
u  at  a  gixxl  distance,  one  of  The  men  was  ordered  to  speak  agatn, 
and  say  to  the  captain.  Captain  the  «m«ir»dfer  caIU  for  jim :  and 
jvxKtxtiy  the captmn  repticd,  Tc// /lij  pcctlUmy  I  amjkii  atomi^V 

i . 
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This  more  perfectly  amused  them;  and  they  all  believed,  that 
the  commander  was  just  by  with  his  fifty  men_ 

Upon  the  captain's  coming  to  fnc,  I  told  him  my  project  for 
Iseizing  the  shipj  which  he  iikcd  of  wonderfully  well,  and  resolved 
to  put  it  in  exccjtion  the  next  momirg. 

But,  in  order  to  execute  it  with  more  art,  and  secure  of  suc- 
Icess,  I  told  him  we  must  divide  Che  prisoners,  and  that  he  should 
go  and  take  Atkins,  and  two  more  of  the  worst  of  them,  and 
send  them  pinioned  to  the  cave  where  the  others  lay ;  this  was 
committed  to  Friday^  and  the  two  men  who  came  on  shore  with 
|the  captain. 

They  conveyed  them  to  the  cave,  as  to  a  prison ;  and  it  was 
indeed  a  dismal  place,  especially  to  men  in  their  condition. 

The  other  I  ordered  to  my  hwer^  as  I  called  it,  of  which  I 
Ihave  given  a  full  description ;  and  as  it  was  fenced  in,  and  they 
pinionedj  the  place  was  secure  enough,  considering  they  were 
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Well,  says  the  ca]>tiun,  I  irust  go  ind  teJI  the  governor  what , 
you  say^  and  sec  what  1  can  du  to  Imtig  him  to  consent  to  it : 
so  he  brought  nw  an  account  of  the  temper  he  found  thcni  in, 
and  that  he  verily  believed  they  would  be  faithfid, 

However,  that  wc  might  be  very  secure,  I  told  him  he  should 
go  hack  again,  and  choose  out  those  Avcj  and  tell  them,  rhcy 
might  tec  that  he  did  not  want  men ;  that  he  would  lake  out 
cbOK  five  to  be  his  Assistants,  and  that  the  governor  would  keep 
the  ocher  two>  and  the  three  that  were  ^scnt  prisoners  to  the  caatjc, 
(ayf  cazr)  as  hi>stagc*i,  for  the  fidelity  nf  thotc  five;  and  that  if 
they  proved  unfaithful  in  the  execution,  the  five  hostages  sb 
be  hanged  in  chains  olive  upon  the  shore. 

This  looked  severe^  and  convinced  them  that  the  governor 
was  ID  earnest;  however^  they  had  no  way  left  them  but  to 
acGSpt  it ;  and  it  was  now  the  busbtens  of  the  prisoners,  as  much 
V  of  the  captain,  to  persuade  the  other  five  to  do  thdr  duty. 

Our  atrertgth  was  now  thus  ordered  for  the  expedition-  i. 
The  captain,  his  ihatc,  and  passenger.  2.  Then  the  two  pri- 
aono?  of  the  first  gang>  to  whom,  having  thdr  characters  from 
the  captain,  I  had  given  their  libern',  and  rruatcd  them  with  anna. 
J,  The  other  two  who  1  had  kept  till  now  in  my  bower  pinioned ; 
batt  upon  the  captain's  motiont  had  now  released,  4.  These 
five  released  at  last ;  so  that  they  were  twelve  in  all,  besides  five 
we  kept  pnn>ners  in  the  cave  far  hostages. 

I  aiked  the  captain  if  he  was  willing  to  venture  with  these 
hands  on  board  the  ship :  for  ha  for  me  and  my  man  Friday,  I 
did  noe  think  it  waa  proper  for  us  to  stir,  having  seven  nxn  left 
behind ;  and  ie  wat  employment  enough  for  U9  to  keep  them 
amkder,  and  supply  them  with  victuals. 

As  to  the  five  in  Uw  cave,  I  resolved  to  keep  them  fiist ;  but 
FriJffx  went  twice  a  day  to  them,  To  supply  them  wiih  5cccssa- 
rio ;  and  I  made  the  other  two  carry  provisiotis  to  a  cettaJn  div 
tanccr  where  />wS?7  »:bs  to  cakc  it.

Life  and  Adventures 


When  I  shewed  myself  to  the  two  hostages,  it  was  with  the 
laptain,  who  told  them,  I  was  the  person  the  governor  had 
frdered  to  look  after  theitij  and  that  it  W05  the  governor's  plea- 
sure that  they  should  not  stir  any  where  but  by  my  direction  j 
lat  if  they  did,  they  should  be  fetched  into  the  castle,  and  be 
laid  in  irons ;  so  that  as  we  never  suffered  them  to  sec  me  as 
;overnor,  so  I  now  appeared  as  another  person,  and  spoke  of 
governor,  the  garrison,  the  castle,  and  the  like,  up<Mi  all 
iccasions. 

The  captain  now  had  no  difiiculty  before  him,  but  to  furnish 
is  two  boatSj  stop  the  breach  of  one,  and  man  them  ;  he  made 
is  passenger  captain  of  one,  with  four  other  men ;  and  himself, 
ud  his  mace,  and  five  more,  went  in  the  other;  and  they  con- 
trived their  business  very  well ;  for  they  came  up  to  the  siup 
ibout  midnight.  As  soon  as  they  came  within  call  of  the  ship> 
le  made  Roi'inscn  haJl  them,  and  tell  them  they  had  brought  off 
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dooff  the  new  captain  and  hU  men  f  red  boldly  among  them>  and 
i    wounded  the  m;ite  with  a  inusquet  ball,  which  broke  his  inn» 

Iind  wounded  two  more  of  the  men,  but  killed  nobody. 
The  m»iCy  calling  for  help,  m^ed,  however,  Uito  the  ro'und- 
ho«ite,  wounded  u  he  wgis,  and  with  hit  pistol  shot  the  new  cap- 
tnJn  through  the  head,  the  buUet  entering  at  his  mouth,  and 

Icvne  out  again  behind  one  of  hist  can ;  «o  that  he  never  spoke  a. 
wofd ;  upon  which  the  rest  yielded,  and  the  ship  was  t;ikcn 
edlectuaUyi  without  any  more  1iv«  lost. 

As  30on  as  the  ship  was  thus  secured,  chc  oiptain  ordered 
seven  giifii  to  l)c  fired,  which  was  the  tigivtl  agreed  u]>on  with 
me,  to  give  me  notice  of  hh  success ;  which  you  may  be  sure  I 
was  ver)'  glad  to  hear,  having  sat  watching  upon  the  shore  for  it 
till  near  two  of  rhc  clock  in  the  morning. 

Having  thus  heard  the  signal  plainly,  I  laid  me  down ;  and  it 
hsving  been  a  day  of  great  fttiguc  to  me,  1  slept  very  sound,  till 
I  WB3  something  surprised  with  the  noise  of  a  gun  ;  and  presently 
ttimng  up,  1  heard  a  man  call  me  by  the  name  of  Governor, 
governor :  and  presently  I  knew  the  capuin's  voice,  when  climb- 
ing up  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  there  he  stood,  and  poandng  to  the 
ship,  he  cmbnKcd  mc  in  his  arms.  My  dear  ft'und  and  deOvenrt 
he,  lA^e  is  jtotir  ihify  /gt  sh^  is  all  jCMr's,  axd  so  ^n  «v, 
sad  alt  that  ieUng  to  hir,  I  cast  my  eyes  to  the  ship,  and  there 
sbc  rode  wrthin  a  Ittk  more  than  half  a  mile  of  the  shore ;  for 
they  had  weighed  her  anchor  as  soon  as  they  were  masters  of 
her ;  and  the  weather  being  fair,  had  brought  her  to  an  anclior 
JBSt  against  the  mouth  of  the  little  creek ;  and  the  tkk  being  up, 
the  captain  had  brought  the  pinnace  in  near  the  place  where  J 
Kfft  landed  my  rafts,  ami  so  landed  jtra  at  my  door. 

I  was,  at  first,  ready  to  sink  down  with  the  surprise :  for  I  saw 
my  deliverance  indeed  visibly  put  into  my  hands,  all  things  easy, 
nd  a  huge  ship  just  ready  to  can^'  me  whither  1  pleased  to  igp. 
At  first,  for  scune  dme,  /  was  not  able  to  answer  Van\  oTw«n^\ 
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tan  as  he  had  taken  me  in  his  arms,  I  held  fast  by  hinij  or  I 
ihould  have  fallen  to  the  groimd. 

He  perceived  the  surprise,  and  immediately  pulls  a  bottle  out 
if  his  pocket,  and  gave  me  a  drani  of  cordial,  which  he  brought 
)n  purpose  for  me.  After  I  drank  it,  I  sat  down  upon  the 
[round,  and  though  it  brought  me  to  myself,  yet  it  was  a  good 
'hile  before  1  could  speak  a  word  to  him> 

Ail  this  while  the  poor  man  was  in  as  great  an  ecstasy  as  1, 

)nly  not  under  any  surprise,  as  I  was ;  and  he  said  a  thousand 

.ind  tender  things  to  me,  to  compose  me  and  bring  mc  to  mv- 

;  but  such  was  the  flood  of  joy  in  my  breast,  that  it  put  all 

\j  spirits  into  confusion;  at  last  it  broke  out  into  tears,  and  in 

little^while  after  I  recovered  my  speech. 

Then  I  took  my  turn  and  embraced  him  a3  my  ddivcrcr,  and 
's  rejoiced  together.  I  told  him,  I  looked  upon  him  as  a  man 
iTit  from  Heaven  to  deliver  me,  and  that  the  whole  transaction 
l  to  be  a  chain  of  wonders 
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Fint,  he  had  brought  me  ft  cose  of  bottles  full  of  excellent  o/i- 
dial  waters^  six  Urge  bottlcft  of  MatUira  wine;  chc  bottlts  held 
two  qu4rts  u  piece  ;  two  pound  ofexctdlent  good  tohiicco,  twelve 
good  pjcces  of  the  ship's  beef,  and  six  pieces  of  pork,  with  a  bag 
of  peas,  and  about  a  hundred  weight  of  biscuit. 

i  Ic  brDughl  HK  s\so  a  1k>x  oi  sugar,  u  box  of  fluur,  a  Img  full 
of  lemons,  itkI  two  bottles  of  lime-juice,  and  abundance  of  other 
things:  but  be^cs  these,  and  what  was  a  thousand  times  more 
uacful  to  mc,  he  brought  mc  six  clean  new  shirts,  six  very  good 
leckclofhs,  two  pair  of  gloves,  one  pair  of  shoes,  a  hat,  and  one 
pair  qS  stockingfi,  and  a  very  good  suit  of  clothes  of  bis  own, 
which  had  been  worn  but  very  little  :  in  «  word,  be  clothed  mc 
fifom  head  to  fooi. 

It  wtts  A  very  kind  ftod  agreesible  pres:!nr,  as  any  one  may 
onagine  to  one  in  my  circumstances  \  but  never  was  any  thing  in 
the  world  of  that  kind  so  unplej^ant>  awkward,  and  uneasy,  ta  it 
was  to  me  to  wear  such  clothes  nt  ihcir  firat  putting  on. 

After  these  ceremonies  pas^^d,  and  afrcr  all  hts  good  things 
were  brought  into  my  little  apirtmcnt,  wc  began  lo  consult  what 
was  to  be  dtmc  with  the  pn!«>Tiers  wc  had ;  for  it  was  worth  cov^ 
stdcring  whether  we  might  venture  to  take  them  away  with  us 
Of  QDt  especially  two  of  them,  whom  wc  knew  to  be  irKonigiblc 
and  refnu:tory  to  the  last  degree  ;  and  the  captain  said  he  knew 
they  wciT  such  rogues,  that  there  was  no  oMiging  them ;  and  if 
he  did  carry  them  away  it  must  be  in  irons,  as  malefactors,  to  be 
delivered  over  to  justice  at  the  first  Engiish  colony  he  could  come 
at;  and  I  found  that  the  captain  himself  was  very  aaaious  about 
IL 

Upon  thlst  I  told  him,  that  if  he  desired  it,  I  durst  undertake 
ig  the  two  men  he  spoke  of,  to  make  it  their  own  request 
he  should  Icivc  them  upoti  the  islaiK!.     I  j^uJJ  it  vrry  ^Isd 
^ikait  9>y«  the  captain,  wi/A  aU  my  hfori^ 

Well,  said  I,  I  wiU  send  for  than  up,  atwi  ia\k  >»rv<^  'tiwt^  S«k 
/  auscd  fritky  :ind  the  two  hostages,  iot  >it«:i  *«txtB 
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could  see  a  gtcat  ivay  in  the  valley  and  woods,  which  lay  towards 
the  north-east  part^  and  where  the  island  lay  lowest,  they  shouted 
and  hallooed  till  they  were  weary  ;  and  not  caring,  it  seems,  to 
venture  far  from  the  shore,  nor  far  from  one  another,  they  sat 
down  together  under  a  tree,  to  consider  of  it :  had  they  thought 
fit  to  have  gone  to  sleep  there,  as  the  other  party  of  them  had 
done,  they  had  done  the  job  for  us ;  but  they  were  too  fiill  of 
apprehensions  of  danger  to  venture  to  go  to  sleep,  though  they 
could  not  tell  what  the  danger  was  they  had  to  fear  neither. 

The  captain  made  a  very  just  proposal  to  me  upon  this  corn 
sultation  of  theirs ;  viz.  that  perhaps  they  would  all  fire  a  volley 
again,  to  endeavour  to  make  their  fellows  hear,  and  that  we 
should  all  sally  upon  them,  just  at  the  juncture  when  their  pieces 
were  all  discharged,  and  they  would  certainly  yield,  and  we 
should  have  them  without  bloodshed.  I  liked  the  proposal, 
provided  it  was  done  while  we  were  near  enough  to  come  up  tu 
them,  before  they  could  load  their  pieces  ag^n. 

But  this  event  did  not  happen,  and  we  lay  still  a  long  time, 
very  irresolute  what  course  to  take ;  at  length  I  told  them,  tiierc 
would  be  nothing  to  be  done  in  my  opinion  till  mght;  and 
then,  if  they  did  not  return  to  the  boat,  perhaps  we  might  find 
a  way  to  get  between  them  and  the  shore,  and  so  might  use  some 
stratagem  with  them  in  the  boat,  to  get  them  on  shore. 

We  waited  a  great  while,  though  very  impatient  for  their 
removing,  and  were  very  uneasy :  when,  after  long  consultations, 
we  saw  them  start  all  up,  and  march  down  toward  the  sea:  it 
seems,  they  had  such  dreadful  apprehensions  upon  them  of  the 
danger  of  the  place,  that  they  resolved  to  go  on  board  tht  ship 
again,  give  their  companions  over  for  lost,  and  so  go  on  with  their 
intended  voyage  with  the  ship- 
As  soon  as  I  perceived  them  go  towards  the  shore,  1  unagined 
k  to  be  as  it  really  was ;  that  they  had  given  over  their  soi^ 
and  were  for  going  W:V.  ^x^m;  and  the  c^^tun,  as  sooa  as  I  told 
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him  my  tfioughts,  was  ready  to  nnk  at  die  i^spidiettnons  of  it ; 
but  I  presently  thought  of  a  stnttagem  to  fetch  them  back  again> 
and  n^iich  answered  my  end  to  a  tittle, 

I  ordered  Frid^^  and  the  o^ttain's  niatej  to  go  orer  the  little 
creek  xBestward,  towaida  the  pUce  whem  the  wvsges  came  on 
shore  when  Friday  was  rescued;  and  as  soon  as  they  came  to  a 
little  rising  ground,at  ^xmt  half  a  mile  cUstance^I  bade  them  halloo 
as  loud  as  ^ey  could,  and  wait  till  they  found  the  seamen  heard 
them ;  that  as  soon  as  cTcr  they  heard  the  seamen  answef  them, 
they  should  return  it  again,  and  then^  keeping  out  of  sight,  take 
a  round,  always  answering  when  the  otheis  hallooed,  to  draw 
them  as  far  into  the  island,  and  among  the  woods,  as  )>09^ble, 
and  then  wheel  about  again  to  me,  by  such  ways  as  I  directed 
them. 

They  were  just  going  into  the  boat,  when  Fridtr^^  and  the 
mate  hallooed,  and  they  presently  heard  them,  and  answeiii^ 
run  along  the  shore  v^eittsard  towards  the  voice  they  heard, 
when  they  were  presently  stopped  by  the  creek,  where,  the  water 
being  up,  they  could  not  get  over,  and  called  for  the  boat  to 
cpme  up,  and  set  them  over,  as  indeed  I  cxpected- 
f  When  they  had  set  themselves  over,  I  observed  that  the  boat 
bdng  gone  up  a  good  way  into  the  creek,  and  as  it  were  in  an 
hirbour  within  the  land,  they  took  one  of  the  three  men  out  of 
faff  to  go  along  with  them,  and  left  only  two  in  the  boat,  having 
fastened  her  to  the  stump  of  a  little  tree  on  the  shore. 

This  was  what  I  wished  for,  and  inunediately  leaving  Frid^ 
and  the  captain's  mate  to  their  business,  I  took  the  rest  with  me, 
and  crossing  the  creek  out  of  their  sight,  we  surprised  the  two 
taen  before  they  were  aware,  one  of  them  lying  on  shore,  and 
the  other  being  in  the  boat ;  the  fellow  on  shore  was  between 
sleeping  and  waking,  and  going  to  start  up,  the  captain,  who 
was  foremost,  ran  in  upon  him,  and  knocked  him  down,  and 
then  called  out  tohimin  the  boat  to  yield,  or  he  was  a  dead  man. 
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There  needed  very  few  arguments  to  persuade  a  ^gle  man 
to  yield,  when  he  saw  five  men  upon  him,  and  his  comrade 
knocked  down ;  besides  this  was,  it  seems,  one  of  the  three  that 
were  not  so  hearty  in  the  mutiny  as  the  rest  of  the  crew^  and 
therefore  was  easily  persuaded  not  only  to  yield,  but  afiterwards 
to  join  very  sincere  with  us. 

In  the  mean  time,  Friday  and  the  capt^n's  mate  so  well 
managed  their  business  with  the  rest,  that  they  drew  them,  by 
hallooing  and  answering^  from  one  hill  to  another,  and  from  one 
wood  to  another,  till  they  not  only  heartily  tired  them,  but  left 
them  where  they  were  very  sure  they  could  not  reach  back  to  the 
boat  before  it  was  dark;  and  indeed  they  were  heartily  tired 
themselves  also  by  the  time  they  came  back  to  us. 

Wc  had  nothing  now  to  do  but  to  watch  for  them  in  the 
dark,  and  to  fall  upon  them,  so  as  to  make  sure  work  with 
them. 

It  was  several  hours  after  Friday  came  back  to  me  before 
they  came  back  to  their  boat ;  and  wc  could  hear  the  foremost 
of  them,  long  before  they  came  quite  up,  calling  to  those  behind 
to  come  along ;  and  could  also  hear  them  answer,  and  complain 
how  lame  and  tired  they  were,  and  not  being  able  to  come  any 
faster,  which  was  very  welcome  news  to  us. 

At  length  they  came  up  to  the  boat;  but  it  is  impossible  to 
express  their  confusion,  when  they  found  the  boat  fast  a-ground 
in  the  creek.  The  tide  ebbed  out,  and  their  two  men  gone ; 
we  could  hear  them  call  to  one  another  in  a  most  lamentable 
manner,  telling  one  another  they  were  gotten  into  an  enchanted 
island;  that  dther  there  were  inhabitants  in  it,  and  they  should 
all  be  murdered ;  or  else  there  were  devils  or  spirits  in  it,  and 
they  should  be  all  carried  away  and  devoured. 

They  hallooed  again,  and  called  their  two  comrades  by  thejr 
names  a  great  many  times,  but  no  answer :  after  some  time,  wc 
could  see  rhem^  by  the  little  light  there  was,  run  about  wringing 
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their  hands,  like  men  in  despair ;  and  that  sometimes  they  would 
go  and  sit  down  in  the  boat  to  rest  themselves,  then  come  ashore 
again,  and  walk  about,  and  so  over  the  same  thing  again. 

My  men  would  fain  have  had  me  given  them  leave  to  fall 
upon  them  at  once  in  the  dark ;  but  J  was  willing  to  take  them 
at  some  advantage,  so  to  spare  them,  and  kill  as  few  of  them  as 
I  could ;  and  especially  I  was  unwiUing  to  hazard  the  killing  any 
of  our  own  men,  knowing  the  other  were  very  well  armed ;  1 
resolved  to  wait  to  see  if  they  did  not  separate ;  and  therefore,  to 
make  sure  of  them,  I  drew  my  ambuscade  nearer ;  and  ordered 
Friday  and  the  capt^n  to  creep  upon  their  hands  and  feet  as  close 
to  the  ground  as  they  could,  that  they  might  not  be  discovered, 
and  get  as  near  them  as  they  could  pos^bly,  before  they  oiFered 
to  fire. 

They  had  not  been  long  in  that  posture  but  that  the  boatswain, 
who  was  the  principal  ringleader  of  the  mutiny,  and  had  now 
shewn  himself  the  most  dejected  and  dispirited  of  all  the  rest, 
came  walking  towards  them  with  two  more  of  the  crewj  the 
capt^n  was  so  eager,  as  having  this  principal  rogue  so  much  in 
his  power,  that  he  could  hardly  have  patience  to  let  him  come 
so  near  as  to  be  sure  of  him ;  for  they  only  heard  his  tongue 
before;  but  when  they  came  nearer,  the  captain  and  Frijayy 
starting  upon  their  feet,  let  fly  at  them. 

The  boatswain  was  killed  upon  the  spot;  the  next  man  was 
shot  into  the  body,  and  fell  just  by  him,  though  he  did  not  die 
till  an  hour  or  two  after ;  and  the  third  run  for  it. 

At  the  noise  of  the  fire,  I  immediately  advanced  with  my 
whole  army,  which  was  now  eight  men;  viz.  myself  general- 
issimo ;  Fridayy  my  lieutenant-general ;  the  captain  anct  his  two 
men,  and  the  three  prisoners  of  war,  who  we  had  trusted  with 
arms. 

We  came  upon  them  indeed  in  the  dark,  so  that  they  could 
not  see  our  number ;  and  I  made  the  man  they   had  left  in 
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the  boat^  who  waa  now  one  c^  uSj  to  call  them  by  name^  to 
tty  if  I  could  bring  them  to  a  parley,  and  so  might  perhaps 
reduce  them  to  terms;  which  fell  out  just  as  we  desired;  for 
indeed  it  was  easy  to  think,  zs  their  condition  then  was,  they 
would  be  very  willing  to  capitulate ;  so  he  calls  out,  as  loud  as 
he  could,  to  one  of  them,  Tom  Smithy  Tcm  Smith,  Tern  Smith 
answered  immediately,  IVho's  that  t  Robinson !  For  it  seems  he 
knew  his  voice.  The  other  answered,  ^,  ay;  for  Go^s  sake, 
Tom  Smithy  threw  down  your  armsj  andyield^  otym  are  all  dead 
men  this  moment. 

Who  must  we  yield  to?  Where  are  they  f  says  Smith  again. 
Here  they  are^  says  he ;  here  is  our  capt^  and  fifty  men  with 
him,  have  been  hunting  you  this  two  hour^;  the  boatswain  is 
killed ;  Will  Frye  is  woundcdj  and  I  am  a  prisoner ;  and  if  you 
do  not  yield,  you  are  all  lost. 

Will  they  give  us  quarter  then  ?  says  Tom  Smithy  and  we  will 
yield,  I'll  go  and  ask,  i/you  promise  te  yields  says  Robinson,  So 
he  asked  the  captain,  and  the  captain  himself  then  calls  out; 
You,  Smithy  you  know  my  voice,  if  you  lay  down  your  arms 
immediately,  and  submit,  you  shall  have  your  lives,  all  but  WsU 
Atkins, 

Upon  this  Will  Jtkins  cried  out.  For  God's  sake,  captain,  give 
me  quarter  :  what  have  I  done  f  they  have  been  all  as  bad  as  I: 
(which  by  the  way  was  not  true,  neither ;  for  it  seems  this  Will 
Atkins  was  the  first  man  that  laid  hold  of  the  captain  when  they 
first  mutinied,  and  used  him  barbarously,  in  tying  his  hands,  and 
giving  him  injurious  language :)  however  the  captain  told  him 
he  must  lay  down  his  arms  at  discretion,  and  trust  to  the  go- 
vernor's mercy,  by  which  he  meant  me ;  for  they  all  called  me 
governor. 

In  a  word,  they  all  laid  down  their  arms,  and  begged  their 
lives ;  and  I  sent  the  man  that  had  parlied  with  them,  and  two 
jnorcj  who  bound  them  all ;  and  then  my  great  anny  of  fifty 
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men,  which,  particularly  with  those  tiiree,  were  all  but  dght^ 
came  up  and  seized  upon  them  all,  and  upon  th^  boat,  only 
that  I  kept  myself  and  one  more  out  of  «ght,  for  reasons  of 
state. 

Our  next  work  was  to  repair  the  boat,  and  to  think  of  seizing 
the  ship ;  and  as  for  the  capt^n^  now  he  had  leisure  to  parley 
with  them,  he  expostulated  with  them  upon  the  villany  of  their 
practices  with  him,  and  at  length,  upon  the  ferther  wickedness  of 
their  design ;  and  how  certainly  it  must  bring  them  to  misery 
and  distress  in  the  end,  and  perhaps  to  the  gallows. 

They  all  appeared  very  penitent,  and  be^cd  hard  for  thdr 
lives.  As  for  that  he  told  them  they  were  none  of  his  prisoners, 
but  the  commander  of  the  island ;  that  they  thought  they  had 
set  him  on  shore  in  a  barren  uninhabited  island ;  but  it  had 
pleased  God  so  to  direct  them,  that  the  island  was  inhabited,  and 
that  the  governor  was  an  Englishman ;  that  he  might  hang  them 
all  there,  if  he  pleased ;  but  as  he  had  given  them  ali  quarter,  he 
supposed  he  would  send  them  to  Englandy  to  be  dealt  with  there 
as  justice  required,  except  Atkins,  whom  he  was  commanded  by 
the  governor  to  advise  to  prepare  for  death ;  for  that  he  would 
be  hanged  in  the  morning. 

Though  this  was  all  a  fiction  of  his  own,  yet  it  had  its  desired 
effect :  Atkins  fell  upon  his  knees  to  beg  the  captain  to  intercede 
with  the  governor  for  his  life;  and  all  the  rest  begged  of  him 
for  God's  sake,  that  they  might  not  be  sent  to  England. 

It  now  occurred  to  me,  that  the  time  of  our  deliverance  was 
come,  and  that  it  would  be  a  most  easy  thing  to  bring  these  fel- 
lows in  to  be  hearty  in  getting  possession  of  the  ship ;  so  J  retired 
in  the  dark  from  them,  that  they  might  not  see  what  kind  of  a 
governor  they  had,  and  called  the  captain  to  me ;  when  J  called, 
as  at  a  good  distance,  one  of  the  men  was  ordered  to  speak  again, 
and  say  to  the  captdn.  Captain  the  commander  calls  for  you :  and 
presently  the  captain  replied.  Tell  his  excellency  I  am  just  a  coming. 
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This  more  perfectly  flmu^ed  them  *  «id  they  all  believed,  that 
^e  commander  was  just  by  with  his  fifty  men. 

Upon  i±e  captsun's  coming  to  me,  I  told  him  my  project  fbr 
seizing  the  ship,  which  he  liked  of  wonderfully  well,  and  resolved 
to  put  it  in  execution  the  next  morning. 

But,  in  order  to  execute  it  with  more  art,  and  secure  of  suc- 
cesS)  I  told  him  we  must  divide  the  pmoner^}  and  that  he  should 
go  and  take  Atkins^  and  two  more  of  the  worst  of  them,  and 
send  them  pinioned  to  the  cave  where  the  others  lay ;  this  was 
committed  to  Frid^j  and  the  two  men  who  came  on  ^ofc  with 
the  captain. 

They  conveyed  them  to  the  cave,  as  to  a  prison ;  and  it  was 
indeed  a  dismal  place,  especially  to  men  in  their  condition. 

The  other  I  ordered  to  my  hfywer^  as  I  called  it,  of  which  I 
have  given  a  fiJl  description ;  and  as  it  was  fenced  in,  and  they 
pinioned,  the  place  was  secure  enough,  considering  they  were 
upon  their  behaviour. 

To  these  in  the  morning  I  sent  the  captain,  who  was  to  enter 
into  a  parley  with  them :  in  a  word,  to  try  them,  and  telt  me, 
whether  he  thought  they  might  be  trusted  or  nOf^to  go  on  board, 
and  surprise  the  ship :  he  talked  to  them  ofme  injury  done  him, 
of  the  condition  they  were  brought  to :  and  that  though  the  go- 
vernor had  given  them  quarter  for  their  lives  as  to  the  present 
action,  yet  that  if  they  were  sent  to  England^  they  would  all  be 
hanged  in  ch^ns,  to  be  sure ;  but  that  if  they  would  join  in  so 
just  an  attempt,  as  to  recover  the  ship,  he  would  have  the  go- 
vernor's engagement  for  their  pardon. 

Any  one  may  guess  how  readily  such  a  proposal  would  be 
accepted  by  men  in  their  condition  \  they  fell  down  on  their  knees 
to  the  captain,  and  promised  with  the  deepest  imprecations,  that 
they  would  be  faithful  to  him  to  the  last  drop,  and  that  they 
should  owe  their  lives  to  him,  and  would  go  with  him  all  over 
die  world ;  that  they  would  own  him  fbr  a  fathcx  to  them  tf 
ong  as  they  lived. 
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Well,  says  the  captain,  I  must  go  and  tell  the  governor  what, 
you  say,  and  see  what  I  can  do  to  bring  him  to  consent  to  it : 
so  he  brought  me  tag  account  of  the  temper  he  found  them  in, 
and  that  he  verily  believed  they  would  be  ^thful. 

However,  that  we  might  be  very  secure,  I  told  him  he  should 
go  back  again,  and  choose  out  those  five,  and  tcU  them,  they 
might  see  that  he  did  not  want  men ;  that  he  would  take  out 
those  fi^  to  be  lus  as^stants,  and  that  the  governor  would  iceep 
the  other  two,  and  the  three  that  were  sent  prisoners  to  the  castle, 
(mj  cave)  as  hostages,  for  the  fidelity  of  those  five ;  and  that  if 
they  proved  unfaithful  in  the  execudon,  the  five  hostages  should 
be  hanged  in  chains  alive  upon  the  shore. 

This  looked  severe,  and  convinced  them  that  the  governor 
was  in  earnest ;  however,  they  had  no  way  left  them  but  to 
accept  it;  and  it  was  now  the  business  of  the  prisoners,  as  much 
as  of  the  captain,  to  persuade  the  other  five  to  do  thdr  duty. 

Our  strength  was  now  thus  ordered  for  the  expedition,  i. 
The  captain,  his  mate,  and  passenger.  2.  Then  the  two  pri- 
soners of  the  first  gang,  to  whom,  having  their  characters  from 
the  captain,  1  had  given  their  liberty,  and  trusted  them  with  arms, 
3>  The  other  two  who  I  had  kept  till  now  in  my  bower  pinioned ; 
but,  upon  the  captain's  motion,  had  now  released,  4,  These 
five  released  at  last ;  so  that  they  were  twelve  in  all,  besides  five 
we  kept  prisoners  in  the  cave  for  hostages. 

I  asked  the  captain  if  he  was  willing  to  venture  with  these 
hands  on  board  the  ship  :  for  as  for  me  and  my  man  Friday,  I 
did  not  think  it  was  proper  for  us  to  stir,  having  seven  men  left 
behind ;  and  it  was  employment  enough  for  us  to  keep  them 
asunder,  and  supply  them  with  victuals. 

As  to  the  five  in  the  cave,  I  resolved  to  keep  them  fast ;  but 
Friday  went  twice  a  day  to  them,  to  supply  them  with  necessa- 
ries ;  and  I  made  the  other  two  carry  provisions  to  a  certain  dis- 
tance, where  Friday  was  to  take  it. 
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When  I  shewed  myself  to  the  two  hostages,  it  was  with  the 
captain,  who  told  them,  I  was  the  person  the  governor  had 
ordered  to  look  after  them,  and  that  it  was  the  governor's  [Jesk 
sure  that  they  should  not  sdr  any  where  but  by  my  direction ; 
that  if  they  cUd,  they  should  be  fetched  into  the  castle,  and  be 
laid  in  hrons ;  so  that  as  we  never  suffered  them  to  sec  mc  as 
governor,  so  I  now  appeared  as  another  person,  and  spoke  of 
the  governor,  the  garrison,  the  casde,  and  the  like^  upon  all 
occasions. 

The  captain  now  had  no  diiHculty  before  him,  but  to  furnish 
his  two  boats,  stop  the  breach  of  one,  and  man  them  ;  he  made 
his  passenger  captain  of  one,  with  four  other  men  ;  and  himself, 
and  his  mate,  and  ^ve  more,  went  in  the  other;  and  they  con- 
trived their  business  very  well ;  for  they  came  up  to  the  ship 
about  midnight.  As  soon  as  they  came  within  call  of  the  ship, 
he  made  Robinson  hail  them,  and  tell  them  they  had  brought  off 
the  men  and  the  boat,  but  that  it  was  a  long  time  before  they 
had  found  thcmj  and  the  like ;  holding  theiri  in  a  chatj  till  they 
came  to  the  ship's  side ;  when  the  captain  and  the  mate,  cntcrii^ 
iirst  with  their  arms,  immediately  knocked  down  the  second  mate 
and  carpenter  with  the  butt  end  of  their  musquetSj  being  very 
faithfully  seconded  by  their  men;  they  secured  all  the  rest  that 
were  upon  the  main  and  quarter-dec ksj  and  began  to  ^ten  the 
hatches  to  keep  them  down  who  were  below,  when  the  other 
boat,  and  their  men,  entering  at  the  fore-chains,  secured  the 
forecastle  of  the  ship,  and  the  skutde  which  went  down  into 
the  cook-room,  making  the  three  men  they  found  there  pri* 
soners. 

When  this  was  done,  and  all  safe  upon  deck,  the  captain 
ordered  the  mate  with  three  men  to  break  into  the  round  house, 
where  the  new  rebel  captiun  lay,  and,  having  taken  the  slann, 
was  gotten  up,  and  with  two  men  and  a  boy  had  gotten  fire-anna 
in  their  hands ;  and  when  the  mate  with  a  crow  split  open  ths 
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door,  the  new  captain  and  his  men  fired  boldly  among  them,  and 
wounded  the  mate  with  a  musquet  ball^  which  broke  his  arm, 
and  wounded  two  more  of  the  men,  but  killed  nobody. 

The  mate,  calling  for  help,  rushed,  however,  into  the  ro\ind- 
house,  wounded  as  he  was,  and  with  his  pistol  shot  the  new  cap- 
tain through  the  head,  the  bullet  entering  at  his  mouth>  and 
came  out  ag^n  behind  one  of  his  ears ;  so  that  he  never  spoke  a 
word ;  upon  which  the  rest  yielded,  and  the  ship  was  taken 
effectually,  without  any  more  lives  losL 

As  soon  as  the  ship  was  thus  secured,  the  captain  ordered 
seven  guns  to  be  fired,  which  was  the  Kgnal  agreed  upon  with 
me,  to  give  me  notice  of  his  success ;  which  you  may  be  sure  I 
was  very  glad  to  hear,  having  sat  watching  upon  the  shore  for  it 
till  near  two  of  the  clock  in  the  morning. 

Having  thus  heard  the  signal  plainly,  I  laid  me  down ;  and  it 
having  been  a  day  of  great  fatigue  to  me,  I  slept  very  sound,  till 
I  was  something  surprised  with  the  noise  of  a  gun  ;  and  presently 
starting  up,  I  heard  a  man  call  me  by  the  name  of  Governor, 
governor :  and  presendy  I  knew  the  captain's  voice,  when  climb- 
ing up  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  there  he  stood,  and  pointing  to  the 
ship,  he  embraced  me  in  his  arms.  My  dear  friend  and  delivircr^ 
l^says  he,  there  is  your  ship^  fw  she  is  all  your's,  and  so  are  wey 
und  all  that  belong  to  her.  I  cast  my  eyes  to  the  ship,  and  there 
she  rode  within  a  little  more  than  half  a  mile  of  the  shore ;  for 
they  had  weighed  her  anchor  as  soon  as  they  were  masters  of 
her;  and  the  weather  being  fair,  had  brought  her  to  an  anchor 
just  against  the  mouth  of  the  little  creek ;  and  the  tide  being  up, 
the  captain  had  brought  the  pinnace  in  near  the  place  where  I 
first  landed  my  rafts,  and  so  landed  just  at  my  door. 

I  was,  at  first,  ready  to  sink  down  with  the  surprise  :  for  I  saw 
my  deliverance  indeed  visibly  put  into  my  hands,  all  things  easy, 
and  a  large  ship  just  ready  to  carry  me  whither  I  pleased  to  go. 
At  first,  for  some  time,  I  was  not  able  to  answer  him  one  word ; 
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but  as  he  had  taken  me  in  his  anns>  I  held  fast  by  him,  or  I 
should  have  l^cn  to  the  ground. 

He  perceived  the  suiprise,  and  iznmcdiatcly  pulls  a  bottle  out 
of  his  pocket,  and  gave  me  a  dram  of  cordial,  which  he  brought 
on  purpose  for  me-  Aiter  I  drank  it,  I  sat  down  upon  the 
ground,  and  though  it  brought  me  to  myself,  yet  it  was  a  good 
while  before  I  could  speak  a  word  to  him. 

All  this  while  the  poor  man  was  in  as  great  an  ecstasy  as  I, 
only  not  under  any  surprise,  as  I  was ;  and  he  said  a  thousand 
kind  tender  things  to  me,  to  compose  me  and  bring  me  to  my- 
self; but  such  was  the  flood  of  joy  in  my  breast,  that  it  put  all 
my  spirits  into  confusion ;  at  last  it  broke  out  into  tears,  and  in 
a  little^while  after  I  recovered  my  speech. 

Then  I  took  my  turn  and  embraced  him  as  my  deliverer,  and 
we  rejoiced  together,  I  told  him,  I  looked  upon  him  as  a  man 
sent  from  Heaven  to  deliver  me,  and  that  the  whole  transactjoji 
seemed  to  be  a  chain  of  wonders ;  that  such  things  as  these  were 
the  testimonies  we  had  of  a  secret  hand  of  Providence  govemiiig 
the  world,  and  an  evidence,  that  the  eyes  of  an  infinite  power 
could  search  into  the  remotest  comer  of  the  world,  and  send  help 
to  the  miserable  whenever  he  pleased. 

I  forgot  not  to  lift  up  my  heart  in  thankfulness  to  Heaven; 
and  what  heart  could  forbear  to  bless  Him,  who  had  not  only  in 
a  miraculous  manner  provided  for  one  in  such  a  wilderness,  and 
in  such  a  desolate  condition,  but  from  whom  every  deliverance 
must  always  be  acknowledged  to  proceed ! 

When  we  had  talked  awhile,  the  captain  told  me,  he  had 
brought  me  some  little  refreshments,  such  as  the  ship  affiuded, 
and  such  as  the  wretches,  that  had  been  so  long  his  masters,  had 
not  plundered  him  of:  upon  this  he  called  aloud  to  the  boat, 
and  bid  his  men  bring  the  things  ashore  that  were  for  the  go- 
vernor; and  indeed  it  was  a  present  as  if  I  had  been  one,  not 
that  was  to  be  carried  abng  with  them,  but  as  if  I  had  been  to 
dwell  upon  the  island  still,  and  t^Yc^  *«^:tt  ?ii  \a  ^  without  me. 
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First,  he  had  brought  me  a  case  of  bottles  full  of  excellent  coz- 
dial  waters,  six  large  bottles  of  Madfifa  wine ;  the  bottles  held 
two  quarts  a  piece ;  two  pound  of  excellent  good  tobacco,  twelve 
good  pieces  of  the  ship's  beef,  and  six  pieces  of  pork,  with  a  bag 
of  peas,  and  about  a  hundred  weight  of  biscuit. 

He  brought  me  also  a  box  of  sugar,  a  box  of  flour,  a  bag  full 
of  lemons,  and  two  bottles  of  lime-juice,  and  abundance  of  other 
tlungs :  but  besides  these,  and  what  was  a  thousand  times  more 
useful  to  me,  he  brought  me  six  clean  new  shirts,  six  very  good 
neckcloths,  two  pair  of  gloves,  one  pair  of  shoes,  a  hat,  and  one 
pair  of  stockings,  and  a  very  good  suit  of  clothes  of  his  own, 
which  had  been  worn  but  very  little :  in  a  word>  he  clothed  me 
from  head  to  foot. 

It  was  a  very  kind  and  i^;reeable  present,  as  any  one  may 
imagine  to  one  in  my  circumstances ;  but  never  was  any  thing  in 
the  world  of  that  kind  so  unpleasant,  awkward,  and  uneasy,  as  it 
was  to  me  to  wear  such  clothes  at  their  first  putting  on. 

After  these  ceremonies  passed,  and  after  all  his  good  things 
were  brought  into  my  little  apartment,  we  began  to  consult  what 
was  to  be  done  with  the  prisoners  we  had ;  for  it  was  worth  con- 
sidering whether  we  might  venture  to  take  them  away  with  us 
or  no,  especially  two  of  them,  whom  we  knew  to  be  incorrigible 
and  refractory  to  the  last  degree ;  and  the  captain  said  he  knew 
they  were  such  rogues,  that  there  was  no  obliging  them ;  and  if 
he  did  carry  them  away  it  must  be  in  irons,  as  malefoctors,  to  be 
delivered  over  to  justice  at  the  first  English  colony  he  could  come 
at ;  and  I  found  that  the  captain  himself  was  very  anxious  about 

it 

Upon  this,  I  told  him,  that  if  he  desired  it,  I  durst  imdertake 
to  bring  the  two  men  he  spoke  of,  to  make  it  their  own  request 
that  he  should  leave  them  upon  the  island.  I  should  be  very  glad 
of  that t  says  the  captain,  with  all  my  heart. 

Well,  said  1, 1  will  send  for  them  up,  and  talk  with  them  for 
you ;  so  I  caused  Friday  and  the  two  hostages,  fot  \S\^  ^tx^ 
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low  discharged,  their  comrades  having  performed  their  promise  j 
say,  1  caused  them  to  go  to  the  cave,  and  bring  up  the  five 
len,  pinioned  as  they  were,  to  the  bower,  aiid  keep  them  there 
:ill  I  came. 

After  some  time,  1  came  thither  dressed  in  my  new  habit,  and 
lovi- 1  was  called  governor  again.  Being  all  met,  and  the  ap- 
iin  wirh  me,  I  caused  the  men  to  be  brought  before  me,  and  I 
them,  1  had  had  a  full  account  of  their  vilknous  behaviour 
:o  the  captain,  and  how  they  had  run  away  with  the  ship,  and 
'ere  preparing  to  commit  farther  robberies  ;  but  that  Providence 
lad  ensnared  them  in  their  own  ways,  and  that  they  were  fallen 
into  the  pit  which  they  had  digged  for  others. 

1  let  them  know,  that  by  my  direction  the  ship  had  been 
ieized,  that  she  lay  now  in  the  road,  and  they  might  see  by  and 
ly,  that  their  new  captain  had  received  the  reward  of  his  villany; 
For  that  they  might  see  him  hanging  at  the  yard  amip 

wanteti 


;now 
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for  it ;  said  they  would  much  raiher  venture  to  nay  there,  than 
to  be  carried  to  Eniland  ro  be  hanged :  so  I  left  it  on  that  issue 

However,  the  aipuin  scrmcd  to  make  seme  dtXculcy  of  i^ 
as  if  he  diim  not  leave  ihem  there :  ii|ion  this  f  seemed  to  be  a 
ItTtlc  ingry  with  the  captain,  and  told  him,  that  the^  were  my 
pmoncnit  not  hta ;  and  that  seeing  1  had  oHercd  them  so  much 
fkvour,  I  would  be  as  good  as  my  word;  and  that  if  he  did  ror 
think  fit  ro  consent  to  it»  I  would  set  them  at  liberty  as  1  found 
thcsn ;  and  if  he  did  not  liicc  that,  he  might  take  them  again,  if 
he  could  catch  them. 

U|.xin  tfiis  they  appeared  very  thankftd,  and  I  accordingly  set 
than  at  liberty^  and  bcxlc  them  retire  into  the  woods,  to  the  place 
whence  they  came,  and  1  would  leave  them  some  fire-arms,  some 
AmrmiEutkin,  and  some  drretdons  how  they  shoiikl  live  very  well, 
if  tbcy  thought  fit. 

Upon  this,  [  prepared  to  go  on  board  the  ship;  but  told  the 
c^tain,  that  I  would  stay  that  night  to  prcpan:  my  ihinga ;  aixi 
denred  him  lo  go  on  board  in  the  meantime,  and  keep  all  right 
tn  the  ship,  and  send  the  boat  on  shore  the  next  day  for  me  \ 
onlcring  him,  in  the  mcintimc,  to  cause  the  new  captain,  who 
wzi  killed,  to  be  hanged  at  the  yard  arm,  ihit  these  men  mighr 
sec  him. 

When  the  captain  was  gcme,  I  sent  for  the  men  up  to  me  to 
my  apartment,  and  entered  scnotuly  into  dtscout^  with  them  of 
their  circumstances.  I  lokl  them,  I  thotight  they  had  made  a 
right  choice  j  that  if  the  capraln  carried  them  away,  they  would 
certainty  be  hanged.  I  showed  them  the  new  captain  hanging 
at  the  yard-ami  uf  x)tc  4khip,  and  told  them  ihcy  had  nothing  less 
to  expect. 

When  they  had  all  declared  their  willingnera  to  «ay,  I  then 
Told  them  I  would  !ci  them  utto  the  story  of  my  livmg  there, 
and  put  thi^m  into  the  way  of  making  it  easy  to  them :  acootdr 
ii^y  I  gave  rhcm  the  wboic  history  of  Iht  ^\3£«,  «A  ^  'cwj 

It 
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icoming  to  If;  shewed  them  my  fortificationSj  the  way  T  made 
my  bread,  planted  my  corn,  cured  my  grapes;  and,  in  a  word, 
all  that  was  necessary  to  make  them  easy.  I  told  them  the  story 
also  of  the  sixteen  Spaniards  that  were  to  be  expected  ;  for  whom 
I  left  a  letterj  and  made  them  promise  to  treat  them  in  common 
Iwith  themselves, 

1  left  them  my  fire-arms ;  viz>  five  musqucts,  three  fowltng- 
ipicces,  and  three  swords,  I  had  above  a  barrel  and  a  half  of 
powder  left;  for  after  the  first  year  or  two  I  used  but  little,  and 
wasted  none>  I  gave  them  a  description  of  the  way  1  managed 
the  goats,  and  directions  to  milk  and  fatten  them^  to  make  both 
Ibutter  and  cheese- 

In  a  word,  I  gave  them  every  part  of  my  own  story  ;  and  I 
:o!d  them,  I  would  prevail  with  the  captain  to  leave  them  two 
liarrels  of  gunpowder  morcj  and  some  garden-seedSj  which  J  told 
:hem  I  would  have  been  very  glad  of;  also  J  gave  them  the  bag 
which  the  captain  had  broueht  me  to  eat»  and  bade  then 
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captain,  it  my  intcrces^n,  caused  their  chests  otul  dochcs  to  be 
added,  which  they  t(Xik,  :ir.ti  *ctc  very  thiiiilcrul  for.  I  also  en- 
couraged them,  by  telling  tbcm,  that  if  it  lay  in  my  way  to  send 
a  vcsEscl  to  take  them  in,  I  would  not  forget  them. 

M^o  1  took  ]caive  of  thts  bJand,  I  carried  cm  board  for  rel!iqtiea 
the  grtat  gpatVsktn  cap  I  hnd  madr,  my  umbrclb,  and  my  par- 
rot ;  also  I  forgot  not  to  take  the  money  1  formerly  mcntiojicdj 
which  had  lain  by  me  so  long  useless  chat  it  was  grown  rusty>  or 
tsnnishcdt  and  could  h^irdly  pt^  for  silver,  till  it  had  been  a  little 
nibbed  and  handled ;  as  al»o  the  money  I  found  in  the  wrtek  of 
the  SpoBJih  ship. 

And  thus  I  lefr  :he  island  the  nineteenth  of  Drcfmhr^  as  I 
found  by  the  ship's;  account,  in  the  year  16H6,  after  I  had  been 
upon  it  eight  and  twenty  years,  two  months,  and  nineteen  days; 
being  delivered  from  this  second  captivity  the  same  day  of  the 
month  that  I  first  made  my  escape  in  the  Bar^^atigs,  from 
among  the  Mp^j  of  SalUf.  ■ 

In  this  vessel,  after  a  long  voyage,  I  arrived  in  EmiUmd^  the 
cIrvcDth  of  7'^  1'^  ^^^  y^^  '^^7t  having  been  chuty  and  five 
years  absent. 

When  I  canw  to  England^  I  was  as  peHect  a  stranger  to  all  the 
world,  AS  if  I  had  never  been  kriown  there :  my  benefactor,  and 
faithfol  «eward,  who  I  had  left  in  rni5t  unih  my  money^  was 
tlti^>  but  had  had  great  misfortunes  in  the  worldj  was  become  a 
widow  the  second  time,  and  very  low  in  the  world.  I  made  her 
easy  as  to  what  she  owed  me,  siauring  her,  I  would  give  bcr  no 
trouble  I  but  on  the  contrary,  in  gratitude  to  her  former  care  and 
laithfulncss  to  me,  I  relieved  her  as  my  little  stock  would  afford, 
whkh  at  that  dme  would  indeed  allow  me  to  do  but  litdc  for 
W  :  but  I  assured  her,  I  would  never  forget  her  former  kindnctt 
to  me ;  nor  did  I  forget  her,  when  I  had  suflkrent  to  help  her ; 
IS  ahall  be  observed  in  its  place. 

1  went  down  Aftcrwud^  Juto  >VijWg ;  Wt  vcf  iaa^M^t 
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[ead,  and  my  mother,  and  all  the  family  extinct ;  except  that  1 
found  two  siscers,  and  twc  of  the  childrtn  of  one  of  my  brothers  : 
md  as  I  had  been  long  ago  given  over  for  dead,  there  had  been 
;o  provision  made  for  mcj  so  that,  in  a  word,  I  found  nothing 
:o  relieve  or  assist  me ;  and  that  little  money  I  had,  would  not 
lo  much  for  me  as  to  settling  in  the  world. 

I  met  with  one  piece  of  gratitude,  indeed,  which  I  did  not 
rxpcct ;  and  this  was,  that  the  master  of  the  ship,  who  I  had  so 
lappily  delivered,  and  by  the  same  means  saved  the  ship  and 
rar^Oj  h;!ving  given  a  very  handsome  account  to  the  owners  of 
;he  manner  how  I  had  saved  the  lives  of  the  men,  and  the  ship, 
:hey  invited  me  to  meet  them,  and  some  other  merchants  con- 
rerned,  and  all  together  made  me  a  very  handsome  compliment 
Lipon  the  subject,  and  a  present  of  almost  two  hundred  pounds 
iterling. 

But  after  making  several  reflections  upon  the  circumstances  of 
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After  some  pusiomtc  cxprcs^on^  of  the  old  actjuiiiiEaricc,  I 
mquired,  you  may  be  sure,  afccr  ny  pbntsttion,  and  my  partner 
The  old  man  told  me>  he  had  not  been  m  the  BmsUr  for  about 
nine  yc&is;  but  that  he  could  assure  mc,  that  when  he  came 
away  my  paitncr  was  living ;  hut  ihe  tni«tcc(«  whom  I  h::d  jdinrd 
with  Kim,  to  tike  cogmzance  of  my  partt  were  both  dead  ;  that, 
however^  be  believed  that  I  would  have  a  very  good  accotinc  of 
the  improvement  of  the  pbntation;  for  that,  upon  the  general 
belief  of  my  being  cost  away  and  drowned,  my  trustees  had  given 
in  the  ftccount  of  the  produce  of  my  part  of  the  plantition  to  the 
procurator  fiscal ;  who  had  appropriated  it^  \i\  case  1  never  came 
tDciaim  it,  one  third  to  the  Kirg,  and  twi>thmU  to  the  monasr 
tery  of  Sr.  jlu^ustint,  to  be  e:(pended  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
and  for  the  converdon  of  the  Indians  to  the  Cathotie  faith ;  but 
that  if  I  appeared,  or  any  one  for  me,  to  claim  the  inheritance, 
it  should  be  restored ;  only  that  the  improvement,  or  annual  pni- 
ductton*  being  distributed  to  diari  table  uses,  could  not  be  restoird ; 
but  he  a&sured  me  that  the  siew-ord  of  the  king's  revenue  (from 
landn)  and  tlic  piovedurc,  or  sten-ard  of  the  monastery,  had  taken 
great  care,  all  along,  that  the  inmmlxnt,  ihat  i*  to  say,  my 
ptitncrt  gave  every  year  a  iaithftil  account  of  the  produce,  of 
which  thc>'  received  duly  my  moict)-, 

I  asked  him,  if  he  knew  to  what  height  iif  tmimivefrenc  he 
had  brought  the  pbntation!  and  whether  he  thought  it  might 
be  worth  looking  after;  or  whether,  on  my  going  thichet,  J 
iliouk]  meet  with  no  obstruction  to  my  posacaait^  my  just  right 
in  the  moiety, 
..He  told  nic,  he  could  not  tell  exactly  to  what  degree  the  plan- 
in  waa  improved :  but  this  he  knew,  that  my  pnrtner  was 
|Town  exceeding  rich  upon  the  enjoying  but  one  half  of  it !  and 
:,  to  the  best  o(  Kia  remembrance,  he  hail  hcanl  that  the  king's 
of  my  put,  whsch  was,  ic  seems,  granted  away  ta  ww^t: 
PthcT  monaaJeiy,  or  rdigioits  house*  amouTatd  to  liwy^  ^*'^ 
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jundrcd  moidorcs  a  year;    that,  as  to  my  being  restored  to  a 

|uiet  possession  of  it,  there  was  no  question  to  be  made  of  that, 

ny  partner  being  alive  to  witness  my  title,  arid  my  name  being 

Iso  ifirollcd  in  the  register  of  the  country.     Also  he  toid  me, 

the  survivors  of  my  two  trusrees  were  very  fair,  honesf 

^^eople,  and  very  wealthyj  and  he  believed  I  would  nor  only  have 

:hcir  assistance  for  putting  mc  in  possession,  but  would  find  a 

'cry  considerable  sum  of  money  in  their  hands  for  my  account, 

)eing  the  produce  of  the  farm,  while  their  fathers  held  the  trust, 

md  before  it  was  given  up  a?  above,  which,  as  he  remembered, 

fas  for  about  twelve  years, 

r  shewed  myself  a  little  concerned  and  uneasy  at  this  account, 

ind  inquired  of  the  old  captain,  how  It  came  to  pass,  that  the 

:rustees  should  thus  dispose  my  effects,  when  he  knew  that  I 

lad  matic  my  will,  and  had  made  him,  the  Portuguese  captaifi, 

ly  universal  heir,  iSc. 
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Eoccd;  however,  says  the  old  man*  1  shall  give  ycm  a  tnie 
ircount  of  whit  I  have  received  m  all,  and  how  I  have  disjxned 
of  it. 

After  a  few  days  further  conference  wiih  thb  ancient  friend, 
be  brought  mc  an  accounc  of  the  six  first  years'  income  of  ni^ 
pbuitiDon,  signed  by  my  partner,  and  the  merchant's  Trustees, 
being  alvrays  delivered  in  goods;  viz*  cobaceo  m  roll,  and  sugar 
in  cfaeMs,  besides  rum,  molusc^  (^c,  which  U  the  oonscqucncc 
of  A  ^gar-work  ;  and  I  found  hy  ch»  atTuunt,  rhat  every  year 
the  income  corttidcnbly  increased :  but,  as  above,  the  disburso- 
Dicnt  being  large,  the  sum  at  &rst  was  small :  howcrcr,  the  old 
man  let  mc  sec,  that  he  was  debtor  to  mc  470  moidorcs  of  gold, 
bciidefl  60  chettf  of  sugar,  and  1 5  douhJe  mils  of  tolucco,  which 
were  lest  in  hi^  ship,  he  having  been  shipwreclccd  eomir^  home 
to  LtJicn,  about  eleven  yean  after  my  leaving  the  place. 

The  good  nun  then  began  to  complain  of  hi*  misfortune*,  am) 
how  he  bad  been  obliged  to  make  use  of  my  money  to  recover 
his  losses,  and  buy  him  a  »hare  in  a  new  ship; — Hom^ever,  my 
old  friend,  says  he,  you  shall  not  want  a  supply  in  your  nc^ 
ccscity ;  and  as  soon  as  my  son  rcntms,  you  shall  be  fully 
ffllisficd. 

Upon  this  he  pulls  out  an  old  pouch,  and  gives  mc  160  P^r- 
ttfgai  moidorrs  in  gold ;  and  L^ivlng  mc  the  writing  tyf  his  title 
CO  the  ship  which  his  son  was  gone  to  the  Brasi/s  in,  of  which 
be  was  a  (Quarter  part  owner,  ai\d  his  son  another^  he  pur  them 
both  in  my  hands  for  security  of  the  rest. 

I  was  too  much  moved  with  the  honcsry  and  kindness  of  (he 
poor  man  I0  be  able  to  bear  this;  And  rcmcmbcriitg what  he  had 
done  tor  mc,  bow  he  had  taken  mc  up  at  sca»  and  how  genc- 
iDtuly  he  had  used  mc  on  all  occasions,  and  particularly  how 
nnocre  a  friend  he  was  now  to  me,  1  could  hardly  refrain  wecp- 
«g  at  what  he  said  to  me.  Therefore,  fint  I  asked  h\m  \C  ^W 
(ncomslancc5  mimittcd  bim  to  spare  so  muc!h  nvoncj  ^  ^^^ 
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time>  and  if  it  would  not  straiten  him?  He  told  me  he  could 
not  say  but  it  might  straiten  him  a  litde :  but>  however,  it  was 
my  money,  and  I  might  want  it  more  than  he, 
.  Every  thing  the  good  man  said  was  full  of  affection,  and  I 
could  hardly  reA^n  from  tears  while  he  spoke.  In  short,  I  took 
one  hundred  of  the  moidores,  and  called  for  a  pen  and  ink  to 
give  him  a  receipt  for  them ;  then  I  returned  him  the  rest,  and 
told  him,  if  ever  I  had  possession  of  the  plantation,  I  would 
return  the  other  to  him  also,  as  indeed  I  afterwards  did:  and 
that,  as  to  the  bill  of  sale  of  his  part  in  his  son's  ship,  I  would 
not  take  it  by  any  means ;  but  that  if  I  wanted  the  money,  I 
found  he  was  honest  enough  to  pay  me  j  and  if  I  did  not,  but 
came  to  receive  what  he  gave  me  reason  to  expect,  I  would  never 
have  a  penny  more  from  him. 

When  this  was  passed,  the  old  man  began  to  ask  me  if  he 
should  put  me  in  a  method  to  make  my  claim  to  my  plantation. 
I  told  him,  I  thought  to  go  over  to  it  myself.  He  s^d,  I  might 
do  so  if  I  pleased ;  but  that  if  I  did  not,  there  were  ways  enough 
to  secure  my  right,  and  immediately  to  appropriate  the  profits 
to  my  use ;  and  as  there  were  ships  in  the  river  of  UsHn^  just 
ready  to  go  away  to  Brasil^  he  made  me  enter  my  name  in  a 
public  register,  with  his  affidavit,  affirming  upon  oath  that  I  was 
ahve,  and  that  I  was  the  same  person  who  took  up  the  land  its 
the  planting  the  said  plantation  at  first. 

This  being  regularly  attested  by  a  notary,  and  a  procuratioD 
affixed,  he  directed  me  to  send  it  with  a  letter  of  his  writing,  to  i 
merchant  of  his  acquaintance  at  the  place  ;  and  then  proposed  my 
staying  with  him  till  an  account  came  of  the  return. 

Never  any  thing  was  more  honourable  than  the  proceedings 

upon  this  procuration  ;  for  in  less  than  seven  months  I  rcc^ved 

a  large  packet  from  the  survivors  of  my  trustees,  the  merchants 

for  whose  account  I  went  to  sea,  in  which  were  the  following 

pardcidar  Jetters  and  papers  enclosed. 
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Tlnt^  Thiers  was  the  acccunt  current  of  the  produce  of  my 
6rm,  or  plancadon,  from  the  year  when  their  tethers  had  balanced 
wifh  my  old  P^Jugdl  captain,  being  for  six  years;  the  btiance 
qvpcATcd  to  be  1 174  moidorcs  m  my  favour. 

Sttcndfy,  There  was  the  account  of  four  yeari  more  while  they 
kept  the  efleccs  in  iheir  hands,  hcfore  the  government  cliimed 
the  wlministntion»  &5  being  the  effects  of  a  person  not  to  be 
found,  which  they  tall  Civil  Death  ;  and  the  balance  of  this,  the 
value  of  the  pbntation  incre:isingt  amounted  to-^  crasadoes^ 
which  made  3241  moidoret. 

Thirdly^  '1  here  was  the  prior  of  the  Augusihes  account^  who 
had  received  the  profits  for  above  fourteen  years ;  but  oot  bdng 
to  account  for  what  was  disponed  10  the  ho^ital^  very  boncetly 
dedared  he  had  S72  moidorcs  not  distributed,  which  he  acknow- 
ledged to  my  account.  As  to  the  kiitg's  pan^  that  reftinded 
QOthing. 

There  was  a  letter  of  my  Parmer's,  coi^atufating  mc  vtry 
adcctionatcly  upon  my  being  alive;  gi^'ing  me  an  account  bow 
the  estate  ^ms  improved,  tu\^\  wliat  tl  pnKlucnl  a  year^  with  a 
pamcular  of  the  number  of  squares,  or  acrcs^  that  it  contained ; 
how  planted,  how  many  slaves  there  were  upon  it;  and,  making 
two  and  twency  croisea  for  blcasings^  told  mc  he  had  said  so 
many  Avt  Marias  to  thank  the  blessed  \*ir(zin  that  1  was  alive, 
inviting  me  very  pissionately  to  come  over  and  take  possession 
of  my  own,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  give  him  orders  to  whom 
he  diould  ddiver  my  eilects,  if  I  did  not  come  mysctf ;  con- 
cbding  with  a  hearty  tetider  of  his  fnendship,  and  that  of  his 
family ;  and  sent  me,  as  a  present,  seven  tine  leopards'  skm. 
arfakh  be  had,  it  seems,  rccdvcd  from  v0wtf  by  some  other  slup 
ritich  he  had  sent  thither^  and  who,  it  seems,  had  made  a  better 
Tojrage  than  I.  |-!e  sent  me  also  five  chests  of  excellent  sweet' 
meats,  and  a  htindred  pieces  of  gold  uncoined^  ika  t^viixk^ao^ 
tt  moidoR-K. 
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By  the  same  fleet  my  two  merchant-trustees  shipped  nie  i  200 
hests  of  sugar,  800  rolis  of  tobacco,  and  the  rest  of  the  whole 
ccount  in  gold, 

T  might  well  say  now,  indeedj  that  the  latter  end  of  Jtfh  was 
tetter  than  the  beginning.  It  is  impossible  to  express  here  the 
lutterings  of  my  very  heart,  when  I  looked  over  these  lettere, 
Lnd  especially  when  I  found  all  my  wealth  about  mc  ;  for  as  the 
P,rasil  ships  come  all  in  fleetSj  the  same  ships  which  brought  my 
cttcrs  brought  my  goods ;  and  the  effects  were  safe  in  the  river 
icforc  the  letter  came  to  my  hand.  In  a  word,  I  turned  paic> 
nd  grew  sick ;  and  had  not  the  old  man  run  and  fetched  me  a 
:ardial,  I  believe  the  sudden  surprise  of  joy  had  overset  natuft, 
ind  I  had  died  upon  the  spot- 
Nay,  after  that,  1  continued  very  ill,  and  was  so  some  hours, 
ill  a  physician  being  sent  for,  and  something  of  the  real  cause  of 
ny  iilness  being  known,  he  ordered  me  to  be  let  blood,  after 
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\  nnd  cftuscd  him  to  dniw  up  z  gcrvcral  release  or  discharge 
tKc  4.70  n]okIorc3  which  \)e  had  acknowledged  he  owed  mc^ 
in  the  fullest  and  finncst  manni-r  possible;  aftrr  which  I  ciuscd 
a  procimcion  to  be  drawn*  empowering  him  to  be  my  recover 
of  the  annual  pit)fits  of  my  plintatioiij  and  appointed  my  partner 
10  account  in  him,  *ml  mitkc  the  returns  by  the  u^xai  Accl<(  to 
him  ill  my  name ;  and  a  cJause  in  the  end,  being  a  grant  of  100 
moidorcs  a  yor  to  him  during  hi»  life,  out  of  the  efiixts;  and 
fifty  moidorcs  a  yau  to  his  aon  after  hun,  fur  hU  life.  And 
rhiis  I  required  my  old  man, 

I  W2S  now  to  consider  which  way  to  sttcr  my  course  i>cxt» 
and  what  to  do  with  the  estate  that  Providence  had  thus  put 
into  my  hands;  ai>d,  indeed,  1  had  more  care  upon  my  head 
nov  than  I  had  in  my  stieiit  state  of  life  in  the  island^  where  i 
wuucd  nothing  but  what  I  hai,  and  had  nothing  but  what  I 
wanted ;  whereas  1  had  row  a  gtea:  charge  upon  me,  and  my 
btmness  was  how  to  tcctire  it.  I  liad  never  a  cave  to  hide  my 
money  in,  or  a  place  %'here  It  might  lie  without  lock  or  Icey,  till 
it  grew  mouldy  and  tarnished  before  any  body  would  meddle 
with  it.  On  the  cuntnry,  1  knew  nor  where  to  put  it,  or  who  tu 
tnisc  with  it;  my  old  patron,  the  eaptain,  indeed,  was  honest, 
and  that  was  the  only  refuge  I  had. 

In  the  next  place,  fTiy  interest  in  the  Braiilj  sccnved  tu  sii 
mon  me  thither ;  but  now  I  could  not  tell  how  to  think  of 
thither  till  I  had  settled  my  afiairs,  and  left  my  eflecis  in  some 
safe  hands  behind  me.  At  first  I  thot^ht  of  my  old  friend  the 
widow,  who,  i  knew,  «  as  hoMCst,  and  would  be  just  to  me  i  but 
then  she  was  in  yc;u^,  and  but  poor,  and,  for  aught  1  knew, 
m^hr  be  in  debt ;  so  that>  in  a  word,  I  hod  no  way  but  to  go 
bock  to  ExgUnd  myself,  snd  take  my  effects  with  me. 

U  was  some  monthc,  however,  before  1  resolved  upon  this; 
and  therefore  as  I  had  rewarded  the  old  captain  fullYt  ^^  ^ 
atasf^ction,  who  had  been  my  former  bcncfL^ioTt  v>  V  Nw^a^  ^ 
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thinlc  of  my  poor  widow,  whose  husband  had  been  my  first  bene- 
factor, and  she,  while  it  was  in  her  power,  my  futhful  steward 
and  instructor-  So  the  first  thing  I  did,  I  got  a  merchant  in 
Lishn  to  write  to  his  correspondent  in  LenJm^  not  only  to  pay 
a  bill,  but  to  go  find  her  out,  and  carry  her  in  money  a  hundred 
pounds  Bt)m  me,  and  to  talk  widi  her,  and  comfort  her  in  her 
poverty,  by  telling  her  she  should,  if  I  lived,  have  a  further 
supply.  At  the  same  time  I  sent  my  two  asters  in  the  country, 
each  of  them  a  hundred  pounds,  diey  being,  though  not  in  want, 
yet  not  in  very  good  circumstances ;  one  having  been  inanied, 
and  left  a  widow ;  and  the  other  having  a  husband  not  so  kind 
to  her  as  he  should  be. 

But  among  all  my  relations  or  acquaintances,  I  could  not  yet 
pitch  upon  one  to  whom  I  durst  commit  the  gross  of  my  stock, 
that  I  might  go  away  to  the  RrasUsy  and  leave  things  sail*  behind 
me;  and  this  greatly  perplexed  me- 

I  had  once  a  mind  to  have  gone  to  the  Brasilst  and  have 
settled  myself  there,  for  I  was,  as  it  were,  naturalized  to  the 
place ;  but  I  had  some  little  scruple  in  my  mind  about  religion, 
which  insensibly  drew  me  back,  of  which  I  ^lall  say  more  pre- 
Gently.  However,  it  was  not  religion  that  kept  mc  from  gcnng 
there  for  the  present ;  and  as  I  had  made  no  scruple  of  bong 
openly  of  the  religion  of  the  country,  all  the  while  I  was  amoi^ 
them,  so  neither  did  I  yet;  only  that  now  and  then,  having  of 
late  thought  more  of  it  than  formerly,  when  I  began  to  think  of 
living  and  dying  among  them,  I  began  to  regret  my  having  pro- 
fessed myself  a  Papist,  and  thought  it  might  not  be  the  best 
religion  to  die  with. 

But,  as  1  have  said,  this  was  not  the  main  thing  that  kept  me 

from  going  to  the  BrasUs^  but  that  really  I  did  not  know  witb 

whom  to  leave  my  effects  behind  me ;  so  I  resolved  at  last  to  go 

to  England  with  it,  where  if  I  arrived,  I  concluded  I  shouU  make 

some  Acquaintance,  or  find  aomc  relstionsj  that  would  be.  AkhAil 
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to  mt;  3n<I  accordingly  I  prepami  to  go  for  En^ltutJ  with  all 
mv  weaJrh. 

Jn  order  to  prepare  things  for  my  going  faonw,  I  first  (the 
Brasii  fleet  being  just  going  itvny)  jt*iu\vcd  lo  give  ans^^ers 
sosmUe  to  the  jun  and  faiihrul  account  of  things  1  hsul  fntm 
thcTKc ;  and  first  to  the  prior  of  St-  ^ngMJiw,  I  wrote  a  letter 
full  of  thaiiks  fur  their  just  dealings,  and  the  offer  of  the  87a 
moidorc4^.  which  was  undisjwst-d  of;  which  I  desired  might  be 
given,  joo  10  the  monastery,  and  372  to  the  poor,  as  the  prior 
should  direct,  dc&tring  the  good  PaJrf'j  pravers  forme,  and  the 
like. 

I  wrotr  next  a  letter  of  rhanks  to  my  two  trustees,  with  all 
the  acJctiowlcdgment  that  so  much  justice  and  honesty*  called  for ; 
wfor  sendtT^  them  any  present  they  were  tar  above  having  any 
occision  for  iL 

Laitfyj  1  wToce  to  my  txirtncr,  aclcnowiedging  His  industry  in 
the  improving  the  plantation,  and  hi?  integrity  in  increa^ng  the 
stock  of  the  works,  giving  him  instructions  for  his  future  go- 
vcmmeJit  of  my  pan,  according  to  the  powen  I  had  left  with 
my  okl  patron,  to  whom  I  desired  him  to  9end  whatever  became 
due  to  mc>  till  he  should  hear  from  mc  more  particularly :  aasur- 
tng  him  that  it  was  my  intention,  not  only  to  oomc  lu  him,  but 
m  scale  myself  there  for  the  remainder  of  my  life^  To  thia  1 
ndddd  a  i^ery  handsome  present  of  some  liAiiax  silk^  tor  hia  wiie 
ftnd  two  daughters,  for  such  the  captain's  »on  informed  mc  he  had  i 
with  two  pieces  of  fine  EngUih  braad-cloch,  the  best  I  coukl  get 
in  fJj^f  five  ptecet  of  bbclt  baiae^  and  aome  Fisttjtrj  lac«  of  a 
good  value. 

Having  thus  scnlcd  my  alTairs,  sold  my  cargo,  and  turned  all 
my  cilecta  into  good  bilK  of  cxclunge,  rny  next  difficulty  ww$, 
whicJi  way  to  go  to  hMgUnd.  I  had  bccii  acctutomed  enough 
to  the  aca,  and  yet  I  had  a  strange  aversion  to  go  to  Knf^tttiMCV^ 
aa  at  thai  dmc;  ^nd  ihouijh  I  could  ^ve  no  teascm  ^ut  \\«  ^^ 
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the  difficulty  mcreaiscd  upon  mc  so  mucht  that  though  I  hod 
once  shipped  my  baggage  in  order  to  go,  yet  I  akered  my  miod, 
and  that  not  once,  but  two  or  three  times. 

It  is  trucj  I  had  been  very  unfortunate  by  sea,  and  this  might 
be  some  of  the  reasons^  But  let  no  man  slight  the  strong  im- 
pulses of  his  own  thoughts  in  cases  of  such  moment.  Two  of 
the  ships  which  I  had  singled  out  to  go  in,  I  mean  more  par- 
ticularly  singled  out  than  any  other,  that  Is  to  say,  so  as  in  one 
of  them  to  put  my  things  on  board,  and  in  the  other  to  have 
agreed  with  the  captain ;  I  say,  two  of  these  ships  miscarried, 
viz.  one  was  taken  by  the  Algerine^  and  the  other  was  cast  away 
on  the  Starts  near  ^orbay^  and  all  the  people  drowned,  except 
three ;  so  that  in  cither  of  those  vessels  I  had  been  made  miser- 
able, and  in  which  most,  it  was  hard  to  say. 

Having  been  thus  harassed  in  my  thoughts,  my  old  pilot,  to 
whom  1  communicated  every  thing,  pressed  me  earnestly  not  to 
go  by  sea ;  but  either  to  go  by  land  to  the  GrGyne^  and  cross 
over  the  Bay  of  Biscay  to  RocheiU^  from  whence  it  was  but  an 
easy  and  safe  journey  by  land  to  Paris,  and  so  to  Calais  and 
Dover;  or  to  go  up  to  Madrid^  and  so  all  the  way  by  land 
through  France. 

In  a  word,  I  was  so  prepossessed  against  my  going  by  sea  at 
all,  except  from  Calais  to  Dover^  that  I  resolved  to  travel  all 
the  way  by  land  ^  which,  as  I  was  not  in  haste,  and  did  not 
value  the  charge,  was  by  much  the  plcasanter  way ;  and  to  make 
it  more  so,  my  old  captain  brought  an  English  gentleman,  the 
son  of  a  merchant  in  Lisbon,  who  was  willing  to  travel  with  mc; 
after  which,  we  picked  up  two  more  English  merchants  also, 
and  two  young  Portuguese  gentlemen,  the  last  going  to  Paris 
only ;  so  that  we  were  in  all  six  of  us,  and  five  servants,  the  two 
merchants,  and  the  two  Portuguese^  contenting  themselves  with 
one  servant  between  two,  to  save  the  charge ;  and  as  for  me,  I 
got  An  English  sailor  to  tiavel  with  me  as  a  servant,  besides  my 
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fnan  Friday t  who  was  too  much  a  Ktmi^r  to  t»e  cajxtblc  of  sup- 
plying the  pUcc  A*"  a  tervant  on  the  road. 

In  :his  minrrfr  1  set  out  from  Luhn:    and  our  comptajr- 
bcing  vrry  all  ^cH  mounccd  and  armed,  wc  nude  a  litdc  troopi 
whereof  did  they  me  the  honour  to  call  me  captainj 
because  I  wsts  the  oldest  mzn,  is  because  1  had  wo  servants, 
indeed  was  the  original  of  the  whole  joumey. 

As  I  have  [Toublcd  you  with  none  of  my  §ca  jounuls,  so  ^hall 
I  trouble  you  with  none  of  my  land  journal.  But  some  adven- 
tures that  Happened  to  \m  in  this  tedious  and  ditBcult  joumc>-,  I 
must  not  omiL 

When  wc  came  to  Madri^^  tme,  being  all  of  us  tlrangcrs  to 
Spainy  were  willing  to  Ifay  »omc  rime  to  see  the  court  of  SpM'i^ 
and  to  see  what  was  worth  observing;  bvit  it  being  the  latter 
part  of  the  dimmer,  we  ha.ticncii  away,  ami  ^et  otit  from  Madrid 
about  the  middle  ofOtfe^fr.  But  when  we  came  to  the  edge 
of  Navarrt^  wc  ytttc  alarmed  at  sevcial  towns  on  chc  way,  with 
an  accouitc  that  *o  much  snow  wat  fallen  on  the  French  side  of 
the  mountains,  that  several  iravcllcra  were  obliged  to  come  hack 
10  Pamf^Iunaj  after  having  atcemptcdi  at  an  c>Etremc  hazard^  to 
passim. 

When  we  came  to  Pampetxna  itself,  we  found  it  »  indeed ; 
and  to  me  that  had  been  always  used  to  a  hot  climate,  and  in- 
deed to  countries  where  wc  could  scarce  bear  any  clothes  on,  the 
^tAA  WS3  insuiiembte;  nor  indeed  was  it  more  painful  than  it 
was  turpn^ir^,  to  Come  but  ten  days  before  out  of  the  Old 
Castile,  where  the  weither  was  not  ofdy  waim,  but  very  hot, 
and  immediately  to  feci  a  wind  from  the  Pyrogen  mounnina,  so 
very  kern,  «o  Mrverely  cold,  :L<t  to  be  iiittJcnilik:,  and  to  crtdangcr 
benumbing  and  perishing  of  our  fingers  nnd  toes. 

Poor  Friday  was  really  frighted  when  he  saw  the  mourtiins 
at)  covered  wlrh  snow,  and  felt  cold  wcathcT>  which  t;^  \^  rrc^xx 
seen  or  fch  before  in  hh  life. 
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To  mend  the  matter,  after  we  came  to  Pampclunay  it  con- 
tinued snowing  with  so  much  violence,  and  so  long,   that  the 
jple  said,  winter  was  come  before  its  time ;   and  the  roads, 
were  difficult  before,  were  now  quite  impassable  ;    in  a 
^ord,  the  snow  lay  In  sonic  places  too  thick  for  us  to  travcJi 
Lnd  lieing  not  hard  frozen,  as  is  the  case  in  northern  countries, 
:here  was  no  going  without  being  in  danger  of  being  buried  alive 
:very  step.     We  staid  no  Jess  than  twenty  days  at  Pampeluna; 
'hen  (seeing  the  winter  coming  on,  and   no  likelihood  of  its 
leing  better,  for  it  was  the  severest  winter  all  over  Europf  that 
lad  been  known  in  the  memor}'  of  man)  I  proposed  that  we 
ihould  all  go  away  to  Fo/ttaraiia,  and  there  take  shipping  for 
hurdcaux^  which  was  a  very  little  voyage. 

But  while  we  were  considering  this,  there  came  in  four  Fr^ch 
gentlemen,  who,  having  been  stopped  on  the  French  aide  of  the 
jasses,  as  we  were  on  the  Spanish^  had  found  out  a  guide,  who 
Lraversinff  the  country  near  the  head  of  ' 
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alto  twelve  other  gemtltfrnen,  wifti  thdr  scrrants,  sonic  FrtnrA^ 
some  Speutish^  who,  u  I  said,  hid  attempud  to  go,  and  were 
obliged  to  come  bock  igain. 

Accordingly  wc  all  set  uui  from  Pamprluna^  with  our  gU]de» 
on  the  fifttrcnrh  of  N^emher^  and  indeed,  I  whs  siirprisrd^  when, 
intlead  of  going  forward,  he  came  directly  baclc  with  tts,  on  the 
some  n»d  that  wc  came  from  Madrid^  abOT-e  twenty  miles; 
when  having  |>as>cd  t^-o  rtvct^  iind  come  into  the  plain  countr^'^ 
v.'c  found  ourselves  in  a  warm  climate  again,  where  the  country 
W38  pleaonc,  and  no  snow  to  be  seen ;  but  on  a  suddeii,  turning 
CO  hb  left,  he  approached  the  mountairis  a^^ther  way ;  and 
cbough  it  b  true,  the  hills  and  ihc  precipices  looked  dreadiu), 
yet  he  made  so  many  totin>,  such  meanders,  and  led  us  by  such 
winding  ways,  wc  insensibly  passed  the  height  of  the  mountain?^ 
without  being  much  incumbcicd  with  the  snow;  arnl  all  un  a 
foddcn  he  shewed  ii$  the  pleasant  fruitful  provinces  t>\  lutngutd^ 
and  Cajcfig^ft  all  green  and  flourishing;  though  indeed  it  was 
at  a  great  distance,  and  wc  had  some  ro\igh  way  to  pass  yet. 

We  were  a  Hrcle  tintuv,  hiiwcvcr,  when  we  fot^nd  it  imowed 
one  whole  day  and  a  night,  so  fast,  that  we  could  not  trxvd ; 
but  he  bid  us  be  easy,  we  should  soon  be  past  it  ill.  We  foui>d, 
indeed,  that  we  b^an  to  descend  every  day>  and  to  come  mocr 
oprrh  than  before ;  and  so,  dependmg  upon  our  guide,  wc  wetit  on. 

Jt  was  about  two  hours  before  rught,  when  our  guide  being 
aomething  before  us,  and  not  jttst  in  sight,  out  rushed  three 
monstrtMis  wcJvcs,  and  after  them  a  bear,  out  of  a  hollow  way, 
adjwiing  to  a  chick  wtxxl:  two  of  the  wolves  flew  upon  the 
guide,  and  hod  he  been  half  a  mile  before  us,  he  had  been  de- 
voured indeed,  before  wc  could  have  hdpcd  him:  one  of  them 
fiHtrnr'*  upon  hix  hunvc,  and  the  other  attacked  the  man  with  that 
violence  that  he  had  not  time,  or  not  presence  of  miitd  enoii^, 
to  dnw  his  pistol,  but  hallooed  and  cried  out  to  ua  moAWtfolL*) . 
ffun  i-^idaj  bciag  i^xi  to  me,  1  bid  him  nit  u^,  «A 
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'hat  was  the  matter.  As  soon  as  Friday  came  in  sight  of  the 
1,  he  hallooed,  as  loud  as  rhe  other,  O  master  I  O  master! 
lut,  like  a  bold  fdlow,  rade  directly  up  to  the  poor  man,  and 
'ith  his  pistol  shot  the  wolf  that  attacked  him  into  the  head. 

It  'was  happy  for  the  poor  man  that  it  was  my  man  Friday; 
for  he,  having  hetn  used  to  that  kiiid  of  creature  in  hh  countn^ 
lad  no  fear  upon  him,  but  went  close  up  to  him,  and  shot  him 
above ;  whereas  jiny  of  us  would  have  fired  at  a  farther  di5- 
^uicc,  and  have  perhaps  cither  missed  the  wolf,  or  endangered 
ihoorinp;  the  man. 

But  it  was  enough  to  have  terrified  a  bolder  man  than  I,  and 

Indeed  it  alarmed  all  our  company,  when,  with  the  noise  of 

Viday's  pisCoI,  we  heard  on  both  sides  the  dismallest  howling  of 

wolves,  and  the  noise  redoubled  by  the  echo  of  the  mountainsj 

\az  it  was  to  us  as  if  there  had  been  a  prodigious  multitude  of 

:hcm  ;  and  perhaps  indeed  there  was  not  such  a  few,  as  that  we 

lad  no  cause  of  apprehensions. 
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prisiftg  matiTKr,  as  that  which  followed  between  Friday  iin<l  the 
bear,  which  gave  xm  all  (though  zt  first  we  were  fcuqjtiscd  and 
afraid  for  him)  thtf  greste«t  diverHion  imaginable;  v  the  bear  is 
a  heavy,  clumsy  creature,  and  does  not  gallop  as  the  wolf  does, 
who  is  %vr\h  and  light ;  so  he  has  two  partjcular  qualities,  wFuch 
gciicially  arc  the  ndc  of  his  actions;  first  as  to  men,  nho  are 
not  his  proper  prey,  I  say  not  his  proper  prc)%  because  though  1 
cannot  say  what  excessive  hunger  might  do^  which  vn&  now  their 
case,  the  grouiKl  being  all  covered  with  snow;  yet  as  xo  tncn» 
he  doc%  not  usually  attempt  thrni,  imlrv*  thry  first  art=;c)c  him; 
on  the  contrary,  if  you  meet  htm  in  the  woodfi,  if  yow  do  not 
meddle  with  him,  he  will  not  meddtc  with  you;  yet  then  you 
mu&t  take  care  to  be  very  dvil  to  him,  and  give  him  the  road ; 
for  he  is  a  %'eTy*  tucc  gentleman  ;  her  will  nor  go  a  seep  out  of  the 
way  for  a  priiKc  j  nay,  if  you  arc  really  afraid,  your  best  way  is 
to  look  another  way,  and  keep  going  on ;  for  sometimes,  if  you 
Mop,  and  stand  srill,  and  look  siedfssrly  at  him,  he  rak^  it  for 
tn  aifiwit ;  and  if  you  throw  or  loss  any  thing  at  him,  and  it 
hits  him,  though  it  were  but  a  bit  of  stick  as  big  as  your  6nger, 
be  takes  it  for  an  aifront,  and  sets  all  other  business  aside  to 
pursue  his  rcverge;  for  he  will  have  satisfaction  in  point  of 
honour,  and  this  is  his  Rrst  quality ;  the  next  is,  that  if  he  be 
once  affronted,  he  will  never  leave  you,  night  or  day,  till  he  has 
hia  ncv^ngr,  bur  f<illow«  at  a  good  rouitd  rate  till  he  ovcrtidces 
you. 

My  man  Frid^  had  delivered  our  guide,  and  when  we  etme 
up  tu  him,  he  was  helping  him  oflT  from  his  horse;  k/r  the  man 
was  both  hurt  and  frighted,  and  indeed  the  Inst  more  than  the 
first  (  when,  on  the  sudden  we  spied  the  bear  come  out  of  the 
wood,  and  a  vast  monstrous  one  it  was,  the  biggest  by  hx  that 
ever  I  saw  :  wc  were  all  a  little  suq^rised  when  wc  saw  htm  ;  but 
when  Friday  saw  him,  it  was  easy  to  sec  joy  and  couta^  u\  ^hjt 
felkjw*3  cownfr/wince ;   O!  O!  O!   saya  i"Vid4i:f^  X>\t«  tHMs^ 
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pointing  to  him,  0  master!  you  give  me  te  Uave^  me  shakee  te 
hand  with  him^  me  make  you  good  laugh. 

;  I  was  surprised  to  see  the  fellow  so  pleased,  Tou  foolyttu^  says 
Ij  he  will  eat  you  up.  Eatee  me  up  !  eaiee  me  up  !  says  Friday, 
twice  over  again  \  Me  eatee  him  up ;  me  make  you  good  laugh ; 
you  all  stay  here,  me  shew  you  good  laugh;  so  down  he  sits> 
and  gets  his  boots  off  in  a  moment,  and  put  on  a  pair  of  pumps 
(as  we  call  the  flat  shoes  they  wear)  and  which  he  had  in  his 
pocket,  gives  my  other  servant  his  horse,  and,  with  his  gun, 
away  he  flew,  swift  like  the  wind. 

The  bear  was  walking  softly  on,  and  offered  to  meddle  with 
nobody,  till  Friday  coming  pretty  near,  calls  to  him,  as  if  the 
bear  could  understand  him  :  Hark  ye^  hark  ye,  says  Friday y  me 
jpeakee  wit  you.  We  followed  at  a  distance;  for  now  being 
come  down  on  the  Gascoigne  side  of  the  mountains,  we  were 
entered  a  vast  great  forest,  where  the  country  was  plain,  and 
pretty  open,  though  many  trees  in  it  scattered  here  and  therc- 

Friday^  who  had,  as  we  say,  the  heels  of  the  bear,  came  up 
with  him  quickly,  and  takes  up  a  great  stone,  and  throws  at  him, 
and  it  hit  him  j  ust  on  the  head ;  but  did  him  no  more  harm  than 
if  he  had  thrown  it  against  a  wall ;  but  it  answered  Friday's  end; 
for  the  TOgue  was  so  void  of  fear,  that  he  did  it  purely  to  make 
the  bear  follow  him,  and  shew  us  some  laugh,  as  he  called  it. 

As  soon  as  the  bear  felt  the  stone,  and  saw  him,  he  turns 
about,  and  comes  after  him,  taking  devilish  long  strides,  and 
shuiBing  along  at  a  strange  rate,  so  as  would  put  a  horse  to  a 
middling  gallop :  away  runs  Friday^  and  takes  his  course,  as  if 
he  ran  towards  us  for  help ;  so  we  all  resolved  to  fire  at  once 
upon  the  bear,  and  deliver  my  man  ;  though  I  was  angry  at  him 
heartily  for  bringing  the  bear  back  upon  us,  when  he  was  going 
about  his  own  business  another  way ;  and  especially  I  was  angry 
that  he  had  turned  the  bear  upon  us,  and  then  run  away ;  and  I 
called  out,  Tou  dogy  said  I,  is  this  your  making  us  laugh  T    .Cem 
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ewof,  and  Uki  y^ur  hent,  thai  tr^  may  shtct  tht  crtaiuri.  He 
hairs  mc,  and  cries  out,  JV*  Mm/,  m  shoot^  stand  stilf,  y&k  git 
muih  hugh:  ind  as  the  nimble  creature  ran  two  foot  for  the 
beast's  one,  he  turned  on  a  sudden,  on  one  side  of  us,  and  seeing 
1  great  cNik  trer,  At  for  lii«  purpo^,  he  beckoned  to  us  to  foUow, 
£tid  douhltng  hi*  pace,  he  gets  nimbly  up  the  tree,  la>^ng  his  gun 
down  upon  tJie  ground*  at  about  five  or  six  yards  from  the  bottom 
of  ihc  tree. 

The  bear  soon  came  to  the  tree,  and  ift'e  followed  at  3  distance ; 
the  fir^t  thii^  he  did,  he  stopped  at  the  gun,  sineJt  to  it,  but  let 
it  lie,  and  up  he  scrambles  into  the  tree,  climbing  like  a  car, 
though  so  monstrously  heavy*  I  was  amaTed  at  the  folSy,  as  I 
thought  it,  of  my  man»  and  could  i>ot  for  mr  life  sec  any  thing 
to  laugh  at  yet,  till  seeing  the  bear  get  up  the  tree,  we  all  rode 
tiearer  to  him. 

When  wc  came  to  the  tree,  there  \ras  Fridny  got  out  to  the 
small  end  of  a  large  limb  of  the  tree,  and  the  bear  got  about 
half  tvnjr  to  him  ;  as  soon  a^  the  bear  got  out  to  that  part  where 
the  limb  of  the  Inr  was  wcralter,  Ha^  leyit  he  to  ii?i,  n^:L-  jcti  ste 
Wft  trachte  the  hear  datue ;  so  he  falJs  a  jumping,  and  ah:ilung  tbe 
bough,  at  which  the  bear  began  to  totter^  but  stood  still,  and 
began  to  took  behind  him,  to  sec  how  he  should  get  bock ;  then 
indeed  we  did  laugh  heartily.  But  Friday  hud  not  dotie  with 
him  by  a  great  deaJ ;  when  he  sees  him  stand  still,  he  calls  out 
ft>  him  again,  as  if  he  had  supposed  the  bear  could  speak  Eirgbtht 
lyhit^ycu  rcHCf  ti^  further?  Pray  yett  tetBc  furthir .  So  he  left 
jcmptng  and  shaking  the  tree^ ;  and  the  bear,  ju-sf  as  if  he  un- 
derstood what  he  said,  did  come  a  little  further  ^  then  he  fell  a 
jumping  again,  and  the  bear  stopped  i^ain. 

Wc  thoi^jhi  now  was  a  good  finie  to  knock  him  on  the  head, 
J  called  to  Frid^  to  stajid  still,  and  wc  would  shoot  the 
but  he  cried  out  earnestly,  O  pray !  0  pray  t  no  ihMt  ^  mt 
amd/irtij  he  would  have  said  by  nmd  byt.    Wo^tivw* 
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mortcn  the  story,  Friday  danccrd  so  rnuch^  and  the  bear  stood  « 
jicklishj  that  we  had  laughing  enough  indeed,  but  still  could  not 
rine  what  the  fellow  would  do  i  for  first  we  thought  he  de- 
fended upon  shaking  the  bear  off;  and  wc  found  the  bear  was 
lo  cunning  for  that  too  j  for  he  would  not  go  out  far  enough 

be  thrown  down,  but  clings  fast  with  his  great  broad  claws  and 
[eet,  so  that  we  could  not  imagine  what  would  be  the  end  of  it, 
ind  where  the  jest  would  be  at  last. 

But  Friday  put  us  out  of  doubt  quickly ;  for  seeing  rhe  bear 
;ling  fast  to  the  bough,  and  that  he  could  not  be  persuaded  to 
:ome  any  farther,  IVelt,  weil^  says  Friday,  you  no  come  farthtr^ 
\e  gOy  me  go ;  you  no  come  to  me,  me  go  come  to  you ;  and  upon 
|his  he  goes  out  to  the  smallest  end  of  the  bough,  where  it  would 
»end  with  his  weight,  and  gently  lets  himself  down  by  it,  sliding 
lown  the  bough  till  he  came  near  enough  to  jump  down  on  his 
feet,  and  away  he  ran  to  his  gun,  takes  it  up,  and  stands  still. 
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Thb  wtt9t  indeed,  a  good  diversion  to  lu,  biit  wc  were  still  in 
s  wild  pUcCf  and  our  guide  very  much  hun,  «ifid  what  to  do  wc 
hardly  knnv  ;  the  howitrtg  of  wolvcft  run  much  in  my  hc-;id  ;  and 
indeed  except  the  noise  I  once  heard  on  the  shore  of  yffrUa^  of 
which  I  have  said  aomcthtng  already,  1  never  beard  any  thing 
that  filled  mc  wifh  su  much  homir. 

These  things,  and  the  approach  of  mght,  called  as  offj  <>r  else, 
as  FriJay  would  have  had  uf,  we  should  certainly  have  taken  the 
akin  of  this  monstrous  creature  uff^  which  wa.s  worth  saving ;  but 
wc  had  rhrre  leagues  to  go,  and  our  guide  hastened  us ;  so  m  \ 
left  him,  and  went  forward  on  our  jouniey.  ' 

The  ground  was  still  covered  with  snow,  though  not  so  deep 
and  dangcrouM  »s  on  rhe  mountains ;  and  the  ravenous  ciramrrs, 
IS  «c  beard  afterwatds,  wen;  come  down  into  the  forest  and  plain 
country^  pressed  by  hunger,  to  seek  for  food,  and  had  done  a 
grrat  deal  of  mischief  In  the  villages,  where  they  surprised  the 
country  people,  killed  a  great  many  of  their  sheep  and  horses, 
and  some  people  too. 

Wc  had  one  dangcmus  place  to  [oss,  which  our  guide  told  us, 
if  there  were  any  riorc  wolves  in  the  countryj  we  should  find 
chem  there;  and  this  was  In  a  small  plain^  surrounded  with  woods 
on  every  side,  and  a  long  narrow  dciile  or  lane*  which  wc  were 
to  pa.vs  to  get  through  the  wood,  and  then  wc  should  come  to 
the  village  where  we  were  to  lodge. 

Jt  was  within  half  an  hour  of  sunset  when  we  entered  the  first 
wood ;  and  a  little  alter  sunset  when  we  came  into  the  plain. 
Wc  ruct  with  nothing  in  the  fint  wood,  except  that  in  a  little 
plain  within  the  wood,  which  was  not  above  two  ^rlonfvs  over, 
WC  aaw  five  great  wolves  cross  the  road,  full  speed  one  after  an- 
other, as  if  they  had  been  in  chase  of  some  prcy»  and  had  it  in 
view ;  they  took  no  norio!  of  us,  and  were  gone  and  out  of  our 
nght  in  a  few  momentf^. 

Unoo  xhia  our  giadcp  whoj  by  the  way*  was  1 'srtXA^t^  Sr»t*. 
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icarted  fellow,  bid  us  keep  in  a  ready  posture,  for  he  believed 
:here  were  more  wolves  a  coming. 

We  kept  our  arms  ready,  and  our  eyes  about  us ;  but  we  aw 
lo  more  wolves  till  we  came  through  that  wood^  which  was  near 
mlf  a  It^ague,  and  entered  the  plain  ;  as  soon  as  wc  came  into 
:he  plain,  we  had  occasion  enough  to  look  ahout  us.  The  fim 
)bject  we  met  with  was  a  dead  horse,  that  is  to  say»  a  poor  horse 
'hich  the  wolves  had  killed^  and  at  least  a  dorcn  of  them  at 
work  :  we  could  not  s,iy  eating  of  him,  but  picking  of  his  bones 
■ather ;   for  they  had  eaten  up  all  the  flesh  before. 

We  did  not  think  fit  to  disturb  them  at  their  feast,  neither 
lid  they  take  much  notice  of  us.  Friday  would  have  let  fly  at 
rhcmj  but  1  would  not  suffer  him  by  any  means ;  for  I  found  we 
'ere  like  to  have  more  business  upon  our  hands  than  we  were 
iware  of  Wc  were  not  gone  half  over  the  plain,  but  wc  began 
:o  hear  the  wolves  howl  in  the  wood  on  our  left,  in  a  frightful 
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went  blecdtng  off,  u  wc  could  see  b]r  dw  snow:  I  fouml 
they  stup}^,  but  did  not  immediately  retreat;  whfr«upon  re- 
memberif^  that  1  h:)d  been  cold,  that  the  AercesC  creatures  were 
terrified  mz  the  voice  of  a  man>  1  caused  aII  out  company  to  hoUoo 
u  loud  iU  wc  could,  and  1  rtiund  the  ncttion  not  alrt^thrr  mis- 
taken E  for  upon  our  shour,  they  began  to  retire^  and  turn  about; 
then  1  ordered  s  second  volley  to  be  fired  in  their  rear,  which 
put  them  to  the  gallop,  and  a^^ay  they  went  to  the  woods. 

Thr«  gave  us  Idsure  to  charge  our  pieces  again,  and  that  we 
might  lose  no  time,  wc  Iccpt  gcirg;  but  vrc  had  but  little  more 
than  loaded  our  fusils^  and  put  ourselves  into  a  readiness^  when 
wc  heard  a  terrible  noise  in  the  same  wood,  on  our  it:fi ;  only 
that  it  waft  further  onward  the  %ume  way  we  were  to  go. 

The  night  was  coming  ori)  and  the  light  b^an  to  be  dusky, 
which  nude  it  the  wx>r7C  on  our  side;  bvit  the  noiie  increasing^ 
we  could  easily  perceive  that  it  was  the  howling  and  yxUing  of 
those  hellish  creatures;  and,  on  a  sudden,  wc  perceived  two  or 
three  troops  of  wolves  on  our  left,  one  behind  us,  and  one  on 
our  front,  so  that  we  scenicd  lu  be  surrounded  with  them  ;  bow- 
ever,  as  they  did  not  fall  upon  u-s  wc  kept  our  way  fiwwanl,  as 
fast  as  we  could  make  our  hon%s  go,  which,  the  w^y  bdr^  very 
rough,  was  only  a  good  large  trot ;  and  in  this  manner  we  came 
in  view  of  the  entrance  of  a  wnod  through  which  we  were  lo  paaSj 
at  the  farther  ride  of  the  plain;  but  we  were  gready  surprisod, 
when,  coRung  nearer  the  lane,  or  pass,  we  saw  a  confused  num- 
ber of  wolves  standing  just  at  the  entrance. 

On  a  sudden,  if  another  opening  of  the  wood,  we  heard  the 
noise  of  a  gun ;  and,  looking  that  way,  o«it  rushed  a  horse,  with 
ft  saddle  and  bridle  on  him,  Hying  like  the  wind,  and  sixteen  or 
acvcntecii  wx>tvcs  after  him  fiill  speed ;  indeed  the  horse  h^  the 
beets  of  them  ;  but  as  we  ftup]K»ed  that  he  could  not  hold  it  at 
dttt  rate,  wc  doubted  not  but  they  would  get  uf  w\tK  Vccoo.  V. 
las;  and  stoqiKsrion  but  they  did.- 
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But  here  we  had  a  most  horrible  sight ;  for^  riding  up  to  the 
entrance  where  the  horse  came  out,  we  found  the  carcase  of  ati- 
»ther  horse,  and  of  two  men  devoured  hy  the  ravenous  creature, 
tnd  one  of  the  men  was  no  doubt  the  same  who  we  heard  fired 
:he  gun,  for  there  lay  a  gun  just  by  him  fired  off;  but  as  to  the 

lan,  his  head,  and  the  upper  part  of  his  body,  was  eaten  up. 

This  filled  us  with  horror,  and  we  knew  not  what  course  to 

:alte  i  but  the  creatures  resolved  us  soon,  for  they  gathered  about 

presently,  in  hopes  of  prey  ;  and  I  verily  believe  there  were 

hree  hundred  of  them.      Ir  happened  verj'  much  to  our  advan- 

lagCj  that  at  the  entrance  into  the  wood,  but  a  litde  way  from  it, 

lere  lay  some  large  timber  trees,  which  had  been  cut  down  the 
lumnier  before^  and  I  suppose  lay  there  for  carriage ;  1  drew  my 
little  troop  in  among  those  trees,  and  placing  ourselves  in  a  line 

ihind  one  long  tree,  I  advised  them  all  to  alight,  ai\d  keeping 
:hat  tree  before  us,  for  a  breast-work,  to  stand  in  a  triangle,  or 

iree  fronts,  indosinc  our  horses  in  the  centre. 
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also  twelve  other  gentlemen,  with  their  serTants,  some  French, 
some  Spanish,  who,  as  I  said,  had  attempted  to  go,  and  were 
obliged  to  come  back  ^lun. 

Accordingly  we  all  set  out  from  Pampeluna,  with  our  guide, 
on  the  fifteenth  of  N&vefnher^  and  indeed,  I  was  surprised,  when, 
instead  of  going  forward,  he  came  directly  back  with  us,  on  the 
aame  road  that  we  came  &om  Madrid,  above  twenty  miles ; 
when  having  passed  two  rivers,  and  come  into  the  pl^n  country, 
we  found  ourselves  in  a  warm  climate  again,  where  the  country 
was  pleasant,  and  no  snow  to  be  seen ;  but  on  a  sudden,  turning 
to  his  left,  he  approached  the  mountains  another  way ;  and 
though  it  is  true,  the  hills  and  the  precipices  looked  dreadful, 
yet  he  made  so  many  tours,  such  meanders,  and  led  us  by  such 
winding  ways,  we  insensibly  passed  the  height  of  the  mount^nSj 
without  being  much  incumbered  with  the  snow;  and  all  on  a 
sudden  he  shewed  us  the  pleasant  fruitful  provinces  of  Languedoc 
and  Gascoigney  all  green  and  flourishing ;  though  indeed  it  was 
at  a  great  distance,  and  we  had  some  rough  way  to  pass  yet. 

We  were  a  little  uneasy,  however,  when  we  found  it  snowed 
one  whole  day  and  a  night,  so  fast,  that  we  could  not  travel ; 
but  he  bid  us  be  easy,  we  should  soon  be  past  it  all.  We  found, 
indeed,  that  we  began  to  descend  every  day,  and  to  come  more 
north  than  before ;  and  so,  depending  upon  our  guide,  we  went  on, 

It  was  about  two  hours  before  night,  when  our  guide  being 
something  before  us,  and  not  just  in  sight,  out  rushed  three 
monstrous  wolves,  and  after  them  a  bear,  out  of  a  hollow  way, 
adjoining  to  a  thick  wood :  two  of  the  wolves  flew  upon  the 
guide,  and  had  he  been  half  a  mile  before  us,  he  had  been  de- 
voured indeed,  before  we  could  have  helped  him ;  one  of  them 
fastened  upon  his  horse,  and  the  other  attacked  the  man  with  that 
violence  that  he  had  not  time,  or  not  presence  of  mind  enough, 
to  draw  his  pistol,  but  hallooed  and  cried  out  to  us  most  lustily* 
My  man  Friday  being  next  to  me,  I  bid  him  ride  up,  and  see 
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what  was  the  matter.  As  soon  as  Friday  came  in  ^ht  of  the 
man^  he  hallooed,  as  loud  as  the  other,  O  tntuser  1  O  masttr! 
But,  like  a  bold  fellow,  rode  directly  up  to  ^c  poor  manj  and 
with  his  pistol  shot  the  wolf  that  attacked  him  into  the  head. 

It  was  happy  for  the  poor  man  that  it  was  my  man  Fridfff ; 
for  he,  having  been  used  to  that  kind  of  creature  in  his  country, 
had  no  fear  upon  him,  but  went  close  up  to  him,  and  shot  him 
as  above ;  whereas  any  of  us  would  have  lired  at  a  farther  dis- 
tance, and  have  perhaps  dther  missed  the  wolf,  or  endangered 
shooting  the  man. 

But  it  was  enough  to  have  terriiied  a  bolder  man  than  I,  and 
indeed  it  alarmed  all  our  company,  when,  with  the  noise  of 
Friday's  pistol,  we  heard  on  both  sides  the  dismallest  howling  of 
wolves,  and  the  noise  redoubled  by  the  echo  of  the  mountains, 
that  it  was  to  us  as  if  there  had  been  a  prodigious  multitude  of 
them ;  and  perhaps  indeed  there  was  not  such  a  few,  as  that  we 
had  no  cause  of  apprehensions. 

However,  as  Friday  had  killed  this  wolf,  the  other,  that  had 
fastened  upon  the  horse,  left  him  immediately,  and  fled,  having 
happily  fastened  upon  his  head,  where  the  bosses  of  the  bridle 
had  stuck  In  his  teeth,  so  that  he  had  not  done  him  much  hurt : 
the  man,  indeed,  was  most  hurt ;  for  the  raging  creature  had  Irit 
him  twice,  once  on  the  arm,  and  the  other  time  a  little  above 
his  knee ;  and  he  was  just  as  it  were  tumbling  down  by  the 
disorder  of  the  horse,  when  Friday  came  up,  and  shot  the  wolf. 

It  is  easy  to  suppose,  that  at  the  noise  of  Friday's  pistols  we 
all  mended  our  pace,  and  rid  up  as  fkst  as  the  way  (which  was 
very  diflicult)  would  give  us  leave,  to  sec  what  was  the  matter: 
as  soon  as  we  came  clear  of  the  trees,  which  blinded  us  before, 
we  saw  plainly  what  had  been  the  case,  and  how  Friday  had 
<iUsengaged  the  poor  guide ;  though  we  did  not  presently  discern 
what  kind  of  creature  it  was  he  had  killed. 

But  never  was  a  fight  managed  so  hardily,  and  in  such  a  sur- 
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prising  manner,  as  that  which  followed  between  Friday  and  the 
bear,  which  gave  us  all  (though  at  first  we  were  surprised  and 
afraid  for  him)  the  greatest  diversion  imaginable ;  as  the  bear  is 
a  heavy,  dumsy  creature,  and  does  not  gallop  as  the  wolf  docs, 
who  is  swift  and  light ;  so  he  has  two  particular  qualides,  which 
generally  arc  the  nde  of  his  actions ;  first  as  to  men,  who  are 
not  his  proper  prey,  I  say  not  his  proper  prey,  because  though  I 
cannot  say  what  excessive  hunger  might  c^,  which  was  now  thdr 
case,  the  ground  being  all  covered  with  snow ;  yet  as  to  men, 
he  does  not  usually  attempt  them,  unless  they  first  attack  him ; 
on  the  contrary,  if  you  meet  him  in  the  woods,  if  you  do  not 
meddle  with  him,  he  will  not  meddle  mth  you ;  yet  then  you 
must  take  care  to  be  very  civil  to  him,  and  give  him  the  road ; 
for  he  is  a  very  nice  gentleman ;  he  will  not  go  a  step  out  of  the 
way  for  a  prince ;  nay,  if  you  are  really  afraid,  your  best  way  b 
to  look  another  way,  and  keep  going  on ;  for  sometimes,  if  you 
stop,  and  atand  still,  and  look  stedl^tly  at  him^  he  takes  it  for 
an  affront ;  and  if  you  throw  or  toss  any  thing  at  him,  and  it 
hits  him,  though  it  were  but  a  bit  of  stick  as  big  as  your  finger, 
he  takes  it  for  an  affront,  and  sets  all  other  business  aside  to 
pursue  his  revenge;  for  he  will  have  satisfaction  in  point  of 
honour,  and  this  is  his  first  quality ;  the  next  is,  that  if  he  be 
once  afironted,  he  will  never  leave  you,  night  or  day,  till  he  has 
his  revenge,  but  follows  at  a  good  round  rate  till  he  overtakes 
you. 

My  man  Friday  had  delivered  our  guide,  and  when  we  came 
up  to  him,  he  was  helping  him  ofF  from  his  horse ;  for  the  man 
was  both  hurt  and  frighted,  and  indeed  the  last  more  than  the 
first  i  when,  on  the  sudden  we  spied  the  bear  come  out  of  the 
wood,  and  a  vast  monstrous  one  it  was,  the  biggest  by  far  that 
ever  I  saw :  we  were  all  a  little  surprised  when  we  saw  him ;  but 
when  Friday  saw  him,  it  was  easy  to  see  joy  and  courage  in  the 
fellow's  countenance :    01   0!  0!  says  Friday,  three  times. 
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pointing  to  him,  O  master !  you  give  me  U  leave,  me  shakee  U 
hand  with  him,  me  make  you  gooJ  laugh. 

I  was  surprised  to  see  the  fellow  so  pleased^  Tou  fool  y^u^  sa^ 
Ij  he  will  eat  you  up.  Eatee  me  up  !  eatee  me  up  I  says  Fr%dff$y 
twice  over  again  ;  Me  eatee  him  up ;  me  make  you  good  laugh ; 
you  all  stay  here^  me  shew  you  good  laugh :  so  down  he  utSj 
and  gets  his  boots  oiF  in  a  moment,  and  put  on  a  pair  of  pumps 
(as  we  call  the  flat  shoes  they  wear)  and  which  he  had  in  ^his 
pocket,  gives  my  other  servant  his  horse,  and,  with  his  gun, 
away  he  flew,  swift  like  the  wind* 

The  bear  was  walking  softly  on,  and  offered  to  meddle  wth 
nobody,  till  Friday  coming  pretty  near,  calls  to  him,  as  if  the 
bear  could  understand  him:  Hark  ye^  hark  ye,  says  Friday^  mt 
speakes  wit  you.  We  followed  at  a  distance;  for  now  being 
come  down  on  the  Gascoigne  side  of  the  mountains,  we  were 
entered  a  vast  great  foi-est,  where  the  country  was  plain,  and 
pretty  open,  though  many  trees  in  it  scattered  here  and  there. 

Friday^  who  had,  as  we  say,  the  heels  of  the  bear,  came  up 
with  him  quickly,  and  takes  up  a  great  stone,  and  throws  at  him, 
and  it  hit  him  just  on  the  head ;  but  did  him  no  more  harm  than 
if  he  had  thrown  it  against  a  wall ;  but  it  answered  Friday's  end; 
for  the  rogue  was  so  void  of  fear,  that  he  did  it  purely  to  make 
the  bear  follow  him,  and  shew  us  some  laugh,  as  he  called  it. 

As  soon  as  the  bear  felt  the  stone,  and  saw  him,  he  turns 
about,  and  comes  after  him,  taking  devilish  long  strides,  and 
shufHing  along  at  a  strange  rate,  so  as  would  put  a  horse  to  a 
middling  gallop :  away  runs  Friday ^  and  takes  his  course,  as  if 
he  ran  towards  us  for  help ;  so  we  all  resolved  to  fire  at  once 
upon  the  bear,  and  deliver  my  man  ;  though  I  was  angry  at  him 
heartily  for  bringing  the  bear  back  upon  us,  when  he  was  going 
about  his  own  business  another  way ;  and  especially  I  was  sngry 
that  he  had  turned  the  bear  upon  us,  and  then  run  away ;  and  I 
called  out,  Tou  dog,  said  I,  is  this  your  making  us  laugh  f     Come 
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a^^j  and  take  your  horse^  that  we  may  shoot  the  creature.  He 
hears  me,  and  cries  out.  No  shoot,  ne  shoots  stand  stilly  you  get 
much  laugh :  and  as  the  nimble  creature  ran  two  foot  for  the 
beast's  one,  he  turned  on  a  sudden,  on  one  ^de  of  us,  and  seeing 
a  great  oaJc  tree,  fit  for  his  purpose,  he  beckoned  to  us  to  follow, 
and  doubling  his  pace,  he  gets  nimbly  up  the  tree,  laying  his  gun 
down  upon  the  ground,  at  about  five  or  six  yards  from  the  bottom 
of  the  tree. 

The  bear  soon  came  to  the  tree,  and  we  followed  at  a  distance; 
the  first  thing  he  did,  he  stopped  at  the  gun,  smelt  to  it,  but  let 
it  lie,  and  up  he  scrambles  into  the  tree,  climbing  like  a  cat, 
though  so  monstrously  heavy.  I  was  amazed  at  the  folly,  as  I 
thought  it,  of  my  man,  and  could  not  for  my  life  see  any  thing 
to  laugh  at  yet,  till  seeing  the  bear  get  up  the  tree,  we  all  rode 
nearer  to  him- 

When  we  came  to  the  tree,  there  was  Friday  got  out  to  the 
small  end  of  a  large  limb  of  the  tree,  and  the  bear  got  about 
half  way  to  him  ;  as  soon  as  the  bear  got  out  to  that  part  where 
the  limb  of  the  tree  was  weaker,  Ha^  says  he  to  us,  now  you  see 
me  teachee  the  bear  dance ;  so  he  falls  a  jumping,  and  shaking  the 
bough,  at  which  the  bear  b^;an  to  totter,  but  stood  still,  and 
began  to  look  behind  him,  to  see  how  he  should  get  back  ;  then 
indeed  we  did  laugh  heartily.  But  Friday  had  not  done  with 
him  by  a  great  deal :  when  he  sees  him  stand  still,  he  calls  out 
to  him  again,  as  if  he  had  supposed  the  bear  could  speak  Englhhy 
H^hat^  you  come  no  further  ?  Pray  you  CQme  further.  So  he  left 
jumping  and  shaking  the  trees;  and  the  bear,  just  as  if  he  un- 
derstood what  he  said,  did  come  a  little  further;  then  he  fell  a 
jumping  again,  and  the  bear  stopped  again. 

We  thought  now  was  a  good  time  to  knock  him  on  the  head, 
and  I  called  to  Friday  to  stand  still,  and  we  would  shoot  the 
bear ;  but  he  cried  out  eamesdy,  O  pr^  I  O  pr^  !  no  s/tootj  mi 
shoot  by  and  then ;  he  would  have  said  ^  and  iye*    However^  to 
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shorten  the  story,  Ftiday  danced  so  much,  and  the  bear  stxxxl  so 
ticklishj  that  we  had  laughing  enough  ladeed,  but  still  could  not 
iRiagine  what  the  fellow  would  do ;  for  first  we  thought  he  de- 
pended upon  shaking  the  bear  off;  and  we  found  the  bear  was 
too  cunning  for  that  too ;  for  he  would  not  go  out  &r  enough 
to  be  thrown  down,  but  clings  fast  with  his  great  broad  claws  and 
feet,  so  that  we  could  not  imagine  what  would  be  the  end  of  it, 
and  where  the  jest  would  be  at  last. 

But  Friday  put  us  out  of  doubt  quickly ;  for  seeing  the  bear 
cling  fast  to  the  bough,  and  that  he  could  not  be  persuaded  to 
come  any  farther,  WeU^  weil^  says  Friday ^  you  no  c^tfu  fartlm^ 
me  go^  me  go ;  you  no  come  to  me,  me  go  come  te  you ;  and  upon 
this  he  goes  out  to  the  smallest  end  of  the  bough,  where  it  would 
bend  with  his  weight,  and  gently  lets  himself  down  by  it,  sliding 
down  the  bough  till  he  came  near  enough  to  jump  down  on  his 
feet,  and  away  he  ran  to  his  gun,  takes  it  up,  and  standi  still. 

Well,  said  1  to  him,  Fridayj  what  will  you  do  now  ?  Why 
don't  you  shoot  him :  No  sheoty  says  Friday,  no  yet ;  me  shost 
niw  me  no  kill;  me  st^  give  you  one  more  laugh;  and  indeed  so 
he  did,  as  you  will  sec  presently ;  for  when  the  bear  see  his 
enemy  gone,  he  comes  back  from  the  bough  where  he  stood,  but 
did  it  mighty  Icburely,  looking  behind  him  every  step,  and 
coming  backward  till  he  got  into  the  body  of  the  tree ;  then  with 
the  same  hinder  end  foremost,  he  came  down  the  tree,  grasping 
it  with  his  claws,  and  moving  one  foot  at  a  time,  very  leisurely ; 
at  this  juncture,  and  just  before  he  could  set  his  hind  feet  upon 
the  ground,  Friday  stepped  close  to  him,  clapped  the  muzzle  of 
his  piece  into  his  ear,  and  shot  him  as  dead  as  a  stone. 

Then  the  rt^e  turned  about,  to  see  if  we  did  not  laugh ;  and 
when  he  saw  we  were  pleased  by  our  looks,  he  falls  a  laugtung 
himself  very  loud ;  So  we  kill  bear  in  n^  country,  says  Fridetf. 
So  you  kill  them,  s^d  I ;  why  you  have  no  guns.  No,  says  he, 
^gMH,  but  sfwQt  great  much  kng  arr^w* 
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This  was,  Indeed,  a  good  divcmon  to  us,  but  wc  were  still  in   \ 
a  Wild  place,  and  our  guide  very  mqch  hurt,  and  what  to  do  we 
hardly  knew ;  the  howling  of  wolves  run  much  in  my  head ;  and    "^^ 
indeed  except  the  muse  I  once  heard  on  the  shore  of  Africa^  of 
which  I  have  said  something  already,  I  never  heard  any  thing 
that  fiUed  me  with  so  much  horror. 

These  things,  and  the  approach  of  night,  called  U3  off,  or  else, 
as  Friday  would  have  had  us,  we  should  cert^nly  have  taken  the  A 
skin  of  this  monstrous  creature  off,  which  was  worth  saving  \  buc  I 
we  had  three  leagues  to  go,  and  our  guide  hastened  us ;  so  we  ^^ 
left  him,  and  went  forward  on  our  journey.  ^ 

The  ground  was  still  covered  with  snow,  though  not  so  deep 
and  dangerous  as  on  the  mountains  ;  and  the  ravenous  creatures, 
as  we  heard  afterwards,  were  come  down  into  the  forest  and  plain 
country,  pressed  by  hunger,  to  seek  for  food,  and  had  done  a 
great  deal  of  mischief  in  the  vills^es,  where  they  surprised  the 
country  people,  killed  a  great  many  of  their  sheep  and  horses, 
and  some  people  too. 

Wc  had  one  dangerous  place  to  pass,  which  our  guide  told  us, 
if  there  were  any  more  wolves  in  the  country,  we  should  find 
them  there ;  and  this  was  In  a  small  plain,  surrounded  with  woods 
on  every  side,  and  a  long  narrow  defile  or  lane,  which  wc  were 
to  pass  to  get  through  the  wood,  and  dien  we  should  come  to 
the  village  where  wc  were  to  lodge. 

It  was  within  half  an  hour  of  sunset  when  wc  entered  the  first 
WQod ;  and  a  litde  after  sunset  when  we  came  into  the  plain. 
Wc  met  with  nothing  in  the  first  wood,  except  that  in  a  little 
plain  within  the  wood,  which  was  not  above  two  furlongs  over, 
wc  saw  five  great  wolves  cross  the  road,  full  speed  one  after  an-  * 
other,  as  if  they  had  been  in  chase  of  some  prey,  and  had  it  in 
view ;  they  took  no  notice  of  us,  and  were  gone  and  out  of  our 
light  in  a  few  moments. 

Upon  this  our  guide,  who,  by  the  way^  was  a  wretched  faint- 
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the  difficulty  increaised  upon  me  so  much,  that  though  I  had 
once  shipped  my  baggage  m  order  to  go,  yet  I  ahered  my  mbgd, 
and  that  not  once,  but  two  or  three  times. 

It  is  trucj  I  had  been  very  unfortunate  by  sea,  and  this  might 
be  some  of  the  reasons.  But  let  no  man  slight  the  strong  im- 
pulses of  his  own  thoughts  in  cases  of  such  moment.  Two  of 
the  ships  which  I  had  singled  out  to  go  in,  I  mean  more  par- 
ticularly singled  out  than  any  other,  that  is  to  say,  so  as  in  one 
of  them  to  put  my  things  on  board,  and  in  the  other  to  have 
^rced  with  the  captain ;  I  say,  two  of  these  ships  miscarried, 
viz*  one  was  taken  by  the  Algerine^  and  the  other  was  cast  away 
on  the  Siari,  near  I'orbayy  and  al!  the  people  drowned,  except 
three ;  so  that  in  either  of  those  vessels  I  had  been  made  miser- 
able, and  in  which  most,  it  was  hard  to  say. 

Having  been  thus  harassed  in  my  thoughts,  my  oM  pilot,  to 
whom  I  communicated  every  thing,  pressed  me  earnestly  not  to 
go  by  sea ;  but  either  to  go  by  land  to  the  Groyne^  and  cross 
over  the  Bay  of  Biscay  to  RockelU,  from  whence  it  was  but  an 
easy  and  safe  journey  by  land  to  Parisy  and  so  to  Calais  and 
Dover ;  or  to  go  up  to  Madrid,  and  so  all  the  way  by  land 
through  France^ 

In  a  word,  I  was  so  prepossessed  against  my  going  by  sea  at 
all,  except  from  Calais  to  Dover^  that  I  resolved  to  travel  all 
the  way  by  land ;  which,  as  I  was  not  in  haste,  and  did  not 
value  the  charge,  was  by  much  the  pleasanter  way  ;  and  to  make 
it  more  so,  my  old  captain  brought  an  English  gentleman,  the 
son  of  a  merchant  in  Lisbon,  who  was  willing  to  travel  with  me; 
after  which,  we  picked  up  two  more  English  merchants  also, 
and  two  young  Portuguese  gendcmen,  the  last  going  to  Paris 
only ;  so  that  we  were  in  al!  six  of  us,  and  five  servants,  the  two 
merchants,  and  the  two  Portuguese^  contenting  themselves  with 
one  servant  between  two,  to  save  the  chaise  \  and  as  for  me,  I 
got  an  EngUsh  sailor  to  travel  with  me  as  a  servant,  besides  my 
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man  Friday,  who  was  too  much  a  stranger  to  be  capable  of  sup- 
plying the  place  of  a  servant  on  the  road. 

In  this  manner  I  set  out  from  Lisbon :   and  our  company^ 
being  very  all  well  mounted  and  armed,  wc  made  a  little  troop,    j 
whereof  did  they  me  the  honour  to  call  mc  captain,  as  well  / 
because  I  was  the  oldest  man,  as  because  I  had  two  servants,  and/ 
indeed  was  the  original  of  the  whole  journey.  / 

As  I  have  troubled  you  ^rith  none  of  my  sea  journals,  so  shall 
I  trouble  you  with  none  of  my  land  journal.  But  some  adven- 
tures that  happened  to  us  in  this  tedious  and  difficult  journey,  I 
must  not  omit. 

When  wc  came  to  Madridy  we,  being  all  of  us  strangers  to 
Spajrt,  were  willing  to  stay  some  time  to  see  the  court  of  Spaing 
and  to  see  what  was  worth  observing ;  but  it  being  the  latter 
part  of  the  summer,  we  hastened  away,  and  set  out  from  Madrid 
about  the  middle  of  October*  But  when  we  came  to  the  edge 
of  Navarre^  we  were  alarmed  at  several  towns  on  the  way,  with 
an  account  that  so  much  snow  was  fallen  on  the  Fnnch  side  of 
the  mountains,  that  several  travellers  were  obliged  to  come  back 
to  Pampeluna^  after  having  attempted,  at  an  extreme  hazard,  to 
pass  on. 

When  we  came  to  Pampeluna  itself,  we  found  it  so  indeed ; 
and  to  me  that  had  been  always  used  to  a  hot  climate,  and  in- 
deed to  countries  where  we  could  scarce  bear  any  clothes  on,  the 
cold  was  insufferable ;  nor  indeed  was  it  more  painful  than  it 
was  surprising,  to  come  but  ten  days  before  out  of  the  Old 
Castile,  where  the  weather  was  not  only  warm,  but  very  hot, 
and  immediately  to  feel  a  wind  from  the  Fyrtnean  motmtains,  so 
very  keen,  so  severely  cold,  as  to  be  intolerable,  and  to  endanger 
benumbing  and  perishing  of  our  fingers  and  toes. 

Poor  Friday  was  really  frighted  when  he  saw  the  mountains 
all  covered  with  snow,  and  felt  cold  weather,  which  he  had  never 
seen  or  felt  before  in  his  life. 
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To  mend  the  matter^  after  we  came  to  Pampeluna^  it  a»-> 
tinued  snowing  with  ao  much  violence,  and  so  long,  thitt  the 
people  said,  winter  was  come  before  ita  time;  and  the  roads, 
which  were  difficult  before,  were  now  quite  impassable;  in  a 
word,  the  snow  lay  in  some  places  too  thick  for  us  to  travel  \ 
and  being  not  hard  trozen,  as  is  the  case  in  northern  countries, 
there  was  no  going  without  being  in  danger  of  being  buried  alive 
every  step.  We  staid  no  less  than  twenty  days  at  Pampeluna ; 
when  (seeing  the  winter  coming  on,  and  no  likelihood  of  its 
being  better,  for  it  was  the  severest  winter  all  over  Europe  that 
had  been  known  in  the  memory  of  man)  I  proposed  that  we 
should  all  go  away  to  Fontarabiay  and  there  take  shipping  for 
Bourdeaux^  which  was  a  very  litde  voy^c. 

But  while  we  were  considering  this,  there  came  in  four  French 
gendcmen,  who,  having  been  stopped  on  the  French  side  of  the 
passes,  as  we  were  on  the  Spanish^  had  found  out  a  guide^  who 
traversing  the  country  near  the  head  o£  Languedoc^  had  brought 
them  over  the  mountains  by  such  ways,  that  they  were  not  much 
incommoded  with  the  snow ;  and  where  they  met  with  snow  in 
any  quantity,  they  said  it  was  frozen  hard  enough  to  bear  them 
and  their  horses. 

We  sent  for  this  guide,  who  told  us,  he  would  undertake  to 
cany  us  the  same  way,  with  no  hazard  from  the  snow,  provided 
we  were  armed  sufficiendy  to  protect  ourselves  from  wild  beasts ; 
for  he  said,  upon  these  great  snows,  it  was  frequent  for  some 
wolves  to  show  themselves  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  being 
made  ravenous  for  want  oS  food,  the  ground  being  covered  mth 
snow.  We  told  him  we  were  well  enough  prepared  for  such 
creatures  as  they  were,  if  he  would  insure  us  from  a  kind  of  two- 
legged  wolves,  which  we  were  told  we  were  in  most  danger  from, 
especially  on  the  French  side  of  the  mountains. 

He  satisfied  us  there  was  no  danger  of  that  kind  in  the  way 
tbzt  wt  were  to  go :  so  we  readily  agreed  to  follow  htm ;  as  did 
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luti  killed  Mventccn  or  eighteen  of  them,  and  Inmed  twice  as 
ly  ;  yet  thcj  came  on  xgxin- 

I  was  loth  to  ^nd  our  last  «bot  too  hastily ;  so  I  called  my 
scrvanc^  not  my  man  FriJayy  iz>x  he  was  better  employed ;  for, 
with  the  greatest  dexterity  imaginable,  he  had  charged  my  fusil 
and  his  own  while  wc  were  engaged;  but,  as  1  said,  I  «l!cd  my 
other  man  ;  and  giving  him  a  hum  of  pu^^cr,  1  bade  him  lay  a 
train  all  along  the  piece  of  timber^  and  let  it  be  a  large  tmin  ;  he 
did  so>  and  had  but  just  time  to  get  away,  when  the  wolves  came 
up  to  it,  and  itufne  were  gnf  up  upnn  il  \  when  I,  mapping  an 
uncharged  pistol  ctcse  to  the  powder,  set  it  on  fire;  thotc  that 
were  upon  the  timber  were  scorched  with  it,  and  six  or  vcven  of 
them  fdl,  or  rather  jumped  in  among  U9^  with  the  force  and 
Irightof  the  Arc;  wc  di&parchcd  thew  in  an  instant,  and  the  rest 
wer«  50  frighted  with  the  light,  which  the  night,  for  now  it  was 
very  ncir  darlc^  made  more  terrible,  that  they  drew  back  a  little. 

Upon  which  ]  ordered  our  last  pistols  to  be  fired  off  in  one 
volley,  and  after  that  wc  gave  a  shout ;  upon  this  the  wolves 
turned  tail,  and  wc  sallied  immediately  upon  near  twenty  tame 
oocsr  who  wc  found  struggling  on  the  groutid,  and  tcU  a  cuttii^ 
them  with  our  swords,  which  answered  our  eicpcetation ;  for  tht 
crying  and  howling  they  made  were  better  understood  by  their 
IcUows;  so  that  ihcy  dcd  and  left  us. 

Wc  hat),  firvt  %m\  la'^t,  killci;]  aU>ut  threeacore  of  them;  and 
bad  it  been  day-light,  we  had  killed  many  more.  The  field  of 
btctle  being  thus  cleared,  wc  made  forward  ^ain,  for  we  had 
stitl  near  a  levgue  to  go ;  wc  heard  the  ravenous  creatures  howl 
and  yell  in  the  woods  as  we  wenr,  several  times  ;  and  sometimes 
we  &uded  we  saw  some  of  them,  but  the  snow  dazzling  our 
eyes,  wc  were  not  certain ;  so  in  about  an  hour  moec  wc  came 
lo  ihc  rowTi  where  we  'Kvtc  to  lodge,  which  wc  found  in  a  terrible 
frighc,  and  all  in  arms;  for,  it  «cems,  that,  the  nighr  Iwforc^ttw. 
wolves  and  ^omc  bcjtrs  had  broke  into  the  VxWtt^e  \t\  ^i^x«^^ 
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ind  put  them  m  a  terrible  fright ;  and.  they  were  obliged  to  keep 
;uard  night  and  day,  bur  especially  ir  the  night,  to  preserve  their 
little,  and  indeed  their  people. 

The  next  morning  our  guide  was  so  ill,  and  his  limbs  so  swelled 

'ith  the  rankling  of  his  two  wounds,  that  he  could  go  no  further; 

we  were  obliged  to  rake  a  new  guide  thcre^  and  go  to  T/mk- 

\<fifsei  where  we  found  a  warm  climate,  a  fruitful,  pleasant  cour.- 

y,  and  no  snow>  no  wolvcSj  or  any  thing  like  them;  but  when 

'e  told  our  story  at  Thoulousfj  they  told  us  it  was  nothing  bur 

hat  was  ordinary  in  the  great  forest  at  the  foot  of  the  moun- 

:ains,  especially  when  the  snow  lay  on  the  ground  \  but  they  Jn- 

[uired  much  what  kind  of  a  guide  wc  had  gotten,  that  woukl 

venture  to  bring  us  that  way  in  such  a  severe  season  \   and  told 

IS,  it  was  a  great  chance  we  were  not  all  devoured.     When  we 

:old  them  how  wc  placed  ourselvesj  and  the  horses  in  the  middle, 

ley  blamed  us  exceedingly,  and  told  us  it  was  fifty  to  one  but 
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TO  devour  us,  and  having  nothing  to  shelter  us.  or  retreat  to,  I 
gave  myscjf  over  for  losi ;  and  as  it  wa*,  I  Ekclieve,  I  shall  never 
care  lo  cross  ihov:  mountains  again;  1  think  1  v,-ou\d  much 
rather  go  a  thousand  leagues  by  aca,  though  I  were  sure  to  meec 
with  a  storm  once  a  week. 

I  have  noihing  uiiujnimoTi  t<i  take  notice  of  in  Riy  patiage 
through  h'ramt;  nothing  but  what  other  cmvelkra  have  given 
an  account  of,  with  much  more  advantage  thaii  1  caru  I  travelled 
from  Th^MUuJt  to  P&ris^  and  ivtthtiur  any  consideTable  stay,  came 
to  CaUii^  ami  landed  safe  at  iVtvr,  the  fourteenth  of  Januarjt 
aiVcr  having  had  a  severe  cold  season  to  travel  in. 

1  was  now  come  to  the  centre  of  my  travels,  and  had  in  a  little  \ 
time  all  my  new  di?fCD\^rcd  c^taie  safe  about  mc,  the  bills  of 
exchange^  which  I  brought  with  me,  havji^  been  \try  currently 
paid. 

My  principal  guide  and  privy  couiue]k>r,  was  my  good  ain 
cicnt  widow,  whoi  ^^  gnttitu^Ie  for  the  money  I  had  sent  her, 
thought  no  pains  too  much,  or  cnre  too  great,  to  employ  for  me : 
and  1  trusted  her  so  entirely  with  every  thing,  that  I  wiu(  perfectly 
Bisy  a«  tu  the  security  of  my  effects;  and  iikkcd  I  W2»  very 
happy  from  my  beginnings  and  now  to  the  end,  in  the  unspotted 
integrity  of  this  good  gentlewoman. 

And  now  1  began  to  thirk  of  leaving  my  ef^ts  with  this 
wommnt  and  wtting  nut  for  Ias^h^  axul  w  to  the  Srasilt :  but 
now  another  scruple  came  in  the  way,  and  that  was  religion ;  for 
as  I  had  entertained  some  doubts  about  the  HamoM  rdigioft*  even 
while  1  was  abroad,  cspectally  in  my  state  of  solitude :  so  I  knew 
there  was  no  going  to  the  Brasih  for  me,  much  less  going  to 
settle  there,  unless  1  resolved  to  embrace  the  R^man  Catholic 
rdigion,  without  any  reserve ;  unless  on  the  other  hand  [  re- 
solved to  be  a  sicrificc  to  my  principles,  be  a  nuitj'r  for  religion, 
and  die  in  the  )nt|ui«tion:  ^^  1  resolvetl  to  stay  at  hotnu^^aiAV^ 
I  couJd  fifwl  me^tna  for  it,  to  dispose  of  m^  ^\anw.w»i\. 
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pointing  to  him,  O  master !  you  give  me  U  leaver  me  shakee  te 
hand  with  himy  me  make  you  good  laugh, 

I  was  surprised  to  see  the  fellow  so  pleased,  Tou  fool  you ^  says 
I,  he  will  eat  you  up,  Eatee  me  up!  eatee  me  up !  says  Fridayy 
twice  over  again;  Me  eatee  him  up;  me  make  you  good  laugh; 
you  all  stay  here,  me  shew  you  good  laugh :  so  down  he  sits, 
and  gets  his  boots  o(f  in  a  moment,  and  put  on  a  p^r  of  pumps 
(as  we  call  the  flat  shoes  they  wear)  and  which  he  had  in  ^his 
pocket,  gives  my  other  servant  his  horse,  and,  with  his  gun, 
away  he  flew,  swift  like  the  wind. 

The  bear  was  walking  softly  on,  and  offered  to  meddle  with 
nobody,  rill  Friday  coming  pretty  near,  calls  to  him,  as  if  the 
bear  could  understand  him ;  Hark  ye^  harkye^  says  Friday ^  me 
speakee  wit  you.  We  followed  at  a  distance;  for  now  being 
come  down  on  the  Gascoigne  side  of  the  mount^ns,  we  were 
entered  a  vast  great  forest,  where  the  country  was  pl^n,  and 
pretty  open,  though  many  trees  in  it  scattered  here  and  there. 

Friday^  who  had,  as  we  say,  the  heels  of  the  bear,  came  up 
with  him  quickly,  and  takes  up  a  great  stone,  and  throws  at  him, 
and  it  hit  him  just  on  the  head ;  but  did  him  no  more  harm  than 
if  he  had  thrown  it  against  a  wall ;  but  it  answered  Friday's  end; 
for  the  rogue  was  so  void  of  fear,  that  he  did  it  purely  to  make 
the  bear  follow  him,  and  shew  us  some  laugh,  as  he  called  it. 

As  soon  as  the  bear  felt  the  stone,  and  saw  him,  he  turns 
about,  and  comes  after  him,  taking  devilish  long  strides,  and 
shuffling  along  at  a  strange  rate,  so  as  would  put  a  horse  to  a 
middling  gallop :  away  runs  Friday^  and  takes  his  course,  as  if 
he  ran  towards  us  for  help;  so  we  all  resolved  to  fire  at  once 
upon  the  bear,  and  deliver  my  man  ;  though  I  was  angry  at  him 
heartily  for  bringing  the  bear  back  upon  us,  when  he  was  going 
about  his  own  business  another  way ;  and  especially  I  was  imgry 
that  he  had  turned  the  bear  upon  us,  and  then  run  away ;  and  I 
called  out^  Tou  dogj  s^d  I,  is  this  your  making  us  laugh  f    .Gmk 
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GWay,  an  J  take  your  horse^  that  we  may  shoot  the  creature.  He 
hear^  me^  and  cries  out,  Nq  shoot^  no  shoot^  stand  sfill,  you  get 
much  laugh :  and  as  the  nimble  creature  ran  two  foot  for  the 
beast's  one,  he  turned  on  a  sudden,  on  one  side  of  us,  and  seeing 
a  great  oaJc  tree,  fit  for  his  purpose,  he  beckoned  to  us  to  follow, 
and  doubling  his  pace,  he  gets  nimbly  up  the  tree,  laying  his  gim 
down  upon  the  ground,  at  about  five  or  six  yards  from  the  bottom 
of  the  tree. 

The  bear  soon  came  to  the  tree,  and  we  followed  at  a  distance ; 
the  first  thing  he  did,  he  stopped  at  the  gun,  smelt  to  it,  but  let 
It  lie,  and  up  he  scrambles  into  the  tree,  climbing  like  a  cat, 
though  50  monstrously  heavy.  I  was  amazed  at  the  folly,  as  I 
thought  it,  of  my  man,  and  could  not  for  my  life  see  any  thing 
to  laugh  at  yet,  till  seeing  the  bear  get  up  the  tree,  we  all  rode 
nearer  to  him. 

When  we  came  to  the  tree,  there  was  Friday  got  out  to  the 
small  end  of  a  large  limb  of  the  tree,  and  the  bear  got  about 
half  way  to  him  ;  as  soon  as  the  bear  got  out  to  that  part  where 
the  limb  of  the  tree  was  weaker.  Ha,  says  he  to  us,  now  you  see 
me  teachee  the  hear  dance ;  so  he  falls  a  jumping,  and  shaking  the 
bough,  at  which  the  bear  began  to  totter,  but  stood  still,  and 
began  to  look  behind  him,  to  see  how  he  should  get  back  ;  then 
indeed  we  did  laugh  heartily.  But  Friday  had  not  done  with 
him  by  a  great  deal :  when  he  sees  him  stand  stitl,  he  calls  out 
to  him  again,  as  if  he  had  supposed  the  bear  could  speak  English^ 
HOtat,you  come  m  further?  Pray  you  come  further.  So  he  left 
jumping  and  shaking  the  trees ;  and  the  bear,  just  as  if  he  un- 
derstood what  he  said,  did  come  a  little  further  \  then  he  fell  a 
jumping  again,  and  the  bear  stopped  again. 

We  thought  now  was  a  good  time  to  knock  him  on  the  head, 
and  I  called  to  Friday  to  stand  still,  and  we  would  shoot  the 
bear ;  but  he  cried  out  earnestly,  0  prt^  !  O  pr^y  !  no  shoot ,  me 
shoot  by  and  then ;  he  would  have  ssud  fy  and  iye.    However^  to 
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shorten  the  stoiy,  FfUay  danced  so  much,  and  the  bear  stood  so 
ticklish,  that  we  had  laughing  enough  indeed,  but  still  could  not 
imagine  what  the  fellow  would  do  i  for  first  we  thought  he  de- 
pended upon  shaking  the  bear  ofF;  and  we  found  the  bear  was 
too  cunning  for  that  too ;  for  he  would  not  go  out  far  enough 
to  be  thrown  down,  but  clings  last  with  his  great  broad  claws  and 
feet,  so  that  we  could  not  imagine  what  would  be  the  end  of  it, 
and  where  the  jest  would  be  at  last. 

But  Friday  put  us  out  of  doubt  quickly  \  for  seeing  the  bear 
cling  fast  to  the  bough,  and  that  he  could  not  be  persuaded  to 
come  any  farther,  fVell^  xvffily  says  Friday y  you  m  C9me  farther^ 
mc  gOy  me  go ;  you  no  come  to  me^  me  go  come  to  you ;  and  upon 
this  he  goes  out  to  the  smallest  end  of  the  bough,  where  it  would 
bend  with  his  weight,  and  gently  lets  himself  down  by  it,  sliding 
down  the  bough  till  he  came  near  enough  to  jump  down  on  his 
feet,  and  away  he  ran  to  his  gun,  takes  it  up,  and  stands  still. 

Well,  said  I  to  him,  Friday,  what  will  you  do  now  ?  Why 
don't  you  shoot  him :  No  shoot,  says  Friday^  no  yet ;  me  shoot 
now  me  no  kill;  me  stay  give  you  one  more  laugh ;  and  indeed  so 
he  did,  as  you  will  see  presently;  for  when  the  bear  see  bis 
enemy  gone,  he  comes  back  from  the  bough  where  he  stood,  but 
did  it  mighty  leisurely,  looking  behind  him  every  step,  and 
coming  backward  till  he  got  into  the  body  of  the  tree ;  then  with 
the  same  hinder  end  foremost,  he  came  down  the  tree,  grasping 
it  with  his  claws,  and  moving  one  foot  at  a  time,  very  leisurely; 
at  this  juncture,  and  just  before  he  could  set  his  hind  feet  upon 
the  ground,  Friday  stepped  close  to  him,  clapped  the  muzzle  of 
his  piece  into  his  ear,  and  shot  him  as  dead  as  a  stone. 

Then  the  rogue  turned  about,  to  see  if  we  did  not  laugh ;  and 

when  he  saw  we  were  pleased  by  our  looks,  he  ^s  a  laughing 

himself  very  loud;  So  we  kill  hear  in  my  country,  says  Fridetf, 

So  you  kill  them,  said  I ;  why  you  have  no  gims.    Noy  says  he, 

«&gMH^  iut  shoot  p-eat  much  long  arrow^ 
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This  was,  indeed,'  a  good  diveraion  to  us,  but  wc  were  still  in    \ 
a  wild  place,  and  our  guide  very  much  hurt,  and  what  to  do  we 
hardly  knew ;  the  howling  of  wolves  run  much  in  my  head ;  and   '^'^ 
indeed  except  the  noise  I  once  heard  on  the  shore  of  Africa^  of 
which  I  have  said  something  already^  I  never  heard  any  thing 
that  filled  me  with  so  much  horror. 

These  things,  and  the  approach  of  night,  called  us  off,  or  else^ 
as  Frid^  would  have  had  us,  we  should  certainly  have  taken  the  K 
skin  of  this  monstrous  creature  off,  which  was  worth  saving ;  but  1 
wc  had  three  leagues  to  go,  and  our  guide  hastened  us ;  so  wc  1 
left  turn,  and  went  forward  on  our  journey.  * 

The  ground  was  still  covered  ^th  snow,  diough  not  so  deep 
and  dangerous  as  on  the  mountains  ;  and  the  ravenous  creatures, 
as  we  heard  afterwards,  were  come  down  into  the  forest  and  plain 
country,  pressed  by  hunger,  to  seek  for  food,  and  had  done  a 
great  deal  of  mischief  in  the  villages,  where  they  surprised  the 
country  people,  killed  a  great  many  of  their  sheep  and  horses, 
and  some  people  too. 

We  had  one  dangerous  place  to  pass,  which  our  guide  told  us, 
if  there  were  any  more  wolves  in  the  country,  we  should  find 
them  there ;  and  this  was  in  a  small  plain,  surrounded  with  woods 
on  every  side,  and  a  long  narrow  defile  or  lane,  which  we  were 
to  pass  to  get  through  the  wood,  and  then  we  should  come  to 
the  village  where  we  were  to  lodge. 

It  was  within  half  an  hour  of  sunset  when  we  entered  the  first 
wQod ;  and  a  little  after  sunset  when  we  came  into  the  plain. 
We  met  with  nothing  in  the  first  wood,  except  that  in  a  litde 
plain  within  the  wood,  which  was  not  above  two  furlongs  over, 
we  saw  five  great  wolves  cross  the  road,  full  speed  one  after  an-  ' 
other,  as  if  they  had  been  in  chase  of  some  prey,  and  had  it  in 
view ;  they  took  no  notice  of  us,  and  were  gone  and  out  of  our 
sight  in  a  few  moments. 

Upon  this  our  guide^  who,  by  the  way,  was  a  wretched  &int- 
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hearted  fellow,  bid  us  keep  in  a  ready  postiire,  for  he  believed 
there  were  more  wolves  a  coming. 

Wc  kept  our  arms  ready,  and  our  eyes  about  us ;  but  wc  saw 
no  more  wolves  till  we  came  through  that  wood,  which  was  near 
half  a  league,  and  entered  the  plain ;  as  soon  as  we  Came  into 
the  plain,  we  had  occasion  enough  to  look  about  us.  The  first 
object  we  met  with  was  a  dead  horse,  that  is  to  say,  a  poor  horse 
which  the  wolves  had  killed,  and  at  least  a  dozen  of  them  at 
work :  we  could  not  say  eating  of  him,  but  picking  of  his  bones 
rather  ;  for  they  had  eaten  up  all  the  flesh  before. 

We  did  not  think  fit  to  disturb  them  at  their  feast,  neither 
did  they  take  much  notice  of  us.  Friday  would  have  let  By  at 
them,  but  I  would  not  suffer  him  by  any  means ;  for  I  found  wc 
were  like  to  have  more  business  upon  our  hands  than  we  were 
aware  of.  We  were  not  gone  half  over  the  plain,  but  wc  began 
to  hear  the  wolves  howl  in  the  wood  on  our  left,  in  a  frightful 
manner ;  and  presently  after  we  saw  about  a  hundred  coming  on 
directly  towards  us,  all  in  a  body,  and  most  of  them  in  a  line,  as 
regularly  as  an  army  drawn  up  by  experienced  officers.  I  scarce 
knew  in  what  manner  to  receive  them  ;  but  found  to  draw  our- 
selves in  a  close  line,  was  the  only  way ;  so  we  formed  in  a 
moment;  but,  that  we  might  not  have  too  much  interval,  I 
ordered,  that  only  every  other  man  should  fire ;  and  that  the 
others  who  had  not  fired,  should  stand  ready  to  givt  them  a 
second  volley  immediately,  if  they  continued  to  advance  upon 
us ;  and  that  then  those  who  had  fired  at  flr^t,  should  not  pretend 
to  load  their  fusils  again,  but  stand  ready,  with  every  one  a  pis- 
tol, for  we  were  all  armed  with  a  fusil,  and  a  pair  of  pistols  each 
man ;  so  we  were,  by  this  method,  able  to  fire  six  volleys,  half 
of  us  at  a  time ;  however,  at  present,  we  had  no  necessity ;  for, 
upon  firing  the  first  volley,  the  enemy  made  a  ftdl  stop,  bang 
terrified,  as  well  with  the  noise  as  with  the  fire;  four  of  them 
being  shot  into  the  head,  dropped ;  several  others  were  wounded, 
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and  went  bleeding  off,  as  we  could  see  by  the  snow:  I  found 
they  stopped,  but  did  not  immediately  retreat ;  whereupon  re- 
membering that  I  had  been  told,  that  the  fiercest  creatures  were 
terrified  at  the  voice  of  a  man^  1  caused  all  our  company  to  halloo 
as  loud  as  we  could,  and  I  found  the  notion  not  alt<^ether  mis- 
taken ;  for  upon  our  shout,  they  began  to  retire,  and  turn  about; 
then  I  ordered  a  second  volley  to  be  fired  in  their  rear^  which 
put  them  to  the  gallop,  and  away  they  went  to  the  woods. 

This  gave  us  leisure  to  charge  our  pieces  again,  and  that  we 
might  lose  no  timcj  wc  kept  going ;  but  wc  had  but  littic  more 
than  loaded  our  fusils,  and  put  ourselves  into  a  readiness,  when 
wc  heard  a  terrible  noise  in  the  same  wood,  on  our  left ;  only 
that  it  was  further  onward  the  same  way  we  were  to  go. 

The  night  was  coming  on,  and  the  light  began  to  be  dusky, 
which  made  it  the  worse  on  our  side ;  but  the  noise  increasing, 
wc  could  easily  perceive  that  it  was  the  howling  and  yelling  of 
those  hellish  creatures;  and,  on  a  sudden,  wc  perceived  two  or 
three  troops  of  wolves  on  our  left,  one  behind  us,  and  one  on 
our  front,  so  that  wc  seemed  to  be  surrounded  with  them  ;  how- 
ever, as  they  did  not  fell  upon  us,  we  kept  our  way  forward,  as 
fast  as  we  could  make  our  horses  go,  which,  the  way  being  very 
roi^h,  was  only  a  good  large  trot ;  and  in  this  manner  we  came 
in  view  of  the  entrance  of  a  wood  through  which  we  were  to  pass, 
at  the  farther  side  of  the  plain ;  but  wc  were  greatly  surprised, 
when,  coming  nearer  the  lane,  or  pass,  we  saw  a  confused  num- 
ber of  wolves  standing  just  at  the  entrance. 

On  a  sudden,  at  another  opening  of  the  wood,  we  heard  the 
noise  of  a  gun ;  and,  looking  that  way,  out  rushed  a  horse,  with 
a  saddle  and  bridle  on  him,  fiying  like  the  wind,  and  sixteen  or 
seventeen  wolves  after  him  full  speed ;  indeed  the  horse  had  the 
heels  of  them  ;  but  as  we  supposed  that  he  could  not  hold  it  at 
that  rate,  we  doubted  not  but  they  would  get  up  with  him  at 
last ;  and  no  quesdon  but  they  did.- 

o 
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But  here  we  had  a  most  horrible  sight ;  for,  riding  up  to  the 
entrance  where  the  horse  came  out»  we  found  the  carcase  of  an- 
other horse,  and  of  two  men  devoured  by  the  ravenous  creatures, 
and  one  of  the  men  was  no  doubt  the  same  who  we  heard  fired 
the  gun,  for  there  lay  a  gun  just  by  him  fired  off;  but  as  to  the 
man>  his  head,  and  the  upper  part  of  his  body,  was  eaten  up. 

This  filled  us  with  horror,  and  we  knew  not  what  course  to 
take  \  but  the  creatures  resolved  us  soon,  for  they  gathered  about 
us  presently,  in  hopes  of  prey ;  and  I  verily  believe  there  were 
three  hundred  of  them.  It  happened  very  much  to  our  advan- 
tage, that  at  the  entrance  into  tfie  wood,  but  a  little  way  from  it, 
there  lay  some  large  timber  trees,  which  had  been  cut  down  the 
summer  before,  and  I  suppose  lay  there  for  carriage ;  I  drew  my 
little  troop  in  among  those  trees,  and  placing  ourselves  in  a  line 
behind  one  long  tree,  I  advised  them  all  to  alight,  and  keeping 
that  tree  before  us,  for  a  breast-work,  to  stand  in  a  triangle,  or 
three  fronts,  inclosing  our  horses  in  the  centre. 

We  did  so,  and  it  was  well  we  did :  for  never  was  a  moit 
furious  charge  than  the  creatures  made  upon  us  in  the  place  1 
they  came  on  us  with  a  growling  kind  of  noise,  and  mounted 
the  piece  of  timber  (which,  as  I  said,  was  our  breast-work,)  as 
if  they  were  only  rushing  upon  their  prey ;  and  this  fury  of 
theirs,  it  seems,  was  principally  occasioned  by  their  sedng  our 
horses  behind  us,  which  was  the  prey  they  aimed  at :  I  ordered 
our  men  to  fire,  as  before,  every  other  man ;  and  they  took  thdr 
aim  so  sure,  that  indeed  they  killed  several  of  the  wolves  at  ^ 
first  volley;  but  there  was  a  necessity  to  keep  a  continual 
firing,  for  they  came  on  like  devils,  those  behind  pushing  on 
those  before, 

When  we  had  fired  our  second  volley  of  our  fii^s  we  thoi^t 
they  stopped  a  little,  and  I  hoped  they  would  have  gone  ofi^  but 
It  was  but  a  moment,  for  others  came  fi>rward  again :  so  we  fired 
two  volleys  of  our  pistols ;  end  I  believe  in  these  four  firings 
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we  had  killed  seventeen  or  dghteen  of  them,  and  lamed  twice  as 
many  ;  yet  they  came  on  again. 

I  was  loth  to  spend  our  last  shot  too  hastily ;  so  I  called  my 
servant,  not  my  man  Friday ^  for  he  was  better  employed ;  for, 
with  the  greatest  dexteiity  imaginable,  he  had  chai^;ed  my  fusil 
and  his  own  while  we  were  cng^ed ;  but,  as  I  said,  I  called  my 
other  man  ;  and  giving  him  a  horn  of  powder,  I  bade  him  lay  a 
train  all  along  the  piece  of  timber,  and  let  it  be  a  lai^e  train ;  he 
did  so,  and  had  but  just  time  to  get  away,  when  the  wolves  came 
up  to  it,  and  some  were  got  up  upon  it;  when  I,  snapping  an 
uncharged  pistol  close  to  the  powder,  set  it  on  fire;  those  that 
were  upon  the  timber  were  scorched  ^th  it,  and  six  or  seven  of 
them  fell,  or  rather  jumped  in  among  us,  with  the  force  and 
fright  of  the  fire ;  we  dispatched  these  in  an  instant,  and  the  rest 
were  so  frighted  with  the  light,  which  the  night,  for  now  it  was 
very  near  dark,  made  more  terrible,  that  they  drew  back  a  little. 

Upon  which  I  ordered  our  last  pistols  to  be  fired  off  in  one 
volley,  and  after  that  we  gave  a  shout;  upwn  this  the  wolves 
turned  tail,  and  we  sallied  immediately  upon  near  twenty  lame 
ones,  who  we  found  struggling  on  the  ground,  and  fell  a  cutting 
them  with  our  swords,  which  answered  our  expectation ;  for  the 
crying  and  howling  they  made  were  better  understood  by  their 
fellows ;  so  that  they  iled  and  left  us. 

We  had,  first  and  last,  killed  about  threescore  of  them;  and 
had  it  been  day-light,  we  had  killed  many  more.  The  field  of 
battle  being  thus  cleared,  we  made  forward  again,  for  we  had 
still  near  a  league  to  go  ;  we  heard  the  ravenous  creatures  howl 
and  yell  in  the  woods  as  we  went,  several  times ;  and  sometimes 
we  fancied  we  saw  some  of  them,  but  the  snow  dazzling  our 
eyes,  we  were  not  certain ;  so  in  about  an  hour  more  we  came 
to  the  town  where  we  were  to  lodge,  which  we  found  in  a  terrible 
fright,  and  all  in  arms ;  for,  it  seems,  that,  the  night  before,  the 
wolves  and  some  bears  had  broke  into  the  village  in  the  night. 
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and  put  them  in  a  terrible  fright ;  and  they  were  obliged  to  keep 
guard  night  and  day>  but  especially  in  the  night,  to  preserve  thdr 
catde,  and  indeed  their  people. 

The  next  morning  our  guide  was  so  til,  and  his  limbs  so  swelled 
with  the  rankling  of  his  two  wounds^  that  he  could  go  no  further; 
so  we  were  obliged  to  take  a  new  guide  there,  and  go  to  T^a- 
lousff^  where  we  found  a  warm  climate,  a  fruitful,  pleasant  coun- 
try, and  no  snow,  no  wolves,  or  any  thing  like  them ;  but  when 
we  told  our  story  at  Thculousej  they  told  us  it  was  nothing  but 
what  was  ordinary  in  the  great  forest  at  the  foot  of  the  moun- 
tainSj  especially  when  the  snow  lay  on  the  ground  ;  but  they  in- 
quired much  what  kind  of  a  guide  we  had  gotten,  that  would 
venture  to  bring  us  that  way  in  such  a  severe  season ;  and  told 
us,  it  was  a  great  chance  we  were  not  all  devoured.  When  we 
told  them  how  we  placed  ourselves,  and  the  horses  in  the  middle, 
they  blamed  us  exceedingly,  and  told  us  it  was  fifty  to  one  but 
we  had  been  all  destroyed ;  for  it  was  the  sight  of  the  horses 
which  made  the  wolves  so  furious,  seeing  their  prey ;  and  that  at 
other  times  they  are  really  afraid  of  a  gun ;  but  the  being  exces- 
sive hungry,  and  raging  on  that  account,  the  eagerness  to  come 
at  the  horses  had  made  them  senseless  of  danger  ;  and  that  if  we 
had  not  by  the  continued  fire,  and  at  last  by  the  stratagem  of  Ae 
train  of  powder,  mastered  them,  it  had  been  great  odds  but  that 
we  had  been  torn  to  pieces ;  whereas,  had  we  been  content  to 
liave  sat  still  on  horseback,  and  fired  as  horsemen,  they  would 
not  have  taken  the  horses  so  much  for  their  own,  when  men 
were  on  their  backs,  as  otherwise;  and  withal  they  told  us,  that 
at  last,  if  we  had  stood  altogether,  and  left  our  horses,  they  would 
have  been  so  eager  to  have  devoured  them,  that  we  might  have 
come  off  safe,  especially  having  our  fire-arms  in  our  hands^  and 
being  so  many  in  number. 

For  my  part,  I  was  never  so  sensible  of  danger  in  my  life ;  for 
seeing  above  three  hundred  devils  come  roaring  and  open-mouthed 
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to  devour  us,  and  having  nothing  to  shelter  us,  or  retreat  to,  I 
gave  myself  over  for  lost ;  and  as  it  was,  J  bdievcj  I  shall  never 
care  to  cross  those  mountains  ^ain ;  I  think  I  would  much 
rather  go  a  thousand  leagues  by  sea,  though  I  were  sure  to  meet 
with  a  storm  once  a  week, 

I  have  nothing  uncommon  to  take  notice  of  in  my  passage 
through  France;  nothing  but  what  other  travellers  have  given 
an  account  of,  with  much  more  advantage  than  I  can.  I  travelled 
from  Thouhuse  to  PariSy  and  without  any  considerable  stay^  came 
to  Calais,  and  landed  safe  at  Dover,  the  fourteenth  of  January, 
after  having  had  a  severe  cold  season  to  travel  in- 

I  was  now  come  to  the  centre  of  my  travels^  and  had  in  a  little  j^ 
time  all  my  new  discovered  estate  safe  about  me,  the  bills  of 
exchange,  which  I  brought  with  mc,  having  been  very  currently 
paid. 

My  principal  guide  and  privy  counsellor,  was  my  good  an- 
cient widoWj  who,  in  gratitude  for  the  money  I  had  sent  her, 
thought  no  pains  too  much,  or  care  too  great,  to  employ  for  mc ; 
and  I  trusted  her  so  entirely  with  every  thing,  that  I  was  perfectly 
easy  as  to  the  security  of  my  eiftcts ;  and  indeed  I  was  very 
happy  from  my  beginningj  and  now  to  the  end,  in  the  unspotted 
integrity  of  this  good  gentlewoman, 

And  now  I  began  to  think  of  leaving  my  eflects  with  this 
woman,  and  setting  out  for  Lisdon,  and  so  to  the  Brasih :  but 
now  another  scruple  came  in  the  way,  and  that  was  religion  ;  for 
as  I  had  entertained  some  doubts  about  the  Roman  religion,  even 
while  1  was  abroad,  especially  in  my  state  of  solitude  ;  so  I  knew 
there  was  no  going  to  the  Brasils  for  me,  much  less  going  to 
settle  there,  unless  I  resolved  to  embrace  the  Rtman  Catholic 
religion,  without  any  reserve ;  unless  on  the  other  hand  I  re- 
solved to  be  a  sacrifice  to  my  principles,  be  a  martyr  for  religion, 
and  die  in  the  Inquisition:  so  I  resolved  to  stay  at  home,  and  if 
I  could  find  means  for  it,  to  dispose  of  my  plantation. 
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To  this  purpose  I  wrote  to  my  old  Triend  at  Lisbon^  who  in 
;turn  gave  me  notice,  that  he  could  easily  dispose  of  it  there: 
Hit  that  if  I  thought  fit  to  give  him  leave  to  offer  it  in  my  name 

die  two  merchants,  the  survivors  of  my  trustees  who  lived  in 

•  Brasihi  who  must  fully  understand  the  value  of  it,  who  lived 
[ust  upon  the  spot,  and  who  I  knew  were  very  rich,  so  that  he 

?Iiev&d  they  would  be  fond  of  buying  it ;  he  did  not  doubt,  bul 

should  make  4  or  5000  pieces  of  eight  the  more  of  it. 

Accordingly  I  agreed,  gave  him  order  to  offer  it  to  them,  and 
le  did  so;  and  in  about  eight  months  more,  the  ship  being  then 
■efurned^  he  sent  me  account,  that  they  had  accepted  che  offer, 
Lnd  had  remitted  3j,ooo  pieces  of  eight  to  a  correspondent  of 
rheirs  at  Lisbon^  to  pay  for  it- 

In  return  I  signed  the  instrument  of  sale  in  the  form  which 
:hey  sent  from  Lisbon^  and  sent  it  to  my  old  man,  who  sent  mc 
Jills  of  exchange  for  32,800  pieces  of  eight  for  the  estate;  re- 
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I  had  to  9ce  mf  island,  and  to  know  if  the  poor  Spaniards  ifcvre 
in  being  there  \  and  how  the  ix^tM^  I  left  there  had  u»cd  them. 

My  true  friend  the  iRpSdow  earnestly  dissuaded  mc  from  it,  and 
GO  fir  ptTvailcd  with  mc,  that  almost  for  sewn  years  she  pre- 
vented my  running  abroad;  during  which  time  I  took  my  two 
nephews,  the  children  of  ore  of  my  brothers,  into  my  care :  the 
^  eldest  hiring  something  of  his  own^  I  bred  up  a«  a  gentleman, 
and  give  him  a  scffkmcnt  of  tome  aidjilicion  to  his  estate,  after 
my  decease ;  the  other  1  put  cue  to  a  captain  of  a  ship  i  and  after 
five  ycanf,  finding  him  a  Aenaiblc,  bold,  enterprising  young  fel- 
low, I  put  him  irio  a  good  ship,  and  sent  him  to  sea :  and  this 
young  fellow  afterwards  drew  me  in,  as  old  as  1  was,  to  faither 
ftdventures  myself. 

In  the  mean  time,  I  in  part  settled  nn-self  here :  for,  fint  of 
all,  I  marned,  and  that  not  cither  ig  my  dtsadvanc^  or  di^ 
aitiaAtccion,  and  had  three  children,  two  aon^  and  one  datjghter : 
but  my  wife  dying,  and  my  nephew  coming  home  with  good 
success  from  a  voyage  to  Sfaaiy  my  inclination  to  go  abroad,  and 
his  importunity,  prevailed,  and  engaged  me  to  go  in  his  ship 
at  a  private  mdcr  to  the  East  InJus^     This  was  in  the  year 

1694- 

in  this  vo\'agc  I  viaced  my  new  colony  in  the  idaru^,  saw  my 

r^  the  6'fKMfssarJjt  had  the  whole  «ory  of  their  lives,  and 

the  rilUins  1  left  there;  how  at  first  they  insulted  the  poor 

SpansMrds^  how  they  idlerwarxU  :^reed,  disagreed,  united,  neps- 

rated,  and  bow  at  last  the  Sfamardr  were  obliged  to  use  violence 

with  them;  how  they  were  sut^ctcd  to  the  Spaniards;  how 

honestly  the  SpuHtards  used  them ;  a  history,  if  it  wxre  entered 

into,  as  full  of  variety  and  wy>nderfiil  acddenn  as  my  own  part ; 

nvticuUrly  abo  as  10  their  battles  with  the  Cdrikham^  who  landed 

scvtnl  liinei  upon  t!K  island,  and  as  to  the  improvement  they 

made  upon  the  island  itself;  antt  how  fvc  of  tt^Tw  T1^^^  vtv 

aflcmpr  upon  the  main  land,  and  brought  avra.^  ^c^tx\  xn^^  ^>x\& 
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ive  women  prisoners';  by  which,  at  my  cotnlngj  I  found  about 
'enty  young  children  on  the  island- 

Hcre  1  stayed  about  twenty  days ;  left  them  supplies  of  all 
lecessary  things,  and  particularly  of  arms,  powder^  shot,  clothes, 
^ools,  and  two  workmen,  which  1  brought  from  England  with  me ; 
liz.  a  carpenter  and  a  smith. 

Besides  this,  I  shared  the  island  into  parts  with  them,  reserved 

[o  myself  the  property  of  the  whole,  but  gave  them  such  parrs, 

'espectively,  as  they  agreed  onj  and  having  settled  all  things 

'ith  them,  and  engaged  them  not  to  leave  the  place,  1  Jeft  them 

there. 

From  thence  I  touched  at  the  BrasilSj  from  whence  I  sent  a 
»ark,  which  J  bought  there,  with  more  people,  to  the  island ;  and 

it>  besides  other  supplies,  I  sent  seven  women,  being  such  as  I 
Found  proper  for  service,  or  for  wives  to  such  as  would  take 
rhem.     As  to  the  Englishmen^  J  promised  them  to  send  them 
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ace

The  juss  application  of  every  incident ,  the  religious  and 
useful  inferences  drawn  front  every  part,  are  so  many  tests- 
wtonies  to  the  good  design  of  making  it  puhlic^  and  must 
Irgititnate  all  the  part  that  may  he  calUd  invention  or  parable 
m  the  story. 

Tie  Second  Part,  if  the   Editor's  opinion  may  pass^  is 
(contrary  to  the  mage  of  Second  Parts)  ever^  'vcoy  at  eu- 
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tertaining  as  the  Ftrsty  contains  as  strange  and  surprising 
incidentsy  and  as  great  a  variety  of  them ;  nor  is  the  appli- 
cation less  serious  or  suitable ;  and  doubtless  will,  to  the  sober ^ 
as  well  as  the  ingenious  Reader^  he  every  way  as  profitable^ 
and  diverting ;  and  this  makes  the  abridging  this  Jf^ork  as 
scandalous  as  it  is  knavish  and  ridiculous.  Seeing,  while  to

earnestly  at  her  ;  so  that  it  a  little  disordered  her,  and  she 
stopped.  ]  asked  her  why  she  did  not  go  on,  and  say  out  what 
the  was  going  to  say?      But  I  perceived  her  heart  was  too  full, 
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With  those  tliouglits>  I  considcrcti  my  new  rngagement ;  that 
1  had  a  wife,  one  child  born,  and  my  wife  then  great  with  child 
of  another ;  that  I  had  all  the  world  could  give  mc>  and  had  no 
need  to  ivck  hiTiirdn  for  gdn  :  ihac  I  wu5  declining  !n  yearH^  and 
oi^ht  to  thinkratherof  leaving  what  I  had  gained  thaji  ofseclc^ 
ing  to  increa^  it  i  that  as  to  what  my  wife  had  said,  of  its  hejng 
an  impulse  from  Heaven,  and  that  it  should  be  my  duty  to  go, 
I  had  no  notion  of  that ;  so  after  many  of  these  c^itaiions,  I 
struggled  with  the  power  of  my  imagination,  reasoned  myself 
out  of  it,  tfj  /  kli^'f  people  may  always  dc  irt  liAt  c4U€i^  if  thtry 
-will;  and,  in  a  word,  1  ETon^juerod  it;  composed  myself  with 
auch  arguments  as  occurred  to  my  thoughts,  and  which  my  pre* 
sent  condidoQ  fWnifthed  me  plentifully  with;  and  partictilarly, 
as  the  most  effectual  method,  1  resolved  to  divert  my^lfwtth 
other  thing*,  and  (o  engage  in  some  business  that  might  effectu- 
ally tie  me  up  from  any  more  excursions  of  this  kind ;  for  I 
found  the  thing  return  upon  me  chiefly  when  I  wn:»  idle,  had 
nothing  to  do,  or  any  thing  of  moment  immediately  before  me. 

To  this  purpose  I  bought  a  little  farm  h\  the  county  of  Bt4- 
fcrd^  and  resolved  to  remove  myself  thither.  I  hod  a  little  con- 
venient house  upon  it>  and  the  land  about  it  I  found  was  i:apal>lc 
of  great  improvcmcni,  am!  thiit  it  was  many  ways  suited  to  my 
ineltnatiDn>  which  delighted  in  cultivating,  managing,  planting, 
and  improving  of  land ;  and  particuUrly,  being  an  inland  coun- 
tryr  ^  ^^  removed  fiom  convcr^ng  among  ships,  sailors,  and 
thtjaga  relating  to  the  remote  port  of  the  world. 

In  a  word,  1  went  down  to  my  tarm,  sealed  my  family,  bought 
mc  ploughs,  hanoia^,  a  can,  waggon,  horses,  cows,  sheep;  and 
vetting  serioudy  to  ^x>rk,  became  in  one  h;tlf  year,  a  mcri;  cuun- 
07  gentleman ;  my  thoughts  were  entirely  taken  up  in  managing 
my  servants,  cultivating  the  ground,  enclosing,  plnntiixg,  i^i> 
and  ]  lived,  oa  1  thought,  the  mosc  agreeable  hfc  that  natun  *iwa& 
capoUe  of  diircrj/^,  or  riiat  a  man  always  V>t^  xo  mv^i.'ffV\»»s:v 
c^bSc  ofbciag  retreated  to. 
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1  farmed  upon  my  own  land,  I  had  no  rent  to  pay^  was  limited 
sy  no  articles,  I  could  puJI  up  or  cut  down  as  I  pleased :  what  1 
jlantcd  was  for  myself,  and  what  I  improved,  was  for  my  family  ; 
Lnd  having  thus  left  off  the  thoughts  of  wandering,  I  had  not  the 
least  discomfort  in  any  part  of  my  life,  as  to  this  world.     Now 

thought  indeed,  that  I  enjoyed  the  middle  state  of  life  that  my 
'ather  so  early  recommended  to  me,  ?,  kind  of  heavenly  life, 
jomething  like  what  is  described  by  the  poet  upon  the  subject  of 

country  life. 

Free  from  'vkes^fre^  from  care^ 
Age  has  no  paia,  and  youth  no  snare. 

But  in  tht  middle  of  all  this  felicity,  one  blow  from  unfore- 
ieen  Providence  unhinged  me  at  oncej  and  not  only  made  ^ 
»rcach  upon  me,  inevitable  and  incurable,  but  drove  me,  by  its 
:onsequence,  into  a  deep  relapse  into  the  wandering  disposition; 
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was  as  much  a  stranger  m  it,  tn  my  thoughts,  is  J  was  in  the 
Brasils  when  I  wcnc  lint  on  shore  ihcrrc;  and  as  much  alone, 
except  as  to  the  asdscince  of  servants^  u  I  was  in  my  island.  1 
knew  neither  what  to  do,  or  what  not  to  do.  1  saw  the  world 
.  busy  round  mc,  ontc  part  labouring  for  bread,  and  the  other  jmt 
I  itfjuandering  in  vUc  cxccs^tH  ur  empty  pleasures,  eqmJly  misera- 
ble, because  the  end  they  proposed  still  fled  from  them  ,  for  the 
man  of  pleasure  every  day  surfeited  of  his  vice,  and  heaped  up 
work  for  sorrow  and  repentance ;  and  the  men  of  labour  xpenr 
their  srmigth  in  daily  4trugglings  for  bread  to  miimsin  the  vital 
strength  they  laboured  with ;  so  living  in  a  daiiy  circulation  of 
urrow,  living  but  to  work^  and  working  but  to  livc^  as  if  daily 
bread  were  the  only  end  of  weansomc  life,  and  a  wearisome  life 
the  only  occasion  of  daily  bre-id. 

This  put  me  in  mind  of  the  lite  I  lived  in  my  kii^dom,  dw 
itbuid ;  where  I  suftrred  no  more  com  to  grow,  because  1  did 
not  want  it ;  and  bred  no  more  goaCSj  becatne  1  had  no  more 
use  for  them :  where  the  money  lay  in  the  drawer  dll  it  grew 
mouldy,  and  had  scarce  the  favour  to  be  looked  upon  in  twenty 
years, 

AU  these  things,  had  I  Improved  them  as  I  ought  co  have 
done,  nnd  as  reason  and  ndigion  had  ^ctatcd  to  me,  woukl  have 
uught  mc  to  search  farther  th:tn  human  cnjo><mcn:s  for  a  ftUl 
felicity,  and  that  rhctc  was  something  which  certainly  was  the 
rcuon  ard  end  of  life,  superior  to  all  these  things,  and  which  was 
cither  to  be  pos^sscd^or  at  Ica*t  hoped  tor,  on  this  side  thcgruvc- 

But  my  ^gc  counsellor  was  gone ;  I  w»  like  a  ship  without 
a  piloir  that  could  only  ran  betbrc  the  wind  ;  my  thouf^hts  run 
all  away  again  into  the  old  aftatr*  my  head  quite  was  turned  with 
ihc  whimsies  of  foreign  adventures ;  and  all  the  plczvmt  irmo- 
cent  amusements  of  my  farm  and  my  garden^  my  cattle,  aiwl  my 
Aniily,  wfiich  before  entirely  poss«si  me,  were  noilvw^  ta  Tftt* 
had  no  rclisJ*,  and  were  like  mtzsic  to  one  tVtav\«aTKicai,w  S»A. 
CO  one  thxt  hAs  no  tasfc.     In  a  wocd,  I  r^soXvcA  tt*  \caNt 
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ID  use- keeping,  let  my  farm,  and  return  to  London  :  and  in  a  few 

loiiths  after  I  did  so. 

When  I  came  to  London^  I  was  still  as  uneasy  as  1  was  before ; 

had  no  relish  to  the  place,  no  employment  in  it,  nothing  to  do 

)ut  to  saunter  about  like  an  idle  person,  of  ■whom  it  may  be  said, 

le  is  perfectly  useless  in  God's  creation,  and  it  is  not  one  farthing 

latter  to  the  rest  of  his  kind,  whether  he  be  dead  or  alive.    This 

Iso  was  the  life  which  of  all  circumstances  of  life  was  the  most 

ny  aversion,  who  had  been  all  my  days  used  to  an  active  life;

iregj  of  life  I  and  indeed  I  thought  I  was  much  more  suitably 

■mployed,  when  I  was  twenty  six  days  a  making  me  a  deal 

loard.  ' 

it  was  now  the  beginning  of  the  year  i6gj,  when  my  nephew, 
■ho,  as  I  have  observed  before,  I  had  brought  up  to  the  sea, 
nd  had  made  him  commander  of  a  ship,  was  come  home  from 
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cAd  sen  captain  i  and  so^  if  ii  was  rational  and  practicable,  I  would 
go  and  set  the  UhnA  ^tgain,  and  f;etr  what  waa  become  of  my 
people  There,  t  had  pteo&ed  myself  with  the  thoughts  of  peo- 
pling the  place,  and  carrying  mhabitanCa  from  hence,  getting  a 
patcnc  for  the  possession,  and  I  know  not  what ;  when  in  ihc 
middle  of  all  this,  in  aimes  my  nephew,  as  !  h^ivc  said^  with  his 
project  of  carrying  mc  thither,  in  his  way  to  the  £4:/  IxJiff. 

1  paused  a  while  at  his  words,  and  looking  steadily  at  him. 
IfAa/  devil,  KLxd  \y  sent  ^u  t>f  this  mnlucky  errand  ^  My  nqihtnv 
toucd,  aK  if  he  had  been  frighted  ai  fintt ;  hut  perceivii^  I  was 
not  much  displeased  with  the  proposal,  he  recovered  himwif. 
I  hope  it  may  not  be  an  unlucky  proposal,  Sir,  says  he;  I  dare 
iay  you  would  be  pleased  to  Tiee  your  new  colony  therr,  where 
you  onee  reigned  with  riorc  felicity  than  most  of  your  brother 
monarchs  in  the  world. 

In  a  won],  thr  scheme  hit  <io  exactly  with  my  temper,  that 
u  to  cay,  the  prepoucssion  I  was  under,  and  of  which  I  have 
aaid  »  much,  that  I  told  him,  in  few  words*  if  he  agreed  with 
the  mcrchanrs,  I  would  go  with  him:  but  I  told  him^  I  woutd 
iKit  promt%  to  go  any  lurther  than  my  own  island.  Why,  Sfr, 
says  he,  you  don't  want  to  be  lett  there  again,  1  hope  i  Why, 
said  1,  can  you  not  take  me  \\\>  again  on  your  return  ?  He  told 
me  it  cijuld  ru>l  lie  pt^sHtltlc  rh;tt  the:  menhant%  wotild  allow  him 
to  come  That  way  with  a  laidcn  ship  of  such  value,  it  being  a 
month's  sai]  out  of  his  way,  and  might  be  three  or  four.  Be* 
^dcs.  Sir,  if  I  ^ould  miscarr)',  said  he,  and  not  return  at  all, 
then  you  would  be  just  reduced  to  the  condition  you  wen:  in 
before. 

This  WBS  very  ratk>nal ;  but  we  both  found  out  a  remedy  for 
ir,  which  was  to  cany  a  framed  sloop  on  boird  the  ship,  which, 
being  taken  in  pieces  and  shlpiied  on  hoartl  the  ship,  might,  by 
the  help  of  some  carpenters,  whom  we  agreed  to  carry  wicb.*^^ 
be  act  up  s^nin  in  the  island  i  and  finished,  ElI  to  &q  Xo  ys^^  ^^  \ 
icwdMys. 
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I  was  not  long  resolving;  for  indeed  Che  importunities  of  my" 
nephew  joincci  in  so  effectually  with  my  inclinationj  that  nothing 
:ould  oppiise  me  :  on  the  other  hand,  my  wife  being  deadj  I  had 

jody  concerned  themselves  so  much  for  me,  as  to  persuade 
jmc  one  way  or  other,  except  my  ancient  good  friend  the  widow, 
^ho  earnestly  strtigglcd  with  me  to  consider  my  years,  my  easy 
Icircumscancesj  and  the  needless  hazard  of  a  long  voyage ;  and, 
above  all,  my  young  children  ;  but  ic  was  all  to  no  purpose  ;  I 
had  an  irresistible  desire  to  the  voyage  ;  and  I  told  her  I  thought 
there  was  something  so  uncommon  in  rhe  impressions  T  had  upon 
my  mind  for  the  voyage,  that  it  would  be  a  kind  of  resisting 
Providence,  if  I  should  attempt  to  stay  at  home ;  after  which 
she  ceased  her  expostulations,  and  joined  with  me,  not  only  in 
making  provision  for  my  voyage,  but  also  in  settling  my  family 
aifairs  in  my  absence,  and  praviding  for  the  education  of  my 
[children  H 

In  order  to  this,  I  made  mv  will,  and  settled  the  estate  I  had 
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itccoimt,  whiJc  1  stayed,  and  cither  to  leave  them  there, 
thcrrt  forward,  4«  they  sHuuld  a)ipc:u'  willing  ;  (xarticu^ 

ly  1  carried  n*"o  carpentcn;,  a  wmith,  and  a  very  hindy  ingeni- 
ous (cHow  lA-ho  was  a  cooper  by  trade,  hut  wa$  nIfKi  a  gencrvl 
mechanic;  for  he  was  doctcrous  at  making  whecU,  and  hand- 
mills  to  gmid  com,  was  a  goad  turner,  and  a  good  |x>i*niaker ; 
he  also  made  any  thing  that  was  proper  to  make  of  earth,  or  of 
TCood ;  in  a  word,  wc  called  him  car  Jack  efail  trades^ 

With  these  I  earned  a  tailor,  who  had  offirrcd  himself  to  go 
to  the  Easf  hJ':fj  wrih  my  nt^phew,  but  afterwards 
to  stay  on  our  new  plantaiion,  and  proved  a  most  ne- 
cessary bandy  fcUow  as  could  be  desired,  in  many  other  busi- 
ncsBcs  besides  that  uf  this  trade ;  for,  as  ]  observed  Jbrmerly, 
necessity  arms  tis  for  all  employments. 

My  cargo,  a«  near  as  I  can  ccdlect,  for  I  have  not  kept  an 
account  of  the  particulars,  con^isCod  of  a  sufficient  qutntity  of 
linaif  and  some  thin  English  stuffs  for  clothmg  the  Spttitiariis, 
that  I  eTcpected  to  find  there,  and  enough  of  them  as  by  my  cal- 
culation might  comfortably  supply  them  for  scrcn  yeara^  if  1 
remember  righi,  the  matcrluU  whidi  1  carried  for  clothing  them, 
with  gloves,  hats,  shoes,  stockings,  and  all  such  things  as  they 
could  want  for  wearing,  amounted  to  above  aoo  pounds,  including 
some  beds,  bedding,  and  household -stuff,  pm^uUrly  kitchen 
utensils,  with  pots,  kettle*,  |>c'Aicr,  hntw,  i^c.  and  near  a  humlred 
pound  more  in  iron-work,  nails,  tools  of  every  kind,  staples, 
hooka,  hinges,  and  every  necessary  thing  I  could  think  of< 

I  carried  also  a  hundred  spare  arms,  mu&kcts,  and  fu^ccs,  be- 
sides some  pistols,  a  considerable  quantity  of  shot  of  all  sizes, 
and  tf>^  pieces  of  brass  cannon  ;  and  because  I  knew  not  what 
time,  and  what  extremities  I  was  providing  for,  I  carried  a  bunr 
drad  barrels  of  powder,  besides  swords,  cutlasses,  and  the  iron 
part  of  some  pikci  and  halberts;  to,  that,  in  thorc,  we  VoA  ^ 
brge  magazine  of  all  sorts  of  stores ;  nod  1  madic  rn't  T«r^i«ff« 
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cany  two  small  quarter-deck  guns  more  than  he  wanted  for  his 
ship,  to  leave  behind,  if  there  was  occasion;  that  when  they 
came  there,  we  might  build  a  fort,  and  man  it  against  all  sorts 
of  enemies  i  and  indeed,  I  at  first  thought  there  would  be  need 
enough  of  it  all,  and  much  more^  if  wc  hoped  to  maintain  our 
possessiun  of  the  island,  as  shall  be  seen  in  the  course  of  fhc 
story, 

I  had  not  such  bad  luck  in  this  voyage  as  I  had  been  used  to 
meet  with  ;  and  therefore  bhall  have  the  less  occasion  Co  inter- 
rupt the  reader,  who  perhaps  may  be  impatient  to  hear  how 
matters  went  with  my  colony ;  yet  some  odd  accidents,  cross 
winds,  and  bad  weather  happened,  on  this  first  setting  out,  which 
made  the  voyage  longer  than  I  expected  it  at  first ;  and  I,  who 
had  never  made  but  one  voyage,  (viz.)  my  first  voyage  to  Cuinta, 
in  which  I  might  be  said  to  come  back  again,  as  the  voyage  was 
at  first  designed,  began  to  think  the  same  ill  fate  still  attended 
nd  that  I  was  born  lo  be  never  contented  with  b 
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This  made  \is  all  run  out  a]X>n  the  quancr-dcck,  where  for  a  while 
we  heard  nochiiig,  but  tn  a  few  minutes  wc  saw  a  very  grcU  lights 
and  found  that  there  was  some  very  rcrriblc  fire  at  a  dtctancc ; 
immediately  wc  (ad  recourse  to  our  rcckoningSj  in  which  wc  all 
j^Tccd  that  there  could  be  ro  land  that  way,  in  which  the  fire 
shewed  itaclf,  no  itoi  for  50^  leagues,  for  it  Appearod  ut  W.  N.  W, 
Upon  this  we  concluded  it  muBC  be  some  ^ip  on  Are  at  aea; 
and  03  by  our  hearing  the  noise  of  gtms  just  before,  we  ooih 
eluded  it  could  not  be  fir  off,  we  stood  directly  towardfl  it>  and 
were  pi^ently  satisfied  we  should  discover  it,  because  the  ftrther 
we  sailed,  the  greater  the  light  appeared,  though  the  weather 
being  haiy  wc  could  not  perceive  any  thing  but  the  light  for  a 
while;  in  about  half  ?m  hourS  sailing,  the  wind  l.teing  fair  for 
U4,  chough  not  much  of  it,  and  the  weather  clearing  up  a  IJnle, 
we  could  plainly  discern  that  it  was  a  great  ship  on  6rc  tn  the 
middle  of  the  sea- 

I  was  most  sensibly  couched  with  this  dnaster,  though  noc  at 
all  acqtttinted  with  the  persons  engaged  b  it ;  I  presently  reeol- 
lectcd  my  former  cticumstanccs,  in  what  condition  1  was  in  when 
taken  up  by  the  Pttrtitj^aJ  captain ;  and  how  much  mnre  dcjiUi- 
raUe  the  circumttances  of  the  poor  creatures  belonging  to  this 
ship  must  be  if  they  had  no  other  ship  in  company  with  them : 
upon  thin  1  immedialety  onlerrd,  that  iive  guos  should  be  fired, 
one  soon  after  another,  that,  if  posible,  we  rrughr  give  notice  to 
them  that  there  was  help  for  them  at  hand,  and  that  they  might 
endcaYOur  to  save  themselves  in  their  boat ;  for  though  wc  could 
wee  the  ftunc  of  the  ship,  yet  they,  it  being  night,  could  sec  no- 
dlii^  of  us. 

We  lay  by  some  time  upon  this,  only  driving  as  the  burning 
ship  drove,  waiting  for  day-light ;  when  on  a  sudden,  to  CKir 
gmt  terror,  chough  we  had  reason  to  expea  tt,  the  ship  Mew  up 
ID  the  air,  and  immediately,  that  is  to  say,  in  a  few  nv\wa^«a,  i2i 
cbe  firrwas  01/4  ^nd  she  rest  of  the  ahip  ^uiAl-,  &i%itv^^^^^ 
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»le,  and  mdeed  an  afflicting  sight,  for  the  sate  of  the  poor  men, 
'ho,  I  concluded,  must  be  either  all  destroyed  in  the  ship,  or  be 
the  utmost  distress  in  their  boat  in  the  middle  of  the  occ^n, 
[which  :it:  present,  by  reason  it  was  dark,  I  could  not  see:  how- 
ever, to  direct  them  as  well  as  I  could,  I  caused  lights  to  be 
hung  out  in  all  the  parts  of  the  ship  where  we  couldj  and  which 
wc  had  iaiithorns  for;  and  kept  firing  guns  Liil  the  night  long; 
|letting  them  know  by  this,  that  there  was  a  ship  not  far  off- 

About  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  we  discovered  the  ship's 

boats,  by  the  help  of  our  perspective  glasses ;  found  there  were 

two  of  them,  both  thronged  with  people,  and  deep  in  the  water; 

'e  perceived  they  rowed,  the  wind  being   against  them ;   thit 

icy  saw  our  ship,  and  did  their  utmost  to  make  us  sec  them. 

We  Immediately  spread  our  ancientj  to  let  them  know  we  saw 

[them ;  and  hung  a  waft  outj  as  a  signal  for  them  to  come  on 

[board  ;  and  then  made  more  sail>  standing  directly  to  them.     In 

:tie  more  than  half  an  hour,  we  came 
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of  no  gnat  jcrvicc  to  them,  other  thtn  to  get  some  fresh  water 
and  prDvisiDM  inm  her,  after  they  had  seotre^l  rhcir  lives  from 
the  fire.  They  had  iiideed  small  hope  of  their  lives  by  getting 
into  these  boats  tt  that  distance  from  any  land ;  ordy,  as  they 
said  wdl,  due  they  were  escaped  from  the  &rc,  and  had  a  po&st- 
bilitr^  thac  some  %Hip  might  happen  to  be  at  sea,  and  might  take 
them  ID.  They  had  sail&t  oax^,  aiid  a  compass  -,  and  were  pre- 
paring to  make  the  best  of  their  way  back  to  Ncwf^undUnJ^  the 
wind  blowing  pnrtty  l^ir ;  for  it  blew  an  ca^  ga3c  at  S.  E.  by  E^ 
They  had  as  much  pro^fiions  and  water,  as^  with  sparing  it  to 
OS  to  be  next  door  to  starving,  might  support  them  about  twelve 
days;  in  which^  if  they  had  no  h^d  wrathcr,  and  no  a>ntrary 
winds,  the  captain  said,  he  hoped  he  might  get  the  barks  of  JVrw- 
/iwrJianJt  and  might  perhaps  take  some  &^  to  sustain  them  till 
tfacy  might  go  on  shore.  But  there  werr  so  many  chances 
■gainst  them  in  all  theie  ca«e« ;  ftuch  as  <torms  ro  overset  and 
founder  them ;  rains  and  cold  to  benumb  and  perish  their  limbs ; 
contrary  winds  to  keep  them  out  and  starve  them ;  that  it  must 
have  been  nexc  ta  miraculojs  if  they  had  escaped. 

In  the  midst  of  their  consultations^  every  one  being  hopelen, 
and  ready  to  despair,  the  captain  with  tears  in  his  eyes  told  n>e, 
tbcy  were  on  a  sudden  surprucd  with  the  joy  of  hearing  a  gun 
fire,  and  after  that  t(>ur  more-;  these  were  the  five  gunn  whtth  I 
caused  to  be  fired  at  6t%z  seeing;  the  light :  this  revived  chetr 
hcuts,  and  g;ive  them  the  notice,  which,  as  a^^vf,  I  desired  it 
sJMHtkl,  viz.  that  there  wai  a  ship  at  hand  for  their  help. 

It  was  upon  the  hearing  these  guns,  that  they  took  down  their 
inascs  and  sails ;  the  sound  eomii^  from  the  windward,  the^-  re- 
solred  to  lie  by  till  motmng.  Some  time  after  this,  hearing  no 
more  gun^  they  fired  three  musc^uci&i  one  a  considerable  while 
another ;  but  these,  the  wind  being  contrary,  wt  never 
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)riseci  with  seeing  our  lights,  and  hearing  the  guns,  which^  as  I 
lave  said,  I  caused  to  be  fired  all  the  rest  of  the  night  -  this  set 
:hem  to  work  with  their  oars  to  keep  their  boats  a-head,  at  least 
:hat  we  might  the  sooner  come  up  with  them;  and  at  last,  to 
icir  inexpressible  joy,  they  found  wc  saw  them. 
Tt  is  Tm|yDssible  for  me  to  express  the  several  gestures,  the 
itrange  ecstasies,  the  variety  of  postures,  which  these  poor  dc- 
ivered  people  run  into,  to  express  the  joy  of  their  souls  at  so 
inexpectcd  a  deliverance.  Grief  and  fear  arc  easily  described; 
;ighs,  tears,  groans^  and  a  very  few  motions  of  the  head  and 
lands,  make  up  the  sum  of  its  variety ;  hut  an  excess  of  joy,  a 
turprisc  of  joy,  has  a  thousand  cxtravag;^nccs  in  it;  there  were 
iome  in  tears,  some  raging  and  tearing  themselves,  as  if  they  had 
seen  in  the  greatest  agonies  of  sorrow;  some  stark  raving  and 
lownnght  lunatic;  some  ran  about  the  ship  stamping  with  their 
Feet,  others  wringing   their  hands;   some  were   dancing,  some 
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the  irustcr,  and  hh  two  com|:iantoa%  wIumh  I  delivered  from  the 
villainfl  thac  tec  them  on  shore  in  the  island,  c^me  a  Hnle  way 
towards  it;  but  nothing  was  to  compare  to  this,  either  that  1  saw 
ID  Friday,  or  any  wlwrre  else  in  my  life. 

It  IK  further  observable,  that  thc^e  esctravagajices  did  not  shew 
themselves  in  that  different  manner  I  have  mentioned,  in  different 
persons  only :  bfit  all  the  variety  vrould  appear  in  a  shcxt  sue- 
CTRiion  of  motnents,  in  one  and  the  same  penon.  A  m*n  fhst 
we  aw  this  minute  dumb>  and>  as  it  wcte,  stupid  and  con- 
founded, should  tht;  rext  mimite  be  dancmg  and  hallooing  like 
An  antic;  and  the  next  moment  he  tearing  his  hair^  or  pulling 
h!!(  clothes  to  jiieces,  and  stamping  them  under  his  feet  like  tt 
EiMdtnan;  a  few  moments  atVer  that,  we  should  have  him  all  in 
teoi^i  then  sick,  then  swooning;  and  had  not  immediate  help 
been  had,  wouhl  in  a  few  nuimciits  more  have  been  Jeid ;  and 
thtn  it  was,  not  m^cH  one  or  r*o,  or  ten  or  twenty^  but  with  the 
grotgae  part  of  them  ;  ftnd»  if  I  remember  rights  our  surgeon 
WBS  obliged  to  Jet  above  thirty  of  them  blood. 

Thenf.  were  two  priests  among  thrm^  one  an  old  mnn,  anti  ihe- 
other  a  young  man ;  and  that  which  was  strangest  waSj  that  the 
oldest  man  was  the  worst, 

Aft  soon  ss  he  Hf  his  foot  on  honrd  our  ship,  and  saw  himself 
taic,  be  dropped  down  stone<dcad,  to  all  appearance;  not  the 
least  sign  of  life  could  be  perceived  in  him ;  our  surgeon  imme- 
diately applied  proper  remedies  to  recover  him  ;  and  was  the  only 
jnan  in  the  ship  that  believed  he  was  not  dead :  and  at  length  he 
opened  a  vein  in  hii  arm,  having  6rst  chafed  and  ruhhed  the 
part,  90  as  to  wann  it  as  much  as  possible :  upon  this  the  blood, 
which  only  droppevi  at  fir&t,  flowed  something  frcdy ;  in  three 
annntcs  after,  tlw  man  opened  his  eyes  ;  nn<l  about  a  quarter  of 
aa  hour  after  that,  he  spoke,  grew  better,  and  quite  w<ll ;  after 
dtf  Wood  was  stopped,  he  walked  about,  told  us  he  i<aa  -^^siesA^ 
well,  took  J  dram  of  ctinJia/  which  the  surgcoiv  igavc  Vins  w^ 
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ras  what  we  call  come  to  himself;  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
ifter,  they  came  runmiig  into  the  cabin  to  the  surgeon,  who  -was 
jleeding  a  French  woman  that  had  fainted;  and  told  him,  the 
iriest  was  gone  stark  mad.      It  seems  he  had  begun  to  revolve 

le  change  of  his  circumstance,  and  again  this  put  him  into  an 
ecstasy  of  joy  \  his  spirits  whirled  about  faster  than  the  vessel* 
lid  convey  them ;  rhe  blood  grew  hot  and  feverish ;    and  die 

lan  was  as  fie  for  EsMam  as  any  creature  that  ever  was  in  it; 
[he  surgeon  would  not  bleed  him  again  in  that  condition,  bur 
^avc  him  something  to  doze  and  put  him  to  sleep,  which,  after 

ime  time,  opemted  upon  him,  and  he  waked  the  next  moming 

Tfectly  composed  and  well- 

The  younger  priest  behaved  with  great  command  of  his  pas- 
iions,  and  was  really  an  example  of  a  serious  well-governed  mind; 
Lt  his  first  coming  on  board  the  ship,  he  threw  himself  flat  on 
lis  face,  prostrating  himself  in  thankfulness  for  his  deliverance; 

unseasonably  disturbed  \ 


After  thU  the  young  priest  flpplccd  himself  to  his  coontry 
folks;  liibouTed  to  compose  tficm;  pcr^iulcdpcntmtcd,  argued^ 
rea:soned  with  thcin,  and  did  his  utmo^  to  keep  them  withmthc 
cxerdM  of  their  reason ;  ai^i  with  some  he  had  success,  though 
others  wcre>  for  a  timci  out  ot'  all  government  of  themselves. 

]  Qtnno:  help  committing  thi*  Co  writing,  k»  jierKaji*  it  rrmj- 
be  useful  to  those  into  whose  hands  if  may  t^,  for  the  guidii^ 
themselves  in  all  the  eKtravaginccs  of  their  patsaons ;  for  if  an 
excess  of  joy  can  carry  men  out  to  such  a  length  beyond  the 
reach  of  rhcir  renv)?!,  wh^t  will  not  the  rxtntvagances  of  anger, 
r%gc»  and  a  provoked  mind,  carry  uk  to  f  And  indeed,  here  I 
saw  reason  for  keeping  an  exceeding  watch  over  oiir  passions  of 
every  kind^  as  vretl  those  of  joy  and  satisJxtion,  as  those  of  sor* 
row  and  anger. 

Wc  were  something  disordered  by  these  extravagances  among 
our  new  guests  for  the  first  day  ;  but  when  they  had  been  retired, 
lodgings  provided  for  them  as  well  a&  our  ship  would  allow,  and 
diey  had  i^lept  heartily,  as  mosc  of  them  did,  they  vrtre  quite 
another  sort  of  people  the  next  day- 
Nothing  f)f  giKxl  manners,  or  civil  acknowledgments  for  the 
kindness  shewn  them,  was  wanting ;  the  Frmch^  it  is  knc»wn»  are 
naturally  apt  enough  to  exceed  thnt  way.  The  captain,  and  one 
of  the  priests,  came  to  mc  the  next  day ;  and  desiring  lo  speak 
wich  mc  and  my  nephew,  the  comnunder,  began  lo  conMilt  with 
tn  vhat  should  be  done  with  them ;  and  fint  they  told  us,  Thar> 
as  we  had  saved  rheir  lives,  «o  all  we  had  was  little  enough  fc»r  a 
return  to  us  for  that  kindness  received.  'I'hc  captain  said,  they 
had  caved  some  money  and  some  things  of  value  in  iheir  boats, 
owhed  hastily  up  out  of  the  flame« ;  and  if  wc  would  accept  it, 
they  were  ortlered  to  make  an  olfer  of  ic  all  to  us ;  they  only 
desired  to  be  set  on  shore  somewhere  in  our  ni'ay,  where,  if  poa- 
sSile,  they  might  get  passage  to  Frantic 

My  iwphev  was  for  accepting  their  moRtY  tt  ^xr^  '«^(t4^*»A 
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to  consider  what  to  do  with  them  afterwards;  but  I  ovcr-ralcd 
lim  in  that  part ;  for  I  knew  what  it  was  to  be  set  on  shore  in  i 
:trange  country  ;  and  if  the  Pcrtugal  captain  that  took  me  up  at 
had  served  me  so,  and  took  all  I  had  for  my  deliverance,  1 

LUSt  have  starved,  or  have  been  as  much  a  slave  at  the  Brasils, 
I  had  been  in  Bariary^  the  being  sold  to  a  Mahomrtarr  cr- 
:epted ;  and  perhaps  a  Portuguese  is  not  much  a  better  master 
:han  a  Turky  if  not,  in  some  cases,  a  much  worse, 

I  therefore  told  the  French  captain,  that  wc  had  taken  them 
ip  in  their  distress,  it  was  true ;  but  that  it  was  our  duty  to  do 
lOj  as  we  were  fellow-creatures,  and  as  we  would  desire  to  be  so 
Iclivered,  if  wc  were  in  the  like  or  any  other  extremity  ;  that  we 
lad  done  nothing  for  them,  but  what  wc  believed  they  would 
lave  done  for  ns  if  wt  had  been  in  their  case,  and  they  in  our's ; 
mr  that  we  took  them  up  to  save  them,  not  to  plunder  them; 

id  it  would  be  a  most  barbarous  thing  to  take  that  httlc  from 
hem  which  thev  had  saved  out  of  the  firc^  and  then  sei 
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could  not  but  be  very  thankful  fut  it :  Imt  ihty'  were  m  very 
grou  cocutcmation,  especially  ihc  pisscngcrs,  at  the  nodon  of 
bring  carried  away  to  the  East  Mies :  tnd  they  then  entreated 
me,  that  5cemg  I  wis  driven  so  far  ^  the  westward  before  I  met 
Httli  (hem,  I  wouM  at  least  keep  on  the  same  course-  In  fhc  \nnkn 
Of  J\'ea>/o*fnf!iaiedf  uihere  it  was  probable  I  might  meet  with  some 
ship  or  sloop  that  thc>'  might  hire  to  carry  them  buck  Co  Ctfjr«^tf, 
from  whence  they  came. 

I  thoitghr  this  Wits  bur  i^  rrascnablc:  rrqur«t  on  their  pur;  and 
therciWc  I  inclined  to  agree  to  it :  for  indeed  I  considered^  that 
to  cany  chis  whole  company  to  the  £ajt  Indies^  would  not  only 
be  an  intolerable  scvrrity  upon  the  poor  people,  but  would  be 
ruintng  our  whole  voyage  by  devouring  all  our  provisions ;  so  I 
thought  it  no  breach  of  charter-party,  but  what  an  imfbrcdccn 
Accident  made  absolutely  necessary  to  is ;  and  in  which  no  one 
could  saty  we  were  to  Mame ;  for  the  laws  of  Goo  and  nature 
would  have  forbid  that  we  should  reftise  to  take  up  two  boats 
full  Oif  people  in  such  a  distressed  condition ;  and  iIk  nature  of 
the  thing,  ju  well  resjvxting  (itintelves  ok  the  jiih»t  |>eoplr,  ohtignl 
ua  to  set  chem  on  shore  somewhere  or  other  for  their  delivetvtce; 
so  1  consented  that  wc  would  carry  them  to  NfWfi/mdlsMdt  if 
wind  and  wcaihcr  would  pcmtit ;  and  if  not,  that  1  would  carry 
them  lu  Marfi/rUe  in  the  /fV/r  IrntUs, 

The  wind  continued  fresh  easterly,  but  the  weather  pretty 
good ;  and  as  the  winds  had  continued  in  the  points  between 
and  S.  E.  a  long  lime,  we  mescd  several  opportunities  of 
g  them  to  I'ranet;  for  we  met  several  thi|»  bound  to 
Eunffi  whereof  two  were  FnKfh^  from  St-  ChrtJU^^'t;  but 
Cbey  had  been  so  long  btmng  up  against  the  wind,  that  the/ 
dunr  take  in  no  passengers  fur  fear  of  wanting  prt>vi?uuTi^  fiv  the 
voyage,  as  well  for  themselves  as  for  those  chcy  should  take  in ; 
BO  wc  were  obliged  to  go  on.  It  was  about  a  week  alter  thvt^ 
that  we  made  the  banks  of  A'^w/euHtUtttti^  y/ti'oz^  ^x%  ^mox^sss^  '^s\ 
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itory,  we  put' all  our  French  people  on  board  a  bark,  which  they 
lirifd  at  sea  therej  tu  put  them  on  shore,  and  afterwards  to  carry 
:hem  to  FrafJce,  if  they  could  get  provision  to  victual  themselv« 
tvith  :  when,  I  say,  all  the  French  went  on  shore,  I  should  re- 
nernber,  that  the  young  priest  I  spoke  of,  hearing  we  were 
lound  to  the  EaU  In^ies^  desired  to  go  the  voyage  with  us,  and 

be  set  on  shore  on  the  coast  of  CGromandel^  which  1  readilv 
;rccd  to  i  for  I  wonderfully  liked  the  man,  and  had  very  good 
"cason,  as  will  appear  afterwards  ;  also  four  of  the  seamen  entered 
ihemselves  in  our  ship,  and  proved  very  useful  fellows. 

From  hence  we  directed  our  course  for  the  W^st  Indies^  steer- 
ng  away  S.  and  S.  by  E.  for  about  twenty  days  together,  some- 
rimes  little  or  no  wind  at  all,  when  we  met  with  another  subject 
for  our  humanity  to  work  upon,  almost  as  deplorable  as  that 
Jcforc. 

It  was  in  the  latitude  of  twenty -seven  degrees  five  minutes  N. 
md  the  igrh  day  of  March  1694-5,  when  we  spied  a  sail,  our 
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they  told  us,  chey  expected  to  have  seen  the  Sa/isms 
vshndSf  but  were  then  driven  away  agtin  to  the  south-eau^  by  c' 
strong  gale  of  wind  at  N.  N.  W.  the  same  that  blew  now,  and 
having  no  nils  to  work  the  ship  with^  but  a  main  cout^,  uid  a 
kind  of  square  siul  upon  a  jury  fore  ma^t,  which  they  had  xt  up, 
they  could  not  lie  ncir  the  wind,  but  were  cndcjivouring  to  stand 
away  for  the  Canarin,  4 

Bur  that  which  was  worn  of  all,  was,  that  rhey  were  almost 
aurvcd  for  want  of  provLHionii,  betides  the  fiitigxics  they  bod' 
iindcrgtitie :    thi'ir  bread  ami  flr^h  vas  ijiiire  gone,  thry  had  noC^ 
an  ounce  left  In  the  ship»  And  h^id  had  none  for  eleven  ditys;  die 
only  rthef  they  had,  was,  their  water  was  not  all  spent,  and  they 
lud  about  half  a  barrel  of  flour  left ;    they  had  sugar  enough ; ; 
sonie  suceadcs  or  sweet-meats  ihey  had  at  firsts  but  they  wet« 
devowtd ;  and  they  hod  seven  casks  of  rum. 

There  was  a  youth  and  his  mother,  and  a  naaid-seivant,  on 
jboardt  who  were  gotna  passjriiger^,  ard  thinking  the  ship  wa|py 
Itvady  to  soil,  unhappily  came  on  board  the  evening  before  the 
:liumcarte  hc^nn ;  and,  having  no  proyisions  of  their  own  left, 
diey  were  in  i  more  deplorable  condition  than  the  rest;  for  the 
•esunen  bcmg  reduced  to  such  an  cxirrme  iwcrKsity  thein^felvciEp  i 
pod  no  compassion,  we  may  be  sure,  for  the  poor  passengers; 
jlmd  they  were  indeed  in  a  condition  that  their  misery  b  very 
>|ianl  to  describe.  J 

I  had  perhaps  not  known  rhb  pan,  if  my  curiosity  had  noc 
ilod  me,  the  weather  being  fair*  and  the  wind  abated*  to  go  on 
Jioard  the  ship :  the  second  mate,  who  upon  ttus  csccesion  com* 
;Vnanded  the  «hip,  had  been  on  board  our  &)iip ;  and  he  tokl  me 
Sndccd,  they  h«l  three  passengers  in  the  great  cabin,  that  tbcy 
llirerc  in  a  deplorable  condition ;  nay,  says  hci  I  believe  t*vcy  arc 
dead,  for  I  have  heart!  nothing  of  them  for  above  two  dxys ;  and 
I  WIS  afraid  to  inquire  after  them*  said  he^  ^  1  had  nothing  to 
Iklieve  tbem  with.  4 
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We  immcdiatel)^  applied  ourselves  to  give  them  what  relief 

e  coulil  spare ;  and  indeed  I  had  so  far  over-ruled  things  with 

ly  nephew,  that  I  would  have  victualled  them,  though  wc  had 

;one  away  to  Firginia^  or  any  part  of  the  coast  of  AmerkOi  to 

lave  supplied  ourselves  ;   but  there  was  no  necessity  for  thaL 

But  now  they  were  in  a  new  danger;  for  they  were  afraid  of 

iting  too  much,  even  of  that  little  we  gave  them  ;  the  mate  or 

lommander  brought  six  men  with  him  in  his  boat;   but  these 

^oor  wretches  looked  like  skeletons,  and  were  so  weak,  they 

rould  hardly  sit  to  their  oars  :  the  mate  himself  was  very  ill,  and 

lalf-starvcd ;   for  he  declared  he  had  reserved  nothing  from  tlic 

len,  and  went  share  and  share  alike  with  them  in  every  bit 

:hey  ear. 

I  cautioned  him  to  eat  sparingly,  but  set  meat  before  him  im- 

lediatcSy,  and  he  had  not  eaten  three  mouthfuls  before  he  began 

to  be  sick,  and  out  of  order  j  so  he  stopt  awhile,  and  our  surgeon 

lixed  him  up  somethine  with  some  broth,  which  he  sdd  would 
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'maii  servant,  who  he  had  heard  nothing  of  for  two  or  dircedi^; 

,vul  wIkj  he  &ecmcd  to  confess  ihcy  had  wholly  neglected*  their 
own  cxtnrmitics  being  so  great ;  by  which  1  underwood,  tfa>t 
they  had  really  given  tSem  tw  food  at  ill ;  and  that  thercfbn 
they  must  be  jwri^ed,  and  be  all  lying  dead  perhaps  on  the  floor 
or  deck  of  the  cabin. 

As  I  therefore  kept  the  mate,  who  we  then  called  captain^  00 
board  with  his  men  to  refresh  them,  so  1  also  forgot  not  the 
starving  crew  that  were  left  on  bonrd,  but  ordered  my  own  boat 
to  go  on  bovd  the  »h:p,  and  with  my  mate  and  twelve  men  to 
carry  ihetn  a  Kurk  of  breoxl,  and  fuur  or  five  pieces  of  beef  to 
boiL  Our  surgeon  ehaiged  the  men  to  cause  the  meat  to  be 
boiled  while  they  stayed,  and  to  keep  guard  in  the  cook-room  to 
prevent  the  mm  taking  it  to  car  raw,  nr  tnkmg  it  out  of  the  |xit 
before  it  was  well  boiled,  and  then  to  give  every  man  but  a  very 
little  at  a  time;  and  by  thti  caution  he  preserved  the  mcn»  who 
would  orherwisc  have  killed  thcf:i±clvcs  wirh  that  very  food  that 
was  given  thum  on  purjHJse  to  save  their  Viva. 

At  the  same  time,  1  ordered  the  mate  to  go  into  the  great 
cabin»  and  sec  what  condition  the  psor  passengers  were  b,  and* 
if  they  WTie  alive,  to  comfort  thcni  and  give  them  what  rrfresh- 
ment  was  proper;  and  the  ^jrgeon  gave  him  a  lif^  pitcher 
with  some  of  the  prepared  broth  which  he  had  given  the  mate 
that  was  on  boards  axul  which  he  did  not  qucsdoti  would  restore 
them  gradialty* 

I  was  not  satisfied  with  thi^;  but  as  I  said  above,  having  a 
great  mind  to  sec  the  scene  of  misery  which  I  knew  the  ship 
itwlf  wouki  present  me  with,  in  a  more  lively  maniKr  than  I 
could  have  ic  by  report,  I  rook  the  captsun  of  the  ship,  at  we 
now  called  him,  with  me,  and  went  mvself  a  little  after  in  their 
boat. 

I  found  the  poor  men  on  board  almost  in  a  tumult  to  ^  tl>dc^ 
victuals  out  of  the  boiJer  before  it  waa  readf  *.  ^ux  icv^  xc^a^^ 
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observed -his  order,  and  kept  a  good  guard  at  the  cook-roan 
door;  and  the  man  he  placed  there,  after  iising  all  pos^blc per- 
suasion to  have  patience,  kept  them  off  by  force ;  however,  he 
caused  some  biscuit  cakes  to  be  dipped  in  the  pot,  and  softened 
with  the  liquor  of  the  meat,  which  they  call  brcwis,  and  gave 
them  every  one  one,  to  stay  their  stomachs,  and  told  them  it  wu 
for  their  own  safety,  that  he  was  obliged  to  give  them  but  a  littk 
at  a  time.  But  it  was  all  in  vain,  and  had  I  not  a>me  on  board, 
and  their  own  commander  and  officers  with  me,  and  with  good 
words,  and  some  threats  also  of  giving  them  no  mor«,  I  believe 
they  would  have  broke  into  the  cook-room  by  fcMx:e,  and  ttwc 
the  meat  out  of  the  furnace ;  for  words  are  indeed  of  very  small 
force  to  a  hungry  belly :  however  we  pacified  them,  and  fed 
them  gradually  and  cautiously  for  the  first  time,  and  the  next 
time  gave  them  more,  and  at  last  filled  their  bellies,  and  the 
men  did  well  enough. 

But  the  misery  of  the  poor  passengers  in  the  cabin  was  of 
another  nature,  and  far  beyond  the  rest ;  for  as,  first,  the  ship's 
company  had  so  little  for  themselves,  tt  was  but  too  tnic,  that 
they  had  at  first  kept  them  very  low,  and  at  last  totally  neg- 
lected them ;  so  that  for  six  or  seven  days,  it  might  be  said, 
they  had  really  had  no  food  at  all,  and  for  several  days  before 
very  little. 

The  poor  mother,  who,  as  the  men  reported,  was  a  woman 
of  good  sense,  and  good  breeding,  had  spared  all  she  could  get 
so  affectionately  for  her  son,  that  at  last  she  entirely  sunk  under 
Jt:  and  when  the  mate  of  our  ship  went  in,  she  sat  upon  the 
floor  or  deck,  with  her  back  up  against  the  sides,  between  two 
chairs,  which  were  lashed  fast,  and  her  head  sunk  in  between  her 
shoulders,  like  a  corpse,  though  not  quite  dead*  My  mate  said 
all  he  could  to  revive  and  encourage  her,  and  with  a  spoon  put 
some  broth  into  her  mouth :  she  opened  her  lips,  and  lifted  up 
one  hand,  but  could  not  speak :  yet  she  understood  what  he  said. 
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made  agns  to  him,  inliimting,  \hx(  it  was  loo  late  for  hcr» 
but  pointed  to  her  child,  as  if  she  would  have  saidj  they  should 
take  care  of  him. 

'  Howc^'cr  the  mjitc,  who  wx%  exceedingly  moved  with  the 
ktate,  ewieavourcd  to  get  some  of  the  brorh  into  hrr  mouth ; 
PS,  03  he  soidj  got  two  or  three  spoonfuls  down,  though  1  ques- 
tion whether  he  could  be  sure  of  it  or  not:  but  it  was  too  laic, 
i  she  died  the  same  nighc 

The  youthj  who  was  preserved  at  the  price  of  his  moat  aflVc- 
ionntc  mother's  iife,  was  not  so  far  gone ;  yet  he  lay  tn  a  cabin- 
»  one  stretched  out,  wirh  hardly  any  life  left  in  him :  he 
a  piece  of  an  eld  glove  lit  hi«  mouth,  havittg  eaten  up  the 
rest  of  it ;  ho^xver,  being  young,  and  having  more  strength  than 
mother,  the  mate  got  something  down  his  thtoat,  and  he 
an  ^imhly  to  revive,  though,  by  giving  him  HOine  time  after 
f  cwo  or  three  spoonfuls  extraordinary)  he  was  very  skk,  and 

c  it  up  agoim 
But  the  next  care  was  the  poor  maid:  she  lay  all  along  upon. 
|lhc  deck  hard  by  her  mistress,  and  just  like  one  that  had  fallen 
wn  with  aji  apoplexy,  and  struggled  for  life :  her  limbs  were 
one  of  her  hands  was  clasped  round  the  (ranK  of  a  chair, 
she  griped  tt  so  hanl  that  my  couM  not  easily  mike  her  let 
;  herotherannbyoverher  head,  and  her  lect  lay  both  logcther, 
isst  against  the  frame  of  the  cabin-table:  in  short,  she  lay  just 
c  OIK  in  the  last  agonies  of  death,  and  yet  she  was  alive  too. 
The  poor  creature  wa*   m>r  only  starved  with    hunger,  and 
Ferrified  with  the  thoughts  of  death,  but,  as  the  men  told  tu 
iftcr^'ards,  was  broken-hearted  for  her  mistress^  who  she  sai 
lying  two  or  three  days  before,  and  who  ^  loved  mo»t 
iSerly. 

We  knew  no:  what  to  do  with  this  poor  girl ;  for  when  our 
ntrgcon,  wlw  was  a  man  of  very  great  knowledge  and  cx^je-

'ur  business  was  to  relieve  this  distressed  ship's  crew,  but  not 

lie  by  for  them ;   and  though  they  were  willing  to  steer  riic 

amc  course  with  us  for  some  days,  yet  we  could  carry  no  sail  to 

:eep  pice  with  a  ship  that  had  no  masts :  however,  as  thefr  cap- 

lin  begged  of  us  to  help  him  to  set  up  a  main  top-mast,  and  a 

itid  of  a  top-mast  to  his  jury  fore-mast,  wc  did^  as  it  wcrcj  lie 

\y  him  for  three  or  four  days  ;  and  then  having  given  him  five 

lan-els  of  beef,  a  barrel  of  pork,  two  hogsheads  ofbiscuit,  anda 

iroportTon  of  peas,  flour^  and  what  other  things  we  could  spare; 

md  taking  three  casks  of  sugar,  some  rum,  and  some  pieces  of 

■ighc  of  them  for  sntisftiction,  wt  k'fr  rh^'m,  takmg  on  board 
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Ki  ro  szy,  starving  in  the  world.  He  said  he  mattered  not  whi- 
ther he  went,  if  Sc  was  bu!  delivered  from  the  terrible  crew  be 
was  among:  that  the  captain  (by  which  he  meant  mc,  tor  be 
oould  know  nothing  of  my  nephew)  had  saved  his  life,  and  he 
was  stire  would  not  hurt  him  ;  and  as  for  the  maid,  lie  wh«  sure, 
if  she  came  to  herself,  she  would  be  very  thankful  for  tr,  let  us 
carry  them  where  wc  would.  The  surgeon  represented  the  case 
M>  ftflectionaiely  to  mc,  that  I  yielded,  and  we  took  them  both 
on  board  with  all  their  goods,  except  ekven  hopi;headK  of  sugar, 
whkh  could  not  be  removed,  or  come  at ;  and  as  the  youth  had 
a  btll  of  lading  for  them,  1  made  his  commander  sign  a  writingj 
ohitging  him  to  go,  as  soon  as  he  came  lo  Rrufcl,  to  one  Mr, 
R*gtrt^  a  merchant  there,  to  whom  the  youth  said  he  \»"as  re- 
btcd,  and  to  deliver  a  letter  which  I  wrote  to  him,  and  all  the 
goods  [ic  had  belonging  to  the  deceased  widow;  whkh  I  sup- 
pose was  not  done,  for  I  could  never  learn  that  che  ship  came  to 
BHsfoii  but  wn£,  na  i^  most  probable,  lose  at  sea,  bdng  in  so 
disabled  a  condition,  and  so  fiir  from  any  land,  that  I  am  of 
opininn,  the  Ar%t  siiinn  «he  itier  with  nftrrwarcls,  she  miflhc 
founder  in  d)e  «ea;  for  she  was  leaky,  and  had  damage  in  her 
bold  when  we  met  with  her* 

I  wxs  now  in  the  latitude  of  i^deg.  j2  mm.  and  had  hitherto 
had  a  tolerable  voyage  as  to  weather,  though  at  tirsc  the  winds 
had  been  contrary.  1  shall  trouble  nobody  with  the  little  inci- 
dertfs  of  wind,  weather,  currents,  i^c,  on  the  rest  of  our  royage ; 
but,  shonening  my  storj*  for  the  uke  of  what  is  to  follow,  shall 
obcerve,  thar  I  came  to  my  old  habication,  the  bland,  on  the 
joch  of  yifrij^  1^95-  1^  ^^  ^'^  ^^  small  difficulty  that  1 
found  the  place ;  for  as  I  came  to  it,  and  went  from  it  before^ 
on  the  iDuth  and  east  side  of  the  island,  as  coming  from  the 
SrmjiJtt  fto  now  coming  in  between  the  mun  and  the  island,  and 
having  no  chart  for  Che  coast,  nor  any  Undmark>  1  <Ud  wA  \^i«]m

We  beat  about  a  great  while,  and  went  on  shore  on  seved 
l?lar,ds  III  the  mouth  of  the  great  river  Oroonoqiity  but  none  for 

\y  purpose;  only  this  I  learned  by  my  coasting  the  shore,  thai 

was  under  one  great  mistake  before,  viz.  that  the  contineni 
[vhich  J  thought  I  saw  from  the  island  I  lived  in,  was  really  no 
:nnlincnt,  hut  a  long  island,  or  rather  a  ridge  of  islat^ds  reaching 
rrom  one  to  the  other  side  of  rhe  extended  mouth  of  that  great 
ivcr;  ard  that  the  savages  who  came  to  my  islandj  were  noi 
iropcrly  those  which  we  call  Caribbecs^  but  islanders,  and  other 

irbarians  of  the  same  kind,  who  inhabited  something  nearer  to 
»ur  side  than  the  rest. 

In  short,  I  visited  several  of  these  islands  to  no  purpose  ^ 
iomc  I  found  were  inhabited,  and  some  were  not.  On  one  of 
hem  1  found  some  Spajjiards^  and  thought  they  had  lived  there; 
)ut  speaking  with  them,  found  they  had  a  sloop  lay  in  a  small 
rreek  hard  by,  and  they  came  hither  to  make  salt,  and  catch 
iome  oearl-muscleSx  ifthev  could  :  but  thev  belonged  to  the  Isle 
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hcTt,  or  no  ?  »nd  ivhxc  dn  y^nu  rhink^  fthall  we  ittrc  jrotir  father  ? 
The  fellow  stood  muie  as  a  itock  a  gotxi  while;  but  when  I 
lumed  his  fhthcr,  the  poor  af^tionatc  creature  looked  dejected; 
and  I  could  see  the  tears  run  dcrwii  his  fdcc  very  plentifully. 
What  i^  the  mattcTj  FriJay^  s^d  I  ?  are  you  troubled  became 
you  may  »c  your  father }  No,  no,  s<rfs  h€y  ahakiog  his  head,  no 
sec  him  more,  no  ever  more  see  again.  fP^hy  j»,  said  1,  Friday  f 
Apw  d9y7U  kxiGiv  Shaif  O  no,  O  no,  says  FriJ&yy  he  long  ago 
die;  long  ago,  he  much  old  man.  Well,  vrell,  j^j  /,  Friday ^ 
you  don't  know ;  but  shall  wc  sec  any  one  else  then  ?  The  fel- 
low, if  $eems»  ha^l  l)etter  eyes  th.tn  I,  and  he  poiiict  just  to  the 
hill  above  my  old  house;  and  though  we  lay  half  a  league  off^ 
he  erics  out,  Wc  sec !  wc  see !  yes,  we  see  much  man  there,  and 
there,  and  there.  I  looked,  but  1  could  sec  nobody^  no,  not 
with  a  [perspective  gkeu;  which  was,  I  supjxxie,  because  1  could 
nor  hit  the  place ;  for  the  fellow  was  right,  as  I  found  upon 
inquiry  the  ncW  day,  and  there  were  five  or  six  men  altogether 
stood  to  look  at  the  ship,  not  knowini]:  what  to  think  of  us. 

A*  soon  as  Friday  had  told  me  he  saw  people,  1  caused  the 
Bnj^tish  ancient  to  be  ^rcad,  and  fired  three  guns,  to  give  them 
notice  we  were  fncnds ;  and  about  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
after,  wc  pcreeivcd  a  smoke  rise  from  the  side  of  the  creek ;  so 
J  immediately  ordered  a  boat  out,  caking  Frid^  with  me ;  and» 
hanging  out  a  white  flag,  or  flag  of  tmce,  E  went  directly  on 
ahorc,  taking  with  inc  the  young  friar  I  mentioned,  to  whom  1 
had  told  the  whole  atory  of  my  li^ng  there,  and  the  manner  of  it, 
and  e\'ery  particubr,  both  of  myself^  and  those  I  left  there ;  and 
who  wa5  on  that  account  extremely  deairous  to  go  with  me.  We 
had  besides  nlviut  sixteen  men  very  well  armed,  if  we  had  found 
my  new  guest  there  which  we  did  not  know  of:  but  we  had  no 
need  of  weapons. 

As  wc  went  on  shore  upon  the  tide  e(  floods  near  K^K^nvxx^ 
wc  rowed  dirtcfl/  rnfo  the  creek. ;  and  the  &t«.  wcu\  \  fex^A  tw\ 
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yc  upon,  was  the  Spaniard^  whose  life  I  had  saved,  and  who  I 
:new  by  his  face  perfectly  well ;  as  to  his  habit,  I  shaJl  describe 

afterwards.  I  ordered  nobody  to  go  on  shore  at  first  bur 
lyself ;  but  there  was  no  keeping  Fridtiy  in  the  boat :  for  the 
ffiriitionate  creature  had  spied  his  father  at  a  distance^  a  good 
'ay  off"  of  the  Spaniards^  where  indeed  I  saw  nothing  of  him; 

id  if  they  had  not  let  him  go  on  shore,  he  would  have  jumped 

nto  the  sea.      He  was  no  sooner  on  shore,  but  he  flew  away  lo 

lis  father  like  an  arrow  out  of  a  bow.     It  would  have  made  any 

lan  have  shed  tears,  in  spite  of  the  firmest  resolution,  to  have 

M\  the  first  transports  of  this  poor  fellow's  joy,  when  he  came 
his  father  ;    how  he  embraced  him,  kissed  him,  stroked  his 

:e,  took  him  up  in  his  arms,  set  him  down  upon  a  tree,  and 

ly  down  by  him  ;  then  stood  and  looked  at   him  as  any  one 

^Duld  look  at  a  strange  picture,  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  together; 

Ihen  lie  down  upon  the  ground,  and  stroke  his  legs  and  kiss 

lem,  and  then  get  up  again,  and  stare  at  him ;  one  wouJd  have 
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K  endless  to  tike  nodcc  oF  2II  the  ccrcmoiucs  and  civilities  that 
the  SpriniarJi  received  nic  with.  The  firtt  SpaninrJ,  who,  as  I 
said,  I  knew  very  wcllj  was  he  whose  life  1  had  sivcc  :  he  came 
cowards  the  boat,  attended  by  one  more,  carrying  a  Hag  of  tmce 
also  ;  and  he  did  not  only  not  know  tnc  at  first,  but  he  had  nn 
thuijghtK,  no  notion,  of  its  bring  me  rhii^r  was  come,  til)  I  spoke 
to  him.  Seignior,  said  I  in  P&r/u^Kru,  do  you  not  kiiow  me? 
St  which  he  spoke  not  a  word ;  but  gtvmg  his  tnusquct  to  the 
man  that  «■»  with  him^  threw  his  amifi  abroad,  and  sying  9ome- 
rhii^  in  Spanij/j  that  I  did  not  perfectly  hear,  comes  forward 
and  embraced  me,  telling  me>  he  was  inexcusable  not  to  know 
that  faoc  again  that  He  had  oiicc  ftecn,  as  of  an  angel  from  heaven 
acril  lo  save  hia  life  :  he  uid  ahimdance  of  very  hjmdftome  things^ 
as  a  well  bred  Spaniard  always  knows  how ;  and  then  beckoning 
to  the  person  that  attended  hJm,  bade  him  go  and  call  out  his 
comrades.  H(r  then  usked  me  if  I  would  walk  to  my  oli)  habi- 
dCton,  where  he  would  give  me  possession  of  my  own  house 
^ain»  and  where  i  should  see  there  had  been  but  mean  tmprove- 
metit^t.  So  I  v^^ked  ;duiig  with  him;  but,  ala^ !  I  could  no 
more  fiiui  the  place  again,  than  if  I  had  never  been  there ;  for 
they  had  planted  so  many  trees,  and  placed  them  in  such  a  pos- 
tuie,  so  thick  and  dose  to  one  another,  in  ten  ycar^  time  they 
werv  grown  so  big,  that,  in  sksrt^  the  place  w^k  inacrrwihie,  ex- 
cept by  such  \^iiidLngE,  and  blind  ways,  as  they  themurlves  only 
who  made  them  could  find. 

I  asked  them,  what  put  them  ujKin  all  these  forlificaiJons  ? 
He  told  me,  I  wouUl  lay  there  wot  need  enough  of  it,  when  ihcy 
had  given  me  an  account  bow  they  hid  passed  their  tinw  since 
tbeif  anivtng  in  the  island,  especially  after  they  had  the  misJor- 
tunc,  to  find  that  I  was  gone :  he  told  nie  he  could  not  but  hare 
some  satisfaction  in  my  good  fortune,  when  be  heard  that  I  was 
gone  away  in  a  good  ship,  and  to  my  sadsJsction ;  and  tKil  ^ 
had  csftcntinio  a  strong  pcrsua^on^  tbat  one  Uvn^  etc  c:^^?^^  V41 
Mltouklspemc  agiin ;  bur  nothing  that  ever  bet<:W\m \u \\>&^ 
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le  said,  was  so  surprising  and  afflicting  to  him  at  first,  as  tfce 
lisappointmenC  he  was  under  when  he  came  back  to  the  Jslandj 
intl  found  I  was  noc  there. 

As  to  the  threi;  barbarians  (so  he  called  them)  that  were  left 
jehind,  and  of  whom  he  said  he  had  a  long  story  to  tell  me ;  the 
Spaniards  all  thought  themselves  much  better  among  the  savages^ 
»rJy  that  rhclr  number  was  so  sm^l.  And,  says  he,  had  they 
:eii  strong  enough,  we  had  been  ail  long  ago  in  purgatory  \  and 
Ivith  that  he  crossed  himself  on  the  breast.  But,  Sir,  says  he,  i 
lope  you  will  not  be  displeased,  when  i  shall  tell  you  how,  forced 
jy  necessity,  we  were  obliged,  for  our  own  preservation,  to  dis- 
Lrm  them,  and  make  them  our  subjects,  who  would  not  be  con- 
:ent  with  being  moderately  our  masters^  but  would  be  our  mur- 
icrers,  I  answered,  I  was  heartily  afraid  of  it  when  1  left  them 
:here ;  and  nothing  troubled  me  at  my  parting  from  the  island, 
JUt  that  they  were  not  come  back,  that  I  might  have  put  them 
in  possession  ot  every  thing  first,  and  left  the  other  m  a  state  af 
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bcc&mc  them ;  and  in  short,  they  had  50  mgch  more  fnanncrs 
than  t,  (hic  [  ^niKc  knew  hovr  to  receive  their  civilities,  much 
less  how  to  return  ihcm  in  kind, 

Tilt  history  of  their  coming  to,  and  conduct  in  the  lAlnjuj,  after 
my  going  away,  ia  so  vety^  remarkable,  and  has  ao  many  inci- 
dents, which  the  former  part  of  my  relation  will  help  to  undcf^ 
scind,  and  which  will,  in  most  of  d^c  particulars,  refer  to  that 
account  J  have  already  given,  thac  1  cannot  but  commit  them 
with  grrac  delight  to  the  rritiing  of  thuNc  that  conic  uftcr  nic- 

I  shall  no  longer  trouble  the  story  with  a  relation  in  the  (int 
person,  which  will  put  me  to  the  c):penw  of  ten  thou&ind  jaijt  /*/» 
and  saiJ  h^3,  and  he  iidd  m^s^  and  I  t^ld  hm'j^  and  ciic  like; 
but  I  ^all  collect  the  facts  hisEorically,  as  near  as  I  can  gather 
them  out  of  my  memory',  from  what  they  related  to  me,  and 
from  what  1  met  with  in  my  convening  with  them,  and  with  the 
place. 

I  order  to  do  thift  succinctly,  and  as  intelligibly  as  I  can,  I 
num  go  back  to  the  circumstance  in  which  I  left  the  island,  and 
which  the  persons  were,  of  whom  I  am  to  spcik.  And  first*  it 
is  necessary  to  repeat,  that  I  had  ^nt  away  Frid<iy's  fiihcr  and 
the  Sfamard^  the  two  whose  lives  J  had  rescued  from  the  savages; 
I  say,  I  had  sent  them  away  in  a  large  canoe  to  the  main»  as  I 
tktM  fkcHf^hx  ity  to  fetch  over  the  Spaniard's  companions,  whom 
he  had  left  behind  him,  in  order  to  save  them  from  the  like 
calamity  that  he  hod  been  in,  and  in  order  to  succour  them  for 
the  prcKnf,  and  that,  if  possible,  we  might  together  &^  aome 
way  for  our  deiivenince  afterward. 

When  I  sent  them  away,  I  had  no  visible  appearance  of,  or 
the  lea^t  room  to  hope  for,  my  own  dclivcrnnce,  any  more  than 
1  had  twenty  year  before;  much  less  had  i  any  foreknowledge 
of  what  afterward  happened,  I  mean  of  an  Englhh  ship  coming 
on  shore  there  to  fetch  me  off;  and  it  could  not  but  be  x  v«r^ 
suipnsL-  to  them,  when  they  came  WV,  vxA.  S3^  \a 
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;hat  I  was  gone,  but  to  find  three  strangers  kft  on  the  spot, 
)osses3ed  of  all  that  t  had  left  behind  me,  which  would  othen^-ise 
[dve  been  their  own. 
The  first  thing,  however,  which  I  entjuired  into  (that  1  might 

bL't:;in  where  1  left  off),  was  of  their  own  part:  and  I  desired  he 

Would  give  me  a  particular  account  of  his  voyage  back  to  his 

;ou[itr}incn  with  the  boat,  when  I  sent  him  to  fetch  them  over- 
e  told   me  there  was  httle  variety  in  that  part;   for  nothing 

-emarkablc  happened  to  them  on  the  way,  they  having  very  calm 
vcathcr^  and  a  smooth  sea :  for  his  countrymen,  it  could  not  be 
loiibred,  he  said,  but  that  they  wtre  overjoyed  to  see  him  (it  seems 
le  was  the  principal  man  among  them,  the  captain  of  the  vessel 

:hev  had  been  shipwrecked  in  having  been  dead  some  time): 
ficv  were,  /;f  jaid^,  the  more  surprised  to  see  him^  because  they 
new  that  he  was  fallen  into  the  hands  of  savages,  who,  they 

[vere  satigfiedj  would  devour  him  as  they  did  all  the  rest  of  their 
'dsoncrs :  that  when  he  told  them  the  storv  of  the  deliverance, 
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gngCt  neither  dothc5,  or  provisions^  or  any  thing  in  the  world, 
but  what  they  had  on  thcrni,  ami  a  few  rooca  to  cat,  of  which  thejr 
used  to  raakc  thtir  bread. 

They  were  in  oil  three  weeks  absent,  and  in  that  time,  un- 
luckily for  chcm,  I  had  the  occasion  ollered  for  my  escape,  as  I 
mentiLmcd  in  my  other  part,  and  to  get  off  from  the  island ; 
leaving  three  of  the  most  impudent,  hardened^  ungovcmed>  dis- 
agreeable villains  behind  me.  that  any  man  could  desire  to  meet 
wiih^  to  the  ]xx>r  SpAKtnrdj*  great  gnef  and  dL-appointment,  you 
may  he  fiurt- 

The  only  just  thing  the  rogues  did,  was,  that  when  the  Sfatiiards 
came  on  shorty  the)-  gave  my  letter  to  them,  and  gave  them 
provinons,  and  other  relief,  as  I  had  onlered  them  to  do;  ako 
they  gave  them  the  long  paper  of  directiocis,  which  I  }^  left 
with  them,  containing  the  pjirticular  methods  which  1  took  (or 
mnaging  every  part  of  my  life  there ;  the  way  how  I  baked  my 
bread,  bred  up  tame  goats>  and  planted  my  com ;  how  I  cured 
my  grapeftf  made  my  pots,  and,  in  a  word,  evef\'  thing  I  did: 
all  this  being  written  down,  the)'  gave  to  the  S^aniarjj^  two  of 
whom  understumi  E»g/ii/j  wcW  enough ;  nor  did  they  refuse  to 
accommodate  the  SpamarJs  with  every  ihing  else,  for  they  agreed 
very  well  for  some  time :  they  gave  them  an  equal  admission 
intii  fhe  hotitte,  <.n  cave,  and  they  began  to  live  very  soeiably ; 
and  the  head  Spamhrd^  who  had  seen  pretty  much  of  my  method, 
and  Friday's  ^hcr  together,  managed  oil  their  affairs :  fbr»  as 
for  the  Englishm€N  ihc)-  did  nothing  h\ix  rambk  about  the  island, 
ahoot  p^TTDis,  :trd  catch  tortoiw-s,  and  when  they  came  hocne  at 
night,  the  Spaniards  provided  their  suppers  for  them, 

I'hc  SpaMtards  would  have  been  satisfied  with  this,  would  the 
other  but  have  let  them  ak>ne;  which,  however^  they  could  not 
find  in  their  heans  to  do  long ;  bur,  like  the  dog  in  the  manger, 
they  woukl  not  eat  themaetvea,  and  would  not  let  othen  en 
neither;  the  diftrenccj,  ncvcnhclc3S»  wen  ax  ^Ttt^wx  \r>N^, 
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[nd  such  as  are  not  worth  relating  ;  but  at  last  it  broke  out  into 
jpcn  war,  and  it  begun  with  all  the  rudeness  and  insolence  that 
fan  be  imagined,  without  reasoHj  without  provocationj  contrary 

o  nature,  and  indeed  to  common  sense ;  and  though  it  is  true, 
|hc   first  relation  of  it  came  from  the  Spaniards    themselves, 

■horn  [  may  call  the  accusers,  vet  when  I  came  to  examine  tlic 

.'Hows,  they  could  not  deny  a  word  of  it. 
But  before  I  come  to  the  particular  of  this  part,  1  must  suppiy 

defect  in  my  former  relation  ;  and  this  was,  that  I  forgot  to  act 
kown  among  the  rest,  that,  just  as  we  were  weighing  the  anchor 
p  set  sail,  there  happened  a  little  quarrel  on  board  our  shipj 
Ivhich  1  was  afraid  once  would  have  turned  to  a  second  mutiny; 

lor  was  it  appeased  till  the  captain,  rousing  up  his  courage,  and 
piking  lis  all  to  his  assistanccj  parted  them  by  force,  and  making 

wo  of  the  most  refractory  fellows  prisoners,  he  laid  them  in 

rons ;  and  as  they  had  been  active  in  the  former  disorders^  and 

et  fall  some  ufflv  dansierous  words  the  second  time,  he  chrearened 
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But  thk  mutiny  fiAd  brought  us  m  an  nnchof  for  &M  nigh^ 
the  wind  alto  fnlling  calm ;  next  moming  w<e  foiind»  that  our  two 
men  who  had  been  laid  in  irons,  had  ^tole  c;;ch  of  them  a  tnu«- 
qxKtf  and  5timc  ut\\a  wca|)on« ;  what  powder  or  sJioi  they  had, 
1WC  know  not ;  and  had  taken  the  ship's  pinnace,  which  was  not 
yet  haled  up,  and  ran  a^Tiy  with  her  to  their  companions  in 
roguery  on  the  shore, 

Aa  soon  js  we  found  this,  I  ordered  the  king-boat  on  shore, 
with  twelve  men  and  the  mate,  and  away  they  went  to  i«ek  the 
[  logycs;  but  they  could  neither  find  them,  nor  any  of  the  rc3t ; 
fee  they  all  fled  into  fhe  woods  when  they  smw  the  bont  coming 
oa  shore.  The  mate  was  once  rescrfved^  in  justice  to  their 
rogucTT,  to  have  destroyed  their  pkntationi:,  burnt  all  their  house- 
bokl-fltuJf  and  fumiturc,  and  left  them  to  !<hift  without  it;  but 
having  no  orilrr,  he  let  ii  all  alone,  left  every  thing  -as  they 
found  it»  and  bringing  the  pinnace  away,  eame  on  board  without 
them. 

These  two  men  made  their  number  five  \  but  the  other  three 
vilUos  were  «o  much  wickrder  than  the«e,  that  after  they  had 
been  two  or  three  days  together,  they  turned  their  two  new- 
cotnera  out  of  door^  to  shift  for  themselves,  and  ^x>uld  have  no- 
thing to  do  with  them  i  nor  could  they  for  a  good  while  l>e  pcr- 
fuaded  to  give  them  any  food :  at  for  the  Sfomidriis,  they  were 
aoc  yet  come. 

When  the  S^iar^  came  first  on  shore,  the  business  began 
to  go  forward ;  the  SfMniards  would  have  persttaded  the  three 
English  brutes  to  have  taken  in  their  two  ctmntryiren  again,  thii, 
as  Chcy  said,  they  might  be  all  one  family :  but  they  would  not 
heaf  of  it:  so  the  two  poor  fellows  lived  by  themselves;  and 
finding  nothing  but  industry  and  application  would  make  them 
live  comfortably,  they  ptchcd  their  tents  on  the  mrih  riwre  of 
the  island,  but  a  little  more  to  the  u:esi,  to  be  out  of  the  d»^x 
of  the  sava^(%  who  aJwajrs  landed  on  the  *«JI  ipwti  ^  ■fipitS^**?^' 
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Here  they  built  them  two  huts,  one  to  lodge  in,  ajid  the  odier 
Ito  lay  up  their  magazines  and  stores  in ;  and  the  Spaniards 
having  given  them  some  com  for  seed,  and  especially  some  of 
the  peas  which  1  had  Jcft  them,  they  dug  and  planted,  and  at- 
closed  after  the  pattE:ni  I  had  set  for  them  allj  and  began  to  live 
pretty  well.  Their  first  crop  of  com  was  on  the  ground,  and 
[though  it  was  but  a  little  bit  of  land  which  they  had  dug  up  at 
irst,  having  had  but  a  Hllle  time,  yet  it  was  enough  to  rclie^'c 
them,  and  find  them,  with  bread  or  other  eatables;  and  one  of 
the  fellows,  being  the  cook's  mate  of  the  ship,  was  veiy  ready  at 
making  soup,  puddings,  and  such  other  preparations,  as  the  rice 
and  the  milkj  and  such  little  flesh  as  they  got>  furnished  him  to 
Ido. 

They  were  going  on  in  this  little  thriving  posture,  when  the 
[three  unnatural  rogues,  their  own  countrymen  too,  in  mcic 
humour,  and  to  insult  them,  came  and  bullied  them,  and  told 
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the  fellow,  thntst  him  away,  ukI  trod  ihc  fire  our  with  his  fcef^ 
and  that  not  without  some  difficulty  too. 

The  fdlow  was  in  such  a  rsgc  at  the  honest  man's  thrusting 
him  avrty^  that  be  returned  upon  him  vith  a  pole  he  had  in  hb 
ham);  and  hai)  nor  rhr  man  avoulrd  the  Slow  ver)*  nimbly,  and 
run  into  the  hut^  he  bad  emled  his  days  at  once.  Hit  commde, 
seeing  the  danger  they  were  both  in,  ran  in  after  him,  and  imme- 
diately they  cairtc  both  oat  with  their  muaqucis;  and  the  man 
that  was  first  struck  at  with  the  pole,  knocked  the  fellow  down, 
that  had  begun  the  quarrel,  with  the  stock  of  his  musquet,  and 
that  before  the  other  two  could  come  to  help  him ;  and  then  sec* 
ing  the  rest  come  at  them,  they  stood  together,  nnd  presenting 
the  other  ends  of  their  pieces  to  thcn^  bade  them  stand  off. 

The  other  had  fire  arms  with  them  too:  but  one  of  the  two 
honest  men  bolder  thaii  his  comrade,  ai^  made  desperate  by  hb 
danger,  told  them,  if  thry  offered  to  move  hand  or  (bot,  they 
were  dead  men  j  and  boldly  commanded  them  to  lay  down  their 
arms.  They  did  not  indeed  lay  down  their  amis;  but*  seeing 
him  so  resolute,  it  brought  them  to  a  parley,  and  they  cofuenied 
to  take  their  wuundol  man  with  them,  and  be  gone;  and  in- 
deed, it  seems  the  fellow  was  wounded  suffidently  with  the 
blow;  however,  they  were  much  in  the  wrot^,  ntice  they  had 
the  adrantage,  that  ihey  did  nor  disarm  ihcm  effectually,  as  ihcy 
might  have  donc^  ami  have  gone  tmmediarely  to  the  SpamarJSf 
and  given  them  an  account  how  the  rogues  had  treated  them; 
for  the  three  villains  studied  nothing  but  revenge,  and  every  day 
ga%*c  them  twme  intimation  tha;  they  did  »o. 

But  not  to  crowd  this  pan  wtrh  an  account  of  the  lesser  part 
of  their  rogueries,  such  as  treading  down  their  com,  shooting 
three  young  kids,  and  a  she-goat  which  the  poor  men  had  got  to 
breed  up  tame  for  their  fitorc;  and,  in  a  word,  pliiguing  them 
night  and  day  in  this  manner,  it  forced  the  two  men  to  hucK  ^ 
dctpcration^  that  they  rrsolvcd  to  hght  them  A\  ^ttc  "i^A.  %x^ 
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ime  they  had  a  fair  opportunity.  In  order  to  this>  they  reserved 
o  go  to  the  castle,  as  they  called  it,  that  was  my  old  dwelling, 
vhere  the  three  rogues  and  the  Spaniardi  all  lived  together  at  that 
imcj  intending  to  have  a  fair  battle,  and  the  Spanicrds  should 
tand  by  to  sec  fair  play.  So  they  got  up  in  the  morning  before 
ay,  and  came  to  the  place,  and  calicd  the  Englishmen  by  their 
lame^,  telling  a  Spaniard  that  answered^  that  they  wanted  to 
peak  with  them, 

Jt  happened  that  the  day  before  two  of  the  Spaniardj^  having 
een  in  the  wciois,  had  seen  one  of  the  two  Englishm^n^  whom, 
'or  distinction,  1  call  the  honest  men;  and  he  had  made  a  sad 
omplaint  to  the  Spajiiards^  of  the  barbarous  usage  they  had  met 
ith  from  their  three  countrymen,  and  how  they  had  ruined  their 
Uritation,  and  destroyed  their  corn,  that  they  had  laboured  so 
ard  to  bring  forward,  and  killed  the  milch-goat,  and  their  three 
ids,  which  was  all  they  had  provided  for  their  sustenance;  and 

at  if  he  and  his  friends,  meaning  the  Spiifiiards,  did  not  a^isisr 
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returned,  Do!  d — n  them,  they  should  be  servants,  and  work 
for  them.  But  how  can  you  expect  that  of  them  ?  says  the 
Spaniard,  they  arc  not  bought  with  your  money ;  you  have  no 
right  to  make  them  servants.  The  Englishman  answered,  the 
island  was  theirs,  the  governor  had  given  it  to  them,  and  no  man 
had  any  thing  to  do  there  but  themselves ;  and  ^th  that  swore 
by  his  Maker,  that  they  would  go  and  bum  all  their  new  huts ; 
they  should  build  none  upon  their  land. 

Why,  Seignior,  says  the  Sfansard^  by  ^e  same  rule,  we  must 
be  your  servants  too.  Ay,  says  the  bold  dog,  and  so  you  shall 
too,  before  we  have  done  wth  you,  mixing  two  or  three  G — d 
d — n-me*s  in  the  proper  intervals  of  his  speech.  The  Spaniard 
only  smiled  at  that,  and  made  him  no  answer.  However,  this 
little  discourse  had  heated  them ;  and  starting  up,  one  says  to 
the  other,  I  think  it  was  he  they  called  fViU  Atkins,  Come,  Jack, 
let  us  go  and  have  the  other  brush  with  them ;  we  wilt  demo- 
lish their  casdc,  I  will  warrant  you ;  they  shall  plant  no  colony 
in  our  dominions. 

Upon  this  they  went  all  trooping  away,  with  every  man  a 
gun,  a  pistol,  and  a  sword,  and  muttered  some  insolent  things 
among  themselves,  of  what  they  would  do  to  the  Spaniards  too, 
when  opportunity  oficrcd  ;  but  the  Spaniards,  it  seems,  did  not 
so  perfectly  understand  them  as  to  know  all  the  particulars; 
only  that,  in  general,  they  threatened  them  hard  for  taking  the 
two  Englishmen's  part. 

Whither  they  went,  or  how  they  bestowed  their  time  that 
evening,  the  Spaniards  s^d  they  did  not  know ;  but  it  seems 
they  wandered  about  the  country  part  of  the  night ;  and  then 
lying  down  in  the  place  which  I  used  to  call  my  bower,  they 
were  weary,  and  overslept  themselves.  The  case  was  this  :  they 
had  resolved  to  stay  till  midnight,  and  so  to  take  the  two  poor 
men  when  they  were  asleep ;  and  as  they  acknowledged  after- 
wards, intended  to  set  fire  to  their  huts  while  they  were  in  them, 
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and  either  bum  them  in  them»  or  murder  ihetn  as  they  came 
oirt :  a.nd,  as  malice  seldom  sletpsvery  sound,  it  was  verjr  stnuige 
|they  should  not  have  been  kept  waking. 

However,  as  the  two  men  had  also  a  design  upon  them,  as  I 
Ihavc  saidj  though  a  much  fairer  one  than  that  of  burning  and 
'rderingj  it  happened,  and  very  luckily,  for  them  all,  that  they 
'ere  up  and  gone  abroad,  before  the  bloody-minded  rogues  came 
Ito  their  huts. 

When  they  came  there  and  found  the  men  gone,  Atkins^  who 
It  seems  was  the  for^vardest  man,  called  oi^t  to  his  comrades, 
a !  Jack^  here's  the  nest ;  but  d — ^n  them,  the  birds  are  tlown : 
:hey  mused  awhile  to  think  what  should  be  the  occasion  of  their 
»cing  gane  abroad  so  soan,  and  suggested  presently,  that  the 
\Spaniards  had  given  them  notice  of  it ;  and  with  chat  they  shook 
lands,  and  swore  to  one  another,  that  they  would  be  revenged 
the  Spaniards,  As  soon  as  they  had  made  this  bloody  bar- 
jain,  they  fell  to  work  with  the  poor  men's  habitation  ;  they  did 
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But  Providence  took  more  care  ro  keep  them  ;i&under  than 
they  [hcmsclves  could  do  to  meet:  for  ai  they  had  dogged  one 
Another,  when  the  three  were  gone  thither,  the  two  were  hire; 
2jul  sftcmrardst  when  the  two  wert  back  to  find  them,  the  three 
were  come  lo  the  old  hjdyilAlion  again  ;  wc  shall  Ke  their  differ* 
ing  conduct  pnrsciidy.  When  the  three  came  back,  like  furi- 
ous crcftturcs,  flushed  with  the  rage  which  the  vofk  they  had 
been  about  put  them  into,  the)-  came  up  to  the  Sfastiards^  and 
Coid  them  what  they  had  done^  by  way  of  scoiF  and  bravado ; 
and  one  tiTthcm  stepping  up  t»  ntii;  of  the  Spauhrdsj  iks  if  they 
had  been  a  couple  of  boy«  at  pUy,  takes  hold  of  hU  hgt^  as  it 
was  upon  his  head,  and  giving  it  a  twirl  abouu  fleering  in  his 
£ice,  »y5  he  to  him,  yfW  yaa^  Seignior  Jack  Spaniaidj  j^tf j7  havf 
/A/  jam£  jauu,  ify^u  dc  net  mfnd  ycur  mannm.  The  SpanUrJ^ 
who,  though  a  quiet  civil  man,  was  a$  brave  as  a  man  could  de- 
sire to  bct  and  withal  a  strong  well-made  man,  looked  steadily  at 
hbn  for  a  good  while ;  and  then,  having  no  weatpcut  in  his  hand, 
stept  gravely  up  to  him,  and  with  one  blow  of  his  fist>  knocked 
him  down^  as  an  ox  is  felled  with  a  pole  axe,  si  which  one  of 
the  rt^ucs,  iieoleiit  a3  the  6ni,  lired  his  pi&tol  at  the  Spaniard 
uamcdiately :  he  missed  his  body  indeed,  for  the  bullets  went 
through  hja  hair,  but  one  of  them  touched  the  tip  of  his  t^^  and 
he  bled  pretty  much.  The  blood  tnade  the  Spamard  believe  he 
w»  morr  hurt  th»n  h<:  mlly  v^^s,  and  that  pur  him  tntu  sivmc 
heat,  for  before  he  acted  all  in  a  perfect  calm  ;  but  now  resolv- 
ing to  go  through  with  his  work,  he  stooped  ai:d  took  the  fct^ 
low's  musquct  whom  he  had  ktvocked  down>  and  was  just  going 
CO  shoot  the  man  who  had  fired  at  him ;  when  the  rest  of  the 
Spaniards,  being  in  the  cave,  came  out,  and  calling  to  him  not 
Id  shoot,  they  stcpt  in,  secured  the  other  two,  and  took  their 
arnis  from  them. 

When  ihey  were  thus  dis^irmed,  and  found  ihey  had  made  all 
Spdmards  thcii-  enemies,  as  well  as  thnt  lywft  efiMac«r\TO«=^i 
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they  began  to  cool ;  and  giving  the  Spaniards  better  words, 
would  have  had  their  arms  again  ;  but  the  Spaniards  considenng 
the  feud  that  was  between  them  and  the  other  two  Engli^hmen^ 
and  that  it  would  be  the  best  method  rhey  could  take  to  keep 
them  from  killing  one  another,  told  them  they  would  do  them 
no  harm  ;  and  if  they  would  live  peaceably  they  would  be  very 
willing  to  assist  and  associate  with  them,  as  they  did  before  ;  but 
that  they  could  not  think  of  giving  them  their  arms  again,  while 
they  appeared  so  resolved  to  do  mischief  with  them  to  their  own 
countrymen,  and  had  even  threatened  them  all  to  make  them 
Itheir  servants. 

The  rogues  were  now  more  capable  to  hear  reason  than  to  act 
ireason  \    but  being  refused  their  arms,  they  went  raving  away, 
|and   raging  like    madmen,   threatening    what    they    would   do, 
'hough  they  had  no  fire-arms  i  but  the  Spaniards^  despising  their 
ireatening,  told  them  they  should  take  care  how  they  offered 
lantation  or  cattle:  for  if  t 
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But  the  Spdni^di  interposed  here  too,  ind  told  t)iem»  that  as 
they  had  diuimcd  them  ^  tiic>'  could  rot  consent  that  they  (the 
two)  should  pursue  th<ni  with  firc-aniu ;  arid  perhaps  kilJ  ihcm  : 
but,  SHid  the  gruve  Sfaniard,  who  wu  thdr  governor^  we  wtU 
endeavour  to  make  them  do  you  justice,  if  you  will  leave  it  to 
ti£,  for,  as  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  will  come  to  us  again  when 
their  pA»kin  \%  avtr^  being  not  able  to  sub&st  without  our  &»- 
sistADce,  we  promise  yoti  Co  rnitce  no  peace  with  them,  without 
having  a  full  satisfaction  for  you;  and  upon  this  condition  «x 
hope  you  will  promise  to  use  no  violence  with  thcm^  other  than 
in  your  defence. 

The  two  Englishmen  yielded  to  this  vcty  awkwardly,  and 
with  great  reluctance;  but  the  S^niards  protested,  they  did  it 
only  to  keep  ihcm  from  bloodshed,  and  io  make  ali  e^y  al  last, 
for^  said  they,  we  arc  not  90  many  of  11* ;  here  is  room  enot^h 
for  us  allt  and  it  is  great  pity  we  should  not  be  all  good  JHcnds. 
At  length  they  did  condcnt^  and  waited  for  the  issue  of  the  thing, 
living  for  some  days  vnth  the  SfanUrds;  for  thdr  own  li^ta- 
tion  w-at  destroyed. 

In  about  five  d«ys  time  the  three  vagrants,  tired  with  wander* 
ing,  and  almost  starved  wiih  hungcrt  having  chiefly  lived  on 
turtles  egg«  all  that  while,  came  back  to  the  grove ;  and  finding 
my  Sfomarjy  who,  as  I  have  eaid,  was  the  governor,  and  two 
more  with  him^  walki;^  by  the  side  of  the  creek,  they  came  up 
m  a  very  submissve  humble  manner,  and  begged  to  be  received 
again  into  the  family.  The  Spamards  uwti  them  civilly,  but 
told  them,  they  had  acted  eo  iinnarurally  by  their  countrymen, 
and  so  vcfy  grossly  by  them  (the  Spturiards)^  that  they  ooukl 
not  come  to  any  concluMon  without  cuti5ult!i^  the  two  Enghsh- 
»rv,  and  the  rest ;  but  however  they  wouM  go  to  them,  and 
discourse  about  it.  and  they  should  know  in  half  an  hour.  It 
may  be  guessed  ihai  tl)cy  were  very  hard  put  to  it:  for  it  aecms^ 
as  they  were  to  wair  this  haJf-hour  for  an  aiivwT3»iiit:^>K.iE^ 
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le  would  send  them  out  some  bread  in  the  mean  time  ;  which  he 
lid,  rind  sent  them  at  the  same  time  a  large  piece  orgeat's  flesh, 
ind  a  boiled  parrot ;  which  they  eat  very  heartily,  for  they  were 
lungry  enough. 

After  haJf  an  hour's  consultation  they  were  called  in,  and  a 
loniT  debate  had  among  them,  their  two  countrymen  charging 
:hem  with  the  ruin  of  all  their  labour,  and  a  design  to  murder 
Lhcm  ;  all  which  they  owned  before^  and  therefore  could  not  deny 
low  ;  upon  the  whole,  the  Spaniard  acted  the  moderator  Ijetwccn 
rhem;  and  as  they  had  obliged  the  two  Errglhhrmn  not  to  hurt 
;he  three,  while  they  were  naked  and  unarmed,  so  they  now  ob- 
liged the  three  to  go  and  build  their  fellows  two  huts,  one  to  be 
if  the  same,  and  the  other  of  larger  dimensions  than  they  were 
lefore;  to  (tnct  their  ground  again,  where  they  had  pulled  up 
|the  fences,  plant  trees  in  the  room  of  those  palled  up,  dig  up 
le  land  again  for  planting  com,  where  they  hid  spoiled  it ;  and. 


a  word  to  restore  e' 


thinff  in  the  same  state  as  thei 
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__  ?nj(  tHe  ungntcful  creatures  hrgan  to  be  u  insolent  and 

tra^tesomc  as  before :  but,  however,  in  accident  htppened  pre- 
sently upon  this,  which  endangered  the  «fcty  of  them  all ;  they 
were  obliged  to  Uy  by  all  priratc  rcscncmcnts,  and  look  to  the 
preservation  of  their  lives. 

It  happened  one  night,  that  the  Spaniani  governor,  as  1  call 
him,  that  i»  to  say,  the  Spaniard  whose  life  1  had  saved,  who 
waa  now  the  captain,  or  leader,  or  governor  of  the  rest,  found 
himself  very  uneasy  in  the  night,  and  could  by  no  means  get  any 
sleep:  he  was  perfectly  well  in  body,  as  he  told  me  the  story, 
only  found  hi-s  thotjghts  tumultuous;  his  mind  ran  upon  men 
fighting  and  killing  of  one  anoiher,  but  wiu  broad  awake,  and 
eould  not  by  any  means  get  any  sleep ;  in  ahoTt»  he  lay  a  great 
while ;  but  growing  more  and  more  uneasy,  he  resolved  to  rise ; 
as  they  by,  being  ao  n.any  uf  them,  upon  goatskins,  laid  thick 
upon  such  couches  and  pails  ^  they  made  for  themsclvo,  not  in 
hammocks  and  ship  beds,  as  I  did»  who  was  but  one,  so  they  had 
little  to  do,  wheti  they  were  willing  to  rtsc,  but  to  get  tip  upon 
ihcir  feel,  and  perhaps  put  un  a  cusc,  huc}i  as  it  was»  and  their 
pumps,  and  tficy  were  ready  for  going  any  way  that  their 
thoughts  guided  them. 

Being  thus  gotten  up,  he  looked  out;  bur,  being  dark,  he 
an>\d  ntc  litile  or  nothing;  ;iml  lictidct,  tltc  trecN  which  I  had 
planted,  as  in  my  former  account  is  described,  and  which  were 
now  grown  tall,  intercepted  his  sight,  so  that  he  could  only  look 
tip,  and  sec  that  it  was  a  clear  star-light  night ;  and,  hearing  ik> 
noce,  be  returned  and  laid  him  duwn  again;  but  it  whs  ail  one, 
be  could  not  sleep,  nor  could  he  compose  himself  to  any  thing 
like  rest,  but  his  thoughts  were  to  the  last  degree  uneasy,  and 
yet  he  knew  not  for  what. 

Having  made  some  noise  with  rising  and   walking  about, 
going  out  and  coming  in,  another  of  them  waked,  and,  csLVvn^^ 
asked  whoir  »«w  tfut  was  up!     ThcftovaitfM  wAii\iaft^^ww'^, 
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lad  been  with  him.  Siy  you  so,  says  the  other  Spaniard ;  such 
rhings  are  not  to  be  slighted,  I  assure  you  ;  there  is  certainly 
lome  mischief  working,  says  he,  near  us ;  and  presently  he  asked 
lini.  Where  are  the  Englishmen  f  They  arc  all  in  their  huls, 
;ays  he,  safe  enough.  It  seems  the  Sfnnmrds  had  kept  possession 
)f  the  main  apartment,  and  had  made  a  place,  where  the  three 
]?T^lis/imerT,  since  their  last  mutiny*  always  quartered  by  them- 
dves,  and  could  not  come  at  the  rest-  Well,  says  the  Spaniard, 
'e  is  something  in  it,  I  am  persuaded  from  my  own  expcri- 
hence ;  I  am  satisfied  our  spirits  embodied  have  a  converse  with, 
ind  receive  intelligence  from,  the  spirits  unembodied,  and  inha- 
liring  the  invisible  world;  and  this  friendly  notice  is  given  for 
lur  advantage,  if  we  know  how  to  make  use  of  it.  Come,  says 
le,  let  us  go  out  and  look  abroad ;  and  if  we  find  nothing  at 
lII  in  it  to  justify  our  trouble,  I  will  tell  you  a  story  to  the 
purpose,  that   shall   convince  you  of  the  justice   of  my  pro- 
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"of  whom  I  mentioned  tlut  1  was  afraid  they  should  go  home,  and 
bring  more  hdp. 

Whcihcr  it  was  the  coniiequcnce  of  the  escape  of  those  men, 
that  so  great  a  number  came  now  together ;  or  whether  they 
cunc  igiiorantly,  and  by  occideiitt  on  their  usual  bloody  crruid, 
ll>cy  cu«Id  not  ir  seems  iindrnund  ;  but  wdarevrr  ii  wj\,  it  had 
been  dieir  business,  cither  to  have  concealed  themtelves^  and  not 
hive  Ken  them  ac  ill ;  much  less  to  have  let  the  Sff\-agc3  have 
seen  tiur  there  wenr  any  inhilut^intx  m  the  jihce;  or  to  liave 
fallen  upon  them  so  effectually,  as  that  not  a  man  of  them  iboald- 
have  escapcdt  which  could  only  have  been  by  getting  in  between 
thcnv  and  their  boats ;  but  t}u3  presence  of  mind  was  wanting  to 
thenip  which  was  the  ruin  of  their  trartcjuillriy  for  a  great  while. 

We  need  not  doubr  but  that  the  governor,  and  the  man  with 
lum,  surprised  with  this  sights  run  back  immediately,  Jtnd  raised 
tbar  fellows,  giving  them  an  account  of  the  imminent  danger 
they  were  all  m ;  and  they  again  as  readily  took  the  alarm,  but 
k  was  impossible  to  pcrsoadc  them  to  slay  close  within  where 
they  were,  but  that  ihcy  must  run  all  out  to  see  bow  things 
stood. 

While  it  was  dark  indeed,  the)'  were  well  enough,  and  they 
fa«d  opportunity  enough,  for  some  hours,  to  view  them  by  the 
lighi  of  fhree  fires  they  hail  niaile  it  Komc  distitncr  from  one 
another;  what  they  were  doing  thej'  knew  not,  and  what  to  do 
themselves  they  knew  not ;  fi>r»  first,  the  enemy  were  too  many ; 
and,  secondly,  they  did  not  keep  together,  bitt  vtvt  divided  into 
scveni  parties,  and  were  on  shovie  in  scvenil  places, 

The  Spattftirdj  were  tn  no  small  oon^terrution  at  this  »ght; 
and  as  thc>'  found  that  the  fellows  ran  straggling  all  over  the 
thore,  they  made  no  doubt,  but,  fim  or  last,  some  of  them  would 
chop  in  upon  their  habitation,  or  upon  some  other  place,  where 
they  woutd  see  the  token  of  inhabitants ;  and  they  were  in  ^fSA 
ilcxicy  alsofar/arof  t/jeir  flock  of  goals,  w^idcvwcft^Vw^ 
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>eeti  little  less  than  starving  thtm^  if  they  should  have  been 
lestroycd ;  so  the  first  thing  they  resolved  upon  was  to  dispatch 
irec  men  away  before  it  was  light,  ■y/z.  two  Spaniards  aiid  one 
.nglishmani  to  drive  all  the  goats  away  to  the  great  vallcT 
[vhere  the  cave  was,  and^  if  need  wercj  to  drive  them  into  the 
'cry  cave  itself. 

Could  they  have  seen  the  savages  altogether  in  one  body,  and 
It  any  distance  from  their  canoes,  they  resolved,  if  they  had  been 
hundred  of  them,  to  hive  attacked  them ;  but  that  could  mX 
>e  obtained,  for  they  were  some  of  them  two  miles  off  from  the 
lUier,  and,  as  It  appeared  afterwardsj  were  of  two  different  nations. 
After  having  mused  a  great  while  on  the  course  they  should 
:c,  and  beaten  their  brains  in  considering  their  present  circum- 
stances, they  resolved  at  last,  while  It  was  still  dark,  to  seTid  the 
"Id  savage  {Friday's  father)  out  as  a  spy,  to  learn,  if  possible, 
jmcthing  concerning  them,  what  they  came  for,  and  what  they 
Intended  to  do  ;  the  old  man  readily  undertook  it,  and 
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FrfJay's  Tather  used  all  the  arguments  he  could  to  persuade 
our  people  to  lie  dose,  and  not  be  seen ;  he  told  thcm^  their 
sifccy  consi»ttd  in  it,  find  th^t  they  hiid  nothing  to  iio  but  lie 
still,  and  the  s:tv^ges  would  kill  one  anoih«;r  to  their  hands.  And 
then  the  rest  would  go  away  ;  and  h  was  so  to  a  tUtle:.  But  tE 
was  ]m[)os5iblc  to  prevail,  espccijilly  upon  the  Exrgihhm^/r ;  their 
curiosity  was  no  importunate  upon  their  prudentials,  that  thcjf 
must  run  out  and  see  the  battle ;  however^  they  used  some 
caution  coo>  viz.  they  did  not  go  openly  just  by  their  own 
dwelltngi  but  went  farther  into  the  woods,  and  placed  thcmsvclvca 
to  ^vaniagcr,  where  they  might  tceurcly  sec  them  nianagi;  the 
Sght,  and,  a«  cbey  thought,  not  to  be  seen  by  them ;  but  it  seems 
Uk  savages  did  sec  them,  u  we  shall  find  hereafter. 

The  battle  wa*  very  firrrr,  and  tf  I  might  believe  the  English* 
mertf  one  of  them  «id  he  could  perceive,  that  tome  of  them  were 
men  of  great  braver)-,  of  invincible  spiritSi  and  of  great  policy  in 
guidiDg  the  ligbc.  I'bc  battle,  they  said,  held  two  hours,  before 
they  could  g\xss  which  party  would  be  beaten ;  but  then  that 
pajty  which  w^  nearest  our  people's  habitation  began  to  appear 
weakest,  and  after  some  time  more,  some  of  them  b^an  to  fly  { 
and  this  put  our  men  again  into  a  great  consternation,  lest  any  of 
thoae  that  Hcd  should  nm  into  the  grove,  before  thetr  dwelling, 
for  shelter,  and  thereby  involuntarily  discover  the  place;  and 
that  by  consequence  the  pursuers  should  do  the  like  in  search  for 
tbcm<  Upon  this  tliey  rruilvnj,  that  they  would  stand  armed 
within  the  wall,  and  whoever  came  into  the  grove,  they  should 
sally  out  over  the  wall,  and  Icill  them ;  so  that,  if  possiUe,  not 
one  should  return  to  give  an  account  of  it;  they  ordered  also^ 
that  it  fthouUl  be  done  with  their  swords,  or  by  knocking  them 
down  with  the  stock  of  the  musqxicc,  but  not  by  thootii^g  them, 
Jbr  fear  of  raising  an  alarm  by  the  no<sc< 

j\3  they  expected,  it  ^11  out ;  three  of  the  routed  army  fled 
for  life,  and  crossing  the  circle,  ran  ditecdj  'u\io  ilcve  ifWx  yW^\K>- 
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he  least  Icnow^ig  whither  they  went,  bur  running  as  into  a  thick 
^ood  for  shelter  ;  the  scout  they  kept  to  look  abroad  gave  nonet 

this  within,  with  this  addition  to  our  men's  great  satisfaction, 
v'z.  That  the  conqucTors  had  not  pursued  them,  or  seen  which 
I3.V  they  wc^re  gone.  Upon  this  the  Spaniard  governor,  a  man 
ifhumanitVj  woiild  rot  suffer  them  to  kill  the  three  fugitives; 
mt  sending  three  men  out  by  the  top  of  the  hill,  ordered  th«D 

go  roundj  and  come  in  behind  them,  surprise  and  take  them 

irisonerSj  which  ^^r^  done;  the  residue  of  the  conquered  people 

led  to  their  canoes,  and  got  oiF  to  sea ;  the  victors  retired,  made 

[lo  pursuit,  or  very  little ;  but  drawing  themselves  into  a  body 

rogether,  gave  two  great  screaming  shouts,  which  they  supposeti 

'ere  by  way  of  triumph^  and  so  the  fight  ended:  and  the  sanw 

iay,  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  they  also  marched  w 

leir  canoes.     And  thus  the  Spaniards  had  their  island  again  frae 

:o  themselves,  their  fright  was  over,  and  they  saw  no  savages  in 

>everaJ  years  after.

This  ddivcranct  tamed  our  Englishmfn  for  a  greit  while : 
|8tght  had  filled  them  with  horror,  aad  tiic  comoqucncca  appeared 
[terrible  ro  the  last  degree,  even  to  them,  if  ever  they  should  fall 
Onto  the  hands  of  thoee  creatures,  who  would  not  only  kill  them 

^  enemies,  but  kill  them  for  food*  as  we  kill  our  cattle.  And 
cy  professed  to  mc,  that  the  thoughts  of  beii^  eaten  up  like 
beef  or  murron,  though  k  was  supposed  it  was  not  to  be  till  thq^ 
were  dead,  had  something  in  tt  so  horrible,  that  it  nauseated  their 
ver>-  sromachs,  made  them  »ck  when  they  thought  of  it,  and  filled 
thdr  mind-s  with  such  urmsuai  lerror,  ihai  ihey  were  not  them- 
selves lor  some  weeks  after. 

T}us>  as  I  saidj  tamod  ever  the  three  Enilhh  brutes  1  have 
been  speaking  of;  and,  for  a  great  while  after,  they  were  very 
Itnct^Ci  and  went  about  the  common  businc«  of  their  whole 
Liodety  well  enough ;  planted,  sowed,  reaped,  and  began  to  be  all 
naturalized  to  the  country ;  but  oomc  time  after  this,  they  fell  all 
into  auch  mcasuns  which  brought  them  inio  a  gn^t  deal  of 
tmuhle. 

They  had  taken  three  priaoncrs,  as  I  had  observed ;  and  these 
three  being  lusty  stout  youi^g  felbw^,  rhc>-  made  them  servants, 
«od  uught  ihcm  to  work  iot  them ;  and,  as  slaves,  they  did  well 
enough ;  but  they  did  not  take  their  measures  with  them,  as  I 
by  my  man  hruLrr^  vis^  to  bcgir  with  them  upon  the  princtplft 
of  having  saved  their  Iive«,  and  then  instruct  rhem  in  the  rational 
Ipfindples  of  life,  much  less  of  religion,  civiliiing  and  reducing 
tbcm  by  kind  usage,  and  aJfxtionatc  arguings ;  but,  as  they  gave 
them  their  food  every  day,  so  they  gare  them  their  work  too, 
■nd  kept  them  fiilly  employed  in  drudgery  enough;  hut  they 
fiukd  in  this  by  it,  that  they  rvt^^^r  had  them  to  assist  them  and 
fight  for  them,  as  I  had  my  man  h'ridaj^  who  was  as  (rue  to  me 

the  very  flesh  upon  my  bones. 

But  to  come  to  the  family  part.     Being  all  now  good  fr 
(for  common  dan^,  as  I  said  above,  >ud  effefi^xoXX:^  TCc^wcSwiL 
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ihem),  they  began  to  consider  their  general  circumstances;  and 
:hc  first  thing  that  came  under  their  consideration  was^  whethcTj 
:eing  the  savages  particulariy  haunted  that  side  of  the  island, 
that  there  were  more  remote  and  retired  parts  of  it  eijuall]^ 
[adapted  to  their  way  of  livings  and  manifestly  to  their  advantage, 
they  should  not  rather  remove  their  habitation,  and  plant  in  some 
niore  prcipcr  place  for  their  security,  and  especially  for  the  security 
lof  their  cattle  and  corn. 

Upon  this,  after  long  debate,  it  was  concludedj   that  they 

fou\d  not  remove  their  habitation ;  because  that  some  time  <x 

tther  they  thought  they  might  hear  from  their  governor  again, 

[meamng  me:   and  if  I  should  send  any  one  to  seek  them>  I 

should  be  sure  to  direct  them  on  that  side,  where,  if  they  should 

Ifind  the  place  demolished,  they  would  conclude  the  savages  had 

killed    us  allj   and  we  were  gone,  and   so  our  supply  woulcl 

go  too. 

But  as  to  their  corn  and  cattle,  they  agreed  to  remove  them 
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their  safety  con^ted  entirely  in  their  being  concealed,  of  which 
they  were  now  fidly  convinced,  they  set  to  work  to  cover  and 
conceal  the  place  yet  more  efiectuaOy  than  before :  to  this  pur- 
pose, as  I  had  planted  trees  (or  rather  thrust  in  stakes,  which  in 
time  all  grew  up  to  be  trees)  for  some  good  (Ustance  before  the 
entrance  into  my  apartment,  they  went  on  in  the  same  manner, 
and  filled  up  the  rest  of  that  whole  space  of  ground,  from  the 
trees  I  had  set,  quite  down  to  the  .side  of  the  creek,  where>  as  I 
said,  I  landed  my  floats,  and  even  into  the  very  ooze  where  the 
tide  flowed,  not  so  much  as  leaving  any  place  to  land,  or  any  sign 
that  there  had  been  any  landing  thereabout :  these  stakes  also, 
being  of  a  wood  very  forward  to  grow,  as  I  had  noted  formerly, 
they  took  care  to  have  generally  very  much  larger  and  taller 
than  those  which  I  had  planted,  and  as  they  grew  apace  so  they 
planted  them  so  very  thick  and  close  together,  that  when  they 
had  been  three  or  four  years  grown,  there  was  no  piercing  with 
the  eye  any  considerable  way  into  the  plantation :  as  for  that 
part  which  I  had  planted,  the  trees  were  grown  as  thick  as  a 
man's  thigh ;  and  among  them  they  placed  so  many  other  short 
ones,  and  so  thick,  that  in  a  word  it  stood  like  a  palisado  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  thick,  and  it  was  next  to  impossible  to  penetrate 
it,  but  with  a  little  army,  to  cut  it  all  down ;  for  a  litde  dog  could 
hardly  get  between  the  trees,  they  stood  so  close. 

But  this  was  not  all ;  for  they  did  the  same  by  all  the  ground 
to  the  right  hand,  and  to  the  left,  and  round  even  to  the  top  of 
the  hill ;  leaving  no  way,  not  so  much  as  for  themselves  to  come 
out,  but  by  the  ladder  placed  up  to  the  side  of  the  hill,  and  then 
lifted  up,  and  placed  again  from  the  flrst  stage  up  to  the  top : 
which  ladder,  when  it  was  taken  down,  nothing  but  what  had 
wings  or  witchcraft  to  assist  it  could  come  at  them. 

This  was  excellently  well  contrived :  nor  was  it  less  than  what 
they  afterwards  found  occasion  for;  which  served  to  convince 
me,  that  as  human  prudence  has  the  authority  of  Providence  to 
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ify  itj  so  it  has,  doubtless^  the  direction  of  Providence  to«r 

|t  to  work ;  and,  would  we  listen  carefully  to  the  voice  of  it,  1 

im   fuUy  persuaded  we  might  prevent  many  of  the  disasters 

lich  our  Jives  arc  now,  by  our  own  negligence^  subjected  ta 

lut  this  by  the  wav. 

I  return  to  the  story :  they  lived  two  years  after  this  in  per- 
fect  retirement,  and  had  no  more  visits  from  the  savages ;  they 
lad  indeed  an  alarm  given  them  one  morning,  which  put  than 
Into  a  great  consternation ;  for  some  of  the  Spaniards  being  out 
^arly  one  morning  on  the  west  side,  or  rather  the  end  of  the 
(sUnd,  which,  by  the  way,  was  that  end  where  I  never  went, 
for  fear  of  being  discovered,  they  were  surprised  with  seang 
ibove  twenty  canoes  of  Indians  just  coming  on  shore- 

They  made  the  best  of  their  way  home,  in  hurry  enough  i 
ind  giving  the  alarm  to  their  comrades,  they  kept  close  all  that 
lay  and  the  next,  going  out  only  at  nightj  to  make  observation: 
»ut  they  had  the  good   luck   to  be   mistaken  ;     for    wherever 
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he  intended  to  serve  the  savage ;  which  the  Spaniard  perceiving, 
avoided  the  blow,  and  with  a  shovel,  which  he  had  in  his  hand 
(for  they  all  were  working  in  the  field  about  thdr  com  land), 
knocked  the  brute  down :  another  of  the  Engliskment  running 
at  the  same  time  to  help  his  comrade,  knocked  the  Spaniard 
down;  and  then  two  Spaniards  more  came  to  help  their  man, 
and  a  third  Englishman  fell  in  upon  them.  They  had  none  of 
them  any  fire-arms,  or  any  other  weapons  but  hatchets  and 
other  tools,  except  this  third  Englishman ;  he  had  one  of  my  old 
rusty  cutlasses,  with  which  he  made  at  the  two  last  Spaniards^ 
and  wounded  them  both :  this  fray  set  the  whole  ^mily  in  an 
uproar,  and  more  help  coming  in,  they  took  the  three  Englishman 
prisoners-  The  next  question  was.  What  should  be  done  with 
them  ?  They  had  been  so  often  mutinous,  and  were  so  furious, 
so  desperate,  and  so  idle  withal,  that  they  knew  not  what  course 
to  take  with  them,  for  they  were  mischievous  to  the  highest 
degree,  and  valued  not  what  hurt  they  did  to  any  man ;  so  that, 
in  short,  it  was  not  safe  to  live  with  them. 

The  Spaniard,  who  was  governor,  told  them  in  so  many 
words,  that  if  they  had  been  his  own  countrymen,  he  would 
have  hanged  them;  for  all  laws,  and  all  governors,  was  to  pre- 
serve society;  and  those  who  were  dangerous  to  the  society 
ought  to  be  expelled  out  of  it;  but  as  they  were  Englishmen, 
and  that  it  was  to  the  generous  kindness  of  an  Englishman 
that  they  all  owed  their  preservation  and  deliverance,  he  would 
use  them  with  all  possible  lenity,  and  would  leave  them  to  the 
judgment  of  the  other  two  Englishmen,  who  were  thor  country- 
men. 

One  of  the  two  honest  Englishmen  stood  up,  and  said,  they 
desired  it  might  not  be  left  to  them :  for,  say^  he,  I  am  sure  we 
ought  to  sentence  them  to  the  gallows ;  and  with  that  he  gives 
an  account  how  IVill  Atkins,  one  of  the  three,  had  proposed  to 
have  all  the  five  Englishmen  join  tc^ethcr,  and  murder  all  the 
Spaniards,  when  they  were  in  their  sleep. 
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When  the  SpafJish  governor  heard  this,  he  calls  to  H^illiam  jft- 
\kijfs.  How,  Seignior  Atkins^  says  he,  would  yon  murder  us  all? 
What  have  you  to  say  to  that  ?  That  hardened  villain  was  so  fer 
from  denying  it,  that  he  said  it  was  true,  and  G — d  d — mn  him 
they  would  do  it  still  before  they  had  done  with  them.  Well, 
but  Seignior  Atkins^  said  the  Spaniard^  what  have  we  done  to  you 
that  you  will  kill  us?  And  what  would  you  get  by  killing  us? 
And  what  must  we  do  to  prevent  you  IcilHiig  us  ?  Must  we  kill 
you,  or  you  will  kill  us  ?  Why  will  yon  put  us  to  the  necessity 
|of  thisj  Seignior  Atkim  ?  says  the  Spaniard  very  calmly,  and 
smjhng. 

Seignior  Atkins  was  in  such  a  rage  at  the  Spaniard'^  making  a 
jest  of  it,  that,  had  he  not  been  held  by  three  men,  and  withal 

lad  no  weapons  near  him,  it  was  thought  he  would   have  at- 
rcmpted  to  have  killed  the  S^mardm^t  middle  of  ail  the  com- 

lany- 
This  hair-brained  carriage  oblieed  them  to  consider  scriousli 
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prevail,  wh^rc  ihcy  an:  so  earnestly  pressed,  so  they 
all  came  into  it;  but  then  it  was  to  be  considered,  whar  should 
be  done  to  keep  them  from  domg  the  mischief  they  designed; 
for  all  agreed,  governor  atnd  tdl»  rhit  mrana  wtrnr  to  be  u»rd  Tor 
proervinj;  the  (ocicf)'  from  danger.  After  a  long  debirc  rt  wa* 
^reedt  first,  thai  they  should  be  disarmed,  and  not  permitted  to 
have  cither  gun,  or  powder,  or  shot*  or  sword^  or  any  weapon, 
and  shoiil<]  be  turned  out  of  the  society^  and  left  to  live  where 
thcf  would,  and  how  they  would,  by  themselves ;  but  that  none 
of  the  rest,  cither  Spaniards  or  EtigJish,  should  co-ivcrsc  with 
them,  xpcak  wi(h  them,  or  have  any  thing  to  do  with  them ;  that 
they  should  be  forbid  to  come  withm  a  certain  disnuxe  of  the 
place  where  the  re$t  dwelt ;  and  that  if  they  ofirrcd  to  commit 
any  disorder,  so  as  to  spoil,  burn,  kill,  or  dotroy  any  of  the 
com,  phuitiirgs,  buildings  fences,  or  cattle  belonging  to  the 
ftocietyt  that  they  should  die  without  mercy,  and  they  would 
shoot  them  wherever  they  could  And  them. 

The  governor,  a  man  of  great  humanity,  mvtstng  upon  the 
MCienor,  consklcrinl  a  liillr  ujHm  it ;  uiul  turning  to  c)tc  two 
honest  En^ihhmeMj  said.  Hold;  you  must  nrfiect,  that  It  will  be 
long  ere  they  can  raise  com  imd  cattle  of  their  own,  and  they 
must  not  starve ;  'ftx  must  therefore  allow  them  provinkms.  So 
he  caused  to  be  added,  that  they  ?^uld  have  a  proportion  of 
com  given  them  to  Is^  them  eight  months,  and  for  seed  to  sow, 
by  which  dmc  they  might  be  Buppooed  to  raise  some  of  their 
own  ;  that  ihey  should  have  sjx  mikh-goAts,  four  he-goats,  and 
$ix  kids»  given  them,  as  well  for  present  subsistence,  as  Am-  a 
store ;  ajid  that  they  should  have  tools  given  them  for  their  wofk 
tn  the  field;  such  as,  six  hatchets,  an  axe,  t  saw,  arid  the  like. 
But  they  should  have  rone  of  these  tools  or  provisions,  unless 
they  would  swear  solemnly,  that  they  would  rot  hurt  or  injure 
any  of  the  Sf^niarJj  with  thcmt  or  their  felbw  EHfUshitKn, 

Thus  they  dtsmbscd  them  the  society |3iT^tUTT\c&<!Rtn\^:^Wk 

ft. 
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ihifi  for  themselves.  They  went  away  sulkn  and  refractory,  a 
leicher  conrented  to  go  away  or  to  stay  ;  but  as  there  was  no 
■emedy,  they  went,  pretending  to  go  and  choose  a  place  wheie 
:hey  should  settle  themselveSj  to  plant  and  live  by  themselve; 
ind  some  provisions  were  given  them,  but  no  weapons. 

About  four  or  five  days  after,  they  came  again  for  book 
■iccuals,  and  gave  the  governor  an  account  where  they  had 
bitched  their  tents,  and  marked  themselves  out  a  habitation  and 
plantation  ;  and  it  was  a  very  convenient  place  indeed,  on  rhe 
-emotest  part  of  the  island,  N,  E.  much  about  the  place  wheiel 
landed  in  my  first  voyage,  when  I  was  driven  out  to  sea,  tbt 

>rd  knows  whither,  in  my  attempt  to  surround  the  island. 

Here  they  built  themselves  two  handsome  huts,  and  contrived 
;hem  in  a  manner  like  my  first  habitation,  being  close  under  tht 
lidc  of  a  hill,  having  some  trees  growing  already  to  the  three 
iidcs  of  it ;  so  that  by  planting  others,  it  would  be  very  eadlj 
:overed    from   the   sight,   unless   narrowly    searched    for  ■    thej 
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help  iHcm,  which  thty  very  rcndily  did ;  ard  in  four  days  worked 
ft  great  hoic  m  the  side  of  the  hill  for  chcm^  big  crtough  to  secure 
thdr  com  and  other  things  from  the  rfliii ;  but  it  wts  but  a  |xxir 
plmce  at  best,  compared  to  mine;  and  e«pccUll]^  as  mine  was 
then ;  for  the  Spanu$rds  had  greatly  aibrgcd  it»  and  made  acvcml 
new  apartment)  in  it. 

About  three  quarters  of  a  year  after  this  sepvtwcm,  a  new 
frolic  took  these  rogues,  which  together  with  the  former  v^Uany 
they  had  comniLttcd>  brought  miachtcf  enough  upon  them,  and 
had  vciy  near  beta  the  njin  of  the  whole  colony  ;  the  thrc*  new 
■rroriiTi  began,  ir  leemv,  to  be  wc;ir)-  of  the  laborious  life  they 
led,  and  that  wi  thout  hope  of  bettering  their  orcumstBDCts ;  and 
ft  whim  took  them,  chat  they  would  make  a  voyage  to  the  con^ 
tinent  fmm  whence  (he  mvagei  cunte,  and  would  try  if  they  eotdd 
noc  ficize  upon  some  prisoner*  among  cbe  ratives  fhcte,  and 
bring  them  home*  ao  to  make  ihcni  do  the  labcu-ious  part  of  the 
work  for  them* 

TT*c  project  was  tjOX  fK>  |irtpastCTotis,  if  ibcy  had  gone  no 
further;  but  they  did  notblng^  and  proposed  nothing,  but  had 
cither  mischief  in  the  design,  or  mischief  m  the  event ;  and,  if  I 
may  give  my  opinion,  they  seemed  to  be  under  a  blast  from 
Hea^'en;  for  if  we  will  not  allow  a  viable  curse  to  pursue  visihtc 
crimcSi  how  shall  wt:  reconcile  the  events  of  things  with  the 
divine  justice  ?  It  was  certainly  an  apparent  vengeance  on  their 
crime  of  mutiny  and  piracy,  tliftt  brought  them  to  the  state  they 
were  in ;  and,  as  the)*  shewed  not  the  least  remorse  for  the 
crime,  but  added  new  villanics  to  it,  such  as,  poiticularly^  the 
piece  of  munsiroua  cruelty  of  wounding  a  poof  slave,  because  he 
did  not,  or  perhaps  could  nor,  understaiMl  to  do  what  be  waiv 
directed ;  and  to  wound  him  in  such  a  manf>er,  as  no  question 
made  him  a  ctipplc  all  his  liJe,  and  in  a  place  where  no  surgecn 
pr  raedicinc  could  be  had  for  his  cure  :  and,  wh4t  was  still  worse, 
the  murderous  intent;  or,  to  do  ji«rice  to  iiNt  cnrt\e,*flt^m«»- 
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tional  murder,  for  such  to  be  sure  it  was,  as  was  afterwards  the 
formed  design  they  aJl  ]aid|  to  murder  the  Spaniards  in  cold 
blood,  and  in  their  sleep. 

But  I  leave  observing,  and  return  to  the  stOTy :  The  three 
fellows  comes  down  to  the  Spaniards  one  morning,  and,  in  very 
humble  terms,  desired  to  be  admitted  to  speak  with  them :  the 
Spaniards  very  readily  heard  what  they  had  to  sayj  which  was 
this :  that  they  were  tired  of  living  in  the  manner  they  did ;  that 
Acf  were  not  handy  enough  to  make  the  necessaries  they 
wanted ;  and  that  having  no  help,  they  found  they  should  be 
starved ;  but  if  the  Spaniards  would  give  them  leave  to  take  one 
of  the  canoes  which  they  came  over  in,  and  give  them  anns  and 
ammunition,  proportioned  for  their  defence,  they  woxild  go  over 
to  the  main,  and  seek  their  fortune,  and  so  deliver  them  from  the 
trouble  of  supplying  them  with  any  other  provisions. 

The  Spaniards  were  glad  enough  to  be  rid  of  them ;  but  yet 
very  honestly  represented  to  them  the  certain  destruction  they 
were  running  into;  told  them,  they  had  suffered  such  hardships 
upon  that  very  spot,  that  they  could,  without  any  spirit  of  pro- 
phecy, fell  them,  that  they  would  be  starved  or  be  murdered ; 
and  bade  them  consider  of  it. 

The  men  replied  audaciously,  they  should  be  starved  if  they 
stayed  here,  for  they  could  not  work,  and  would  not  work  ;  and 
they  could  but  be  starved  abroad ;  and  if  they  were  murdered, 
^ere  was  an  end  of  them,  they  had  no  lA^ves  or  children  to  cry 
after  them  -  and,  in  short,  insisted  importunately  upon  their 
demand,  declaring  that  they  would  go,  whether  they  would  give 
them  any  arms  or  no. 

The  Spaniards  told  them,  with  great  kindness,  that  if  they 
were  resolved  to  go,  they  should  not  go  like  naked  men,  and  be 
in  no  condition  to  defend  themselves;  and  that  though  they 
could  ill  spare  their  fire-arms,  having  not  enough  for  themselves. 
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yet  tliqr  would  kt  them  have  two  musqucts,  a  pistol^  aiid  a  cut- 
Ias«»  and  each  man  a  hatchet,  which  chey  thought  sufficient  for 
them. 

In  a  word,  they  accepted  the  olfcr ;  and  having  baked  them 
bread  enough  to  Mervc  them  a  months  aiid  given  them  ai  moch 
goaf)  Acsh  as  they  could  eat  while  \t  was  sweet,  and  a  great 
bftsket  full  oT  dried  grape*,  n  pot  ^1  of  fresh  wnter,  and  a  yoiing 
idd  alive  to  kill,  they  boldly  set  out  in  a  cmoe  for  a  voyage  over 
the  so,  where  it  was  at  least  forty  miles  broad. 

The  boat  wsi  indeed  a  large  one,  and  would  have  very  well 
earned  fifteen  or  twenty  men ;  and  therefore  was  rather  coo  big 
for  them  to  manage :  but  aa  they  had  a  fair  breeze  and  the  ilood- 
cide  with  them^  ihcy  did  well  enough :  they  had  made  a  mast  of 
a  long  pole,  and  a  sail  of  four  large  goat-skins  dried,  which  they 
Iiad  sewed  or  bced  together:  andawvy  they  went  merrily  enough: 
the  Spaniards  adJed  after  them  Bm  y<aj&;  and  no  mm  ever 
thoughc  of  seeing  them  any  more. 

The  Spduidrds  would  often  uy  to  one  another,  and  the  two 
honeat  kjtiluhmen  who  remained  behind,  how  quietiy  and  coot- 
forrahly  they  lived,  now  those  three  tu/bulcut  fcllowf  were  gone: 
as  for  their  ever  conung  again,  that  was  the  remocest  thbig  from 
ibetr  thoughts  could  be  imagined;  when,  l^ehold,  after  nventy- 
two  days  abscncc>  one  of  the  EMglishmfn  being  abroad  upon  his 
pi  anting- work,  see^  tliTer  strange  men  avnirg  lowjtnU  liim  at  a 
dtttatkre,  two  of  them  with  guns  upon  their  shoulders,  ■ 

Away  run  the  EtrglijAmaf,  as  if  he  was  bewitched,  comes 
frighted  and  amazed,  to  the  governor  Sf^siard,  and  tells  htm 
tbey  were  all  undone,  fur  there  were  strangers  landed  upon  the 
island,  they  could  rK>t  tell  who :  the  ^poMiard  pausing  awhiie, 
says  to  him,  How  do  you  mean,  you  cannot  tell  who?  "llicy  arc 
the  ftavagc&  to  be  sure.  No^  no,  says  the  EHglu^moM^  they  are 
mca  in  dodics,  with  arms.     Nay  then,  says  the  Sp^mard^  why 
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ire  you  concerned?  If  they  arc  not  savages,  they  must  be 
["ricnds;  for  there  is  no, Christian  nation  ujjon  canh,  but  will  do 
IS  good  rather  than  harm. 

While  they  were  debating  thus,  comes  the  three  Englishm^y 
ind  standing  without  the  wood  which  was  new  planted^  hallooed 

rhem  ;  they  presently  knew  their  voices,  and  so  all  the  wtindcr 
jf  that  kind  ceased.  But  now  the  admiration  was  curned  upon 
mother  questiot:,  viz.  What  could  be  the  matter,  and  what  made 
icm  come  back  again- 

It  was  not  long  before  they  brought  the  men  in  ;  and  inquiring 
'here  they  had  been,  and  what  they  had  been  doing,  they  gave 
rhem  a  full  account  of  their  voyage,  in  z  few  words,  vix,  That 
;hcy  reached  the  land  in  two  days,  or  something  less ;  but  finding 
he  people  a]:irmed  at  their  coming,  and  preparing  with  bows 
nd  arrows  to  iight  them,  they  durst  not  go  on  shore,  but  sailed 
)n  to  the  northward  six  or  seven  hours,  till  they  came  to  a  great 

lenine^  hv  which  thev  ucrccivcd  that  the  land  chcv  saw  from 
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artd  dim  chcy  owned  ihai  thcjr  nude  a  gnrat  firaw^  and  eat  tbtir 
prisoners. 

The  Eftfrlijhm^n  inquired  when  they  hod  a.  fca^ft  of  that  kind ; 
tknd  they  toUl  ihcsn  aliout  two  m<j(^n%  agn,  poinHtig  to  the  tnoon^ 
and  then  eo  two  fingers;  2nd  thsu  their  great  king  had  two  hun- 
dred pHsonen  now,  which  he  had  token  in  his  vrar^  and  they 
were  feeding  them  I0  make  rhcm  f^l  tor  the  next  feast.  The 
En^Ushmen  seemed  mighcy  desirous  to  see  those  prisofiera;  but 
the  other  nustoking  Thcarii  thought  they  wxre  desirous  to  have 
some  of  them  to  cairj"  nway  tor  their  own  eating.  So  they 
beckoned  to  them,  pointing  to  the  *Klting  of  the  sun,  and  then 
lo  the  ming;  which  was  to  sagitify,  thai  the  ivext  mornings  at 
sun-riling,  theii'  wouM  briit^  some  for  them ;  ani  accordingly, 
the  next  morning,  they  brought  down  hvc  women,  and  eleven 
iTMn;  ;iml  gave  them  to  the  EM^lijhmiH  to  carry  with  them  on 
their  voyage,  ju^  as  we  would  bring  so  many  cowi  and  oxen 
down  CO  a  sea-port  towti»  to  victual  a  ship. 

As  brutt&h  ajid  barbarous  a^  thc»  fellow?  were  at  home,  their 
fttomtcKs  turncl  at  this  «ight,  md  xhcy  did  not  know  what  to 
do:  to  refuse  the  prisoneni  would  have  been  the  highest  aflVont 
to  the  savage  gentry  that  offered  them ;  and  what  to  do  with 
them  they  knew  not :  however,  upon  some  debate,  tbcy  rewlved 
to  accept  of  them;  aiuI,  tn  rcCitru,  they  gave  the  savages  that 
brought  them  one  of  their  hatchets,  an  old  key>  a  kjiife,  and  sik 
or  acvcn  of  their  btdlets,  which,  though  they  did  not  underhand, 
ihcf  sQcroed  cxtrenidy  pleased  with  :  and  then,  tying  the  poor 
CRsttureir  hands  behind  them,  they  (the  people)  dragged  the  poor 
pnsofKT^  into  the  boat  tor  our  men. 

The  EaxlUhmen  woe  obliged  to  come  away  aa  soon  ^  they 
had  them,  or  else  they  thai  gave  ihem  this  noble  present,  wotdd 
certainly  have  expected  that  they  should  have  gone  to  work  with 
thcjn,  have  killod  two  or  three  of  them  the  next  monutig,  and 
perhaps  have  invited  the  dooors  to  ^nncr. 
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Butj  having  taken  their  leave  with  all  the  respects  and  thanks 
[hat  could  well  pass  between  people,  where,  on  cither  aide,  they 

iderstood  not  one  word  they  could  say,  they  put  off  with  their 
lat,  and  came  back  towards  the  first  island,  where,  when  they 
Lrrivedj  they  set  eight  of  their  prisoners  at  liberty,  there  being 
[oo  many  of  them  for  their  occasion, 

111  their  voyage  they  endeavoured  to  have  some  communication 
[vith  their  prisoners,  but  it  was  impossible  to  make  them  undsr- 
itand  any  thing ;  nothing  they  could  say  to  them,  or  give  them, 
»r  do  for  them,  but  was  looked  upon  as  going  about  to  murder 
icm  i  they  first  of  all  unbound  ihem ;  but  the  poor  creatures 
Icreamed  at  that,  especially  the  women,  as  if  they  had  just  fdt 
Ihe  knife  at  their  throats  ;  for  they  immediately  concluded  they 
^crc  unbound  on  purpose  to  be  killed. 

If  they  gave  them  any  thing  to  eat,  it  was  the  same  thing; 
:hen  they  concluded  it  was  for  fear  they  should  sink  in  flesh,  and 

not  be  fat  enough  to  kill :  if  they  looked  at  one  of  them  more 
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^thcy  sat,  aU  of  them  scirk'tukcd ;  /r//,  there  w-crc  three 
,  lu^t}'.  comely  fcJIowSt  wcIJ-^ped,  fttnight  md  fiir  limbs, 
it  ^rty  to  thirty -five  years  of  age,  aitd  five  women^  whereof 
might  be  from  thirty  to  forty,  two  more  not  above  four  or 
and  twciify.  aod  the  fifth,  a  tall,  comely  maiden^  aboui  iix- 

or  seventeen:  the  women  were  weil-favourcd  agrecibte 
imp,  both  in  ^pc  and  features,  only  tawny;  and  two  of 
1,  had  they  been  perfect  while,  would  have  passed  for  very 
hence  K^oineti,  even  tn  I^ndon  itNelt,  having  very  pleav.-tnc 
able  countenances^  and  of  a  very  modest  bdiaviour,  especially 
n  they  canifi  afterwards  to  be  clothed  and  dressed,  oa  they 
d  J^  tbongh  the  dress  wa^  very  indiffcrentf  it  must  be  con* 
d;  of  which  heKafter. 

he  sif^ti  you  may  be  sure,  was  something  ttncouth  to  our 
\iMrds^  who  were  (to  give  them  a  just  character)  men  of  the 

behaviour^  of  the  most  calm  scdalc  tempers,  atid  perfect 
trhmnour  that  ever  I  met  with ;  and^  in  ^xirriciilar,  of  the 
\  modesty,  as  wiJl  presently  appear.  I  say  the  sight  «-as  very 
uth,  to  sue  three  naked  men,  and  five  naked  women,  all 
[her  bound,  and  in  the  ino«f  miserable  ctKunLsianct^  chat 
an  nature  could  be  supposed  to  be,  viz^  to  be  e^cpecdng 
f  aionKnt  to  be  dragged  out,  and  have  thdr  brains  knocked 

and  then  to  be  eaten  up  like  a  calf  that  is  killed  fur  a 

he  first  thing  they  did  was  to  cause  the  old  Misn^  Fridafs 
T,togoin,  andsceiir^c  if  he  knew  any  of  them ;  and  then,  if 
ndentocxl  any  of  their  speech :  as  »x>n  as  the  old  man  came 
c  looked  seriously  at  them,  but  knew  none  i)f  them  ;  neither 
i  any  of  d>em  understand  a  word  he  sakl,  or  a  sign  he  eouM 
Cr  except  one  of  the  women. 

[owever,  this  was  enough  to  answer  the  end,  which  w^  lo 
ly  them,  that  the  men  into  whoie  hands  they  were  fallen, 
Christians  \  ttvit  they  abhorred  eating  xA  vbxxs.  w  ^tCACA^ci^ 
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|nd  that  they  might  he  sure  they  would  not  be  killed  :   as  soon 
they  were  assured  of  this,  they  discovered  such  a  joy,  and  by 
:h  awkward  and  several  ways,  aa  b  hard  to  describe ;  for  it 
eems  they  were  of  several  nations. 

The  woman,  who  was  their  interpreter,  was  bid,  m  the  next 
)lace,  to  ask  them  if  they  were  willing  to  be  servajits,  and  to 
^ork  for  the  men  who  had  brought  them  away,  to  save  their 
ives  ?  At  which  they  all  fell  a  dancing ;  and  presently  one  fell 
[o  taking  up  this,  and  another  that,  any  thing  that  lay  next,  to 
:arry  oti  their  shoulders,  to  Intimate  that  they  were  willing  W 
Ivork, 

The  governor  who  found  that  the  having  the  women  among 

^hem  would  presently  be  attended  with  some  inconveniency,  ard 

light  occasion  some  strife,  and  perhaps  blood,  asked  the  three 

nen,  what  they  intended  to  do  with  these  women,  and  how 

ley  intended  to  use  them,  whether  as  servants,  or  as  wcmien? 

•  of  the  Englijhmen  answered  very  boldly  and  readily>  tl 
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like  women  iJiaf  were  not  ChnsltAri% ;  .im\  M  Ir^clhcr  ded^retl, 
thfft  the)'  would  not  touch  one  of  th«ni ;  which  was  in  instance 
of  such  virtue  as  I  have  not  met  with  in  aU  my  travels  |  on  the 
other  handi  to  be  short,  the  five  Engtuhmtit  look  thcni  every  one 
a  wife  ;  thflt  is  ro  say,  a  tcmponry  wife;  aitd  so  they  set  up  a 
new  form  of  living;  for  the  Sfwniardi  and  S'rtdefs  father  lived 
in  my  old  habicaiion,  which  they  had  enlarged  exceedingly  with- 
in; the  thnc  servants,  which  they  ha^l  taken  in  the  late  battle 
of  the  savages  lived  with  them;  and  theie  carrnd  on  the  mua 
part  of  the  colony,  supplying  all  the  rest  with  food>  and  assist- 
ing them  in  any  thing  as  they  couU*  or  «  they  found  ncccsnty 
required. 

But  the  wonder  of  this  story  was,  how  five  such  refhurttjry, 
ill-matched  fellows  should  ^rcc  about  thcac  women,  and  that 
two  of  them  should  iKJt  pitch  upon  the  same  wonui:,  c<»]>ecially 
vcrang  two  or  three  of  them  were,  withutit  conijunMxi,  rnore 
agreeable  than  the  other:  but  they  took  a  good  way  enough  to 
prevent  quarrelling  among  thcmsdrcs ;  for  they  set  the  five  wo- 
men hy  thenisclves  in  ottc  of  their  huts,  arni  they  went  all  into 
the  other  hut,  and  drew  lots  among  them  who  should  choose 
fir^t, 

Hz  thar  drew  to  choose  first,  went  away  by  hijnsclf  to  the 
hut,  where  the  poor  naked  creatures  were,  and  fetched  out  her 
be  cho«e;  and  it  was  worth  observing,  that  he  that  chose  first, 
took  her  that  was  reckoned  the  homciiest,  and  the  oldest  of  the 
five,  which  made  mirth  enough  among  the  rctt:  and  even  the 
SpaMwrds  laughed  at  it;  but  the  fellow  considered  better  than 
any  of  them,  that  it  waa  application  and  business,  that  they  were 
to  expect  assistance  in,  as  much  as  any  thing  else;  and  she 
proved  the  best  wife  of  all  the  parcel. 

When  the  poor  women  saw  themselves  set  in  a  row  thus,  and 
fetched  out  one  by  one,  the  terron  of  then-  coiHlition  nttumcd 
tipon  them  again,  and  tbcy  firmly  bcVicved  tioi  *s:^  '«ts^  ttfj* 
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devoured :  accordingly,  i^^hen  the  English  smIot 
fetched  out  one  of  them,  the  rest  set  up  a  most 
amentable  cry,  and  hung  about  herj  and  took  their  leave  of  her 
ith  such  ponies  and  such  affection^  3s  would  have  grieved  the 
ardest  heart  in  the  world;  nor  was  it  possible  for  the  English- 
en  to  satisfy  them  that  they  were  not  to  be  immediately  mur- 
ercd,  till  they  fetched  the  old  man,  Friday's  father,  who 
nstantiy  let  them  know,  that  the  five  men  who  had  fetched  them 
ut  one  by  one,  had  chosen  them  for  their  wives. 

When  they  had  done,  and  the  fright  the  women  were  in  was 
little  over,  the  men  went  to  workj  and  the  Spaniards  came  and 
elped  them  ;  and,  in  a  few  hours^  they  had  built  them  every  one 

new  hut  or  tent  for  their  lodging  apart ;  for  those  they  had 
Iready  were  crowded  with  their  tools,  household  stviiF,  and 
rovisions.  The  three  wicked  ones  had  pitched  farthest  oif; 
nd  the  two  honest  ones  nearer,  but  both  on  the  north  shore  of 
continued  scoaratcd  aa  before :   and  thus 
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Atoned  the  scvctal  improvemenis,  plftHting^  ind  management  of 
tbe  MVenJ  little  coIonicSr  the  two  men  had  so  fu-  outgone  the 
three,  thit  chcTT  was  no  comparison  :  they  had  indeed  both  of 
them  ax  much  grotind  Imd  out  for  corn  as  they  wanted  ;  and  the 
reason  was,  because,  according  to  my  rule,  nature  dicutcd,  that 
IT  wu  to  no  purjx)»c  to  »ow  more  com  than  they  wanted;  but  the 
dtAcrrcncc  of  the  cuUtvation,  of  rhc  planringr  of  the  fences,  and 
indeed  of  every  thing  dse,  was  easy  to  be  seen  at  first  view. 

The  two  men  had  innumerable  young  trees  pUntcd  i^ut 
their  hutSj  that  when  you  came  to  the  pUcc  nothing  was  to  be 
seen  hue  a  vrood ;  and  though  they  had  twice  had  ihcir  plantation 
demolished,  once  by  their  own  countrymen,  and  oticc  by  the 
cncmy>  as  shall  be  shewn  in  tts  place,  yet  they  had  restored  all 
aguin,  and  evc*rv  thirgv;?,^  thriving  and  fiounshing  oliouE  chrm: 
they  had  grapes  planted  tn  order,  and  managed  like  a  vineyvrd, 
though  they  had  themselves  never  »ccn  any  thing  of  that  kiiKl : 
and  by  their  good  ordering  their  vines,  thdr  graj^es  were  as  good 
again  as  any  of  the  others,  The^^  had  also  fouTid  themselves 
out  a  ictrcat  in  the  thickest  part  of  the  woods,  where,  though 
-there  was  not  a  natural  cave,  as  I  had  found,  yet  they  made  one 
vhh  incessant  labour  of  thcsr  hands,  and  where,  when  the  mt^* 
chief  which  followed  happened,  they  secured  their  wives  and 
children,  so  as  they  could  never  be  found ;  they  having,  by 
sdcking  innumerable  stakes  and  poles  of  the  wood,  which,  as  I 
wd,  grrw  so  easily,  made  the  wood  un|KL\uthle,  cxcr|n  in  one 
place,  where  they  climbed  up  to  get  over  the  outside  pan,  and 
then  went  in  by  ways  of  their  own  leaving. 

As  to  the  ihrrc  rtprohiies,  as  I  ju?itly  call  them,  though  they 
were  much  civilized  by  their  new  senlemcnt  compared  to  what 
tbcy  were  before,  and  were  not  so  quarrcUome,  having  not  tlie 

ic  oppoTtunit>',  yet  one  of  the  certain  companions  of  a  profit 
mind  never  left  them,  and  that  was  their  idlcnesa.  It  » true 
tbey  planted  com,  and  made  fences ;   but  Solomstf  t  ^eix^ 
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lever  better  verified  than  in  them.  "  /  wifri  hj  the  iiineyari  (f 
'kf  shihful^  end  it  tvas  nil  overgrown  with  ih&rns ;  "  for  when  the 
SfaJiiards  came  to  view  their  crop,  they  could  not  see  it  in  some 
)laces  for  weeds  j  the  hedge  had  several  gaps  in  it,  where  the 

ild  goats  had  got  in  and  eaten  up  the  corn ;  perhaps  here  and 
:here  a  dead  buah  was  crammed  in>  to  stop  them  out  for  the  pre- 

:nt,  but  it  was  only  shutting  the  stable  door  after  the  steed  was 
Ltolcn  ;   whcrtas,  when  they  looked  on  the  colony  of  the  other 

'Oj  there  was  the  very  face  of  industry  and  success   upon  all 

ley  did ;  there  was  not  a  weed  to  be  seen  in  all  their  corn,  or  a 
;ap  in  any  of  their  hedges;  and  they,  on  the  other  hand,  vcri- 
led  SolomON's  words  in  another  place,  ''Thai  ike  diligeni  hdJid 
lakes  rich ; "  for  every  thing  grew  and  thrived,  and  they  had 
ilenty  within  and  without  j  they  had  more  tame  cattle  than  the 
ither,  more  utensils  and  necessaries  within  doors,  and  yet  more 
►leasure  and  diversion  too- 
It  is  true,  the  wives  of  the  three  were  very  handy  and  cleanly 
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room  to  doubt  tbcy  came  upon  the  old  crnnd  of  feeding  upon 
their  lUvcs  \  bui  that  parr  was  now  so  familiar  to  the  Spamards^ 
and  to  okir  men  loo,  that  they  did  i\ot  concern  thcm%lvcs  about 
it,  as  1  did  ;  but,  having  been  made  sensible  by^  their  experience, 
that  their  only  business  was  to  he  concealed,  and  that,  if  rhey 
were  HOC  seen  by  any  of  the  savages,  they  wwdd  go  off"  again 
quietly,  when  their  buiinos  was  done,  having  ai  yet  i^oc  the 
least  notion  of  there  being  any  inhabitants  in  the  itland  ;  I  say> 
having  been  made  sensible  of  this,  they  had  nothing  to  do  but  to 
give  notice  to  dl  the  three  plai^tations  to  keep  within  door?,  and 
not  to  !(hew  themwlvcs ;  only  pladng  a  scout  in  a  proper  place, 
to  give  notice  when  the  boat9  went  to  sea  again. 

This  was,  without  doubt,  very  right ;  but  a  disaster  spoiled 
all  these  nieasurca,  and  made  it  known  among  the  ravages,  that 
they  were  tnhalnraiits  there;  which  was,  in  the  end,  the  desola- 
tion of  almost  the  whole  colony.  After  the  canoes  with  the 
savages  were  gone  off,  the  SpanUrds  peeped  abroad  again,  and 
BOunc  of  them  had  the  curiosity  to  go  to  the  place  where  they 
had  been,  to  see  w}nt  they  had  been  doing.  Here,  to  their 
great  surprise,  they  found  three  savages  left  behind,  and  lyii^ 
fast  asleep  upon  the  ground;  it  was  sujiposed  they  had  cither 
been  so  gorged  with  their  inhuman  feast,  that,  like  beasts,  they 
were  asleep^  and  would  not  st-r  when  the  others  went,  or  they 
were  ^-aiulcrcd  into  the  woods,  and  did  noe  come  back  in  time 
to  be  taken  in. 

The  SpaniarJs  were  greatly  mrprnod  at  thh  sight,  and  per- 
fectly at  a  loss  what  to  do :  the  SpaxiarJ  governor,  as  it  hap- 
pened, was  with  tfacm,  and  his  advice  was  asked;  but  he  pn>- 
fosed  he  knew  not  what  to  do :  as  ^  slaves,  they  had  enough 
already;  and  at  to  killing  them,  they  ^-ere  nortc  of  them  in- 
dined  to  that ;  the  Spaniard  govcrrwr  told  me  they  could  not 
think  of  shetiding  innocent  liJood ;  for  as  to  them  the  poor  crea- 
tures had  done  them  no  wrong,  invaded  t\(mc  of  i^^t  ^tc0^ft:^\ 
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ind  f hey  thought  thc^  had  no  just  quarrel  against  them  to  take 
tway  their  lives. 

And  here  I  must,  in  justice  to  these  Spaniards^  observe,  dut 
let  the  accounts  of  Spanish  cruelty  in  Mexico  and  Peru  be  what 
:hey  will,  I  never  met  with  seventeen  men,  of  any  nation  what- 
soever, in  any  foreign  country,  who  were  so  universally  modest, 
:;eniperate,  virtuous,  so  very  good-humoured,  and  so  courteous, 
these  Spaniards;  and,  as  to  cruelty,  they  had  nothing  of  it  in 
leir  very  nature  ;  no  inhumanity,  no  barbarity,  no  outrageous 
lassions,  and  yet  all  of  them  men  of  great  courage  and  spirit, 

Their  temper  and  calmness  had  appeared  in  their  bearing  the 
msuFerahIc  usage  of  the  three  Englishmen  ;  and  their  justice  and 
lumanity  appeared  now  in  the  case  of  the  savages,  as  above: 
ter  some  consultation,  they  resolved  upon  this,  that  they  would 
lie  still  a  while  longer,  till,  if  possible,  these  three  men  might  bt 
Fone;  liut  tlien  the  ^ov^mor  Spaniard  recollected  that  the  three 
lavages  had  no  boat ;  and  that  if  they  were  left  to  rove  about 
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for  them  to  do :  and  whether  it  was  by  negligence  in  gusu^iing 
them>  or  that  they  thought  the  fellows  could  not  mend  them- 
selves, I  know  not,  but  one  of  them  run  away ;  and,  taking  into 
the  woods,  they  could  never  hear  of  him  more. 

They  had  good  reason  to  believe  he  got  home  again  soon 
after  in  some  other  boats  or  canoes  of  savages,  who  came  on 
shore  three  or  four  weeks  afterwards,  and  who,  carrying  on  their 
revels  as  usual,  went  oiF  ^ain  in  two  days  time;  this  thought 
terrified  them  exceedingly ;  for  they  concluded,  and  that  not 
without  good  cause  indeed,  that  if  this  fellow  got  safe  home 
among  his  comrades,  he  would  certainly  give  them  an  account 
that  there  were  people  in  the  island,  as  also  how  weak  and  few 
they  were ;  for  this  savage,  as  I  observed  before,  had  never  been 
told,  and  it  was  very  happy  he  had  not,  how  many  they  were,  or 
where  they  lived,  nor  had  he  ever  seen  or  heard  the  fire  of  any 
of  their  guns,  much  less  had  they  shewn  him  any  of  their  other 
retired  places,  such  as  the  cave  in  the  valley,  or  the  new  retreat 
which  the  two  Englishmen  had  made,  and  the  like. 

The  first  testimony  they  had,  that  this  fellow  had  given  intel- 
ligence of  them  was,  that  about  two  months  after  this,  six  canoes 
of  savages,  with  about  seven  or  eight,  or  ten  men  in  a  canoe, 
came  rowing  along  the  north  side  of  the  island,  where  they  never 
used  to  come  before,  and  landed  about  an  hour  after  sun-rise,  at 
a  convenient  place,  about  a  mile  fi'om  the  habitation  of  the  two 
Englishmen^  where  this  escaped  man  had  been  kept :  as  the  Spa- 
niard governor  said,  had  they  been  all  there,  the  damage  would 
not  have  been  so  much,  for  not  a  man  of  them  would  have 
escaped :  but  the  case  differed  now  very  much  \  for  two  men  to 
fifty  was  too  much  odds :  the  two  men  had  the  happiness  to  dis- 
cover them  about  a  league  off,  so  that  it  was  above  an  hour  be- 
fore they  landed ;  and  as  they  landed  a  mile  fi^m  their  huts,  it 
was  some  time  before  they  could  come  at.  them.  Now  having 
great  reason  to  believe  that  they  were  betrayed,  the  first  thing  they 
did  Witt  to  bind  the  two  slaves  which  were  left,  ^Jid  ca>iSR  \sic  ^ 
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|he  three  men,  who  they  brought  with  the  women,  who,  h  seems, 
jroved  very  faithful  to  theiiij  to  iced  them  with  their  two  wives, 
id  whatever  they  could  carry  away  with  them,  to  their  retired 
ilace  in  the  woods,  which  I  have  spoken  of  above,  and  there  B* 
kind  the  two  fellows  hand  and  foot  till  they  heard  farther- 
In  the  next  place,  seciug  the  savages  were  all  come  on  shores 
ind  that  they  bent  their  course  directly  that  way,  they  opened 
le  fences  where  their  milch-goats  were  kept,  and  drove  them  all 
)ut,  leaving  their  goats  to  straggle  into  the  woods,  whither  ther 
»ieased,  that  the  savages  might  think  they  were  all  bred  wild; 
lut  the  rogue  who  came  with  them  was  too  cunning  for  that,  and 
Lve  them  an  account  of  it  all ;   for  they  went  directly  to  the 
t)ace.     When  the  two  poor  frighted  men    had  secured  their 
'ivcs  and  goods,  they  sent  the  other  slave  they  had  of  the  three, 
'ho  came  with  the  women,  and  who  was  at  their  place  by  acci- 
lent,  away  to  the  Spaniards  with  all  speed,  to  give  them  the 
larm,  and  desire  speedv  helo ;  and  in  the  mean  time  thev  took 
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might  come  that  way,  so  Ehc)-  might  oomc  too  many  together^ 
choughl  it  proprr  lo  mikc  another  retreat  about  half  a  mile  far^ 
thcr,  bcltcvtng,  2s  it  afterwards  happened,  that  the  Jvthcr  they 
fttroilcdt  the  fewer  irould  be  together. 

rtic  next  halt  was  ac  the  entrance  into  a  Terr  thick  gnmn 
part  of  iHc  WLNxLs,  aiid  where  aii  old  tmiik  of  a  tree  itixwl,  which 
was  hoUow,  and  rasrly  large;  and  in  this  tree  ihcy  both  took 
their  Btanding,  resolving  to  9ce  what  might  offer. 

They  had  not  stood  there  loi^j  but  two  of  the  savages  ap- 
peared running  dirrcily  ihar  way>  as  if  thry  had  alrrady  had 
nocke  where  they  stood,  and  were  coming  up  to  attadt  them ; 
Kod  a  little  way  farther  they  apiod  three  more  comtng  after  them, 
md  live  nuirc  beyond  them,  all  coming  the  same  way ;  bendcs 
which,  they  saw  s«vcr  or  eight  more  at  a  distance  runnmg  another 
way;  for,  in  a  word,  they  ran  every  way>  like  sportsmen  beating 
for  their  game. 

The  poor  men  were  now  in  great  perplexity,  whether  thej^ 
should  stand,  and  keep  thctr  po^nirCp  or  fly  ;  hut  after  a  very 
ffcort  debate  with  themselves,  they  considered,  that  if  the  savages 
ranged  the  country  thus>  before  help  came,  they  might,  perhaps 
find  oat  thetr  rctmt  in  the  woodt^  and  then  all  would  he  lost ; 
CD  they  nsolved  to  stand  them  there;  and  if  there  wcrv  too 
many  to  deal  with»  then  xhey  would  get  to  the  cop  of  the  tree* 
frnm  whence  they  doubted  not  tu  ddend  tlwin^ves,  Jf/'^  txttptrd, 
as  long  as  their  ammunition  lasted,  though  all  the  savages  that 
were  landed,  wluch  was  near  fift)-,  were  to  attack  them. 

Having  resolved  upon  this,  they  next  considered  whether  chcy 
should  firr  at  the  firsr  two,  or  wait  for  the  three,  and  so  take  the 
middle  party ;  by  which  the  two  and  the  6vc  that  tbUowed  would 
be  sepflrakrd ;  and  tbcy  rcaolvcd  to  let  the  two  first  pass  by, 
unlesB  they  ^lould  spy  them  in  the  tree,  and  come  to  attack 
them.  The  two  first  savages  aUo  confirrr^ed  them  in  this  rr- 
gulation,  by  turning  a  little  from  them  tcrwit^  ^tsc^Zcwa  ywt- 
ofthc  mvod;  but  the  thrccj  and  the  five  after  ^to^  ox^a  ^' 
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'irds  directly  to  the  tree,  as  if  they  had  known  the  EnglisAmdi 
'ere  there. 

Seeing  them  come  so  straight  towards  chemj  they  resolved  tt> 
|ake  them  in  a.  line  ns  they  came ;  and  as  they  resolved  to  fire 
»ut  one  at  a  time,  perhaps  the  first  shot  might  hit  them  ail 
Ihrec  ;  to  which  purpose,  the  ma»  who  was  to  fire,  put  three  or 
["our  small  bullets  ioto  his  piece,  aiid  having  a  fair  loophole,  as 
|t  were,  from  a  broken  hole  In  the  tree,  he  took  a  sure  aim*  with- 
)ut  being  seen,  waiting  till  they  were  within  about  thirty  yards 
if  the  tree,  so  that  he  could  rot  miss. 

While  the/  were  thus  waiting,  and  the  savages  came  on,  xhtj 
>lainly  saw  that  one  of  the  three  was  the  run-away  savage  that 
lad  escaped  from  them,  and  they  both  knew  him  distinctly,  and 
■esolvcd  thatj  if  possible,  he  should  not  escape,  though  they 
should  both  fire  ;  so  the  other  stood  ready  with  his  piece,  that 
\f  he  did  not  drop  at  the  first  shot,  he  should  be  sure  to  have  i 
fecond. 
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that,  perhaps,  was  ever  shot  oiF  in  that  place  since  it  was  an 
island. 

However,  all  being  silent  again,  and  they  not  knowing  what 
the  matter  was,  came  on  unconcerned  till  they  came  to  the  place 
where  their  companions  lay,  in  a  condition  miserable  enough ; 
and  here  the  poor  ignorant  crcatureSj  not  sensible  that  they  were 
within  reach  of  the  same  mischiefi  stcxid  all  of  a  huddle  over  the 
wounded  man,  talking,  and,  as  may  be  supposed,  inquiring  of 
him  how  he  came  to  be  hurt ;  and  who,  'tis  very  rational  to  be* 
lieve,  told  them  that  a  flash  of  fire  first,  and  immediately  after 
diat,  thunder  from  their  gods,  had  killed  diose  two,  and  wounded 
him.  This,  I  say,  is  rational ;  for  nothing  is  more  certain  dian 
that,  as  they  saw  no  man  near  them,  so  they  had  never  heard  a 
gun  in  all  their  lives,  or  so  much  as  heard  of  a  gun ;  neither 
knew  they  any  thing  of  killing  or  wounding  at  a  distance,  with 
fire  and  bullets ;  if  they  had,  one  might  reasonably  believe,  that 
they  would  not  have  stood  so  unconcerned,  in  viewing  the  fate 
of  their  fellows,  without  some  apprehension  of  their  own. 

Our  two  men,  though,  as  they  confessed  to  me,  it  grieved 
them  to  be  obliged  to  kill  so  many  poor  creatures,  who  at  the 
same  time  had  no  notion  of  their  danger ;  yet,  having  them  all 
thus  in  their  power,  and  the  first  having  loaded  his  piece  ag^, 
resolved  to  let  fly  both  together  among  them ;  and  singling  out 
by  agreement  which  to  aim  at,  they  shot  together,  and  killed,  or 
very  much  wounded,  four  of  them  ;  the  fifth,  frighted  even  to 
death,  though  not  hurt,  fell  with  the  rest ;  so  that  our  men,  see- 
ing them  all  iall  together,  thought  they  had  killed  them  all. 

The  belief  that  the  savages  were  all  killed,  made  our  two  men 
come  boldly  out  from  the  tree  before  they  had  charged  their 
guns  again,  which  was  a  wrong  step ;  and  they  were  under  some 
mrprise,  when  they  came  to  the  place,  and  found  no  less  than 
four  of  the  men  alive,  and  of  them,  two  very  little  hurt,  and  one 
not  at  all :.  this  obliged  them  to  fall  upon  them  with  the  stocks 
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tf  their  musquets;  and  first,  they  made  sure  of  the 
ia^age,  thar  had  been  the  cause  of  :ill  the  mischief;  and  of  im*- 
:her  that  was  hurt  in  his  knee,  and  put  them  out  of  their  pajnj 
:hen  the  man  that  was  not  hurt  elI  all  came  and  kneeled  down  v 

lenij  with  his  two  hands  held  upy  and  made  piteous  moxns  w 
rhem  by  gestures  and  signs,  for  his  life;  but  could  not-say  ow 

'ord  to  them  that  they  could  understand* 

However,    they  signed  to  him  to  sit  down  at  the  foot  oTi 
;ree  thereby ;  and  one  of  the  Engliihrnen^  whh  a  piece  of  ropc- 

'inCj  which  he  had  by  great  chajKe  in  his  pocket,  tied  his  two 
feet  fast  together,  ajid  his  two  hands  behind  him,  and  there  they 

L'!t  him. ;  and,  with  what  speed  they  could,  made  after  the  other 
:wo  which  were  gone  before,  fearing  they,  or  any  more  of  them, 
ihould  find  the  way  to  their  covered  place  in  the  woods,  where 
:heir  wives  and  the  few  goods  they  had  left  lay  ;  they  came  once 
\j\  sight  of  ihe  two  men,  but  it  was  at  a  great  distance;  ever, 
:hey  had  the  satisfaction  to  see  them  cross  over  a  valley,  towanla 


L,  insecessibic,  by  the  trtts  standing  so  thidc,  4j  ft/irr^  had 
the  pcrKins  seeking  it  been  directed  by  those  that  knew  it* 
rh  these  did  naC;  they  fbimd,  thercfure,  every  thing  very 

only  the  woinen  in  a  lerribJe  fright :  while  zhty  were  het«,

*  Maiatancc ;  tlie  other  ten,  with  their  servants,  umI  oki  Fri- 

I  mesn  Fridays  fnther,  were  gone  in  a  body  lo  defend  their 
er,  and  the  com  and  catde  chat  was  kept  there,  in  case  the 
ges  5houki  have  roved  over  to  that  side  <:f  the  country ;  but 

did  not  spicad  so  ftr.  With  the  seven  SfaniarJs  cantc  one 
te  three  nv-tgesj  whu,  za  I  saiii,  weri*  their  privonen  formerly, 
TOCh  them  also  come  the  savage  who  the  Enj^luhmfn  had  left 
id  hard  and  foot  at  the  ti-ec ;  for  it  seems  they  came  that 
^  saw  the  slaughter  of  the  ac-ven  men,  ajid  tuibuiind  the 
(h,  and  brought  him  aloag  with  them,  where,  however,  they 
;  obliged  to  bind  him  again,  as  they  had  the  t^H>  others,  who 
;  leJt  when  the  third  raji  away. 

"he  priSDners  began  now  to  be  a  burden  to  them  ;  and  they 
X  so  afraid  of  therr  escaping,  that  they  were  once  resolt^i^  to 
them  all,  believing  they  wci^  Under  an  absolute  necessity  to 
o,  for  their  own  preservation  :  ho^xver,  the  SpmarJ  gorer- 
would  noc  consent  to  it ;  but  ordered,  for  the  ptrsenf^  that 

shouki  be  sent  out  of  the  v.'ay  to  my  old  cave  in  the  valley, 
be  kept  there,  with  two  Sp(mutr4s  to  guard  thcmp  and  give 
ailbod  for  thdr  subsistaicc :  which  was  donci  and  they  were 
id  there  hand  and  foot  for  that  night. 
Khen  the  SpoJii^rds  came,  the  two  EngUshmen  ttTte  so  encoQ^ 
^  that  Cbcy  coukl  not  satisfy  thcmaelvcs  to  scay  any  lor^cr 
but  taking  five  of  the  SfotiiarJSt  and  themadvet,  with 
lets  and  a  pistol  among  ihcm»  and  two  stout  quarter 
C8*  away  they  went  in  quest  cf  the  savages ;  and  first,  dicy 
c  Co  the  tree  where  the  men  by  that  had  been  killed ;  but  it 
^by  to  see,  that  some  more  of  the  savafj|c^  \oi\  \w3ci\  i^oiCi9&\ 
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they  had  attempted  to  cariy  their  dead  men  away,  and  fud 
Lragged  two  of  them  a  good  way,  but  had  given  it  over;  from 
whence  they  advanced  to  the  first  rising  ground,  where  they  had 
itood  and  saw  their  camp  deatroyedj  and  where  they  had  dw 
nurtification  still  lo  see  sonic  of  the  smoke  ;  but  neither  coulJ 
Ley  here  see  any  of  the  savages:  they  then  resolved,  though 
'ith  all  possible  caution,  to  go  forward  towards  their  ruined 
ilantation ;  but  a  little  before  they  came  thither,  coming  in  sigfcl 
»f  the  sea-shore,  they  saw  plainly  the  savages  all  embarking 
tgain  in  their  canoes,  in  order  to  be  gone. 

They  seemed  sorry  at  first ;  and  there  was  no  way  to  come  at 
;hem,  to  give  them  a  parting  blow ;  but,  upon  the  whole,  wcrr 
'ery  well  satisfied  to  be  rid  of  them. 

The  poor  Englishmen  being  now  twice  ruined,  and  all  their 
improvement  destroyed,  the  rest  alt  agreed  to  come  and  he!p 
::hcm  rebuild,  and  to  assist  them  with  needful  supplies.  Their 
:hree  countrymen,  who  were  not  yet  noted  for  having  the  least 
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resolved  to  attempt*  with  sufficient  force  to  cany  all  before  them; 
for,  cxcqit  w)at  ihc  first  miin  had  toM  fhcm  of  irtKjt^unis,  they 
could  say  tittle  to  rr  of  their  own  knowledge,  for  they  never  saw 
one  mani  and  the  fellow  bdng  killed  that  had  silinncd  it>  they 
had  t>o  other  witness  to  confirm  it  to  them. 

It  was  five  or  six  months  after  fhi^  tiefore  they  heard  any 
more  of  the  savages,  in  which  time  our  men  were  in  hopes  they 
had  either  forgot  their  former  bad  luck,  or  given  over  the  hopes 
of  better*  when,  on  a  sitddcn*  they  were  mvadcd  with  «  most 
formidable  flecf>  of  no  le^-*  than  eight  and  twenty  canoes  fitU  of 
savages,  armed  with  bows  and  arrows^  great  clubg,  wooden 
9words,  and  such  like  engines  of  war;  and  they  brought  such 
numbers  with  them,  that,  in  short,  it  put  all  our  people  into  the 
urmosc  consternation. 

As  they  came  on  shore  in  the  evening,  and  at  the  easternmost 
side  of  the  island,  our  men  had  that  night  to  consult  and  consider 
what  to  do;  and  in  the  first  place,  knowing  that  their  hdng  en- 
tirely concealed  was  their  only  safety  before,  ard  would  much 
niorc  be  so  now,  while  the  number  of  their  enemies  was  so  great, 
they  therefore  resolved  first  of  all,  to  take  down  the  huts  which 
were  built  for  the  ppi'o  Kn^ihhmeMt  and  drive  away  their  gosts  to 
the  old  cave;  because  they  supposed  the  savages  would  go 
directly  thither,  as  soon  as  it  was  djy,  to  play  the  old  game  over 
agaun,  though  rhcy  did  nocnowhnd  wirhin  two  lc:igtiesaf  it. 

In  the  next  place,  they  drove  away  all  the  flock  of  goats  they 
had  at  the  old  bower,  as  1  called  it.  which  belonged  to  the  S^m- 
ards :  and,  in  shorip  left  as  little  appeanince  of  inhabitants  sny 
where  as  wris  poEstble :  and  the  next  mort^ing  cariy  cbcy  portted 
chenuclves  with  all  their  force,  at  the  pltntatioo  of  the  two  men, 
and  wsk  for  their  coming.  As  they  guessed,  90  it  happened; 
these  new  invaders,  leaving  cbetr  canoes  ar  the  cast  end  of  the 
tslanl,  came  ranging  along  the  shore,  directly  towards  the  place, 
to  the  number  of  tw^  hundred  and  &ft^,  1A  twiu  v&  «:vca  ^ti»x 
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:ould  judge.     Our  army  was  but  small  indeed  ;    but,  ttiacvlii-; 
■as  worsCj  they  had  not  arms  for  2II  their  number  neither,    Tli 
*holc  account,  it  seems,  stood  thus.     First  as  to  mca. 
17  Spaniards, 
5  Englishmen.

from  the  mutinous  seamen  who  1  reduced, 
1  Swords. 
i|d  hulhern 
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useliil  fellow,  with  six  men,  was  planted  just  behind  a  small 
thicket  of  bushes,  as  an  advanced  guard,  with  orders  to  let  the 
first  of  them  pass  by,  and  then  iirc  into  the  middle  of  them ;  and, 
as  soon  as  he  had  fired,  to  make  hisrctitat  as  nimbly  as  he  could, 
round  a  part  of  the  wood,  and  so  come  in  behind  the  Spaniards 
where  they  stood,  having  a  thicket  of  trees  also  before  them. 

When  the  savages  came  on,  they  run  str^^ltng  about  every 
way  in  heaps,  out  of  all  manner  of  order ;  and  W^.  jitkins  let 
about  fifty  of  them  pass  by  him ;  then,  sedng  the  rest  come  in  a 
very  thick  throng,  he  orders  three  of  his  men  to  fire,  having 
loaded  their  musquets  with  six  or  seven  bullets  a-piece,  about  as 
big  as  lai^  pistol  bullets.  How  many  they  killed  or  wounded, 
they  knew  not ;  but  the  consternation  and  surprise  was  inexpres- 
sible among  the  savages,  they  were  frighted  to  the  last  degree, 
to  hear  such  a  dreadful  noise,  and  sec  flictr  men  killed,  and  others 
hurt,  but  see  nobody  that  did  it  \  when  in  the  middle  of  thdr 
fright,  W,  j^tkinsj  and  his  other  three,  let  fly  again  among  the 
thickest  of  them ;  and  in  less  than  a  minute,  the  other  three 
being  loaded  again,  gave  them  a  third  volley. 

Had  fV.  Atkim  and  his  men  retired  immediately,  as  soon  as 
they  had  fired,  as  they  were  ordered  to  do ;  or  had  the  rest  of 
the  body  been  at  hand  to  have  poured  in  their  shot  continually,  the 
savages  had  been  effectually  routed;  for  the  terror  that  was 
among  them  came  principally  from  this ;  vix.  That  they  were 
killed  by  the  gods  with  thunder  and  lightning,  and  could  see 
nobody  that  hurt  them ;  but  JV.  Atkins,  staying  to  load  again, 
discovered  the  cheat ;  some  of  the  savages,  who  were  at  a 
distance,  spying  them,  came  upon  them  behind;  and  though 
Atkins  and  his  men  fired  at  them  also,  two  or  three  times,  and 
killed  above  twenty,  retiring  as  fast  as  they  could,  yet  they 
wounded  Atkins  himself,  and  killed  one  of  his  fellow  Englishmen 
mth  their  arrows,  as  they  did  afterwards  one  Spaniard,  and  one  of 
the  Indian  slaves  who  came  with  the  women ;  this  slave  was  a  most 
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;a.ll^nC  fellow,  and  foughr  most  desperately,  killing  five  of  them 
tith  his  own  hand>  having  no  weapon  but  one  of  the  armed 
itaves,  and  a  hatchet. 

Our  men  being  thus  hard  laid  at,  jlikins  wounded,  and  v»iQ 
'ther  mer  killed,  retreated  to  a  rising  ground  in  the  wood ;  and 
:he  Spani^rds^  after  firing  three  voUies  upon  them,  retreated  also; 
|for  their  number  Ti'as  so  great,  and  they  were  so  desperate,  that 
ihoLTgh  above  fifty  of  them  were  killed,  and  more  than  so  manv 
t'ounded,  yet  they  came  on  in  the  teeth  of  our  men,  fearless  of 
ianger,  and  shot  their  arrows  like  a  cloud;  and  it  was  observed, 
hat  their  wuunded  men,  who  were  not  quite  disabled,  were  made 
"Utrageous  by  their  wounds,  and  fought  like  madmen- 

When  our  men  retreated,  they  left  the  Spamard   and  the 

]jrghshman^  that  was  killed,  behind  them ;  and  the  savages,  when 

ihi'j/  came  up  to  them,  killed  them  over  again  in  a  wretched 

manner,  breaking  their  arms,  legs,  and  heads,  with  their  clubs,

But  u  it  was  a  clnu-  moon-light  night,  and  they  found  the 
savages  in  great  disorder  about  chetr  dead  and  wounded  men,  and 
ft  great  huny  and  noiw  aitior^  them  where  they  lay,  they  after* 
wants  molvcd  to  ^11  upon  them  in  the  night,  especially  if  they 
eould  come  to  give  them  but  one  volley  before  the)'  were  di^ 
covered,  which  they  had  a  fair  opportunitj"  to  do ;  for  one  of  the 
two  Enilhhmoit  in  whoK  quarter  it  was  where  the  fight  bcgaji, 
led  them  ruuiul  l«ctween  the  wockU  an<l  the  v^iKi<lc,  wcsnvarcl| 
and  then  turning  short  south,  they   came  so  near  where  the 

kkcst  of  them  lay,  that  before  they  ^ere  seen  or  heard,  eight 

than  fired  in  amottg  them  ;  and  did  dreadful  execution  upon 
chem;  in  halt'  a  minute  more  eight  others  fired  after  thenij 
pouring  in  their  small  shot  in  such  a  quontit)',  that  abundance 
were  killed  and  wounded;  and  all  this  while  they  were  not  able 
to  sec  who  hurt  ihi-ni,  or  which  way  to  fly. 

The  Spaniards  charged  again,  with  the  utmost  expedition,  and 
then  divided  thcjmclves  into  three  bodies,  and  resolved  to  fall  in 
among  them  all  together :  chey  had  in  etch  body  eight  persons ; 
that  is  to  say,  twcnt^'-four,  whereof  were  rwenty-two  men,  and 
two  womcn^  who,  by  the  way,  fought  desperately^ 

They  divided  the  fire  arms  cquAlljr  in  each  puty,  and  ao  of 
tfatr  halberts  mid  snveii.  T?iey  would  have  had  ihc  woriMm  keep 
back ;  but  rhe>'  said,  the}'  were  resolved  to  die  with  their  bu^ 
bands.  Having  thus  formed  their  little  army,  they  marched  out 
from  imocig  i)ie  trcr^,  and  came  up  to  the  tc«th  of  the  enemy, 
shouting  and  hallooing  as  loud  as  they  could  ;  the  savages  stood 
all  together,  hut  were  in  the  utmost  confusion^  hearing  the  rcK« 
of  our  men  shouting  from  three  qutrters  together ;  they  would 
have  fought  if  they  h^id  seen  us ;  and>  as  aoon  as  we  came  near 
enough  to  be  seen,  some  arrows  were  ihoi,  awii  ^q<w  dA.  VtiAorj 
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'as  wounded,  though  not  dangerously.   But  our  men  gave  thm 

iio  time  i    but,  running  up  to  them,   fired  among  them  ihice 

'2ys,  and  then  fell  in  wirh  the  but-ends  of  ihe:r  mu^ucts,  dlrir 

;words,  armed  staves  and  hatchets  ;  and  laid  about  them  so  well, 

:hat,  in  a  word,  they  set  up  a  dismal  screaming  aiid  howling, 

lying  to  save  their  lives  which  way  soever  they  could. 

Our  men  were  tired  with  the  execution ;  and  kiHed,  or  mor- 
illy  wounded,  in  the  two  fights,  about  180  of  them  ;  the  rest 
»ei[ig  frighted  out  of  their  wits,  scoured  through  the  woods,  and 
liuer  the  hills,  with  all  the  speed  fear  and  nimble  feet  could  help 
hem  to  do  ;  and  as  we  did  not  trouble  ourselves  much  to  pur- 
sue them,  they  got  all  together  to  the  sea-side,  where  they  landed, 
md  where  their  canoes  lay.  But  their  disaster  was  not  at  an 
'nd  yet ;  for  it  blew  a  terrible  storm  of  wind  thar  evening  frori 
he  sea-ward  ■  so  that  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  go  off;  nay, 
:hc  storm  continuing  all  night,  when  the  tide  came  up^  their 
Des  were  most  of  them  driven  bv  fhe  suree  of  the  sea  so  hieh 
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miserable  remains  of  the  savages'  army  lay,  where  there  appeared 
about  100  still  i  their  posture  was  generally  sitting  upon  the 
groundj  with  their  knees  up  towards  their  mouth,  and  the  head 
put  between  the  two  hands,  leaning  down  upon  the  knees. 

When  our  men  came  within  two  musquet  shot  of  them,  the 
Spaniard  governor  ordered  two  musquets  to  be  fired  without  ball, 
to  alarm  them ;  this  he  did,  that  by  their  countenance  he  might 
know  what  to  expect,  viz.  Whether  they  were  still  in  heart  to 
fight,  or  were  so  heartily  beaten,  as  to  be  dispirited  and  discou- 
raged, and  so  he  might  manage  accordingly. 

This  stratagem  took;  for,  as  soon  as  the  savages  heard  the 
first  gun,  and  saw  the  flash  of  the  second,  they  started  up  upon 
their  ktt  in  the  greatest  consternation  imaginable ;  and,  as  our 
men  advanced  swiftly  towards  them,  they  all  ran  screaming  and 
yawling  away,  with  a  kind  of  a  howling  noise,  which  our  men 
did  not  understand,  and  had  never  heard  before ;  and  thus  they 
run  up  the  hills  into  the  country- 

At  first,  our  men  had  much  rather  the  weather  had  been  calm, 
and  they  had  all  gone  away  to  sea ;  but  they  did  not  then  consi- 
der, that  this  might  probably  have  been  the  occasion  of  their 
coming  again  in  such  multitudes  as  not  to  be  resisted,  or,  at  least, 
to  come  so  many  and  so  often,  as  would  quite  desolate  the  island, 
and  starve  them.  fVill  jitkins  therefore,  who,  notwithstanding 
his  wound,  kept  always  with  them,  proved  the  best  counsellor  in 
this  case ;  his  advice  was,  to  take  the  advantage  that  offered,  and 
clap  in  between  them  and  their  boats,  and  so  deprive  them  of  the 
capacity  of  ever  returning  any  more  to  plague  the  island. 

They  consulted  long  about  this,  and  some  were  against  it,  for 
fear  of  making  the  wretches  fly  into  the  woods,  and  live  there 
desperate ;  and  so  they  should  have  them  to  hunt  like  wild 
beasts,  be  afr^d  to  stir  out  about  their  business,  and  have  their 
plantations  continually  rifled,  all  their  tame  goats  destroyed,  and, 
in  short,  be  reduced  to  a  life  of  continual  distress, 
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H^iil  /fikins  told  them,  they  had  better  have  to  do  with  loo 

len,  than  with    loo  nations;  that  as  they  must  destroy  their 

*als,  so  they  must  destroy  the  meiiT  or  be  all  of  them  destroyed 

ihemselvcs-     In  a  word,  he  shewed  them  the  necessity  of  it  so 

ilainlyj  that  they  all  came  intG  It  ;  so  they  went  to  work  imme- 

liately  with  the  boats,  and,  getting  some  dry  wood  together 

Tom  a  dead  tree,  theytried  to  set  some  of  them  on  fire  ;  b\2t 

:hey  were  so  wet,  that  they  would  not  burn.     However,  the  Sre 

10  burned  the  upper  part,  that  it  soun  mode  them  unfit  for 

iwimming  in  the  sea  as  boats.    When  the  Indians  saw  what  they 

"-ere  about,  some  of  them  came  running  out  of  the  woods,  and 

:oming  as  near  as  they  could  to  our  men,  kneeled  dowTi  and 

Tied,  Oa,  Oa,  f^aramokaa,  and  some  other  words  of  their  lan- 

[uage,  which  none  of  the  othei's  understood  any  thing  of;  but 

they  made  pitiful  gestures,  and  strange  noises,  it  was  cisy  to 

inderstand  they  begged  to  have  their  buata  spared,  and  that  they 

'ould  be  gone,  and  never  come  there  again* 
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Jtans  did  not  (irKl  out  thdr  miin  rttrcat,  I  mean  my  old  ostk 
at  the  hillj  nor  the  csive  m  ih«  valley ;  yet  they  fouiid  out  my 
plantation  at  the  bower,  and  puSled  it  all  to  pieces,  ami  all  the 
fences  and  planting  about  it ;  trod  alt  the  com  under  foor ;  tore 
up  the  vino  and  [^r:tprH»  Ixrin^  juNt  then  almoAt  ripe ;  and  did  to 
our  men  an  inestimabJe  damage,  though,  to  chem^lves,  not  one 
faithtrg  worth  of  s»~vicc, 

lliough  our  men  were  able  to  fight  them  upon  Jl  occasions, 
yet  they  werr  in  do  condition  to  pursue  them,  or  hunt  them  up 
aivd  down ;  for  as  they  were  too  nimble  of  foot  ibr  our  men  when 
they  found  chcm  single,  so  our  men  durst  not  go  about  ung!c> 
(m  (bir  of  being  surmundcd  with  thrir  numbers;  the  best  wa-% 
they  ha*l  no  weapons  ;  for  thouf^h  they  had  bows,  they  had  no 
arrows  left,  nor  any  materials  to  make  any,  nor  had  they  any 
edged  tool  or  weapon  among  them. 

The  exttenitly  and  distres  (hey  were  reduced  to  was  great, 
and  indeed  deplorable  ;  but  at  the  same  time  our  men  were  also 
brought  to  very  bad  circumstances  by  them;  for  though  their 
retreats  were  preserved,  jet  their  provision  was  destroyed,  and 
their  harvest  spoiled ;  and  what  to  do,  or  which  way  to  turn 
themsdves,  they  knew  fwt ;  the  only  refuge  they  had  now  was, 
the  stock  of  cattle  they  had  ii\  the  valley  by  the  cave,  and  socne 
little  com  which  grrw  there,  and  the  plantation  of  the  three 
Enf^hihmin^  tnil  jiikins  and  hn  comrades^  who  were  iv^w  reduced 
to  two,  one  of  them  being  killed  by  an  arrow,  which  struck  him 
on  the  side  of  his  head^  just  under  the  tcm[dcs,  so  that  he  tiever 
spoke  more;  and  it  was  ver^-  remarkable  that  this  was  the  same 
b«rb«Tws  follow  who  cut  the  poor  savage  slave  with  hb  hatcheti 
and  whu  af^rwards  intended  to  have  murdered  all  the  Spaniards. 

I  looked  upon  their  cwtc  to  have  been  worse  at  this  time  than 
was  ac  any  time  after  I  first  discovered  the  grains  of  barley 
rice^  and  got  into  the  manner  of  planting  and  raising  m^ 
cum,  and  my  i^mc  cmk ;  for  iww  l^  Viad,  i&\  ttqcj  ^»\\' 
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|andred  wolves  upon  the  island,  which  would  devour  every 
ling  xhty  could  come  ar,  yet  could  very  hardJy  be  come  at 
I  cm  selves. 

TKc  fint  thing  they  concluded,  when  they  saw  what  their  cir- 

[umstanccs  were,  was,  that  they  would,  if  possible,  drive  them 

ip  to  the  farther  part  of  the  island,  south-west,  that  if  any  more 

ivages  came  on  shore,  they  might  not  find  otig  another;  then, 

lat  they  would  daily  hunt  and  harass  them*  and  kill  as  many  of 

lem  as  they  could  come  at,  till  they  had  reduced  their  number; 

|nd  if  they  could  at  last  tame  them,  and  bring  them  to  any 

ling,  they  would  give  them  corn,  and  teach  them  how  to  piant> 

lid  live  upon  their  daily  labour. 

In  order  to  this,  they  so  followed  them*  and  so  terrified  them 
nth  their  guns,  that  in  a  few  days,  if  any  of  them  fired  a  gun  at 
in  Indtair^  if  he  did  not  hit  him,  yet  he  would  fall  down  for  fear ; 
ind  st>  dreadfully  frighted  they  were,  that  they  kept  out  of 
lieht,  farther  and  farther,  till  at  last  our  men.  foUowincr  them. 
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ii  nnr  ilnnk  ;  but  6nding  himself  kindlv  used^  and  victual^ 
given  him,  and  no  violence  offered  hira,  he  at  lJi3t  grew  tract- 
able, ami  canK  to  him^f. 

They  hnmght  old  Fruiajr  to  him^  wbo  talked  often  with  him, 
snl  told  him  how  kind  the  other  would  be  to  them  all ;  chat 
they  would  not  only  save  their  lives,  but  would  give  tbcm  a  parr 
of  the  island  to  live  in^  provided  they  would  give  sansfoctioii, 
chat  they  woiikl  k«p  in  their  own  bounds,  and  not  come  beyond 
it,  lo  injure  or  prejudice  others;  and  that  they  should  have  corn 
given  thcRif  to  plane  and  make  it  grow  tor  their  bread,  and  some 
bread  given  thcni  (ur  their  prricnt  lulMii^ence;  and  old  FriJay 
beule  the  firlJow  go  and  talk  with  the  re«t  of  hiA  countrymen,  and 
see  what  they  eaid  to  it  ^  assuring  them,  that  if  they  did  r.ot 
agree  immediately  the>'  should  be  all  destroyed. 

The  poor  wretches,  thoroughly  humbled,  and  reduced  in  nunv 
bcr  to  about  thirt}'-9eveii>  clo^  with  the  proposal  at  the  firat 
oScTf  and  b^god  to  have  some  food  given  them;  upon  whch 
twelve  SpgmartU  and  rwv  EngUshauWt  well  armed,  with  three 
ImdioM  aUvea,  and  okl  FriJ^,  marched  Co  the  place  where  they 
were;  the  three  Mian  slaves  earned  them  a  large  quantity  of 
bread,  some  rice  boiled  up  to  cakes,  ai>d  dried  in  the  sun,  and 
three  live  goats;  and  they  were  ordered  to  gu  10  ihc  si^U*  of  a 
hill»  where  they  sar  down,  eat  the  provisions  very  thankfully,  and 
were  the  most  faithful  fellows  to  their  wortb  that  could  be 
tbcnight  of;  for,  except  when  they  came  to  beg  victuals  and 
directions,  they  never  came  out  of  their  bounds ;  and  there  they 
lived  when  1  came  to  the  JsUnd,  and  I  went  to  see  them. 

They  had  taught  them  both  to  plant  com,  make  bread,  breed 
tmiK  goats,  and  milk  them  ;  chey  w^inted  mithing  but  wivi!S^  and 
they  soon  would  have  been  a  nanon :  they  were  confined  to  a 
neck  of  land,  surrounded  with  high  rocks  behind  them,  and  lyii^ 
phun  lovi-anb  the  sea  before  them,  on  the  south-east  corner  of 
the  island ;  they  had  land  eiKJUghj  and  xi  was  vcpj  ^»A  wi^ 
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[ruitful ;  they  had  a  piece  of  land  about  a  mile  and  half  broad, 
[hrt'c  or  four  mile  in  length- 

Our  men  taught  them  to  make  wooden  spades,  such  as  I  made 
[or  myself;  and  gave  them  among  them  twelve  hatchets,  and 
Ihrcc  or  four  knives;  and  there  they  lived  the  most  subjected 

locent  creatures  that  ever  were  heard  of. 

After  this  the  colony  enjoyed  a  perfect  tranquillity  with  respect 
|o  the  savages,  till  I  came  to  re-visit  them,  which  was  above  two 
'ears ;  itoc  but  that  now  and  then  some  canoes  of  savages  came 
m  shore  for  their  triumphal,  unnatural  feasts ;  but  as  they  were 
if  several  nations,  and»  perhaps,  had  never  heard  of  those  that 
:anic  before,  or  the  reason  of  it,  they  did  not  make  aiiy  search 
tr  inquiry  atter  their  countrymen  ;  and  if  they  had,  it  would 
tave  been  very  hard  to  have  found  them  out. 

Thus,  I  think,  1  have  given  a  full  account  of  all  that  hap- 
pened to  them,  to  my  rerunij  at  least,  that  was  worth  notice, 
'he  IfjdianSj  or  savages,  were  wonderfully  civilized  by  them,  and 
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Wnnit  which  was  a  vcrj'  extraordmsry  picc«  of  ingenuity,  and 
looked  Ycf)-  odd ;  bet  waa  an  exceeding  good  fcnce^  »  ^xll 
agunsC  hcK  as  against  all  »ovtt  of  v«rmin ;  and  our  men  were  n> 
tkltcn  with  ic,  that  thqr  got  the  wild  savages  to  come  and  do  the 
iike  for  them  ;  so  that  when  I  came  to  sec  the  two  Eniluhmcn's 
colociics,  they  looked,  at  a  distance*  as  if  they  lived  all  like  beet 
in  a  hive  ;  and  a«  for  U^.  Afkinjf  who  ^'3*  now  [become  a  very 
industrious,  necessary,  and  sober  felbw,  he  had  made  humelf 
aiKh  a  tent  of  baskel*work,  as  I  believe  was  never  seen.  It  was 
lao  paces  round  in  the  oulsidc,  as  I  measured  by  my  steps ;  the 
walk  were  as  close  worked  as  a  basket,  in  panreb  or  squares,  of 
thirn'-two  in  namber,  and  very  strongi  standing  about  seven  foot 
Ugh }  in  the  middle  was  another  not  above  twenty-two  paces 
HHim],  but  huilt  stn.>nger,  being  eight  ^uarv  rn  its  fbnn,  and  in 
the  eight  comers  stood  cigh:  verj'  strong  posts,  round  the  top  of 
which  he  laid  strong  pieces,  pinned  tc^thcr  with  wooden  pinsi 
(rocn  which  he  raised  a  pyramid  (or  a  roof  of  eight  rafters^  vay 
handsome,  I  »Mrrc  you,  and  joined  together  very  well,  though 
he  had  no  fiaik  and  only  a  few  iron  spikes,  which  he  made  turn- 
»df  too,  out  of  the  old  iron  that  I  had  left  thot;  and  indeed, 
cfus  l«rllow  shewed  abunLi'ince  of  ingenuity  in  several  thir^  which 
he  had  no  knowledge  of;  he  made  him  a  forge,  with  a  pair  of 
wooden  bellows  to  blow  the  fire  ;  he  made  himself  charcoal  for 
his  work,  and  he  formed  out  of  one  of  the  iron  crows  a  middling 
good  anvil  to  hammer  upon ;  in  this  manner  be  made  many 
things,  but  especially  hooks^  staples  and  spikes,  boJts  and  hinges. 
But  to  return  to  the  house;  after  he  had  pitched  the  roof  of  his 
innermost  tent,  he  WT>rkoJ  it  up  between  the  rafters  with  liasket- 
work,  fto  firm,  and  thatched  that  over  again  so  ingeniously  with 
rice  straw,  and  orcr  that  a  large  leaf  of  a  tree,  which  covered  the 
top,  that  his  house  was  as  dry  as  tf  it  had  been  tiled  or  slated. 
Indeed  he  owned  thnt  the  sa\-ages  made  the  basket-wotk  for  him. 
The  outer  circuit  wss  covered,  as  \  \<a.i\  \o»  ^\  t^y^i^  '^c^ 
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liner  apartment,  and  iong  rafters  lay  from  the  two  and  thirty 
iglts  to  the  top  posts  of  the  inner  housCj  beting  about  twencf 

)t  distant^  so  that  there  was  a  space  like  a  walk  within  the 
niter  wicker-wallj  and  without  the  inner,  near  twenty  foot  wide. 

The  inner  pkcc  he  partitioned  off  with  the  same  wicker-work, 

njt  much  fairer,  and  divided  it  imo  six  apartments,  so  thai:  he 

lad  six  rooms  on  a  floor,  and  out  of  every  one  of  these  there  was 

door  ;  first,  into  the  entry,  or  coming  into  the  m^n  tent ;  and 

muther  door  into  the  space  or  walk  that  was  round  it ;  so  that 

^aJk  was  also  divided  into  six  equal  parts,  which  served  not  onJy  for 

letreat,  but  to  store  up  any  necessaries  which  the  family  had  occa- 

llon  for.     These  six  spaces  not  taking  up  the  whole  circumfcrcncCj 

'hat  other  apartments  the  outer  circle  had,  were  thus  ordered: 

[s  soon  as  you  were  in  at  the  door  of  the  outer  circle,  you  had 

short  passage  straight  before  you  to  the  door  of  the  inner 
Louse ;  but  on  cither  side  was  a  wicker  partition^  and  a  door  in 

by  which  you  went,  first,  into  a  lai^e  room  or  store-house, 
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found  a  turtle  on  the  shore  i  so  that  they  all  lived  well  cnought 
though  it  was  trur,  ihcy  were  not  so  industrious  as  the  other  two, 
as  hu  been  observed  already. 

One  thing.  However^  cannot  be  omicicdi  viz*  that,  as  for  reU- 
gTon,  [  don't  know  that  there  wt3  any  thing  of  that  kind  tmotig 
tbcni;ihcy  pretty  often,  indenl  ptrtonc  another  in  mimi,  that  chere 
was  a  God,  by  the  very  common  mediod  of  seamen,  viz.  fwcaring 
by  his  name;  nor  were  their  poor^  ignorant  savage  wives  much 
the  better  fi»r  having  heer*  married  to  Chmcinxis,  ax  wc  mmt  call 
them  ;  for  as  they  knew  very  tittle  of  Goo  chemselvet,  so  they 
were  utterly  inc^^^able  of  entering  into  any  discourse  with  their 
wives  about  a  Goo,  or  to  talk  any  thing  to  them  concerning 
rctigion* 

The  utmost  of  all  the  improvement  which  I  can  say  the  wives 
had  made  from  them,  was,  that  they  had  caught  them  to  speak 
EMgiuh  prrtty  wdl ;  and  all  the  children  they  had,  which  was 
near  twenty  in  all,  were  taught  to  speak  English  too,  from  their 
first  learning  to  speak,  though  they  ai  first  spoke  it  in  a  very 
broken  manner,  like  their  mothers.  There  were  none  of  these 
childnrti  sliove  xix  year  old  whcm  I  came  rhiiher;  for  it  wits  not 
much  at>ove  seven  year  that  they  )ud  fetched  these  five  savage 
ladies  over,  but  they  had  all  been  pretty  fruitful,  foe  they  had 
all  children,  more  cr  less,  I  ihmk  the  cook's  male's  wife  was 
Iwg  of  her  sixth  child ;  and  the  modiers  were  all  a  good  sort  of 
well  governed,  quiet,  laborious  women,  modest  and  decent, 
hdpful  to  one  another,  mighty  observant  and  subject  to  tfadr 
masters,  I  cannot  call  ihem  husbands  i  and  wanted  nothing  but  to 
be  well  inBtructcd  in  the  Christian  religk»n,  and  to  be  le^Iy  mar- 
ried; both  which  were  happily  brought  about  afterwards  by  my 
means,  or,  at  least,  in  conscqucttce  of  my  coming  among  them.   - 

Having  thus  given  an  account  of  the  colony  in  general,  and 
pretty  much  of  my  fire  runagate  Eniliihmtn,  I  must  say  soitifr 
thing  of  the  SpaniarJf,  who  were  the  raaia  bod^  o^  ^!w-  i-Kmio^ 
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nd  in  whose  story  there  are  some  incidents  also   remarkable 
liiough, 

J  had  a  great  many  discourses  with  them  about  their  circum- 

rances,    when    they  were  simong  the  savages;    they  told    me 

idiiy*  that  they  had  no  instances  to  give  of  their  application  or 

h^cniiity  in   that  country;    that  they  were  a  poor,   miserable, 

[ejected  handful  of  people  ;  that  if  means  had  been  put  into  their 

lands,  they  had  yet  so  abandoned  themselves  to  despair^  and  so 

lunk  under  the  weight  of  their  misfortunes,  that  they  thought  of 

kothing  hut  starving.     One  of  them,  a  grave  and  very  sensible 

^lan,  told  me,  he  was  convinced  they  were  in  the  wrong  ;  th«  it 

■Z3  not  the  part  of  wise  men  to  give  up  themselves  to  their 

liscry,  but  always  to  take  hold  of  the  helps  which  reason  offered, 

[5  well  for  present  support,  as   for  future  deliverance ;  he  told 

le,  that  grief  was  the  most  senseless,  insignificant  passion  in  the 

"orld ;   for  that  it  regarded  only  things  past,  which  were  gene- 

lossible  to  be  recalled  or  to  be  remedied,  hut  had  no 
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in  the  world  to  stru^lc  with  miifertujics;  for  that  thnr  Rr^  stirp 
in  dungers,  «Aer  the  comnion  effbrtl  were  over,  was  always  to 
despair,  tic  down  under  it  and  die,  without  rou:ting  their  thought) 
up  to  proper  remedies  for  c-Hcapc 

I  to}d  him,  their  case  a»d  mine  dilTered  exceedingly;  chat 
they  were  ca&t  upan  the  ^horc  without  necessuiet,  without  sup- 
ply of  foodi  Of  of  present  su^tcnjuice^  till  they  could  provide; 
that  it  ia  trtiCr  I  had  this  disadvantage  and  diwamfon,  that  1  w» 
tlooc :  but  then  the  supplies  I  had  providciidaljy  thrown  into  my 
hands,  by  the  unexpected  driving  of  the  ship  on  shore,  waa  such 
a  help  as  would  have  cncouratged  any  creature  in  the  world  to 
have  applied  himself  nn  I  hid  done.  Seignior,  says  the  Spaniard^ 
had  wc  poor  Spaniards  been  in  your  case*  we  should  never  have 
gotten  hilf  those  things  out  of  the  ship  as  you  did :  nay,  uys  he, 
wc  should  never  have  found  means  to  luvr  gotten  a  rait  to  carry 
them,  or  to  have  gotten  the  raft  on  shore  without  boat  or  sail ; 
and  how  much  less  should  wc  have  donc^  said  he,  if  any  of  ua 
[>ccn  ;ilone;  Well,  I  desired  him  to  ahuie  his  covnj^inKnt, 
go  on  with  the  history  of  their  coming  on  shore  where  they 
Undi:d.  He  told  me*  they  uivhap^ly  landed  ai  a  place  where 
there  wcic  [>coplc  wichouT  provisions  {  whereas,  had  [hey  had  the 
common  sense  to  have  put  pff  co  sea  again,  and  gone  to  another 
bland  a  little  farther^  they  had  found  provisions,  though  withotzt 
people;  there  being  an  island  that  way,  as  they  had  been  told, 
where  there  was  provisiotis,  thoi^h  no  people;  that  is  to  say, 
t  the  Spaniards  of  Trinidad  had  frcquendy  been  there,  and 
filled  the  island  with  goats  and  hogs  at  sc\'cnil  tiroes ; 
where  the)'  have  bred  in  such  niullitudcs,  and  whcic  turtle  and 
sd  fowls  were  in  such  plenty,  that  dury  could  ha'  Eiecn  in  no 
want  of  flesh,  though  they  h:ul  found  no  bread;  whereas  here 
they  were  only  sustained  with  a  few  roots  and  herbs,  which  they 
understood  not,  and  which  had  no  suWaiKc  in  them,  and  which 
the  inhabiuncs  give  them  sparingly  etkou^t  «A  ^W  ':s»^ 
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rit  them  no  better,  unless  they  would  turn  cannibals,  and  cat 
til's  fleshy  which  was  the  great  dainty  of  their  country, 
rhcy  gave  mc  an  account  how  many  ways  they  strove  to 
ivilizc  the  savages  they  were  with,  and  to  teach  them  rational 
ustoms  in  the  ordinary  way  of  living;  but  in  vaJn ;  and  how 
hey  retorted  it  upon  them,  as  unjust,  that  they  who  came  there 
K  assistaiKc  and  support,  should  attempt  to  set  up  for  instrucf- 
rs  of  those  that  gave  them  bread:  intimating,  if  set^ms,  that 
one  should  set  up  for  the  instructors  of  others,  but  those  who 
ould  live  without  them. 

They  gavr  me  dismal  accounts  of  the  extremities  t)icy  were 
riven  to;  how  sometimes  they  were  many  days  without  :uiy 
lod  at  all ;  the  island  they  were  upon  being  inhabited  by  a  sort 
f  savages  that  lived  more  indolent,  and,  for  that  reason,  were 
.'ss  supplied  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  than  they  had  reason  to 
cheve  others  were  in  the  same  part  of  the  world  ^  artd  yet  they 
bund  that  these  savages  wtii;  less  ravenous  and  voracious,  than 
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not  in  reason  doty  fu  gii  out  wirh  their  landlonb  to  cheir  wars ; 
so  when  they  came  into  the  field  of  battle,  they  were  in  n  worse 
condition  than  the  sav^es  thcmsdves;  for  they  neither  had 
bovrs  or  arrows,  nor  could  thry  use  thtr^  the  siv^igrs  g^vr  rhcm  ; 
BO  thai  they  could  do  i\orhmg  hut  ttftnd  stilly  and  be  wounded 
with  arrows,  till  they  came  up  to  the  teeth  of  their  enemy ;  and 
then,  indeed,  the  three  hall>crts  they  had  were  of  ttse  to  them; 
and  they  would  often  drive  a  whole  linlc  army  before  them, 
with  those  halbcrts  and  shaipened  tticka  put  into  the  mitzzles  of 
their  musquets  i  but  that  for  all  this,  they  were  sometimes  sur- 
rounded with  multittidcSi  and  in  great  danger  from  iheir  arrows; 
till  at  last,  they  found  the  wny  to  make  themselves  large  tai^ets 
of  wood)  which  they  covered  with  skins  of  wild  beasts^  whose 
lumcs  they  Icncw  not ;  and  these  covered  them  from  the  arrows 
o(  the  Kivages;  that,  norwithstandtng  these,  thrj-  were  Bome- 
limcs  in  gre^it  daiiger,  and  were  onoe  five  of  them  knocked 
down  together,  with  the  clubs  of  the  savages,  whkh  wu  the 
ttOK  when  one  of  them  was  taken  priftor^er,  rhat  is  to  ay,  the  Spani- 
4ir4  who  I  had  relieved  :  that  at  first  they  thought  had  been  killed^ 
but  when  afterwards  tHc>-  heard  he  was  taken  prisoner,  they 
wrrc  under  the  greatest  grief  imaginabtc,  and  would  willingljr 
have  all  ventured  their  Uves  to  have  nrvcued  him. 

The)-  told  me»  that  when  thc>-  *-ert  *o  knocked  dowfi»  the 
rest  of  their  company  rescued  them,  and  stood  over  them  fight- 
ing, till  ihey  w«r  come  to  themselves,  all  but  him  who  they 
thought  had  been  dead ;  and  then  they  made  their  way  with  their 
halbcrt  and  pieces,  sunding  dose  together  in  a  ltne»  through  a 
body  of  ahovr  a  thnu^ajKi  ravages,  heating  down  all  that  came 
in  iheir  way,  got  the  victory  over  their  encfnies,  hvA  to  their 
great  sorrow,  because  it  was  with  the  loss  of  their  friend;  who 
the  other  party  finding  him  alive,  carried  off  with  some  others, 
as  1  gave  an  account  in  my  former. 

They  described  moil  a^etionately ,  \ww  tW:"^  'w*?!^  wn\f{wi 
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'ith  joy  at  the  return  of  their  friend  and  companion  in  mism, 
'bo  they  thought  had  been  devoured  by  wild  beasts  of  the  wo^t 
:ind,  viz.  by  wild  men  ;  and,  yet  how  more  and  more  they  wot 
iurpristd  with  the  account  he  gave  them,  of  this  errand>  and  thiC 
:herc  was  a  Christian  in  any  place  near,  much  more  one  that  was 
slcj  and  had  humanity  enough  to  contribute  to  their  deliverance. 
They  described  how  they  were  ststonisbcd  at  the  sight  of  the 
■lief  I  sent  them,  and  at  the  apf>earance  of  loaves  of  bread,  thing* 
:hey  had  not  seen  since  their  coming  to  that  miserable   place; 
low  often   they  crossed  it  and   blesacd  it  as  bread  sent  from 
leaven  ;  and  what  a  reviving  cordial  it  was  to  their  spirits  to 
:aste  it ;  as  also,  of  the  other  things  I  had  sent  for  their  supply- 
And,  after  all,  they  would  have  told  me  something  of  the  joy 
:hey  were  in  at   the  ^ight  of  a  boat  and  pilots  to  carrj-  them 
Lway  to  the  person  and  place  from  whence  ail  these  new  com- 
ports came;  but  they  told  me,  it  was  impossible  to  express  it  by 
ivords;   for  their  ijACcssivc  joy,  naturally  drivinLf;  them   t^-i  urJx- 
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L,  I  must  relate  the  heads  o(  what  f  did  for  these  people,  nnd 
\c  condition  in  which  I  left  them.  It  ww  thdr  opinion^ 
And  mint;  t<H>,  ihat  they  would  he  ttoubkd  no  more  with  the 
Mtvftgcfl;  or  that,  if  they  were,  they  would  be  able  to  cut  them  off^ 
if  they  were  cwict  as  mitny  as  before ;  so  they  h^d  no  concern 
Bboul  cluL  Then  1  cmcrrd  mio  a  *3cnoiJ*i  discniin^  w][h  rhe 
SpOHUird^  who  I  called  governor,  about  their  stay  in  the  island ; 
for  IS  I  was  not  come  to  carry  any  <t(  them  off,  so  it  would  not 
be  just  to  carry  off  some,  and  leave  othcis^  who  perhaps  would 
be  unwillirg  to  stay  if  thtrir  strength  was  diminished. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  told  them,  1  came  to  establish  them 
thcfc>  not  to  remove  them ;  and  then  I  let  them  know^  that  I  had 
brought  with  mc  relief  of  sundry  kinds  for  fhcm.  That  I  had 
been  at  a  great  charge  to  supply  rhem  with  all  things  necessary, 
as  well  for  their  conveniciict  as  thetr  defence;  and  that  I  had 
such  and  such  paniculdr  pcnom  with  me,  is  well  to  increase  and 
recruit  their  number,  at  by  the  particular  necessary  employments 
which  they  were  bred  to,  being  artificers,  to  fAmt  them  in  those 
things*  in  which,  at  present,  they  were  to  seek. 

They  wen;  all  i(^E?tl>er  wh«*n  [  talked  thu«  Co  them;  and 
before  I  delivered  to  them  the  stores  I  had  brought,  I  asked 
them,  one  by  one,  tf  they  had  entirely  forgot  and  buried  the 
fimf  aniimmric-s  that  h-x\  been  among  them,  and  would  shake 
hands  with  one  another,  and  engage  in  a  strkc  friendship,  and 
union  of  interest,  that  so  there  might  be  no  more  mitur^derstaiid- 
ings  or  jealousies. 

H^iU  jitkins^  with  abundance  of  frankitess  and  good'htunour, 
said,  They  had  met  with  afflictions  erwugh  to  make  them  all 
sober*  and  enemies  enough  to  make  them  aO  friends.  That,  fer 
his  part,  he  would  live  and  die  with  them ;  and  was  so  hx  from 
dcngntng  any  thing  against  the  SpamarJs,  that,  he  owned,  they 
hid  done  twthing  to  him  but  what  his  own  mad  humour  made 
necessary,  and  what  he  *^uJd  have  dotve^  mv4,  ^V*v^  tom^cv 
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|i*rse,  in  their  case  :  arid  that  he  would  ask  them  pardon,  if  I 
red  itj  for  the  foolish  aad  brutish  things  he  had  done  to 
lem ;  and  was  very  willing  and  desirous  of  living  on  terms  of 
|ntirc  friendship  and  union  with  them;  and  would  do  any  thing 
L^it  hy  in  his  power  to  convince  them  of  it:  and  as  for  going 
EfjgUnd^  he  cared  not  if  he  did  not  go  thither  this  twenty 
rears. 

The  Spaniards  said,  they  had,  indcedj  at  firstj  disarmed  and 
fxchjded  Will  ^(kins^  and  his  two  countrymenj  for  their  ill 
[onduct,  as  they  had  let  me  know.  And  they  appealed  to  mc, 
the  necessity  they  were  under  to  do  so  ;  but  that  1^111  jitkins 
lad  behaved  himself  so  bravely  in  the  great  fight  they  had  with 
Ihc  savages,  and  on  several  occasions  since,  and  had  shewed  him- 
[ell  so  faithful  to,  and  concerned  for  the  general  interest  of  them 
ill,  that  they  had  forgotten  all  that  was  past,  and  thought  he 
nerited  as  much  to  be  trusted  with  arms,  and  supplied  with  neces- 
saries,a^i  anvof  rhcm;  and  that  they  had  testified  their  satisfaction 
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the  Englishmen f  had  tasted  for  many  years ;  and  which,  it  may 
be  supposed,  they  were  exceedmg  glad  of. 

The  Spaniards  added  tO  our  feast  five  whole  kids,  which  the 
cooks  roasted ;  and  three  of  them  were  sent  covered  up  close,  on 
board  the  ship  to  the  seamen,  that  they  might  feast  on  fresh  meat 
from  on  shore^  as  we  did  with  thcilr  salt  meat  Bxim  on  board. 

After  this  feast,  at  which  we  were  very  innoccndy  merry,  I 
brought  out  my  cargo  of  goods,  wherein,  that  there  might  be 
no  dispute  about  dividing,  I  shewed  them  that  there  was  suffi- 
cient for  them  all ;  desired,  that  they  might  all  take  an  equal 
quantity  of  the  goods  that  were  for  wearing ;  that  is  to  say, 
equal  when  made  up.  As,  first,  I  distributed  linen  sufficient  to 
make  every  one  of  them  four  shirts ;  and>  at  the  Spaniard's 
request,  afterwards  made  them  up  six;  these  were  exceeding 
comfortable  to  them,  having  been  what,  as  I  may  say,  they  had 
long  ^nce  foi^ot  the  use  of,  or  what  it  was  to  wear  them. 

I  allotted  the  thin  English  stuffs,  which  I  mentioned  before, 
to  make  every  one  a  light  coat,  like  a  frock,  which  I  judged 
fittest  for  the  heat  of  the  season,  cool  and  loose ;  and  ordered, 
that  whenever  they  decayed,  they  should  make  more,  as  they 
thought  fit.    The  like  for  pumps,  shoes,  stockings,  and  hats,  iSc. 

I  cannot  express  what  pleasure,  what  satis^icdon,  sat  upon 
the  countenances  of  all  these  poor  men,  'when  they  saw  the  care 
I  had  taken  of  them,  and  how  well  I  had  furnished  them  :  they 
told  me,  I  was  a  father  to  them ;  and  that,  having  such  a  cor- 
respondent ELS  I  was,  in  so  remote  a  part  of  the  world,  it  would 
make  them  forget  that  they  were  left  in  a  desolate  place ;  and 
they  all  voluntarily  engaged  to  mc,  not  to  leave  the  place  with- 
out my  consent. 

Then  I  presented  to  them  thri  people  I  had  brought  with  mc ; 
particularly  the  tailor,  the  smith,  and  the  two  carpenters,  all  of 
thcni  most  ncccs6ai7' people ;  but  above  all,  my  general  artificer, 
than  whom  they  could  not  name  any  thing  that  was  more  useful 
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them ;   and  the  tailor,  to  shew  his  concern  for  them,  went  to 

'ork  immediately,  and  with  my  leave,  made  them  every  one  i 

t  the  first  thing  he  did  ;  and,  which  was  still  more,  he  taugBl 

ic  women  tiot  only  how  to  sew  and  stitch,  and  use  the  needlt^ 

lut  made  them  assise  to  make  the  shirts  for  their  husbands,  and 

ir  al!  the  rest. 

As  to  the  carpenters,  I  scarce  need  mention  how  useful  they 
rere,  for  they  took  in  pieces  all  my  clumsy,  unhandy  things, 
md  made  them  clever,  convenient  tables,  stools^  bedsteads,  cufH 
joaj-ds,  lockers,  shelves,  and  every  thing  they  wanted  of  thai 
.ind. 

But,  to  let  them  see  how  nature  made  artificers  at  first,  1  car- 
'ied  the  carpenters  to  see  fj^ill  ^4tkins's  basket-house,  as  1  called 
it;  and  they  both  owned,  they  never  saw  an  instance  of  such 
lamral  ingenuity  before  ;  nor  any  thing  so  regular,  and  so  handily 
luilt,  at  least  of  its  kind :  and  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  it, 
;ftcr  musing  a  good  while,  turning  about  to  mc,  I  am  sure,  says 


tbcm ;  for  now  they  could  nujch  as  I  used  to  do>  vith  a  mus* 
quct  upon  each  shoulder,  if  there  wa«  occasion ;  and  uttt  able 
to  fight  ],ooo  tivages,  if  they  had  but  some  linlc  advantages 
of  ^tuition;   which  also  they  could  not  min  of,  if  they  had 

I  carried  on  short  with  me  the  young  man  whose  modter  was 
&tar\'ed  to  death,  and  the  maid  also  i  she  was  a  sober,  wdl-«lii- 
catcd,  rdigtous  young  woman,  and  behaved  so  inofrcnsivcljr* 
that  every  one  gave  her  a  good  word.  She  had,  indeed,  an 
unhappy  lite  with  us,  there  Sdng  no  woman  in  the  ship  but 
herself;  but  she  bore  it  with  padcncc.  After  a  while,  seeing 
things  so  well  ordered,  and  in  so  fine  a  Avay  of  thriving  upon 
my  island,  and  confiidering  that  they  had  neither  business  or  ac- 
<)uaineance  in  the  East  IkJus^  or  reason  for  caking  so  long  a 
voy^c;  I  <ay,  considering  all  this,  both  of  them  came  to  me, 
and  desired  I  would  give  them  leave  to  remain  on  the  island^ 
and  be  entered  among  my  family,  at  they  called  it 

I  agreed  to  it  readily ;  and  they  had  a  little  plat  of  ground 
allottcil  to  ihetn,  where  ihcy  had  ihrre  icnts  ur  houses  set  up, 
surrounded  with  a  basket-worlc,  palisado'd  like  jitkins'Sy  adjoin* 
ing  to  his  plantation ;  their  tents  were  contrived  so,  that  they 
had  each  of  them  a  room,  a  pare  to  lodge  in,  and  a  m^Jdle  tent* 
like  a  girat  storc-houw,  to  lay  all  their  goods  in,  and  to  cat  and 
drink  in.  And  now  the  other  two  Engiithmen  removed  their 
habintion  to  the  same  place :  and  so  the  island  was  divided  into 
three  colonies,  and  no  more;  vix.  The  Sfamurds^  with  oM 
Fridsy,  and  the  first  servants,  at  my  tdd  haUtatioQ  under  the 
hill,  which  was,  in  a  word,  the  capital  city,  and  w*ere  they  Iwd 
so  enlarged  and  extended  their  works,  as  wdl  under  as  on  the 
outside  of  the  bill,  thai  ihey  lived,  though  perfectly  ciKicealcd, 
yet  fall  at  large.  Never  was  there  such  a  little  city  in  a  wood, 
and  so  htd,  I  believe,  in  any  part  of  the  world.  For  1  verily 
bdicrc,  i|000  tncn  might  have  ranged  thcu\aft&  ^mun^cv^vc^^ 
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if  they  had  not  known  there  was  such  a  things  and  looked  on 

purpose  for  il,  they  would  not  have  found  it ;  for  the  trees  stood 

chick,  and  so  close,  and  grew  so  fust  matted  into  one  another, 

■h:it  nothing  but  cutting  them  down  first  could  discover  the 

ilacc,  except  the  only  two  narrow  entrances  where  they  went  ia 

land  oui,  couid  be  found;  which  was  not  very  easy.      One  of 

them  was  juar  down  at  the  water  edge  of  the  creek ;  and  it  was 

afterwards  above  200  yards  to  the  place;  and  the  other  was  up 

the  ladder  at  twice,  as  I  have  already  formerly  described  it ;  and 

they  had  a  large  wood>  thick  planted,  also  on  the  top  of  the  hill, 

which  contained  above  an  acre,  which  grew  apace^  and  covered 

the  place  from  all  discovery  there,  with  only  one  narrow  place 

between  two  trccs^  not  easy  to  be  discovered,  to  enter  on  thit 

Iside. 

The  other  colony  was  that  of  PT.  Atkim's^  where  there  weie 
IfoLir  families  of  Enilhhmcrt^  I  mean  those  I  had  left  there,  with 
thtir  Avives  and  children;   three  savages,  that  were  slaves,  the 
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msn,  vrhot  before  I  b^in,  I  must  (to  set  him  out  in  just  colours) 
irprncnt  in  terms  vciy  much  to  his  disadvantage,  in  the  account 
of  PfOtesUntfi ;  ts  Jlrsty  ihit  he  was  2  Papist ;  iHrn^Iy^  a  Poj»stl 
priest;  indt  thirdfyt  a  FnvcH  Popish  priest. 

fiuf  justice  ilemiruU  uf  mc  to  give  him  a  due  chanurter  ;  iuid 
t  must  say,  he  was  a  grave,  sober,  jrious,  and  most  rdtgiouit 
penon;  exact  in  his  life,  extcrtave  in  bis  charity^  and  excm^ar 
in  almost  ever)'  thing  he  did.  What,  thai,  can  any  one  say 
■gainst  my  bring  vrry  sensible^  of  the  value  of  stich  a  miAn^  not-* 
withstanding  his  profession  f  Though  it  may  be  my  oj^nion^ 
perhaps,  as  wclJ  as  the  opliuon  of  others^  who  shall  read  thb, 
that  he  was  mistaken. 

The  first  hour  that  I  began  to  convtrw  with  him,  after  he 
had  agreed  to  go  with  mc  to  the  Easi  IndUsy  1  found  reason  to 
delight  exceedingly  in  hb  conversation.  And  he  first  began  wirfi 
me  about  religion,  in  the  nu»t  obliging  manner  !magiml>!c. 

Sir,  siys  he,  you  have  no:  only,  under  Goo  (and  at  that  be 
crossed  his  breast)  saved  my  life,  but  you  have  admitted  me  to 
go  this  voyage  in  your  ship,  ajid  by  your  obliging  civility,  bavc 
taken  mc  into  your  ftnuly,  giving  mc  an  opportunity  o(  free 
conversation.  Now,  Sir,  says  he,  you  sec  by  my  habit  what 
my  profts»on  is;  and  I  guess  by  your  nation,  what  your's  is: 
I  may  think  it  is  my  duty,  and  doubOciu  it  iit  *«j,  to  xisc  my  ut- 
most endeavours,  on  all  occasions,  to  bring  all  the  m>uU  I  can  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  to  embrace  the  Catholic  doc-* 
trijic;  but,  as  1  am  here  under  your  permission,  and  in  your 
family,  I  am  bound  in  justice  to  your  kindness,  as  wdi  as  rn 
decency  and  good  manners,  to  be  under  your  government ;  and 
therefore  1  shall  not,  without  your  leave,  enter  into  any  debates 
on  the  point  of  religion,  in  which  wc  may  not  agree,  farther 
than  you  shall  give  me  leave. 

I  told  him,  his  carnage  was  so  modest,  that  I  coutd  not  but 
acknowledge  it ;  thst  it  was  tnic,  we  were  *viA  yca\\t  -^i^  'if^si 
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:atl  heretics ;  but  that  he  was  not  the  firat  Catholic  that  I  had 
civersed  with,  without  faUing  into  Biij^  inconveniences »  or  car- 
ying  the  questions  to  any  height  in  debate ;  that  he  should  not 
ind  himself  the  worse  used  for  being  of  a  diiFerent  opinion  from 
lus ;  and  if  wc  did  not  converse  without  any  dislike  on  citbcr 
isidej  upon  that  score,  it  should  be  his  fault,  not  ours. 

He  replied.  That  he  thought  all  our  conversation  might  be 
leasily  separated  from  disputes;  that  it  was  not  his  business  to 
leap  principles  with  every  man  he  discoursed  with ;  and  that  he 
ir^iiher  desired  me  to  converse  with  him  as  a  gentleman,  than  as 
a  religieux :  that  if  I  would  give  him  leave,  at  any  time,  to  dis- 
course upon  religious  subjects,  he  would  readily  comply  with  it; 
[and  that  then  he  did  not  doubt  but  I  would  allow  him  also  to 
ilirfL-iid  his  own  opinions,  as  well  as  he  could :  but  thatj  without 
|my  leave,  he  would  not  break  in  upon  me  with  any  such  ihir^. 
He  told  me  farther,  that  he  would  not  cease  to  do  all  that 
Ibecame  h'uu  in  his  office,  as  a  priest,  as  wt-li  as  a  privatL-  Chrisnan, 
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forcctl  into  Lhtan  hy  l»t]  wctther,  the  ship  received  some  da- 
mage, by  running  atgroimd  in  the  mouth  of  t}i«  nver  f^gusy  and 
wu  obliged  to  unload  her  cargo  there.  That  finding  i  P^rtu* 
gMtit  nhip  thrrr,  hound  to  the  Madeiras  and  rtudy  to  uil,  and 
supposang  he  should  easily  meet  with  a  vessel  there  bound  to 
Marrimtff,  he  ^^ent  on  board,  in  order  to  sail  to  the  MaJfirat; 
but  the  master  of  the  PorCitguaf  Mp,  being  but  in  indiJTcrenE 
mariner,  had  been  out  in  his  reckoning,  and  they  drove  to  Fial; 
where,  however,  he  happened  co  find  a  vciy  good  market  for 
hh  cargo,  which  was  com;  and  therefore  resolved  not  to  go  co 
the  Madeiras^  biU  to  loiul  uJt  at  the  hU  ef  May^  to  go  away  lo 
fifof^tmUnnd.  He  had  no  remedy  in  the  exigence,  but  to  go 
with  the  ship ;  and  had  a  pretty  good  voyage  as  far  a£  the  Rsnks 
(so  they  call  the  place  where  they  catch  the  fiih),  where  meet- 
ing with  a  Frtnth  Hhtji  bound  from  Frantt  io  Qnfifc,  in  the 
river  of  Cartada,  and  from  chcnce  to  Marfinuct  to  carry  provi- 
swns,  he  thought  he  should  have  an  opportunity  to  complete 
Us  fii5t  dcftign.  But  when  he  came  to  Qfi£^£,  the  master  of 
the  ship  died,  and  the  ship  proceeded  no  father.  So  the  next 
voyi^  he  ehippcrd  himself  for  Francf,  m  the  ship  that  was  burnt, 
when  wc  took  them  up  at  sea,  and  then  shipped  with  us  for  the 
East  hiiifj,  us  I  have  aln^y  siid.  Thus  he  had  been  disap- 
pointed in  five  voyages,  all,  at  I  may  tall  ft,  in  one  voyage,  besides 
what  I  shall  have  occasion  to  mention  fiinher  of  the  same  per^n. 
But  I  shall  not  make  digressions  into  other  men's  Morics, 
which  have  no  relation  to  my  own.  I  return  to  what  concerns 
our  affair  in  the  island.  He  came  to  me  one  mornings  lor  he 
lodged  among  us  all  the  while  we  were  upon  the  island ;  and  it 
happciKd  to  be  just  when  I  was  going  to  visk  the  tngtithmn's 
colony,  It  tlic  fiiTthnt  inarf  of  the  island;  /jtf^i  he  came  to  me, 
and  loM  me,  with  a  very  grave  countenance,  that  he  had,  for 
rwo  or  three  days,  dc^vrd  an  opportunity  of  some  discourse  wvtK 
mc^  which,  be  hoped,  should  not  be  disp\ca:!^ n^  V^  ir«t>a^f:%'^afc 
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he  thought  it  mightj  in  some  meisjre,  correspond  vndx  my  gfr 
ncraJ  design,  which  was  the  prosperity  of  my  new  colony  ;  and, 
perhaps,  might  put  it,  at  least  more  than  he  yet  thought  k  was, 
in  the  way  of  God's  blessing- 

I  looked  a  Jittle  surprised  at  the  last  part  of  his  (^scourse; 
'and  turning  a  little  short,  HovJt  Sir,  said  I>  can  it  bs  said^  thit 
iwe  are  nor  in  the  way  of  God's  blessing,  after  such  'uisibh  a> 
\sUtances^  and  wotrderful  deliverances^  as  we  have  seen  here,  ani 
\of  which  I  havs  ^ivcn  ycu  a  lar^s  account  ? 

If  you  had  pleased.  Sir,  said  he^  fwifh  a  -world  0/  modesty^ 
\andy:r  with  great  readiness)  to  have  heard  me,  you  would  have 
;found  no  room  to  have  been  displeased,  much  less  to  think  so 
hard  of  me  that  1  should  suggest,  that  you  have  not  had  won- 
derful assistances  and  deliverances.  And;  I  hope,  on  your 
behalfj  that  yoii  are  in  the  way  of  God's  blessing,  and  your 
|design  is  exceeding  good,  and  will  prosper.  But,  Sir,  gaid  he, 
lough  it  were  more  so,  thsii  is  even  possible  to  you,  yet  there 
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on,  and  I  pressed  him  to  be  free  ^d  plm  with  me,  tn 
whii  he  had  to  txy. 

Why  th«n.  Sir,  ays  l*-c,  be  pleavd  to  give  mc  Wzvc  co  Uy 
down  1  few  propoaiticm,  as  the  foundauon  of  whal  I  have  to 
say*  thar  wc  may  not  dtScr  in  the  general  principles,  though  we 
miy  be  of  some  diifcnng  opiDDons  in  the  practice  of  pirticula:^. 
Fintt  Sir,  chough  wc  differ  in  some  of  the  doctrinal  snicks  of 
rdjgioii,  imd  it  is  very  unhappy  that  it  is  so,  especially  in  the 
case  bc&rc  us,  as  I  shall  shew  afterwards;  ycc  ihcrc  arc  some 
gencrJ  principles  in  which  wc  both  agree ;  viz.  First,,  that  there 
is  a  Goi>,  and  that  thU  God,  having  given  us  some  stated  ge- 
nera) tm\c^  for  our  service  and  obedience,  wc  ought  not  willingly 
and  knowingly  to  oflcnd  him,  cither  hy  neglecting  to  do  what 
he  haa commanded,  or  by  doing  what  he  has  exprexaly  forbidden^ 
■nd  Jet  our  different  religions  be  what  they  will^  this  general 
prtnd^e  b  readily  owned  \jy  us  alL  That  the  blessing  of  Goo 
doo  not  oirdinarily  follow  a  presumptuous  sinning  ^atnst  his 
command;  and  cvxry  good  Christian  will  be  affectionately  con- 
cerned to  prevent  any  that  are  under  his  care  living  in  a  total 
ticglect  of  God  and  his  commands.  It  is  not  your  men 
Protestants,  whatever  my  opinion  may  lie  of  such,  that  di 
me  from  being  concerned  for  their  souls,  and  from  endeavour- 
ing, if  it  lies  before  me,  that  the)  should  live  in  as  little  distance 
frum,  andcnmtty  ^ith  their  M^cr  as  [x>^blc;  especially  if  you 
give  me  leave  to  meddle  so  tar  in  your  circuit. 

I  could  not  ret  imagine  what  he  auned  at,  and  told  him  I 
granted  all  he  had  sa^d  -,  arid  thanked  him,  that  he  would  so  far 
concern  himself  for  us;  and  begged  be  would  expUin  the  jnr- 
Dculars  of  what  he  had  observed,  that,  like  J^hwt,  (to  take  hia 
own  parable)  J  might  put  away  the  accursed  thing  from  us. 

Why  then,  Sir,  «y»  he,  I  will  take  the  liberty  you  give  me; 
and  thete  are  three  things,  which,  !f  I  am  right,  must  stand  in 
llic  way  of  Goo's  blessing  upon  youi  cn&jaxo^u^  Vgx^,  ^^ 
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which  I  should  rejoice^  for  your  nkc»  and  their  own,  to  sec  rc^ 
moved.  A^tlj  Sir,  s-iyn  lie,  I  [iriwulic  myself  thafyi^tj  will  iuUl 
agree  with  me  in  them  all^  as  soon  as  1  name  chem ;  espcdall^^ 
because  I  ^haJl  convince  you,  that  every  one  of  xhcm  may,  vidi 
gmf  csxctf  and  very  much  to  your  satinfactioit,  be  retnctlied.  \ 
He  gave  me  no  leave  to  put  in  any  more  civilities,  birt  went 

Eon.  FirjSf  Sir^  says  he,  you  have  here  four  lOegUsAm^^  vrh« 
have  fetched  wontcn  from  among  the  ^vages,  and  h^vc  taken 
riwm  as  their  wives,  and  hsive  had  many  children  by  them  aU^ 
and  yet  axe  doc  married  to  them  after  any  stated  legal  manitcri 
as  the  lavrs  of  God  and  man  require;  and  thcfetore  arc  yet,  la 
the  sense  of  both,  no  less  than  atiultfr^rj,  atid  living  In  adultery* 
To  thiR,  Sir,  says  he^  I  know  you  will  object,  that  there  wu  M 
clergyman,  or  priest  of  any  kind,  or  of  any  profession,  to  pcr^ 
form  the  ceremony :  nor  any  pen  and  ink,  or  paper,  to  writQ 
down  a  comvact  of  marriage,  and  have  it  signed  between  rheru, 
And  I  know  also,  Sir,  what  the  ^^jA/^r^ governor  has  told  youg 
I  mean  o^  the  agreement  that  he  obliged  tbcm  to  make  when 
they  took  these  womcn^  viz.  That  they  should  chusc  them  ocit 
by  content,  and  kc<-p  separATely  to  them;  which,  by  the  wtyi 
is  nothing  of  a  m^rnage,  no  agreement  with  the  women  as 
wives,  but  only  an  agreement  among  themselves,  to  keep  them 
from  (iu;melling.  1 

But,  Sir,  the  essence  of  the  sacrament  of  matrimony  (so  IM 
called  It,  being  a  RsmAn)  consists  not  only  in  the  mutual  coascnfi 
of  the  parties  ti>  take  one  another  as  man  and  wife^  but  in  tho 
formal  and  legal  obligation  that  there  ts  in  the  contract,  to  oovn^ 
pel  die  man  and  woman,  at  all  times,  to  own  and  acknowta^ 
each  other;  obliging  the  men  to  abstain  from  aU  the  othcr^^ 
men,  to  engage  in  no  other  contract  while  these  subsi&t;  and  on 

Elll  occasions,  as  ability  allou-v,  to  provide  honestly  for  thctn,  and. 
their  children ;  and  to  oblige  the  women  to  the  same,  or  hkc  con* 
didoiia,  rnttaUs  muiaxM^^  on  their  side.  4 
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Now,  Sir,  /tfy/  ht^  thcac  men  may,  when  tHcy  picuc,  or  when 
occasion  prewrnrsj  abtmdon  ch«^  women,  disown  thrir  children, 
leave  them  to  perish,  and  take  other  women,  and  many  them 
^ile  these  arc  hving.  And  here  he  oddcdi  with  some  wirmth, 
How,  Sir,  i>  Go]>  honoured  in  this  unlAwful  liberty  ?  And  how- 
shall  a  blesdng  succeed  your  endcavoun  ia  thi!»  place,  k^wewr 
g9^  iff  iktmstlvesy  and  hc^cv^r  siK<^(  in  ywr  disif^n^  while  these 
men,  who  at  present  are  your  subject*,  under  your  absolute  go- 
vernment and  dominion,  arc  allowed  by  you  to  live  in  open 
adultery? 

I  confess,  I  was  stnick  at  the  thing  itself,  but  much  more  vtth 
the  convincing  arguments  he  supported  it  with ;  for  it  was  ee^ 
txinly  true,  that  though  ihey  had  no  clergyman  on  the  spot,  vet 
■  formal  contract  on  both  lidcsj  made  before  onenesses,  and  oon- 
tirmed  by  any  token,  which  they  had  all  agrted  to  be  bound  by, 
though  it  had  been  but  breaking  a  stick  between  them,  cng^ing 
the  men  to  own  these  women  for  their  wives  upon  ^t  occasions^ 
snd  never  to  abandon  them  or  their  children,  and  the  women  to 
the  same  with  their  hiubinds,  had  been  an  efiectual  lawful  mar- 
riage Ln  the  sight  of  God  ;  aiid  it  was  a  great  neglect  that  it  was 
not  done. 

But  1  thought  to  have  gotten  off  with  my  young  prie«ti  by 
telling  him,  that  aJl  that  part  was  doiK  when  I  was  not  here; 
amd  fhcy  had  lived  so  many  years  with  them  now^  that  if  it  was 
an  adultery,  ic  was  put  remedy  \  they  could  do  nothing  in  ic 
now. 

Sir,  jays  hc^  asUng  yattr  fwrtbn  fffr  such  freedom^  you  are  right 
in  thia;  that  it  being  done  in  your  absence,  you  cotjld  not  be 
cbaiged  with  that  port  of  the  crime.  But  1  beseech  you»  flatter 
not  youf^lf  that  you  arc  not  therefore  under  an  obligatkm  to  do 
your  uttermost  now  to  put  an  end  co  ir.  How  can  you  thinks 
but  that,  let  the  time  past  lie  on  whom  it  will,  all  the  guilt,  for 
the  ftitttre,  will  he  cnbnriy  upon  you  !     BecaMafe  \X  '\vg^^^ 
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your  power  now  to  put  an  end  to  it  -,  and  in.  nobody's  power  Sot 
your's, 

I  was  50  dull  still,  that  I  did  not  take  him  right  i  but  I  ima- 
gined, that,  by  putting  an  end  to  it,  he  mcan'd,  that  I  should 
part  them,  and  not  suffer  them  to  live  together  any  longer;  and 
J  said  to  hintj  I  could  not  do  that  by  any  means,  for  that  it  would 
put  the  whole  island  into  confusion.  He  seemed  3uq>n5ed  that 
I  should  so  far  mistake  him.  No,  Sir>  says  ke,  I  Ao  not  mem 
that  you  should  now  separate  them,  but  legally  and  effectually 
marry  them  now.  And  as,  Sir,  my  way  of  marrying  may  not 
be  so  easy  to  reconcile  them  to,  though  it  mil  be  as  effectual, 
even  by  your  own  laws ;  so  your  way  may  be  as  well  befbie 
God,  and  as  valid  among  men;  I  mean,  by  a  written  contract, 
signed  by  both  man  and  woman,  and  by  all  the  witnesses  pre- 
sent ;  which  all  the  laws  of  Europe  would  decree  to  be  valid* 

I  was  amazed  to  see  so  much  true  piety,  and  so  much  sincerity 
of  zeal,  besides  the  unusual  impartiality  in  his  discourse,  as  to 
his  own  party  or  church,  and  such  true  warmth  for  the  preserv- 
ing people  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of,  or  relation  to ;  I  say, 
for  preserving  them  from  transgressing  the  laws  of  God  ;  the 
like  of  which  I  had  indeed  not  met  with  any  where.  But  re- 
collecting what  he  had  said  of  manying  them  by  a  written  con- 
tract, which  I  knew  would  stand  too,  I  returned  it  back  upon 
him,  and  told  him,  I  granted  all  that  he  had  said  to  be  just,  and, 
on  his  part,  very  kind  \  that  1  would  discourse  with  the  men  upon 
the  point  now,  when  I  came  to  them.  And  I  knew  no  reason 
why  they  should  scruple  to  let  him  marry  them  all ;  which  I 
knew  well  enough  would  be  granted  to  be  as  authentic  and  valid 
in  England^  as  if  they  were  married  by  one  of  our  own  cletgy- 
men.  What  was  afterwards  done  in  this  matter,  I  shall  qxak 
of  by  itself 

I  then  pressed  him  to  tell  me,  what  was  th£  second  cmtiplmm 
which  he  had  to  make  \  acknowledging,  that  I  was  very  moch 
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hb  debtor  for  tht  first ;  and  thanked  him  hcartil)'  for  it.  He 
told  me  he  would  use  the  simc  ffredom  ami  pUmncss  in  the 
second  ;  and  hoped  I  would  rake  ir  ns  well :  and  rh:s  was,  that 
noTAHthstandiiig  these  Evgirjh  subject:^  of  mine^  as  he  talkd  thtm^ 
had  lived  with  those  women  for  ^ilmoat  seven  vcats,  had  taught 
thcrii  tci  sjxr^tk  English,  ami  rvcn  Ui  read  it ;  aiid  thjit  they  vrcrc, 
as  he  perceived,  i^omen  of  tolerable  understandings,  and  capable 
of  instniction  ;  yet  they'  had  not  to  t}us  hour  aught  them  any 
thing  of  the  Christian  religion ;  no»  not  so  much  to  know  chat 
there  w«s  a  God,  or  a  worship,  or  in  what  manner  Goi>  was  to 
be  served ;  or  that  their  own  idolatry,  and  wonhipf^ng  they 
knew  not  who,  was  false  and  absurd* 

This,  he  aaid,  was  an  unaccountable  neglect,  and  what  God 
would  certainly  call  them  to  account  for;  aiid,  perhaps,  at  last 
take  the  work  out  of  their  hards.  He  spoke  this  very  ailec- 
txnatelf  and  warmly.  I  am  persuaded,  s^ys  Ar,  had  those  men 
lived  in  the  savage  country,  whence  their  wjvca  came,  the  savages 
wRQiuld  have  taken  more  pains  to  have  brought  them  to  be  idoLa- 
terSf  and  to  worship  the  dcvit,  than  any  of  these  men,  s^  far  as 
he  €9uld  stf^  hod  taken  with  than»  to  teach  them  the  knowledge 
of  the  tnte  God.  Kow,  Sir,  suid  he^  thoi^h  I  do  not  acknow- 
ledge your  religion,  or  you  mine,  yet  we  should  be  glad  to  9ce 
the  dcvil'5  servants,  and  the  subjects  of  hb  kingdom,  taught  to 
know  the  genciai  principles  of  the  Christian  rcl^k^n ;  thai  [hey 
might  ac  least  hear  of  God,  and  of  a  Redermer^and  of  the  rcsar^ 
rectjon,  and  of  a  future  sute,  things  whkh  we  all  believe ;  they 
had  at  least  been  so  much  nearer  coming  into  the  bosom  of  the 
Hue  church,  than  the)' arc  iKJw^  ill  the  public  profcsuon  of  idoUtr}', 
and  devil-worship. 

1  coukl  hold  no  longer;  I  took  him  in  my  arms,  and  embraced 
him  with  an  excess  of  passion  :  Ifrw  far^  said  I  to  him,  have  I 
been  fto>m  understanding  the  most  essential  part  of  a  Chtiatian, 
viz.  tobvc  the  inierts:  of  the  Christian  <:H\a'Av^awi'iiit^j»A.iA 
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jther  men's  souls !  I  scarce  have  known  what  belongs  to  bdng  i 

!hrlstian,     O,  Sir,  do  not  say  so,  replied  he:  this  thing  is  ncrt 

'our  fault,      NOj  said  I^  but  why  did  I  never  lay  it  to  heart  as 

'ell  as  you  ?     'Tis  no:  too  late  yet,  said  ke;  be  not  too  forward 

:o  condemn  yourself.     But  what  can  be  done  now?  said  I;  you 

;ec  I  am  going  away.     Will  you  give  me  leave,  said  hcy  to  talk 

'ith  those  poor  men  about  it?     Yes,  with  all  my  heartj  said  I; 

ind  will  oblige  them  to  give  heed  to  what  you  say  too.      As  to 

:hat,  said  hcj  we  must  leave  them  to  the  mercy  of  Christ ;  but  'tb 

lur  business  to  assist  them,  encourage  them,  and  instruct  them; 

ind,  if  you  will  give  me  leave,  and  God  his  blessing,  I  do  not 

Idoubt  but  the  poor  ignorant  souls  shall  be  brought  home  into 

|the  great  circle  of  Christianity,  if  not  into  the  particular  faith  that 

'e  atl  embrace  ;  and  that  even  while  you  stay  here.    Upon  this, 

\I  snid^  I  shall  not  only  give  you  leave,  but  give  you  a  thousand 

Ithanks  for  it-     What  followed  on  this  account  I  shall  mcndon 

its  place. 
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Redeemer,  that  I  wonder  how  you  can  pass  such  an'  occa^on  of  do- 
ing good ;  which  is  really  worth  the  expense  of  a  man's  whole  life, 
I  was  now  struck  dumb  indeed,  and  had  not  one  word  to  say  s 
I  had  here  a  spirit  of  true  Christian  zeal  for  God  and  religion 
before  me,  let  his  particular  principles  be  of  what  kind  soever. 
As  for  me,  I  had  not  so  much  as  entert^ned  a  thought  of  this  in 
my  heart  before ;  and,  I  believe,  should  not  have  thought  of  it ; 
for  I  looked  upon  these  savages  as  slaves^  and  people,  who,  had 
we  any  work  for  them  to  do,  we  would  have  used  as  such,  or 
would  have  been  glad  to  have  transported  them  to  any  other  part 
of  the  world ;  for  our  bu^ness  was  to  get  rid  of  them ;  and  we 
would  all  have  been  satisfied,  if  they  had  been  sent  to  any  coun- 
try, so  they  had  never  seen  thm  own.  Buty  to  the  case :  I  say, 
1  was  counfounded  at  his  discourse,  and  knew  not  what  answer 
to  make  him.  He  looked  earnestly  at  me,  seeing  me  in  some 
disorder  :  Sir,  says  he^  I  shall  be  very  sorry,  if  what  1  have  said 
gives  you  any  offence.  No,  no,  si^s  /,  1  am  offended  with  no- 
body but  myself;  but  I  am  perfectly  confounded,  not  only  to 
think  that  I  should  never  take  any  notice  of  this  before,  but  with 
reflecting  what  notice  I  am  able  to  take  of  it  now.  You  know. 
Sir,  said  /,  what  circumstances  I  am  in  ;  I  am  bound  to  the  East 
Indies  J  in  a  ship  freighted  by  merchants,  and  to  whom  it  would 
be  an  unsufferable  piece  of  injustice  to  detain  their  ship  here,  the 
men  lying  all  this  while  at  victuals  and  wages  upon  the  owner's 
account ;  it  is  true,  I  agreed  to  be  allowed  twelve  days  here ;  and 
if  I  stay  more,  I  must  pay  3/.  sterling  per  diem  demmr^e ;  nor 
can  I  suy  upon  demurrage  above  eight  days  more ;  and  I  have 
been  here  thirteen  days  already;  so  that  I  am  pcrfectiy  unable 
to  engage  in  this  work,  unless  I  would  su^er  myself  to  be  left 
behind  here  agun ;  in  which  case,  if  this  single  ship  should  mis- 
carry in  any  part  of  her  voyage,  I  should  be  just  in  the  same 
condition  that  I  was  left  in  here  at  first;  and  from  which  I  have 
been  so  wonderfiilly  delivered. 
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He  owned  the  case  was  very  hard  upon  mc  as  to  my  voyage; 
mf  laid  it  home  upon  my  corscienccj  wherher  the  blessing  of 
laving  seven -and -thirty  souls  was  not  wordi  "my  venturing  all  I 
lad  in  the  world  for  ?  I  was  not  so  sensible  of  that  as  he  was'. 
returned  upon  him  thus :  Why,  Sir,  it  is  a  valuable  thing  in- 
ieed,  to  be  an  instrument  in  God's  hand,  to  convert  scvcn-and- 
:hirty  heathens  to  the  knowledge  of  Christ ;  but  as  you  are  lii 
icdesiastic,  and  are  given  over  to  the  work,  so  that  it  seems 
:uratly  to  fall  into  the  way  of  your  profession,  how  is  it  thit 
^'ou  do  not  rather  offer  yourself  to  undertake  it,  than  press  rae 
:o  if? 

Upon  this  he  faced  about,  just  before  mc,  as  wc  walked  along, 

id»  putting  mc  to  a  full  stop,  made  me  a  very  low  bow.     1 

lost  heartily  thank  God,  and  you,  Sirj  says  ht^  for  giving  me  so 

ivident  a  call  to  so  blessed  a  work  ;  and  if  you  think  yourself 

lischargcd  from  it,  and  desire  me  to  undertake  it,  I  will  most 

reward  for  ail  rhi^  hn.zards  a-id 
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*  He  nirr^etl  short  upon  mc>  and  asked  me,  what  I  oiled  a  ven- 
ture ?  Pray,  Sir,  }aid  Af,  whiit  do  you  think  I  cortsentcd  to  go 
in  your  ship  to  xht  East  hdifs  for  ?  Nay,  aid  J,  that  I  kiitjw 
not,  unless  ir  was  to  preach  ro  the  Indians.  Doubtless  it  was, 
sdd  he.  And  do  you  think^  \(  I  ein  convert  these  scvcn-aitd- 
thirty  men  to  the  ftith  of  Christ,  it  is  not  worth  my  time,  though 
]  should  ncvrr  be  fetched  off  the  island  again?  Nay>  is  It  not 
infinitely  of  more  worth  to  save  so  many  souls»  than  my  life  is, 
or  the  life  of  twenty  more  of  the  same  profession?  Yes,  Sir, 
says  h^y  \  would  give  Chrisc  and  the  Blessed  Virgin  thanks  all 
my  days,  if  1  could  be  m;uie  the  least  happy  instrument  of  saving 
the  tt)uls  of  these  poor  men,  though  I  wns  never  to  set  my  foot 
off  of  thia  isiandi  or  see  my  native  country  any  more :  but  since 
you  will  honour  me,  says  he,  with  pL^tling  mc  into  this  work 
{/tt  ^^hkh  I  toUl  p'iiy  fcT  yen  dU  the  days  of  my  lifi)^  I  have  one 
humble  petition  to  you,  said  he^  besidea*  What  is  that  ?  s^id  L 
Why*  says  he,  it  is,  that  you  will  leave  your  man  Friday  with 
wmCy  to  be  my  inierpreter  10  them,  and  to  assist  me ;  for,  without 
some  help,  I  cannot  spwak  to  them,  or  they  to  me, 

I  w^Ls  sensibly  troubled  at  his  requesting  Friday^  because  I 
could  not  think  of  parting  with  him,  and  that  for  man)'  rtasons; 
he  had  been  the  companioi^  of  my  tmvels ;  he  was  not  only  faith* 
ful  to  me,  but  sincerely  affectionate  to  the  last  degree ;  and  I  had 
Tcaolvcd  to  do  something  considcrubtc  for  him,  if  he  out-lived 
me,  as  it  waa  probable  he  would :  then  I  knew,  that  as  I  had  bred 
Friday  up  to  be  a  Protestant,  it  would  quite  confixmd  him,  to 
bring  him  to  embrace  another  profe^ion;  and  he  would  never, 
while  his  eyes  were  open  believe,  hts  old  master  was  a  heretic. 
and  would  he  damned ;  and  this  might  in  ^  end  rviti  the  poor 
felloWs  principles;,  and  so  turn  htm  to  his  first  idolatry. 

However,  a  sudden  thought  relieved  me  in  this  strait,  and  it 
was  this :  I  told  him,  I  could  not  say  that  I  was  witling  to  t^njtl 
with  Friday,  on  any  account  whatever  \  thomalcw  a.'«Qtf»^^^&vaw^ft 
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im  was  of  more  value  than  his  life,  ought  to  be  to  me  of  mud 
lore  value  than  the  keeping  or  parting  with  a  servant,  Bui, 
the  other  hand,  1  was  persuaded  that  Friday  w^ould  by  m 
leans  consent  to  part  with  me  ;  and  I  could  not  force  him  to  ii, 
ithout  his  consent,  without  manifest  injustice;  because  I  had 
iromised  I  would  never  put  him  away  i  and  he  had  promisol 
ind  engaged  to  me  that  he  would  never  leave  me,  unless  I  put 
lim  away> 

He  seemed  very  much  concerned  at  it ;  for  he  had  no  rational 

icccss  to  these  poor  peoplcj  seeing  he  did  not  understand  one 

'ard  of  their  language,  nor  they  one  word  of  his.      Xo  remove 

difficulty,  I  Cold  him,  Friday^s  father  had  learned  Spaniih% 

'hich  I  found  he  also  understood ;    and  he  should  serve  him 

Ifor  an  interpreter :  so  he  was  much  better  satisfied,  and  nothing 

could  persuade  him  but  he  would  stay  to  endeavour  to  converr 

lem;  but  Providence  gave  another  and  very  happy  turn  to  all 

lis. 
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nobody  to  marry  them  ;  that  :he>'  agreed  before  the  gover- 
IT  to  keep  them  as  their  wives^  and  to  keep  them,  and  own 
cm,4Sthdr  wives;  and  they  thought,  a$  things  stood  with  thcrn, 
cjr  were  as  li^ally  marHed  aa  if  they  had  been  maimed  by  a 
rton,  and  with  all  the  formalities  in  the  world. 
I  told  them,  that  no  doubt  they  wen;  married  in  the  sight  of 
OD,  and  were  bound  in  conscience  Co  keep  them  z^  their  wives; 
It  that  the  law«  of  men  being  otherwise,  they  might  pretend 
ey  were  not  married,  and  so  dcsctt  the  poor  womai  and  chil* 
en  hereafter ;  and  that  their  wives,  being  poor  desolate  wo- 
rn, friendless  and  moneyless,  would  luve  no  way  to  ^e^p  them- 
Ipcs.     [  therefore  told  them,  that  unless  I  was  assured  of  their 
nest  intent,  I  could  do  nothing  for  them  ;  but  ^^Duld  take  cart, 
U  what  I  did  should  be  for  the  women  and  their  children, 
tboul  them  ;  and  that  unless  they  would  give  «ome  assurances 
It  they  would  marry  the  women,  I  eould  not  think  it  waa  con- 
Ifcnt  they  should  continue  together  as  man  and  wife ;  for  tliat 
•fe  both  scuidilous  lo  men,  and  offensive  to  Goo,  who  they 
idd  not  think  would  bless  them,  if  they  went  on  thus. 
All  this  went  on  as  I  expected ;  and  they  told  me,  especially 
yi  A/iimj^  who  vcemcd  now  to  spcsk  for  the  rest,  that  they 
'ed  their  wives  a^  wcW  as  if  they  had  been  bom  in  their  own 
dve  country,  and  woidd  not  leave  them  upon  any  account 
Eitevcr;  and  they  did  vcnJy  believe  their  wives  were  as  virti>* 
s  and  ai  modest,  and  did,  to  the  utmost  of  their  skill,  as  mueh 
tfaem^  and  for  their  children,  i(  any  women  could  possibly 
{  and  they  woukl  not  part  with  them  on  any  account.     And 
iff  vf/jti>j,  lor  his  own  particiilar,  added,  if  any  roan  would 
X  him  away,  ami  offer  to  carry^  him  home  to  En^Umd^  and 
ke  him  captain  of  the  best  man  of  war  in  the  navy,  he  would 
:  go  with  him,  if  he  might  not  carry  his  wife  and  chikircn  with 
n;  and  if  there  was  a  clergyman  in  the  ship,  he  would  be 
rriod  to  her  now  with  all  his  hcatt. 
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This  was  jiist  as  I  would  have  it ;  the  priest  was  not  with  me 
at  that  moment]  but  was  not  far  oC  So,  to  tty  him  farther,  I 
told  him  I  had  a  clet^man  ^th  me,  and,  if  he  was  sincere,  I 
would  have  him  married  the  next  morning ;  and  bid  him  coair 
dcr  of  it,  and  talk  with  the  rest.  He  said^  as  for  himself^  be 
need  not  consider  of  it  at  all ;  for  he  was  veiy  ready  to  do  i^ 
and  was  glad  I  had  a  minister  with  me ;  and  he  believed  tfaej 
would  be  all  willing  also,  I  then  told  him,  that  my  friend,  the 
minister,  was  a  Frenchman^  and  could  not  speak  English;  but 
that  I  would  act  the  clerk  between  them.  He  never  so  much  as 
asked  me  whether  he  was  a  Papist  or  Protestant ;  which  was  in- 
deed what  I  was  afraid  of.  But,  1  say,  they  never  inquired  about 
it.  So  we  parted.  I  went  back  to  my  clergyman  i  and  f^Ul 
Atkins  went  in  to  talk  with  his  companions.  I  desired  the 
French  gentleman  not  to  say  any  thing  to  them  till  the  bu^ncas 
was  thorough  ripe ;  and  I  told  him  what  answer  the  men  had 
given  me. 

Before  I  went  from  their  quarter,  they  all  came  to  me,  and 
told  me,  they  had  been  considering  what  I  had  said;  that  they 
were  very  glad  to  hear  I  had  a  clergyman  in  my  company ;  and 
they  were  very  willing  to  give  me  the  satisfaction  I  desired,  and 
to  be  formally  married  as  soon  as  I  pleased;  for  they  were  far 
from  desiring  to  part  with  thrir  wives ;  and  that  they  meant  no- 
thing but  what  was  very  honest,  when  they  chose  them  ;  so  I 
appointed  them  to  meet  me  the  next  morning  ;  and  that,  in  the 
mean  time,  they  should  let  their  wives  know  the  meaning  of  the 
marriage  law;  and  that  it  was  not  only  to  prevent  any  scandal, 
but  also  to  oblige  them,  that  they  should  not  forsake  them, 
whatever  might  happen. 

The  women  were  easily  made  sensible  of  the  meaning  of  the 
thing,  and  were  very  well  satisfied  with  it,  as,  indeed,  they  had 
reason  to  be ;  so  they  failed  not  to  attend  all  together,  at  my 
apartment,  the  next  morning,  where  I  brought  out  my  cleigy- 
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the  name  of  Christy  whrnn  they  had,  he  doubted,  heard  noding 
of,  and  without  which  they  could  not  be  baptized. 

He  told  them,  he  doubted  they  were  but  indifl^rcnt  Chris- 
tians themselves ;  that  they  had  butlittle  knowledge  of  God,  or 
of  his  ways  \  and  therefore  he  could  not  expect,  that  they  had 
said  much  to  their  wives  on  that  head  yet ;  but  that  unless  tbef 
would  promise  him  to  use  their  endeavour  with  their  wives,  to 
persuade  them  to  become  Christians,  and  would  as  well  as  they 
could  instruct  them  in  the  knowledge  and  belief  of  God  that 
made  them,  and  to  worship  Jesus  Christ  that  redeemed  them,  be 
could  not  marry  them ;  for  he  would  have  no  hand  in  jcnning 
Christians  with  savages ;  nor  was  it  consistent  with  the  principles 
of  the  Christian  religion  ;  and  was,  indeed,  expressly  fbrlndden 
in  God's  law* 

They  heard  all  this  very  attentively,  and  I  delivered  it  very 
faithfully  to  them,  from  his  mouth,  as  near  his  own  words  as  I 
could,  only  sometimes  adding  something  of  my  own,  to  convince 
them  how  just  it  was,  and  how  I  was  of  his  mind.  And  I  always 
very  faithfully  distinguished  between  what  I  said  from  myself,  and 
what  were  the  clei^man's  words.  They  told  me,  it  was  veiy 
true  what  the  gentleman  had  said,  that  they  were  but  very  indif- 
ferent Christians  themselves,  and  that  they  had  never  talked  to 
their  wives  about  religion,  Lord^  Sir,  says  iVill  jitkinSy  how 
should  we  teach  them  religion  ?  Why,  we  know  nothing  our- 
selves; and  besides.  Sir,  said  he^  should  we  go  to  talk  to  them 
of  God,  and  Jesus  Christy  and  heavin  and  h^ll,  it  would  be  to 
make  them  laugh  at  us,  and  ask  us,  what  we  believe  ourselves.' 
And  if  we  should  tell  them,  we  believe  all  the  things  that  we 
speak  of  to  them,  such  as  of  good  people  going  to  htawt,  and 
wicked  people  to  the  devil,  they  would  ask  us,  where  we  intend 
to  go  ourselves,  that  believe  all  this,  and  are  such  wicked  fel- 
lows, as  we  indeed  are-  Why,  Sir,  it  is  enough  to  g^  them  a 
surfeit  of  religion,  at  first  hearing ;  folks  must  have  some  religioQ 
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This  was  just  as  I  would  have  It ;  the  priest  was  not  with  mc 

[z  that  moment,  but  was  not  far  off.     So,  to  try  him  fiirthcr,  1 

[old  him  I  had  a  clergyman  with  me,  and,  if  he  was  sincoVi  I 

'ould  have  him  married  the  next  morning  ;  and  bid  him  cona- 

[er  of  it,  and  talk  with  the  rest.     He  said,  as  for  himself,  he 

leed  not  consider  of  it  at  ail ;  for  he  was  very  ready  to  do  it, 

was  glad  I  had  a  minister  with  me ;  and  he  beUeved  thcv 

'ould  be  all  willing  also.     J  then  told  him,  that  my  friend,  the 

linister,  was  a  Frenchman^  and  could  not  speak  English;  bi:t 

lat  I  would  act  the  clerk  between  them.

%  mh  round  it,  he  did  not  look  VC17  unlike  %  rninistcr ;  and  as 
fix  his  Urguogc,  I  was  his  interpreter. 

But  the  tt:noimi>e«!t  of  his  l>ehav!our  to  them,  stkI  the  scniplcs 
he  made  of  matrying  the  women,  because  the^  'A^txt.  not  ba^^tized, 
and  profcsaed  Chmiiam^  gave  them  an  exceeding  reverence  for 
bis  person ;  and  there  w^  no  need  after  that  ro  inquire  whether 
he  iras  a  clergyman  or  no, 

Indeed  J  was  afraid  his  scruple  would  have  been  carried  so  for, 
19  thitt  he  would  not  have  married  them  at  all :  luy,  notwith* 
standing  all  I  was  able  to  say  to  him,  he  resisted  me,  tbou^ 
modestly,  yet  very  steadily ;  and  at  last,  refused  absolutely  ca 
many  them,  unless  he  had  lirsc  talked  with  the  men,  and  the 
women  too ;  and  though  ^t  first  I  was  a  little  backward  to  it,  yet 
at  last  I  i^recd  to  it  with  a  gocd  will,  perceiving  the  sincerity  of 
hit  de^gn. 

When  he  came  to  them,  be  let  them  know  that  1  had  ae- 
quainled  him  wirh  thtrir  cinitmMaitccx,  and  with  the  present  de- 
sign ;  that  he  was  very  willing  to  perform  that  part  of  lus  ftmc- 
lion,  and  marry  them,  as  1  had  desired ;  but  that  before  he  could 
do  it,  he  mu4t  ukc  the  liberty  to  talk  with  ihcm ;  he  told  them, 
that  in  the  sight  of  all  indiiTerent  men,  and  in  the  ?mv  <S  the 
laws  of  society,  they  had  lived  all  tWs  while  in  open  adultery  -, 
tod  that  it  was  true  that  nothing  hut  the  consenting  to  marry, 
or  eflectually  separating  them  from  one  another  now,  could  put 
an  end  to  it ;  but  thcrr  was  a  difficulty  in  it  too,  with  respect  to 
the  laws  x>( Christian  matrimony,  which  he  was  noc  fully  satisfied 
■bout,  tfiz^  That  of  marrying  one  that  is  a  professed  CMrtstian  to 
a  savage,  an  idoUicr,  and  a  heathen,  one  that  is  noc  baptized; 
tffd  yet  that  he  did  not  see  that  there  was  time  kft  for  it,  to 
endeavour  to  persuade  the  women  to  bt  bx^TA^  ere  v*  ^^«w5: 
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:he  name  of  Christ,  whom  they  had,  he  doubted,  heard  nolh&g 
)f,  and  without  which  they  could  not  be  baptized. 

He  told  them,  he  doubted  they  were  but  indifferent  Chns- 

ians  themselves  ;  that  they  had  but  little  knowledge  of  God,  or 

){  his  ways ;  and  therefore  he  could  not  expect^  that  they  had 

laid  much  to  their  wives  on  that  head  yet;  but  that  unless  tlicT 

'ould  promise  him  to  use  their  endeavour  with  their  wives,  to 

lersuade  them  to  become  Christians,  and  would  as  weU  as  thcT 

;ould  instruct  them  in  the  knowledge  and  belief  of  Goo  thai 

lade  them,  and  to  worship  Jesus  Christ  that  redeemed  them,  he 

mid  not  marry  them;  for  he  would  have  ro  hand  in  joining 

-hristians  with  savages  ;  nor  was  it  consistent  with  the  principles 

the  Christian  religion  ;  and  was,  indeed,  expressly  forbidden 

in  God's  law. 

They  heard  all  this  very  attentively,  and  I  delivered  it  very 
Faithfully  to  them,  from  his  mouth,  as  near  his  own  words  as  1

m  dettioy  all  that  he  had  made ;  that  he  rewards  the  good,  and 
Unishca  the  bad  ;  and  chat  we  are  to  be  judged  by  htm,  at  laatj 
pr  all  we  dtj  here  :  you  arc  not  &(>  ignorant,  but  even  nature 
self  will  teach  you,  that  all  this  is  true  ;  and  I  am  sadsfied  you 
U10W  tt  all  CO  be  true,  and  believe  it  yourself. 

That  is  true,  Sir,  said  jiikinj;  but  with  what  face  can  J  say 
ny  thing  to  my  wife  of  all  this,  when  she  will  tell  me  immcdi- 
lely,  it  cannot  he  true  ? 

Not  tnie  !  jaid  /,^whfti  do  you  mean  by  that?  Why,  Sir, 
%id  he^  »hc  will  tell  me  it  cannot  be  true,  that  this  God  (I  shall 
^I  her  of)  can  be  jutt^  or  ctT\  pum»h  or  nrwani,  since  I  am  not 
ainished,  and  sent  to  the  devil,  that  have  been  such  a  wicked 
rcanirc  as  she  know^  I  have  been,  even  to  her,  and  to  every  body 
Isc ;  and  that  I  should  be  suffered  to  live,  that  have  been  always 
ctmg  BO  coiurar\'  lo  what  1  must  tell  her  is  good,  and  to  what 
ought  to  have  done* 

Why  mily,  jltksns,  saiJ  /,  J  am  afraid  thou  spcakcst  too 
luch  truth :  and  with  that  I  let  the  clergyman  know  what 
ttisnj  had  said :  for  he  was  impatient  to  know.  0  /  JaiJ  tht 
rwtt  tell  him  there  is  one  thing  will  make  him  the  best  minb*- 
fcr  in  the  wx^rld  to  his  wife,  and  that  Is  TtfmiuHce;  for  none 
tach  repentance  like  true  penitents.  He  wants  nothing  but 
|»  repent,  and  then  he  will  be  so  much  the  better  qualified  to 
nstnict  his  wifo ;  he  will  be  thai  able  to  tell  her,  tint  there  is 
KOE  only  a  Gou,  and  that  he  is  the  just  rewardcr  of  good  mid 
JfU  \  but  that  he  is  a  merciful  Being,  and,  with  infinite  goodness 
pd  long  suffering,  forbears  to  puni&h  those  thaX  o!u;^\  '«if^Q:&% 
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;o  be  graciousj  and  willing  not  the  death  of  a  sinnerj  but  mdwr 
lat  he  should  return  and  live ;    that  oftentimes   suffers  wicked 
icn  Co  go  on  for  a.  long  time,  and  even  reserves  damnsition  D  | 
\G  general  day  of  retribution  :  thai  it  is  a  clear  evidence  of  GoD, 
md  of  a  future  state,  that  righteous  men  receive  not  Cheir  it-  i 
'ardj    or  wicked  men  their    punishment,  till    tbcy    come  into  1 
mother  world ;    and  this  will  lead  him  to  teach   his  wife  th& 
loctrine  of  the  resurrection,  and  of  the  last  judgment ;    let  him 
mt   repent   for  himself,  he  will   be  an  excellent  preacher  of 
rpentancc  to  his  wife. 

I  repeated  all  this  to  j^tktas^  who  looked  very  serious  all  the  I 

'hile,  and  who,  we  could  easily  perceive,  was  more  than  ordj-

rbc  clerg)-inan  shook  his  head,  with  a  great  ooiKem  in  his 
^  when  ]  told  him  all  this ;  bur,  turning  quick  to  me  upon  it| 
r  kc.  If  that  be  his  case^  you  may  assure  hitn  it  is  not  coo 
:;  Christ  will  give  him  repentance.     But  pray,  s^rys  ht^  ex* 
in  this  to  him,  Thar  as  nu  man  ts  saved  but  by  Christ,  and 
merit  of  his  passion,  prxjcuring  divine  mercy  for  him,  how 
it  be  too  btc  for  any  man  to  receive  mercy  ?

:  wc  wcfe  not  near  enough  to  hear  any  t}ung  that  pasted 
vccn  t}kem.

No,  no  ;  hold^  Sitj  Mid  ht^  (hough  I  would 
have  her  be  baptised  by  all  mnns,  yet  I  must  obocrvct  that  /^i// 
yfikini,  htT  tiusbattd^  has  indecid  broit^fhc  her^  in  a  wonderful 
manner^  to  be  willing  lo  embrace  a  religious  life ;  and  has  g^vcn 
her  just  ideas  of  the  being  of  a  God,  of  his  power,  justke, 
mercy ;  yet  I  desire  to  know  of  hini>  if  he  has  said  any  thing  tu 
her  of  JeHuf  Christ,  and  of  the  EalvarJon  of  sinnen ;  of  the 
nature  of  faith  in  him;  and  redemption  by  him;  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  resurrection,  the  laat  Judgment,  and  a  future  state. 

I  called  fflU  Atkins  again,  iutd  fuJced  him :  but  the  jxjor 
fellow  fell  immediately  into  tear^,  and  told  us,  he  had  said  some- 
thing to  her  ofail  those  things,  but  that  he  was  himsctfio  wicked  a 
CTtacurc,  and  his  own  cotuciciicc  so  rcproichcd  him  vrjth  his 
horrid  ungodly  life,  thai  he  trembled  at  the  apprehensions,  that 
her  knowledge  of  him  should  lessen  the  attuntion  she  should  give 
lo  those  things,  and  make  her  rather  contemn  religion  than  receive 
it :  but  he  was  a^ured^  he  siiJ^  that  her  mind  wji5  so  disposed 
to  receive  due  impressions  of  all  those  things,  chat  if  I  would  but 
discourse  with  her,  she  would  make  it  appear  to  my  satistactioni 
that  my  Ubour  would  iwt  be  lost  upon  her. 

Accordingly  1  called  her  in,  and  placing  mytelf  as  interpreter, 
between  my  religious  priest  and  tbc  woman,  I  entreated  him  to 
begin  with  her :  but  sure  such  a  scimon  was  never  preached  by  a 
|x>])iHh  prk'st  In  ilu-^  latter  ag<^^  of  rhc  world  ^  and,  as  J  iciJ  him^  I 
thought  he  had  all  the  zeal,  all  the  knowledge,  all  the  sincerity 
of  a  Christian,  without  the  errora  of  a  Kcman  Catholic ;  and  chat 
I  took  him  to  be  such  a  dergynun  as  the  Hsman  bishops  were, 
before  the  church  of  R^mt  assumed  spiritual  »uvcreignty  over 
the  consciences  of  men. 

In  a  word,  he  brought  the  poor  woman  to  embrace  the 
ktKiw ledge  of  Chri^f  and  of  redemption  by  him,  not  with  wxm- 
der  and  astonii»hment  only,  as  she  did  the  Atvt  wsf^^/cA.  %£.  i.Q0^.

among  us  in  that  very  religion  which 
in.      He  told  me  that  as  he  had  no 
per  things  for  the  office^  I  should  sec 
that  I  should  not  know  by  it  that  ht 
self,  if  I  had  not  known  it  before: 
only  some  words  over  to  himself  ir 
understand^  he  poured  a  whole  dis. 
woman's  head,  pronouncing  in  Frenc 
was  the  name  her  husband  desired  me 
godfather^  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  so  th 
thing  by  it,  what  religion  he  was  of: 
afterwards  in  Latin  ;  but  dther  Will 
it  was  in  French,  or  else  did  not  take  i 
As  soon  as  this  waa  over,  we  mai 
marriage  was  over,  he  turned  himself 
very  affectionate  manner  exhorted  hinn 
that  good  dispoution  he  wai  i**   >^"* 
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He  n)d  %  great  nuny  good  things  to  them  botli,  tnd  then 
rccommencluig  them,  in  a  few  words,  to  GoJ's  goodness;  gave 
them  the  benediction  ngaint  I  rcpciting  cveiy  thing  to  them  in 
English.  And  thuft  cmdcd  ihc!  ceremony.  I  think  it  was  the 
moat  pleasant^  agreejtble  day  to  me,  that  ever  I  pissed  in  my 
whole  life. 

But  my  clergyman  had  not  dotie  ycc,  his  thoughts  hung 
continually  upon  the  conversion  of  the  leven  and  thirty  savages; 
and  fain  he  would  Y\a\'^  staid  upon  the  island  to  have  undertaken 
it:  but  I  convinced  him^  l-ir^,  chat  his  urtdcnaking  was  imprac- 
ticable in  Itself;  and  secoTidIy>  ihki  perhaps  I  would  put  it  iiiro 
ft  way  of  being  done,  in  his  absence,  to  his  sscififaction  ;  of  which 
by  ar^  by. 

Having  thus  brotcght  the  affair  of  the  island  to  a  narrow 
compass,  I  was  prq^aring  co  go  on  Iwanl  the  ship,  when 
the  young  man,  who  I  had  taken  out  of  the  famished  ship's 
company,  came  to  me,  and  told  me,  he  understood  I  had  a 
clergyman  with  me,  and  that  I  had  cauxd  the  Englishmfn  to  he 
married  to  the  savages,  whom  they  called  wives;  that  he  had  a 
match  too,  which  he  desired  might  be  finished  before  I  went, 
l>ccweca  two  Christians ;  which  he  hoped  would  not  be  disagtee- 
al>le  to  me. 

1  knew  this  must  be  the  young  woman  who  was  his  mother's 
servant,  for  there  was  no  other  Christian  woman  on  the  island; 
fto  I  began  to  persuade  him  not  to  do  any  thb^g  of  that  kind 
nuhly,  or  be<^use  he  found  himself  in  this  solitary  carctimslHnce. 
1  represented  to  him,  that  he  had  some  considerable  substmce  in 
the  world  and  good  tricnds,  xs  1  understood  by  himself,  and  by 
his  maid  also ;  that  the  m»d  was  not  only  poor,  and  a  servant, 
but  was  urwqual  to  him,  she  being  six  or  seven  and  twenty  ye«n 
old,  and  he  not  above  sevoitcen  or  eighteen ;  that  he  might  very 
probably,  with  my  assistance,  make  a  remove  from  tfua  wilder- 
nCG8|  and  come  into  his  own  country  g.^\n\  ^T^^  ^:«l  "^DCCk^ 
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'ould  be  a  thousand  to  one  but  he  would  repent  his  chtwce; 

id  the  dislike  of  that  circumstance  might  be  disadvantagcoifl 

both.     I  was  going  to  say  more,  but  he  intenruptcd  m^ 

imiling;  and  told   me,  with  a  great  deal   of  modesty^  tha!  I 

Listook  in  my  guesses;  that  he  had  nothing  of  that  kind  in  hii 

rhoughtSj  his  present  circumstance  being  melancholy  and  dii- 

:onsolatc  enough ;  and  he  was  very  glad  to  hear^  that  I  had 

:houghts  of  putting  them  in  a.  way  to  see  their  country  again; 

ind  nothing  should  have  put  him  upon  staying  there,  but  that 

:he  voyage  I  was  going  was  3o  cyceeding  long  and  hazardous, 

md  would  cany  him  quite  out  of  the  reach  of  all  his  friends; 

lat  he  had  nothing  to  desire  of  me,  but  that  I  would  settle 

lim  in  some  little  property  in  the  island  where  he  was ;  givt 

lim  a  servant  or  two,  and  some  few  necessaries,  and  he  would 

settle  himself  like  a  planter,  waiting  the  good  time  when,  if  ever 

returned  to  England^  I  would  redeem  him,  and  hoped  I  would 

lot  be  unmindful  of  him  when  I  came  into  Eftglattd ;    thai  he 
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indeed  I  thought  it  very  liable.  The  chanccer  of  that  man  I 
have  givxn  ftJK&dy  ;  and  as  for  tbc  maid,  ^  wis  a  vtTy  honest, 
mcxlc«t,  sobcT^  and  religious  ^'oung  wom.in ;  had  a  very  good 
tiun  offense ;  was  agreeable  enough  in  her  penaon ;  $poke  very 
handsomely,  and  to  the  purpose  ;  aJways  with  decency  and  good 
mitnncn^  and  not  backvarda  to  speak  when  any  thing  required 
it,  or  impertinently  forward  to  speak  when  ft  was  not  her  bu^- 
nc^  ;  very  handy  and  housewifely  in  any  thing  that  was  before 
hcT ;  m  excellent  manager^  and  St  indeed  to  have  been  gover- 
ness to  the  who!c  island  ;  she  knew  ver)'  well  how  to  behave  to 
all  kind  of  fblkK  vhe  had  about  her,  and  to  better,  if  she  had  found 
an^  there. 

The  match  being  proposed  in  this  manner,  we  married  them 
the  Aamc  day  ;  and,  -^  I  wa^  fithi-r  at  the  altar,  ax  I  may  ^y^ 
and  gave  her  away,  to  I  gave  her  a  portion  ;  for  I  appointed  her 
and  her  husband  a  handsome  large  ^ce  of  ground  for  their 
plantation  ;  and,  indeed  thii  matcli,  and  the  proposal  the  young 
gentleman  m^Kle^  to  give  him  a  small  property  in  the  bland,  put 
me  upon  paroclljfig  it  out  ar»ong?t  them,  that  they  might  not 
quarrel  afterwards  about  their  situation. 

7*his  sharing  out  the  land  to  them  I  left  to  H^il/  jffkintj  who, 
indeed^  was  now  grown  a  most  sober,  grave,  managing  firllow ; 
perfectly  reformed,  exceeding  pious  and  religious ;  and,  as  far  as 
I  may  be  allowed  to  speak  positively  in  such  a  case,  I  verily  bc- 
h'cvc,  was  a  true  linccre  pcnitertt. 

He  divided  things  so  justly,  and  so  mueh  to  every  ocie's  satis- 
faction, that  they  only  desired  one  gv-neral  writing  under  my 
hand  for  the  whi>lc  \  which  I  caused  (u  be  drawn  up,  and  ^ncd 
and  sealed  to  them,  setting  out  the  bounds  aT>d  rinjttion  of  evet7 
man's  plantation,  and  testifying,  that  I  gave  them  thereby,  seve- 
rally, a  right  to  the  whole  pcoscssion  and  the  inheritance  of  the 
respective  plantations  or  farms,  with  (heir  improvements,  ro  them 
ud  their  heirs;  rewrving.  aJlj-ht  test  of  th&  vfhaxtf^  ^&  ^tc^  cftr^d 


to  leave  them. 

One  thing  I  must  not  omit;  ar 
tied  in  a  kind  of  commonwealth  a 
much  business  in  hand>  it  was  but 
Indians  live  in  a  nook  of  the  tslai 
unemployed;    for,  excepting   the 
which  they  had  difficulty  enough  in 
manner  of  business  or  property  to  n 
to  the  governor  Spaniard^  that  he  s 
dafs  father,  and  propose  to  them 
for  themselves,  or  take  them  into  t 
vants,  to  be  maintain^  for  their  labc 
lute  slaves  ;  for  I  would  not  admit  tl 
force,  by  any  means,  because  they  h 
ty  capitulation,  and,  as  it  were,  artic 
ought  not  to  break. 

They  most  willingly  embraced  the 
cheerfully  aloncr  w^***  »-■- 
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jiikinj  and  his  comrades  began,  and  came  on  southward  and 

Duth-wpst,  towards  ihc  hack  parr  of  the  Spaniards ;  and  every 

ihntadon  had  a  great  addition  of  land  to  tskc  in>  if  ih<7y  found 

ccasion  ;  so  that  they  need  not  joslk  one  Another  for  want  of 

oom. 

All  the  ea«t  end  of  the  iKlind  waA  left  urmhal>ited,  that  ifanjr 

the  savages  should  come  on  (hore  there,  only  for  their  usual 

tomary  Wbantics,  ihey  might  come  and  go :  if  they  disturbed 

body,  nobody  would  dixturli  them  ;    :md  ro  douht  hut  they 

often  ashore,  and  went  away  again ;  for  I  never  heard  that 

e  planters  were  ever  anacked  or  disturbed  any  more. 

It  now  came  into  my  thoughts,  that  I  had  hinted  to  my  friend 

f  that  ihe  work  of  converting  the  savages  might| 

on  foot  in  his  absence,  to  hit  satisfaaion  ;  and  I 

told  him,  that  no^'  1  thought  it  was  put  in  a  fair  way  ;  for  the 

kv^cs  being  thus  divided  among  the  Christians,  if  they  would 

but  every  one  of  them  do  their  part  with  those  which  came  under 

their  hands,  I  hoped  it  might  have  a  very  good  ei^f. 

I    He  agreed  prcsoitly  in  that :  If,  ssij  kt^  they  will  do  their 

part ;  but  how,  uvft  Ar,  shall  we  obtain  that  of  them  1     I  tuld 

him,  we  would  call  them  all  together,  and  leave  it  in  charge  with 

,  or  go  to  them  one  by  one,  which  he  thought  best ;  so  wc 

ivided  it ;  he  to  speak  to  the  SpaxiarJj^  who  were  all  I'api&ta; 

I  TO  the  English^  who  were  all  Protestants ;  and  we  recom* 

nded  it  camcsdy  to  thcm>  and  made  them  pro-nUe,  that  they 

Id  never  make  any  distinction  of  Fapist  or  Protestant,  in 

ir  exhorting  the  savages  to  turn  Christians ;  but  teach  them 

general   knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  of  their  Saviour 

csus  Christ;  and  they  likewise  promised  us,  that  they  would 

er  hive  any  differences  or  disputes,  ooc  with  another,  about 

ipon. 

When  I  came  to  fV.  yfthHf'j  h^uit^  1  may  call  it  so;  for  such 
house,  or  such  a  piece  of  b«aket-work,  I  bcUci^  ^-\s^  t«K  «3Si^ 
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ing  in  the  world  again  \  I  say,  When  I  came  there,  I  found  the 
oLing  woman  I  have  mentioned  above,  and  ^.  Atkins^ j  wife,  wcic 
leconie  intimates  \  and  this  prudentj  religious  young  wo/nan  hjj 
itfrfected  the  work  fVHl  ^rkhrs  had  begun ;  and  though  It  k» 

liot  above  four  days  after  what  1  have  related,  yet  the  nL-w-hapr 
:zed  savage  woman  was  made  such  a  Christian,  as  I  have  set 
lOm  heard  of  any  like  her,  in  all  my  observation  or  conversati^ 
the  world. 
It  came  next  into  my  mind,  in  the  morning,  before  I  wejil  n

|ess  considering  for  them,  than  my  good  friend  the  widow  i^-ai 
mc^  when  she  sent  me  the  cargo  of  an  hundred  pounds  froci 
Jiijofj,  where  she  packed  up  three  bibles  and  a  prayer-bookp 

However  the  good  woman's  charity  had  a  greater  extent  than 
?ver  she  imagined^  for  they  were  reserved  for  the  comfort  and 

instruction  uf  those  that  made  much  better  use  of  them  th.in  I 
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Wc  callced  a  MtHc,  artd  I  did  not  pcrcctre  they  hid  any  \x?ok 
mong  cbcm,  though  I  did  not  isk ;  but  I  put  my  hand  in  my 
Dckct,  and  pulled  out  my  bible.  Here,  toys  I,  to  /tJiin:^  I  hive 
rought  you  an  ossUtant,  thAt»  pahips,  you  hid  not  before.  'Vhe 
lan  wi<t  so  conrimrKlcil,  ihnt  he  w;is  tiot  able  to  spnlc  for  forrM* 
me;  but  recovering  tumsclfj  he  cakes  it  with  both  his  hands, 
ftd  turning  to  his  wife,  Hcrc^  my  dcar^  aiys  he*  did  not  I  tcU 
DU,  our  Godi  though  he  lives  above,  could  hear  what  wc  said? 
]crc'»  the  book  I  prayed  tor,  when  you  ind  I  kneeled  down 
nder  the  bush  \  novt  God  has  heard  ta  «nd  tent  it,  \\'hcn  he 
ftd  said  thu»,  the  man  (ell  into  such  transpona  of  a  p»siovutc 
}y^  that  between  the  Joy  of  having  it,  and  giving  God  thanks 
»r  It,  the  tears  ran  down  his  hct  like  a  child  that  was  crying. 

'Vhc  %'oman  was  surprized,  and  wis  like  to  have  run  Into  a 
irilakc,  that  none  of  m  were  awaiv  of  (  fur  she  firmly  liritcvrd 
had  sent  the  book  upon  her  husbsmd's  petition.     It  is  tnic, 
providcntiilly  it  was  u>,  and  might  be  taken  so  in  a  conx- 
:nt  5auc ;  but  f  bdicvi:  i;  would  liave  been  no  difficult  matter 
[that  time,  to  have  persuaded  the  poor  woman  to  have  believed, 
[C  an  express  messenger  came  from  heaven,  on  purpose  to  bring 
individual  book;  h\ii  it  was  too  serious  a  matter  to  suffer 
delusion  to  takL-  place.

I  have  rcltced  to  vhat  extremity  the  poor  young  woman  was 
reduced  ;  how  her  mistress  "kha  srnrved  to  dcaih,  iuid  did  di<;^  on 
board  thflt  unhif^iw  ship  we  mcr  nr  sea;  ai>d  how  the  whole 
ship's  company  being  reduced  to  che  lost  extremity^  ths  gentle- 
woman,  and  her  son,  nnd  this  maid,  were  ftr^t  hardly  U9cd»  as  Co 
pravi^ons,  and  at  laai,  totally  neglected  and  starved;  that  is  co 
say,  brought  to  the  last  extremiry  of  hunger. 

One  day,  being  discoursing  with  her  upon  the  extrcminca 
they  suflrrcdi  I  asked  her  if  she  could  describe^  by  what  she  had 
fell,  what  ir  wa*  to  itarve,  and  bow  it  appcamd?  She  toM  me, 
she  believed  <ihe  could ;  ^nd  «hc  told  her  tale  very  distinctly  thus, 

**  I-irst,  Sir>  said  she,  we  had  for  some  days  fared  exceeding  " 
hard*  and  sulTered  very  great  hunger ;  but  now,  at  lasf,  we  were 
wholly  without  food  of  any  kind,  except  sugar,  and  a  tnile  wine, 
and  a  little  warer>  The  first  dxy  after  1  had  received  no  food  at 
all,  1  fbuiid  myself  towards  c^'cning,  £r±t  empty  snd  ^cicish  at 
my  stomajch ;  and  nearer  n^ht»  mightily  inclined  to  yawning^ 
and  aleepy ;  I  laid  down  on  a  couch  m  the  ^^eat  cahin  to  fileep ; 
and  slept  about  three  hour?)  and  awaked  a  little  refreshed,  having 
taken  a  glasa  of  wtnc  when  I  lay  down :  after  being  about  three 
hours  awake,  tx  being  about  iivc  o'clock  in  the  marmng,  I  found 
myself  empty,  and  my  stomach  ^ckish,  and  laid  down  again; 
but  could  not  steep  at  alli  being  very  faint  and  ill;  and  thus  I 
Goniinucd  all  the  second  day,  with  a  strange  variety* ;  first  hun- 
gry', then  sitk  again^  with  reachings  to  vomit :  the  second  n^ht^ 
being  obliged  to  go  to  bed  again,  without  any  <bod  more  than  a 
draught  of  Jair  water,  and  being  asleep,  1  dreamed  I  waa  at 
BariaJofi,  and  that  the  mirkci  was  mighdly  stocked  with  pro- 
visions j  that  I  bought  ftomc  for  my  mistrcn,  and  went  aiut 
dined  very  heartily.

||  "  All  thiK  while  rny  miairr^K  Uy  by  irie*,  jmt,  ss  I  diought, 
mptring ;  but  bore  it  with  much  more  pidence  than  I,  and  gave 
the  last  bit  of  bread  she  had  left  to  her  child,  my  young  master, 
who  would  not  Have  taken  it,  but  she  obliged  him  to  cxt  it; 
fttid,  I  believe,  it  saved  his  life.

At  last,  I  saw  the  hetstn,  in 
which  wa:(  the  btood  I  had  bled  at  my  nose  the  day  before :  I 
ran  id  it,  and  awallo^ed  it  with  such  haste,  and  such  a  greedy 
'appetite,  as  if  I  had  \iKmdrred  nobody  had  taken  it  before,  and 
lafinud  it  flhoukl  be  taken  from  me  now. 

'<  Though  after  it  was  down  ti>c  thoughts  of  rt  filled  me  with 
horror,  yet  it  checked  the  fit  of  hur^er;  and  I  drank  a  draught 
of  tiur  water,  arul  was  composed  ai^  refreshed  for  some  houm* 
after  it.  This  was  the  foiirth  day ;  and  thus  1  held  it  till 
towards  night,  when,  within  the  compass  of  three  hour^.

fedingly  as  his  m;iid;  and  the  rtther^  because,  it  scemSf  hts 
mother  fed  him  at  the  pnce  of  her  own  life  -  but  the  poor  inajd» 
though  her  constitution  being  arrongcr  ihin  that  of  her  mistress, 
who  waft  in  yean,  and  %  wcalcly  wunun  too,  she  might  struggle 
harder  with  it ;  I  s;iy»  the  poor  maid  might  be  supposed  to  feel 
the  extremity  something  sooner  than  her  mistress*  who  might 
be  aJJowed  to  keep  the  Usi  bits  something  longer  than  she  ]»rted 
with  any  to  rrltevc  the  maid.  No  question,  x%  iht;  at^  is  here 
related^  if  our  ship,  or  some  other,  had  not  so  providentially  met 
chcm,  a  few  day$  more  would  have  ended  all  their  lives,  unless 
they  had  prevented  it  by  eating  one  another;  and  even  that^  as 
their  case  stood,  would  have  served  them  but  a  little  while,  they 
being  500  leagues  from  any  land,  or  any  pos^biJity  of  relief, 
other  than  in  the  miraculous  manner  it  happened. — But  this  is 
by  the  way ;  I  return  to  my  disposition  of  things  among  the 
people, 

And/r//,  ic  b  to  be  observed  here,  thai  for  many  rauonst 
1  did  not  chink  fit  to  let  them  know  anythii^  of  the  sloop  I  had 
framed,  and  which  I  thought  of  setting  up  among  them ;  for  1 
found,  af  Uaj/  at  my  first  c&mmg^  such  seeds  of  divisions  among 
them,  that  I  saw  it  plainly,  had  1  set  up  the  skx>p,  aiKi  left  it 
among  ihtnn,  they  would,  upon  vrry  light  diAgu&t,  hnvc  9c|tt* 
rated,  and  gone  away  from  one  another ;  or  perhaps  have  nimcd 
f^rates,  and  so  made  the  island  a  den  of  thieves,  instead  of  a 
plantation  of  sober  ai^d  religious  people,  90  as  I  intended  it;  ncr 
did  I  leave  the  two  picnrs  of  brm  cannon  thai  1  had  un  boanl, 
or  the  TWO  c]uarter-deck  gun«  that  my  t^hew  took  extraordina* 
rily,  for  the  samA  reason.  1  thought  it  «-as  enough  to  qualify 
titcm  for  a  defensive  war,  against  any  that  shotild  invade  them ; 
but  not  to  set  them  up  fof  an  offensive  war,  or  to  encouiage 
th«m  to  go  abroad  to  attack  o:hcrs^  whichj  \a  ^Jq&  v^Ni^  ^vk^^^^ 


I  came  to  remove  them,  I  promi 
from  the  Brasilsy  if  1  could  poss 
particularly  I  promised  to  send  th<

The  next  day,  giving  them  a  sa 
we  set  sail,  and  arrived  at  the  bay 
in  about  twenty-two  days :  meetin 
pass^  but  this.     That  about  thn 
becalmed,  and  the  current  setting  st 
as  it  were,  into  a  bay  or  gulph,  on 
something  out  of  our  course  -,  and 
Land,  to  the  eastward ;  but  wheti 
islands,  we  could  not  tell  by  any  m 

But  the  third  day,  towards  even 
weather  calm,  we  saw  the  sea,  as  i 
land,  with  something  v--' ^^'  ' 
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]  was  a  little  surprise  then,  indeed,  and  go  wig  my  nephew 
captiUD ;  for  he  hid  heard  such  terrible  stories  of  them  in  the 
islftml^  and  having  ncrer  been  m  those  seas  bcforCf  that  he 
could  not  tell  what  to  ihinic  iif  it,  hut  said  two  pr  ihrec  times, 
we  ^11  all  be  devoured.  I  mu±t  confesfi,  oonssdcmg  we  were 
bccdimcd,  and  the  currcrt  sec  strong  towards  the  fthurc,  I  liked 
it  the  worse;  however,  I  bade  him  not  be  afmd,  hm  bring  the 
shtp  to  an  anchor,  as  ioon  d$  we  came  so  near  to  know  that  we 
must  engage  thcm< 

The  weather  continued  c^m,  and  the/  came  on  apace  lowanU 
u« ;  <D  I  gave  order  to  come  to  an  anchor,  and  ixir]  all  our  sails. 
As  for  the  savages^  I  told  them  they  had  nothing  to  lear  hut 
&re ;  and  therefore  thev  should  get  their  boats  ouCp  and  fasten 
them,  one  cIihc  by  the  head,  and  the  ofher  by  the  strrn^  and 
man  them  both  well,  and  wait  the  issue  in  that  posture:  this  I 
did,  that  At  men  in  the  boats  might  be  ready,  with  ^eets  and 
buckets,  fo  put  oui  any  fire  these  savages  might  endeavour  to  fix 
to  the  outside  of  the  ship. 

In  this  pomirc  wc  lay  by  for  them,  and  in  a  little  while  they 
came  up  with  us,  but  never  was  such  a  horrid  sight  seen  by 
Christians.  My  mate  w^^  much  n^tsrakcn  in  hia  calculatioTi  of 
rheir  number,  I  mean  of  a  thousand  canoes ;  the  most  we  could 
nruke  of  them  when  they  came  up,  being  about  a  hundred  and  six 
and  twenty,  and  a  great  many  of  them  too ;  forsome  of  them  had 
sixteen  tv  vrventcen  men  in  them,  and  ^tcuiie  more,  und  the  least 
six  or  scven- 

When  tbcy  came  nearer  to  u%,  they  seemed  to  be  struck  with 
wonder  and  asloni&hmcnt,  as  at  a  sight  whkh  chcy  had,  douhc- 
fc»<(  never  seen  before ;  nor  could  They>  at  first,  as  we  afrmvards 
understood,  know  what  to  make  of  us.  They  came  boldly  up 
however,  ver)*  near  to  us,  and  seemed  fo  go  ^mut  to  row  nnrnd 
us :  but  we  called  to  our  max  in  the  boats,  not  to  let  ibem  come 
loo  near  them.

About  half  an  hour  afterwards

^ht.  The  poor  fdlow  was  shoi  wirh  no  less  than  thnx  arrows, 
■psbout  three  more  fell  very  runr  him ;  such  unlucky  marksmen 
pieyvere. 

^  I  WIS  Ko  enraged  vnth  the  loss  of  my  old  servant*  the  com- 
panion of  all  my  u^miwH  ;Lnk1  ^oliuides,  thai  1  iinincHlnFtly 
Ordered  fiv«  g^uis  to  be  loaded  iA*Lth  small  (hot,  and  four  with 
great;  and  gave  them  such  a  broodaidc  a»  they  K&d  never  heard  in 
their  lives  before,  to  be  surc- 

They  wcrr  not  al«vc  half  a  cable  length  off  when  we  fired  ; 
tnd  our  gunners  took  their  aim  so  well,  Out  three  or  four  of 
their  canoes  were  overset,  as  we  had  reason  to  believe^  by  one 
khor  only. 

J  The  ill  manncTfl  of  tttrrang  up  their  bate  backsides  to  uft,  ga\'e 
^  no  great  offence;  neither  dtd  I  know  for  certain  whether 
that»  which  would  pass  for  the  greatest  contempt  among  us, 
iB^ht  be  underwood  so  by  thcin  or  not ;  thcrefoir  in  renmi  1 
kkd  onJy  resolved  to  have  lired  four  or  five  guns  nt  them  with 
powder  only,  which  I  knew  would  fright  them  suSidently:  but 
trhcn  they  shot  at  us  directly  with  all  the  fury  they  were  capable 
fif,  and  especially  as  they  had  ktUcd  my  poor  Fri/Ltji,  whom  I  so 
pidrdy  loved  and  valued,  and  who,  indeed,  so  well  deserved  it ; 
I  not  only  bad  been  justified  before  God  and  man,  but  would 
bavc  been  very  glad,  if  I  could,  to  have  ovcnct  croy  canoe 
there,  and  drowned  every  one  of  them. 

^  [  can  neither  tell  how  many  we  killed,  or  how  many  we 
founded,  at  this  broadside;  but  sure  such  a  fright  and  hurry 
0ever  was  seen  among  «uch  a  mullitude :  there  wctc  thirteen  or 
Ibuneen  of  their  canoes  split,  and  overset,  in  all ;  and  riu:  men 
ill  set  a  swimming :  the  rest,  frighted  out  of  their  wits,  scoured 
iway  OS  &st  as  they  could,  taking  but  little  care  to  save  thoee 
■rhcac  bonis  were  split  or  spoik-d  with  our  shot;  so  I  suppose 
ew  they  were  many  of  them  lost ;  and  our  men.  tooW  m:^  vx^^

Our  small  shot  from  our  cannon  muse  needs  kill  and  wound  a 
rcat  many ;  but,  in  short,  we  never  knew  any  thing  how  it 
ent  with  them  ;  for  they  fled  so  fjst*  that^  in  three  hours,  oc 

hereabouts,  we  could  nor  see  above  three  or  fmur  straggling 

anoes;  nor  did  we  ever  see  the  rest  any  more;  for  a  breeze  of 
ind  springing  up  the  same  evening,  we  weighed  and  set  sail  for 

he  Erauls. 

We  had  a  prisoner  indeed,  but  the  creature  was  so  sul  len,  that 
e  would  neither  eat  or  speak;    and  we    all  fancied  he  would 

tar\'c  himself  to  death ;  but  I  took  a  way  to  cure  him ;  for  1 
e  them  take  him  and  turn  him  into  the  long-boat,  and  make 
ini  believe  they  would  toss  him  into  the  sea  again,  and  so  leave 
tm  where  they  found  him>  if  he  would  not  speak ;  nor  would 
lat  do,  but  they  really  did  throw  him  into  the  sea,  and  come 
wnv  from  him;   ind  then  he  followed  them,  for  he  swam  like 
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language  ts  wcll»  if  they  were  gtggcd,  as  otherwise;  nor  could 
wc  perceive  ihai  they  had  any  occa^oii  ritticr  for  Icclh,  tongue, 
lips  or  palate:  but  formed  their  words  just  as  a  huntuig-hom 
forms  a  time,  wich  an  open  throat;  he  told  ut,  howevcTf  some 
time  After,  when  vrc  hsd  taught  htm  to  -;ic;i<  it  little  £jt;/iVA, 
thu!  thrv  were  gning,  wirh  rhcir  king*,  to  iight  2  great  Inttle, 
When  he  ^id  kingf,  we  juked  him,  how  ni;ifi^  kingi?  He  end 
there  were  five  natiovi,  {wc  could  noc  make  him  underatand  the 
plural  *.)  aJid  thai  chey  all  joined  to  go  against  tws  natUti.  Wc 
asked  him^  What  made  them  come  up  to  us  ?  He  said,  'A  maht 
ngrtat  wondtr  U&k — Where  it  is  to  be  ob»er\-ed»  that  all  those 
nativcBt  as  aJao  those  of  Afrk^  when  they  Icam  Engluh^  they 
always  add  two  c*s  at  the  end  of  the  words  where  we  uac  one, 
and  place  the  accent  upon  them ;  a.%  fxaVf}  Sokti^  and  the  Ulce; 
and  we  could  not  break  them  of  it ;  niy,  1  could  hardly  make 
Friday  leave  it  off*,  though  at  last  he  did. 

And  now  I  name  the  puor  fcllow  once  tnore,  I  must  take  mjr 
last  leave  of  him ;  poor  honoic  Friday  I  We  burie^i  him  with  all 
the  decency  and  solemnity  possible^  by  putting  him  into  a  coffin^ 
and  throwing  him  into  the  sea ;  and  I  caused  them  to  fire  eleven 
guM  for  him ;  and  so  ended  the  life  of  the  move  grateful,  faith*- 
tul,  hoTKSt,  and  most  aiVcct-Lonate  servant  that  ever  man  had. 

Wc  went  now  away  with  1  fair  wind  fi>r  Brsi^i^  and,  in  about 
twelve  days'  time*  wc  made  land  in  the  latitude  of  &vc  degrees 
so^rth  of  the  line,  Ixring  the  north -ca^ermusi  land  of  all  that  part 
of  j^mfTua.  We  kept  on  S.  by  E.  in  sight  of  the  shore  four 
days,  when  wc  made  the  Ca^  6/.  jlax^uiru^  and  in  three  days 
came  to  an  anchor  off  of  th^  ^y  ^f  AU  <5Wa/j,  the  okl  place  of 
my  dcHverance,  from  wherKe  came  hmh  my  good  and  evil  fate. 

Never  dtd  a  ship  come  to  rhis  part  that  had  less  business  than 
1  bad ;  and  yet  it  was  with  great  diftculty  that  we  were  admitted 
ID  hold  the  least  curreapondcncc:  on  shore.  Not  my  partner 
bimselfi  who  wn  aiive,  and  made  a  great  fi^ut^  -wmivm^  ^tt^c^^ 


seamen,  to  come  on  shore^  and  no  m 
absolutely  capitulated  for,  that  we  s, 
goods  out  of  the  ship,  or  to  carr} 
licence. 

They  were  so  strict  with  us,  as  to

But  my  disasters  at  Ka  were  at  an  end ;  my  future  ntfai 
and  cnvvt  event<(  were  to  lic^  me  on  shore;  that  it  might  ap- 
pear, the  land  was  as  well  prepared  to  be  our  Kourge  as  the  wa, 
when  Heaven^  who  directs  the  circumstances  of  things*  plcasea 
to  appoint  it  to  be  so. 

Our  ship  W3«  on  a  tnding  voyage,  aiul  had  a  supercargo  on 
board,  who  was  to  direct  all  her  motions,  after  she  arrived  at  the 
Cr^;  only  being  limited  to  certain  numbers  of  days  for  stay, 
by  charter-party,  at  the  several  ports  she  was  to  go  to:  this  was 
none  of  my  business,  neither  did  1  meddle  with  tc  at  all ;  my 
nephew,  the  captain,  and  the  supercaj^,  adjusting  all  those 
things  bcrwecn  them  as  they  thought  lit. 

We  made  no  stay  at  the  Capc^  longer  than  was  needful  to 
take  in  fresh  water,  but  made  the  best  of  our  way  for  the  coast 
of  CfT^iwrfjrir/;  we  were  indeed  informed  tl\at.^  Fx«tK\wM^^ 
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the  like ;  such  as  almost  all  the  his 
full  of,  and  makes  the  reading  tirei 
fcctly  unprofitable  to  all  that  read,  i 
to  go  to  those  places  themselves. 

It  is  enough  to  name  the  ports  a 
at ;  and  what  occurred  to  us  upon  o 
other-     We  touched  first  at  the  isli 
though  the  people  are  fierce  and  trea 
very  well  armed  with  lances  and  bow 
conceivable  dexterity,  yet  we  fercd  v< 
they  treated  us  very  civilly  ;  and  for  : 
them,  such  as  knives,  sctssars,  i^c.  thi 
fat  bullocks,  middling  in  size,  but  v 
we  took  in,  partly  for  fresh  provisions 
and  the  rest  to  salt  for  the  ship's  use. 

We  were  obliged  to  stay  here  son: 
nished  ourselves  with  provisions;  ai 
curious  to  look  into  pv/m-v  ••^-i-  - '" 
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and  friendship,  but  when  it  is  accepted,  tbc  other  side  set  up 
three  poles,  or  boughs  \  which  is  a  signal  that  they  accept  the 
truce  too ;  but  then  this  is  a  known  condition  of  the  truce,  that 
you  are  not  to  pass  beyond  their  three  poles  towards  them,  nor 
they  come  past  your  three  poles  or  boughs  towards  you ;  so  that 
you  are  perfectly  secure  within  the  three  poles ;  and  all  the  space 
between  your  poles  and  thor's,  is  allowed  like  a  market,  for  free 
converse,  traffick,  and  commerce.  When  you  go  there  you  must 
not  cany  your  weapons  with  you ;  and  if  they  come  into  that 
space,  they  stick  up  their  javelins  and  lances,  all  at  the  first  poles, 
and  come  on  unarmed ;  but  if  any  violence  is  oiFered  them,  and 
the  truce  thereby  broken,  away  they  run  to  the  poles,  and  lay 
hold  of  their  weapons,  and  then  .the  truce  is  at  an  end. 

It  happened  one  evening,  when  we  went  on  shore,  that  a 
greater  number  of  their  people  came  down  than  usual,  but  all 
was  very  friendly  and  civil,  and  they  brought  in  several  kinds 
of  provisions,  for  which  we  satisfied  them  with  such  toys  as  we 
had;  their  women  also  brought  us  milk  and  roots,  and  several 
things  very  acceptable  to  us,  and  all  was  quiet;  and  we  made 
us  a  little  tent,  or  hut,  of  some  boughs  of  trees,  and  lay  on  shore 
all  night. 

I  know  not  what  was  the  occa^on,  but  I  was  not  so  well  sa-^ 
tisfied  to  lie  on  shore  as  the  rest ;  and  the  boat  riding  at  an  an- 
chor about  a  stone  cast  from  the  land,  with  two  men  in  her  to 
take  care  of  her,  I  made  one  of  them  come  on  shore ;  and  get- 
ting some  boughs  of  trees  to  cover  us  also  in  the  boat,  I  spread 
the  sail  on  the  bottom  of  the  boat,  and  lay  under  the  cover  of 
the  branches  of  trees,  all  night  in  the  boat. 

About  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  heard  one  of  our  men 
make  a  terrible  noise  on  the  shore  calling  out  for  God's  sake  to 
bring  the  boat  in,  and  come  and  help  them,  for  they  were  all 
like  to  be  murdered ;  at  the  same  time  I  heard  the  fixe  of  fivo 
musquets,  which  was  the  number  of,  the  guns  they  had,  and 
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that  three  times  over;  for,  it  seems  the  natives  here  wcrcw 
so  easily  frighted  with  guns  as  the  savftgcs  were  in  jimakt^ 
Iwherc  I  had  to  do  with  them, 

AJl  this  whiie  I  knew  not  what  was  the  matter  \  but  rousw 
limmediately  from  sleep  with  the  noise,  1  caused  the  boat  to  U 
thrust  in,  and  resolvedi  with  three  fusils  we  had  on  boards  £0 
lland  and  assist  our  men. 

We  got  the  boat  soon  to  the  shore;  but  our  men  were  in  tco 
Imuch  haste;  for^  being  come  to  the  shore,  they  plunged  into 
the  water,  to  get  to  the  boat  with  all  the  expedition  they  could, 
Ibeing  pursued  by  between  three  and  four  hundred  men-  Ouf 
men  were  but  nine  in  all,  and  only  five  of  them  had  fusees  with 
them  ;  the  rest  had  indeed  pistols  and  swords,  but  they  were  of 
Ismail  use  to  them- 

We  took  up  seven  of  our  menj  and  with  difficulty  enougii 
Itoo,  three  of  them  being  very  ill  wounded ;  and  that  which  ^m 
still  worse,  was,  that  while  wc  stood  in  the  boat  to  take  our  riM 
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»et  up  our  fflii!,  because  wc  mirtt  rre*U  utttfid  up  ttt 
c  boaf,  And  they  were  2s  sure  to  htt  us^  us  we  were  co  hi:  & 
rd  in  &  tree  with  small  shot :  wc  made  sigmls  of  dkttcas  to 
t  ship,  which  thoijgh  wc  rode  a  ioigiie  oflT,  yet  my  nq>hcwt 
c  captain,  hearing  our  finng^  ind  by  glisscs  perceiving  the 
Atort  we  lay  ir,  and  that  we  fiml  towards  the  »hore»  pretty 
:ll  ;irdcnrood  us;  and,  wcjgfung  archor  with  all  speed,  he 
)od  as  near  the  shore  as  he  durst  with  the  ship,  and  then  sent 
other  boat,  wich  ten  hands  in  her,  to  assist  us ;  but  wc  called 

them  not  to  come  too  near,  telling  them  what  condition  we 
tn  in :  however^  tbcy  stood  in  nearer  to  us,  and  one  of  the 
en,  taking  the  end  of  a  tow-line  in  his  hand^  and  keeping  our 
■at  between  him  and  the  enemy,  so  that  they  coijld  not  per- 
rtly  see  htm,  ^wam  on  board  us,  and  mode  the  line  fast 

the  boat;  upon  which  wc  shpt  our  little  cable,  and  Icav- 
l  our  anchor  behind,  they  towed  us  out  ot"  the  reach  of 
t  arrows;  wc  ill  the  while  lying  close  behind  the  bamcade 
T  had  made. 

As  soon  as  wc  were  got  from  between  the  ship  and  the 
ewe,  that  she  couJd  lay  her  side  to  the  shore,  she  nm 
ing  just  by  them,  and  pourrd  in  a  broadside  among  thcm^ 
idcd  with  pieces  of  iron  and  lead,  small  bullets  and  such 
iff,  liesides  the  great  shot,  which  made  a  tcmbk  havoc 
longst  them* 

When  we  were  got  on  board,  and  out  of  danger,  we  had  time 
examine  intu  the  occasion  of  thh  fray ;  and^  indeed,  our  su[vr- 
-go,  who  had  l»ccn  often  in  tho*c  pcms,  p<it  me  upon  ii ;  for 
nid  he  was  sure  the  iiihabitants  would  not  have  touched  us 
er  wc  had  made  a  truoc,  if  wc  had  not  doiK  something  to 
>vokc  chcm  to  it-  At  length  it  came  out,  tf2.  That  an  old 
^mar,  who  had  come  to  sell  us  ttwnc  milk,  ha^l  brought  it 
chin  our  poles,  with  a  young  woman  with  her,  who  also  brxwght 
ne  roots  or  herbs ;  and  while  the  old  wotiutv  ^^^o^tvct  1^ 
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mother  to  the  young  woman  or  no,  they  could  not  tell),  r^ 

'lliiig  us  the  miiic,  one  of  our  men  offered  some  rudcncs  w 

le  wench  that  was  with  her ;  at  which  the  old  woman  madf  i 

;reat  noise.      However^  the  seaman  would  not  quit  his  pw 

»ut  carried  her  out  of  the  old  woman's  sight,  among  the  tms, 

heing  almost  dark;  the  old  woman  went  away  without  her, 

Lnd,  as  we  suppose,  made  sn  outcry  among  the  people  she  cuw 

Ifrom ;  who,  upon  noticCj  raised  this  great  array  upon  us  in  thrw 

or  four  hours ;  and  it  was  great  odds  but  wc  had  been  all  d^ 

bcroyed. 

One  of  our  men  was  killed  with  a  lance  that  was  thrown  n 
Ihim,  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  attack,  as  he  sallied  out  of  the 
rc;it  they  had  made;  the  rest  came  off"  free,  ail  but  the  ftllot 
who  was  the  occaj^ion  of  all  the  mischief,  who  paid  dear  enough 
for  his  black  mistrcsSj  for  we  could  not  hear  what  became^ 
him  a  great  while.  We  Jay  upon  the  shore  two  days  afWi 
though  the  wind  presented,  and  made  signals  for  him  ;   n. 
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op  tKe  evening  IxrfDir-  I  laitded  hrrr,  )iec:itis<-  my  (IrtigHj 
have  Slid,  was  chiefly  to  tee  if  they  had  quitted  th«  field, 
if  they  had  left  any  marks  behind  them,  or  of  the  mischief 
had  done  them ;  and  T  rhougbr,  if  wc  cnuld  suqiriw  one  or 
of  thcrn^  perhaps  w'c  might  get  our  moii  aj^n,  by  way  of 

Vc  landed  without  any  noise,  and  divided  our  men  into  tvo 
[c£|  whereof  the  boatswain  commanded  one,  and  I  the  other, 
neither  «aw  or  heard  any  body  stir  when  we  landed;  and 
marched  up  one  body  at  a  distance  from  the  other,  to  the 
e,  bet  at  first  could  »cc  nothing,  it  being  very  dark ;  till  by  and 
our  boatswain,  that  Ird  thr  first  party^  stumbled  and  fell  over 
cad  body.  This  made  them  halt  awhile;  ibr  knowing  by 
eifounscanccs.  that  they  were  it  the  place  where  the  Indmm 
stood)  they  waited  for  my  coming  up  here;  we  concluded 
lalt  till  the  moon  Ijcg-An  to  rise,  which  we  knew  would  be  in 
than  an  hour,  when  we  could  easily  discern  the  havock  we 
made  among  them.  We  told  twonuid-thirty  bodies  upon 
ground,  whcjcof  two  were  not  quite  dead.  Some  had  an 
I,  and  some  a  leg,  -thot  off;  »nd  one  his  head.  Tho!«c  that 
c  wounded,  we  supposed  they  had  carried  away. 
A'bcn  wc  had  made,  as  1  thought,  a  full  discovery  of  all  wc 
Id  come  at  the  ki^owtcdgc  of,  I  was  resolved  for  going  on 
rd;  but  the  boatswain  and  his  party  smt  mc  word,  that 
f  were  resolved  to  make  a  visit  to  the  Mian  town,  where 
K  dog»j  OS  they  called  them,  dwelt,  and  asked  mc  to  go  along 
h  tkenn;  and  if  they  could  find  them  as  still  they  £mdcd 
f  ihould,  they  did  not  doubt  getting  a  good  booty ;  and  it 
jht  be,  they  might  find  Th^,  7'ff'y  ^^'^  =  ^^  '^^  '^  ■■^'' 
w  Xfft  had  hst. 

4ad  they  tent  to  a&k  my  leave  to  go,  I  knew  well  enough 
It  answer  to  have  given  them :  for  I  should  have  commanded 
m  instantly  on  board,  knowing  it  was  noC^  twiasd^v^  na.

to  ruRj  who  had  a  ship,  and  ship  loading  in  our  charge,  fodi 
voyagt  to  make,  which  depended  very  much  upon  the  L'vnrf' 
I  the  men;  butasthey  sent  me  word  they  were  resolved  to  go^iDi 
only  asked  me  and  my  company  to  go  aJong  with  them,  I  po^ 
|tivcly  refused  it,  and  rose  up  {for  I  was  sitting  on  the  grcMKii) 
in  order  to  go  to  the  boat.  One  or  two  of  the  men  b^an  n 
limportune  me  to  go;  andj  when  I  refused  positively,  began  V 
grumble,  and  say  they  M-ere  not  under  my  command,  smd  thef 
would  go.  ComCj  y^ck,  says  one  of  the  men,  will  you  go  «iA 
mc?  I  will  go  for  one.  Jack  said  he  would;  and  anodm 
followed;  and  then  another;  and,  in  a  word,  they  all  left  tne 
but  one,  who  1  persuaded  to  stay  ;  so  the  supercargo  and  I,  wdi 
the  third  man,  went  back  to  the  boat,  where  wc  told  them,  wt 
would  stay  for  them,  and  take  care  to  take  in  as  many  of  ihcffl 
as  should  be  left ;  for  I  told  them,  it  was  a  mad  thing  they  wnc 
going  about,  and  supposed  most  of  them  would  run  the  fatc</ 


«lK>iit,  yct»  to  give  them  their  due,  they  i^-cnt  about  it  as  warily 
ta  boldly.  They  vrcre  g<dUnlly  anncd,  thxt  is  nuc;  for  tlicy 
had  every  man  a  fusee  or  mu^guef^  1  tnyoner,  cvtry  man  a 
pisCol ;  some  of  them  had  brood  cutlasses,  some  of  them  hingcrs; 
and  the  boAt9W«in>  and  two  morc^  had  polc-axcs:  bcndcs  alJ 
whid^,  they  had  airoi^  them  thirteen  hind-graiadoes.  Btilder 
fellows,  and  better  [vovidcd  never  went  about  any  wicked  work 
in  the  world. 

When  they  went  out,  their  chief  design  was  plunder;  and 
they  were  in  itiighty  hojjcs  tyf  fimling  gold  there ;  but  a  circum- 
stance, which  rone  of  them  were  aware  of^  set  them  on  fire  with 
rrvenge,  and  made  deviU  of  them  oil.  When  they  came  to  the 
few  jKJian  houaes*  which  they  thought  had  been  the  town,  which 
was  not  above  h&lf  a  mWe  off,  they  were  under  a  great  disappoint 
ment ;  for  there  was  not  above  t^fc-clve  or  thirteen  houses ;  and 
where  the  town  was.  or  how  big,  they  knew  not;  they  consulted 
chcrcforc  what  to  do,  and  was  some  time  before  they  could 
resolve:  for  if  they  fell  upon  these,  chcy  must  cut  all  their 
throats;  and  it  was  ten  to  one  but  some  of  them  might  escape, 
it  being  in  the  night,  though  the  moon  vras  up ;  and  if  one  es- 
caped, he  would  run  away,  and  raise  all  the  tcnvn,  so  they  should 
hstvc  a  whole  army  upon  them.  Again,  on  the  other  hand, 
if  they  went  away,  aixl  left  tbo%  untouched  (for  the  pcojile  were 
^1  asleqi)  they  could  not  tell  which  way  to  look  tor  the  town. 

However,  the  last  W3»  the  be«t  advice ;  so  they  resolved  m 
leave  rhcm>  and  look  for  the  town  as  well  as  they  could.  They 
went  on  a  liitic  way,  and  found  a  cow  tied  to  a  tree  ;  this  they 
presently  concluded  would  be  a  gixxl  guide  iu  tbcm ;  for  they 
said  the  cow  certainly  belonged  to  the  town  before  theTn»  or  the 
town  behind  them  ;  and  if  they  untied  her,  they  should  we  which 
way  she  went :  if  she  went  back,  they  had  nothing  to  say  to  her ; 
but  if  she  went  forward,  they  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  follow 
her ;  so  they  cut  the  cord,  which  was  made  of  i:v<\i£U^  ^as^,  ^s^ 
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the  cow  went  on  before  them.  In  a  word,  the  cow  1b 
directly  to  the  town,  which,  as  ^ey  report,  connted  a 
loo  houses,  or  huts ;  and  in  some  of  these  the^  finind 
jamilies  living  tt^ethcr. 

Here  they  found  all  in  silence ;  as  profoundljr  sectlR, 
and  a  country  that  had  never  seen  an  enemy  of  that  Idn 
make  them.  And  iirst  they  called  anodic  council,  oi  t 
what  they  had  to  do ;  and,  in  a  word,  they  resolved  ti 
themselves  into  three  bodies,  and  to  set  three  Houses  oi 
three  parts  of  the  town ;  and  as  the  men  came  out  to  saz 
and  bind  them ;  if  any  resisted,  liiey  need  not  be  asked 
do  then ;  and  so  to  search  the  rest  of  the  houses  for  plund 
they  resolved  to  march  silendy  first  tiirough  the  town, 
what  dimcn^ons  it  was  of,  and  if  they  might  venture  up 
no. 

They  did  so,  and  desperately  resolved  that  they  would 
upon  them ;  but  while  they  were  animating  one  anothei 
work,  three  of  them,  that  were  a  little  before  the  rest,  ca 
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take  fire  ;  but  after  a  little  search,  they  /bund  that  would  \^g  ^ 
no  purpose ;  but  the  most  of  the  houses  were  iow>  and  ^am^xdied 
TWth  flags  or  rushes,  of  which  the  country  b  full ;  so  they  yj/tv 
sently  made  some  wild  fire,  as  we  call  it,  by  wetting  a  little  pow- 
der in  the  palms  of  their  hands  {  and  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour  they 
set  the  town  on  iire  in  four  or  five  places ;  and  particularly  that 
house  where  the  Indians  were  not  gone  to  bed.  As  soon  as  the 
fire  began  to  blaze,  the  poor  frighted  creatures  began  to  rush  out 
to  save  their  lives ;  but  met  with  their  fate  in  the  attempt,  and 
especially  at  the  door,  where  they  drove  them  back,  the  boatswain 
himself  killing  one  or  two  with  his  polc-axc ;  the  house  being 
lai^,  and  many  tn  it,  he  did  not  care  to  go  in,  but  called  for  a 
hand-grenado,  and  threw  it  among  them,  which  at  first  frighted 
them ;  but  when  it  bursty  made  such  havock  among  them,  that 
they  cried  out  in  a  hideous  manner- 

In  short,  most  of  the  Indians  who  were  in  the  open  part  of  the 
house,  were  killed  or  hurt  with  the  grcnado,  except  two  or  three 
more,  who  pressed  to  the  door,  which  the  boatswain  and  two 
more  kept,  with  the  bayonets  in  the  muzzles  of  their  pieces,  and 
dispatched  all  that  came  diat  way.  But  there  was  another  apart' 
inent  in  the  house,  where  the  prince,  or  king,  or  whatever  he 
was,  and  several  others,  were ;  and  these  they  kept  in,  tiU  the 
house,  which  was  by  this  time  all  of  a  hght  flame,  fell  in  upon 
them,  and  they  were  smothered,  or  biunt  together. 

All  this  while  they  fired  not  a  gun,  because  they  would  not 
waken  the  people  faster  than  they  could  master  them ;  but  the 
fire  began  to  waken  them  fast  enough,  and  our  fellows  were  glad 
to  keep  a  little  together  in  bodies ;  for  the  fire  grew  so  n^ng, 
all  the  houses  being  made  of  light  combustible  stuff,  that  they 
could  hardly  bear  the  street  between  them ;  and  their  business 
was  to  follow  the  fire  for  the  surer  execution.  As  &st  as  the  fire 
cither  forced  the  people  out  of  those  houses  which  were  burning, 
or  Hinted  them  out  of  others,  our  people  were  ready  at  tiicir 
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doors  to  knock  them  on  the  head,  still  calling  and 
one  another  to  remember  Tkt^m.  Jfffrys. 

While  this  was  doing,  I  must  confess  I  was  very  uncasT.^i, 
especiflllj',  when  1  siw  the  fiames  of  the  town,  -which,  if  bc^  |, 
nightj  seemed  to  he  just  by  me. 

My  nephewj  the  captain,  who  was  roused  by  his  mai 
seeing  such  a  fire,  was  very  uneasy,  not  knowing  what  the 
was,  or  what  danger  !  was  in  i  especially  hearing  the  guiis» 
for  by  this  time  they  began  to  use  their  fire-arms.      A  thooii 
thoughts  oppressed  his  mind  concerning  me  and  the  su 
what  should  become  of  us;  and  at  last,  though  he  could  ill 
any  more  men,  yet,  not  knowing  what  exigence  we  might  he 
he  takes  another  boat,  and  with  thirteen  men  and  himself 
on  shore  to  me. 

He  was  surpni^ed  to  see  me  and  the  supercargo  in  the  Iw 
with  no  more  than  two  men ;  and  though  he  was  glad  thai  we  wot 
well,  yet  he  was  m  the  same  impatience  with  us  to  knoiw  wte 
was  doing  ;  for  the  noise  continued,  and  the  flame  increased-    la 
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BcEhcm  not  to  go ;  so,  in  &hortt  the  captain  ordcrcdl 
I  to  row  back  rhe  pinnace,  and  fetch  twdvc  men  rrtoFc^l 
ne  long-boat  at  an  anchor;  and  thac  when  they  came' 
I  men  should  keep  the  two  boats,  and  six  more  come  «itcr 
Jut  he  left  only  ^xtccn  men  in  the  ship ;  tor  the  whole 
pan)'  consisted  of-sixtj'-fivc  men,  whereof  two  were  lost 
quirrel  whkh  brought  this  rmschid'on. 
now  on  the  mArch»  you  may  be  sure  we  felt  little  of  the 
troil  <in;  and  Wing  guidn!  by  the  fire,  vr  kept  no 
went  directly  to  the  plicc  of  the  flame.     If  the  noise  of  J 
)  were  surprising  to  ms  before,  the  eric*  of  the  poor  people^ 
|W  of  quite  another  nature,  and  lillcd  us  with  horror.     I 
nfess  I  never  was  at  the  sacking  a  city,  or  at  the  takiitg 
storm.     I  had  heard  of  0/ftwr  O^Mmv// taking  Dug'M 
reUnd^  and  killing  man,  woman,  and  ebiJd ;  and  J  baii" 
nt  'nify  sacking  the  citj  of  Magdih^ttrgy  and  cutting 
of  32,ooo  of  all  sexes ;  but  I  ne^-cr  had  an  idea  of  thel 
]f  before ;  nor  is  at  poasible  to  dcsctibe  it,  or  the  horror 
upon  our  minds  at  hearing  it- 

jrer,  wc  went  on,  and  at  length,  came  to  the  town,  thnugh 
:  no  entering  the  streets  of  it  for  the  fire.     The  first  ob* 
icr  ift-ith  was  the  ruins  of  a  hut  or  hottsc,  or  rather  the 
'it,  {i.%T  the  Imu^  w^s  cnnsiimcd  ;  and  just  before  it,  plain 
be  seen  by  the  light  of  the  finr,  liy  four  men  and  thrrc 
ted ;  and,  as  we  thought,  one  or  two  more  by  in  the 
g  the  fire.     In  abort,  there  were  such  iniunccs  of  a 
her  barbarous,  and  of  a  fur}-  sontcching  bevfnd  what 
,n»  thac  we  thought  it  impossible  otn*  men  coutd  be 
;  or  if  they  were  the  authors  of  it,  we  thought  they 
every  one  of  ihcm  put  to  the  worst  of  deaths.     But 
t  all ;  we  saw  the  fire  increased  forward,  and  the  cry  ■ 
ost  fts  the  fire  went  on,  to  that  we  were  in  the  utmost^ 
Wc  advanced  a  littk  way  farthtt ;  w\A  VxVj^^,  ^  wx 
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ktonishment,  three  women  naked,  and  crying  in  a  most  drdiyj 
jnaiiner,  come  flying,  as  if  they  had  indeed  had  wirgs,  andafe 
|!n:ni  sixteczi  or  aeventt^cn  men,  natives,  in  the  same  termr  vd 
ronstemationj  with  three  of  our  English  butchers  (for  I  canaS 
Ihcm  no  Setter)  in  their  rear;  who,  when  they  could  rot  o^ 
liiKc  them,  fired  in  among  them,  and  one  that  was  kiJled  bythtf 
hoL,  fdl  down  in  our  sight ;  when  the  rest  saw  us,  believing  lb 
^o  be  their  enemies,  and  that  we  would  murder  them,  as  wcUb 
:hose  that  pursued  them,  they  set  up  a  most  dreadful  shriek, 
:spcciafly  the  women ;  and  two  of  them  fdl  down  as  if  alroiy 
lead  with  the  fright. 

My  very  soul  shrunk  within  me,  and  my  blood  run  chill  in 

ny  veins  when  I  saw  this  ;  and  I  bclicve>  had  the  three  EngM 

aiiors  that  pursued  them  come  on,  1  had  made  (lur  men  kill  thoa 

(ill.      However,  Wf  took  some  ways  to  let  the  poor  flying  cro- 

ures  know  that  we  would  not  hurt  them  ;  and  immediately  ibey 

,l:iic  up  to  us,  and  kneding  down,  with  their  hands  lifted  up, 
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I  would  fain  have  learned  what  the  oocaaion  of  all  this  wis, 
ut  I  could  m>i  undtr&tand  ottc  ^orvl  thejr  Eud,  tlrough  hy  signs 
perceived  that  some  of  them  knew  not  what  was  the  occa- 
pn  tfaemselvts*  I  w«a  so  tcnificd  in  my  rik>ughcs  at  this  otit- 
Igcous  attempt,  that  I  coold  not  stay  there,  hat  went  back  to 
1^  own  rnen,  and  rrsdved  to  go  inro  the  middle  of  the  town 
irough  the  fire,  or  whnl^vcr  might  be  in  the  way,  aiul  put  an 
nd  to  rt  coot  what  it  would  :  accordingly,  ia  sogn  as  I  came  bock 
:>  my  men,  I  tiild  ihcra  my  rcsalution,  and  cummandnl  them  to 
allow  me,  when  in  the  very  moment  came  tour  of  our  men,  with 
le  boatswain  at  their  head,  roving  over  the  beapis  of  bodies  they 
killed^  all  covered  with  blood  and  dust,  as  if  they  wanted 
re  people  to  tnxsocrc ;  when  our  men  hallooed  to  them  as 
as  they  could  halloo;  and,  with  much  ado,  oneof  them  made 
cm  hear ;  so  dut  they  knew  who  wc  were,  and  came  up  to  us- 
Afl  doon  as  riK  boats^n  saw  us,  he  set  up  a  halloo  like  a 
t  of  triumph,  for  having,  as  he  thought,  more  help  come  ; 
without  bearing  to  hear  me,  Capcain,  says  he,  noble  captain, 
mm  glad  you  arc  come ;  we  have  not  half  done  yet.  \  illanous 
U-hound  doga !  I  wUl  kill  as  many  of  them  as  poor  T«m  hai 
its  upon  his  head.  We  have  sworn  to  spare  none  of  them ;  we 
root  out  the  very  nation  of  them  from  the  earth :  and  thus 
run  on,  out  of  breath  too  widt  action,  and  would  not  give  us 
vc  to  speak  a  word, 

Ac  last,  raising  my  voice  chat  [  might  silence  him  a  little. 

irbnrous  dog !  said  I,  what  are  you  doing  i  I  will  not  have  one 

Cure  touched  more,  u|xtfi  p^n  of  death,     1  charge  you,  upon 

ttr  life,  Co  stop  your  hands,  and  stuul  still  here*  or  you  are  a 

man  thb  minute. 
Why,  Sir,  saya  he,  do  you  know  what  you  do,  or  what  chey 
dofl»  ?     If  you  want  a  reason  fot  what  we  have  done,  come 
icfaer;  and  with  chat  he  shewed  me  the  poor  fellow  hangir^ 
non  a  Ene,  with  his  chroat  cut. 
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J  confess  I  was  urged  then  myself,  and  at  another  riraeste 
lave  been  forward  enough  ;  bur  I  thought  they  had  caxrioi  ^ 
age  too  far,  and  tliought  of  Jacob's  words  to  his  sons  Simrm^ 
Le^iiii  "  Cursed  he  thetr  angcr^fcr  it  was  fierce  ;  and  their -^SK 
er  is  was  cruel."  Bur  I  had  now  a  new  task  upon  my  hma. 
or  when  the  men  I  carried  with  me  saw  the  sight,  as  I  had  diK 

had  3s  much  to  do  to  restrain  them  a3  I  should  have  had'w* 
he  other ;  nay,  my  nephew  himself  fcll  in  with  ihem,  and  toii 
ne,  in  their  hearing,  that  he  was  only  concerned  for  fear  of*^ 

en  being  overpowered  ;  for,  as  to  the  people,  he  thought  w 

neof  them  ought  to  live;  for  they  had  all  glutted  themselves  *iii 
he  murder  of  the  [xjor  man,  and  that  they  ought  to  be  used  lib 
nurderers :  upon  these  words,  away  run  eight  of  my  men  vrrii 
he  boatswain  and  his  crew,  to  complete  their  bloody  work ;  aai 

,  seeing  it  quite  out  of  my  power  to  restrain  them,  cainc  awif 
Tensive  and  sad ;    for  I  could  not  bear  the  sight,  much  less  tbr 

orrible  noise  and  cries  of  the  poor  wretches  that  fell  into  their 

ands> 
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fn%p  our  men  UUng  upon  the  men,  who,  »  I  taid^  stood 
the  few  houses  on  die  way ;  of  whom  they  killed  sixteen  or 
enteen,  and  ^t  a!J  those  houses  on  fire,  but  did  not  aieddie 
ith  the  vomcn  or  children. 

By  chat  dme  the  men  got  to  the  shore  tgtin  with  the  pinnace, 
men  began  to  tppcar ;  they  came  dropping  Ihi  sonwiir^»ome; 
in  tn-o  bodies>  and  in  lorm,  as  they  went,  but  ail  in  hcaftt^ 
gling  here  and  there  in  such  a  manner,  that  a  small  torcc  of 
uie  men  might  have  cut  them  all  off. 
But  the  dread  of  rhcm  was  upon  the  whole  country.    And  the 
en  were  amai^  and  surpmed,  and  so  frighted,  that,  I  believe, 
hundred  of  them  would  have  fled  at  the  ught  of  bite  6^x  of  our 
Nor  in  all  this  terrible  action  ^as  there  a  mm  that  mode 
considerable  defence ;  the)'  were  to  surpriacd  between  the 
of  t)ie  fire,  and  ihc  auddcn  attack  o/f  our  men  tn  thr  dark, 
t  ihcy  knew  not  which  way  to  turn  themselves ;  for  if  they 
cd  one  way  they  were  mcc  by  one  party ;  if  buck  again,  by 
thcr ;  to  that  they  were  every  where  knocked  down.     Nor 
did  any  of  our  men  receive  the  least  hurt,  exctrpi  one  thai  Ntn&incd 
jUs  foot,  and  another  had  one  of  bit  handa  very  much  burnt. 
|]    t  was  very  angr)'  with  my  nephew,  the  aq>tain,  and*  indeed, 
VTth  alf  the  men,  in  m^  mind,  but  with  him  in  particular;  as 
ptcll  ftn-  hi«  acting  so  unt  of  hia  duty,  as  commander  of  the  ship, 
pid  having  the  charge  of  the  voyage  upon  him,  as  in  hi$  prompt- 
;  rather  than  cooling,  the  rage  of  hi9  men  in  ao  bloody  and 
i  in  efTEerp:isc.     Mr  nephew  answered  me  very  respectfully; 
Cold  me  that  when  he  saw  the  body  df  the  poor  seaman,  who 
*  had  murdered  in  such  a  crvcl  and  barbarous  manner,  he  waa 
master  of  himself,  ndthcr  could  he  gprcm  his  paaion ;  he 
cd  he  should  not  have  done  so,  n  he  was  omnuaider  of  the 
i;  but  as  he  wa«  a  man,  and  natUR  moved  htm,  he  coukl  noe 
'  It*     As  for  the  rest  of  the  men,  they  were  not  subject  to  mc 
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It  all  ;  and  they  knew  it  well  enough,  so  they  took  no  noawr 

ly  dislike. 
The  next  day  wc  set  sail ;  ao  we  never  heard  any  more  ot't 

iur  men  differed  in  the  account  of  the  number  they  killed;  sobs' 
[aid  one  thing,  some  another.    But,  accordirg  to  the  best  of  ihr 

'counts  put  altogether,  they  killed,  or  destroyed,  about  if; 

leople,  men,  women,  and  children ;  and  left  not  a  house  staaiia 
in  the  town. 

As  for  the  poor  fellow,  Tho.  J^ry^,  as  he  was  quite  dead,  h 

lis  throat  was  so  cut  that  his  head  was  half  off,  it  would  do  hrm

lim,  only  look  him  down  from  the  tree  where  he  was  hanged  ^

However  just  our  men  thought  this  action,  I  was  against  thca 
in  it ;  and  I  always,  after  that  time,  told  them  God  would  bbii 

he  voyage ;  for  I  looked  upon  all  the  blood  they  shed  that  mglff 
^o  be  murder  in  them ;  for  though  it  is  true  that  they  had  killoi 

'ho,  Jcffrys^  yet  it  was  as  true  that  Jcffrys  was  the  aggressor,  hAJ 

jrokcii  the  truce,  and  had  violated  or  debauched  a  young  wonun 

if  their^s  who  came  down  to  them  innoccndy,  and  on  the  faith  of 

:heir  public  capitulation.

agamnt  gmng  on  share  ;imong  h«!bens  and  l^rbariaiis  ;  but  it 
is  impossible  to  make  m^Lnkind  wi^-,  buc  at  their  own  expense; 
tnd  their  cxpcnencc  scenes  to  be  iJways  of  most  use  to  tbcnn 
^whcn  it  is  dcjvcst  bought. 

We  were  now  houiui  to  the  gulpH  of  Pfrsia,  ami  Frntn  tfience 
J  to  the  coast  of  C^9man4eiy  ovAy  to  touch  at  i>urai ;  but  the  chief 
of  the  supercargo's  design  lay  at  the  bay  of  Bcaj^ai^  where  if  he 
miSKd  of  his  busincsa  outwanl-Ujund,  be  wxh  to  go  up  to  Ch'tna^ 
and  return  to  the  coast  as  he  came  homc> 

The  first  disaster  that  befel  us  was  in  the  gulph  of  Pirsta^ 
where  five  of  our  mc%  venturing  on  shore  on  the  ArA^iam  side 
of  the  gulphft  were  surrDundcd  by  the  Arakians^  and  either  all 
lolled,  or  earned  away  into  slavery* ;  the  rest  of  the  boat's  crew 
were  not  able  to  rescue  them,  and  hod  buc  just  time  Co  get  off 
their  boat.  1  hcgitn  to  upbraid  them  vrith  the  just  rctribtitkm  of 
Heaven  in  this  case ;  but  the  boatswain  very  warmly  told  me,  he 
thought  I  went  farther  in  my  ccnsuits  than  I  could  fhew  any 
warrant  for  in  5cripture,  and  fcfcrred  to  the  ij  St»  LukCj  vers. 
4th,  where  our  Savbur  intinutcs.  thai  choAC  men  on  whom  the 
Tower  ^  Siham  fell  were  not  sinners  abuve  all  the  GoiiUdns  ; 
but  that  whichf  indeed,  put  me  to  silence  in  the  case,  ^^^y  that 
tionc  of  those  five  men,  who  were  now  lost,  were  of  the  number 
uf  ih<M:  who  wrnt  on  shore  to  the  massacre  of  Madi^ojn^  fi«  I 
sltoajj  ioJlid  iif  th^x^h  eur  mtn  CfuU  not  hfar  th  W9rJ  massacre 
twM  My  patitnccj :  and.  indeed,  this  last  circumstince,  as  I  have 
said,  put  me  to  silence  for  the  iKcMmt, 

Bui  my  ftequcnc  prcKhiitg  to  them  on  this  subject  had  wone 
conscqticnccs  than  I  expected  ;  and  the  boalsw'ain,  who  had  been 
the  head  of  the  attempCt  came  up  boldly  to  me  one  ljme>  and  told 
mc,  he  found  that  I  continually  bvougbt  that  aJiair  upon  the 
ttagc;  that  I  made  unjust  reflections  upon  it^  and  had  uvd  the 
men  very  lU  on  that  account,  and  himself  in  particular ;  thit  «  I 
was  but  a  passenger,  ajKJ  had  no  comnund  u;\  ^  ^d^%  ^  ^^='^' 
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:ern  in  the  voyage,  they  were  not  obliged  to  bear  it;  thatd»l 
lid  not  know  but  I  might  have  some  ill  design  in  my  brad,  olI 
»erhaps,  to  call  them  to  an  account  fcr  it,  when  they  camco 

\Ef!^!and ;  and  that  therefore,  unless  I  would  resolve  to  havt  dc* 
'ith  ft,  and  also  not  to  concern  myself  any  farther  wth  hini,  tf 
iny  of  his  affairs,  he  would  leave  ihe  ship ;  for  he  did  not  tJiink 

|it  was  safe  to  sail  with  me  among  them. 

I  heard  him  patiently  enough  till  he  had  done,  and  dientoH'

My  nephew^  the  captain,  was  a  man  of  spirit,  and  of  grctf

c  thing ;  but  that  he  could  do  nothing  b  it  till  he  hod  spoken 

mc  about  it :   he  used  some  argim>eni5  with  rfacm,  to  shew 

khcm  the  unreasonableness  and  injusiioe  of  the  thmg ;  but  ic  was 

Ul  m  vah ;  the)'  swote,  and  shook  hands  round,  before  his  (ace, 

put  they  would  go  all  on  shore,  unless  be  would  engage  to  them

rom  thence  by  sea  again  to  Jiaiy^  and  so  over  land  into  framce; 
nd  this>  put  together,  might  be,  at  least,  a  full  diameter  of  the

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I  had  some  English  goods  with 
sum  of  money;   my  nephew

i  It  was,  however,  some  time  before  wt  could  get  a  ship  to

iwited  there;  in  a  worxl,  we  went  up  to  Susham;  made  a  very 
voyage ;  was  eight  months  out ;  is^d  tttuTTwA.  via  U«»^o^ " 
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and  I  was  very  well  satisfied  with  my  adventure.  I  ob^rvt 
that  our  people  in  England  often  admire  how  the  officers,  whki 
the  Company  send  into  India^  and  the  merchants  which  gtfit 
rally  stay  there,  get  such  very  great  estates  as  they  da,  ao^ 
sometimes  come  home  worth  60  to  70  and  100  thousand  pourxk 
at  a  time. 

But  it  is  no  wonder*  or,  at  least,  we  shall  sec  so  much  fardv 
into  it,  when  tvc  consider  the  innumerable  parts  and  plafies  whet 
they  have  a  free  commerce,  that  it  will  then  be  no  wonder;  aad 
much  less  will  it  be  so,  when  we  consider,  that  at  all  those  plios 
land  ports  where  the  English  ships  come,  there  is  so  much,  znd 
such  constant  demand  for  the  growth  of  all  other  countries,  that 
there  is  a  certain  vent  for  the  returns,  as  well  as  a  market  abraa4 
for  the  goods  carried  out. 

In  short,  we  made  a  very  good  voyage,  and  I  got  so  modi 
money  by  the  first  adventure,  and  such  an  insight  into  th«  lUfr 

d  of  getting  morcj  that,  had  ]  been  twenty  year  younger 
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wardering  and  seeing.  I  was  come  into  a  part  of  the  world 
wtijch  I  was  never  in  Iic/bre ;  and  that  part  In  panictiUr,  which 
I  had  beard  much  of;  and  wa*  resolved  to  sec  t(  much  of  «  I 
could ;  and  then  I  thought^  1  mighi  9ty,  I  had  seen  all  the  world 
that  was  worth  seeing. 

Rut  my  ft^llow-^trnveller  and  I  had  diflerent  notiara.  I  do 
rot  n^tme  thi«  to  insist  upon  my  own,  for  I  acknowledge  hb 
Wdt  the  most  just,  and  the  most  niitcd  to  the  end  of  a  mer- 
chanf'H  life;  who,  when  he  xk  nt>road  u[ion  ulvcntttrtrs,  it  is  hb 
urifdom  to  stick  to  that,  as  the  be*rc  thing  for  him,  which  he  is 
like  to  get  the  most  mone^  by.  My  new  friend  kept  himKlf 
to  the  nature  of  the  things  aiid  would  have  been  content  to  have 
gone,  like  a  carrier's  horse,  always  m  the  same  inn,  backward 
and  forward,  provided  he  could,  as  he  called  it,  JhiJ  his  Gftstmt 
in  ii ;  on  the  other  hand,  mine  was  the  notion  of  a  mad  rambling 
boy,  that  never  c;ucs  to  sec  a  thing  twsce  over. 

But  tht«  w^  not  all.  I  had  a  kind  of  impatience  upon  me 
CO  he  nearer  home,  tiivd  yet  the  most  unwttled  resolurkm  im^- 
nablc  which  way  to  go.  In  the  interval  of  these  consaltatiom, 
my  frient^,  %ho  vn.^  Jwiya  upon  the  search  for  birinc^  pro- 
posed another  voyage  to  me,  among  the  Spice  Islands  i  and  to 
bring  home  a  loading  of  cWcs  from  the  Maniths^  or  there- 
xbotits;  places  whrrr,  indeed,  the  Dutch  \V\  rrade,  but  t^bnttt 
belonging  partly  to  the  Spaniardj ;  though  we  went  no*  so  fiir, 
but  to  some  odier»  where  they  have  not  the  whole  power  aa  they 
have  at  Hauvia,  C^ian^  &c.  Wc  were  not  long  in  preparing 
for  thi*  voyage  ;  the  chief  difficulty  was  in  bringing  me  to  tome 
into  it }  however,  at  last,  nothing  else  offering,  and  finding  that 
really  stirring  about  and  tncSng,  die  profit  being  so  great,  and, 
MS  I  may  ^y,  certain,  had  more  pleasun:  in  it^  and  morr  ntbbc" 
tion  to  the  mind,  than  sitting  still ;  which,  to  me  espeeially,  was 
the  unhappiest  pan  of  life,  I  resolved  on  his  voyage  too:  whieh 
■wc  made  very  succcssfi/Hy,  touching  at  Bornc*»wi^(0*«A"^d»^^ 


lent  temper,  is  not  this  better  ths 
of  nothing  to  do^  and  spending  ou. 
and  ignorance  of  the  Pagans  I     ^ 
I  think  it  is;   and  I  begin  to  be 
merchandizing.    But  I  must  tell  i 
not  know  what  I  am  a  ddng  \  fc 
wardnesSj  and  embark  heartily,  as 
up  and  down  the  world  till  I  tire 
eagerly,  I  shall  never  let  you  lie  st 
But  to  be  short  with  my  specula 
there  came  in  a  Dutch  ship  from 
not  an  European  trader,  and  o(  abc 
the  men,  as  they  pretended,  having 
tain  had  not  men  enough  to  go  to  : 
and>  ha^dng  it  seems  got  money  e 
other  reasons,  to  go  for  Europe^  1 
would  sell  his  ship :  this  came  to  n 
heard  of  it;  and  I  h^*^  '  " 
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»rthem  ^"is  to  be  found.  We  inquired  much  about  chcm,  and 
It  length  were  told,  chat  they  were  all  gone  together^  by  Iand» 
f>  jtgru^  the  great  city  of  the  Maui's  residence;  and  from 
hence  were  to  Travel  to  Si^rai,  xnd  »o  by  sea  to  the  gitiph  of 


'^sta. 


Nothing  had  »o  heartily  troubkd  rne  a  good  v^ile,  as  that  I 
aisscd  the  0{>porCunity  of  going  with  them,  for  5uch  a  ramhlc, 

thought,  and  in  such  company  as  would  both  have  guarckd 
ne,  and  diverted  nriej  would  have  suited  mightily  with  my  great 
Icsign ;  and  1  should  both  have  seen  the  world,  and  gone  home- 
irsrds  too;  but  I  was  much  better  satisfied  a  few  dars  afccr^ 
fhen  1  came  to  know  what  sort  of  fcUows  they  were;  for,  in 
bort,  their  history  was,  that  this  man  they  called  captain  was 
he  gunnel  only,  not  the  commander  i  that  they  had  bccii  a 
radjng  voyage,  in  which  they  were  adaclced  on  i^hore  by  some 
f  the  MaUctaHJt  who  had  killed  the  captain  and  three  of  bis 
ncn ;  and  that  aAer  the  captain  was  killed^  these  men,  eleven  in 
lUmbcTp  had  resolved  to  run  away  with  the  ship*  which  they 
lid;  Rn<l  had  brought  her  in  at  the  Ivij  of  Bfugal,  Icnving  the 
nate  and  five  men  more  on  shore ;  of  whom  «%  shall  hear 
irthcr. 

Well ,  let  them  come  by  the  ship  how  they  woold^  we  otme 
lonestJy  by  her,  as  tcv  /Amt^A/;  though  we  did  not,  I  confess, 
Kamine  into  things  so  exactly  as  we  ought;  for  %*«  never  in- 
uired  ^ny  thing  of  the  seamen,  who,  if  wc  had  examit>cd,  would 
mainly  have  faltered  in  iheir  account,  contradicted  one  another, 
nd  peifiaps  have  contradicted  themselves ;  off,  one  how  or  other, 
re  should  have  seen  reaKoi  to  have  suspcacd  them :  but  the 
un  shcih^  us  a  bill  of  sale  for  the  ship,  to  one  EjmmMtl  CUi- 
frshcvrfii  or  aome  suth  name  (for  I  %up]iow  it  wsi  all  a  forgery), 
fid  called  himself  by  that  name  i  and  wc  could  not  contradict 
im;  and  being  withal  a  little  too  unwary,  oe  at  least,  having 
|>  suspicion  of  the  thing,  wc  went  through  w\\K  ou^  VsuAginiL., 
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We  picked  up  some  more  English  seamen  here  after  this,  t 
Isomc  Dutch  ;  and  now  wc  resolved  for  a  second  voyage  to  lb 
south-east,  for  cloves,  C^c.  that  h  to  say,  among  the  PMtfpM 
and  Molucca  isles;  and,  in  short,  not  to  fill  this  part  of  my  BofT 
with  trifles,  when  what  is  yeC  to  come  is  so  remarkable,  1  apot 
from  first  to  last,  six  years  m  this  country,  trading  from  pcTLtD 
port,  backward  and  forward,  and  with  very  good  succ^ess;  ajri 
was  nov/  the  last  year  with  my  new  partner,  going  in  the  shif 
above-mentioned,  on  a  voyage  to  China ;  but  desigjiing  fin;  n 
|go  to  Siarjtj  to  buy  rice. 

In  this  voyage,  being  by  contrary  winds  obliged  to  be*i  of 
land  down  a  great  while  in  the  straits  of  Malacfa^  and  among ttie 
[islands,  wc  were  no  sooner  got  clear  of  those  difficult  seas,  boL 
we  found  our  ship  had  sprung  a  leak,  and  we  were  not  able,  bj 
lall  our  industry,  to  find  out  where  it  was.  This  forced  usEo 
make  for  some  port ;  and  my  partner,  who  knew  the  counrn 
better  than  I  did,  directed  the  captain  to  put  into  the  river  oi 
\Cat7thdia  i  for  I  had  made  the  Enclish  matf.ene  Mr,  Thorn 
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ugbt  I  sec,  you  have  no  knowledge  of  lE*  I  know  no  darigcr 
ftjn  in>  Slid  I,  but  that  my  ship  ia  Iciky,  and  1  c&onot  find  it 
uc;  bur  I  purpooc  to  lay  her  aground  to-movrow,  to  »cc  if  I  can 
lod  It.  But>  Sr,  says  he>  Inky  or  noc  Jcaky^  find  it  or  not  find 
,  you  will  be  wiser  thin  to  lacy  your  ship  on  shore  to-mocrow, 
fhcD  you  hear  what  1  have  to  say  to  you-  Do  you  know.  Sir, 
iid  he,  the  town  of  CambTtha  lio  about  fifteen  leagues  up  r)us 
ver?  And  there  are  two  large  Eitglij/t  ships  about  five  leagues 
n  chia  side,  and  three  Duuh.  Well,  said  /,  and  what  is  that  to 
ne  ?  ^^'hy,  S:r,  says  he^  is  !t  for  a  man  that  \&  upon  such  ad- 
mires as  you  are>  to  come  into  a  port,  anil  not  cxamEnt  first 
at  ships  there  are  there,  and  whether  he  is  able  to  deal  with 
}  1  suppose  you  do  not  think  you  are  a  match  for  them  i 
was  aminal  vtrr^-  much  at  his  discourw,  but  not  amazed  at  it ; 
I  could  not  conceive  what  he  meant  %  and  I  turned  short 
pen  him,  and  said.  Sir,  I  wish  you  would  explain  younclf ;  1 
imagine  «hat  reason  I  have  to  be  afraid  of  any  Corn- 
's ships,  or  Dwuh  ships ;  I  am  no  interloper  ;  what  can  they 
,vc  to  say  to  me  ? 

He  looked  like  a  man  half  angry,  half  plcsnd ;  and.  pausing

Sir,  added  he,  1  ^louid  have  met  with 

better  reeepcion  than  fhb,  for  dojog  you  a  piece  of  service  of 

ch  importance*     I  can  never  be  ungrateful,  smid  /,  for  any 

ice,  or  to  any  man  that  oflen  me  any  kindness ;  but  it  U 

t  my  comprehension,  said  I,  what  they  should  have  such  a 

upon  mc  for.     However,  jinte  you  say  there  is  no  time  to 

lost|  and  that  there  is  some  xnllanoua  dcu^  W  \axA  ^^\^>cti^ 
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me,  I  will  go  on  board  this  minutCj  and  put  to  sea  imm 
my  men  can  stop  the  leak,  or  if  wc  can  swim  wiThont 
it.      But,  Sir,  said  Ij  shall  I  go  away  ignorant  of  the  rtaos 
all  this?     Can  you  give  me  no  farther  light  into  it  ? 

I  can  tell  you  but  part  of  the  story^  Sir,  says  he ;  bui  I 
a  Dutch  seaman  here  with  mc,  and,  I  believej  I  could 
him  to  tell  you  the  rest ;  but  there  is  scarce  time  for  it. 
the  short  of  the  story  is  this,  the  first  part  of  which,  I  suppa; 
you  know  well  enough,  viz.  That  you  was  ^vith  this  ship  i 
Sujnatra ;  that  thtrre  your  captain  was  murdered  by  the  Ato' 
cans^  with  three  of  his  men  \  and  that  you,  or  some  of  those  iM 
were  on  board  with  you,  ran  away  with  the  ship,  and  aic  ano 
turned  PIRATES.  This  is  the  sum  of  the  story,  and  vouiA 
aH  be  seized  as  pirates,  I  can  assure  you,  and  executed  with  vffl 
Htrle  ceremony  i  for  you  know  merchants'  ships  shew  but  IJtsk 
law  to  pirates^  if  they  get  them  into  their  power. 

Now  you  speak  plain  English^  said  I,  and  I  thank  you  ;  jjJ 
know  nt: 
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to  TTike  me  any  uncnds,  becnus«  you  may  not  be  con- 
id  of  the  truth  of  k:  I  will  moke  ui  offer  to  you ;  1  have 
ictccn  months  pay  due  to  *nc  on  board  the  ship  -^^»  which 
:amc  out  of  Engtattd  !n ;  and  the  Di»uhmav^  that  is  wkh  nw, 
ft  seven  months'  pay  du«  to  him  ;  \i  you  will  make  good  our 
•.y  to  us>  we  will  go  along  with  you.     If  you  find  nothing 
ore  in  it,  we  will  desire  no  more ;  but  if  wc  do  convince  you, 
at  we  have  saved  your  lives,  and  the  ship,  and  the  lives  of  all 
le  men  m  her,  we  will  leave  the  rest  to  you- 
]  consented  to  this  readily  \  and  went  immcdiatclr  on  boards 
id  the  t*-o  men  with  mc.    As  soon  us  I  uurr  to  the  ship's  «de, 
y  partner,  who  was  on  boards  came  on  the  quarer-deck,  and 
Jlcd  to  mc  with  a  gnsrt  deal  of  joy,  O  ho!  O  ha.'  wt  kaxn 
Qp^d  the  Uak  t  ^ff€  f^ve  stepped  the  leak  !     Say  you  so,  said  I, 
lank  God  ;  but  weigh  the  anchor  then  immedUtely  :  Weigh ! 
ry/  Ar,  what  do  you  mean  by  that  ?     What  is  the  matter  ?  jojj 
r.     Ask  no  qucsuonSf  sa;fs  />  but  oil  hands  to  work,  and  wci^h 
ithout  lotmg  a  minute.     He  wa»  suqirEscd:  But  kowcvcft  he 
piled  the  cspt^n^  and  he  immediately  ortlered  the  anchor  co  be 
up ;  and  though  the  tide  was  not  quite  done,  yet  a  little 
l-brcese  blowing,  we  stood  out  to  sea ;  then  J  called  him  into 
le  cabin,  ami  told  hii^i  the  stor)-  ai  large ;  and  we  called  in  the 
I,  and  they  told  us  the  rest  of  it :  but  as  it  took  us  up  a  great 
of  timc»  so  before  wc  had  done,  a  seaman  comes  to  the  cabin - 
'f  and  calls  out  to  us,  that  the  captain  bckic  him  tell  us,  we 
chased  :   Chased,  sard  /,  by  who,  znd  by  what  ?     By  five 
Hoops,  or  boats,  says  the  fellow,  full  of  men.     Very  well,  said 
L;  d>cn  it  is  apparcnc  there  is  something  in  it.     In  the  next 
uace^  I  ordered  all  our  men  to  be  called  up:  and  told  them, 
^at  iticre  was  a  dcdgn  to  sei^tc  the  ship^  and  to  take  t»  Jbr 
linles ;  aiid  asked  them,  if  they  would  stand  by  us,  and  by  one 
toother  r      TiK  men  answered,  cheerfully,  that  one  and  all, 
hey  would  live  and  die  with  us.     Then  I  leinxik.  ^Ve.  ^a.'^x:»\\ 
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'hat  way  he  thougKt  beat  For  us  to  nunagc  a  fight  with  ^a; 
resist  them  1  was  resolved  we  would,  and  that  to  ihc  Itf 
irop.  He  said,  readily,  that  the  way  was  to  keep  them  off  trii 
lur  great  shot  as  long  as  we  could,  and  then  to  fire  at  therawt? 
mr  small  arms,  as  long  as  wc  could,  but  when  neither  of  tho: 
jould  do  any  longer,  we  should  retire  to  010*  close  qaartcr$ ;  ja 
laps  they  had  not  materials  to  break  open  our  bulk-head^  <r 
;cC  in  upon  us. 

The  gunner  had,  in  the  mean  time,  order  to  bnng  two  gtJ^ 

[o  bear  fore  and  aft,  out  of  the  steerage,  to  clear  the  deck,  a&: 

loaded  them  with  musquet- bullets,  and  small  pieces  of  old  \tm* 

id  what  next  came  to  hand ;  and  thus  wc  made  ready  for  fight : 

Hit  all  this  while  kept  out  to  sea,  with  wind  enough,  and  coaH 

lee  the  boats  at  a  distance,  being  five  large  long-h&ats  following 

(5  with  all  the  saii  they  could  make. 

Two  of  those  boats,  which,  by  our  glasses,  wr  could  see  wert 
'.nglish,  out-sailed  the  rest,  were  near  two  leagues  a-head  of 
lem,  and  gained  upon  us  considerably  ;  so  that  we  found  they 
with  us :  upon  which  wc  fired  a  gun  without 
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away  the  stern  of  die  hindcrmost  boat,  and  bring  them  CO 
,tltc  necessity  of  tAkmg  down  their  »il,  and  running  all  to  tbc 
licaui  of  the  boat  to  keep  her  from  sinking ;  so  she  Uy  by,  ;iiid 
<:nou{*h  of  it ;  but  vcetng  the  foremost  bout  crowd  on  after 
we  made  ready  to  fire  at  her  in  pirtieuUr. 
While  this  vns  doing,  one  of  the  three  boats  that  was  bchiodr 
being  forwarder  than  the  other  iwo,  nude  uji  to  die  botit  which 
we  had  disabled,  to  relieve  hcr^  and  wc  could  afcervnrdn  we  her 
take  out  the  men:  wc  called  again  to  the  foremost  boat,  and 
oftred  a  truce  to  parley  again,  and  to  know  what  was  ha  buai- 
ne»  with  Ufi  ;  but  had  no  answer :  only  ^he  crowded  close  under 
our  atem.  Upon  this  our  guimer,  who  vns  a  very  dexttroiis 
fellow,  run  out  his  two  chase  guns,  and  fired  again  at  her ;  but 
the  Hhut  mb&.'cing,  ihc  ricn  in  (he  IkkU  ^u>iitrJ,  waved  their  L':tps, 
and  came  on;  but  the  gunner,  getting  (juickly  ready  again,  fired 
among  them  the  second  time ;  one  shot  of  whidt,  though  it 
missed  the  txMt  itself,  yet  fell  in  among  the  men,  and  we  could 
easily  see  had  dore  a  great  deal  of  mischief  among  them  ;  but 
we,  taking  no  notice  of  that,  ^^vared  the  ship  again,  and  hroughl 
our  quarter  to  bear  upon  them ;  and,  finng  three  guns  more, 
we  found  the  boat  was  split  almost  to  pieces ;  in  particular,  her 
rudder,  and  a  piece  of  her  5tem,  was  shoe  quite  away  ;  so  they 
handed  their  sal]  immediately,  and  were  in  great  disorder :  but, 
to  complete  their  mistbrtunc,  our  gunner  let  fly  two  guns  at 
them  again  ;  where  he  bit  them  we  could  not  tell,  but  wc  found 
the  boat  was  »nking,  atxl  some  of  rhe  men  already  tn  the  water. 
Upon  this  I  immediately  manned  out  our  pinnace,  which  we 
had  kept  clo^e  by  our  &idc,  with  orders  to  pick  up  some  of  the 
men,  if  they  could,  and  save  them  from  drowning,  and  immcdj* 
atcly  to  come  on  board  with  them  ;  because  we  saw  the  rest  of 
the  boats  began  to  come  up.  Our  men  in  the  f^nnace  followed 
their  ordcr?^,  and  look  up  three  men  ;  one  of  which  was  jtnt 
drowmng,  and  it  was  a  good  while  before  we  c&v^t«»it:x*^uiKGk. 
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As  soon  as  they  were  on  board,  we  crowded  all  the  sail  wz  could 
nuke,  and  stood  tkrther  out  to  sea ;  and  we  found  that  when  die 
other  three  boats  came  up  to  the  first  two^  they  gave  over  tbdr 
chace. 

Being  thus  ddivered  from  a  danger,  which  though  I  knew  not 
the  reason  of  it,  yet  aeemed  to  be  much  greater  than  I  a^qnc- 
hended,  I  took  care  that  wc  would  change  our  course,  and  not 
let  any  one  im^nc  whither  we  were  going ;  so  we  stood  out  to 
sea  eastward,  quite  out  of  the  course  of  all  European  ships,  -wbc- 
ther  they  were  bound  to  Chinas  or  any  where  else,  mthin  tlie 
commerce  of  the  European  nations. 

When  we  were  now  at  sea,  we  began  to  consult  with  the  two 
seamen,  and  inquire  first,  what  the  meaning  of  all  this  should 
be?  And  the  Dutchman  let  us  into  the  secret  of  it  at  once; 
telling  us,  that  the  fellow  that  sold  us  the  ship,  as  we  said^  wis 
no  more  than  a  thief  that  had  run  away  with  her.  Then  he  tobi 
us  how  the  captain,  whose  name  too  he  told  us,  though  I  do  not 
remember,  was  treacherously  murdered  by  the  natives  on  the 
coast  of  Malacca^  with  three  of  his  men ;  and  that  he,  this 
Dutchman^  and  four  more,  got  into  the  woods,  where  they  wan- 
dered about  a  great  while ;  till  at  length,  he,  in  particular,  in  i 
miraculous  manner,  made  his  escape,  and  swam  off  to  a  Duid 
ship,  which,  sailing  near  the  shore,  in  its  way  from  China^  had 
sent  their  boat  on  shore  for  fresh  water ;  that  he  durst  not  come 
to  that  part  of  the  shore  where  the  boat  was,  but  shift  in  tbc 
night  Co  take  the  water  farther  off,  and  the  ship's  boat  took  him 
up. 

He  then  told  us,  that  he  went  to  BataviHy  where  two  of  tbe 
seamen  belonging  to  the  ship  arrived,  having  deserted  the  rest 
in  their  travels  \  and  gave  an  account,  that  the  fellow  who  Itfl 
run  away  with  the  ship,  sold  her  at  Bengal  to  a  set  of  pinDci, 
which  were  gone  a  cruising  in  her;  and  that  they  had  alrevt^ 
taken  an  English  ship,  and  two  Dutch  ships,  very  richly  laden. 
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This  latter  part  vre  found  to  concern  us  directly ;  and  though 
X  knew  it  to  be  false,  >xt»  as  my  partner  said  very  well,  if  we 
Liul  fnWcn  into  their  hands,  and  they  had  had  aucb  a  prepossess 
lion  afraintt  us  before-hand^  it  hid  been  in  vain  for  us  to  have 
leftnded  ourselves,  or  to  hope  for  any  good  f^uarter  at  their  i 
lands;  and  especially  considering  that  our  accusers  had  been 
bur  judges,  and  that  we  could  have  exjwcted  nothing  from  them 
[C  what  rage  would  have  dictated,  and  an  ungoveriied  passion 
ivc  executed ;  and  therefore  it  was  his  opinion,  wc  should  go  j 
lirectly  back  to  Ben^aly  from  whence  wc  came,  without  putting  | 
at  any  pon  whatever ;  Tiecause  there  wc  could  give  a  good 
It  of  ourselves,  could  pnsvt  where  we  were  when  the  ship 
It  in,  who  we  bought  her  of,  and  the  like ;  and,  which  was 
lorr  than  all  the  rear,  if  we  were  put  fo  ihc  necewity  of  bring- 
it  before  the  proper  judges,  we  should  be  sure  to  have  some 
tCice  ;  and  not  be  hanged  lir^t,  and  judged  afterwards, 
I  was  some  time  of  my  partner's  opinion ;  but  after  a  little 
venous  thinkings  I  told  him,  I  thought  it  waa  a  very  great 
(hazard  for  us  to  attempt  returning  to  Sfn^ai^  for  that  we  were 
ton  the  wrong  side  of  the  straits  of  Mdttuta ;  and  that  if  the 
^larm  was  given,  we  ^ihould  be  ^itre  tu  Ik  way-lud  on  every  dd^  \ 
ba  well  by  the  Dutch  of  Bafavia  as  the  English  elsewhere;  that 
if  we  should  be  taken,  as  it  were,  runnir^  sivay,  we  should  even 
condemn  ourselves,  and  there  would  want  no  nwre  evidence  to 
destroy  us,     I  also  asked  the  Engliih  sailor's  opinion,  who  said, 
lie  was  of  my  mind,  and  that  we  should  certainly  be  taken, 
I    Thia  danger  a  little  startled  my  partner,  and  all  the  slup'a 
pmpany ;  and  we  inunediitety  resolved  to  go  away  to  the  eoasc  ' 
pf  'Tffwquin^  and  so  on  to  the  aiast  of  C^iim ;  and  pursuing  the 
jBrst  design,  as  to  trade,  find  some  way  or  other  to  dispose  of  the  | 
^jp,  and  come  back  in  some  of  the  vesseb  of  the  country,  such 
^  wc  coukl  get.     Tiiis  was  approved  of  as  the  best  method  for 
security ;  and  accordingly  wc  sKcroi  a,wvj  ^  .^^  .^  >W3e^ 
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This,  however,  put  us  to  some  inconveniences ;  for  im.  til 
winds,  whefi  we  came  to  the  distance  from  the  shore,  seemed  o 
be  more  steadily  against  us,  blowing  almost  trade,  as  wcca^s^ 
from  the  cast  and  K.  N.  E-  so  that  wc  were  a  long  while  upa 
cur  voyage;  smd  we  were  but  ill  provided  with  victuals  fbi« 
long  a  voyage;  and,  which  was  still  worse,  there  was  somtdst- 
ger,  that  those  English  and  Duftrh  shtps^  whose  boats  puraao! 
uSj  whereof  some  were  bound  that  way,  might  be  got  in  bdbrt 
us ;  and  if  not,  some  other  ship,  bound  to  Chinay  might  haw  I 
information  of  us  from  them,  and  pursue  us  with  the  saiw  I 
vigour. 

I  must  confess,  I  was  now  very  uneasy,  and  thought  myidrr 
including  the  late  escape  from  the  long-boats,  to  have  been  b 
the  most  dangerous  condition  that  ever  J  was  in  through  all  mj 
past  life;  for,  whatever  ill  circumstances  1  had  been  in,  I'vts 
never  pursued  for  a  thief  before ;  nor  Had  I  ever  done  anv  thing 
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■ticuliriy  the  missioiury  prices  usualljr  went  ttuthcr>  in  onjer 
tlieir  going  forwarti  ro  Chiwa. 

Hither  thw  we  Rsolvtd  to  go ;  and  accordingly,  chough  after 

tedious  and  irrcgulor  counc,  and  very  much  straitened  for  pro- 

isions  wc  cxnic  wtthiii  ^Ighc  of  the  coast  very  caxljr  in  the 

coming  ;  and,  upon  nrilection  upon  the  pasc  circumscanccs  wc 

ere  in,  and  the  danger  if  we  had  not  escaped,  vc  roolved  to 

■t  Into  a  small  river,  which,  however,  had  depth  enough  of 

rater  tor  us,  and  to  see  if  ^re  could,  either  over  Jand  or  by  the 

ip's  pinnace,  come  to  know  what  ships  were  in  any  port  there- 

This  happy  t:tcp  was,  indeed,  our  deliverance ;  for 

ugh  wc  did  not  immediately  see  any  Ejirspran  ahips  in  the 

y  of  Tftv^jnv,  yd,  ihe  mcxi  morning,  there  cime  into  the  bay 

wo  DuUh  ihifj^  and  a  third  without  any  colours  spread  out,  but 

rhich  wc  believed  to  be  a  Dufchmant  passed  by  at  about  two 

eagues  Jbc^ince,  sceetiiig  for  the  coasc  of  Chima;  and  in  the 

iftemoon  went  by  ru-o  English  ships,  steering  the  same  course ; 

bid  thus,  we  thought,  we  saw  oursdves  beset  with  enemies,  both 

pnc  way  am]  liic  other.      The  place  we  were  in  was  wild  and 

barbarous,  the  people  thieves,  even  by  occupation  or  profession  \ 

knd  though,  it  is  tme,  we  had  not  much  to  seek  of  them»  and 

Except  getting  a  few  proTOion*^  cared  not  how  litde  wc  had  to 

jo  with  them  ;  yet  it  wa^i  with  much  iliihcuhy  th:tc  we  kept  our- 

vea  from  being  insulted  by  them  veverat  ways. 

We  were  in  a  small  river  of  this  country,  within  a  few  leagues 

bf  its  utmost  limits  northward ;   and  by  our  boat  we  coasted 

BOTih*«ast  to  the  point  of  land  which  opens  the  great  bay  of 

T^uin ;  and  it  was  in  this  beating  up  along  the  shore,  that  we 

liscovcred  as  above,  that,  in  a  word,  we  were  surrounded  with 

^Kmicft.     The  pcotpic  wc  were  among  were  the  most  barbatous 

)^  all  the  inhat^cants  of  the  coast ;  having  no  eorrespocidenee 

bitb  any  other  nation,  and  dealing  only  in  6sh  and  oil,  and  such 

|ross  commodities ;  and  it  may  be  paTUoiUtl*^  vecct^  ^Ctoo.  'Ctff:^^ 

^Hp  /jvaiJ  the  mast  barbiruus  o(  a^Y  of  ^\\^c\:^^>X1^3^^^^^ 
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that  among  other  customs  they  have  this  as  one,  that  if  any  vcsbc 
have  the  misfortune  to  be  shipwrecked  upon  their  coast,  tip 
presently  make  their  men  all  prisoners  or  sUvcs;  and  it  i> 
not  long  before  we  found  a.  spice  of  their  kindness  this  waj',oi 
the  occasion  following, 

I  have  observed  above,  that  our  ship  sprang  a  leak  at  sa^vi 
that  we  could  not  find  it  out;  and  however  it  happened,  thato 
I  have  saidj  i:  was  stopped  unexpwctedlyj  in  the  happy  minute  rf 
our  being  to  be  seized  by  the  Dutch  and  English  ships^  in  \k 
bay  of  Siam  ;  yet,  as  we  did  not  find  the  ship  so  perfectly  fit  ikI 
sound  as  wc  desired,  wc  resolved,  while  we  were  in  this  place,  tt 
lay  her  on  shore,  take  out  what  heavy  things  we  had  on  board, 
which  were  not  many,  and  to  wash  and  clean  her  bottom  \  and  ii' 
possible,  to  find  out  where  the  leaks  were. 

Accordinglyi  having  lightened  the  ship^  and  brought  all  our 
guns,  and  other  moveable  things,  to  one  side,  we  tried  to  bring 
her  down,  that  we  might  come  at  her  bottom;  but,  on  secoml 
hts,  "^c  did  not  care  to  lav  her  dry  nn  ground,  neither cotiW 
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c^  dTScovcftt!  uft  all  hard  at  work  oti  fhc  outside  of  the  &hip'u 
Ctom  and  sidc^  wasiiing  and  graving,  and  stopping,  as  evcrn 
ing  man  knows  how,  ^ 

They  stood  for  a  while  gazing  at  us,  and  wc,  who  were  a  little 
rpriseil,  cotild  nor  iirut^ne  what  thdr  design  was;  tnit  l>cui^j 
}Uhx  fo  he  surf,  vrc  took  this  opportunity  ro  get  some  of  titl 
to  the  ship,  aiid  others  to  hand  down  arms  and  immunttian  toj 
osc  that  were  at  work  to  defend  thcnudvcs  with,  if  there  afaouldu 
occasion ;  and  i:  was  no  more  than  need ;  for,  in  less  ihan  aI 
quarter  of  an  hour's  consultation^  thcf  agreed,  it  socms,  that  the  J 
ihip  was  really  a  wreck ;  that  we  were  all  at  work,  endeavouring  ^ 
Co  save  her,  or  to  aave  our  liters  by  the  help  of  our  boots ;  and 
•rhen  we  handed  our  arms  into  the  boats,  they  corchidc<l»  by  that 
motion,  thai  we  were  endeavouring  to  save  some  of  our  goods, 
[Upon  this  they  took  it  for  granted  we  all  belonged  to  them :  and 
way  they  came  down  upon  uur  men,  X3t  if  it  had  been  in  a  Itnc 
of  bottle. 

Our  men,  seeing  so  mnny  of  them,  begin  to  be  frighted  ;  for 
we  hy  but  in  an  ill  ]xi>«lun?  ro  fight,  and  cricil  tmi  to  us  to  know 
what  they  should  do?  I  immediately  called  to  the  men  who 
worked  upon  the  stages,  to  dip  them  down,  and  get  up  the  sidt  J 
into  the  ship ;  and  bade  those  in  the  boat  to  row  round  and  come  * 
OO  board ;  ind  iho^c  few  of  us  who  were  on  hoard,  worked  with 
■11  the  stitngth  and  hands  we  had,  to  bring  the  ship  ro  rights ; 
^t  however,  neither  the  men  upon  the  suge  nor  those  in  the 
boat^  could  do  as  ihcy  were  ordered,  before  the  CiKhinchiniH 
Were  u|>un  rhem  ;  and  with  two  of  their  boats  boarded  our  long- 
boat, and  began  to  lay  hold  of  the  men  as  their  prisoners. 

The  first  mAn  they  bid  hold  of  was  an  EngUsh  seaman,  a  stout 
strong  ftlkiw,  whu  having  a  musf]oet  in  his  hand,  never  oflfcred 
to  fire  it,  but  laid  it  down  in  the  boat,  Ukt  a  focl^  #/  /  rhkgAi, 
Bttt  he  understood  hb  business  better  than  I  eould  teach  him ; 
for  he  grappled  the  pagan,  and  dragged  bvmVrj  ^cvKo^^tf^t^^«c^. 
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of  their  own  boat  into  ours ;  ^crc,  taldng  him  bjr  the  two  41 
he  best  his  head  so  against  the  boaf  s  gunnel,  that  the  fclWtil 
instantly  in  his  hands;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  a  Dutckmat,-^^ 
stood  next,  took  up  the  tnusquet^  and  with  the  butt*end<^i^v 
Isud  about  him,  that  he  knocked  down  five  of  them  who  attcmpri ' 
to  enter  the  boat  i  but  this  was  doing  little  towards  rcsistng 
thirty  or  forty  mcn>  who  fearless,  because  ignorant  of  thdr  din- 
gw,  began  to  throw  themselves  into  the  long-boat,  where  k 
had  but  five  men  in  all  to  defend  it :  but  one  accident  gave  ov 
men  a  complete  victory,  which  deserved  our  laughter  rather  i)ib 
any  thing  else ;  and  that  was  this — 

Our  carpenter  being  preparing  to  grave  the  outside  of  the  lUp, 
as  well  as  to  pay  the  seams  where  he  had  caulked  hcr^  to  sttf 
the  leaks,  had  got  two  kettles  just  let  down  into  the  boat ;  ou 
filled  with  boiling  pitch,  and  the  other  with  rosin>  tallow,  and 
oil,  and  such  stuff  as  the  shipwrights  use  for  that  work  i  and  die 
man  that  tended  the  carpenter  had  a  great  iron  ladle  in  his  hand, 
with  which  he  supplied  the  men  that  were  at  work  with  that  hoi 
stuff:  two  of  the  enemy's  men  entered  the  boat  just  where  this 
fellow  stood,  being  in  the  fore-sheets;  he  immediately  saluted 
them  with  a  ladleful  of  the  stuff,  boiling  hot,  which  so  burnt  and 
scalded  them,  being  half-naked,  that  they  roared  out  like  two 
bulls,  and  enraged  with  the  fire,  leaped  both  into  the  sea.  The 
carpenter  saw  it,  and  cried  out,  Well  done,  Jack^  give  them 
some  more  of  it ;  and  stepping  forward  himself,  takes  one  of 
their  mops,  and  dipping  it  in  the  pitch-pot,  he  and  his  man  threw 
it  among  them  so  plentifully,  that,  in  short,  of  all  the  men  in 
three  boats,  there  was  not  one  that  was  not  scalded  and  burnt 
with  it  in  a  most  frightful  pitiful  manner,  and  made  such  a  howl- 
ing and  crying  that  I  never  heard  a  woree  noise,  and,  indeed, 
nothing  like  it;  for  it  is  worth  observing,  that  thou^  pain 
naturally  makes  all  people  cry  out,  yet  every  nation  has  a  par- 
ticular way  of  exclamation,  and  make  noises  as  different  from  one 
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^pDCber  M  thdr  spnch.  I  cinnot  giv«  th«  noise  thae  CTv:3mres 
HkIc,  a  better  name  thtn  howling,  irar  a  nimc  more  proper  to 
He  tone  of  it ;  for  I  never  heard  aiiy  tbiog  more  like  tJie  nobc 
Hf  the  wolves,  which,  ns  I  bivr  s^td,  I  heard  howl  tn  the  forest 
^oh  the  froTiricrs  of  Lan^ufjp£, 

J  I  was  never  pleased  with  a  victory  better  in  my  life ;  not  only 
I  i$  it  wm  a  perfect  surprUc  to  mc,  aiid  that  our  diuigcr  was  tm- 
.,  mtncrt  bcfotc ;  but  as  we  gcK  this  victory  without  any  blooti- 
fthed,  exccj^t  of  that  man  the  fellow  killed  with  his  naked  hands, 
and  which  I  was  ver>'  much  concerned  at ;  for  1  was  sick  of  kill- 
ing such  [x>or  navagc  wretches,  even  though  it  was  iri  my  uwn 
defence,  knowing  they  came  un  errands  which  they  thought  juu^ 
and  knew  no  better :  aiid  that  though  it  may  be  a  just  thing, 
because  necessary,  tor  there  is  no  necessary  wickodncts  in  nature ; 
yet  I  thought  Jt  was  u  ^  life*  which  wc  mu^  be  always  obl^ed 
to  be  killing  our  fellow-creacureE  to  preserve ;  and,  iitdeed,  I 
think  so  still ;  and  1  WM3uld>  even  now,  sulier  a  great  deal,  rather 
than  I  would  lake  away  the  life  even  of  that  person  injunng  mc. 
Ami  1  believe  all  considering  pcopli-,  who  know  the  value  of 
life,  w^uld  be  of  my  opinion^  at  least  they  would,  \f  they  entered 
seriously  into  the  consideration  of  it. 

But  to  nrtum  to  my  stoi>' :  all  the  while  this  was  doing,  my 
partner  and  I,  who  managed  the  rest  of  the  men  on  board,  had^ 
with  great  dexterity  brought  the  ship  almost  to  rights;  and, 
having  gotten  the  guns  into  their  places  again,  the  gunner  called 
to  me,  to  bid  our  boat  get  out  of  the  way,  for  he  would  let  fly 
among  them.  1  called  back  again  to  him,  and  bid  him  not  oAer 
to  Arc,  rbr  the  carpenter  woukl  do  the  work  without  him;  but 
bade  him  heal  aiwiher  pitch-kcttk;  which  our  cook,  who  was 
on  board,  took  care  of.  But  the  enemy  was  so  terrified  with 
what  they  had  met  with  in  their  fltsC  attack,  that  they  would  not 
come  on  again ;  and  some  of  them,  that  were  farthest  ofF,  seeing 
the  ship  swim,  as  it  were,  upright,  lx^uw»  a*  «t«o:^(pj*\^Vi>Wi 


dispose  of  for  us. 

We  therefore  got  all  our  thii 
and  the  next  morning  was  reai 
lying  at  an  anchor  at  some  dista 
cemed,  being  now  in  a  lighting 
posture,  if  any  enemy  had  pres 
finished  our  work  within  board, 
fectly  healed  of  all  her  leaks,  we 
into  the  bay  of  Tonquin^  for  we  ^ 
what  was  to  be  known  concerning 
there ;  but  we  durst  not  stand  ii 
several  ships  go  in,  as  we  suppos 
kept  on  N.  E.  towards  the  isle  o 
being  seen  by  a  Dutch  or  English 
English  merchant  ship  in  the  Mt 
man  of  war. 

When  we  were  thus  got  to  s 
we  would  go  to  th^  »^'"" 
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tnd  may  be  omng  to  the  remains  of  Christixntty,  whkfa  was  once 
intcd  here  by  a  Dittch  mis^^iorury  of  prcitestaniHj  and  ih  a 
timony  of  wh^t  I  have  often  obsctred,  vix.  That  the  Chris- 
cixii  religion  always  civilizes  the  people,  and  reforms  their  mat>* 
Bcrs,  where  it  is  received,  whether  it  works  fisving  cflTccfs  ii{>on 
them  or  m>- 

From  hence  we  sailed  still  nonh,  kficptng  the  coast  of  China 
at  an  equal  distance,  till  we  knew  we  were  beyond  all  the  ports 
of  CAiJtftf^  where  otir  Euroftan  ships  usually  come;  being  rt- 
90lved|  if  pofifiible,  not  to  fall  into  any  of  their  hand«,  especially 
in  this  country,  where,  as  our  circunxstanccs  were,  wc  could  not 
£ul  of  being  entirely  ruined ;  nay,  so  great  was  my  fear  in  par- 
tictibr,  as  to  my  being  taken  by  them,  that  I  believe  firmly  I 
would  much  rather  have  chosen  to  fal!  into  the  hands  of  the 
Spanish  Inquisiiicn. 

Being  row  come  to  the  latitude  of  30  degrees,  we  resolred  f  o  put 
into  the  firat  trading  port  wc  should  come  at ;  and  standing  in  for 
the  shoee,  a  boat  eame  off  t^-o  leagues  to  ue»  with  an  old  P9ttu- 
guat  pilot  on  board,  who  ki>omng  us  to  be  an  Etcraftan  ship, 
came  to  ofltr  his  service,  which,  indeed,  we  were  very  glad  of, 
and  took  him  on  board ;  upon  whjch»  withour  asking  us  whither 
wt  would  go.  he  dismissed  the  boat  he  came  in,  and  sent  them 
back. 

1  thought  it  was  noir  so  much  in  our  choice  to  make  the  old 
man  carry  us  whither  wc  would,  that  I  began  to  talk  ^-ith  him 
about  carrying  us  to  the  Gulph  of  NdH/jitin^  which  b  the  most 
iKsrthcm  part  of  (be  coast  of  CTiikj,  The  old  man  said  he  knew 
the  Gulph  o(  Nanquin  very  well  {  but  smiltDg,  asked  us  what  wt 
would  do  there? 

I  told  him  we  would  m^II  our  cargo,  and  purchase  Chiwd  wires, 
calicoes^  raw  silks,  tea,  wrought  silks,  ye-  and  »  would  return 
by  the  same  course  wc  came.  He  told  us  our  best  port  had 
been  to  have  put  in  at<l&f<jtf,  where  wtcoxiit*A\aNt,\v2«^^ 
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a  market  for  our  opium^  to  our  satisikctionf  and  might,  for  out  I 
money,  have  purchased  all  sorts  of  Chim  goods  as  cheap  as  ve 
could  at  Nanquin. 

Not  being  able  to  put  the  old  nun  out  of  his  talk,  of  which 
he  was  vciy  opiniatcd  or  conceited,  I  told  him  vc  were  gcntk- 
men  as  well  as  merchants,  and  that  we  had  a  mitid  to  go  and  sec 
the  great  citjr  of  Peking  and  the  famous  court  of  the  monardi 
of  China,  Why  then,  says  the  old  man,  you  should  go  to 
NingpQ^  where,  by  the  river  which  runs  into  the  sea  there,  you 
may  go  up  within  five  leagues  of  the  great  canaL  This  canal  tsi 
navigable  river,  which  goes  through  the  heart  of  that  vast  em;xjt 
of  China^  crosses  all  the  nvcrs,  passes  some  considerable  hills  by 
the  help  of  sluices  and  gates,  and  goes  up  to  the  city^  of  P^om^ 
being  in  length  near  270  leagues. 

Well,  said  I,  Seignior  Portuguese^  but  that  is  not  our  business 
now :  the  great  question  is.  If  you  can  carry  us  up  to  the  dty  of 
Nanquin^  from  whence  we  can  travel  to  Pekin  afterwards  ?  Y«, 
he  said,  he  could  do  so  very  well,  and  that  there  was  a  great 
Dutch  ship  gone  up  that  way  just  before.  This  gave  me  a  little 
shock ;  and  a  Dutch  ship  was  now  our  terror,  and  we  had  much 
rather  have  met  the  devil,  at  least  if  he  had  not  come  in  too 
frightful  a  figure:  and  we  depended  upon  it,  that  a  Dutch  ship 
would  be  our  destruction,  for  we  were  in  no  condition  to  fight 
them ;  all  the  ships  they  trade  with  in  those  parts  being  of  great 
burden,  and  of  much  greater  force  than  we  were. 

The  old  man  found  me  a  little  confused,  and  under  some  con- 
cern, when  he  named  a  Dutch  ship;  and  said  to  me.  Sir,  you 
need  be  under  no  apprehension  of  the  Dutch^  I  suppose  they  we 
not  now  at  war  with  your  nation.  No,  said  1,  that's  true  \  but 
I  know  not  what  liberties  men  may  take,  when  they  are  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  laws  of  their  country.  Why,  said  he,^««  m-i 
no  pirates,  what  need  you  fear  ?  They  will  not  meddle  with 
peaceable  merchants,  sure.

If  1  had  any  blood  in  my  body  that  d  iJ  not  Hy  up     ^ 
face  at  that  word,  it  was  hindered  by  sc^ruc  stop  in  th  ^^ 
appointed  by  nature  to  prevent  it;  for  'xtjyatmcmtothc^      er^etA 
disorder  and  confusion  imaginable;  nor  was  it  possibly ^ ^^^^ 
to  conceal  it  so,  but  that  the  old  man  easily  perceived  it. 

Sir,  said'he,  I  find  you  arc  in  some  disorder  in  your  thoughts 
at  my  talk :  pray  be  pleased  to  go  which  way  you  think  fit ;  and 
depend  upon  it,  I  will  do  you  all  the  service  I  can-  Why, 
Seignior,  said  I,  it  is  true,  I  am  a  litde  unsettled  in  my  resolution 
at  this  time,  whither  to  go  in  particular ;  and  I  am  something 
more  so,  for  what  you  said  about  pirates :  I  hope  there  are  no 
pirates  in  these  seas ;  we  are  but  in  an  ill  condition  to  meet  with 
them ;  for  you  see  we  have  but  a  small  force,  and  but  very 
weakly  manned. 

Oj  Sir,  said  he^  do  not  be  concerned ;  I  do  not  know  that 
there  has  been  any  pirates  in  these  seas  these  fifteen  years,  except 
one,  which  was  seen,  as  I  hear,  in  the  bay  of  Siamy  about  a 
month  mce ;  but  you  may  be  assured  she  is  gone  to  the  south- 
ward ;  nor  was  she  a  ship  of  any  great  force,  or  fit  for  the  work ; 
she  was  not  built  for  a  privateer,  but  was  run  away  mth  by  a 
reprobate  crew  that  were  on  board,  after  the  captain  and  some 
of  his  men  had  been  murdered  by  the  MaUccans^  at  or  near  the 
island  of  Sumatra, 

What !  said  I,  seeming  to  kni>w  nothing  of  the  matter^  did  they 
murder  the  captain?  No,  said  ^,  I  do  not  understand  that  they 
murdered  him ;  but  as  they  afterwards  run  away  with  the  ship, 
it  is  generally  believed  they  betrayed  him  into  the  hands  of  the 
MaUucans^  who  did  murder  him ;  and,  perhaps,  they  procured 
them  to  do  it.  Why  then,  said  /,  they  deserved  death,  as  much 
as  if  they  had  done  it  themselves.  Nay,  said  the  old  man^  they 
do  deserve  it;  and  they  will  certainly  have  it  if  they  light  upon 
any  English  or  Dutch  ship ;  for  they  have  all  agreed  together, 
that  if  they  meet  that  rc^e,  they  will  give  him  no  quarter. 
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But,  said  I  to  him,  you  say  rfie  jrirate  is  gone  out  of  tbc« 
teas;  how  can  they  meet  with  him  then  ?

ay,  said  he,  if  the  foremost  boats  had  been  well  seconded  b^ 
:he  rest,  they  had  certainly  tafecn  him  ;  but  hcj  finding  onJr  two 

?ats  within  reach  of  him,  tacked  about,  and  fired  at  these  two, 
disabled  them  before  the  other  came  up;  and  then  standliig 
jff  to  sea,  the  other  were  not  able  to  follow  him,  and  so  he  got 
Lway.  But  they  have  all  so  exact  a  description  of  the  ship,  dua 
:hey  will  be  sure  to  know  him;  and  wherever  they  find  him, 
have  vowed  to  give  no  quarter  to  either  the  captain  or  sea- 

len,  but  to  hang  them  all  up  at  the  yard-arm. 

What !  said  1,  will  they  execute  them  right  or  wrong ;  hai«f 
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guilt)- without  due  inquiry  ;  and  perhaps  I  r^r^s/h've  to  c^^m^  ^ 
■  ;  of  them  to  an  account  for  it,  where  they  mrmy  be  Caug-  i-^ - 
^  justice  is  to  be  executed ;  and  that  no  mam  ought  £o  be       ^.^^ 
^  as  a  criminal  till  some  evidence  may  be  had  of  the  criftrw^  ^/jo 
J  that  he  is  the  man, 
^        With  this  I  told  him,  that  this  was  the  very  ship  they  attack- 
^  cd;  and  gave  him  a  fidl  account  of  the  skirmish  we  had  with 
their  boats,  and  how  ibolishty  and  coward-like  they  behaved.    I 
,  told  him  all  the  story  of  our  buying  the  ship,  and  how  the 
Lj  Dutchmen  served  us.     I  told  him  the  reasons  I  had  to  believe 
^  that  this  story  of  killing  the  master  by  the  Malaccans  was  true ; 
as  also  the  running  away  with  the  ship  \   but  that  it  was  all  a 
^  fiction  of  their  own,  to  suggest  that  the  men  were  turned  piraus ; 
£  and  they  ought  to  have  been  sure  it  was  so,  before  they  had 
-    ventured  to  attack  us  by  surprise^  and  oblige  us  to  re^st  them  ,- 
adding,  that  they  would  have  the  blood  of  those  men,  who  we 
killed  there,  in  our  just  defence,  to  answer  for. 
~         The  old  man  was  amazed  at  this  relation ;    and  told  us,  we 
were  very  much  in  the  right  to  go  away  to  the  north ;  and  that 
if  he  might  advise  us,  it  should  be  to  sell  the  ship  in  China^ 
which  we  might  very  well  do,  and  buy  or  build  another  in  the 
country :  and,  said  he,  though  you  will  not  get  so  good  a  ship, 
yet  you  may  get  one  able  enough  to  carry  you  and  all  your 
goods  back  again  to  Bengaly  or  any  where  else. 

1  told  him  I  would  take  his  advice,  when  I  came  to  any  port 
where  I  could  find  a  ship  for  my  turn,  or  get  any  customer  to 
buy  this.  He  replied,  I  should  meet  with  customers  enough  for 
the  ship  at  Nanquin,  and  that  a  Chinese  junk  would  serve  me  very 
well  to  go  back  agdn ;  and  that  he  would  procure  me  people  both 
to  buy  one,  and  sell  the  other. 

Wcll^  but,  Seignicr,  says  I,  as  you  say  they  know  the  ship  so 
well,  I  may,  perhaps,  if  I  follow  your  measures,  be  instrumental 
to  bring  some  honest  innocent  men  into  a  terrible  broil,  and»

that  they  had  been  so  much 
people  who  were  on  board  at  fii 
yet  it  was  not  true  that  they  hac 
ticular  these  were  not  the  men  I 
but  innocently  bought  her  for  tl 
they  wiJl  so  far  believe  me,  as,  i 
for  the  time  to  come.     Well,  st 
message  to  them  from  me  ?  Yes, 
it  under  your  hand>  in  writing,  th 
it  came  from  you,  and  not  out  o\ 
that  I  would  readily  give  it  him  unc 
and  ink,  and  paper,  and  wrote  at  I 
with  the  long-boats,  &c.  the  prctci 
just  cruel  design  of  it;  and  conclu 
they  had  done  what  they  not  only 
but  also,  that  if  ever  they  came  ti 
them  there,  they  should  all  pay  d 
country  were  n"** ' — 
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to  an  anchor  at  th^  Bouth-wcsc  point  of  the  great  gulph  of 
iqMw  i  where,  by  the  wiy,  I  came  by  accident  Co  umlcr&txndr 
mo  Dutch  ships  were  gone  that  length  before  me,  and  that 
ah^uld  ecnsinly  fall  into  their  hands.  I  consulted  m>'  partner 
again  in  this  exigency,  and  he  wil$  as  much  at  a  loss  us  1  wit5t 
would  very  gladly  have  bcai  safe  oj\  short  almoitt  any 
However^  I  was  not  m  iuch  peqilenity  nnihcr,  hut  I 
the  old  pilot  if  there  was  no  creek,  or  harbour^  which 
ight  put  into,  and  pursue  my  buaincss  with  the  Oiimse  pri- 
vatelvp  and  be  in  no  danger  of  the  enemy  ?  He  told  mc»  if  I 
wouM  sail  to  the  southward  about  txro  and  forty  leases,  there 
was  B  little  port  called  ^incfukng^  where  the  ftithers  of  the 
mission  usually  landed  from  MacM,  on  their  progress  to  teach 
the  Chrisiiin  rrligum  to  like  Chinest^  xntX  where  no  Eitr^pfan 
ships  ever  put  in;  and  if  I  thought  to  put  in  there,  I  might  con- 
sder  what  farther  counc  to  take  when  I  was  on  shore.  He 
CoiifcftAcd,  he  said,  it  wu  not  a  place  for  merchants,  except  thai 
St  some  certain  lime*  tlioy  had  a  kint!  of  a  fair  there,  when  the 
merchants  from  Jafan  came  over  thither  to  buy  the  CMnat 
merchandifcs* 

We  all  ^rced  to  go  ^iwM  to  iKxs  place  :  the  name  of  the  port, 
as  he  called  it,  I  m.iy,  perha{v»,  speU  wrong  ;  tor  I  do  T«ot  par- 
tkulariy  rtmembcr  it,  having  lost  this,  together  with  the  names 
of  m^m  o4hcr  places  set  down  in  a  little  pocket-book,  which 
was  spoiled  hy  the  wafer,  cm  an  accident  which  I  shall  relate  m 
in  order;  but  this  I  remember,  that  the  Chixtsf  or  Japantu 
merchants  we  corresponded  with  call  it  by  a  differing  name  from 
tliat  which  our  Portuguese  pilot  gave  it,  and  pronounced  it  iff 
sbovc  QwwMrfiTf* 

As  we  were  unanimous  in  our  resolutions  to  go  to  this  place, 
we  weighed  the  next  day,  having  only  gone  twice  on  shoiv, 
where  we  were  to  get  fre:(h  wiittr ;  on  lioth  which  occasions  ^ 
people  of  the  country  were  very  civU  to  ua,  «A  \*«wb^  *ca 
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Lburdance  of  things  (9  sell  to  us;  1  mean  of  fro^hiom^  pUfl^ 
roots,  tea,  rice»  and  some  fowls ;  but  nothing  without  moocy, 

Wc  came  to  the  other  port  (the  wind  being  contrarv)  tmtli^ 
|five  days ;  but  ir  was  very  much  to  our  satisfaction ;  and  1  w 
joyful,  audi  I  may  say,  thankful,  when  1  set  my  foot  safe  on  short: 
resolving,  and  my  partner  too,  that  if  it  was  possible  to  dispoc 
lof  ourselves  and  effects  any  other  way,  though  not  every  way  Co 
'our  satisfaction,  we  would   never  set  one   foot  on    board  lis^ 
lUnhappy  vessel  more :  and  indeed,  I  must  acknowlet^e,  thai  oi 
|all  the  circumstances  of  life  that  ever  1  had  any  experienced. 
nothing  makes  mankind  so  completely  miserable  as  that  of  bang 
in  constant  fear.     Well  does  the  scripture  sayj  **  i fie  ffar  sf  mjM 
brings  a  snare;"  it  is  a  life  of  death  ;  and  the  mind  is  so  enardy 
suppressed  by  it,  that  it  is  capable  of  no  relief;  the  animal  sfxnZt 
sink,  and  all  the  vigour  of  nature,  which  usually  supports  men 
under  other  afflictions,  and  is  present  to  them  in   the  gr«tte« 
exigencies,  fails  them  herd

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see  that  we  were  a  mixture  of  English^  Psriuguesf,  ^^j^dA///!} 
and  but  two  Dutchmen  on  board.  Ttiese>  and  ^^^^*^^^^y other pm 
ticular  circumstuiccs,  might  have  made  it  evident  ti^  t^c  undcr- 
standing  of  any  commahdbr,  whose  hands  we  mi ^At  J^/  mto*^ 
that  we  were  no  pirates. 

But  fear,  that  blind  usele^  passion,  ^^rked  another  way,  anc^ 
threw  us  into  the  vapours ;  it  bewildered  our  understandings, 
and  set  the  imagination  at  work,  to  form  a  thousand  terrible 
things,  that,  perhaps,  might  never  hap|)ch»  We  firet  supposed, 
as  indeed  every  body  had  related  to  us,  that  the  seamen  on  board 
the  English  and  Dutch  ships,  but  especially  the  Dutch,  were  so 
enraged  at  the  name  of  a  pirate,  and  especially  at  our  beating  of 
their  boats,  and  escaping,  that  they  Vould  not  give  themselves 
leave  to  inquire  whether  %b  Wcfc  pirates  Or  no ;  b'ut  would  exe- 
cute us  off-hand,  as  we  call  it,  without  giving  us  any  room  for 
a  defence^  We  reflected  that  there  was  really  so  much  appa- 
rent evidence  before  them,  that  they  would  scarce  enquire  after 
any  more  \  as,  first,  that  the  ship  was  certainly  the  same,  and 
that  some  of  the  seamen  among  them  knew  her,  and  had  been 
on  board  her ;  and,  secondly,  that  when  we  had  intelligence  at 
the  river  of  Cambodia^  that  they  were  coming  down  to  examine 
tis,  we  fbtight  their  boat,  and  flcd»  So  that  we  made  no  doubt 
but  they  were  fully  satisfied  of  our  being  pirates  as  we  were  sa- 
tisfied of  the  contrary ;  and  as  I  often  said,  I  know  not  but  I 
should  have  been  apt  to  have  taken  those  drcumstances  for  evi- 
dence, if  the  taUes  were  turned,  and  my  case  was  theirs ;  and 
have  made  no  scruple  of  cutting  all  the  crew  to  pieces,  without 
believing,  or  perhaps  considering^  what  they  might  have  to  offer 
in  their  defence. 

But  let  that  be  how  it  will^  those  were  our  apprehensions ; 
and  both  my  partner  Uid  I  too>  Scarce  slept  a  night  without 
dieanung  of  halters  and  yard-ama ;  that  is  to  Say,  gibbets ;  of 
%iitingi  <^  bong  taken ;  ef  killing  and  beihg  kilted ;  and  one 
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night  i  was  in  such  a  fury  in  my  drciFn>  fancying  the  Daiihm 
had  boarded  ns,  and  I  was  knocking  one  of  their  seamen  do«» 
that  1  struck  my  double  fist  against  the  side  of  the  catnn  1  to 
in,  with  such  a  force  as  wounded  my  hand  most  gnev<nii|^ 
broke  my  knuckles,  and  cut  and  bruised  the  flesh,  so  that  itBff 
only  waked  me  out  of  my  slecp^  but  I  was  once  afraid  I  shoul; 
have  lost  two  of  my  fingers. 

Another  apprehension  1  had,  was,  of  the  cruel  usage  we  m^ 
meet  with  from  them,  if  we  fell  into  their  hands  -  then  the  *ian 
of  ^mhyna  came  into  my  head,  and  how  the  Dutch  might,  pcf- 
haps,  torture  us,  as  they  did  our  countrymen  there ;  and  nab 
some  of  our  men,  by  extremity  of  torture,  confess  those  crima 
they  never  were  guilty  of;  own  themselves,  and  all  of  us,  to  be 
pirates  \  and  so  they  would  put  us  to  death,  with  a  formal  if- 
pcarance  of  justice ;  and  that  they  might  be  tempted  to  do  tlcfc 
for  the  gain  of  our  ship  and  cargo,  which  waa  worth  four  or  fi*f 
thousand  pound,  put  all  together. 

These  thines  tormented  me,  and  mv  partner 
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youth,  should  now  oomc  to  be  hsngcd  in  my  old  age*  and

After  these  thought's  v>nii:fhirtg  tyf  religxin  wuuld  cume  tn; 

d  1  should  be  considering  th«:  this  seemed  10  mc  to  be  a  did* 

ition  of  immediac  Providence ;  and  I  ought  to  look  upon  it, 

submit  to  it*  as  such :  that  although  1  was  innocent  as  to 

en,  I  wsiA  fur  fn>ni  toeing  inniKc^rit  ^^  to  my  (Vf^ker;  and  I 
ught  to  look  in,  and  examine  what  other  crimes  in  my  life 
Vv^crr  most  obvious  to  me,  and  for  which  Providence  might  juady 
inflict  this  punishment  t&  a  rctriburion;  and  that  I  ought  to 
submit  to  this,  just  as  I  would  to  a  shipwreck,  if  it  had  pleased 
God  to  have  brought  such  a  disaster  upon  me* 

In  its  turn,  natural  courage  would  somctimca  take  its  place; 
atid  then  1  would  be  talking  myself  up  to  vigorous  resolution, 
ihat  I  would  not  be  taken  to  be  barbiroutly  used  by  a  parcel  of 
merciless  wretches  in  cold  blood;  that  ic  were  much  better  to 
have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  nv^c»,  who  were  mui-caters, 
And  who,  I  W4*.  sure,  wtiM  fca*t  upun  me  when  they  had  taken 
Jnc,  than  by  those  who  woutd^  perhnps,  glut  their  rage  upon  me 
by  inhuman  tortures  and  birbniities;  that,  in  the  ca»c  of  the 
savages,  I  always  resolved  to  die  fighting,  to  the  last  ga^p;  and 
mhy  should  I  not  do  h>,  seeing  it  was  much  more  d-*eadfti),  :o 
pti  St  Uojtt  to  think  of  falling  into  theie  men's  hand^  than  ever 
it  waa  to  think  of  being  ctten  by  men :  for  the  savngcs,  give 
them  cbeir  ilue,  woukt  not  eat  a  man  till  be  was  dead  ;  and  killed 
bim  fim,  as  we  do  a  bulkxk;  but  that  these  men  had  many 
ferti  beyond  the  cruelty  of  death.  Whenever  these  thoughts 
prevailed,  I  was  sure  to  put  myself  in  a  kind  of  (ever,  with  the 
agitations  of  a  tup|)09cd  f^ht ;  my  blood  would  l)oil,  ind  my 
ryes  sparkle,  as  if  I  was  engaged ;  and  t  tlwv{«  t«9«^^  V!&»^\ 
iRMift/taAienaquarrcr  at  their  hands;  buxcvaW^Na^-b^^^ 
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esist  no  longer,  I  would  blow  up  the  ship,  and  all  that  wain 
leri  and  leave  them  but  little  booty  to  boast  of. 

By  how  much  the  greater  weight  the  anxieties  and  perplcn6s 
if  these  things  were  to  our  thoughts  while  wc  were  at  sea,  If 
io  much  the  greater  was  our  satisfaction,  when  we  saw  oundw 
in  shore;  and  my  partner  told  me,  he  dreamed,  that  he  hid  a 
'ery  heavy  load  upon  his  back,  which  he  was  to  carry  up  a  hill| 
and  found  that  he  was  not  able  to  stand  long  under  it ,  butthtf 
the  Portuguese  pilot  camCj  and  rook  it  off  of  his  back,  and  tic 
hill  disappeared,  the  ground  before  him  shewing  aJl  smooth  vA 
plain:  and  truly  it  was  so;  we  were  all  like  men  who  hade 
[load  taken  off  of  their  backs- 

For  my  part,  I  had  a  weight  taken  off  from  my  heart,  thil 
lit  was  not  able  any  longer  to  bear  \  and,  as  I  said  above,  wc  Pfr 
solved  to  go  no  more  to  sea  in  that  ship.  When  wc  camcdft 
shore,  the  old  pilot,  who  was  now  our  friend,  got  us  a  lodgii^ 
and  a  warehouse  for  our  goods,  which,  by  the  way,  was  much 
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pcnc  in  tavii,  atid  who  ha4  been  there  same  time,  converting 

e  people  to  Christianity' ;  but  wt  thought  they  made  but  poor 

k  of  it ;  and  made  them  bur  sony  Christiafif  when  thcjr  had 

However,  that  was  none  of  our  business*     One  of  these 

a  Frnuhman^  who  thry  oiBcd  father  Simtn ;  he  was  a  jolly 

rell-condilioiiciJ  nun,  ver>*  frc«  in  his  convcrsatioD,  not  seeming

put  account,  they  undergo  noc  the  fatigue  vi  the  voyage,  and 

^  hazards  of  living  in  such  places^  but  oftentimes  death  itself^ 

^ilh  the  most  violent  tortures,  for  the  sake  of  this  work :  and  it 

muld  be  a  grt-sii  wan::  of  charity^  in  us,  wh;itcver  opimoti  wc 

pave  of  the  work  it^lf",  and  the  manner  vf  their  tkni^  it,  if  wc 

Kiould  noc  have  a  good  opinion  of  their  zeal,  who  undertook  it 

With  so  many  hazards,  and  who  have  no  proapcct  of  the  least 

kinporal  advantage  to  iliem«elvev 

I  But,  to  return  to  my  stcf  y :  This  Frtneh  priest^  father  Simm^ 
Iras  appointed,  it  seems,  by  order  of  the  chief  of  the  mi8sion>  to 
irp  to  Ptkin,  the  royal  wat  of  the  Cidmu  cu\^iet<;n  \  ^J^ 
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fcvaited  orly  for  another  priest,  who  was  ordered  fo  come  ti>ii 
Tom  Macao,  to  go  along  with  him ;  and  we  scarce  rver 
:ogether,  but  he  was  inviting  mc  to  go  that  journey^  teJIiagt^l 
low  he  would  shew  me  all  the  glorious  things  of  chat  m^ 
empire ;  and  among  the  rest,  the  greatest  city  in  the  worW;i 
:ity,  said  he,  that  your  LenJortj  and  our  Paris^  put  togC^'tf 
rannot  be  equal  to-  This  was  the  cit)'  of  Pckh/,  which.  I 
Fess,  is  very  great,  and  infifiitcly  full  of  people  ;  bur,  as  I 
)n  those  things  with  different  eyes  from  ether  men,  solsbij 
[ive  my  opinion  of  them  in  few  words,  when  I  come>  in  ifc*' 
:oursc  of  my  travels,  to  speak  more  particularly  of  rhcm. 

But  first,  I  come  to  my  friar  or  missionary-  Dining  ^' 
lim  one  day,  and  being  very  merry  together,  I  shewed  y^rt 
Jitde  inchnation  to  go  with  him ;  and  he  pressed  mc  and  oi 
Jartncr  very  hard,  and  with  a  great  many  persuasions,  to  vat 
:nt-  Why,  father  Simctt^  says  my  partner,  why  should  ^w 
iesire  our  company  so  much  ?  You  know  we  are  heretics,  W 
'ou  do  not  love  us,  nor  can  not  keep  us  company  with  any  pfo- 
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l|^»  thic  my  other  good  ecclesiastic  had ,  of  whom  I  haw  sud  j 
fo  much.  1 

^  But  to  leave  him  a  little,  though  he  never  kft  us,  rtor  solicit- 
jog  us  to  go  with  him,  but  wc  had  something  else  before  us  atd 
firti ;  for  we  haJ,  all  this  while,  our  ship  and  our  merchandize 
po  dispose  of;  and  we  begin  to  be  very  doubiful  whit  we 
pbould  do,  for  wc  were  now  in  a  place  of  very  Httk  bu5tnc3S; 
■nd  once  1  was  about  to  venture  to  sail  fer  the  nvcr  of  Kiiam-, 
{v)d  the  city  of  Natt^uin:  but  Providence  seemed  now  more 
tpifibly,  as  I  tiiought,  than  ever,  to  concern  itself  in  our  ^Siw  \ 
juid  I  wia  cnoounged  from  this  very  time  to  think  [  should, 
bne  way  or  orlicr,  get  out  of  this  tangled  circumstance,  and  be 
bcougbt  home  to  my  own  country  again ;  though  I  had  not  the 
least  view  of  the  marncr ;  and  when  I  began  sometimes  to  think 
Ipf  it,  could  not  im^inc  by  what  method  it  was  to  be  ilonc. 
Providence,  /  sayy  began  here  to  clear  up  our  way  a  fittle ;  and 
the  fine  thing  that  offered  ^-as,  that  our  old  Porfuptfsr  pilot 
bfxvughc  a  Japan  merchant  to  us,  who  began  to  inquire  whac 
goodv  we  had  \  and,  in  the  fir«t  plice^  he  Ixjught  all  our  opium* 
«nd  gave  ui  It  very  good  price  for  it,  paying  us  tn  gold  by 
-weight,  >ome  in  small  pieces  of  their  own  coin,  and  some  in 
vnali  wctigcs,  of  about  ten  or  eleven  ounces  each.  While  wc 
weT«  dealing  with  him  for  our  opium,  it  came  into  my  head  that 
he  might,  perhaps,  deal  with  us  for  the  ship  too;  and  1  or- 
dered the  IntcfprctcT  to  propose  it  to  him*  He  shrunk  up  his 
■houlders  al  it,  when  it  was  Rnt  pnojiosed  to  him  ;  but,  in  a 
ftw  days  aitcr,  he  came  to  me,  with  one  of  the  missionary  priests 
tot  his  interpreter,  and  told  me,  he  had  a  proposal  to  make  to 
mc*  and  that  was  this :  Me  h^d  bought  a  great  quantity  of  goods 
of  us  when  he  had  no  thouahts  (*ir  prijpctt;tls  made  to  him)  of 
buying  the  ship ;  and  that,  thcretore,  he  bad  not  money  enough 
to  pay  for  the  ship;  but  if]  would  let  the  aame  men  who  were 
in  the  ship  navigate  her,  he  wouki  hire  thcshi^  to^u»T(i;^«o». 
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and  would  send  them  from  thence  to  the  Philippine  isUniisirr

ic  shall  account  fof  one  hA(  of  iIk:  jimfifs  of  the  ship's  fteight, 
uv,  the  other  shall  be  hi^  own. 

If  my  partner^  who  was  no  way  concerned  with  my  young 
nan,  made  him  such  an  offer,  1  could  do  no  Ic^  than  oAcr  him 
the  %4inc ;  and  all  the  ship's  company  being  willing  to  go  with 
him,  we  made  over  half  the  «hip  to  him  in  properry,  and  took 
writing  from  him,  obliging  htm  to  account  for  the  other ;  and 
way  he  went  to  Japan.     The  Japan  merchant  proved  a  very 
puncttial  honest  man  to  him,  prelected  hira  at  Jtipaitj  and  got 
liim  licence  to  come  on  5iu>re,  which  the  Eur9peans  in  general 
have  not  lately  obtained;  paid  him  hia  ftrigkt  very  punctually, 
bent  him  to  the  PhUippints^  loaded  with  Japan  and  China  wairs^, 
And  a  supercargo  of  their  own,  who  trafficking  with  the  Spaniardt^ 
brought  back  European  goods  again*  and  a  great  quantity  of 
cloves,  jtnd  other  spicc ;    and  there  he  was  not  only  paid  his 
freight  wry  well,  and  at  a  very  good  price,  but  l>cing  not  wil- 
ling to  sell  the  «hip  then,   the  mcrchat^t  furnished  him  widt 
goods  <fn  hb  own  account;   that,  for  some  money,  and  some 
vpiccs  of  htt  own,  which  he  brought  with  him,  he  went  back  to 
the  ManiUas^  to  the  SpAviards^  where  he  sold  his  cargo  very 
vrdl.     Here,  having  gotten  a  good  acquaintaitce  at  Manilla^  he 
got  bis  ship  made  a  free  ship ;  and  the  governor  of  Mtmlla 
ihirrd  him  to  go  to  AfapoUo  tn  /Imfritm^o^  the  coast  of  A//xico ; 
^d  gave  him  a  licence  to  land  there,  and  travel  to  Mexico ;  and 
[to  p3M  in  any  Spatnjk  sJup  to  Eurtft^  with  all  h^  tvv»u 
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and  would  send  them  from  thence  to  the  PhiUppim^  islands  wfli 
smother  loading,  which  he  would  pay  the  freight  of,  bc&re  tfaer 
went  fixmi  Japan ;  and  that,  at  their  return,  he  would  buy  tk 
ship*  I  began  to  listen  to  his  proposal ;  and  so  eager  did  my 
head  still  run  upon  rambling,  that  I  could  not  biit  b^m  ta  o- 
tertain  a  noQon  of  going  myself  with  him,  and  so  to  sul  (nm 
the  Philippine  islands  away  to  the  Sooth  Seas ;  and  suxordingh 
I  asked  the  Japanese  merchant,  if  he  would  not  hire  us  to  th 
Philippine  islands,  and  dischai^  us  there.

chant, or  how  I  pleased  to  order  him ;  that  if  ever  he  came  to 
Englandy  and  I  was  there,  and  alive,  he  would  render  me  a  fidth- 
ful  account  of  his  success,  and  it  should  be  as  much  mine  as  I 
pleased. 

I  was  really  loth  to  part  with  him :  but,  considering  the  pros-

It  ten  days'  journey  to  sec  the  city  of  Na^^uirrt  and  a  city 
fill  seeing  indeekl :  they  tdv  it  has  a  million  of  people  in 
ch,  however,  I  do  not  believe.  It  is  regularly  hullt,  the 
lU  eaocdy  straight^  and  cross  one  another  in  direct  lines, 
pvci  die  figure  of  it  great  advantage.

lavages,  we  did  not  expect  such  things  among  them ;  and  ifcis, 
ndeed,  is  the  advantage  with  which  ail  their  greatness  and  pcww 
s  represented  to  us  :  otherwise,  it  is  in  itself  nothing  at  all ;  tV» 
I  have  said  of  their  ships,  so  may  be  said  of  their  armies  anJ 
roops  ;  all  the  forces  of  their  empire,  though  they  wcrc"to  bring 
■wo  niilhons  of  men  into  the  field  together,  would  be  able  to  do

jicc  beside  my  dc&igii,  I  Aiiy,  in  a  word,  were  not  its  disrajicc 
concdvaUy  great  from  MMJCfivy^  and  wa»-not  the  MuJte^u 
npire  almost  as  rude,  impotent,  and  ill-governed  %  crowd  of 
ivcs  as  thcy^  the  czar  of  Afusc^jy  might,  with  much  case,  drive 
em  aJI  out  of  thrir  coancrj",  and  contjiicr  them  in  one  campaign ; 
A  had  the  czar,  who  I  since  heir  is  a  growing  pijnce,  and 
^lU  to  appear  formidabk  in  the  world,  talkrn  this  way,  instead 
"  dtTax:king  the  wirlikL-  Swe^rij  in  which  attempt  none  of  the 
m'cn  of  Europe  would  have  cnvietl  or  intemiptod  him,  he 
ighe,  by  this  time,  have  been  emperor  of  China^  instead  of 
ling  beaten  by  the  king  of  Sweden  at  NaruM^  when  the  latter 
as  not  one  to  six  in  number.  At  thrtr  strength  hjkI  their 
^andeur,  so  their  navigation,  commerce,  and  husbandry,  is 
ipcrfcct  and  impotent,  compared  to  the  same  things  in  Eur^p^* 
Iso,  in  their  knowlcilgc,  their  larnir^,  thdrskill  in  the  sciences; 
«y  have  globes  and  spheres,  and  a  smatch  of  the  kixiwlnlgc  of 
c  mathematics ;  but  when  you  come  to  inquire  into  their  know- 
Jgc,  how  short-sighted  arc  the  wisest  of  their  students!  They 
low  nothing  of  the  motion  of  the  heavenly  bodies;  and  so 
ottly,  absurdly  ignorant,  that  when  the  sun  is  eclipsed,  they 
ink  it  is  a  great  dragon  has  aswullcd  and  rm  aw^iy  with  it;

le  will  have  heard  the  like  of,  I  shall  therefore  say  very  little  of 
ill  the  mighty  places,  desert  countries,  and  numerous  people,  I 

lavc  yet  to  pass  through,  more  than  relates  to  my  awn  ston'. 
ind  which  my  concern  among  them  will  make  necessary,  I  was 
low,  as  near  as  1  can  compute,  in  the  heart  of  Chinaj  about 
:he   latitude  of  thirty  degrees  north  of  the  line,    for  wc  was 

eturned  from  Nanquin :   1  had  indeed  a  mind  to  sec  the  city  of 

V^/>,  which  I  had  heard  so  much  of,  and  father  Sim&Ti  impor- 
:uned  me  daily  to  do  it.  At  length  hts  time  of  going  away  being 
iCt,  and  the  other  missionary,  who  was  to  go  with  him,  bang 
irrived  from   MucaOy  it  was  necessary  that  we  should  resolve 
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of  the  provisions,  collected  it  duly  from  us ;  so  that  our  travel- 
ing in  the  retinue  of  the  mandann,  though  ic  wu  a.  vcrjr  grmt 
kinilnoa  to  m,  was  not  such  a.  mighty  favour  m  him,  but  was, 
indeed,  a  gKat  ad\*ant^  to  him,  considering  there  were  ibove 
thirty  other  people  ira*^llcd  in  the  stmc  minrxr  besides  us, 
under  the  procection  of  his  retinue,  or,  as  wc  mzy  call  it»  under 
his  convoy*  This,  I  say,  vna  a  great  advantage  to  him;  for 
the  country  furnished  all  the  proviiions  for  nothing,  and  he  took 
oil  our  money  for  them. 

We  were  live-anii-twenly  *iays  iT^velling  to  Pekin^  through  a 
oouritry  infinitely  popubuft,  but  miserably  cultivated ;  the  hufr- 
bsuidry,  the  oeconomy,  and  the  way  of  living,  miacnble ;  Chough 
they  bout  so  much  of  the  industry  uf  the  people:  I  say  miserable; 
and  90  it  is;  if  we,  who  undcrstard  how  to  live,  were  10  endure 
it,  or  to  compare  it  with  our  own ;  but  not  so  to  these  poor 
wretches,  who  know  no  other.  The  pride  of  these  people  is 
infinitely  great,  and  exceeded  by  nothing  but  their  puvcrty, 
which  adds  to  that  which  1  call  their  misery.  And  I  mu«  needs 
titink  the  naked  savages  of  Am^ruA  live  much  more  happy, 
because,  a  they  have  nothing,  so  they  desire  nothing ;  whereas 
these  are  |>roud  and  invilent,  and,  in  the  main,  are  mere  beggars 
xnd  drudges;  their  ostentarion  is  inexpressible,  and  is  chiefly 
shewed  in  their  clothes  and  building,  and  in  the  keeping  multi-> 
cudes  of  servants  tx  »lave?t,  aiul,  which  is  to  the  kst  degree 
ridiculous,  their  contempt  of  all  the  world  but  themselves, 

1  must  confers,  I  travelled  more  pleasantly  afterwarxis,  in  tho 
dcaota  and  vast  wildernesses  of  Grand  7iar/itfrv,  than  here;  and  yet 
tbe  roads  here  are  well  piivrd,  and  well  kepi,  and  very  conveni- 
ent for  travellers :  but  nothing  was  more  awkward  to  me,  than 
to  tee  such  a  haughty,  imperious,  insolent  people,  in  the  mtdst 
of  the  grossest  simplicity  and  ignorance;  for  all  chcir  famed  in- 
genuity is  no  more.  And  my  friciKt,  bther  SimfiHf  and  I,  used 
to  be  very  merr)-  upon  these  occasions^  to  see  the  be^^al^  ^pe^^ 
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f  these  people :  for  example,  coming  by  the  house  of  a  courtry 
rendeman,  as  J^rher  Simon  called  him,  about  t^n  leagues  off  of 

he  city  of  Nam^uin^  we  had,  first  of  all,  the  honour  to  ride  wiii 
the  master  of  the  house  about  two  miles ;  the  state  he  rode  is 
was  a  perfect  Don  QuixGiismj  being  a  mixture  of  pomp  and 
poverty. 

The  habit  of  this  greasy  Don  was  very  proper  for  a  scan- 
nouch,  or  nierrj'-andrcw,  being  a  dirty  calico^  with  all  the  taw- 
iry  and  trapping  ofa  fool's  coat,  such  as  hanging  sleeves,  tassels, 

nd  cuts  and  slashes  almost  on  every  side ;   it  covered  a  taffen' 

est,  as  greasy  a3  a  butcher,  and  which  testified,  that  his  honour 
must:  needs  be  a  most  exquisite  sloven, 

jHis  horse  was  a  poor,  lean,  starved,  hobbling  creature,  such  as 
in  Ertgland  might  sell  for  about  thirty  or  forty  shillings ;  and  he 
had  two  slaves  followed  him  on  foot,  to  drive  the  poor  creature 

long :  he  had  a  whip  in  his  hand,  and  he  belaboured  the  beasr 

fast  about  the  head  as  his  slaves  did  about  the  tail ;  znd  thus 

le  rode  bv  us  with  ab. 
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vfZ'  one  M  dv  sqmrv  with  a  «poon,  ind  the  other  hdd  the  djsh 
with  one  hind^  and  scraped  otFwhat  he  let  fall  upon  his  wonhtp's 
beard  and  tafTctr  vest;  while  the  great  hi  brute  thought  it 
beJow  ham  to  employ  his  own  hands  in  any  of  those  familiar 
ofliee«  which  kings  and  monarchs  would  rather  do  than  be 
trouble^l  with  the  clumsy  fcigcn  of  their  servants, 

I  tcx>k  thi»  time  Id  think  what  pain  men's  pride  puts  thetn  tOf 
and  how  tTotiblcsome  a  haughty  temper,  thus  Ul-managcd,  must  be 
to  a  man  of  common  sense :  and,  leaving  the  poor  wretch  to  pleaae 
htmsclfwithour  looking  achim,  as  if  we  admired  hits  pomp,  where 
as  we  really  pitied  and  contemner)  hitn,  wc  pureoed  uur  journey; 
only  6ither  Srmon  had  the  curtosscy  to  stay  to  inform  himself 
what  dainties  the  country  justice  had  to  feed  on,  in  all  his  state; 
which  he  said  he  had  the  honour  to  taste  of,  and  which  was^  I 
think,  a  dose  that  an  English  houtul  would  ^canre  have  eaten,  if 
it  had  been  offeied  him>  viz.  a  meu  of  boiled  rice,  with  a  great 
piece  of  garlick  in  it,  and  a  little  b^  filled  with  green  pcppcfi  and 
another  pLnnt  which  they  have  there,  something  like  our  gingeti 
but  smelling  lilce  mu«k,  and  tasting  like  mustard ;  all  this  was 
put  together,  and  a  sntall  lump  or  piece  of  lean  muEtoti  boiled  in 
it;  and  this  was  hb  worship's  repast,  four  or  five  servants  nnrc 
attending  at  a  distance.  If  he  fed  them  meaner  thati  he  was  fed 
himself,  the  spice  excepted,  the)'  must  fare  very  coarsely  indeed. 

As  for  our  mandarin  with  whom  we  travelled,  he  was  respected 
like  a  king  ;  surrounded  always  with  his  gendemcn,  and  attend- 
ed in  all  his  appearances  with  such  pomp,  that  I  saw  littk  of  him 
but  at  a  dbtance ;  but  this  1  observed,  that  there  was  not  a 
hone  in  his  retJnuc,  but  that  our  carriers'  pack-bones  in  EM^UitJ 
seemed  to  me  to  look  much  better ;  but  they  wrrc  so  covered  with 
equipage,  miniles,  trappings  aitd  «uch  like  trumpery,  that  you 
cuuiot  sec  whether  they  src  fat  or  lean.  In  a  word,  wc  could  see 
scarce  any  (hirg  hut  their  feet  and  their  heads.

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It  wu  die  beginning  of  Ffirteary,  our  stylc»  when  we  Kt  out 
from  Ptkin.  M)r  partner  and  the  old  pilot  h;id  gunc  express 
bflek  to  the  port  where  we  had  first  put  in,  to  (Uspo^e  of  some 
goods  which  we  had  left  there;  and  I>  with  a  Chiwif  mcrchint, 
who  I  hod  stinx  kiiowlnlge  of  at  NanqHtn^  and  who  cune  to 
PektB  on  his  own  a£urs,  went  to  N^wqnin,  where  I  bought 
nineCy  pieces  of  tine  daxnaslu^  with  about  two  hundred  preoes  of 
other  very  fii^c  stlk}&,  of  acvcral  »ort3,  some  mixed  with  gold,  and 
had  all  these  brought  to  Ffkin  against  niy  partner's  rcmmi 
bcffldes  this  we  bought  a  very  latge  quantity  of  raw  sllk^  and 
some  other  goods;  our  cargo  amounting,  in  these  goods  onlyp 
to  about  three  thou^-uid  five  hundred  pounds  sterling,  whkh» 
together  with  tea  and  some  fine  calicoes,  awl  three  camek' loads 
of  nutHKg^  and  cbvcs,  loaded  in  all  eighteen  camcb  for  o«jr 
share,  bc^dcs  those  we  rtxic  upon ;  which,  with  two  or  thrCO 
spctfe  horws,  and  two  horses  loaded  with  provtooDt>  made  us, 
in  short,  twenty -six  camels  and  horses  in  out  retinue. 

The  company  wu  very  great,  and^  as  near  ts  I  can  remen^ 
ber,  ma^le  between  three  and  four  hiindml  hiirsc,  and  upward  of 
a  hundred  and  twenty  men,  ver)'  well  anned>  and  provided  fix  all 
events.  For,  as  the  eastern  caravans  are  subject  to  be  attaclrcd 
by  the  jfrah,  so  arc  these  by  the  Tartars ;  but  they  arc  not 
altogether  so  dangerous  as  the  jtrahs^  nor  so  harbuuus  when 
they  prevail. 

The  company  coofiisted  of  people  of  several  natioRS^  such  as, 
Muscovius  chiefly ;  for  there  were  above  sixty  of  them  who 
were  merchants  or  inhahiranu  of  M9S€9W^  though  of  them  some 
were  Uv^iiaws ;  and,  to  our  parijcuhr  saxisftcaon,  five  of  them 
were  Sc^t^  who  appcaicd  also  to  be  men  of  great  experience  in  busi- 
ness, and  men  of  vet)  giud  substance. 

When  we  had  travelled  ojk  day's  journey,  the  guides,  who  were 
five  in  numbct,  called  all  the  gentlemen  aitd  merchants;  that  is 
CO  say,  all  the  passcngcrsj  except  the  servants^  to  a.

Well,  cay^t  I,  Seignior^  do  you  think  it  would  stand  out  an 
nrmy  of  our  country  people,  with  a  good  trcun  of  arttllery;  or 
Dur  engineers,  with  t^'o  compoinics  of  miners  ?  Would  not  they' 
patter  ir  down  in  ten  davft,  that  an  army  might  enter  in  battalis, 
E>r  blow  it  up  in  the  air,  foundation  and  all,  that  there  should  be 
no  sign  of  it  left  ?  Ay,  ay,  says  hc>  I  know  that.  The  Chinese 
wanted  mightily  to  know  what  J  siid,  and  I  gave  him  leave  lo 
trll  him  a  few  days'  after,  for  wc  wiis  then  alznost  out  of  their 
Muntry,  and  he  was  to  leave  us  in  a  Unle  time  afterward;  but 
when  he  ki^w  what  I  had  said,  he  was  dumb  all  the  test  of  the, 
ivay,  and  we  heard  no  more  of  his  Arc  story  of  ihe  Chifuse  power 
ind  greatness  while  he  staid  1 

I  After  wc  had  passed  this  mighty  rtoiMtgf  ctUed  a  wall,  some- 
Ihing  like  the  Piers  wall,  and  so  famous  in  NortfrnrnttrlanJ^  and 
built  by  the  Romans,  we  began  to  find  the  country'  thinly  inha- 
btcd,  and  the  people  rather  confined  to  live  in  fortified  towns 
knd  citkst  as  being  subject  to  the  inroads  and  depredations  of 
the  TariarSj  who  rob  in  great  armicH,  and  ibcrcforc  arc  not  to 
be  resisted  by  the  naked  inhabitants  of  an  open  country. 
I  And  here  I  began  to  find  the  necessity'  of  keeping  together  in 
p  caravan,  as  we  travelled ;  for  wc  saw  several  troops  of  Tartan 
BDving  about ;  but  when  I  came  to  see  them  distinctly,  I  won- 
pered  more  that  the  Chimse  empire  cwdd  be  coR<]uered  by  such 
contemptible  fellows ;  for  they  are  a  mere  horde  or  crowd  of  wilf 
kUows,  keeping  no  order,  and  understanding  no  disciplinci  or

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Immtdiatdy  wc  h^ilftnt ;  and  though  !c  was  at  a  great  distancv^ 
wc  fin^d,  and  sent  them  leaden  buUeu  for  wooden  srrow^  follow- 
ing our  shot  full  gallop,  to  fall  in  djnong  them  s^-ord  jn  hand ; 
(or  Ml  our  bold  S<ct  that  leil  u«  ilirecttxl.  He  was,  iTidctrd,  but 
a  merchant,  bur  he  behaved  with  thac  ^gour  and  bruver^'  on 
this  occasion^  and  yet  with  such  a  cool  eoui«ge  too,  that  I  never 
saw  any  man  in  action  fitter  for  command.  As  soon  as  we 
came  up  to  ihcni,  we  fiinl  our  pistols  in  thdr  faces,  and  then 
drew;  but  they  fled  in  the  greatest  confusion  imaginable;  the 
only  stand  any  of  them  made  was  on  our  right,  where  three  of 
them  stood,  and,  by  ^gns,  called  the  rest  to  come  back  to  them, 
having  2  kind  of  scymitar  in  their  hands,  ain)  chcir  bows  hanging 
at  their  backs.  Our  brave  commander,  without  asking  any  body 
to  follow  him,  gallops  up  close  to  them,  and  with  his  fusil  knocks 
orK  of  them  off  his  horse,  killol  the  second  with  his  pistol,  and 
the  third  ran  away ;  and  thus  ended  our  light ;  but  we  htd  this 
misfortune  attcndmg  it,  vrz.  That  alJ  cur  mutton  that  wc  had 
in  chacc  goL  away.  Wc  had  not  a  man  killed  or  hurt ;  but,  as 
for  the  TdrtarSf  there  waa  about  five  of  them  killed ;  who  were 
wounded,  wc  knew  not ;  but  this  we  knew»  thnt  the  other  party 
LM5  so  frighted  with  the  noise  of  our  gtins^  that  they  made  off^ 
Vbd  never  made  any  attempt  upon  us. 

I  We  were  all  this  while  in  the  Cfuvttt  domink>ns,  and  tberefen 
I  the  Tartars  were  not  so  bold  as  afterwards  i  but  tn  about  five 
days  wc  entered  a  vast  great  wild  dcscn^  whkh  held  us  three 
days'  and  nights*  march  ;  and  we  were  obliged  Co  carry  our  water 
with  u£  in  great  leather  bottler,  and  to  encamp  all  nighty  just  as 
J  have  heard  they  do  in  the  desert  of  Arabia, 

I  asked  whose  (JomSniori  this  was  in?  and  they  toM  Die  this 
w»  a  kind  of  border  that  might  be  called  jV^  Man*s  LanJ; 
being  a  part  of  the  Circat  K^trakaihy^  or  Grand  TarUry ;  but 
chat,  however,  it  was  all  reckoned  to  Ciijsa ;  but  that  there  was 
no  care  taken  here  to  i>reservc  it  from  ibc  inroads  of  thievc4\ 


Onccj  however>  a  party  of  i 
gaze  at  us;    whether  it  was 
whether  attack  us,  or  not  atts 
when  we  were  passed  at  some  ^ 
guard  of  forty  men,  and  stood  r 
pass  half  a  mile,  or  thereabout 
they  marched  off,  only  we  fbunc 
at  their  parting ;  one  of  which 
abled  him ;  and  we  left  him  the 
need  of  a  good  ^rrier.

We  travelled  near  a  month  a 
good  as  at  first,  though  still  in  t] 
China ;  but  lay,  for  the  most  p 
were  fortified,  because  of  the  inc 
we  came  to  one  of  these  towns  (i 
joumev  TW^—  - 
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I  walked  it  Oft  foot,  wich  my  old  pilor,  being  very  desirous, 
MBoorh,  of  a  little  variety-     When  w^  came  to  the  placc«  it 
ns  a  low  manhy  ground,  walled  round  with  a  stonewall,  jnicA 
dry^  wiihout  mortar  or  cjirth  amoiig  it^  like  a  park,  with  a 
.«  guard  of  Chirsts^  soldiers  at  Ehe  door.     Having  boufjht  a 
cl,  and  agreed  for  the  price,  I  came  away;  and  the  Chinesf 
n  that  went  with  me  led  the  camel,  when  on  a  suddcr  came 
ip  five  Tartars  on  horschack ;  two  of  them  se'rzcd  the  fellow, 
took  the  camel  from  him»  wt^lc  other  throe  stepped  up  to 
and  my  old  pilot ;  seeing  us,  as  it  werc>  unarmed^  for  I  had 
weapon  Rbintt  me  hut  rny  xwordj  which  could  but  ill  deJerul 
against  three  horsemen.     ITie  fint  that  came  up  stopped 
upon  my  drawing  my  sword  (for  they  arc  arrant  cowards); 
II  a  woml  coming  upon  my  left,  gave  mc  a  hluw  un  the  head, 
Wch  ]  never  felt  till  afterwards^  and  wonder^,  when  I  came 
myvelft  what  was  the  matter  with  me,  and  where  I  was,  for 
hid  mc  Rat  on  the  gtiound ;  but  my  never-failing  old  pilot, 
p9riugufjt  (so  providence,  urlooked  for,  directs  deliverance* 
dangers  which  to  us  are  untoresecn^)  had  a  pistol  in  his 
kct,  which  1  knew  nothuig  of,  nor  the  farUrs  neither ;  if 
cy  had,  I  Mipposc  they  would  not  have  attacked  us;    hut 
wards  are  always  bolde:<r  when  there  i^  no  danger. 
The  old  man,  wcing  me  down,  with  a  tx>ld  heart  stepped  up 
tbc  fellow  that  had  ntnick  mc,  and  laying  hold  of  his  arm 
h  one  hand,  ^ml  pulling  h:m  dnwn  hy  main   furce  a  hnic 
lum  with  the  other,  he  shot  him  into  the  head,  and  laid 
dead  upon  the  spot ;  he  then  immediately  stepped  up  to  him 
had  stopped  us,  as  I  said,  and  before  he  could  come  forward 
in  (for  it  WHS  all  done  as  it  were  in  a  moment)  made  a  blow 
him  with  a  scymrtar,  which  he  always  worct  but  micaing  tho

iiig  upon  an  ugly  ill-favour 
thing  like  a  pole-axe>  but  rii 
from  him>  and  made  shift 
with  it.     But  my  old  man 
still ;  andj  seeing  he  did  not 
fight  him>  as  he  apprehended 
stood  still  too,  and  falls  to  v 
pistol  again :  but  as  soon  as 
he  supposed  it  to  be  the  same 
he  scoured*  and  left  my  pilot, 
ward,  a  complete  victory. 

By  this  time  I  was  a  little  ai 
began  to  awake,  that  I  had  bet 
above,  1  wondered  where  I  waj 
and  what  was  the  matter :  in  ; 
sense  returned,  I  felt  pain,  th 
clapped  my  hand  to  my  head, 
felt  my  head  ache :  anH  ►^'" 
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lad  been  killed;  and  seeing  mc  bloody,  would  see  how  J  was 
lutt ;  but  it  was  not  much,  only  what  wc  call  a  broken  head ; 
■either  did  I  afterwards  find  any  great  inconvenience  from  the 
)low,  other  than  the  place  which  was  hurt,  and  which  was  well 
Lgain  in  two  or  three  days. 

We  made  no  great  gain,  however,  by  this  victory ;  for  we 
ost  a  camel,  and  gained  a  horse :  but  that  which  was  remarkable, 
vhen  we  came  back  to  the  village^  the  man  demanded  to  be  paid 
br  the  camel ;  I  disputed  it,  and  it  was  brought  to  a  hearing 
jcfore  the  Chinese  judge  of  the  place  \  that  is  to  say,  in  English j 
ve  went  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Give  him  his  due,  he 
u;ted  with  a  great  deal  of  prudence  and  impartiality ;  and  hav- 
ng  heard  both  aides,  he  gravely  asked  die  Chinese  man  that 
rent  with  me  to  buy  the  camel,  whose  servant  he  was  f  I  am 
lo  servant,  says  he^  but  went  with  the  stranger.  At  whose  re- 
quest? says  the  justice.  At  the  stranger's  request,  says  he. 
Why  then,  said  the  justice,  you  were  the  stranger's  servant  for 
Jie  time ;  and  the  camel  being  delivered  to  his  servant,  it  was 
delivered  to  him,  and  he  must  pay  for  it. 

I  confess  the  thing  was  so  dear,  that  I  had  not  a  word  to  say ; 
but  admiring  to  see  such  just  reasoning  upon  the  consequence, 
md  so, accurate  stating  the  cause,  I  paid  willingly  for  the  camel,' 
ind  sent  for  another  \  but  you  may  observe,  I  sent  for  it ;  I  did 
ru>t  go  to  fetch  it  myself  any  more ;  I  had  enough  of  that. 

The  city  of  Naum  is  a  frontier  of  the  Chinese  empire :  they 
call  it  fortified,  and  so  it  is,  as  fortifications  go  there;  for  this  I 
will  venture  to  affirm,  that  all  the  Tartars  in  Karakathay^  which, 
I  believe,  are  some  millions,  could  not  batter  down  the  walls 
with  their  bows  and  arrows ;  but  to  call  it  strong,  if  it  were  at- 
tacked with  cannon,  would  be  to  make  those  who  understand  it 
laugh  at  you. 

Wc  wanted,  as  I  have  said,  above  two  days'  journey  of  tlus 
ity   when  messengers  were  sent  express  to  every,  part  of  the

they  had  appeared  ;  but  the  no 
was  quite  another  thing. 

It  was  early  in  the  morning,  \ 
situated  town,  called  Changu^  w 
were  obliged  to  ferry ;  and  had  I 
then  had  been  the  time  to  have 
being  over,  the  rear-guard  was  hi 
About  three  hours  after,  when 
of  about  fifteen  or  sixteen  miles  c 
they  mised,  we  saw  an  enemy  ^ 
hand  indeed,  for  they  came  on  uj 
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of  our  men  advance,  and  flank  them  on  each  wing,  and  encou- 
rage ihcm>  tnd  they  will  fight  like  bmvc  fellows  in  brave  com- 
pany ;  but  vn'chout,  the)'  will  every  mzn  (urn  his  tuck.  Imm&^ 
diately  I  rode  up  to  ojt  leiderj  and  told  him^  who  was  exactly 
of  our  mind;  and  accordingly  fifty  of  us  marched  to  the  right 
vring,  and  Afty  to  the  Icfc,  and  the  rest  made  a  Ymc  of  rescue ; 
and  so  we  mnrched,  leaving  the  Imt  two  hundred  men  to  make 
another  body  by  themselves,  and  to  guard  the  camels  \  only 
that,  if  need  were,  they  should  send  a  hundred  men  lo  assist  the 
last  fifty. 

In  a  word,  the  Tarteri  came  on»  and  an  innumen^e  company 
chcy  were;  how  many^  we  could  not  tcil^  but  ten  thousand  we 
thought  was  the  least.  A  party  of  ihcm  came  on  first,  and 
viewed  our  posture,  rravrr^irg  the  ground  in  the  front  of  our 
line ;  ainl  as  wc  found  them  within  gun-shot,  our  leader  ordered 
the  two  wings  to  advance  s^tiy,  and  give  them  a  salvo  on  each 
wing  with  thctr  shoe,  which  wa.-i  i^onz ;  but  they  went  oif,  and  I 
MJppose  back  to  give  an  account  of  the  recqxion  they  were  Hke 
to  meet  with;  and,  indeed,  that  salute  clogged  their  stomachfi; 
for  they  immediately  halted,  stood  awhile  to  con^dcr  of  it,  and, 
wheeliitg  off  to  the  left,  they  gave  over  the  dexign,  and  loid  no 
more  to  \&  for  that  time ;  which  w:i^  very  agreeable  to  our  eir- 
cumstanccs,  which  were  but  vcr)'  inditlcrent  for  a  battle  with 
such  a  number. 

Two  days  after  this  wc  came  to  the  city  of  jVjjni,  or  Pfatim : 
Wc  thanked  the  governor  for  his  care  for  us,  and  collected  to 
tbc  value  of  loo  crowm,  or  thereabouts,  which  hy  gave  to  the 
soldier*  sent  to  guard  u« ;  and  here  wc  rested  one  day.  Thii  ts

Not  a  town  or  city  we  passed  1 
their  Idols,  and  their  temples;  ai 
even  the  works  of  their  own  hant 

Now  we  came  where,  at  least, 
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be  God,  we  are  once  again  come  among  Christians !    He  smilec::^ 
and  answered.  Do  not   rejoice  too  soon,  countryman ;    the^^ 
Muscovites  are  but  an  odd  sort  of  Christians;  and  but  for  the 
name  of  it,  you  may  see  very  little  of  the  substance  for  some 
months  farther  of  our  journey. 

Well,  says  I,  but  sdll  it  is  better  than  paganism  and  wor- 
shipping of  devils.  Why,  I'll  tell  you,  says  he ;  except  the 
Russian  soldiers  in  garrisons,  and  a  few  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
cities  upon  the  road,  all  the  rest  of  this  country,  for  above  a 
thousand  miles  farther,  is  inhabited  by  the  worst  and  most 
ignorant  of  pagans:  and  so  indeed  we  found  it. 
-  We  were  now  launched  into  the  greatest  piece  of  solid  earth, 
if  I  understand  any  thing  of  the  surface  of  the  globe,  that  is  to 
be  found  in  any  part  of  the  earth :  we  had  at  least  twelve  hundred 
miles  to  the  sea,  eastward ;  we  had  at  least  two  thousand  to  the 
bottom  of  the  Baltic  sea,  westward ;  and  above  three  thousand 
miles,  if  wc  left  that  sea,  and  went  on  west,  to  the  British  and 
French  channels;  wc  had  full  five  thousand  miles  to  the  Indian 
or  Persian  sea,  south ;  and  about  eight  hundred  miles  to  the 
frozen  sea,  north:  nay,  if  some  people  may  be  believed,  there 
might  be  no  sea  north-east  till  we  came  round  the  pole,  and 
consequently  into  the  north-west,  and  so  had  a  continent  of  land 
into  America^  the  Lord  knows  where ;  though  I  could  give  some 
reasons  why  I  believe  that  to  be  a  mistake. 

As  we  entered  into  the  Muscovite  dominions,  a  good  while 
before  we  came  to  any  considerable  towns,  wc  had  nothing  to 
observe  there  but  this :  first,  that  all  the  rivers  run  to  the  east ; 
as  I  understood  by  the  charts  which  some  in  our  caravan  had 
with  them,  it  was  plain  all  those  rivers  run  into  the  great  river 
Tamoury  or  Gammour.  This  river,  by  the  natural  course  of  it, 
must  run  into  the  east  sea,  or  Chinese  ocean-  The  story  they 
tei/  us,  that  the  mouth  of  this  river  is  choked  up  with  bulrushes 
of  ^  jiionstrous  growth,  viz_,  three  foot  about,  and  twenty  or

this  I  shall  say  no  more ;  it  was  m^ 
therefore  I  take  notice  of  it  in  thi 
from  the  river  Arguna  by  easy  and 
verv  viei^^l"  ^ui:— J  '      • 
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were  Rumatis  and  professed  Christiana,  yet  the  inhabitants  of 
the  coxintry  vtcrc  mere  pagans^  sacrificing  to  bdah,  and  wor- 
ahipping  the  tun,  moon,  and  stars,  cr  all  the  host  of  heaven ; 
and  not  onJy  so»  but  were,  of  all  the  heathinj  and  pa^ant  that  ever 
1  met  with,  the  most  barbarous,  except  only  that  they  did  not  eat 
man*s  fleshy  as  our  savages  of  /frntrka  did. 

Some  instances  of  this  we  met  with  in  the  country  between 
Argnna^  where  we  enter  the  Miuc^viU  dominions,  and  a  city  of 
Tartars  and  Russians  together,  called  NfrXzimkay  ;  im  w)ttch  i;* 
a  conriniJc^Ei  dr^urn  tir  fortst,  which  cost  u*  twenty  days  to  travel 
over  it.  Ill  a  vill^,  near  the  last  of  thaw  placca^  I  hsd  the 
curiosity  to  go  and  3CC  !hcir  way  of  living ;  which  is  moat  bnitish 
and  insufferable :  they  had,  I  ftuppo^,  a  great  sscnlicc  that  day  ; 
for  there  stood  out  upon  an  c^d  stump  of  a  uee,  an  i^I  mode  of 
wood,  frightful  as  the  devil ;  ac  least  as  any  thing  wx  can  chink 
of  to  reprc<tcnr  the  devil  can  be  made.  It  had  a  head  certainly 
not  so  much  as  resembling  any  creature  that  the  woir!d  ever 
saw  ;  ears  a&  big  as  goats'  hofiis,  and  as  high ;  e>-cs  as  big  as  a 
crown  piece;  a  nose  like  a  crooked  ram's  horn,  and  a  mouth 
extended  four-conicrcd,  like  that  of  a  lion,  wirh  hofriblc  ircth^ 
hooked  like  n  parrot's  uikJct  bill,  h  was  dnrs&ed  up  in  the 
filthiest  mamier  that  you  could  suppo^;  ita  upper  garment  waa 
of  shccp'-ikins,  with  the  wool  outward;  a  great  7sri4r  bonnet 
on  the  head>  with  two  horns  growing  through  ft;  it  wns  about 
eight  foot  high,  yet  had  no  feet  or  legs,  or  any  other  proportion 
of  parts. 

This  scarecrow  wa%  set  up  at  the  outer  aide  of  the  village: 
and  when  I  came  ticar  to  it,  there  were  uxteen  or  seventeen 
creatures,  whether  men  or  women  I  could  not  tell,  for  tbcy 
make  no  distinction  by  ilicir  habits,  either  of  body  or  bead : 
cheve  lay  alt  flat  on  cIk  ground,  round  this  formklablc  block  of 
thspdeit  wood.  I  saw  no  n>otion  among  them  any  moce  than 
if  tbey  had  been  all  k^a  of  wood  tike  the  \As^\  uv^^furw^ixii^ 
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otherwise  they  would  bum  us  all  with  fire.  Our  men  looked 
very  blank  at  this  mess^e,  and  began  to  stare  at  one  another,  to 
see  who  looked  with  most  guilt  in  thar  ^ces^  but,  noho^  wu 
the  word,  nobody  did  it.  The  leader  of  the  caravan  sent  wwd, 
he  was  well  assured  it  was  not  done  by  any  of  our  camp ;  that 
wc  were  peaceable  merchants^  travelling  on  our  business;  that 
we  had  done  no  harm  to  them,  or  tti  any  one  else  ;  and  that 
therefore  they  must  took  farther  for  their  enemies,  who  had 
injured  them,  for  we  were  not  the  people ;  so  desired  them  not 
to  disturb  us ;  for  if  they  did,  we  should  defend  ourselves. 

They  were  fer  from  being  satisfied  with  this  for  an  answer, 
but  a  great  crowd  of  them  came  down  in  the  morning,  by  break 
of  day^  to  our  camp ;  but,  seeing  ua  in  £iuch  an  unaccountable 
situation,  they  durst  come  no  farther  than  the  brook  in  our  front, 
» where  they  stood,  and  shewed  us  such  a  number,  that  indeed 
terrified  us  very  much  ;  for  those  that  spoke  least  of  them,  spoke 
of  ten  thousand-  Here  they  stood,  and  looked  at  us  a  while, 
and  then  setting  up  a  great  howl,  they  let  fly  a  cloud  of  arrows 
among  us  \  but  we  were  welt  enough  fortified  for  that,  for  we 
sheltered  under  our  baggage;  and  I  do  not  remember  that  one 
man  of  us  was  hurt. 

Some  time  after  this,  we  see  them  move  a  little  to  our  right, 
and  expected  them  on  the  rear,  when  a  cunning  fellow,  a  Cossacif 
as  they  call  them,  of  Jarawena,  in  the  pay  of  the  MuscovtUSy 
calling  to  the  leader  of  the  caravan,  said  to  htm,  I  will  go  send 
alt  these  people  away  to  Sibeilka^  This  was  a  city  four  or  five 
days' journey,  at  least,  to  the  south,  and  rather  behind  us.  So 
he  takes  his  bow  and  arrows,  and,  getting  on  horseback,  be 
rides  away  from  our  rear  directly,  as  it  were,  back  to  Ntrt- 
xinskay ;  after  this  he  takes  a  great  circuit  about,  and  comes  to 
the  army  of  the  Tartars,  as  if  he  had  been  sent  express  to  tell 
them  a  long  story,  that  the  people  who  had  burnt  their  Cham- 
Chi'Thatingu  were  gone  to  Sibeilka^  with  a  caravan  of  ituacrcants, 
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monster,  call  it  what  you  will,  and  with  my  sword  cut  the  bonnet 
diat  was  on  its  head  in  two  in  the  middle,  so  that  it  hang  down 
by  one  of  the  horns ;  and  one  of  our  men  that  was  with  mc, 
took  hold  of  the  sheep-skin  that  covered  it,  and  pulled  at  it, 
when,  behold,  a  most  hideous  outcry  and  howling  run  through 
the  village,  and  two  or  three  hundred  people  came  about  my 
ears,  so  that  I  was  glad  to  scour  for  it ;  for  we  saw  some  had 
bows  and  arrows ;  but  I  resolved  from  that  moment  to  y'mt 
them  again. 

Our  caravan  rested  three  nights  at  the  town,  which  was  about 
four  miles  off,  in  order  to  provide  some  horses,  which  they 
wanted,  several  of  the  horses  having  been  lamed  and  jaded  with 
the  badness  of  the  way,  and  long  march  over  the  last  desert ;  so 
we  had  some  leisure  here  to  put  my  design  in  execution,  I 
communicated  my  project  to  the  Scots  merchant  of  Moscow^  of 
whose  courage  I  had  had  sufficient  testimony,  as  above.  I  told 
him  what  I  had  seen,  and  with  what  Indignation  I  had  since 
thought,  that  human  nature  could  be  so  degenerate.  I  told  him, 
I  was  resolved,  if  I  could  get  but  four  or  five  men  well  armed 
to  go  with  me,  I  was  resolved  to  go  and  destroy  that  vile 
abominable  idol ;  and  let  them  see  that  it  had  no  power  to  help 
itself,  and  consequently  could  not  be  an  object  of  worship,  or  to 
be  prayed  to,  much  less  help  them  that  oil^red  sacrifices  to  it. 

He  laughed  at  mc;  s^s  he.  Your  zeal  may  be  good;  but 
what  do  you  propose  to  yourself  by  it  ?  Propose !  said  I;  to 
vindicate  the  honour  of  God,  which  is  insulted  by  this  devil- 
worship.  But  how  will  it  vindicate  the  honour  of  God  f  said 
hCy  while  the  people  will  not  be  able  to  know  what  you  mean  by 
it,  unless  you  could  speak  to  them,  and  tell  them  so ;  and  then 
they  will  fight  you  and  beat  you  too,  I  will  assure  you ;  for  they 
are  desperate  fellows,  and  that  especially  in  defence  of  thdr 
idolatry.  Can  we  not,  ssdd  I,  do  it  in  the  night,  and  then  leave 
tftcoi  the  reasons  and  causes,  in  writing,  in  their  own  langua^  I 
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Writing !  said  he,  why  there  is  not  a  man  in  five  nations  of 
them,  that  know  any  thing  of  a  letter,  or  bow  to  read  a  word  ■ 
any  language,  or  in  their  own-  Wretched  ignorance!  said  I  to 
him ;  however,  I  have  a  great  mind  to  do  it ;  perhaps  nature 
may  draw  inferences  from  it  to  them,  to  let  them  sec  how  brutidi 
they  arc  to  worship  such  horrid  things.  Look  you.  Sir,  said  be, 
if  your  zeal  prompts  you  to  it  so  warmly,  you  must  do  it;  bin 
in  the  next  place,  I  would  have  you  consider  these  wild  naticBB 
of  people  are  subjected  by  force  to  the  Cxar  of  Muscovfi 
dominions ;  and  if  you  do  this,  it  is  ten  to  one  but  they  will 
come  by  thousands  to  the  governor  of  Nertzinskay^  and  cwd- 
plain,  and  demand  satisfaction,  and  if  he  cannot  give  them  sadv 
faction,  it  is  ten  to  one  but  they  revolt ;  and  it  will  occa^on  i 
new  war  with  all  the  I'artars  in  the  country. 

This,  I  confess,  put  new  thoughts  into  my  head  for  a  whiles 
but  I  harped  upon  the  same  string  still ;  and  all  that  day  I  was 
uneasy  to  put  my  project  in  execution.  Towards  the  evening, 
the  ScQis  merchant  met  me  by  accident  in  our  walk  about  the  town, 
and  desired  to  speak  with  me,  I  believe,  said  he,  I  have  put 
you  oiF  of  your  good  design;  I  have  been  a  little  concerned 
about  it  since;  for  1  abhor  the  idol  and  the  idolatry  as  much  as 
you  can  do.  Truly,  said  /,  you  have  put  it  off  a  little  as  to 
the  execution  of  it,  but  you  have  not  put  it  at  all  out  of  my 
thoughts;  and,  I  believe,  I  shall  do  it  still  before  I  quit  thi 
place,  though  I  were  to  be  delivered  up  to  them  for  satisfacdon. 
No,  no,  says  he;  God  forbid  they  should  deliver  you  up  to 
such  a  crew  of  monsters;  they  shall  not  do  that  neither;  that 
would  be  murdering  you  indeed.  Why,  says  I,  how  would  tiiey 
use  me  ?  Use  you !  says  he ;  I  will  tell  you  how  they  served  a 
poor  Russian^  who  affronted  them  in  their  worship  just  as  you 
did,  and  who  they  took  prisoner,  after  they  had  lamed  him  with 
an  arrow,  that  he  could  not  run  away ;  they  took  him  and  strip- 
ped him  stark  naked,  and  set  him  upon  the  top  of  the  iiiol  twMi-

ster,  and  stood  all  round  him,  and  shot  as  many  ^^rows  into  him 
as  would  stick  over  his  whole  body ;  and  then  they  burnt  bim 
and  all  the  arrows  sticking  in  hini»  as  a  sacriiice  to  the  idol. 
And  was  this  the  same  idol  ?  Yes,  says  he,  the  very  same. 
Well,  says  It  I  will  tell  you  a  story.  So  I  related  the  story  of 
pur  men  at  Madagascar,  and  how  they  burnt  and  sacked  the 
village  therc>  and  killed  man^  woman,  and  child,  for  their  mur- 
dering one  of  our  merit  j^^  ^  '^  related  before ;  and  when 
I  had  done,  I  added,  that  I  thought  wc  ought  to  do  so  to  this 
village. 

He  listened  very  attentively  to  the  story ;  but  when  I  talked 
of  doing  so  to  that  village,  says  he,  you  mistake  very  much  ;  it 
was  not  this  village,  it  was  almost  a  hundred  miles  from  this 
place ;  but  it  was  the  same  idol,  for  they  carry  him  about  tn  pro- 
cession all  over  the  country.  Well  then,  says  I,  then  that  idol 
ought  to  be  punished  for  it ;  and  so  it  shall,  says  I,  if  I  live  this 
night  out. 

In  a  word,  finding  me  resolute,  he  liked  the  design,  and  told 
me,  I  should  not  go  alone,  but  he  would  go  ^th  me ;  and  biing 
a  stout  fellow,  one  of  his  countrymen,  to  go  also  with  us ;  and 
one  says  he,  as  famous  for  his  zeal  as  you  can  desire  any  one  to 
be  against  such  devilish  things  as  these.  In  a  word,  he  brought 
me  his  comrade,  a  Scotsman^  who  he  called  Captain  Richardson ; 
and  I  gave  him  a  full  account  of  what  I  had  seen,  and,  in  a  word, 
of  what  I  intended ;  and  he  told  me  readily,  he  would  go  with 
mc  if  it  cost  him  his  life.  So  wc  agreed  to  go,  only  us  three. 
I  had,  indeed,  proposed  it  to  my  partner ;  but  he  declined  it. 
He  s^d,  he  was  ready  to  assist  me  to  the  utmost,  and  upon  all 
occasions,  for  my  defence ;  but  that  this  was  an  adventure  quite 
out  of  his  way :  so,  I  say,  we  resolved  upon  our  work,  only  us 
three,  and  my  man-servant,  and  to  put  it  in  execution  that  night 
about  midnight,  with  all  the  secrecy  imaginable. 
However,  upon  second  thought,  we  were  willing  to  delay  it 
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ill  the  next  night,  because  the  caravan  being  to  set  fonrtnd  a 
he  morning,  we  supposed  the  governor  could  not  preicrKl  M 
ive  them  any  satisfaction  upon  us  when  we  were  out  of  lui 
x>wcr. — The  Scots  merchant,  as  steady  in  his  resolution  fortijt 
enterprise,  as  bold  "in  executing,  brought  me  a  1'arcar^s  robe  s 
;own  of  the  sheep-skins,  and  a  bonnet>  with  a  bow  and  arrow; 
nd  had  provided  the  same  for  himself  and  his  countrymaa, 
hat  the  people,  if  they  saw  us,  should  not  be  able  to  detcmint 

ho  we  were. 

All  the  first  night  wc  spent  in  mixing  up  some  combusntle 
natter  with  aqua-vita:,  gunpowder,  and  such  other  materials  u 
could  get ;  and,  having  a  good  quantity  of  tar  in  a  little  poi» 
ibout  an  hour  after  night  we  sec  out  upon  our  expedition. 

We  came  to  the  place  about  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  ind 
bund  that  the  people  had  not  the  least  jealousy  of  danger  ai- 
ending  their  idol ;  the  night  was  cloudy,  yet  the  moon  ga.ve  as 
ight  enough  to  see  that  the  idol  stood  just  in  the  same  posture 
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fry  tn  take  thrm  |>risnncri«>  tte  thc-ir  }utr<U  tvhtnJ  thnn,  and 
:e  them  stand  (till,  and  see  their  idol  destroyed. 

As  it  happened,  we  hod  twine  or  pckthresd  enough  about  u»» 
which  w»  u!»ed  to  tie  our  firc-workx  together  with;  ao  wc  re- 
solved to  artsick  these  people  first,  and  with  as  little  noise  as  wc 
could-  The  first  things  we  did,  we  knocked  at  the  door,  which 
issued  just  as  wc  desired  it»  for  one  of  their  idol  priests  came  to 
the  door,  wc  immediately  seized  upon  Kim,  stopped  his  mouth* 
and  tied  his  hands  behind  him^  and  led  him  to  the  idol,  where 
wc  gagged  him  that  he  might  not  make  a  noise ;  tied  hU  feet 
obo  together,  aj^  left  him  on  fhe  giound. 

Two  of  us  then  waited  at  the  door,  expecting  that  another 
would  come  out  to  sec  what  the  matter  was ;  but  we  waited  so 
long  till  the  third  man  came  back  to  us;  and  then,  ttobody 
coming  out  wr  kntn:ktii  again  gcndy,  and  immeiliiitely  out  came 
two  more,  and  we  served  them  just  in  the  same  manner,  buc  wis 
obliged  to  go  all  with  them,  and  lay  them  down  by  the  idol 
aomc  distance  from  one  another;  whrn,  going  luck,  wc  found  two 
more  were  come  out  to  the  dcx>r,  and  a  third  *!ooti  hchin^l  ihem 
within  the  door.  We  seized  the  two,  and  immediately  tied 
them:  when  the  third  stepping  back,  and  crying  out,  my  6'cHj 
rncrchant  went  in  after  him,  aiKl  taking  out  a  composition  we 
had  made,  that  would  only  smoke  and  stink,  he  set  fire  to  it, 
and  threw  it  in  among  them :  by  that  time  the  other  ^^Vw/sMff 
and  my  man  taking  charge  of  the  two  men  who  were  already 
bo<md,  and  tied  together  also  by  the  arm,  led  ihem  away  to  the 
idol,  and  left  them  there,  to  see  if  their  idol  would  relieve  thenit 
making  haste  back  to  us. 

When  the  fute  we  had  thrown  bi  had  filled  the  hut  with  so 
mudi  smoke  that  they  were  almost  suffocated,  we  then  threw  in 
a  small  leather  bag  of  another  Icind,  which  flamed  like  a  candle, 
and,  following  it  in,  wc  found  there  wa^  but  four  people  left, 
who,  it  secms^  were  two  men  and  two  womct\^  «x\&^  v^  *m^  ibo^ 
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posed,  had  been  ^bout  some  of  thdr  diabolic  sacrifices.  Htcf 
appeared,  in  short,  irighted  to  death,  at  least  so  as  to  ^t  trem- 
bling and  stupid,  and  not  able  to  speak  neither,  for  the  smoke. 

In  a  word,  we  took  them,  bound  them  as  wc  had  the  other, 
and  all  without  any  noise,  I  should  have  said,  wc  brought  them 
out  of  the  house,  or  hut,  first;  for,  indeed,  we  were  not  able  to 
bear  the  smoke  any  more  than  they  were.  When  we  had  done 
this,  we  carried  them  altogether  to  the  idol :  when  wc  came  that, 
we  fell  to  work  with  him ;  and  iirst  we  daubed  him  all  over,  and 
his  robes  also,  with  tar,  and  such  other  stuiF  2s  we  had,  which 
was  tallow  mixed  with  brimstone ;  then  we  stopped  his  eyes, 
and  ears,  and  mouth  full  of  gunpowder;  and  then  we  wrapped 
up  a  great  piece  of  wild-fire  in  his  bonnet ;  and  then  sticking  all 
the  combustibles  we  had  brought  with  us  upon  him,  we  lookel 
about  to  see  if  we  could  find  any  thing  else  to  help  to  bum  him; 
when  my  man  remembered,  that  by  the  tent,  or  hut,  where  the 
men  were,  there  lay  a  heap  of  dry  forage,  whether  straw  or 
rushes  I  do  not  remember :  away  he  and  one  of  the  Scotsmen  run, 
and  fetched  their  arms  full  of  that.  When  we  had  done  this,  wc 
took  all  our  prisoners,  and  brought  them,  having  untied  thdr 
feet,  and  ungagged  their  mouths,  and  made  them  stand  up,  and 
set  them  just  before  their  monstrous  idol,  and  then  set  fire  to  the 
whole- 

Wc  stayed  by  it  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  or  thereabouts,  till  the 
powder  in  the  eyes,  and  mouth,  and  ears  of  the  idol  blew  up, 
and,  we  could  perceive,  had  split  and  deformed  the  shape;  and, 
in  a  word,  till  we  saw  it  bum  into  a  mere  block  or  log  of  wood ; 
and  then  setting  the  dry  forage  to  it,  we  found  it  would  be  quite 
consumed;  when  we  began  to  think  of  going  away;  but  the 
Scotsman  said,  No,  we  must  not  go;  for  these  poor  deluded 
wretches  will  all  throw  themselves  into  the  fire,  and  bum  them- 
selves with  the  idol.  So  we  resolved  to  stay  till  the  forage 
was  burnt  down  too,  and  then  we  came  away  and  left  Acm. 
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In  the  morning  wc  appeared  vnong^  o^^  fellow  traveJlers, 
exceeding  busy  in  getting  ready  for  our  journey ;  nor  could  any 
man  suggest  that  we  had  been  any  where  but  in  our  beds,  as 
travellers  might  be  supposed  to  be,  to  fit  themselves  for  the 
£itigues  of  that  day's  journey. 

But  it  did  not  end  so ;  the  next  day  came  a  great  multitude 
of  the  country  people,  not  only  of  this  village,  but  of  a  hundred 
more,  for  aught  I  know,  to  the  town  gates ;  and,  in  a  most  out- 
rageous manner,  demanded  satisfaction  of  the  Russian  governor^ 
for  the  insulting  their  priests,  and  burning  their  great  Chtzm-Chi- 
Thaungu ;  such  a  hard  name  they  gave  the  monstrous  creature 
they  worshipped ;  the  people  of  Nertzinskay  were  at  first  in  a 
great  consternation ;  for  they  said,  the  Tartan  were  no  less  than 
thirty  thousand,  and  that  in  a  lew  days  more,  would  be  one 
hundred  thousand  stronger. 

The  Russian  governor  sent  out  messengers  to  appease  them, 
and  gave  them  all  the  good  words  imaginable.  He  assured 
them  he  knew  nothing  of  it,  and  that  there  had  not  a  soul  of  his 
garrison  been  abroad;  that  it  could  not  be  irom  any  body 
there ;  and  if  they  would  let  him  know  who  it  was,  they  should 
be  exemplarily  punished.  They  returned  haughtily :  That  all 
the  country  reverenced  the  great  Cham-Chs-7haungu^  who  dwelt 
in  the  sun,  and  no  mortal  woujd  have  decreed  to  offer  violence 
to  his  image,  but  some  Christian  miscreant ;  so  they  called  them^ 
it  seems;  and  they  therefore  denounced  war  against  him^  and 
all  the  Russians ;  who,  they  said,  were  miscreants  and  Chris- 
tius; 

The  governor,  still  patient,  and  unwilling  to  make  a  breach, 
or  to  have  any  cause  of  war  alleged  to  be  given  by  him,  the 
Czar  having  straighdy  charged  them  to  treat  the  conquered 
ocKuitiy  with  gentleness  and  civility,  gave  them  still  alt  the  good 
words  he  could ;  at  last  he  told  them,  there  was  a  caravan  gone 
tovards  Russia  that  morning,  and  perhaps  it  was  some  of  them 
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.t,  if  they  wotild 

Llisfied  with  fhat,  he  would  send  after  them,  to  Inquire  into  iL 

*his  seemed  to  appease  them  a  litde;   and  accordingly  de 

[ovemor  sent  after  us,  and  gave  us  a  particular  account  how  t&« 

'iig  was;  intimating  withal,  that  if  any  in   our   caravan  hal 

me  it,  they  should  make  their  escape ;  but  that,  whether  thq' 

done  it  or  no,  we  should  make  all  the  haste  forward  tiu: 

'as  possible;  and  that  in  the  mean  time,  he  would  keep  than 

n  play  as  long  as  he  could. 

This  was  very  friendly  in  the  governor.  However,  when  it 
:amc  to  the  caravan,  there  was  nobody  knew  any  thing  of  i^e 
natter ;  andj  as  fur  us  that  were  guilty,  we  were  the  least  of  x\\ 
juspected  J  none  so  much  as  asked  us  the  question;  however, 
captain  of  the  caravan,  for  the  time,  took  the  hint  that  the 
;ovcriior  gave  us,  and  wc  marched  or  travelled  two  days  and 
vo  nights  without  any  considerable  stop,  and  then  we  lay  £1  a 
'illage  called  Phihus ;  ror  did  make  any  long  stop  herc>  bet 
lastercd  on  towards  Janzwrrra,  another  of  the  Czar  of  Mascffrr'! 
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*=  is  a  very  great  river  when  it  passes  farther  north ;   but  where      ^ 
^  oune  to  It,  we  found  it  narrow  and  fordable, 
i       The  third  day  they  either  found  their  mistalce,  or  had  int^^if^ 
^    gence  of  us,  and  came  pouring  in  upon  us,  towards  the  dusk  o^ 
r    the  evening.     We  had,  to  our  great  satisfaction^  just  pitched 
upon  a  place  for  our  camp,  which  was  very  convenient  for  the 
night ;  for  as  we  were  upon  a  desert,  though  but  at  the  banning 
of  it,  that  was  above  five  hundred  miles  over,  we  had  no  towns 
to  lodge  at,  and,  indeed,  expected  none  but  the  city  Jarawena^ 
which  we  had  yet  two  days'  march  to ;  the  desert,  however,  had 
some  few  woods  in  it  on  this  side,  and  little  rivers,  which  ran  all 
into  the  great  river  Vida^     It  was  in  a  narrow  str^t  between 
two  little,  but  very  thick  woods,  that  we  pitched  our  little  camp 
€oT  that  night,  expecting  to  be  attacked  in  the  night. 

Nobody  knew  but  ourselves  what  we  were  pursued  for ;  but 
as  it  was  usual  for  the  Mongul  Tartars  to  go  about  in  troops  in 
that  desert,  so  the  caravans  always  fortify  themselves  every 
night  against  them,  as  against  armies  of  robbers;  and  it  was 
therefore  no  new  thing  to  be  pursued. 

But  we  had  this  night,  of  all  the  nights  of  our  travels,  a 
most  advantageous  camp ;  for  we  lay  between  two  woods,  with 
a  little  rivulet  running  just  before  our  front ;  so  that  we  could 
not  be  surrounded  or  attacked  any  way,  but  in  our  front  or  rear : 
wc  took  care  also  to  make  our  front  as  strong  as  we  could,  by 
placing  our  packs  with  our  camels  and  horses,  all  in  a  line  on  the 
inside  of  the  river,  and  felling  some  trees  in  our  rear. 

In  this  posture  we  encamped  for  the  night;  but  the  enemy 
was  upon  us  before  we  had  finished  our  situation :  they  did  not 
come  on  us  like  thieves,  as  we  expected,  but  sent  three  messengers 
to  us,  to  demand  the  men  to  be  delivered  to  them,  that  had 
abused  their  priests,  and  burnt  their  god  Cham-Chi-7'haitngu 
with  fire,  that  they  might  bum  them  with  fire ;  and,  upon  this, 
tliey  said  they  would  go  away,  and  do  us  no  farther  harm^ 
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itherwisc  they  would  burn  iis  all  with  fire.      Our  men  looked 

-ery  blank  at  this  message,  and  began  to  stare  at  one  another,  to 

|ee  who  looked  with  most  guilt  in  their  faces>  but»  neiody  »ai 

ic  word,  nobody  did  it.     The  leader  of  the  caravan  sent  word, 

le  was  well  assured  it  was  not  done  by  any  of  our  camp ;  thai 

'e  were  peaceable  merchants,  travelling  on  our  business;  that 

'e  had  done  no  harm  to  them,  or  Co  any   one  else  ;  and  that 

herefore  they   miist  loolc    farther  for  their  enemies,   who  hai 

njured  them,  for  we  were  not  the  people ;  so  desired  them  not 

|:o  disturb  us;  for  if  they  did,  we  should  defend  ourselves. 

They  were  far  from  being  satisfied  with  this  for  an  answer, 
Hit  a  great  crowd  of  them  came  down  tn  the  morning,  by  break 
>{  day,  to  our  camp ;  but^  seeing  us  in  such  an  unaccountable 
iituation,  they  durst  come  no  farther  than  the  brook  in  our  front, 
vhen:  they  stood^  and  shewed  us  such  a  number,  that  indeed 
rerrified  us  very  much  ;  for  those  that  spoke  least  of  them,  spoke 
)f  ten  thousand.      Here  they  stood,  and  looked  at  us  a  whiltj 
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as  he  called  them;  that  b  to  5ay»  Chnstians;  and  ditt  they 
had  rctolvnl  to  bum   the  god  Scat  Isarg,  betongir.g  Co  the 

A>  this  fellow  wa5  himself  a  mere  Tartar,  ard  perfectly  spoke 
their  Ismginge,  he  ajuiiECTfcitcti  ut  well,  thar  rhcy  aJl  touk  ii 
Irom  hiin»  and  away  they  drove,  in  a  most  violent  hurr)',  to 
Sihfilkd^  which,  it  seems,  was  five  dayi'  jcumcy  to  the  north ; 
and  in  less  than  three  hours  tbcy  were  cntiirly  out  of  our  sight* 
and  we  never  heard  any  more  of  thcm^  and  wc  never  knew 
whether  they  went  to  that  other  place  called  Sik^iika^  or  no. 

So  wc  passed  safely  on  to  the  city  of  yttra^^na,  where  there 
was  a  garrison  of  MasetmUs  ;  and  there  we  rested  five  days,  the 
caravan  being  exceedingly  fatigued  with  the  last  day's  hard 
march*  and  ^ith  wont  of  rest  in  the  night. 

From  this  city  wc  had  a  frightful  dcscrtp  which  hdd  i«  three- 
and-twenry  dayt'  nvaTch>  We  ftimlshed  ourEclvcs  with  some 
tents  here,  for  the  better  accommodating  oundves  in  the  night ; 
and  the  leader  of  the  caravan  procured  aisctcen  cafnagca,  or 
wsggcms,  of  the  country,  for  carrying  our  water  and  provisions ; 
and  these  earriafrcs  were  our  defence  every  night  round  our  little 
camp ;  so  that  had  the  Tartars  appeared,  unle»  they  had  been 
very  numerous  uidecd,  they  would  not  have  been  able  to 
hurt  us. 

Wc  may  well  be  supposed  to  want  rest  ag:un  after  this  long 
journey;  for  in  this  dcsctt  wc  saw  neither  bouse  or  tree,  or 
scajx:c  a  bush ;  we  saw  nhun<Uncc  of  the  able-hunterif  as  tfaey 
called  them.  Thc9c  arc  all  Parian  of  the  Mmpikl  Tarrary^  of 
which  thb  county  is  a  port ;  and  they  frequently  attack  small 
onvana;  but  we  saw  no  numbers  of  them  togctlKr.  I  was 
cuHous  to  <$ee  the  sable^inx  thry  rarchecl ;  but  coufd  never  speak 
withany  ofthcm  ;  for  they  duni  not  come  near  us;  neither  dur^ 
wc  struggle  from  our  company  Co  go  near  thcin< 

After  we  had  [Ktvicd  this  desert,  wc  came  into  a  couti^c^  ^{0v<e^ 
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ell  inhabited;  that  is  to  say,  we   found   towns  and 
lettled  by  the  Czar  of  Muicovy^  with  garrisons  of  statjonajj 

loldiers  to  protect  the  caravans,  and  defend  the  country  agaimc 
;he  'Tartars^  who  would  otherwise  make  it  very  dangerois 
rravcllmgj  and  his  czatish  majesty'  has  given  such  strict  onicn 
^or  the  well  guarding  the  caravans  and  merchants,  that  if  dicrc 
ire  any  Tartars  heard  of  in  the  courtryj  detachments  of  the 
[arrisons  are  always  sent  to  sec  the  travellers  safe  from  station  ca 
itation. 

And  thus  the  governor  of  j4dinskoy^  who  I  bad  opportunitT 
:o  make  a  visit  to,  by  means  of  the  Scots  merchants,  who  wa< 
icquainted  with  him,  offered  us  a  guard  of  fifty  men,  if  we 
bought  there  was  any  danger,  to  the  next  station, 

I  thought  long  beftjre  this,  that  as  we  came  nearer  to  EuTvftj 

'e  should  find  the  country  better  peopled,  and  the  people  mort 

:ivilizcd ;  but  J  found  myself  mistaken  in  both,  for  we  had  yer 

:he  nation  of  the  Tongaescs  to  pass  through  \  where  we  saw  ffic 

^me  tokens  of  n:irranism  and  barbarirv,  or  worse,  than  be 
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1  am  no  more  to  describe  peopJe  than  countri^  ^  ^y  f^_ 
an  my  own  story  comes  to  be  concerned  !n  the  ,^7/,    I  m^ 
othing  peculiar  to  myself  in  all  this  country  whhh,  I 
,  waSj  from  the  desert  which  I  spoke  of  last,  at  least  four 
d  miles,  half  of  it  being  another  desert,  which  took  us  up 
days'  severe  travelling,  without  house,  or  tree^  or  bush ; 
re  obliged  again  to  carry  our  own  provisions,  as  well  water 
d.    After  we  were  out  of  this  desert,  and  had  travelled  two 
ve  came  to  Janezay^  a  Muscovite  city  or  station,  on  the 
nvcr  Janczay,     This  river,  they  told  us,  parted  Europe 
isia,  though  our  map-makers,  as  I  am  told,  do  not  agree 
however,  it  is  certainly  the  eastern  boundaty  of  the  ancient 
,  which  now  makes  up  a  province  only  of  the  vast  Muscth 
ipire,  but  is  itself  equal  in  bigness  to  the  whole  empire  of 

[  yet  here  I  observed  ignorance  and  paganism  still  prevailed, 
in  the  Muscovite  garrisons.  All  the  country  between  the 
>^_y,  and  the  river  Janczay  is  as  entirely  pagan,  and  the 
as  barbarous  as  the  remotest  of  the  Tartars;  nay,  as  any 

for  ought  I  know,  in  Asia  or  America.  I  also  found, 
I  observed  to  the  Muscovite  governors,  who  I  had  oppor- 
to  converse  with,  that  the  poor  pagans  arc  not  much  the 
or  the  nearer  Christianity,  for  being  under  the  Muscovite 
jnent;  which  they  acknowledged  was  true  enough,  but, 
r  sdd,  was  none  of  their  business ;  that  if  the  Czar  cx- 
to  convert  his  Siberian^  or  Tonguest^  or  Tartar  subjects,  it 

be  done  by  sendlrig  clergymen  among  them,  not  soIcUers; 
ey  added,  with  more  sincerity  than  I  expected,  that  they 
it  was  not  so  much  the  concern  of  their  monarch  to  make 
yplt  Christians,  as  it  was  to  make  them  subjects. 
m  this  river  to  the  great  river  Ohy^  we  crossed  a  wild  un- 
ted  country  \  I  cannot  say  it  is  a  barren  soil ;  it  is  only 
of  people,  and  good  management ;  otherwise  it  is  in  itself 
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a  most  pleasant,  fruicfulj  and  agreeable  country.      Wluu  bte 
bitatits  wc  found  in  it  arc  all   pagans,  except  such  &£  arc 
among  them  from  Russia;  for  this  is  the  countrj',  I  mean 
both  sides  the  river  Oiy^  whither  the  Musccvitf  crimiralsT 
arc  not  put  to  death,  arc  banished,  and  from' whence  it  is 
to  impossible  they  should  ever  come  away. 

I  have  nothing  material  to  say  of  my  particular  affairs,  till 
came  to  TGhciskiy  the  capital  city  of  Siia'ta^  where  J  continutt 
some  time  on  the  following  occasion: 

We  had  been  now  almost  seven  months  on  our  joumev,  anl 
winter  began  to  come  on  ap>ace  ;  whereupon  my  partner  and  i 
called  a  council  about  our  particular  affairs*  in  which  we  fijund 
it  proper^  considering  that  we  were  bound  for  England^  ynd  noi 
for  Mascmis,  to  consider  how  to  dispose  of  ourselves-  Thw  foU 
us  of  sledges  and  rein-deer  to  carrj-  us  over  the  snow  in  the 
winter-time  ;  and,  indeed,  they  have  such  things,  that  it  wouLi  be 
incredible  to  relate  the  particulars  of,  by  which  means  the  R»> 
sians  travel  more  in  the  winter  than  they  can  in  summer;  S^ 
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Ti  prq)ostcTOUs ;  for  as  to  Daxizict  the  Ba/tU  would  be  frozen 
p»  tird  I  could  not  get  passage ;  and  to  go  by  bud  in  those 
nntncs  was  far  less  safe  than  among  the  Mpngul  Tartars ,-  like- 
to  go  to  Areh-Angti^  in  Ochhtr  all  the  ship^  would  be 
from  thence;  and  rv<rn  the  merchants,  who  dwrll  there  in 
ummer,  retire  south  to  Mwrffw  in  the  winter,  when  the  ships 
I  gone;  so  thitt  I  should  have  nothing  but  extrcrruty  of  cold 
encounter,  with  a  ^circily  of  pruvi»ioii5,  and  xxwiuX  lie  thcrr  in 
empty  town  all  the  wioter :  »o  that,  upon  the  whole,  I  thought 
t  much  my  better  way  to  let  the  canvan  go,  and  to  make  pro- 
ton to  winter  where  1  was*  vix,  at  T^hliii,  in  Siifrsa,  in  the 
iCitudcof  fiKty  Jegrrrs,  where  I  was  sure  of  three  things  to  wear 
«it  a  cold  winter  with,  viz.  plenty  of  provisions,  such  as  the 
Wintty  afforded,  a  warm  house,  with  fuel  enough,  and  excellent 
DQcnpany;  of  all  which  [  shall  girc  a  full  account  in  Its  place, 

I  was  now  in  a  quite  difierent  climate  from  my  beloved  island, 
where  I  never  fdt  cM^  except  when  I  had  my  ague;  on  the 
conlrary.  I  had  much  to  do  lo  bear  any  clothes  on  my  back, 
ftnd  never  made  any  fire  but  without  door^,  am]  fur  my  neccssi 
n  dressing  my  food)  (^t,  Kow  I  nude  me  three  good 
ivith  brge  robes  or  gowna  over  them,  to  hong  down  to  the  fccti 
and  hunon  clo^e  to  the  wrists,  and  all  thc^c  lined  with  furs,  to 
make  them  sufficiently  warm. 

As  to  a  warm  house^  1  must  confess,  I  greatly  cUsliked  our 
way  in  EnxianJ,  of  making  fires  in  every  room  in  the  houK,  in 
open  chlnmies,  which,  when  the  fire  was  out,  always  kept  the 
air  in  the  room  cold  ai  the  climate.  But  taking  an  apartment 
in  a  good  house  in  the  town,  1  ordered  a  chimney  to  be  huitt 
ike  a  furnace,  in  the  cenirt  of  six  several  rooms,  like  a  stove ; 
the  funnel  to  cwry  the  smoke  went  up  ome  way,  the  door  to 
come  at  the  fire  went  in  another,  and  all  the  rooms  were  kept 
equally  warm^  but  no  fire  seen ;  just  as  they  heat  the  bignioa  in 
£ngianJ.

By  this  means  we  had  always  the  same  climate  in  aU  £k 
Irooms,  and  an  equal  heat  was  preserved^  and  how  cold  socv^ 
it  was  without,  it  was  always  warm  within  ;  and  yet  we  saw  no 
|fire,  nor  was  ever  incommoded  with  any  smo!ce> 

The  most  wonderful  thing  of  all  was,  that  it  should  be  poi- 
Isible  to  meet  with  good  company  here,  m  a  country  so  barbarois 
as  that  of  the  most  northerly  parts  of  Europe,  near  the  {joia 
|ocean,  anc!  within  hut  a  very  few  d^recs  of  Hava  Zembla. 

But  this  being  the  country  where  the  state  criminals  of  Mm- 
\covy,  as  I  observed  beforCj  ate  all  banished,  this  cit^"  was  full  of 
noblemen,  princc5>  gentlemen,  colonels,  and,  in  short,  all  degrro 
of  the  nobility,  gentry,  soldiery,  and  courtiers  of  Muscovy,  Hot 
was  the  famous  Prince  Galiczfn;  the  old  general  Reiostiskyt^ 
[several  other  persons  of  notCj  and  some  ladies. 

By  means  of  my  Scots  merchant,  who  nevertheless,  I  parted 
[with  here,  I  made  an  acquaintance  here  with  several  of  dMse 
gentlemen,  and  some  of  them  of  the  first  rank;  and  from  tboci 

the  long  winter  nights,  in  which  I  staid  here,  I  received  several 
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lat,  and  said,  There,  indeed^  I  outdid  the  Czar  cf  Afustvvj.  f 
him^  that  all  the  lands  in  my  kmgdom  were  my  own,  and 
my  subjects  were  not  only  my  tenants,  hut  tenants  at  will ; 
laC  they  would  ^1  6ghi  for  mc  to  the  last  drop ;  and  that  never 
'rant,  fift  SMch  J  ackno^ifdgfJ  mys^/f  IG  ie^  was  ever  so  uni- 
etsally  beloved,  and  yet  so  horribly  feared  by  his  subjects. 
After  amusing  them  with  these  riddles  in  government  for  a 
}iile,  I  opened  the  civx-^  and  tcld  them  the  atory  at  Urge  of  my 
ving  m  the  iKlaivii,  und  how  I  managed  both  myself  and  the 
coplc  there  that  were  under  me,  just  as  [  have  since  minuted  it 
DWn.  They  i/v-crc  cxeccdingly  taken  with  the  story,  and  c»* 
ecially  the  prince,  who  told  me  with  a  sigh,  that  the  true  gnat- 
ess  of  life  was  to  be  master  of  ourselves ;  that  he  would  noC 
ave  exchanged  such  a  state  of  life  as  mine  to  have  been  Czar  of  ^ 
fiac^ ;  and  that  he  found  more  fclidiy  in  the  retirement  he 
■emed  to  he  banisJicd  to  there,  than  ever  he  found  in  the  highest 

fcEhority  he  enjoyed  in  the  court  of  his  master  the  Czar :  that 
:  height  of  humaji  wisdom  was  to  bring  our  tempers  down  to 
nr  circumstances,  am!  to  malce  a  calm  within,  under  the  weight 
if  the  greatest  scorns  without.  When  he  came  lint  hither,  he 
lid,  he  used  to  tear  the  hair  from  his  hcnd,  and  the  clothes  from 
LIS  back,  as  others  had  dime  Ixforc  him ;  but  a  little  time  and 
Dnsideration  had  mude  him  look  into  himself,  as  well  u  round 
im,  to  things  without;  that  he  found  the  mind  of  man,  if  it 
ras  but  once  brought  to  reflccc  upo»  the  state  of  universal  lifc^ 
w\d  how  little  this  world  was  concerned  in  its  true  felicity,  was 
icrfcctly  capable  of  making  a  felicity  for  icself,  fully  sadstfyiii^. 
D  itself,  and  suitable  to  its  own  best  ends  and  desires,  with  but 
rcry  litf  le  a-v^istance  from  the  world ;  that  air  to  breathe  in,  food 
riutain  lire,  clothes  for  warmth,  and  Jtbcrtj'  for  exercise,  in 
T  to  health,  completed,  in  his  opinion^  all  that  the  world 
fdd  do  for  us;  and  though  the  greatness^  the  authority,  the< 
ie>,  and  the  pleasures,  which  some  enjoyed  in  the  worlds  and 
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'hich  he  had  enjoyed  his  share  of,  had  much  in  them  that»^ 

igreeable  to  us,  yet  he  observed,  that  all  those    things  chirfr 

gratified  the  coarsest  of  our  affections;    such  as  our  ambitki, 

mr  particular  pridcj  our  avarice,  our  vanity,  and  our  sensuililT; 

lU  which  were,  indeed,  the  mere  product  of  the  worst  part  rf 

man,  were  in  themselves  crimes, and  had  in  them  the  seeds  ofil 

laiiner  of  crime  ;  but  neither  were  related  to  or  concerned  wis^ 

,ny  of  those  virtues  that  constituted  ua  wise  men,  or  of  dioif 

[graces  which  distinguished  us  as  Christians:  that  being  nolff^i^

But,  my  lord,  said  /,  «hall  I  take  the  liberty  to  ask  you 
a  question  ?  With  all  my  heart,  says  he,  If  the  door  of  yoitr 
liberty  was  opened,  saiJ  /,  would  you  not  take  hold  of  it  Co 
deliver  yourst-lf  from  rhis  exile  ? 

Moldj  said  he,  your  question  is  subtle*  and  reqinrcs  some 
serious  just  distinctions  to  give  it  a  aincere  annwcr;  and  I  will 
^ve  it  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  Nothing  that  I  know 
of  in  this  wy>rld  would  move  me  to  deliver  m^'sclf  from  this  state 
of  banishment,  except  these  two.  First,  the  enjoyment  of  my 
relations;  and,  secondly,  a  Itttle  warmer  cliinaic;  but  I  protest 
to  you,  that  to  go  back  tg  the  pomp  of  the  court,  the  glory,  the 
power,  the  hurry  of  a  minister  of  state ;  the  wealth,  the  ga*cty» 
mnd  the  pleasures,  that  is  to  say,  ftJIica  of  a  courtier;  if  my 
in:t«ter  should  send  mc  wonl  this  moment,  that  he  restores  me 
to  all  he  banished  me  from  j  I  protest,  if  I  *ff«tf  myalfat  all^  I 
Mould  not  leave  this  wildcmcK,  these  deserts,  and  these  frozen 
lakes,  for  the  palace  of  Moscow. 

Bur,  my  lord,  said  I,  pcrh:ij>%  you  no<  only  are  banUhed  from 
the  pleasures  of  the  court,  utd  from  the  power,  and  authority', 
and  wealth,  you  enjoyed  before,  but  you  may  be  absent  too  from 
some  of  the  conveniences  of  life;  your  estate,  jicrhapa,  coiu 
fiscatcd,  and  your  effects  plundered ;  and  the  supplies  left  you 
here  may  not  be  suitable  to  the  ordinary  dcmanda  of  lift. 

Ay>  said  he,  that  is  as  you  suppose  mc  to  be,  a  lord,  or  a 
prirKe,  (Sc,  So,  indeed,  I  am ;  but  you  are  now  to  consider  mr 
only  a5  a  mxn,  a  human  crearure,  not  at  all  distinguished  from 
another;  and  so  1  can  suA^r  no  want,  unless  1  shoodd  be  visited 
with  sickness  and  distempers.     HowcvcCf  to  ^l  \.t\c  c^vo^vxv 
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ut  of  dispute  ;  you  see  our  manner;  wc  arc  in  tfiia  place  fiw 
persons  of  rank  ;  we  Jive  perfectly  retired^  as  suited  to  a  start  of 
»anishment ;  we  have  something  rescued  from  the  shipwreck  a 
lur  forruncsj  which  keeps  us  from  the  mere  necessity  of  hunCng 

»r  our  food  ;  hut  the  poor  soldiers  who  arc  here,  without  eIu! 
lelp,  live  in  as  much  plenty  as  we ;  who  go  iiiro  the  woods,  v^ 
:atch  sabJcs  and  foxes ;  the  labour  of  a  month  will  maintain  them 

year ;  and  as  the  way  of  living  is  not  expensive^  so  it  is  ntx 
lard  to  get  sufficient  to  ourselves.  So  that  objection  ts  out  cfi 
ioors» 

I  have  not  room  to  give  a  full  account  of  the  most  agrcabJr 
ronvcrsadon  I  had  with  this  truly  great  man  ;  in  all  which  ht 
ihewed  that  his  mind  was  so  inspired  with  a  superior  knowledge 
jf  things^  so  supported  by  religion,  as  well  as  by  a  vast  shaft  ct 

'isdom,  that  his  contempt  of  the  world  was  really  as  much  ai  he 
tad  expressed,  and  that  he  was  always  the  same  to  the  last,  w 

'ill  appear  in  the  stor)'  I  am  going  to  tell. 
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sorts,  and  some  flesh  of  mutton^  and  of  the  buffaloes^  which  is 
pretty  good  beef-  All  the  stores  of  provbions  for  the  winter  arc 
laid  up  in  the  summer,  and  well  cured;  our  drink  was  water 
mixed  vnth  aqua  vita;  instead  of  brandy ;  and,  for  a  treaty  mead 
instead  of  wine,  which,  however,  they  have  excellent  good.  The 
hunters,  who  venture  abroad  all  weathers,  frequently  brought  us 
in  fresh  venison,  very  fat  and  good ;  and  sometimes  bear's  flesh, 
but  we  did  not  much  care  for  the  last.  We  had  a  good  stock 
of  tea,  with  which  we  treated  our  friends  as  above ;  and,  in  a 
word,  we  lived  very  cheerfully  and  well,  all  things  considered. 

It  was  now  Marck^  and  the  days  grown  considerably  longer, 
and  the  weather  at  least  tolerable ;  so  the  other  travellers  began 
to  prepare  sledges  to  carry  them  over  the  snow,  and  to  get  things 
ready  to  be  going  ;  but  my  measures  being  Jixed,  as  I  have  said, 
for  Arch-Angelj  and  not  for  Muscovy^  or  the  Bahtc,  I  made  no 
motion,  knowing  very  well,  that  the  ships  from  the  south  do 
not  set  out  for  that  part  of  the  world  till  May  or  Junff ;  and  that 
if  I  was  there  by  the  beginning  oi  August ^  it  would  be  as  soon 
as  any  ships  would  be  ready  to  go  away ;  and  therefore,  I  say^  I 
made  no  haste  to  be  gone,  as  others  did ;  in  a  word,  I  saw  a 
great  many  people,  nay,  all  the  travellers,  go  away  before  me. 
It  seems,  every  year  they  go  from  thence  to  Moscow  for  trade ; 
viz,  to  cany  furs,  and  buy  necessaries  with  them,  which  they 
bring  back  to  furnish  their  shops;  also  others  went  of  the  same 
errand  to  Arch- Angel;  but  then  they  also,  being  to  come  back 
Hgun  above  eight  hundred  mUes,  went  all  out  before  me. 

In  short,  about  the  latter  end  of  May^  I  began  to  make  all 
ready  to  pack  up ;  and  as  I  was  doing  this,  it  occurred  to  me, 
that  seeing  all  these  people  were  banished  by  the  Czar  of  Muscovy 
to  Siberia^  and  yet^  when  they  came  there,  were  left  at  liberty  to 
go  whither  they  would ;  why  did  they  not  then  go  away  to  any 
part  of  the  world  wherever  they  thought  fit  ?  and  I  be^an  ta 
aamin^  w}^  should  hinder  them  from  rMl^T^^widaw^-asss-'^^^^ 
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But  my  wonder  was  over»  when  I  entered  upon  that  sut^ 
with  the  person  I  have  mentioned,  who  answered  me  thus. 
Consider,  first,  ar,  said  he>  the  place  where  we  arc ;  and  secondly, 
the  condition  we  are  in ;  especially^  said  he,  the  generality  of  tbe 
people  who  arc  banished  hither.  We  arc  surrounded,  said  be, 
with  stronger  things  than  bars  and  bolts :  on  the  north  side  an 
iinnavigablc  ocean,  where  ship  never  sailed^  and  boat  ncm 
swam ;  neither,  if  we  had  both^  could  we  know  where  to  go  with 
them.  Every  other  way^  said  he,  we  have  above  a  thousand 
miles  to  pass  through  the  Czar's  own  dominions,  and  by  wayt 
utterly  unpassable,  except  by  the  roods  made  by  the  governor, 
and  by  the  towns  garrisoned  by  his  troops ;  so  that  wc  could 
neither  pass  undiscovered  by  the  roadj  or  subsist  any  other  way ; 
so  that  it  is  in  vain  to  attempt  it. 

I  was  silenced,  indeed,  at  once,  and  found  that  they  were  in  i 
pnson  every  jot  as  secure  as  if  they  had  been  locked  up  in  the 
castle  at  Moscow;  however,  it  came  into  my  thought,  that  I 
might  certainly  be  made  an  instrument  to  procure  the  escape  of 
this  excellent  person,  and  that  whatever  hazard  I  run,  I  would 
certainly  try  if  I  could  carry  him  off.  Upon  this  I  took  an 
occasion  one  evening  to  tell  him  my  thoughts :  I  represented  to 
him,  that  it  was  very  easy  for  me  to  carry  him  away,  there  being 
no  guard  over  him  in  the  country ;  and  as  I  was  not  going  to 
Moscow^  but  to  Arch- Angela  and  that  I  went  in  the  nature  of  a 
caravan,  by  which  I  was  not  obliged  to  lie  in  the  stationary  towns 
in  the  desert,  but  could  encainp  every  night  where  I  would, « 
might  easily  pass  uninterrupted  to  Arch-Angtl^  where  I  would 
immediately  secure  him  on  board  an  English  or  Dutch  ship,  and 
carry  him  off  safe  along  with  me ;  and  as  to  his  subsistence,  and 
other  particulars,  it  should  be  my  care,  till  he  could  better  supply 
himself. 

He  heard  me  very  ittfitLtwclif  ^  and  looked  earnestly  on  meaU 
the  while  I  spoke :  vcx^ ,  \  eo\Ai.  ^«fc\\^\i&  n«^  S.ik^^-^sq&.-^W.I 
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old  "pur  "hU  sj^nta  mto  an  eitcccdiiig  ferment ;  hia  colour  fre- 
qucndy  changed,  his  cy«  looked  red,  and  hU  heait  fluttered, 
that  ir  might  be  even  perceived  ui  his  countenoaice ;  nor  cculd 
he  immeiatcly  answer  mc  when  I  had  donc^  and,  as  it  were, 
expected  what  he  would  say  to  it;  but  after  he  h:id  |^iiseil  a 
Hole,  he  embraced  mc,  aiid  siid,  How  unhappy  are  we'  un- 
guarded creatures  as  wc  are>  that  even  our  gnriLtcat  acts  of  fncnd* 
ship  ^trc  nude  snares  to  us,  atid  we  made  tempcers  of  one  another  I 
My  dear  friend,  said  lie,  your  offer  J(  so  sincere,  has  such  Icind- 
ncfis  in  it,  h  so  disinterested  in  itself,  and  is  fx>  calculated  for  my 
advantage,  that  ]  mu,sc  have  very  little  knowledge  of  the  world 
if  I  did  not  both  ivondcr  at  it,  and  acknowledge  the  obligation  1 
luve  upon  me  to  you  for  it.  But  did  you  believe  I  ^-as  sincere 
in  what  I  have  so  often  said  to  you  of  my  contcjnpt  of  the 
w^dd?  Did  ytni  believer  I  sjukc  my  very  souJ  to  you,  aiid 
that  I  had  really  obtiined  that  degree  of  felicity  here,  diat  had 
placed  mc  above  all  that  t)ie  world  could  give  nic>  or  do  for  me  ? 
Did  you  believe  I  was  sincere,  when  I  told  you  1  would  not  go 
back,  if  I  was  rcoiled  even  to  be  all  that  orce  I  was  in  the 
court,  and  with  the  favour  of  the  Czar  my  master?  Did  you 
believe  me,  my  friend,  to  be  an  honest  man,  or  did  you  think 
me  to  he  a  boasting  hypocrite? — Here  he  stopped^  as  if  he 
would  bear  what  I  would  say ;  but,  indeed,  I  soon  after  per- 
ceived, that  he  stopped  because  his  spirits  were  in  motion;  his 
great  heart  was  full  of  struggles,  and  he  could  not  go  on.  I  was, 
I  confess,  asioni^heti  at  the  thing,  as  well  as  at  the  man,  and  I 
used  some  arguments  w  ith  him  to  urge  him  to  set  himiclf  free ; 
that  he  ought  to  look  upon  this  as  a  door  opened  by  Heaven  for 
his  deliveramx,  and  :t  lummoiu  by  Providence,  who  has  the  care 
and  disposition  of  all  events,  to  do  himself  good,  and  to  render 
himself  useful  in  the  world. 

He  hati  by  thb  time  recovered  himself.    How  do  you  know, 
sir,  sa/s  he^  ivarmly,  that,  instead  of  a.  viTwv«rta  tT^jwv  W'cas^s\^ 
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it  may  not  be  a  font  of  another  instrument,  representing,  in  iH 
the  alliiring  colours,  to  mc,  the  shew  of  felicity  as  a  deUvennce, 
which  may  in  itself  be  my  snare,  and  tends  directly  to  my  rum? 
Here  I  am  free  from  the  temptation  of  returning  to  my  Canaa 
miserable  greatness ;  there  I  am  not  sure,  but  that  all  the  aedi 
of  pride,  ambition,  avarice,  and  luxury,  which  I  know  remain  in 
nature,  may  revive  and  take  root,  and  in  a  word,  again  over- 
whelm me ;  and  then  the  happy  prisoner,  who  you  see  now 
master  of  his  soul's  liberty,  shall  be  the  miserable  sUve  of  hh 
own  senses,  in  the  full  of  all  personal  liberty.  Dear  Sir,  let  mc 
remain  in  this  blessed  confinement,  banished  from  the  crimes  of 
life,  rather  than  purchase  a  shew  of  freedom  at  the  expciac  of 
the  liberty  of  my  reason,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  future  ha|^ 
ness  which  now  I  have  in  my  view,  but  shall  then,  I  fear, 
quickly  lose  sight  of;  for  I  am  but  flesh,  a  man,  a  mere  man, 
have  passions  and  aflecdons  as  likely  to  possess  and  overthruv 
me  as  any  man.  O  be  not  my  friend  and  my  tempter  both 
together ! 

If  I  was  surprised  before,  I  was  quite  dumb  now,  and  stood 
silent,  looking  at  him ;  and,  indeed,  admired  at  what  I  saw ;  the 
struggle  in  his  soul  was  so  great,  that  though  the  weather  was 
extremely  cold,  it  put  him  into  a  most  violent  sweat,  and  I  found 
he  wanted  to  give  vent  to  his  mind ;  so  1  said  a  word  or  two, 
that  I  would  leave  him  to  consider  of  it,  and  wait  on  him  again; 
and  then  I  withdrew  to  my  own  apartment. 

About  two  hours  after,  I  heard  somebody  at  or  near  the  door 
of  my  room,  and  I  was  going  to  open  the  door ;  but  he  had 
opened  it,  and  came  in.  My  dear  friend,  says  he,  you  had 
almost  overset  me,  but  I  am  recovered :  do  not  take  it  ill  that  I 
do  not  close  with  your  offer ;  I  assure  you,  it  is  not  for  want  of 
a  sense  of  the  kindness  of  it  in  you;  and  I  came  to  make  the 
inost  sincere  acknow\ei^TrLeTLt.  oi  \t  xji  ^qm\  Wt^  I  hope,  I  hive 
gpt  the  victory  over  nvYseiS^ 
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My  lord,  iaitt  /,  f  tiopc  you  At^  fully  satislkd»  that  you  do 
not  resist  the  call  of  Heaver.  Sir,  aid  he,  if  it  had  b«n  from 
Heaven,  the  same  power  would  have  influenced  me  to  accept  it ; 
but  I  hopct  anti  ani  futty  saiisfiedr  that  it  13  from  Heaven  that  I 
decline  it ;  and  I  have  infinite  satisfaction  in  the  pardng^  that  you 
shall  leave  mc  an  ho:^e^  man  «till,  thouj^h  ivot  a  free  man. 

I  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  acquiesce,  and  make  profeoions  to 
him  of  my  having  no  end  in  it>  but  a  sincere  defttre  to  serve  him. 
He  embmced  me  very  passionately,  and  itsured  me,  he  wu 
sensible  of  that,  and  should  al^vays  acknowledge  it;  and  with 
that  he  oflrtcd  mc  a  very  fine  preacnt  of  sabica,  too  much  indeed 
for  me  to  accept  from  a  man  in  his  circumstances;  and  I  woukl 
have  avoided  them>  hut  he  would  not  be  refused. 

The  next  morning  1  sent  my  servant  to  his  tordahip^  with  a 
«nia]l  proxiit  uf  tea,  and  tvvo  pieces  of  China  damask,  and  four 
ItEtle  wedges  of  Japan  gold,  which  did  not  all  weigh  above  sbc 
ounces,  or  thereabout;  but  were  far  short  of  the  value  of  his 
sables,  which,  indeed,  when  I  came  to  EngiaMt/y  I  found  worth 
near  200/.  He  acrqjtrxl  ihc  Im  and  one  piece  of  the  damnsk> 
and  one  of  the  pieces  of  gold^  which  had  a  fii>e  stamp  upon  it, 
of  the  Japan  coinage,  which  1  found  he  took  for  the  rarity  of  iti 
but  would  not  take  any  more,  and  he  sent  «-ord  by  my  servant, 
that  he  desired  to  !ip»k  with  me. 

When  1  came  to  him,  he  told  me,  I  knew  what  had  passed 
between  us»  and  hoped  i  would  not  move  htm  any  more  in  that 
affair;  but  that,  Hi;ice  I  had  made  such  a  generous  offer  to  him, 
be  asked  me,  if  I  had  kindness  enough  to  offer  the  same  to 
tnotbcr  person  that  he  would  name  to  mc,  in  whom  he  had  a 
great  share  of  concern*  I  told  him,  that  1  could  not  say,  I 
inclined  to  do  so  much  for  any  one  but  hinnctf,  fof  whom  I  had 
a  particular  vahic,  and  should  have  been  glad  to  have  been  the 
mstrumcnt  of  his  deJiverance :  however,  if  he  would  pkasc  to 
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he  would  not  be  (Uspleased  with  me,  if  he  was  widi  my  answer. 
He  told  me^  it  was  only  his  son,  who>  though  I  had  not  seen, 
yet  was  in  the  same  condition  with  himself,  and  above  two  hun- 
dred miles  irom  him,  on  the  other  side  the  Oiy ;  but  thatj  if  I 
consented,  he  would  send  for  htm. 

I  made  no  hesitation,  but  told  him  I  would  do  it.  I  nude 
some  ceremony  in  letting  him  understand  that  it  was  wholly  otv 
his  account ;  and  that  seong  I  could  not  prevail  on  him,  I  would 
shew  my  respect  to  him  by  my  concern  for  his  son :  but  these 
things  are  too  tedious  to  repeat  here.  He  sent  away  the  nzsl 
day  for  his  son,  and  in  about  twenty  days  he  came  back  with 
the  messenger,  bringing  ^  or  seven  horses  loaded  with  very 
rich  furs,  and  which,  in  the  whole^  amounted  to  a  very  great 
value. 

His  servants  brought  the  horses  into  the  town,  but  left  the 
young  lord  at  a  distance  till  nighty  when  he  came  incognito  inio 
our  apartment,  and  his  father  presented  him  to  me;  and,  in 
short,  we  concerted  there  the  manner  of  our  travelling,  and  every 
thing  proper  for  the  journey. 

I  had  bought  a  considerable  quantity  of  sables,  black  fox- 
skins,  fine  ermines,  and  such  other  furs  as  are  very  rich ;  I  say, 
I  had  bought  them  in  that  city  in  exchange  for  some  of  die 
goods  I  brought  from  China ;  in  particular,  for  the  cloves  uid 
nutmegs,  of  which  I  sold  the  greatest  part  here ;  and  the  rest 
afterwards  at  Arch-Angsl^  for  a  much  better  price  than  I  could 
have  done  at  London ;  and  my  partner,  who  was  sen^ble  of  the 
profit,  and  whose  business,  more  particularly  than  mine,  was 
merchandize,  was  mightily  pleased  with  our  stay,  on  account  of 
the  traffic  we  made  here. 

It  was  the  beginning  of  June  when  I  left  this  remote  place,  a 
city,  I  believe,  little  heard  of  in  the  world ;  and,  indeed,  it  is  » 
ftr  out  of  the  road  of  comm^tet^  ^'WLWitfjw  x^^a  how  it  should 
te  much  talked  of.     'V^e  vjt«:  tcs«  wsmfc^a-i.Nt^  ^Kw^^ast 
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L^  being  only  thiny-two  hcirscs  and  camels  in  all,  and  aI]  cf 
them  pi:3anl  ftjr  mine,  thuugd  my  new  gue»t  was  proprietor  o( 
eleven  of  them,  Ic  was  mott  natural  also,  that  i  should  take 
■lore  servants  with  mc  than  1  had  before^  and  the  young  lord 
passed  for  my  steward ;  what  grrat  man  I  passed  for  myself  I 
kr>ow  not,  neither  did  ic  concern  mc  to  in^juirc.  We  had  here 
the  wor^  and  the  largest  desert  to  psss  over  that  we  met  vitl^H 
in  all  thcjoumcy;  indeed  1  call  it  the  worst,  because  the  way^^ 
was  very  deep  in  some  plates,  and  very  uneven  in  others ;  ihc 
beat  we  had  to  tay  for  it*  was^  that  we  thought  we  had  no  troopa 
of  Tartars  and  robbers  to  feir,  and  that  they  never  otmc  on  this 
side  the  nVer  Ofy^  or  at  least  but  very  seldom  ^  but  we  found 
it  ocfcerwite. 

My  young  lord  had  with  him  a  ftiithful  Mmcovitc  servant,  or 
father  a  Siberian  servant,  who  was  perfectly  aoquaiotcd  with  ihc 
country  ;  ami  led  us  by  private  roads  *^^'  *^  avoidftJ  earning 
jnto  the  principal  towns  and  cities  upon  the  great  rood,  such  as 
Tuman^  S'oJcy  Kamaskoy^  and  several  others;  because  the  Afuj^o- 
we  garrUin^?!,  which  are  keftt  there,  arc  very  curious  and  strict 
in  their  observation  upon  travellers,  and  searching  lest  any  of 
the  banished  persons  of  note  should  make  their  escape  that  way 
into  Muftovj ;  but  by  this  means,  a*  we  were  kqit  out  of  the 
ctticsj  so  our  whole  journey  was  a  desett,  and  we  were  obliged 
to  encamp  and  lie  in  our  tents,  when  we  might  have  had  very 
good  accommodation  in  the  cities  on  the  way :  this  the  young 
brd  was  so  sensible  of,  that  he  would  not  allow  us  to  lie  abruid^ 
when  we  eame  to  several  cities  on  the  way ;  but  lay  abroad  him- 
cdf,  with  his  servant,  in  the  woods,  and  met  us  always  at  the 
■ppointcd  places. 

We  were  jtint  enteml  Ftirspf,  having  pmncd  the  river  JGnoM^ 
whJd),  in  these  parts,  U  the  boundary  between  Eitro^  and  ////« ; 
and  the  first  city  on  the  tMreptAn  side  was  called  Mot  KMrnoihy^ 
whkh  is  u  mi^ch  a=»  to  »iy^  the  great  ctry  on  the  ri^'er  Kama  i 
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and  here  wc  thought  to  have  seen  some  evident  alteration  in  dx 
people,  thar  manner,  thdr  habit,  their  religion,  and  their  bus- 
ness ;  but  wc  were  mistaken ;  for  as  wc  had  a  vast  desert  tn 
pass,  which,  by  relation,  is  near  seven  hundred  miles  long  In 
some  places,  but  not  above  two  hundred  nulcs  over  where  ¥t 
passed  it;  so,  till  wc  came  past  that  horrible  place,  we  found 
very  little  difiercnce  between  that  country  and  the  Mongul  Tv- 
tary;  the  people  mostly  Pagans,  and  little  better  than  the  sa- 
vages of  jlmerka ;  their  houses  and  towns  full  of  idols,  and  their 
way  of  living  wholly  barbarous,  except  in  the  cities  as  aboTt, 
and  the  villages  near  them ;  where  they  are  Christians,  as  they 
call  themselves,  of  the  Greek  church;  but  have  their  religion 
mingled  with  so  many  reliques  of  superstition,  that  it  is  scara 
to  be  known  in  some  places  from  mere  sorcery  and  witchcraft. 

In  passing  this  forest,  I  thought,  indeed,  we  must,  after  all 
our  dangers  were,  in  our  imagination,  escaped,  as  before,  have    i 
been  plundered  and  robbed,  and  perhaps  murdered  by  a  troop 
of  thieves;   of  what  country  they  were,  whether  the  roving   | 
bands  of  the  Osfiackit  a  kind  of  TartarSj  or  wild  people  on  the    j 
bank  of  the  Ohy^  had  ranged  thus  far;  or  whether  they  were    [ 
the  sable-hunters  of  Siberia^  I  am  yet  at  a  loss  to  know;   but    , 
they  were  all  on  horseback,  carried  bows  and  arrows,  and  weit 
at  first  about  five-and-forty  in  number ;  they  came  so  near  to  us 
as  within  about  two  musquet  shot ;  and,  asking  no  questions, 
they  surrounded  us  with  their  horse,  and  looked  very  earnestly 
upon  us  twice ;  at  length  they  placed  themselves  just  in  our  way; 
upon  which  we  drew  up  in  a  little  line  before  our  camels,  being 
not  above  sixteen  men  in  all ;    and  being  drawn  up  thus,  *t 
halted,  and  sent  out  the  Siberian  servant  who  attended  his  ]oni» 
to  see  who  they  were ;  his  master  was  the  more  willing  to  Itt 
him  go,  because  he  was  not  a  Htde  apprehensive  that  they  were 
^  Siberian  troop  sent  OMt  aft^r  Kim,      The  man  came  up  near 
rhem  with  a  flag  of  truce,,  a.i\i  t^(A'ti\R;.x^\  \i\iS-'^wL'^\«.^ke    j 
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scvcml  of  their  languAgcSp  or  dulccts  of  languages  richer,  he 
coukl  not  umient;inil  a  wonl  they  Kud:  however,  after  Muiic 
ogns  to  him  rot  to  come  nearer  to  them  at  his  peril,  so  he  said 
he  undcntood  them  to  mean,  oflxring  to  shoot  at  him  if  he  ad- 
v^oced,  the  fcltmv  i-aai^  b;ick  no  wi^r  than  he  wciil,  only  (hil 
by  their  dress,  he  said,  he  believed  them  to  be  some  Tartars  of 
Kaimutk^  or  of  the  Circassian  hordes ;  and  thst  there  must  be 
more  of  ihcm  upon  the  great  desert,  though  he  never  heard  that 
aiiy  of  thcra  ever  were  seen  so  far  nortli  before. 

This  was  small  comfort  to  ufi ;  however,  wc  had  no  remedy : 
there  was  on  our  left  hmd^  at  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile's  distance, 
a  little  grove  or  clump  of  trees,  which  stood  close  togcthcTp  and 
vcTj'  near  the  road ;  I  immediately  resolved  we  would  advance 
to  those  trees,  and  fortify  our«lves  as  well  ns  wc  could  there ; 
for,  first,  I  considered  that  the  trees  would  In  a  great  measure 
cover  us  from  their  arrows;  and  in  the  next  pbce,  they  could 
not  come  to  chaise  us  in  a  body :  it  was,  indeed^  my  o!d  P^- 
tu^uci^  pilot  who  proposed  it ;  and  who  had  this  csccellency  at- 
tending him,  namely,  that  be  was  always  reiuiie:iit  and  most  ;ipt 
to  direct  and  encourage  us  in  cases  of  the  most  danger.  We 
jid^'anccd  immediately  with  what  speed  we  could*  and  guncd 
nat  little  wood,  the  Tartars^  or  thieves,  fijc  wc  know  not  whjit 
to  call  them,  keqiing  their  stand,  and  not  attempting  to  hinder 
UB.  When  we  came  thirher,  wefound,  to  our  great  satisfaction, 
that  it  was  a  swampy^  springy  pecc  of  ground,  and,  on  the  one 
side,  a  very  great  spring  of  water,  which  running  out  !n  a  littie 
rill  or  brook,  was  a  Itttle  farther  joined  bj'  another  of  the  like 
bigness ;  and  was,  in  short,  the  head  or  source  of  a  consHJeiabk 
river,  called  afterwards  the  fVirtsia.  The  trees  which  grew 
about  tliU  spring,  were  not  iJI  above  two  hundred^  bur  were 
¥ay  large  and  stood  pretry  ^ck ;  so  that  as  soon  as  we  got  in, 
we  saw  ourselves  perfectly  saib  from  the  enemy,  urUcss  they 
alighted  and  attacked  us  on  foot. 
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But  my  wonder  was  over,  when  I  entered  upon  that  sulijcd 
with  the  person  I  have  mentioned,  who  answered  mc  thus. 
Consider,  first,  sir,  said  he,  the  place  where  we  are ;  and  secondly, 
the  condition  we  are  in ;  especially,  said  he,  the  generality  of  the 
people  who  are  banished  hither.  We  are  surrounded,  said  be, 
with  stronger  things  than  bars  and  bolts :  on  the  north  side  u 
unnavigable  ocean,  where  ship  never  sailed,  and  boat  never 
swam ;  neither,  if  we  had  both,  could  we  know  where  to  go  widi 
them.  Every  other  way,  s^d  he,  we  have  above  a  thousand 
miles  to  pass  through  the  Czar's  own  dominions^  and  by  wayi 
utterly  unpassable,  except  by  the  roads  made  by  the  governor^ 
and  by  the  towns  garrisoned  by  his  troops ;  so  that  we  could 
neither  pass  undiscovered  by  the  road,  or  subsist  any  other  way ; 
so  that  it  is  in  vain  to  attempt  it, 

I  was  silenced,  indeed,  at  once,  and  found  that  they  were  in  a 
prison  every  jot  as  secure  as  if  they  had  been  locked  up  in  the 
castle  at  Moscow ;  however,  it  came  into  my  thought,  that  I 
might  certainly  be  made  an  instrument  to  procure  the  escape  of 
this  excellent  person,  and  that  whatever  hazard  I  run,  ]  would 
certainly  try  if  I  could  carry  him  off.      Upon  this  I  took  ui 
occasion  one  evening  to  tell  him  my  thoughts :  I  represented  to 
him,  that  it  was  very  easy  for  mc  to  carry  him  away,  there  being 
no  guard  over  him  in  the  country  \  and  as  1  was  not  going  to 
Moscow  J  but  to  Arch-Angely  and  that  I  went  in  the  nature  of  a 
caravan,  by  which  1  was  not  obliged  to  lie  in  the  stationary  towns 
in  the  desert,  but  could  encamp  every  night  where  I  would,  wc 
might  easily  pass  uninterrupted  to  Arch-Angel,  where  I  would 
immediately  secure  him  on  board  an  English  or  Dutch  ship,  and 
carry  him  off  safe  along  with  me ;  and  as  to  his  subsistence,  and 
other  particulars,  it  should  be  my  care,  till  he  could  better  supply 
himself. 

He  heard  mc  very  attentively^  and  looked  earnestly  on  me  all 
tAc  while  Ispoke;  nay^l  cQu\i.^^x\'cv\iaN^:r^^'w;,^^'^s^a!_^^t 
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About  an  hour  aftcr^  they  made  a  motion  to  attack  us  again^ 
and  rode  round  our  little  wood^  to  see  where  else .  they  might 
break  in ;  but  finding  us  always  ready  to  Jace  them»  they  went 
off  sLgain,  and  we  resolved  not  to  stir  Irom  tiic  place  for  that 
night. 

We  slept  little,  you  may  be  sure ;  but  spent  the  most  part  of 
the  night  in  strengthening  our  situation,  and  barricading  the 
entrances  into  the  wood ;  and,  keeping  a  strict  watch,  we  waited 
for  day-light,  and,  when  it  came,  it  gave  us  a  very  unwel- 
come discovery  indeed :  for  the  enemy,  who,  we  thought,  were 
discouraged  with  the  reception  they  had  met  with,  were  now  in- 
creased to  no  less  than  three  hundred,  and  had  set  up  eleven  or 
twelve  huts  and  tents,  as  if  they  were  resolved  to  beseigc  us ; 
and  this  little  camp  they  had  pitched  upon  the  open  plain,  at 
about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  us,  Wc  were  indeed  sur- 
prised at  this  discovery ;  and  now,  I  confess,  I  gave  myself  over 
for  lost,  and  all  that  I  had.  The  loss  of  my  effects  did  not  lie  so 
near  me  (though  they  were  very  considerable)  as  the  thoughts  of 
l^ing  into  the  hands  of  such  barbarians,  at  the  latter  end  of  my 
journey,  aftet  so  many  cUiRculdes  and  hazards  as  I  had  gone 
through ;  and  even  in  sight  of  our  port,  where  we  expected 
safety  and  deliverance.  As  for  my  partner  he  was  raging :  he 
declared,  that  to  loSe  his  goods  would  be  his  ruin ;  and  he  would 
rather  die  than  be  starved ;  and  he  was  for  fighting  to  the  last 
drop. 

The  young  lord,  as  gallant  as  ever  flesh  shewed  itself,  was  for 
fighting  to  the  last  also;  and  my  old  pilot  was  of  the  opinion 
we  were  able  to  resist  them  all,  in  the  situation  we  then  were  in : 
and  thus  wc  spent  the  day  in  debates  of  what  we  should  do ;  but 
towards  evening,  we  found  that  the  number  of  our  enemies  still 
increased ;  perhaps,  as  they  were  abroad  in  several  parties  for  prey, 
the  first  had  sent  out  scouts  to  call  for  help,  and  to  acqu^nt  them  of 
the  booty ;  and  we  did  not  know  but  by  the  morning  they  nuq^ht 
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still  be  a  greater  number ;  so  I  began  to  inquire  of  those  poqJc 
wc  had  brought  ftom  Tobolski^  if  then  was  no  other  or  meet 
private  wayS)  by  which  wc  might  avoid  them  in  the  nigh^  tnl 
perhaps,  either  retreat  to  some  town,  or  get  help  to  guard  m 
ovtr  the  desert. 

The  Sibirian^  who  was  servant  to  the  young  lordi  told  us,  if 
we  designed  to  avoid  them,  and  not  fight,  he  would  engage  to 
carry  us  off  in  the  night  to  a  way  that  ^went  north  towards  tbe 
PetraXf  by  which  he  made  no  question  but  we  might  get  aw^, 
and  the  Tartars  never  the  wiser ;  but  he  said,  his  lord  had  told 
him  he  would  not  retreat,  but  would  rather  chusc  to  fight  I 
told  him,  he  mistook  hb  lord ;  for  that  he  was  too  wise  a  man  to 
love  fighting  for  the  sake  of  it ;  that  I  knew  his  lord  was  bran 
enough  by  what  he  had  shewed  already ;  but  that  his  lord  knev 
better  than  to  desire  to  have  seventeen  or  aghteen  men  fight  five 
hundred,  unless  an  unavoidable  necessity  forced  them  to  it ;  and 
that  if  he  thought  it  possible  for  us  to  escape  in  the  night,  we 
had  nothing  else  to  do  but  to  attempt  it.  He  answered,  if  his  lord 
gave  him  such  orders,  he  would  lose  his  life  if  he  did  not  peHbrm 
it.  Wc  soon  brought  his  lord  to  give  that  order,  though  pri- 
vately, and  we  immediately  prepared  for  the  putting  it  in  practice. 

And  first,  as  soon  as  it  began  to  be  dork,  we  kindled  a  fire  in 
our  littie  camp,  which  we  kept  burning,  and  prepared  so  as  to 
make  it  bum  all  night,  that  the  Tartars  might  conclude  we  were 
still  there ;  but,  as  soon  as  it  was  dark,  that  is  to  say,  so  as  we 
could  see  the  stars  (for  our  guide  would  not  stir  before),  having 
all  our  hordes  and  camels  ready  loadcn,  we  followed  our  new 
guide,  who,  I  soon  found,  steered  himself  by  the  pole,  or  north 
star,  all  the  country  being  level  for  a  long  way. 

After  we  had  travelled  two  hours  very  hard,  it  began  to  be 

lighter  still;  not  that  it  was  quite  dark  all  night,  but  the  moon 

began  to  rise,  so  that,  in  short,  it  was  rather  lighter  than  W 

^    wished  it  to  be ;  but  by  m.  tfdcidt  ^ica  w^as.  motning  we  were

gotten  near  forty  milcst  though  the  truth  is,  «c  almost  spoiled 
our  horses.  Here  we  found  a  Russian  village,  named  Kirma- 
zinsii^t  where  we  rested,  and  heard  nothing  of  the  Kalmuck 
Tartars  that  day.  About  two  hours  before  tught  we  set  out 
again^  and  travelled  till  eight  the  next  morning,  though  not  quite 
so  hard  as  before ;  and  about  seven  o'clock  we  passed  a  little 
river,  called  Kiriza,  and  came  to  a  good  lat^  town  inhabited  by 
Russians^  and  very  populous,  called  Qxomys,  There  we  hcard^ 
that  several  troops,  or  hordes  of  Kalmucks  had  been  abroad  upon 
the  desert,  but  that  we  were  now  completely  out  of  danger  of  them, 
which  was  to  our  great  satisfaction^  you  may  be  sure.  Here  we 
were  obliged  to  get  some  ^esh  horses,  and  having  need  enough 
of  rest,  we  stiud  five  days  \  and  my  partner  and  I  agreed  to  give 
the  honest  Siberian^  who  brought  us  thither,  the  value  of  ten 
pistoles  for  his  conducting  us. 

In  five  days  more  we  came  to  Veussima^  upon  the  river  JVit^ 
zogJa^  and  running  into  the  Dwina^  we  were  there  very  happily 
near  the  end  of  our  travels  by  land,  that  river  being  navigable 
in  seven  days'  passage  to  j^rch- Angel:  from  hence  we  came  to 
Lawrenski^i  the  third  of  July ;  and  providing  ourselves  with 
two  luggage-boats,  and  a  bat^c,  for  our  own  convenience^  we 
embarked  the  seventh,  and  arrived  all  safe  at  Arch-Angel  the 
eighteenth,  having  been  a  year,  and  five  months,  and  three  day9 
on  the  journey,  including  our  stay  of  eight  months  and  odd  days 
At  Toiolski. 

We  were  obliged  to  stay  at  this  place  six  weeks  for  the  arrival 
of  the  ships,  and  must  have  tarried  longer,  had  not  a  Hamhurgker 
come  in  above  a  month  sooner  than  any  of  the  English  ships ; 
when,  after  some  consideration  that  the  city  of  Hamburgh  might 
happen  to  be  as  good  a  market  for  our  goods  as  London^  we  all 
took  freight  with  him ;  and  having  put  my  goods  on  board,  it 
was  most  natural  for  me  to  put  my  steward  on  board  to  take 
care  of  them ;  by  which  means  my  young  lord  had  a  ^uffici^^ 


y-^ 
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opportunity  to  conceal  himself,  never  coming  on  shore  in  ail  die 
time  we  staid  there ;  and  this  he  did,  that  he  might  not  be  seen 
in  the  city,  where  some  of  the  Mascffw  merchants  would  certainh- 
have  seen  and  discovered  him, 

Wc  sailed  from  Arch-Angd  the  twentieth  of  August  the  same 
year ;  and,  after  no  extraordinary  bad  voyage,  arrived  in  the 
Elbe  the  thirteenth  of  September,  Here  my  partner  and  I  found 
a  very  good  sale  tor  our  goods,  as  well  those  of  China  as  dte 
sables,  (^c.  of  Siberia ;  and  dividing  the  produce  of  our  effects, 
my  share  amounted  to  £3475  17/.  3</.  notwithstanding  so  many 
losses  we  had  sustained,  and  charges  we  had  been  at ;  only  rt- 
membeiing  that  I  had  included  in  this  about  six  hundred  pounds' 
worth  of  diamonds  which  I  had  purchased  at  Bengal. 

Here  the  young  lord  took  his  leave  of  us,  and  went  up  the 
E/bffj  in  order  to  go  to  the  court  of  Vienna^  where  he  resolved 
to  seek  protection,  and  where  he  could  correspond  with  those  of 
his  father's  friends  who  were  left  alive.  He  did  not  part  \v'ith- 
out  all  the  testimonies  he  could  give  me  of  gratitude  for  the  ser- 
vice I  had  done  him,  and  his  sense  of  my  kindness  to  the  prince 
his  father. 

To  conclude ;  having  staid  near  four  months  in  Hamburgh^  I 
came  from  thence  over  land  to  the  Hague^  where  1  embarked  in 
the  packet,  and  arrived  in  London  the  loth  oi  January  170J, 
having  been  gone  from  England  ten  years  and  nine  months. 

And  here,  resolving  to  harass  myself  no  more,  I  am  prepar- 
ing for  a  longer  journey  than  all  these,  having  lived  seventy-n^'O 
years  a  life  of  infinite  variety,  and  learned  sufficiently  to  know 
the  value  of  retirement,  and  the  blessing  of  ending  our  days  in 
peace,
